2. Since every page of this electronic book has 
been specifically formatted to fit inside one 
extra- large or several smaller 3- ring binders - 
after printing -- place the pages in the binder(s) 
and store away for future generations. 

3. Copy all three (3) of the PDF files that make 
up this entire Holy Bible onto one CD of DVD 
and place inside the front cover of the binder(s). 
This way, if a page is damaged, it can be re- 
printed at a later date. (Our website may not 
always be available -- especially after the 
rapture.)

People who sell products often use the marketing 
angle of offering you a "free gift" -- but there is 
always a catch. You nonnally have to purchase 
something first to get the "free gift."

iniquity, because he hath profaned the hallowed 

thing of the LORD: and that soul shall he cut off 

from among his people." 

Note: If your soul wasjust a part of your head it 
would not be bowing down to the dust or being cut 
off from among its people. 

When your body dies (and there is no escaping this 
fact), your soul leaves your body. Since souls never 
die -- your soul will go to either 1 of 2 places: (1) to 



Hell or (2) to be with God the Father, God the Son 
(Jesus Christ) and God the Holy Spirit. 

Of course (given the choice) any sane person would 
choose to be with God. However, since God is a 
perfect spiritual being and does not allow sin to be in 
His presence, the only way you can escape going to 
Hell is to accept Jesus Christ dying on the cross and 
shedding His blood for your sins as the only means of 
salvation. That is the "free gift" you are being 
offered at this very moment -- the gift of eternal life 
through Jesus Christ. 

H ow to B ecom e Saved; 

Billy G raham cannot save you. The Pope cannot save 
you. Buddha cannot save you. Satan cannot save you.

Romans, Chapter 10, Verses 9-10 : 
" That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is made unto salvation." 

3. Ask J esus C hrist to come into your heart, soul 
and mind -- and know that after you die you will 
be going to Heaven to live in peace for all eternity 
with your creator, J esus C hrist. 

John, Chapter 3, Verse 16 : 
"For God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life." 

Don't Dday! 

Don't make the same mistake I did by putting off the 
acceptance of your "free gift." If you wait to clean up 
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your life first -- you will never be able to do it. Jesus 
Christ is the only one who can change your human 
nature. And you won't be saved just because you are 
a good person and treat people right. The ONLY way 
to be saved is by the acceptance of Jesus Christ.

I'm a Saved Sinner! 

Just so you will know that what I am telling you in 
this article is the truth -- 1 lived an "unsaved" life 
until I was 24 years old. In 1982 I gave my heart to 
Jesus Christ and He immediately started working on 
cleaning me up from the inside out. The approach 
Jesus used was not the one I expected. It took several 
years of living though a wide variety of good and bad 
experiences to bring me to the point I am now -- but 
giving my heart and soul to Jesus Christ was the best 
decision I ever made. I honestly cannot understand 
how anyone can make it through the day without 
Jesus Christ. So I sincerely hope my words in this 
article convince you to do the same. 

Just keep in mind that I am nobody special. In fact, I 
am sinner just like anyone else on the planet earth -- 
including YOU. The only difference between myself 
and an unsaved person is that I will be with Jesus 
Christ when my external body dies and the unsaved 
person will be in Hell. 

Don't believe in Hell? Then I suggest you do a little 
more research before you are convinced of that. 
Because if there "really" is a Hell (and there is), you 
could be in for an eternity of intense pain and 
suffering with no relief and complete separation from 
God. Of course, I would expect any rationally 
thinking person to do everything they could to escape 
Hell -- especially when Jesus Christ will give His 
"free gift" to you right at this very moment. However, 
because so many fanatical and ignorant people have 
misrepresented Jesus Christ to you in the past -- you 
may not want to hear any more about Him. Please 
don't allow those people to cause you to miss out on 
Jesus's wonderful plan of salvation. Find out for 
yourself about Jesus Christ and don't rely on these 



other people or even other ministers to tell you the 
truth. Jesus Christ wants a personal relationship with 
YOU-- and He is the only one that can save you from 
an eternity in Hell. This is done by first accepting the 
fact you are a sinner and going to Hell. 

You see -- the problem is that we human beings think 
"too much" of ourselves (the sin of pride). We look 
back at all the accomplishments we have made over 
the past decade with pride and boastfulness. We get 
"puffed up" and lose the humility we are supposed to 
have as followers of Jesus Christ. But in actuality -- 
God is NOT in existence for our pleasure. Instead, we 
were created for HIS pleasure. God is the creator of 
all things. He is the Lord of Lords and King of Kings. 

The Revelation, Chapter 1, Verse 8 : 
God says: "I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning, 
and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which 
was, and which is to come, the Almighty." 

I realize that it is very hard for us to imagine a entity 
so powerful that everything is within His control. If 
we do realize it, we begin to ask questions like: " Why 
would a God so powerful allow all the bad things to 
happen?" I used to think the same thing before I was 
saved also. But because of mankind's sins (not God's) 
the worid today is the result of the sin where human 
beings were given free will to reject God. 

So instead of seeking to ridicule God, you should be 
looking at the situation in a different light. You 
should be looking at God as the most powerful 
spiritual being in existence who loves you dearly but 
will NOT interfere in your decision to love and 
worship Him. It is up to you to seek and find Jesus -- 
not Jesus to find you and prove Himself. He is not 
your "genie." Let's look at it from a human point of 
view: If you wanted to talk to the President of the 
United States would you expect him to pull your 
phone number out of the phone book and call you up 
one evening to chat? Of course not! You know that the 
President is famous, and in order to talk to him, or see 
him in person -- you would have to exert a lot of effort. 
So if you would exert this type of effort just to see a 
human being, why can'tyou see thatjesus Christ is much 
more powerful, more famous and is the Creator of ev- 
erything? Wouldn't it be more logical to seek out Jesus 
Christ? He is certainly more powerful, and cares more 
about you than the President of the United States ever 
would. Besides the President of the United States can- 
not give you eternal life but Jesus can. 
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What to Do After You Are Saved 

If you trusted Jesus Christ as your Savior, you have 
just begun a wonderful new hfe with Him. Here are 
some suggestions for what to do next: 

1. L earn more about J esus C hrist by studying 
His Word (the Holy Bible). Many new Christians do 
not enjoy doing this because they claim the Bible is 
too hard to understand. All you need to do is take the 
Bible in your hands, bow your head and ask God to 
direct you in understanding. Then, open the Bible and 
start reading (with the intention of learning, not 
ridiculing God). Sometimes it even helps to read the 
Holy Bible in an audible voice. God's Word is very 
powerful and He will begin teaching and showing you 
things you never knew or imagined if you allow Him. 

2. Talk to G od in prayer every day. You don't 
have to get down on your knees and make a spectacle 
of yourself. God is a personal God. He wants to have 
a one-on-one relationship withyou if you will allow 
Him to. Tell G od about your problems or anything 
else that is on your mind. Talking to G od can be done 
anywhere regardless if it's on the way to work or a 
quiet time during a break or lunch. So turn off the 
radio and TV for a few minutes and talk to G od. 

3. D on' t be overly concerned about j oining a 
church unless you feel the personal need to. Many 
churches today are after your pocketbook and could 
care less about your soul. So watch out! 

Besides, show me any place in the Bible where Jesus 
or the prophets built a church and held church 
services? All of them, including J esus were street 
preachers who journeyed from town to town. There- 
fore, it is not mandatory you attend church to be 
saved. That is often another ploy to get you to put 
money in the collection plate. 

However, in Hebrews we are told to not forsake the 
assembling of ourselves together 

Hebrews, Chapter 10, Verse 25 : 
" Not forsaking the assemhling of ourselves together, 
as the manner of some is; hut exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the day approaching." 

But "assembling of ourselves" does not translate to a 
huge church with 1,000s of people in attendance. 
"Assembling ourselves" can be a discussion about 
God with your friend or a fellow Christian over the 
telephone or by email. Again-- it is not necessary for 



you to attend church unless you know it will help you 
in building a better relationship with J esus Christ. 

4. Beware of television ministries. This industry is 
one of the most fraudulent medias in existence today. 
Don't believe me? Find one that doesn't ask you for 
money. A ministry should only be concerned with 
your soul -- not your pocketbook. If the ministry is 
legitimate, God will supply it's needs and they never 
have to ask people like you for money. (The tele- 
thons are the ones that make me the most angry.) So 
the next time you are sitting on the couch watching a 
TV evangelist, write down some of the scripture 
verses they refer to and listen to how they are 
explaining that particular Bible verse. Then look it up 
in your 1611 King James Bible (contained in this 
electronic document) and read a few verses before 
and after the verse. See for yourself if the minister is 
right. Test the spirits for yourself and you'll begin to 
see many people are telling you "half-truths" as well 
as "downright lies." It's up to you to learn more about 
who G od is and what you can do to serve Him. Every 
single one of us has a distinct purpose we were bom 
for We'll never find that unless we surcome to G od's 
will and worship Him for who He is!

ways, and give liking unto nothing, but what is framed 
by themselves, and hammered on their anvil; we may 
rest secure, supported within by the truth and innocency 
of a good conscience, having walked the ways of sim- 
plicity and integrity, as before the Lord; and sustained 
without by the powerful protection of Your Majesty's 
grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to 
honest and christian endeavors against bitter censures 
and uncharitable imputations.

2: 12 And the gold of that land is good: there is bdellium and 
the onyx stone. 

2:13 And the name of the second river is Gihon: the same is 
it that compasseth the whole land of Ethiopia. 
2:14 And the name of the third river is Hiddekel: that is it 
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which goeth toward the east ot Assyria. And the fourth river 
is Euphrates. 

2:15And the LORD God took the man, and put him into the 
garden ot Eden to dress it and to keep it. 
2:16 And the LORD God commanded the man, saying, Ot 
every tree of the garden thou mayest freely eat: 
2:17 But of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, thou 
shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die. 

2:18 And the LORD God said. It is not good that the man 
should be alone; I will make him an help meet for him. 
2:19 And out of the ground the LORD God formed every 
beast of the field, and every fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he would call them: and what- 
soever A dam called every living creature, that was the name 
thereof. 

2:20 And Adam gave names to all cattle, and to the fowl of 
the air, and to every beast of the field; but for Adam there 
was not found an help meet for him. 
2:21 And the LORD God caused a deep sleep to fall upon 
Adam, and he slept: and he took one of his ribs, and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof; 

2:22 And the rib, which the LORD God had taken from man, 
made he a woman, and brought her unto the man. 
2:23 And Adam said. This is now bone of my bones, and 
flesh of my flesh: she shall be called Woman, because she 
was taken out of Man. 

2:24 Therefore shall a man leave his father and his mother, 
and shall cleave unto his wife: and they shall be one flesh. 
2:25 And they were both naked, the man and his wife, and 
were not ashamed. 

3:1 Now the serpent was more subtil than any beast of the 
field which the LORD God had made. And he said unto the 
woman. Yea, hath God said. Ye shall not eat of every tree of 
the garden? 

3:2 And the woman said unto the serpent. We may eat of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden: 

3:3 But of the fruit of the tree which is in the midst of the 
garden, G od hath said. Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye 
touch it, lest ye die. 

3:4 A nd the serpent said unto the woman. Ye shall not surely 
die: 

3:5 For God doth know that in the day ye eat thereof, then 
your eyes shall be opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil. 

3:6 And when the woman saw that the tree was good for 
food, and that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be 
desired to make one wise, she took of the fruit thereof, and 
did eat, and gave also unto her husband with her; and he did 
eat. 

3:7 And the eyes of them both were opened, and they knew 
that they were naked; and they sewed fig leaves together, 
and made themselves aprons. 

3:8 And they heard the voice of the LORD God walking in 
the garden in the cool of the day: and Adam and his wife hid 
themselves from the presence of the LORD God amongst 
the trees of the garden. 

3:9 And the LORD God called unto Adam, and said unto 
him. Where art thou? 

3:10 And he said, I heard thy voice in the garden, and I was 
afraid, because I was naked; and I hid myself. 



3:11 And he said. Who told thee that thou wast naked? Hast 
thou eaten of the tree, whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat? 

3:12 And the man said. The woman whom thou gavestto be 
with me, she gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 
3:13And the LORD God said unto the woman. What is this 
that thou hast done? A nd the woman said. The serpent be- 
guiled me, and I did eat. 

3:14AndtheLORD God said unto the serpent. Because thou 
hast done this, thou art cursed above all cattle, and above 
every beast of the field; upon thy belly shalt thou go, and 
dust shalt thou eat all the days of thy lite: 
3:15 And I will put enmity between thee and the woman, and 
between thy seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and 
thou shalt bruise his heel. 

3:16 Unto the woman he said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow and thy conception; in sorrow thou shalt bring forth 
children; and thy desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee. 

3:17 And unto Adam he said. Because thou hast hearkened 
unto the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of which 
I commanded thee, saying. Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed is 
the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the 
days of thy life; 

3:18 Thorns also and thistles shall it bring forth to thee; and 
thou shalt eat the herb of the field; 

3:19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou 
return unto the ground; for out of it wast thou taken: for dust 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. 
3:20 And Adam called his wife's name Eve; because she was 
the mother of all living. 

3:21 Unto Adam also and to his wife did the LORD God 
make coats of skins, and clothed them. 
3:22 And the LORD God said. Behold, the man is become as 
one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth 
his hand, and take also of the tree of life, and eat, and live for 
ever: 

3:23 Therefore the LORD God sent him forth from the gar- 
den of Eden, to till the ground from whence he was taken. 
3:24 So he drove out the man; and he placed at the east of 
the garden of Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of the tree of life. 
4:1 And Adam knew Eve his wife; and she conceived, and 
bare Cain, and said, I have gotten a man from the LORD . 
4:2 And she again bare his brother Abel. And Abel was a 
keeper of sheep, but Cain was a tiller of the ground. 
4:3 And in process of time it came to pass, that Cain brought 
of the fruit of the ground an offering unto the LORD . 
4:4 And Abel, he also brought of the firsthngs of his flock 
and of the fat thereof. And the LORD had respect unto Abel 
and to his offering: 

4: 5 B ut unto C ain and to his offering he had not respect. A nd 
Cain was very wroth, and his countenance fell. 
4:6And the LORD said unto Cain, Why art thou wroth? and 
why is thy countenance fallen? 

4:7 If thou doest well, shalt thou not be accepted? and if 
thou doest not well, sin lieth at the door And unto thee shall 
be his desire, and thou shalt rule over him. 
4:8 And Cain talked with Abel his brother: and it came to 
pass, when they were in the field, that Cain rose up against 
Abel his brother, and slew him. 
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4:9And the LORD said unto Cain, Where is Abel thy brother? 
And he said, I know not: Am I my brother's keeper? 
4:10 And he said. What hast thou done? the voice ot thy 
brother's blood crieth unto me from the ground. 
4:11 And now art thou cursed from the earth, which hath 
opened her mouth to receive thy brother's blood from thy 
hand; 

4:12 When thou tillest the ground, it shall not henceforth 
yield unto thee her strength; a fugitive and a vagabond shalt 
thou be in the earth. 

4: 13 A nd Cain said unto the L RD , My punishment is greater 
than I can bean 

4:14 Behold, thou hast driven me out this day from the face 
of the earth; and from thy face shall I be hid; and I shall be a 
fugitive and a vagabond in the earth; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that findeth me shall slay me. 
4:15 And the LORD said unto him. Therefore whosoever 
slayeth Cain, vengeance shall be taken on him sevenfold. 
And the LORD set a mark upon Cain, lest any finding him 
should kill him. 

4:16 And Cain went out from the presence of the LORD, and 
dwelt in the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. 
4:17 And Cain knew his wife; and she conceived, and bare 
Enoch: and he builded a city, and called the name of the city, 
after the name of his son, Enoch. 

4:18Andunto Enoch was bom Irad: andlradbegatMehujael: 
and M ehujael begat M ethusael: and M ethusael begat L amech. 
4:19 And Lamech took unto him two wives: the name of the 
one was Adah, and the name of the other Zillah. 
4:20 A nd A dah bare J abal: he was the father of such as dwell 
in tents, and of such as have cattle. 
4:2 1 A nd his brother's name was Jubal: he was the father of 
all such as handle the harp and organ. 
4:22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubalcain, an instructer of 
every artificer in brass and iron: and the sister of Tubalcain 
was Naamah. 

4:23 And Lamech said unto his wives, Adah and Zillah, Hear 
my voice; ye wives of Lamech, hearken unto my speech: for 
I have slain a man to my wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt. 

4:24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, truly Lamech sev- 
enty and sevenfold. 

4:25 And A dam knew his wife again; and she bare a son, and 
called his name Seth: For God, said she, hath appointed me 
another seed instead of Abel, whom Cain slew. 
4:26 And to Seth, to him also there was bom a son; and he 
called his name Enos: then began men to call upon the name 
of the LORD. 

5:1 This is the book of the generations of Adam. In the day 
that God created man, in the likeness of God made he him; 
5:2 Male and female created he them; and blessed them, and 
called their name A dam, in the day when they were created. 
5:3 A nd Adam lived an hundred and thirty years, and begat a 
son in his own likeness, after his image; and called his name 
Seth: 

5:4 And the days of Adam after he had begotten Seth were 
eight hundred years: and he begat sons and daughters: 
5:5 And all the days that A dam lived were nine hundred and 
thirty years: and he died. 

5:6 And Seth lived an hundred and five years, and begat Enos: 
5:7 And Seth lived after he begat Enos eight hundred and 
seven years, and begat sons and daughters: 



5:8 And all the days of Seth were nine hundred and twelve 
years: and he died. 

5:9 A nd Enos lived ninety years, and begat Cainan: 
5:10 And Enos lived after he begat Cainan eight hundred 
and fifteen years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:11 And all the days of Enos were nine hundred and five 
years: and he died. 

5: 12 A nd Cainan lived seventy years, and begat Mahalaleel: 
5:13 And Cainan lived after he begat Mahalaleel eight hun- 
dred and forty years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:14 And all the days of Cainan were nine hundred and ten 
years: and he died. 

5:15 And Mahalaleel lived sixty and five years, and begat 
Jared: 

5:16 And Mahalaleel lived after he begat Jared eight hun- 
dred and thirty years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:17And all the day sofMahalaleel were eight hundred ninety 
and five years: and he died. 

5: 18 A nd Jared lived an hundred sixty and two years, and he 
begat Enoch: 

5:19 And Jared lived after he begat Enoch eight hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:20 And all the days of Jared were nine hundred sixty and 
two years: and he died. 

5:21 And Enoch lived sixty and five years, and begat 
M ethuselah: 

5:22 And Enoch walked with God after he begat M ethuselah 
three hundred years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:23 And all the days of Enoch were three hundred sixty and 
five years: 

5:24AndEnoch walked with God: and he was not; forGod 
took him. 

5:25 And Methuselah lived an hundred eighty and seven 
years, and begat Lamech: 

5:26 And Methuselah lived after he begat Lamech seven 
hundred eighty and two years, and begat sons and daugh- 
ters: 

5:27 And all the days of Methuselah were nine hundred sixty 
and nine years: and he died. 

5:28 And Lamech lived an hundred eighty and two years, 
and begat a son: 

5:29 And he called his name Noah, saying. This same shall 
comfort us conceming our work and toil of our hands, be- 
cause of the ground which the LORD hath cursed. 
5:30 And Lamech lived after he begat Noah five hundred 
ninety and five years, and begat sons and daughters: 
5:31 And all the days of Lamech were seven hundred sev- 
enty and seven years: and he died. 

5:32 And Noah was five hundred years old: and Noah begat 
Shem, Ham, andjapheth. 

6: 1 A nd it came to pass, when men began to multiply on the 
face of the earth, and daughters were bom unto them, 
6:2 That the sons of God saw the daughters of men that they 
were fair; and they took them wives of all which they chose. 
6:3 And the LORD said. My spirit shall not always strive 
with man, for that he also is flesh: yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years. 

6:4 There were giants in the earth in those days; and also 
after that, when the sons of God came in unto the daughters 
of men, and they bare children to them, the same became 
mighty men which were of old, men of renown. 
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6:5 And GOD saw that the wickedness ot man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts ot his 
heart was only evil continually. 

6:6 And it repented the LORD that he had made man on the 
earth, and it grieved him at his heart. 
6:7 And the LORD said, I will destroy man whom I have 
created from the face of the earth; both man, and beast, and 
the creeping thing, and the fowls of the air; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them. 

6:8 But Noah found grace in the eyes of the LORD . 
6:9 These are the generations of Noah: Noah was a just man 
and perfect in his generations, and Noah walked with God. 
6:10 And Noah begat three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 
6:11 The earth also was corrupt before God, and the earth 
was filled with violence. 

6:12 And God looked upon the earth, and, behold, it was 
corrupt; for all flesh had corrupted his way upon the earth. 
6:13 And God said unto Noah, The end of all flesh is come 
before me; for the earth is filled with violence through them; 
and, behold, I will destroy them with the earth. 
6:14 Make thee an ark of gopher wood; rooms shaft thou 
make in the ark, and shalt pitch it within and without with 
pitch. 

6: 15 And this is the fashion which thou shalt make it of: The 
length of the ark shall be three hundred cubits, the breadth 
of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. 
6:16 A window shalt thou make to the ark, and in a cubit 
shalt thou finish it above; and the door of the ark shalt thou 
set in the side thereof; with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it. 

6:17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters upon 
the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of life, 
from under heaven; and every thing that is in the earth shall 
die. 

6:18 But with thee will I establish my covenant; and thou 
shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy sons' wives with thee. 

6:19 And of every living thing of all flesh, two of every sort 
shalt thou bring into the ark, to keep them alive with thee; 
they shall be male and female. 

6:20 f fowls after their kind, and of cattle after their kind, 
of every creeping thing of the earth after his kind, two of 
every sort shall come unto thee, to keep them alive. 
6:21 And take thou unto thee of all food that is eaten, and 
thou shalt gather it to thee; and it shall be for food for thee, 
and for them. 

6:22 Thus did Noah; according to all that God commanded 
him, so did he. 

7:1 And the LORD said unto Noah, Come thou and all thy 
house into the ark; for thee have I seen righteous before me 
in this generation. 

7:2 Of every clean beast thou shalt take to thee by sevens, 
the male and his female: and of beasts that are not clean by 
two, the male and his female. 

7:3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, the male and the fe- 
male; to keep seed alive upon the face of all the earth. 
7:4 For yet seven days, and I will cause it to rain upon the 
earth forty days and forty nights; and every living substance 
that I have made will I destroy from off the face of the earth. 
7:5 And Noah did according unto all that the LORD com- 
manded him. 



7:6 And Noah was six hundred years old when the flood of 
waters was upon the earth. 

7:7 And Noah went in, and his sons, and his wife, and his 
sons' wives with him, into the ark, because of the waters of 
the flood. 

7:8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are not clean, and of 
fowls, and of every thing that creepeth upon the earth, 
7:9 There went in two and two unto Noah into the ark, the 
male and the female, as God had commanded Noah. 
7: 10 And it came to pass after seven days, that the waters of 
the flood were upon the earth. 

7:11 In the six hundredth year of Noah's life, in the second 
month, the seventeenth day of the month, the same day were 
all the fountains of the great deep broken up, and the win- 
dows of heaven were opened. 

7:12 And the rain was upon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. 

7: 13 In the selfsame day entered Noah, and Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah's wife, and the three 
wives of his sons with them, into the ark; 
7:14 They, and every beast after his kind, and all the cattle 
after their kind, and every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind, and every fowl after his kind, every 
bird of every sort. 

7:15 And they went in unto Noah into the ark, two and two 
of all flesh, wherein is the breath of life. 
7:16 And they that went in, went in male and female of all 
flesh, as God had commanded him: and the LORD shut him 
in. 

7:17 And the flood was forty days upon the earth; and the 
waters increased, and bare up the ark, and it was lift up above 
the earth. 

7:18 And the waters prevailed, and were increased greatly 
upon the earth; and the ark went upon the face of the waters. 
7:19 And the waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth; 
and all the high hills, tiat were under the whole heaven, were 
covered. 

7:20 Fifteen cubits upward did the waters prevail; and the 
mountains were covered. 

7:21 And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, both of 
fowl, and of cattle, and of beast, and of every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, and every man: 
7:22 All in whose nostrils was the breath of hfe, of all that 
was in the dry land, died. 

7:23 And every living substance was destroyed which was 
upon the face of the ground, both man, and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of the heaven; and they were 
destroyed from the earth: and Noah only remained alive, and 
they that were with him in the ark. 

7:24 And the waters prevailed upon the earth an hundred 
and fifty days. 

8:1 And God remembered Noah, and every living thing, and 
all the cattle that was with him in the ark: and God made a 
wind to pass over the earth, and the waters asswaged; 
8:2 The fountains also of the deep and the windows of heaven 
were stopped, and the rain from heaven was restrained; 
8:3 And the waters returned from off the earth continually: 
and after the end of the hundred and fifty days the waters 
were abated. 

8:4 And the ark rested in the seventh month, on the seven- 
teenth day of the month, upon the mountains of Ararat 
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8:5 And the waters decreased continually until the tenth 

month: in the tenth month, on the first day ot the month, 

were the tops ot the mountains seen. 

8:6 And it came to pass at the end ot forty days, that Noah 

opened the window of the ark which he had made: 

8:7 And he sent forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, 

until the waters were dried up from off the earth. 

8:8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, to see if the waters 

were abated from off the face of the ground; 

8:9 But the dove found no rest for the sole of her foot, and 

she returned unto him into the ark, for the waters were on the 

face of the whole earth: then he put forth his hand, and took 

her, and pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

8:10 And he stayed yet other seven days; and again he sent 

forth the dove out of the ark; 

8:11 And the dove came in to him in the evening; and, lo, in 

her mouth was an olive leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew that 

the waters were abated from off the earth. 

8:12 And he stayed yet other seven days; and sent forth the 

dove; which returned not again unto him any more. 

8:13 And it came to pass in the six hundredth and first year, 

in the first month, the first day of the month, the waters were 

dried up from off the earth: and Noah removed the covering 

of the ark, and looked, and, behold, the face of the ground 

was dry. 

8:14 And in the second month, on the seven and twentieth 

day of the month, was the earth dried. 

8:15 And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

8:16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, 

and thy sons' wives with thee. 

8:17 Bring forth with thee every living thing that is with 

thee, of all flesh, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 

creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth; that they may 

breed abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply 

upon the earth. 

8:18 And Noah went forth, and his sons, and his wife, and 

his sons' wives with him: 

8:19 Every beast, every creeping thing, and every fowl, and 

whatsoever creepeth upon the earth, after their Idnds, went 

forth out of the ark. 

8:20 And Noah builded an altar unto the LORD; and took of 

every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered burnt 

offerings on the altar 

8:21 And the LORD smelled a sweet savour; and the LORD 

said in his heart, I will not again curse the ground any more 

for man's sake; for the imagination of man's heart is evil from 

his youth; neither will I again smite any more every thing 

living, as I have done. 

8:22 While the earth remaineth, seedtime and harvest, and 

cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day and night 

shall not cease. 

9:1 And God blessed Noah and his sons, and said unto them. 

Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth. 

9:2 And the fear of you and the dread of you shall be upon 

every beast of the earth, and upon every fowl of the air, upon 

all that moveth upon the earth, and upon all the fishes of the 

sea; into your hand are they delivered. 

9:3 Every moving thing that liveth shall be meat for you; 

even as tie green herb have I given you all things. 

9:4 B ut flesh with the life thereof, which is the blood thereof, 

shall ye not eat. 



9:5 A nd surely your blood of your lives will I require; at the 
hand of every beast will I require it, and at the hand of man; 
at the hand of every man's brother will I require the hfe of 
man. 

9:6 Whoso sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be 
shed: for in the image of God made he man. 
9:7 And you, be ye fruitful, and multiply; bring forth abun- 
dantly in the earth, and multiply therein. 
9:8 And God spake unto Noah, and to his sons with him, 
saying, 

9:9 And I, behold, I establish my covenant with you, and 
with your seed after you; 

9:10 And with every living creature that is with you, of the 
fowl, of the cattle, and of every beast of the earth with you; 
from all that go out of the ark, to every beast of the earth. 
9:11 And I will establish my covenant with you; neither shall 
all flesh be cut off any more by the waters of a flood; neither 
shall there any more be a flood to destroy the earth. 
9:12 And God said. This is the token of the covenant which 
I make between me and you and every living creature that is 
with you, for perpetual generations: 
9: 13 I do set my bow in the cloud, and it shall be for a token 
of a covenant between me and the earth. 
9:14Anditshallcometo pass, wheni bring a cloud over the 
earth, that the bow shall be seen in the cloud: 
9:15 And I will remember my covenant, which is between 
me and you and every living creature of all flesh; and the 
waters shall no more become a flood to destroy all flesh. 
9: 16 And the bow shall be in the cloud; and I will look upon 
it, that I may remember the everlasting covenant between 
God and every living creature of all flesh that is upon the 
earth. 

9:17 And God said unto Noah, This is the token of the cov- 
enant, which I have established between me and all flesh 
that is upon the earth. 

9: 18 A nd the sons of Noah, that went forth of the ark, were 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth: and Ham is the father of 
Canaan. 

9:19 These are the three sons of Noah: and of them was the 
whole earth overspread. 

9:20 And Noah began to be an husbandman, and he planted 
a vineyard: 

9:21Andhedrankof thewine, and was drunken; and he was 
uncovered within his tent. 

9:22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, saw the nakedness of 
his father, and told his two brethren without. 
9:23AndShem andjapheth took a garment, and laid it upon 
both their shoulders, and went backward, and covered the 
nakedness of their father; and their faces were backward, 
and they saw not their father's nakedness. 
9:24 And Noah awoke from his wine, and knew what his 
younger son had done unto him. 

9:25 And he said. Cursed be Canaan; a servant of servants 
shall he be unto his brethren. 

9:26 And he said. Blessed be the LORD God of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant. 

9:27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and he shall dwell in the 
tents of Shem; and Canaan shall be his servant. 
9:28 And Noah lived after the flood three hundred and fifty 
years. 
9:29 And all the days of Noah were nine hundred and fifty 
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years: and he died. 

10:1 Now tiiese are the generations of the sons of Noah, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth: and unto them were sons bom af- 
ter the flood. 

10:2 The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and Magog, and Madai, 
and Javan, and Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. 
10:3 And the sons of Gomer; Ashkenaz, and Riphath, and 
Togarmah. 

10:4 And the sons of Javan; Ehshah, and Tarshish, Kittim, 
and Dodanim. 

10:5 By these were the isles of the Gentiles divided in their 
lands; every one after his tongue, after their families, in their 
nations. 

10:6 And the sons of Ham; Cush, and Mizraim, and Phut, 
and Canaan. 

10:7 And the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, and Sabtah, 
and Raamah, and Sabtecha: and the sons of Raamah; Sheba, 
and D edan. 

10:8 And Cush begat Nimrod: he began to be a mighty one 
in the earth. 

10:9 He was a mighty hunter before the LORD : wherefore it 
is said. Even as Nimrod the mighty hunter before the L RD . 
10:10 And the beginning of his kingdom was Babel, and 
Erech, and Accad, and Calneh, in the land of Shinar 
10:11 Out of that land went forth Asshur, and builded 
Nineveh, and the city Rehoboth, and Calah, 
10:12 And Resen between Nineveh and Calah: the same is a 
great city. 

10:13AndMizraimbegatLudim, andAnamim, andLehabim, 
and Naphtuhim, 

10:14 And Pathrusim, and Casluhim, (out of whom came 
Philistim,) and Caphtorim. 

10:15 And Canaan begat Sidon his firstborn, and Heth, 
10:16 And the Jebusite, and the Amorite, and the Girgasite, 
10:17 And the Hivite, and theArkite, and the Sinite, 
10:18AndtheArvadite, and the Zemarite, andtheHamathite: 
and afterward were the families of the Canaanites spread 
abroad. 

10:19 And the border of the Canaanites was from Sidon, as 
thou comestto Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest, unto Sodom, 
and Gomorrah, and Admah, and Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 
10:20 These are the sons of Ham, after their families, after 
their tongues, in their countries, and in their nations. 
10:21 Unto Shem also, the fatherof all the children of Eber, 
the brother of Japheth the elder, even to him were children 
bom. 

10:22 The children of Shem; Elam, and Asshur, and 
Arphaxad, and Lud, andAram. 

10:23 And the children of Aram; Uz, and Hul, and Gether, 
and M ash. 

10:24 And Arphaxad begat Salah; and Salah begat Eber 
10:25 And unto Eber were bom two sons: the name of one 
was Peleg; for in his days was the earth divided; and his 
brother's name was Joktan. 

10:26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and Sheleph, and 
Hazarmaveth, andjerah, 
10:27 And Hadoram, and Uzal, and Diklah, 
10:28 And Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba, 
1 : 2 9 A nd phir, and H avilah, and J obab: all these were the 
sons of Joktan. 
10:30 And their dwelling was from Mesha, as thou goest 



unto Sephar a mount of the east. 

10:31 These are the sons of Shem, after their families, after 
their tongues, in their lands, after their nations. 
10:32 These are the families of the sons of Noah, after their 
generations, in their nations: and by these were the nations 
divided in the earth after the flood. 
11:1 And the whole earth was of one language, and of one 
speech. 

11:2 And it came to pass, as they joumeyed from the east, 
that they found a plain in the land of Shinar; and they dwelt 
there. 

11:3 And they said one to another. Go to, let us make brick, 
and bum them throughly. And they had brick for stone, and 
slime had they for morter 

11:4 And they said. Go to, let us build us a city and a tower, 
whose top may reach unto heaven; and let us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth. 
11:5 And the LORD came down to see the city and the tower, 
which the children of men builded. 
11:6 And the LORD said. Behold, the people is one, and 
they have all one language; and this they begin to do: and 
now nothing will be restrained from them, which they have 
imagined to do. 

11:7 Go to, let us go down, and there confound their lan- 
guage, that they may not understand one another's speech. 
11:8 So the LORD scattered them abroad from thence upon 
the face of all the earth: and they left off to build the city. 
11:9 Therefore is the name of it called Babel; because the 
LORD did there confound the language of all the earth: and 
from thence did the LORD scatter them abroad upon the face 
of all the earth. 

11:10 These are the generations of Shem: Shem was an hun- 
dred years old, and begat A rphaxad two years after the flood: 
11:11 And Shem lived after he begatArphaxad five hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:12 And Arphaxad lived five and thirty years, and begat 
Salah: 

11:13 And A rphaxad lived after he begat Salah four hundred 
and three years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:14 And Salah lived thirty years, and begat Eber: 
11:15 And Salah lived after he begat Eber four hundred and 
three years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11 : 16 A nd Eber lived four and thirty years, and begat Peleg: 
11:17 A nd Eber lived after he begat Peleg four hundred and 
thirty years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and begat Reu: 
11:19 And Peleg lived after he begat Reu two hundred and 
nine years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:20 And Reu lived two and thirty years, and begat Semg: 
11:21 And Reu lived after he begat Semg two hundred and 
seven years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:22 And Semg lived thirty years, and begat Nahor: 
11:23 And Semg lived after he begat Nahor two hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty years, and begat 
Terah: 

11:25 And Nahor lived after he begat Terah an hundred and 
nineteen years, and begat sons and daughters. 
11:26 And Terah lived seventy years, and begatAbram, Nahor, 
and Haran. 
11:27 Now these are the generations of Terah: Terah begat 
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Abram, Nahor, and Haran; and Haran begat Lot. 
11:28 And Haran died before liis fatlierTerah in tlie land ot 
his nativity, in Ur of the Chaldees. 

11:29 And Abram and Nahortook them wives: the name of 
Abram's wife was Sarai; and the name of Nahor's wife, 
Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the father of Milcah, and the 
father of Iscah. 

11:30 But Sarai was barren; she had no child. 
11:31 And Terah took Abram his son, and Lot the son of 
Haran his son's son, and Sarai his daughter in law, his son 
Abram's wife; and they went forth with them from Ur of the 
Chaldees, to go into the land of Canaan; and they came unto 
Haran, and dwelt there. 

1 1 : 32 A nd the days of Terah were two hundred and five years: 
and Terah died in Haran. 

12:1 Now the LORD had said unto Abram, Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father's house, 
unto a land that I will shew thee: 

12:2 And I will make of thee a great nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and thou shalt be a blessing: 
12:3AndI will bless them that bless thee, and curse him that 
curseth thee: and in thee shall all families of the earth be 
blessed. 

12:4 SoAbram departed, astheLORD had spoken unto him; 
and Lot went with him: and Abram was seventy and five 
years old when he departed out of Haran. 
12:5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot his brother's 
son, and all their substance that they had gathered, and the 
souls that they had gotten in Haran; and they went forth to 
go into the land of Canaan; and into the land of Canaan they 
came. 

12:6 And Abram passed through the land unto the place of 
Sichem, unto the plain of Moreh. And the Canaanite was 
then in the land. 

12:7 And the LORD appeared unto Abram, and said. Unto 
thy seed will I give this land: and there builded he an altar 
unto the LORD, who appeared unto him. 
12:8 And he removed from thence unto a mountain on the 
east of Bethel, and pitched his tent, having Bethel on the 
west, and Hai on the east: and there he builded an altar unto 
the LORD, and called upon the name of the LORD. 
12:9 And Abram journeyed, going on still toward the south. 
12:10 And there was a famine in the land: and Abram went 
down into Egypt to sojourn there; for the famine was griev- 
ous in the land. 

12:11 And it came to pass, when he was come near to enter 
into Egypt, that he said unto Sarai his wife. Behold now, I 
know that thou art a fair woman to look upon: 
12:12 Therefore it shall come to pass, when the Egyptians 
shall see thee, that they shall say. This is his wife: and they 
will kill me, but they will save thee alive. 
12:13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister: that it may be well 
with me tor thy sake; and my soul shall live because of thee. 
12:14 And it came to pass, tiiat, whenAbram was come into 
Egypt, the Egyptians beheld the woman that she was very 
fair 

12:15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw her, and commended 
her before Pharaoh: and the woman was taken into Pharaoh's 
house. 

12:16 And he entreated Abram well for her sake: and he had 
sheep, and oxen, and he asses, and menservants, and maid- 



servants, and she asses, and camels. 
12:17 And the LORD plagued Pharaoh and his house with 
great plagues because of Sarai Abram's wife. 
12: 18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and said. What is this that 
thou hast done unto me? why didst thou not tell me that she 
was thy wife? 

12:19 Why saidst thou. She is my sister? so I might have 
taken her to me to wife: now therefore behold thy wife, take 
her, and go thy way. 

12:20 And Pharaoh commanded his men concerning him: 
and they sent him away, and his wife, and all that he had. 
13:lAndAbram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, and 
all that he had, and Lot with him, into the south. 
13:2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, in silver, and in 
gold. 

13:3 And he went on his journeys from the south even to 
B ethel, unto the place where his tent had been at the begin- 
ning, between Bethel and Hai; 

13:4 Unto the place of the altar, which he had made there at 
the first: and there Abram called on the name of the LORD. 
13:5 And Lot also, which went with Abram, had flocks, and 
herds, and tents. 

13:6 A nd the land was not able to bear them, that they might 
dwell together: for their substance was great, so that they 
could not dwell together 

13:7 And there was a strife between the herdmen of Abram's 
cattle and the herdmen of Lot's cattle: and the Canaanite and 
the Perizzite dwelled then in the land. 
1 3 : 8 A nd A bram said unto L ot, L et there be no strife, I pray 
thee, between me and thee, and between my herdmen and 
thy herdmen; for we be brethren. 

13:9 Is not the whole land before thee? separate thyself, I 
pray thee, from me: if thou wilt take the left hand, then I will 
go to the right; or if thou depart to the right hand, then I will 
go to the left. 

1 3 : 1 A nd L ot lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the plain of 
Jordan, that it was well watered every where, before the 
LORD destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, even as the garden 
of the LORD, like the land of Egypt, as thou comest unto 
Zoar 

13:11 Then Lot chose him all the plain of Jordan; and Lot 
journeyed east: and they separated themselves the one from 
the other 

13: 12 Abram dwelled in the land of Canaan, and L ot dwelled 
in the cities of the plain, and pitched his tent toward Sodom. 
13:13 But the men of Sodom were wicked and sinners be- 
fore the LORD exceedingly. 

13:14 And the LORD said unto Abram, after that Lot was 
separated from him. Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art northward, and southward, and east- 
ward, and westward: 

13: 15 For all the land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, 
and to thy seed for ever 

13:16 And I will make thy seed as the dust of the earth: so 
that if a man can number the dust of the earth, then shall thy 
seed also be numbered. 

13:17 Arise, walk through the land in the length of it and in 
the breadth of it; for I will give it unto thee. 
13:18 Then Abram removed his tent, and came and dwelt in 
the plain of Mamre, which is in Hebron, and built there an 
altarunto the LORD. 
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14:1 And it came to pass in the days ot Amraphel king ot 
Sliinar, Ariocli king of Ellasar, Cliedorlaomer king of Elam, 
and Tidal king of nations; 

14:2 That these made war with Bera king of Sodom, and 
with Birsha king of Gomorrah, Shinab king of Admah, and 
Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela, which is 
Zoan 

14:3 All these were joined together in the vale of Siddim, 
which is the salt sea. 

14:4 Twelve years they served C hedorlaomer, and in the thir- 
teenth year they rebelled. 

14:5 A nd in the fourteenth year came C hedorlaomer, and the 
kings that were with him, and smote the Rephaims in 
Ashteroth Kamaim, and the Zuzims in Ham, and the Emims 
in Shaveh Kiriathaim, 

14:6 And the Horites in their mount Seir, unto Elparan, which 
is by the wilderness. 

14:7 And they returned, and came to Enmishpat, which is 
Kadesh, and smote all the country of the A malekites, and 
also the A monies, that dwelt in Hazezontaman 
14:8 And there went out the king of Sodom, and the king of 
Gomorrah, and the king of Admah, and the king of Zeboiim, 
and the king of B ela (the same is Zoar,) and they joined battle 
with them in the vale of Siddim; 

14:9 With Chedorlaomer the king of Elam, and with Tidal 
king of nations, and Amraphel king of Shinar, andArioch 
king of Ellasar; four kings with five. 
14:10 And the vale of Siddim was full of slimepits; and the 
kings of Sodom and Gomorrah fled, and fell there; and they 
that remained fled to the mountain. 
14:11 And they took all the goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and all their victuals, and went their way. 
14:12 And they took Lot, Abram's brother's son, who dwelt 
in Sodom, and his goods, and departed. 
14:13 And there came one that had escaped, and told Abram 
the H ebrew; for he dwelt in the plain of M amre the A morite, 
brother of Eshcol, and brother of A ner: and these were con- 
federate with A bram. 

14: 14 A nd when A bram heard that his brother was taken cap- 
tive, he armed his trained servants, bom in his own house, 
three hundred and eighteen, and pursued them unto D an. 
14:15 And he divided himself against them, he and his ser- 
vants, by night, and smote them, and pursued them unto 
Hobah, which is on the left hand of Damascus. 
14:16 And he brought back all the goods, and also brought 
again his brother Lot, and his goods, and the women also, 
and the people. 

14:17Andtiiekingof Sodom went out to meet him after his 
return from the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the kings 
that were with him, at the valley of Shaveh, which is the 
king's dale. 

14:18 And Melchizedek king of Salem brought forth bread 
and wine: and he was the priest of the most high God. 
14:19 And he blessed him, and said. Blessed be Abram of 
the most high God, possessor of heaven and earth: 
14:20 And blessed be the most high God, which hath deliv- 
ered thine enemies into thy hand. And he gave him tithes of 
all. 

14:21 And the king of Sodom said unto A bram. Give me the 
persons, and take the goods to thyself. 
14:22 And Abram said to the king of Sodom, I have lift up 



mine hand unto the LORD, the most high God, the possessor 

of heaven and earth, 

14:23 That I will not take from a thread even to a shoelatchet, 

and that I will not take any thing that is thine, lest thou 

shouldest say, I have made Abram rich: 

14:24 Save only that which the young men have eaten, and 

the portion of the men which went with me, A ner, Eshcol, 

and Mamre; let them take their portion. 

15:1 After these things the word of the LORD came unto 

Abram in a vision, saying. Fear not, Abram: I am thy shield, 

and thy exceeding great reward. 

15:2 And Abram said. Lord GOD, what wilt thou give me, 

seeing I go childless, and the steward of my house is this 

Eliezerof Damascus? 

15:3AndAbram said. Behold, to me thou hast given no seed: 

and, lo, one bom in my house is mine heir 

15:4 And, behold, the word of the LORD came unto him, 

saying. This shall not be thine heir; but he that shall come 

forth out of thine own bowels shall be thine heir 

15:5 And he brought him forth abroad, and said. Look now 

toward heaven, and tell the stars, if thou be able to number 

them: and he said unto him. So shall thy seed be. 

15:6 And he believed in the LORD; and he counted it to him 

for righteousness. 

15:7 And he said unto him, I am the LORD that brought thee 

out of Ur of the Chaldees, to give thee this land to inherit it 

15:8 And he said. Lord GOD, whereby shall I know that I 

shall inherit it? 

15:9 And he said unto him. Take me an heifer of three years 

old, and a she goat of three years old, and a ram of three 

years old, and a turtledove, and a young pigeon. 

15:10 And he took unto him all these, and divided them in 

the midst, and laid each piece one against another: but the 

birds divided he not. 

15:11 And when the fowls came down upon the carcases, 

Abram drove them away. 

15:12 And when the sun was going down, a deep sleep fell 

upon Abram; and, lo, an horror of great darkness fell upon 

him. 

15:13 And he said unto Abram, Know of a surety that thy 

seed shall be a stranger in a land that is not theirs, and shall 

serve them; and they shall afflict them four hundred years; 

15:14 And also that nation, whom they shall serve, will I 

judge: and afterward shall they come out with great substance. 

15: 15 A nd thou shall go to thy fathers in peace; thou shall be 

buried in a good old age. 

15:16 But in the fourth generation they shall come hither 

again: for the iniquity of theAmorites is not yet full. 

15:17 And it came to pass, that, when the sun went down, 

and it was dark, behold a smoking fumace, and a buming 

lamp that passed between those pieces. 

15:18 In the same day the LORD made a covenant with 

Abram, saying. Unto thy seed have I given this land, from 

the river of Egypt unto the great river, the river Euphrates: 

15:19 The Kenites, and the Kenizzites, and the Kadmonites, 

15:20AndtheHittites, and the Perizzites, and the Rephaims, 

15:21 And the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 

Girgashites, and the Jebusites. 

16:1 Now Sarai Abram's wife bare him no children: and she 

had an handmaid, an Egyptian, whose name was Hagar 

16:2 And Sarai said unto Abram, Behold now, the LORD 
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hath restrained me from bearing: I pray thee, go in unto my 
maid; it may be that I may obtain children by hen A nd A bram 
hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 

16:3 And Sarai Abram's wife took Hagar her maid the Egyp- 
tian, after A bram had dwelt ten years in the land of Canaan, 
and gave her to her husband A bram to be his wife. 
16:4 And he went in unto Hagar, and she conceived: and 
when she saw that she had conceived, her mistress was de- 
spised in her eyes. 

16:5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My wrong be upon thee: I 
have given my maid into thy bosom; and when she saw that 
she had conceived, I was despised in her eyes: the LORD 
judge between me and thee. 

16:6 But Abram said unto Sarai, Behold, thy maid is in thy 
hand; do to her as it pleaseth thee. And when Sarai dealt 
hardly with her, she fled from her face. 
16:7 And the angel of the LORD found her by a fountain of 
water in the wilderness, by the fountain in the way to Shur 
16:8 And he said, Hagar, Sarai'smaid, whence camest thou? 
and whither wilt thou go? And she said, I flee from the face 
of my mistress Sarai. 

16:9 And the angel of the LORD said unto her. Return to thy 
mistress, and submit thyself under her hands. 
16:10 And the angel of the LORD said unto her, I will mul- 
tiply thy seed exceedingly, that it shall not be numbered for 
multitude. 

16:11 And the angel of the LORD said unto her. Behold, 
thou art with child, and shalt bear a son, and shalt call his 
name Ishmael; because the LORD hath heard thy affliction. 
16:12 And he will be a wild man; his hand will be against 
every man, and every man's hand against him; and he shall 
dwell in the presence of all his brethren. 
16:13 And she called the name of the LORD that spake unto 
her, ThouGodseestme: for she said, Havel also here looked 
after him that seeth me? 

16: 14 Wherefore the well was called B eerlahairoi; behold, it 
is between Kadesh and Bered. 

16:15 And Hagar bare Abram a son: and Abram called his 
son's name, which Hagar bare, Ishmael. 
16:16 And Abram was fourscore and six years old, when 
Hagar bare Ishmael to Abram. 

17:1 And when Abram was ninety years old and nine, the 
LORD appeared to Abram, and said unto him, I am the Al- 
mighty God; walk before me, and be thou perfect. 
17:2 A nd I will make my covenant between me and thee, and 
will multiply thee exceedingly. 

17:3 And Abram fell on his face: and God talked with him, 
saying, 

17:4 As for me, behold, my covenant is with thee, and thou 
shalt be a father of many nations. 

17:5 Neither shall thy name any more be called Abram, but 
thy name shall be Abraham; for a father of many nations 
have I made thee. 

17:6 And I will make thee exceeding fruitful, and I will make 
nations of thee, and kings shall come out of thee. 
17:7 And I will estabhsh my covenant between me and thee 
and thy seed after thee in their generations for an everlasting 
covenant to be a God unto thee, and to thy seed after thee. 
17:8 And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed after thee, the 
land wherein thou art a stranger, all the land of Canaan, for 
an everlasting possession; and I will be their God. 



17:9 And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt keep my cov- 
enant therefore, thou, and thy seed after thee in their genera- 
tions. 

17:10 This is my covenant, which ye shall keep, between me 
and you and thy seed after thee; Every man child among you 
shall be circumcised. 

17: 11 And ye shall circumcise the flesh of your foreskin; and 
it shall be a token of the covenant betwixt me and you. 
17:12 And he that is eight days old shall be circumcised 
among you, every man child in your generations, he that is 
bom in the house, or bought with money of any stranger, 
which is not of thy seed. 

17:13 Hethatis bom in thy house, and he that is boughtwith 
thy money, must needs be circumcised: and my covenant shall 
be in your flesh for an everlasting covenant. 
17:14 And the uncircumcised man child whose flesh of his 
foreskin is not circumcised, that soul shall be cut off from 
his people; he hath broken my covenant. 
17:15 And God said unto Abraham, As for Sarai thy wife, 
thou shalt not call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall her name 
be. 

17:16 And I will bless her, and give thee a son also of her: 
yea, I will bless her, and she shall be a mother of nations; 
kings of people shall be of hen 

17:17 Then Abraham fell upon his face, and laughed, and 
said in his heart. Shall a child be bom unto him that is an 
hundred years old? and shall Sarah, that is ninety years old, 
bear? 

17:18 And Abraham said unto God, that Ishmael might 
live before thee! 

17:19 And God said, Sarah thy wife shall bear thee a son 
indeed; and thou shalt call his name Isaac: and I will estab- 
lish my covenant with him for an everlasting covenant, and 
with his seed after him. 

17:20 And as for Ishmael, I have heard thee: Behold, I have 
blessed him, and will make him fmitful, and will multiply 
him exceedingly; twelve princes shall he beget, and I will 
make him a great nation. 

17:21 But my covenant will I establish with Isaac, which 
Sarah shall bear unto thee at this set time in the next yean 
17:22 And he left off talking with him, and God went up 
from Abraham. 

17:23 And Abraham took Ishmael his son, and all that were 
bom in his house, and all that were bought with his money, 
every male among the men of Abraham's house; and circum- 
cised the flesh of their foreskin in the selfsame day, as God 
had said unto him. 

17:24 And Abraham was ninety years old and nine, when he 
was circumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. 
17:25 And Ishmael his son was thirteen years old, when he 
was circumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. 
17:26 In the selfsame day was Abraham circumcised, and 
Ishmael his son. 

17:27 And all the men of his house, bom in the house, and 
bought with money of the stranger, were circumcised with 
him. 

18:1 And the LORD appeared unto him in the plains of 
Mamre: and he sat in the tent door in the heat of the day; 
18:2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, and, lo, three men 
stood by him: and when he saw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent door, and bowed himself toward the ground. 
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18:3 And said, My Lord, if now I have found favour in thy 
siglit, pass not away, I pray thee, from thy servant: 
18:4 Let a little water, I pray you, be fetched, and wash your 
feet, and rest yourselves under the tree: 
18:5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort ye your 
hearts; after that ye shall pass on: for therefore are ye come 
to your servant. And they said. So do, as thou hast said. 
18:6 And Abraham hastened into the tent unto Sarah, and 
said, M ake ready quickly three measures of fine meal, knead 
it, and make cakes upon the hearth. 
18:7 A nd A braham ran unto the herd, and fetcht a calf tender 
and good, and gave it unto a young man; and he hasted to 
dress it. 

18:8 A nd he took butter, and milk, and the calf which he had 
dressed, and set it before them; and he stood by them under 
the tree, and they did eat. 

18:9 And they said unto him. Where is Sarah thy wife? And 
he said. Behold, in the tent. 

18:10 And he said, I will certainly return unto thee accord- 
ing to the time of life; and, lo, Sarah thy wife shall have a 
son. And Sarah heard it in the tent door, which was behind 
him. 

18:11 Now A braham and Sarah were old and well stricken in 
age; and it ceased to be with Sarah after the manner of women. 
18:12 Therefore Sarah laughed within herself, saying. After 
I am waxed old shall I have pleasure, my lord being old also? 
18:13 And the LORD said unto Abraham, Wherefore did 
Sarah laugh, saying. Shall I of a surety bear a child, which 
am old? 

18:14 Is any thing too hard for the LORD? At the time ap- 
pointed I will return unto thee, according to the time of life, 
and Sarah shall have a son. 

18:15 Then Sarah denied, saying, I laughed not; for she was 
afraid. And he said. Nay; but thou didst laugh. 
18:16 And the men rose up from thence, and looked toward 
Sodom: and Abraham went with them to bring them on the 
way. 

18:17 And the LORD said. Shall I hide from Abraham that 
thing which I do; 

18:18 Seeing that Abraham shall surely become a great and 
mighty nation, and all the nations of the earth shall be blessed 
in him? 

18:19 For I know him, that he will command his children 
and his household after him, and they shall keep the way of 
the LORD, to do justice and judgment; that the LORD may 
bring upon Abraham that which he hath spoken of him. 
18:20 And the LORD said. Because the cry of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is great, and because their sin is very grievous; 
18:21 I will go down now, and see whether they have done 
altogether according to the ciy of it, which is come unto me; 
and if not, I will know. 

18:22 And the men turned their faces from thence, and went 
toward Sodom: but Abraham stood yet before the LORD . 
18:23 And Abraham drew near, and said. Wilt thou also de- 
stroy the righteous with the wicked? 
18:24 Peradventure there be fifty righteous within the city: 
wilt thou also destroy and not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? 

18:25 That be far from thee to do after this manner, to slay 
the righteous with the wicked: and that the righteous should 
be as the wicked, that be far from thee: Shall not the Judge of 



all the earth do right? 

18:26And the LORD said. If I find in Sodom fifty righteous 
within the city, then I will spare all the place for their sakes. 
18:27 AndAbraham answered and said. Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lord, which am but dust 
and ashes: 

18:28 Peradventure there shall lack five of the fifty righ- 
teous: wilt thou destroy all the city for lack of five? And he 
said. If I find there forty and five, I will not destroy it. 
18:29 And he spake unto him yet again, and said, 
Peradventure there shall be forty found there. And he said, I 
will not do it for forty's sake. 

18:30 And he said unto him. Oh let not the Lord be angiy, 
and I will speak: Peradventure there shall thirty be found 
there. A nd he said, I will not do it if I find thirty there. 
18:31 And he said. Behold now, I have taken upon me to 
speak unto the Lord: Peradventure there shall be twenty found 
there. And he said, I will not destroy it for twenty's sake. 
18:32 And he said. Oh let not the Lord be angiy, and I will 
speak yet but this once: Peradventure ten shall be found there. 
A nd he said, I will not destroy it for ten's sake. 
18:33 And the LORD went his way, as soon as he had left 
communing with A braham: and Abraham returned unto his 
place. 

19:1 And there came two angels to Sodom at even; and Lot 
sat in the gate of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose up to 
meet them; and he bowed himself with his face toward the 
ground; 

19:2 And he said. Behold now, my lords, turn in, I pray you, 
into your servant's house, and tany all night, and wash your 
feet, and ye shall rise up early, and go on your ways. And 
they said. Nay; but we will abide in the street all night. 
19:3 And he pressed upon them greatly; and they turned in 
unto him, and entered into his house; and he made them a 
feast and did bake unleavened bread, and they did eat. 
19:4 But before they lay down, the men of the city, even the 
men of Sodom, compassed the house round, both old and 
young, all the people from every quarter: 
19:5 And they called unto Lot, and said unto him. Where are 
the men which came in to thee this night? bring them out 
unto us, that we may know them. 

19:6 And Lot went out at the door unto them, and shut the 
door after him, 

19:7 And said, I pray you, brethren, do not so wickedly. 
19: 8 B ehold now, I have two daughters which have not known 
man; let me, I pray you, bring them out unto you, and do ye 
to them as is good in your eyes: only unto these men do 
nothing; for therefore came they under the shadow of my 
roof. 

19:9 And they said. Stand back. And they said again. This 
one fellow came in to sojourn, and he will needs be a judge: 
now will we deal worse with thee, than with them. And they 
pressed sore upon the man, even Lot, and came near to break 
the door 

19:10 But the men put forth their hand, and pulled Lot into 
the house to them, and shut to the door 
19:11 And they smote the men that were at the door of the 
house with blindness, both small and great: so that they wea- 
ried themselves to find the door 

19:12 And the men said unto Lot Hast thou here any be- 
sides? son in law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, and what- 
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soever thou hast in the city, bring them out ot this place: 
19: 13 For we will destroy this place, because the ciy ot them 
is waxen great before the face of the LORD; and the LORD 
hath sent us to destroy it. 

19:14 And Lot went out, and spake unto his sons in law, 
which married his daughters, and said. Up, get you out of 
this place; for the LORD will destroy this city. But he seemed 
as one that mocked unto his sons in law. 
19: 15 A nd when the morning arose, then the angels hastened 
Lot, saying. Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daughters, which 
are here; lest thou be consumed in the iniquity of the city. 
19:16 And while he lingered, the men laid hold upon his 
hand, and upon the hand of his wife, and upon the hand of 
his two daughters; the LORD being merciful unto him: and 
they brought him forth, and set him without the city. 
19: 17 And it came to pass, when they had brought them forth 
abroad, that he said. Escape for thy life; look not behind 
thee, neither stay thou in all the plain; escape to the moun- 
tain, lest thou be consumed. 
19:18 And Lot said unto them. Oh, not so, my Lord: 
19: 19 B ehold now, thy servant hath found grace in thy sight, 
and thou hast magnified thy mercy, which thou hast shewed 
unto me in saving my life; and I cannot escape to the moun- 
tain, lest some evil take me, and I die: 
19:20 Behold now, this city is near to flee unto, and it is a 
little one: Oh, let me escape thither, (is it not a little one?) 
and my soul shall live. 

19:21 And he said unto him. See, I have accepted thee con- 
cerning this thing also, that I will not overthrow this city, for 
the which thou hast spoken. 

19:22 Haste thee, escape thither; for I cannot do any thing 
till thou be come thither Therefore the name of the city was 
called Zoar 

19:23 The sun was risen upon the earth when Lot entered 
into Zoar 

19:24 Then the LORD rained upon Sodom and upon 
Gomorrah brimstone and fire from the LORD out of heaven; 
19:25 And he overthrew those cities, and all the plain, and 
all the inhabitants of the cities, and that which grew upon the 
ground. 

19:26 But his wife looked back from behind him, and she 
became a pillar of salt. 

19:27 And Abraham gat up early in the morning to the place 
where he stood before the LORD : 

19:28 And he looked toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and to- 
ward all the land of the plain, and beheld, and, lo, the smoke 
of the country went up as the smoke of a furnace. 
19:29 And it came to pass, when God destroyed the cities of 
the plain, that God remembered Abraham, and sent Lot out 
of the midst of the overthrow, when he overthrew the cities 
in the which Lot dwelt. 

19:30 And Lot went up out of Zoar, and dwelt in the moun- 
tain, and his two daughters with him; for he feared to dwell 
in Zoar: and he dwelt in a cave, he and his two daughters. 
19:31 And the firstborn said unto the younger. Our father is 
old, and there is not a man in the earth to come in unto us 
after the manner of all the earth: 

19:32 Come, let us make our father drink wine, and we will 
lie with him, that we may preserve seed of our father 
19:33 A nd they made their father drink wine that night: and 
the firstborn went in, and lay with her father; and he per- 



ceived not when she lay down, nor when she arose. 
19:34 And it came to pass on the morrow, that the firstborn 
said unto the younger, B ehold, I lay yesternight with my fa- 
ther let us make him drink wine this night also; and go thou 
in, and lie with him, that we may preserve seed of our father 
19:35 A nd they made their father drink wine that night also: 
and the younger arose, and lay with him; and he perceived 
not when she lay down, nor when she arose. 
19:36 Thus were both the daughters of Lot with child by 
their father 

1 9: 37 A nd the firstborn bare a son, and called his name M oab: 
the same is the father of the Moabites unto this day. 
19:38 And the younger, she also bare a son, and called his 
name Benammi: the same is the father of the children of 
Ammon unto this day. 

20: 1 A nd A braham journeyed from thence toward the south 
country, and dwelled between Kadesh and Shur, and so- 
journed in Gerar 

20:2 And Abraham said of Sarah his wife. She is my sister: 
and Abimelech king of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. 
20:3 But God came to Abimelech in a dream by night, and 
said to him, B ehold, thou art but a dead man, for the woman 
which thou hast taken; for she is a man's wife. 
20:4 But Abimelech had not come near her: and he said. 
Lord, wilt thou slay also a righteous nation? 
20:5 Said he notunto me. She is my sister? and she, even she 
herself said. He is my brother: in the integrity of my heart 
and innocency of my hands have I done this. 
20:6 And God said unto him in a dream. Yea, I know that 
thou didst this in the integrity of thy heart; for I also with- 
held thee from sinning against me: therefore suffered I thee 
not to touch her 

20:7 Now therefore restore the man his wife; for he is a 
prophet, and he shall pray for thee, and thou shaltlive: and if 
thou restore her not, know thou that thou shalt surely die, 
thou, and all that are thine. 

20:8 Therefore Abimelech rose early in the morning, and 
called all his servants, and told all these things in their ears: 
and the men were sore afraid. 

20:9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, and said unto him, 
W hat hast thou done unto us? and what have I offended thee, 
that thou hast brought on me and on my kingdom a great 
sin? thou hast done deeds unto me that ought not to be done. 
20: 10 A nd Abimelech said unto A braham. What sawest thou, 
that thou hast done this thing? 

20: 11 And Abraham said. Because I thought. Surely the fear 
of God is not in this place; and they will slay me for my 
wife's sake. 

20: 12 A nd yet indeed she is my sister; she is the daughter of 
my father, but not the daughter of my mother; and she be- 
came my wife. 

20:13 And it came to pass, when God caused me to wander 
from my father's house, that I said unto her. This is thy kind- 
ness which thou shalt shew unto me; at every place whither 
we shall come, say of me. He is my brother 
20:14 And Abimelech took sheep, and oxen, and menser- 
vants, and womenservants, and gave them unto Abraham, 
and restored him Sarah his wife. 

20:15 AndAbimelech said. Behold, my land is before thee: 
dwell where it pleaseth thee. 
20:16 And unto Sarah he said. Behold, I have given thy 
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brother a thousand pieces ot silver: behold, he is to thee a 
covering of the eyes, unto all that are with thee, and with all 
other: thus she was reproved. 

20:17 So Abraham prayed unto God: and God healed 
Abimelech, and his wife, and his maidservants; and they bare 
children. 

20:18 FortheLORD had fast closed up all the wombs ot the 
house ot Abimelech, because of Sarah Abraham's wife. 
21:1 And the LORD visited Sarah as he had said, and the 
LORD did unto Sarah as he had spoken. 
21:2 For Sarah conceived, andbareAbrahamasoninhisold 
age, at the set time of which God had spoken to him. 
21:3 And Abraham called the name of his son that was bom 
unto him, whom Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 
21:4 And Abraham circumcised his son Isaac being eight 
days old, as God had commanded him. 
21:5 And Abraham was an hundred years old, when his son 
Isaac was bom unto him. 

21:6 And Sarah said, God hath made me to laugh, so that all 
that hear will laugh with me. 

2 1 : 7 A nd she said, W ho would have said unto A braham, that 
Sarah should have given children suck? for I have bom him 
a son in his old age. 

2 1 :8 A nd the child grew, and was weaned: and A braham made 
a great feast the same day that Isaac was weaned. 
21:9 And Sarah saw the son of Hagar the Egyptian, which 
she had bom unto Abraham, mocking. 
2 1 : 10 W hereto re she said unto A braham, C ast out this bond- 
woman and her son: for the son of this bondwoman shall not 
be heir with my son, even with Isaac. 
21:11 And the thing was very grievous in Abraham's sight 
because of his son. 

21:12 And God said unto Abraham, Let it not be grievous in 
thy sight because of the lad, and because of thy bondwoman; 
in all that Sarah hath said unto thee, hearken unto her voice; 
for in Isaac shall thy seed be called. 
21:13 And also of the son of the bondwoman will I make a 
nation, because he is thy seed. 

21:14 And Abraham rose up early in the moming, and took 
bread, and a bottle of water, and gave it unto Hagar, putting 
it on her shoulder, and the child, and sent her away: and she 
departed, and wandered in the wildemess of B eersheba. 
2 1 : 1 5 A nd the water was spent in the bottle, and she cast the 
child under one of the shrabs. 

21:16 And she went, and sat her down over against him a 
good way off, as it were a bowshot: for she said. Let me not 
see the death of the child. A nd she sat over against him, and 
lift up her voice, and wept. 

21:17 And God heard the voice of the lad; and the angel of 
God called to Hagar out of heaven, and said unto her. What 
aileth thee, Hagar? fear not; for G od hath heard the voice of 
the lad where he is. 

2 1:18 A rise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand; fori 
will make him a great nation. 

21:19 And God opened her eyes, and she saw a well of wa- 
ter; and she went, and filled the bottle with water, and gave 
the lad drink. 

21:20 And God was with the lad; and he grew, and dwelt in 
the wildemess, and became an archer 
2 1 :2 1 A nd he dwelt in the wildemess of Paran: and his mother 
took him a wife out of the land of Egypt. 



21:22 And it came to pass at that time, that Abimelech and 
Phichol the chief captain of his host spake unto Abraham, 
saying, G od is with thee in all that thou doest: 
21:23 Now therefore swear unto me here by God that thou 
wilt not deal falsely with me, nor with my son, nor with my 
son's son: but according to the kindness that I have done 
unto thee, thou shalt do unto me, and to the land wherein 
thou hast sojoumed. 
21:24AndAbraham said, I will swear 
21:25 And Abraham reproved Abimelech because of a well 
of water, which Abimelech's servants had violently taken 
away. 

21:26 And Abimelech said, I wot not who hath done this 
thing: neither didst thou tell me, neither yet heard I of it, but 
to day. 

21:27 And Abraham took sheep and oxen, and gave them 
unto Abimelech; and both of them made a covenant. 
21:28 And Abraham set seven ewe lambs of the flock by 
themselves. 

21:29 And Abimelech said unto Abraham, What mean these 
seven ewe lambs which thou hast set by themselves? 
21:30 And he said. For these seven ewe lambs shalt thou 
take of my hand, that they may be a witness unto me, that I 
have digged this well. 

21:31 Wherefore he called that place Beersheba; because 
there they sware both of them. 

21:32 Thus they made a covenant at Beersheba: then 
Abimelech rose up, and Phichol the chief captain of his host, 
and they retumed into the land of the Philistines. 
21:33AndAbraham planted a grove in B eersheba, and called 
there on the name of the LORD, the everlasting God. 
21:34 And A braham sojoumed in the Philistines' land many 
days. 22:1 And it came to pass after these things, that God 
did tempt Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham: and he 
said. Behold, here I am. 

22:2 And he said. Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get thee into the land of Moriah; and 
offer him there for a bumt offering upon one of the moun- 
tains which I will tell thee of. 

2 2 : 3 A nd A braham rose up early in the moming, and saddled 
his ass, and took two of his young men with him, and Isaac 
his son, and clave the wood for the bumt offering, and rose 
up, and went unto the place of which God had told him. 
22:4 Then on the third day Abraham lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the place afar off. 

22:5 And A braham said unto his young men. Abide ye here 
with the ass; and I and the lad will go yonder and worship, 
and come again to you. 

22:6 And Abraham took the wood of the bumt offering, and 
laid it upon Isaac his son; and he took the fire in his hand, 
and a knife; and they went both of them together 
2 2 : 7 A nd I saac spake unto A braham his father, and said, M y 
father: and he said. Here am I, my son. And he said. Behold 
the fire and the wood: but where is the lamb for a bumt of- 
fering? 

22:8 And Abraham said. My son, God will provide himself a 
lamb for a bumt offering: so they went both of them together 
22:9 A nd they came to the place which God had told him of; 
and A braham built an altar there, and laid the wood in order, 
and bound Isaac his son, and laid him on the altar upon the 
wood. 
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22:10 And Abraham stretched forth his hand, and took the 
knite to slay his son. 

22:11 And the angel ot the LORD called unto him out ot 
heaven, and said, Abraham, Abraham: and he said. Here am 
I. 

22:12 And he said. Lay not thine hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou any thing unto him: tor no w I know that thou f earest 
God, seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thine only son 
from me. 

22:13 And Abraham hfted up his eyes, and looked, and be- 
hold behind him a ram caught in a thicket by his horns: and 
Abraham went and took the ram, and offered him up for a 
burnt offering in the stead of his son. 
22:14 And Abraham called the name of that place 
Jehovahjireh: as it is said to this day. In the mount of the 
LORD it shall be seen. 

22:15 And the angel of the LORD called unto Abraham out 
of heaven the second time, 

22:16 And said. By myself have I sworn, saith the LORD, 
for because thou hast done this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son: 

22:17 That in blessing I will bless thee, and in multiplying I 
will multiply thy seed as the stars of the heaven, and as the 
sand which is upon the sea shore; and thy seed shall possess 
the gate of his enemies; 

22:18 And in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be 
blessed; because thou hast obeyed my voice. 
22:19 So Abraham returned unto his young men, and they 
rose up and went together to B eersheba; and A braham dwelt 
at B eersheba. 

2 2 : 2 A nd it came to pass after these things, that it was told 
Abraham, saying. Behold, Milcah, she hath also bom chil- 
dren unto thy brother Nahor; 

22:21 Huz his firstborn, and Buz his brother, and Kemuel 
the father of Aram, 

22:22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, and Jidlaph, and 
Bethuel. 

22:23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these eight Milcah did 
bear to Nahor, Abraham's brother 

22: 24 And his concubine, whose name was Reumah, she bare 
also Tebah, and Gaham, and Thahash, and Maachah. 
23:1 And Sarah was an hundred and seven and twenty years 
old: these were the years of the life of Sarah. 
23:2 And Sarah died in Kirjatharba; the same is Hebron in 
the land of Canaan: and Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, 
and to weep for her 

23:3 A nd A braham stood up from before his dead, and spake 
unto the sons of Heth, saying, 

23:4 I am a stranger and a sojourner with you: give me a 
possession of a buiyingplace with you, that I may buiy my 
dead out of my sight. 

23:5 And the children of Heth answered Abraham, saying 
unto him, 

23:6Hearus, my lord: thou art a mighty prince among us: in 
the choice of our sepulchres buiy thy dead; none of us shall 
withhold from thee his sepulchre, but that thou may est buiy 
thy dead. 

23:7 AndAbraham stood up, and bowed himself to the people 
of the land, even to the children of Heth. 
23:8 And he communed with them, saying. If it be your mind 
that I should buiy my dead out of my sight; hear me, and 



intreat for me to Ephron the son of Zohar, 
23:9 That he may give me the cave of Machpelah, which he 
hath, which is in the end of his field; for as much money as it 
is worth he shall give it me for a possession of a buiyingplace 
amongst you. 

23:10 And Ephron dwelt among the children of Heth: and 
Ephron the Hittite answered Abraham in the audience of the 
children of Heth, even of all that went in at the gate of his 
city, saying, 

23:11 Nay, my lord, hear me: the field give I thee, and the 
cave that is therein, I give it thee; in the presence of the sons 
of my people give I it thee: buiy thy dead. 
23:12 AndAbraham bowed down himself before the people 
of the land. 

23: 13 And he spake unto Ephron in the audience of the people 
of the land, saying. But if thou wilt give it, I pray thee, hear 
me: I will give thee money for the field; take it of me, and I 
will buiy my dead there. 

23:14 And Ephron answered Abraham, saying unto him, 
23: 15 My lord, hearken unto me: the land is worth four hun- 
dred shekels of silver; what is that betwixt me and thee? buiy 
therefore thy dead. 

23:16 AndAbraham hearkened unto Ephron; and A braham 
weighed to Ephron the silver, which he had named in the 
audience of the sons of Heth, four hundred shekels of silver, 
current money with the merchant. 

23:17 And the field of Ephron, which was in Machpelah, 
which was before M amre, the field, and the cave which was 
therein, and all the trees that were in the field, that were in 
all the borders round about, were made sure 
23:18 Unto Abraham for a possession in the presence of the 
children of Heth, before all that went in at the gate of his 
city. 

23:19 And after this, Abraham buried Sarah his wife in the 
cave of the field of Machpelah before Mamre: the same is 
Hebron in the land of Canaan. 

23:20 And the field, and the cave that is therein, were made 
sure unto Abraham for a possession of a buiyingplace by the 
sons of Heth. 

24:lAndAbraham wasold, and well stricken in age: and the 
LORD had blessed A braham in all things. 
24:2 AndAbraham said unto his eldest servant of his house, 
that ruled over all that he had. Put, I pray thee, thy hand 
under my thigh: 

24:3 And I will make thee swear by the LORD, the God of 
heaven, and the God of the earth, that thou shalt not take a 
wife unto my son of the daughters of the Canaanites, among 
whom I dwell: 

24:4 But thou shalt go unto my countiy, and to my kindred, 
and take a wife unto my son Isaac. 

24:5 And the servant said unto him, Peradventure the woman 
will not be willing to follow me unto this land: must I needs 
bring thy son again unto the land from whence thou camest? 
24:6 And Abraham said unto him. Beware thou that thou 
bring not my son thither again. 

24:7 The LORD God of heaven, which took me from my 
father's house, and from the land of my kindred, and which 
spake unto me, and that sware unto me, saying. Unto thy 
seed will I give this land; he shall send his angel before thee, 
and thou shalt take a wife unto my son from thence. 
24:8 And if the woman will not be wilhng to follow thee. 
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then thou shalt be clear from this my oath: only bring not my 

son thither again. 

24: 9 A nd the servant put his hand under the thigh ot A braham 

his master, and sware to him concerning that matter 

24:10 And the servant took ten camels ot the camels ot his 

master, and departed; for all the goods of his master were in 

his hand: and he arose, and went to Mesopotamia, unto the 

city of Nahor 

24:11 And he made his camels to kneel down without the 

city by a well of water at the time of the evening, even the 

time that women go out to draw water 

24:12 And he said, LORD God of my master Abraham, I 

pray thee, send me good speed this day, and shew kindness 

unto my master A braham. 

24:13 Behold, I stand here by the well of water; and the 

daughters of the men of the city come out to draw water: 

24:14 And let it come to pass, that the damsel to whom I 

shall say, L et down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may drink; 

and she shall say, D rink, and I will give thy camels drink 

also: let the same be she that thou hast appointed for thy 

servant Isaac; and thereby shall I know that thou hast shewed 

kindness unto my master 

24:15 And it came to pass, before he had done speaking, 

that, behold, Rebekah came out, who was bom to Bethuel, 

son of Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham's brother, with 

her pitcher upon her shoulder 

24:16 And the damsel was very fair to look upon, a virgin, 

neither had any man known her: and she went down to the 

well, and filled her pitcher, and came up. 

24:17 And the servant ran to meet her, and said. Let me, I 

pray thee, drink a little water of thy pitcher 

24:18 And she said. Drink, my lord: and she hasted, and let 

down her pitcher upon her hand, and gave him drink. 

24:19 And when she had done giving him drink, she said, I 

will draw water for thy camels also, until they have done 

drinking. 

24: 2 A nd she hasted, and emptied her pitcher into the trough, 

and ran again unto the well to draw water, and drew for all 

his camels. 

24:21 And the man wondering at her held his peace, to wit 

whether the LORD had made his journey prosperous or not. 

24:22 And it came to pass, as the camels had done drinking, 

that the man took a golden earring of half a shekel weight, 

and two bracelets for her hands of ten shekels weight of gold; 

24:23 And said. Whose daughter art thou? tell me, I pray 

thee: is there room in thy father's house for us to lodge in? 

24:24 And she said unto him, I am the daughter of Bethuel 

the son of Milcah, which she bare unto Nahor 

24:25 She said moreover unto him. We have both straw and 

provender enough, and room to lodge in. 

24:26 And the man bowed down his head, and worshipped 

the LORD. 

24:27Andhesaid, Blessed be the LORD Godof my master 

A braham, who hath not left destitute my master of his mercy 

and his truth: I being in the way, the LORD led me to the 

house of my master's brethren. 

24:28 And the damsel ran, and told them of her mother's 

house these things. 

24:29 And Rebekah had a brother, and his name was Laban: 

and Laban ran out unto the man, unto the well. 

24:30 A nd it came to pass, when he saw the earring and brace- 



lets upon his sister's hands, and when he heard the words of 

Rebekah his sister, saying. Thus spake the man unto me; that 

he came unto the man; and, behold, he stood by the camels 

at the well. 

24:31 And he said. Come in, thou blessed of the LORD; 

wherefore standest thou without? for I have prepared the 

house, and room for the camels. 

24:32 And the man came into the house: and he ungirded his 

camels, and gave straw and provender for the camels, and 

water to wash his feet, and the men's feet that were with him. 

24:33 And there was set meat before him to eat: but he said, 

I will not eat, until I have told mine errand. And he said. 

Speak on. 

24:34 And he said, I am Abraham's servant. 

24:35AndtheLORD hath blessed my master greatly; and he 

is become great: and he hath given him flocks, and herds, 

and silver, and gold, and menservants, and maidservants, and 

camels, and asses. 

24:36 And Sarah my master's wife bare a son to my master 

when she was old: and unto him hath he given all that he 

hath. 

24:37And my mastermade me swear, saying. Thou shalt not 

take a wife to my son of the daughters of the Canaanites, in 

whose land I dwell: 

24:38 But thou shalt go unto my father's house, and to my 

kindred, and take a wife unto my son. 

24:39 And I said unto my master, Peradventure the woman 

will not follow me. 

24:40 A nd he said unto me. The L RD , before whom I walk, 

will send his angel with thee, and prosper thy way; and thou 

shalt take a wife for my son of my kindred, and of my father's 

house: 

24:41 Then shalt thou be clear from this my oath, when thou 

comest to my kindred; and if they give not thee one, thou 

shalt be clear from my oath. 

24:42 And I came this day unto the well, and said, LORD 

God of my master A braham, if now thou do prosper my way 

which I go: 

24:43 Behold, I stand by the well of water; and it shall come 

to pass, that when the virgin cometh forth to draw water, and 

I say to her. Give me, I pray thee, a little water of thy pitcher 

to drink; 

24:44 And she say to me. Both drink thou, and I will also 

draw for thy camels: let the same be the woman whom the 

LORD hath appointed out for my master's son. 

24:45 And before I had done speaking in mine heart, behold, 

Rebekah came forth with her pitcher on her shoulder; and 

she went down unto the well, and drew water: and I said 

unto her. Let me drink, I pray thee. 

24:46 And she made haste, and let down her pitcher from 

her shoulder, and said, D rink, and I will give thy camels drink 

also: so I drank, and she made the camels drink also. 

24:47 And I asked her, and said. Whose daughter art thou? 

And she said. The daughter of Bethuel, Nahor's son, whom 

Milcah bare unto him: and I put the earring upon her face, 

and the bracelets upon her hands. 

24:48 And I bowed down my head, and worshipped the 

LORD, and blessed the LORD God of my master Abraham, 

which had led me in the right way to take my master's brother's 

daughter unto his son. 

24:49 A nd now if ye will deal kindly and truly with my mas- 
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ter, tell me: and if not, tell me; that I may turn to the right 
hand, or to the left. 

24:50 Then Laban and B ethuel answered and said. The thing 
proceedeth from the LORD : we cannot speak unto thee bad 
or good. 

24:51 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, take her, and go, and 
let her be thy master's son's wife, as the LORD hath spoken. 
24:52 And it came to pass, that, when Abraham's servant 
heard their words, he worshipped the LORD, bowing him- 
self to the earth. 

24:53 And the servant brought forth jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold, and raiment, and gave them to Rebekah: he 
gave also to her brother and to her mother precious things. 
24:54 And they did eat and drink, he and the men that were 
with him, and tarried all night; and they rose up in the morn- 
ing, and he said. Send me away unto my master 
24:55 And her brother and her mother said. Let the damsel 
abide with us a few days, at the least ten; after that she shall 
go. 

24:56 And he said unto them. Hinder me not, seeing the 
LORD hath prospered my way; send me away that I may go 
to my master 

24:57 And they said. We will call the damsel, and enquire at 
her mouth. 

24:58 A nd they called Rebekah, and said unto her. Wilt thou 
go with this man? And she said, I will go. 
24: 59 A nd they sent away Rebekah their sister, and her nurse, 
and Abraham's servant, and his men. 
24:60 And they blessed Rebekah, and said unto her. Thou 
art our sister, be thou the mother of thousands of millions, 
and let thy seed possess the gate of those which hate them. 
24:61 And Rebekah arose, and her damsels, and they rode 
upon the camels, and followed the man: and the servant took 
Rebekah, and went his way. 

24:62 And Isaac came from the way of the well Lahairoi; for 
he dwelt in the south country. 

24:63 And Isaac went out to meditate in the field at the even- 
tide: and he lifted up his eyes, and saw, and, behold, the 
camels were coming. 

24:64 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, and when she saw 
Isaac, she lighted off the camel. 

24:65 For she had said unto the servant. What man is this 
that walketh in the field to meet us? And the servant had 
said. It is my master: therefore she took a vail, and covered 
herself. 

24:66 And the servant told Isaac all things that he had done. 
24:67 And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah's tent, 
and took Rebekah, and she became his wife; and he loved 
her: and Isaac was comforted after his mother's death. 
25:1 Then again Abraham took a wife, and her name was 
Keturah. 

25:2 And she bare him Zimran, and Jokshan, and Medan, 
and Midian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. 
25:3 And Jokshan begat Sheba, and Dedan. And the sons of 
Dedan were Asshurim, and Letushim, and Leummim. 
25:4 And the sons of Midian; Ephah, and Epher, and Hanoch, 
and A bida, and Eldaah. A 11 these were the children of K eturah. 
25:5 AndAbraham gave all that he had unto Isaac. 
25:6 But unto the sons of the concubines, which Abraham 
had, Abraham gave gifts, and sent them away from Isaac his 
son, while he yet lived, eastward, unto the east country. 



25:7 And these are the days of the years of Abraham's hfe 
which he lived, an hundred threescore and fifteen years. 
25:8 Then Abraham gave up the ghost, and died in a good 
old age, an old man, and full of years; and was gathered to 
his people. 

25:9 And his sons Isaac and Ishmael buried him in the cave 
of Machpelah, in the field of Ephron the son of Zohar the 
Hittite, which is before Mamre; 

25:10 The field which Abraham purchased of the sons of 
Heth: there was Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. 
25:11 And it came to pass after the death of Abraham, that 
God blessed his son Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by the well 
Lahairoi. 

25:12 Now these are the generations of Ishmael, Abraham's 
son, whom Hagarthe Egyptian, Sarah's handmaid, bare unto 
Abraham: 

25:13 And these are the names of the sons of Ishmael, by 
their names, according to their generations: the firstborn of 
Ishmael, Nebajoth; and Kedar, andAdbeel, and Mibsam, 
25:14 And Mishma, and Dumah, and Massa, 
25:15 Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah: 
25:16 These are the sons of Ishmael, and these are their names, 
by their towns, and by their castles; twelve princes accord- 
ing to their nations. 

25: 17 And these are the years of the life of Ishmael, an hun- 
dred and thirty and seven years: and he gave up the ghost 
and died; and was gathered unto his people. 
25: 18 And they dwelt from Havilah unto Shur, that is before 
Egypt, as thou goest toward Assyria: and he died in the pres- 
ence of all his brethren. 

25: 19 A nd these are the generations of Isaac, A braham's son: 
Abraham begat Isaac: 

25:20 And Isaac was forty years old when he took Rebekah 
to wife, the daughter of B ethuel the Syrian of Padanaram, 
the sister to Laban the Syrian. 

25:21 And Isaac intreated the LORD for his wife, because 
she was barren: and the LORD was intreated of him, and 
Rebekah his wife conceived. 

25:22 And the children struggled together within her; and 
she said. If it be so, why am I thus? And she went to enquire 
of the LORD. 

25:23 And the LORD said unto her. Two nations are in thy 
womb, and two manner of people shall be separated from 
thy bowels; and the one people shall be stronger than the 
other people; and the elder shall serve the younger 
25:24 And when her days to be delivered were fulfilled, be- 
hold, there were twins in her womb. 
25:25 And the first came out red, all over like an hairy gar- 
ment; and they called his name Esau. 
25:26 A nd after that came his brother out, and his hand took 
hold on Esau's heel; and his name was called Jacob: and 
Isaac was threescore years old when she bare them. 
25:27 And the boys grew: and Esau was a cunning hunter, a 
man of the field; and Jacob was a plain man, dwelling in 
tents. 

25:28 And Isaac loved Esau, because he did eat of his veni- 
son: but Rebekah loved Jacob. 

25:29 And Jacob sod pottage: and Esau came from the field, 
and he was faint: 

25:30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I pray thee, with 
that same red pottage; for I am faint: therefore was his name 
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called Edom. 

25:31 And Jacob said. Sell me this day thy birthright 
25:32 And Esau said. Behold, I am at the point to die: and 
what profit shall this birthright do to me? 
25:33 And Jacob said. Swear to me this day; and he sware 
unto him: and he sold his birthright unto Jacob. 
25:34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage ot lentiles; 
and he did eat and drink, and rose up, and went his way: thus 
Esau despised his birthright. 

26:1 And there was a famine in the land, beside the first 
famine that was in the days of A braham . A nd I saac went unto 
Abimelech king of the Philistines unto Geran 
26:2 And the LORD appeared unto him, and said. Go not 
down into Egypt; dwell in the land which I shall tell thee of: 
26:3 Sojourn in this land, and I will be with thee, and will 
bless thee; for unto thee, and unto thy seed, I will give all 
these countries, and I will perform the oath which I sware 
unto Abraham thy father; 

26:4 And I will make thy seed to multiply as the stars of 
heaven, and will give unto thy seed all these countries; and 
in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed; 
26:5 Because that Abraham obeyed my voice, and kept my 
charge, my commandments, my statutes, and my laws. 
26:6 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar: 

26:7 And the men of the place asked him of his wife; and he 
said. She is my sister: for he feared to say. She is my wife; 
lest, said he, the men of the place should kill me for Rebekah; 
because she was fair to look upon. 

26:8 And it came to pass, when he had been there a long 
time, that Abimelech king of the Philistines looked out at a 
window, and saw, and, behold, Isaac was sporting with 
Rebekah his wife. 

26:9AndAbimelech called Isaac, and said. Behold, of asurety 
she is thy wife: and how saidst thou. She is my sister? And 
Isaac said unto him. Because I said. Lest I die for hen 
2 6 : 1 A nd A bimelech said, W hat is this thou hast done unto 
us? one of the people might lightly have lien with thy wife, 
and thou shouldest have brought guiltiness upon us. 
26:11 And A bimelech charged all his people, saying. He that 
toucheth this man or his wife shall surely be put to death. 
26:12 Then Isaac sowed in that land, and received in the 
same year an hundredfold: and the LORD blessed him. 
26:13Andthemanwaxedgreat, andwentforward, and grew 
until he became very great: 

26:14 For he had possession of flocks, and possession of 
herds, and great store of servants: and the Philistines envied 
him. 

26: 15 For all the wells which his father's servants had digged 
in the days of Abraham his father, the Philistines had stopped 
them, and filled them with earth. 

26:16 And A bimelech said unto Isaac, Go from us; forthou 
art much mightier than we. 

26:17 And Isaac departed thence, and pitched his tent in the 
valley of G erar, and dwelt there. 

26: 18 A nd Isaac digged again the wells of water, which they 
had digged in the days of Abraham his father; for the Philis- 
tines had stopped them after the death of Abraham: and he 
called their names after the names by which his father had 
called them. 

26:19 And Isaac's servants digged in the valley, and found 
there a well of springing water 



26:20 And the herdmen of Gerar did strive with Isaac's 
herdmen, saying. The water is ours: and he called the name 
of the well Esek; because they strove with him. 
26:21 And they digged anotherwell, and strove forthatalso: 
and he called the name of it Sitnah. 
26:22 And he removed from thence, and digged anotherwell; 
and for that they strove not: and he called the name of it 
Rehoboth; and he said. For now the LORD hath made room 
for us, and we shall be fruitful in the land. 
26:23 And he went up from thence to Beersheba. 
26:24 And the LORD appeared unto him the same night, and 
said, I am the God of Abraham thy father: fear not, for I am 
with thee, and will bless thee, and multiply thy seed for my 
servant Abraham's sake. 

26:25 And he builded an altar there, and called upon the 
name of the LORD, and pitched his tent there: and there 
Isaac's servants digged a well. 

26:26ThenAbimelechwentto him from Gerar, andAhuzzath 
one of his friends, and Phichol the chief captain of his army. 
26:27 And Isaac said unto them. Wherefore come ye to me, 
seeing ye hate me, and have sent me away from you? 
26:28 And they said. We saw certainly that the LORD was 
with thee: and we said. Let there be now an oath betwixt us, 
even betwixt us and thee, and let us make a covenant with 
thee; 

26:29 That thou wilt do us no hurt, as we have not touched 
thee, and as we have done unto thee nothing but good, and 
have sent thee away in peace: thou art now the blessed of the 
LORD. 

26:30 And he made them a feast, and they did eat and drink. 
26:31 And they rose up betimes in the morning, and sware 
one to another: and Isaac sent them away, and they departed 
from him in peace. 

26:32 And it came to pass the same day, that Isaac's servants 
came, and told him concerning the well which they had 
digged, and said unto him. We have found water 
26:33 And he called it Shebah: therefore the name of the city 
is B eersheba unto this day. 

26:34 And Esau was forty years old when he took to wife 
Judith the daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and Bashemath the 
daughter of Elon the Hittite: 

26:35 Which were a grief of mind unto Isaac and to Rebekah. 
27:1 And it came to pass, that when Isaac was old, and his 
eyes were dim, so that he could not see, he called Esau his 
eldest son, and said unto him. My son: and he said unto him. 
Behold, here am I. 

27:2 And he said. Behold now, I am old, I know not the day 
of my death: 

27:3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, thy weapons, thy quiver 
and thy bow, and go out to the field, and take me some veni- 
son; 

27:4 And make me savoury meat, such as I love, and bring it 
to me, that I may eat; that my soul may bless thee before I 
die. 

27:5 And Rebekah heard when Isaac spake to Esau his son. 
And Esau went to the field to hunt for venison, and to bring 
it. 

27:6 And Rebekah spake unto Jacob her son, saying. Be- 
hold, I heard thy father speak unto Esau thy brother, saying, 
27:7 Bring me venison, and make me savoury meat, that I 
may eat, and bless thee before the LORD before my death. 
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27:8 Now therefore, my son, obey my voice according to 
tliat wliicli I command thee. 

27:9 Go now to the tlock, and fetch me from thence two 
good kids of the goats; and I will make them savoury meat 
for thy father, such as he loveth: 

27:10 And thou shalt bring it to thy father, that he may eat, 
and that he may bless thee before his death. 
27:11 And Jacob said to Rebekah his mother. Behold, Esau 
my brother is a haiiy man, and I am a smooth man: 
27:12 My father peradventure will feel me, and I shall seem 
to him as a deceiver; and I shall bring a curse upon me, and 
not a blessing. 

27:13 And his mother said unto him. Upon me be thy curse, 
my son: only obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 
27:14 And he went, and fetched, and brought them to his 
mother: and his mother made savoury meat, such as his fa- 
ther loved. 

27:15 And Rebekah took goodly raiment of her eldest son 
Esau, which were with her in the house, and put them upon 
Jacob her younger son: 

27:16 And she put the skins of the kids of the goats upon his 
hands, and upon the smooth of his neck: 
27:17 And she gave the savoury meat and the bread, which 
she had prepared, into the hand of her son Jacob. 
27:18 And he came unto his father, and said. My father: and 
he said. Here am I; who art thou, my son? 
27:19 And Jacob said unto his father, I am Esau thy first- 
bom; I have done according as thou badest me: arise, I pray 
thee, sit and eat of my venison, that thy soul may bless me. 
27:20 And Isaac said unto his son. How is it that thou hast 
found it so quickly, my son? A nd he said, B ecause the L RD 
thy God brought it to me. 

27:21 And Isaac said unto Jacob, Come near, I pray thee, 
that I may feel thee, my son, whether thou be my very son 
Esau or not. 

27:22 Andjacob went near unto Isaac his father; and he felt 
him, and said. The voice is Jacob's voice, but the hands are 
the hands of Esau. 

27:23 And he discerned him not, because his hands were 
haiiy, as his brother Esau's hands: so he blessed him. 
27:24 A nd he said, A rt thou my very son Esau? A nd he said, 
I am. 

27:25 And he said. Bring it near to me, and I will eat of my 
son's venison, that my soul may bless thee. And he brought it 
near to him, and he did eat: and he brought him wine, and he 
drank. 

27:26 And his father Isaac said unto him. Come near now, 
and kiss me, my son. 

27:27 And he came near, and kissed him: and he smelled the 
smell of his raiment and blessed him, and said. See, the smell 
of my son is as the smell of a field which the LORD hath 
blessed: 

27:28 Therefore God give thee of the dew of heaven, and the 
fatness of the earth, and plenty of com and wine: 
27:29 Let people serve thee, and nations bow down to thee: 
be lord over thy brethren, and let thy mother's sons bow down 
to thee: cursed be every one that curseth thee, and blessed be 
he that blesseth thee. 

27:30 And it came to pass, as soon as Isaac had made an end 
of blessing Jacob, andjacob was yet scarce gone out from 
the presence of Isaac his father, that Esau his brother came 



in from his hunting. 

27:31 And he also had made savoury meat, and brought it 
unto his father, and said unto his father. Let my father arise, 
and eat of his son's venison, that thy soul may bless me. 
27:32 A nd Isaac his father said unto him, W ho art thou? A nd 
he said, I am thy son, thy firstbom Esau. 
27:33And Isaac trembled very exceedingly, andsaid,Who? 
where is he that hath taken venison, and brought it me, and I 
have eaten of all before thou cam est, and have blessed him? 
yea, and he shall be blessed. 

27:34 And when Esau heard the words of his father, he cried 
with a great and exceeding bitter ciy, and said unto his fa- 
ther, B less me, even me also, my father 
27:35 A nd he said. Thy brother came with subtilty, and hath 
taken away thy blessing. 

27:36 And he said. Is not he rightly named Jacob? for he 
hath supplanted me these two times: he took away my birth- 
right; and, behold, now he hath taken away my blessing. And 
he said. Hast thou not reserved a blessing for me? 
27:37And Isaac answered and said unto Esau, Behold, I have 
made him thy lord, and all his brethren have I given to him 
for servants; and with com and wine have I sustained him: 
and what shall I do now unto thee, my son? 
27:38 And Esau said unto his father. Hast thou but one bless- 
ing, my father? bless me, even me also, my father. A nd 
Esau lifted up his voice, and wept. 
27:39 And Isaac his father answered and said unto him. Be- 
hold, thy dwelling shall be the fatness of the earth, and of the 
dew of heaven from above; 

27:40 And by thy sword shalt thou live, and shalt serve thy 
brother; and it shall come to pass when thou shalt have the 
dominion, that thou shalt break his yoke from off thy neck. 
27:41 And Esau hated Jacob because of the blessing where- 
with his father blessed him: and Esau said in his heart. The 
days of mouming for my father are at hand; then will I slay 
my brother Jacob. 

27:42 And these words of Esau her elder son were told to 
Rebekah: and she sent and called Jacob her younger son, 
and said unto him. Behold, thy brother Esau, as touching 
thee, doth comfort himself, purposing to kill thee. 
27:43 Now therefore, my son, obey my voice; and arise, flee 
thou to Laban my brother to Haran; 
27:44 And tany with him a few days, until thy brother's fuiy 
tum away; 

27:45 Until thy brother's anger tum away from thee, and he 
forget that which thou hast done to him: then I will send, and 
fetch thee from thence: why should I be deprived also of you 
both in one day? 

27:46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I am weaiy of my life be- 
cause of the daughters of Heth: if Jacob take a wife of the 
daughters of Heth, such as these which are of the daughters 
of the land, what good shall my life do me? 
28:1 And Isaac called Jacob, and blessed him, and charged 
him, and said unto him. Thou shalt not take a wife of the 
daughters of Canaan. 

28:2 Arise, go to Padanaram, to the house of Bethuel thy 
mother's father; and take thee a wife from thence of the daugh- 
ters of L aban thy mother's brother 
28:3 And God Almighty bless thee, and make thee fmitful, 
and multiply thee, that tiiou mayest be a multitude of people; 
28:4 And give thee the blessing of Abraham, to thee, and to 
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thy seed with thee; that thou mayest inherit the land wherein 

thou art: a stranger, which God gave unto Abraham. 

28:5 And Isaac sent away Jacob: and he went to Padanaram 

unto Laban, son of Bethuel the Syrian, the brother of 

Rebekah, Jacob's and Esau's mother 

28:6 When Esau saw that Isaac had blessed Jacob, and sent 

him away to Padanaram, to take him a wife from thence; and 

that as he blessed him he gave him a charge, saying. Thou 

shalt not take a wife of the daughters of Canaan; 

28:7 And that Jacob obeyed his father and his mother, and 

was gone to Padanaram; 

28:8 And Esau seeing that the daughters of Canaan pleased 

not Isaac his father; 

28:9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael, and took unto the wives 

which he had Mahalath the daughter of Ishmael Abraham's 

son, the sister of Nebajoth, to be his wife. 

28:10AndJacob wentoutfrom Beersheba, and went toward 

Haran. 

28:11 And he lighted upon a certain place, and tarried there 

all night, because the sun was set; and he took of the stones 

of that place, and put them for his pillows, and lay down in 

that place to sleep. 

28:12 And he dreamed, and behold a ladder set up on the 

earth, and the top of it reached to heaven: and behold the 

angels of God ascending and descending on it. 

28:13 And, behold, the LORD stood above it, and said, I am 

the LORD God of Abraham thy father, and the God of Isaac: 

the land whereon thou liest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 

seed; 

28: 14 And thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth, and thou 

shalt spread abroad to the west, and to the east, and to the 

north, and to the south: and in thee and in thy seed shall all 

the families of the earth be blessed. 

28:15 And, behold, I am with thee, and will keep thee in all 

places whither thou goest, and will bring thee again into this 

land; for I will not leave thee, until I have done that which I 

have spoken to thee of. 

28:16AndJacobawakedoutof his sleep, and he said. Surely 

the LORD is in this place; and I knew it not. 

28:17 And he was afraid, and said. How dreadful is this place! 

this is none other but the house of G od, and this is the gate 

of heaven. 

28:18 And Jacob rose up early in the morning, and took the 

stone that he had put for his pillows, and set it up for a pillar, 

and poured oil upon the top of it. 

28:19 And he called the name of that place Bethel: but the 

name of that city was called Luz at the first. 

28:20 And Jacob vowed avow, saying. If God will be with 

me, and will keep me in this way that I go, and will give me 

bread to eat, and raiment to put on, 

28:21 So that I come again to my father's house in peace; 

then shall the LORD be my God: 

28:22 And this stone, which I have set for a pillar, shall be 

God's house: and of all that thou shalt give me I will surely 

give the tenth unto thee. 

29:1 Thenjacob went on his journey, and came into the land 

of the people of the east. 

29:2 And he looked, and behold a well in the field, and, lo, 

there were three flocks of sheep lying by it; for out of that 

well they watered the flocks: and a great stone was upon the 

well's mouth. 



29:3 And thitherwere all the flocks gathered: and they rolled 
the stone from the well's mouth, and watered the sheep, and 
put the stone again upon the well's mouth in his place. 
29:4 And Jacob said unto them. My brethren, whence be ye? 
And they said. Of Haran are we. 

29:5 And he said unto them. Know ye Laban the son of 
Nahor? And they said. We know him. 
29:6 And he said unto them. Is he well? And they said. He is 
well: and, behold, Rachel his daughter cometh with the sheep. 
29:7Andhesaid, Lo, it is yet high day, neither is it time that 
the cattle should be gathered together: water ye the sheep, 
and go and feed them. 

29:8 And they said. We cannot, until all the flocks be gath- 
ered together, and till they roll the stone from the well's 
mouth; then we water the sheep. 

29:9 And while he yet spake with them, Rachel came with 
her father's sheep: for she kept them. 
29: 10 And it came to pass, when Jacob saw Rachel the daugh- 
ter of Laban his mother's brother, and the sheep of Laban his 
mother's brother, that Jacob went near, and rolled the stone 
from the well's mouth, and watered the flock of Laban his 
mother's brother 

29:11 And Jacob kissed Rachel, and lifted up his voice, and 
wept. 

29: 12 And Jacob told Rachel that he was her father's brother, 
and that he was Rebekah's son: and she ran and told her fa- 
ther 

29: 13 And it came to pass, when Labanheard the tidings of 
Jacob his sister's son, that he ran to meet him, and embraced 
him, and kissed him, and brought him to his house. And he 
told L aban all these things. 

29:14 And Laban said to him. Surely thou art my bone and 
my flesh. And he abode with him the space of a month. 
29:15 And Laban said unto Jacob, Because thou art my 
brother, shouldest thou therefore serve me for nought? tell 
me, what shall thy wages be? 

29:16 And Laban had two daughters: the name of the elder 
was Leah, and the name of the younger was Rachel. 
29:17 Leah was tender eyed; but Rachel was beautiful and 
well favoured. 

29:18 And Jacob loved Rachel; and said, I will serve thee 
seven years for Rachel thy younger daughter 
29:19And Laban said. It is better that I give herto thee, than 
that I should give her to another man: abide with me. 
29:20 And Jacob served seven years for Rachel; and they 
seemed unto him but a few days, for the love he had to her 
29:21 Andjacob said unto Laban, Give me my wife, for my 
days are fulfilled, that I may go in unto her 
29:22 A nd L aban gathered together all the men of the place, 
and made a feast 

29:23 And it came to pass in the evening, that he took Leah 
his daughter, and brought her to him; and he went in unto 
her 

29:24 And Laban gave unto his daughter Leah Zilpah his 
maid for an handmaid. 

29:25 And it came to pass, that in the morning, behold, it 
was Leah: and he said to Laban, What is this thou hast done 
unto me? did not I serve with thee for Rachel? wherefore 
then hast thou beguiled me? 

29:26And Laban said, Itmustnotbeso done in our country, 
to give the younger before the firstborn. 
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29:27 Fulfil her week, and we will give thee this also tor the 
service which thou shalt serve with me yet seven other years. 
29:28 Andjacob did so, and fulfilled her week: and he gave 
him Rachel his daughter to wife also. 
29:29 And Laban gave to Rachel his daughter Bilhah his 
handmaid to be her maid. 

29:30 And he went in also unto Rachel, and he loved also 
Rachel more than Leah, and served with him yet seven other 
years. 

29:31 And when the LORD saw that Leah was hated, he 
opened her womb: but Rachel was barren. 
29:32 And Leah conceived, and bare a son, and she called 
his name Reuben: forshe said. Surely the LORD hath looked 
upon my affliction; now therefore my husband will love me. 
29:33 And she conceived again, and bare a son; and said, 
B ecause the L RD hath heard that I was hated, he hath there- 
fore given me this son also: and she called his name Simeon. 
29:34 And she conceived again, and bare a son; and said. 
Now this time will my husband be joined unto me, because I 
have bom him three sons: therefore was his name called Levi. 
29:35 And she conceived again, and bare a son: and she said. 
Now will I praise the LORD: therefore she called his name 
Judah; and left bearing. 

30:1 And when Rachel saw that she barejacob no children, 
Rachel envied her sister; and said unto Jacob, Give me chil- 
dren, or else I die. 

30:2 And Jacob's anger was kindled against Rachel: and he 
said. Am I in God's stead, who hath withheld from thee the 
fruit of the womb? 

30:3 And she said. Behold my maid Bilhah, go in unto her; 
and she shall bear upon my knees, that I may also have chil- 
dren by hen 

30:4 And she gave him Bilhah her handmaid to wife: and 
Jacob went in unto her 

30:5 And Bilhah conceived, and barejacob a son. 
30:6 And Rachel said, God hath judged me, and hath also 
heard my voice, and hath given me a son: therefore called 
she his name D an. 

30:7 And Bilhah Rachel's maid conceived again, and bare 
Jacob a second son. 

30:8 A nd Rachel said. With great wrestlings have I wrestled 
with my sister, and I have prevailed: and she called his name 
Naphtali. 

30:9 When Leah saw that she had left bearing, she took Zilpah 
her maid, and gave her Jacob to wife. 
30:10 And Zilpah Leah's maid barejacob a son. 
30:11 And Leah said, A troop cometh: and she called his 
name Gad. 

30:12 And Zilpah Leah's maid barejacob a second son. 
30:13 And Leah said, Happy am I, forthe daughters will call 
me blessed: and she called his name Ashen 
30:14 And Reuben went in the days of wheat harvest, and 
found mandrakes in the field, and brought them unto his 
mother Leah. Then Rachel said to Leah, Give me, I pray 
thee, of thy son's mandrakes. 

30:15 And she said unto her. Is it a small matter that thou 
hast taken my husband? and wouldest thou take away my 
son's mandrakes also? And Rachel said. Therefore he shall 
lie with thee to night for thy son's mandrakes. 
30:16 Andjacob came out of the field in the evening, and 
Leah went out to meet him, and said. Thou must come in 



unto me; for surely I have hired thee with my son's man- 
drakes. And he lay with her that night. 
30:17 And God hearkened unto Leah, and she conceived, 
and barejacob the fifth son. 

30:18 And Leah said, God hath given me my hire, because I 
have given my maiden to my husband: and she called his 
name Issachan 

30:19 And Leah conceived again, and barejacob the sixth 
son. 

30:20 And Leah said, God hath endued me with a good dowry; 
now will my husband dwell with me, because I have bom 
him six sons: and she called his name Zebulun. 
30:21 And afterwards she bare a daughter, and called her 
name D inah. 

30:22 And God remembered Rachel, and God hearkened to 
her, and opened her womb. 

30:23And she conceived, andbareason; and said, God hath 
taken away my reproach: 

30:24 And she called his name Joseph; and said. The LORD 
shall add to me another son. 

30:25 And it came to pass, when Rachel had bom Joseph, 
that Jacob said unto Laban, Send me away, that I may go 
unto mine own place, and to my country. 
30:26 Give me my wives and my children, for whom I have 
served thee, and let me go: for thou knowest my service which 
I have done thee. 

30:27 And Laban said unto him, I pray thee, if I have found 
favour in thine eyes, tarty: for I have leamed by experience 
that the LORD hath blessed me forthy sake. 
30:28 And he said. Appoint me thy wages, and I will give it. 
30:29 And he said unto him. Thou knowest how I have served 
thee, and how thy cattle was with me. 
30:30 For it was little which thou hadst before I came, and it 
is now increased unto a multitude; and the L ORD hath blessed 
thee since my coming: and now when shall I provide for 
mine own house also? 

30:31 And he said. What shall I give thee? Andjacob said. 
Thou shalt not give me any thing: if thou wilt do this thing 
for me, I will again feed and keep thy flock: 
30:32 I will pass through all thy flock to day, removing from 
thence all the speckled and spotted cattle, and all the brown 
cattle among the sheep, and the spotted and speckled among 
the goats: and of such shall be my hire. 
30:33 So shall my righteousness answer for me in time to 
come, when it shall come for my hire before thy face: every 
one that is not speckled and spotted among the goats, and 
brown among the sheep, that shall be counted stolen with 
me. 

30:34 And Laban said. Behold, I would it might be accord- 
ing to thy word. 

30:35 And he removed that day the he goats that were 
ringstraked and spotted, and all the she goats that were speck- 
led and spotted, and every one that had some white in it, and 
all the brown among the sheep, and gave them into the hand 
of his sons. 

30:36 And he set three days' joumey betwixt himself and 
Jacob: andjacob fed the rest of Laban's flocks. 
30:37 Andjacob took him rods of green poplar, and of the 
hazel and chesnut tree; and pilled white strakes in them, and 
made the white appear which was in the rods. 
30:38 And he set the rods which he had pilled before the 
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flocks in the gutters in the watering troughs when the flocks 
came to drink, that they should conceive when they came to 
drink. 

30:39 And the flocks conceived before the rods, and brought 
forth cattle ringstraked, speckled, and spotted. 
30:40 And Jacob did separate the lambs, and set the faces of 
the flocks toward the ringstraked, and all the brown in the 
flock of Laban; and he put his own flocks by themselves, 
and put them not unto Laban's cattle. 
30:41 And it came to pass, whensoever the stronger cattle 
did conceive, that Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of the 
cattle in the gutters, that they might conceive among the rods. 
30:42 But when the cattle were feeble, he put them not in: so 
the feebler were Laban's, and the stronger Jacob's. 
30:43 And the man increased exceedingly, and had much 
cattle, and maidservants, and menservants, and camels, and 
asses. 

31:1 And he heard the words of Laban's sons, saying, Jacob 
hath taken away all that was our father's; and of that which 
was our father's hath he gotten all this glory. 
31:2 And Jacob beheld the countenance of Laban, and, be- 
hold, it was not toward him as before. 
31:3And the LORD said unto Jacob, Return unto the land of 
thy fathers, and to thy kindred; and I will be with thee. 
31:4 Andjacob sent and called Rachel and Leah to the field 
unto his flock, 

31:5 And said unto them, I see your father's countenance, 
that it is not toward me as before; but the God of my father 
hath been with me. 

31 :6 A nd ye know that with all my power I have served your 
father 

31:7 And your father hath deceived me, and changed my 
wages ten times; but God suffered him not to hurt me. 
31:8 If he said thus. The speckled shall be thy wages; then 
all the cattle bare speckled: and if he said thus. The ringstraked 
shall be thy hire; then bare all the cattle ringstraked. 
31:9 Thus God hath taken away the cattle of your father, and 
given them to me. 

31:10 And it came to pass at the time that the cattle con- 
ceived, that I lifted up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, and, 
behold, the rams which leaped upon the cattle were 
ringstraked, speckled, and grisled. 

31:11 And the angel of God spake unto me in a dream, say- 
ing, Jacob: And I said. Here am I. 

31:12 And he said. Lift up now thine eyes, and see, all the 
rams which leap upon the cattle are ringstraked, speckled, 
and grisled: for I have seen all that Laban doeth unto thee. 
31:13 I am the God of Bethel, where thou anointedst the 
pillar, and where thou vowedst a vow unto me: now arise, 
get thee out from this land, and return unto the land of thy 
kindred. 

31:14 And Rachel and Leah answered and said unto him. Is 
there yet any portion or inheritance for us in our father's 
house? 

31:15 Are we not counted of him strangers? for he hath sold 
us, and hath quite devoured also our money. 
31:16 For all the riches which God hath taken from our fa- 
ther, that is ours, and our children's: now then, whatsoever 
God hath said unto thee, do. 

31:17 Then Jacob rose up, and set his sons and his wives 
upon camels; 



31:18 And he carried away all his cattle, and all his goods 
which he had gotten, the cattle of his getting, which he had 
gotten in Padanaram, for to go to Isaac his father in the land 
of Canaan. 

31:19 And Laban went to shear his sheep: and Rachel had 
stolen the images that were her father's. 
31:20 Andjacob stole away unawares to Laban the Syrian, 
in that he told him not that he fled. 
31:21 So he fled with all that he had; and he rose up, and 
passed over the river, and set his face toward the mount 
Gilead. 

31:22 And it was told Laban on the third day that Jacob was 
fled. 

31:23 And he took his brethren with him, and pursued after 
him seven days' journey; and they overtook him in the mount 
Gilead. 

31:24 And God came to Laban the Syrian in a dream by night, 
and said unto him. Take heed that thou speak not to Jacob 
either good or bad. 

31:25 Then Laban overtook Jacob. Now Jacob had pitched 
his tent in the mount: and Laban with his brethren pitched in 
the mount of Gilead. 

31:26 And Laban said to Jacob, What hast thou done, that 
thou hast stolen away unawares to me, and carried away my 
daughters, as captives taken with the sword? 
31:27 Wherefore didst thou flee away secretly, and steal away 
from me; and didst not tell me, that I might have sent thee 
away with mirth, and with songs, with tabret, and with harp? 
31:28 And hast not suffered me to kiss my sons and my daugh- 
ters? thou hast now done foolishly in so doing. 
31:29 It is in the power of my hand to do you hurt: but the 
God of your father spake unto me yesternight, saying. Take 
thou heed that thou speak not to Jacob either good or bad. 
31:30 And now, though thou wouldest needs be gone, be- 
cause thou sore longedst after thy father's house, yet where- 
fore hast thou stolen my gods? 

31:31AndJacobansweredandsaidto Laban, Becausel was 
afraid: for I said, Peradventure thou wouldest take by force 
thy daughters from me. 

31:32 With whomsoever thou findest thy gods, let him not 
live: before our brethren discern thou what is thine with me, 
and take it to thee. For Jacob knew not that Rachel had sto- 
len them. 

31:33 And Laban went into Jacob's tent, and into Leah's tent, 
and into the two maidservants' tents; but he found them not 
Then went he out of Leah's tent, and entered into Rachel's 
tent. 

31:34 Now Rachel had taken the images, and putthem in the 
camel's furniture, and sat upon them. And Laban searched 
all the tent, but found them not. 

31:35 And she said to her father. Let it not displease my lord 
that I cannot rise up before thee; for the custom of women is 
upon me. And he searched, but found not the images. 
31:36AndJacob was wroth, and chode with Laban: andjacob 
answered and said to Laban, What is my trespass? what is 
my sin, that thou hast so hotly pursued after me? 
31:37 Whereas thou hast searched all my stuff, what hast 
thou found of all thy household stuff? set it here before my 
brethren and thy brethren, that they may judge betwixt us 
both. 
31:38 This twenty years have I been with thee; thy ewes and 
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thy she goats have not cast their young, and the rams ot thy 
floclc have I not eaten. 

31:39 That which was torn ot beasts I brought not unto thee; 
I bare the loss ot it; of my hand didst thou require it, whether 
stolen by day, or stolen by night. 

31:40 Thus I was; in the day the drought consumed me, and 
the frost by night; and my sleep departed from mine eyes. 
31:41 Thus have I been twenty years in thy house; I served 
thee fourteen years for thy two daughters, and six years for 
thy cattle: and thou hast changed my wages ten times. 
31:42 Except the God of my father, the God of Abraham, 
and the fear of Isaac, had been with me, surely thou hadst 
sent me away now empty. God hath seen mine affliction and 
the labour of my hands, and rebuked thee yesternight. 
31 :43 A nd L aban answered and said unto Jacob, These daugh- 
ters are my daughters, and these children are my children, 
and these cattle are my cattle, and all that thou seest is mine: 
and what can I do this day unto these my daughters, or unto 
their children which they have bom? 
31:44 Now therefore come thou, let us make a covenant, I 
and thou; and let it be for a witness between me and thee. 
31:45 And Jacob took a stone, and set it up for a pillar 
31:46 And Jacob said unto his brethren. Gather stones; and 
they took stones, and made an heap: and they did eat there 
upon the heap. 

31:47 And Laban called itjegarsahadutha: but Jacob called 
itGaleed. 

31:48 And Laban said. This heap is a witness between me 
and thee this day. Therefore was the name of it called G aleed; 
31:49 And Mizpah; for he said. The LORD watch between 
me and thee, when we are absent one from another 
31:50 If thou shalt afflict my daughters, or if thou shalt take 
other wives beside my daughters, no man is with us; see, 
God is witness betwixt me and thee. 
31:51 And Laban said to Jacob, Behold this heap, and be- 
hold this pillar, which I have cast betwixt me and thee; 
31:52 This heap be witness, and this pillar be witness, that I 
will not pass over this heap to thee, and that thou shalt not 
pass over this heap and this pillar unto me, for harm. 
31:53 The God of Abraham, and the God of Nahor, the God 
of their father, judge betwixt us. A nd J acob sware by the fear 
of his father Isaac. 

31:54 Then Jacob offered sacrifice upon the mount, and called 
his brethren to eat bread: and they did eat bread, and tarried 
all night in the mount. 

31:55 And early in the morning Laban rose up, and kissed 
his sons and his daughters, and blessed them: and Laban 
departed, and returned unto his place. 
32:1 And Jacob went on his way, and the angels of God met 
him. 

32:2 And when Jacob saw them, he said. This is God's host: 
and he called the name of that place Mahanaim. 
32:3 And Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau his 
brother unto the land of Seir, the country of Edom. 
32:4 And he commanded them, saying. Thus shall ye speak 
unto my lord Esau; Thy servant Jacob saith thus, I have so- 
journed with Laban, and stayed there until now: 
32:5 And I have oxen, and asses, flocks, and menservants, 
and womenservants: and I have sent to tell my lord, that I 
may find grace in thy sight. 
32:6 And the messengers returned to Jacob, saying. We came 



to thy brother Esau, and also he cometh to meet thee, and 
four hundred men with him. 

32:7 Then Jacob was greatly afraid and distressed: and he 
divided the people that was with him, and the flocks, and 
herds, and the camels, into two bands; 
32:8 And said. If Esau come to the one company, and smite 
it, then the other company which is left shall escape. 
32:9 And Jacob said, Godof my father Abraham, and God 
of my father Isaac, the LORD which saidst unto me. Return 
unto thy country, and to thy kindred, and I will deal well 
with thee: 

32:10 I am not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and of 
all the truth, which thou hast shewed unto thy servant; for 
with my staff I passed over this Jordan; and now I am be- 
come two bands. 

32:11 Deliver me, I pray thee, from the hand of my brother, 
from the hand of Esau: for I fear him, lest he will come and 
smite me, and the mother with the children. 
32:12 And thou saidst, I will surely do thee good, and make 
thy seed as the sand of the sea, which cannot be numbered 
for multitude. 

32: 13 And he lodged there that same night; and took of that 
which came to his hand a present for Esau his brother; 
32:14 Two hundred she goats, and twenty he goats, two hun- 
dred ewes, and twenty rams, 

32:15 Thirty milch camels with their colts, forty kine, and 
ten bulls, twenty she asses, and ten foals. 
32:16 And he delivered them into the hand of his servants, 
every drove by themselves; and said unto his servants. Pass 
over before me, and put a space betwixt drove and drove. 
32:17 And he commanded the foremost saying. When Esau 
my brother meeteth thee, and asketh thee, saying. Whose art 
thou? and whither goest thou? and whose are these before 
thee? 

32:18 Then thou shalt say. They be thy servant Jacob's; it is 
a present sent unto my lord Esau: and, behold, also he is 
behind us. 

32:19 And so commanded he the second, and the third, and 
all that followed the droves, saying. On this manner shall ye 
speak unto Esau, when ye find him. 
32:20 And say ye moreover. Behold, thy servant Jacob is 
behind us. For he said, I will appease him with the present 
that goeth before me, and afterward I will see his face; 
peradventure he will accept of me. 

32:21 So went the present over before him: and himself 
lodged that night in the company. 

32:22 And he rose up that night, and took his two wives, and 
his two womenservants, and his eleven sons, and passed over 
the fordjabbok. 

32:23 And he took them, and sent them over the brook, and 
sent over that he had. 

32:24 And Jacob was left alone; and there wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the day. 
32:25 And when he saw that he prevailed not against him, he 
touched the hollow of his thigh; and the hollow of Jacob's 
thigh was out of joint, as he wrestled with him. 
32:26 And he said. Let me go, for the day breaketh. And he 
said, I will not let thee go, except thou bless me. 
32 : 2 7 A nd he said unto him, W hat is thy name? A nd he said, 
Jacob. 
32:28 And he said. Thy name shall be called no more Jacob, 
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but Israel: tor as a prince hast thou power with G od and with 
men, and hast prevailed. 

32:29 And Jacob asked him, and said. Tell me, I pray thee, 
thy name. And he said. Wherefore is it that thou dost ask 
after my name? And he blessed him there. 
32:30 And Jacob called the name of the place Peniel: for I 
have seen God face to face, and my life is preserved. 
32:31 And as he passed over Penuel the sun rose upon him, 
and he halted upon his thigh. 

32:32 Therefore the children of Israel eat not of the sinew 
which shrank, which is upon the hollow of the thigh, unto 
this day: because he touched the hollow of Jacob's thigh in 
the sinew that shrank. 

33:1 And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
Esau came, and with him four hundred men. And he divided 
the children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and unto the two 
handmaids. 

33:2 And he put the handmaids and their children foremost, 
and Leah and her children after, and Rachel and Joseph hin- 
dermost. 

33:3 And he passed over before them, and bowed himself to 
the ground seven times, until he came near to his brother 
33:4 And Esau ran to meet him, and embraced him, and fell 
on his neck, and kissed him: and they wept. 
33:5 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw the women and the 
children; and said. Who are those with thee? And he said. 
The children which God hath graciously given thy servant. 
33:6 Then the handmaidens came near, they and their chil- 
dren, and they bowed themselves. 

33:7 And Leah also with her children came near, and bowed 
themselves: and after came J oseph near and Rachel, and they 
bowed themselves. 

33:8 And he said. What meanest thou by all this drove which 
I met? A nd he said. These are to find grace in the sight of my 
lord. 

33:9 And Esau said, I have enough, my brother; keep that 
thou hast unto thyself. 

33:10 And Jacob said. Nay, I pray thee, if now I have found 
grace in thy sight, then receive my present at my hand: for 
therefore I have seen thy face, as though I had seen the face 
of God, and thou wast pleased with me. 
33:11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing that is brought to thee; 
because God hath dealt graciously with me, and because I 
have enough. A nd he urged him, and he took it. 
33:12 And he said. Let us take our journey, and let us go, and 
I will go before thee. 

33:13 And he said unto him. My lord knoweth that the chil- 
dren are tender, and the flocks and herds with young are with 
me: and if men should overdrive them one day, all the flock 
will die. 

33:14 Let my lord, I pray thee, pass over before his servant: 
and I will lead on softly, according as the cattle that goeth 
before me and the children be able to endure, until I come 
unto my lord unto Seir 

33:15 And Esau said. Let me now leave with thee some of 
the folk that are with me. And he said. What needeth it? let 
me find grace in the sight of my lord. 
33:16 So Esau returned that day on his way unto Seir 
33:17 And Jacob journeyed to Succoth, and built him an 
house, and made booths for his cattle: therefore the name of 
the place is called Succoth. 



33: 18 And Jacob came to Shalem, a city of Shechem, which 
is in the land of Canaan, when he came from Padanaram; 
and pitched his tent before the city. 
33: 19 A nd he bought a parcel of a field, where he had spread 
his tent, at the hand of the children of Hamor, Shechem's 
father, for an hundred pieces of money. 
33:20 And he erected there an altar, and called it Elelohe- 
Israel. 

34:1 And Dinah the daughter of Leah, which she bare unto 
Jacob, went out to see the daughters of the land. 
34:2 And when Shechem the son of Hamor the Hivite, prince 
of the country, saw her, he took her, and lay with her, and 
defiled her 

34:3 And his soul clave unto Dinah the daughter of Jacob, 
and he loved the damsel, and spake kindly unto the damsel. 
34:4And Shechem spake unto his father Hamor, saying. Get 
me this damsel to wife. 

34:5 And Jacob heard that he had defiled Dinah his daugh- 
ter now his sons were with his cattle in the field: and Jacob 
held his peace until they were come. 
34:6 And Hamor the father of Shechem went out unto Jacob 
to commune with him. 

34:7 And the sons of Jacob came out of the field when they 
heard it: and the men were grieved, and they were very wroth, 
because he had wrought folly in Israel in lying with Jacob's 
daughter; which thing ought not to be done. 
34:8 And Hamor communed with them, saying. The soul of 
my son Shechem longeth for your daughter: I pray you give 
her him to wife. 

34:9 And make ye marriages with us, and give your daugh- 
ters unto us, and take our daughters unto you. 
34:10 And ye shall dwell with us: and the land shall be be- 
fore you; dwell and trade ye therein, and get you possessions 
therein. 

34: 1 1 A nd Shechem said unto her father and unto her breth- 
ren. Let me find grace in your eyes, and what ye shall say 
unto me I will give. 

34: 12 Ask me never so much dowry and gift, and I will give 
according as ye shall say unto me: but give me the damsel to 
wife. 

34:13 And the sons of Jacob answered Shechem and Hamor 
his father deceitfully, and said, because he had defiled Dinah 
their sister: 

34: 14 And they said unto them. We cannot do this thing, to 
give our sister to one that is uncircumcised; for that were a 
reproach unto us: 

34:15 But in this will we consent unto you: If ye will be as 
we be, that every male of you be circumcised; 
34: 16 Then will we give our daughters unto you, and we will 
take your daughters to us, and we will dwell with you, and 
we will become one people. 

34:17 But if ye will not hearken unto us, to be circumcised; 
then will we take our daughter, and we will be gone. 
34:18Andtheirwords pleasedHamor, andShechem Hamor's 
son. 

34:19 And the young man deferred not to do the thing, be- 
cause he had delight in Jacob's daughter: and he was more 
honourable than all the house of his father 
34:20 And Hamor and Shechem his son came unto the gate 
of their city, and communed with the men of their city, say- 
ing. 
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34:21 These men are peaceable with us; therefore let them 
dwell in the land, and trade therein; tor the land, behold, it is 
large enough for them; let us take their daughters to us for 
wives, and let us give them our daughters. 
34:22 Only herein will the men consent unto us for to dwell 
with us, to be one people, if every male among us be circum- 
cised, as they are circumcised. 

34:23 Shall not their cattle and their substance and every 
beast of theirs be ours? only let us consent unto them, and 
they will dwell with us. 

34:24 And unto H amor and unto Shechem his son hearkened 
all that went out of the gate of his city; and every male was 
circumcised, all that went out of the gate of his city. 
34:25 And it came to pass on the third day, when they were 
sore, thattwo of the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, Dinah's 
brethren, took each man his sword, and came upon the city 
boldly, and slew all the males. 

34:26 And they slew Hamor and Shechem his son with the 
edge of the sword, and took Dinah out of Shechem's house, 
and went out. 

34:27 The sons of Jacob came upon the slain, and spoiled 
the city, because they had defiled their sister 
34:28 They took their sheep, and their oxen, and their asses, 
and that which was in the city, and that which was in the 
field, 

34:29 And all theirwealth, and all their little ones, and their 
wives took they captive, and spoiled even all that was in the 
house. 

34:30 And Jacob said to Simeon and Levi, Ye have troubled 
me to make me to stink among the inhabitants of the land, 
among the Canaanites and the Perizzites: and I being few in 
number, they shall gather themselves together against me, 
and slay me; and I shall be destroyed, I and my house. 
34:31 And they said. Should he deal with our sister as with 
an harlot? 

35:1 And God said unto Jacob, Arise, go up to Bethel, and 
dwell there: and make there an altar unto God, that appeared 
unto thee when thou fleddest from the face of Esau thy 
brother 

35:2 Then J acob said unto his household, and to all that were 
with him. Put away the strange gods that are among you, and 
be clean, and change your garments: 
35:3 And let us arise, and go up to Bethel; and I will make 
there an altar unto God, who answered me in the day of my 
distress, and was with me in the way which I went. 
35:4 And they gave unto Jacob all the strange gods which 
were in their hand, and all their earrings which were in their 
ears; and Jacob hid them under the oak which was by 
Shechem. 

35:5 And they journeyed: and the terror of God was upon the 
cities that were round about them, and they did not pursue 
after the sons of Jacob. 

35:6 So Jacob came to Luz, which is in the land of Canaan, 
that is. Bethel, he and all the people that were with him. 
35:7 And he builtthere an altar, and called the place Elbethel: 
because there God appeared unto him, when he fled from the 
face of his brother 

35:8 But Deborah Rebekah's nurse died, and she was buried 
beneath B ethel under an oak: and the name of it was called 
Allonbachuth. 
35:9 A nd G od appeared unto Jacob again, when he came out 



of Padanaram, and blessed him. 

35:10 And God said unto him. Thy name is Jacob: thy name 
shall not be called any more Jacob, but Israel shall be thy 
name: and he called his name Israel. 
35:11 And God said unto him, I am God Almighty: be fruit- 
ful and multiply; a nation and a company of nations shall be 
of thee, and kings shall come out of thy loins; 
35:12 And the land which I gave Abraham and Isaac, to thee 
I will give it, and to thy seed after thee will I give the land. 
35: 13 A nd G od went up from him in the place where he talked 
with him. 

35: 14 And Jacob set up a pillar in the place where he talked 
with him, even a pillar of stone: and he poured a drink offer- 
ing thereon, and he poured oil thereon. 
35:15 And Jacob called the name of the place where God 
spake with him, B ethel. 

35: 16 A nd they journeyed from B ethel; and there was but a 
little way to come to Ephrath: and Rachel travailed, and she 
had hard labour 

35 : 1 7 A nd it came to pass, when she was in hard labour, that 
the midwife said unto her. Fear not; thou shaft have this son 
also. 

35: 18 A nd it came to pass, as her soul was in departing, (for 
she died) that she called his name B enoni: but his father called 
him Benjamin. 

35: 19 A nd Rachel died, and was buried in the way to Ephrath, 
which is Bethlehem. 

35:20AndJacob set a pillar upon her grave: that is the pillar 
of Rachel's grave unto this day. 

35:21 And Israel journeyed, and spread his tent beyond the 
tower of Edar 

35:22 And it came to pass, when Israel dwelt in that land, 
that Reuben went and lay with B ilhah his father's concubine: 
and Israel heard it Now the sons of Jacob were twelve: 
35:23 The sons of Leah; Reuben, Jacob's firstborn, and 
Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issachar, and Zebulun: 
35:24 The sons of Rachel; Joseph, and Benjamin: 
35:25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel's handmaid; Dan, and 
Naphtali: 

35:26 And the sons of Zilpah, Leah's handmaid; Gad, and 
Asher: these are the sons of Jacob, which were bom to him 
in Padanaram. 

35:27 And Jacob came unto Isaac his father unto Mamre, 
unto the ci^ of Arbah, which is Hebron, where Abraham 
and Isaac sojourned. 

35:28 And the days of Isaac were an hundred and fourscore 
years. 

35:29 And Isaac gave up the ghost and died, and was gath- 
ered unto his people, being old and full of days: and his sons 
Esau and Jacob buried him. 

36:1 Now these are the generations of Esau, who is Edom. 
36:2 Esau took his wives of the daughters of Canaan; Adah 
the daughter of Elon the Hittite, and Aholibamah the daugh- 
ter of Anah the daughter of Zibeon the Hivite; 
36:3AndBashemathIshmaers daughter, sister of Nebajoth. 
36:4 And Adah bare to Esau Eliphaz; and Bashemath bare 
Reuel; 

36:5 And Aholibamah barejeush, andjaalam, and Korah: 
these are the sons of Esau, which were bom unto him in the 
land of Canaan. 
36:6 And Esau took his wives, and his sons, and his daugh- 
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ters, and all the persons ot his house, and his cattle, and all 
his beasts, and all his substance, which he had got in the 
land ot Canaan; and went into the country from the face of 
his brotherjacob. 

36:7 For their riches were more than that they might dwell 
together; and the land wherein they were strangers could not 
bear them because of their cattle. 
36:8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: Esau is Edom. 
36:9 And these are the generations of Esau the father of the 
Edomites in mount Seir: 

36:10 These are the names of Esau's sons; Eliphaz the son of 
Adah the wife of Esau, Reuel the son of Bashemath the wife 
of Esau. 

36:11 And the sons of Eliphaz were Teman, Omar, Zepho, 
and Gatam, and Kenaz. 

36:12 And Timna was concubine to Ehphaz Esau's son; and 
she bare to Eliphaz Amalek: these were the sons of Adah 
Esau's wife. 

36:13 And these are the sons of Reuel; Nahath, and Zerah, 
Shammah, and Mizzah: these were the sons of Bashemath 
Esau's wife. 

36:14 And these were the sons of Aholibamah, the daughter 
of Anah the daughter of Zibeon, Esau's wife: and she bare to 
Esau Jeush, andjaalam, and Korah. 
36:15 These were dukes of the sons of Esau: the sons of 
Eliphaz the firstborn son of Esau; duke Teman, duke Omar, 
duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

36:16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and dukeAmalek: these are 
the dukes that came of Eliphaz in the land of Edom; these 
were the sons of Adah. 

36:17 And these are the sons of Reuel Esau's son; duke 
Nahath, duke Zerah, duke Shammah, duke Mizzah: these 
are the dukes that came of Reuel in the land of Edom; these 
are the sons of Bashemath Esau's wife. 
36:18 And these are the sons of Aholibamah Esau's wife; 
duke Jeush, duke Jaalam, duke Korah: these were the dukes 
that came of Aholibamah the daughter of Anah, Esau's wife. 
36:19 These are the sons of Esau, who is Edom, and these 
are their dukes. 

36:20 These are the sons of Seir the Horite, who inhabited 
the land; Lotan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, 
36: 2 1 A nd D ishon, and Ezer, and D ishan: these are the dukes 
of the Horites, the children of Seir in the land of Edom. 
36:22 And the children of Lotan were Hon and Hemam; and 
Lotan's sister was Timna. 

36:23 And the children of Shobal were these; Alvan, and 
Manahath, and Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. 
36:24 And these are the children of Zibeon; both Ajah, and 
Anah: this was that Anah that found the mules in the wilder- 
ness, as he fed the asses of Zibeon his father 
36:25 And the children of Anah were these; Dishon, and 
Aholibamah the daughter of Anah. 
36:26 And these are the children of Dishon; Hemdan, and 
Eshban, and Ithran, and Cheran. 

36:27 The children of Ezer are these; Bilhan, and Zaavan, 
andAkan. 

36:28 The children of D ishan are these; Uz, and Aran. 
36:29 These are the dukes that came of the Horites; duke 
Lotan, duke Shobal, duke Zibeon, duke Anah, 
36:30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke Dishan: these are the 
dukes that came of Hon, among their dukes in the land of 



Seir 

36:31 And these are the kings that reigned in the land of 
Edom, before there reigned any king over the children of 
Israel. 

36:32 And Bela the son of Beor reigned in Edom: and the 
name of his city was Dinhabah. 

36:33And Bela died, andjobabthe son of Zerah of Bozrah 
reigned in his stead. 

36:34 And Jobab died, and Husham of the land of Temani 
reigned in his stead. 

36:35 And Husham died, and Hadad the son of Bedad, who 
smote Midian in the field of Moab, reigned in his stead: and 
the name of his city was Avith. 

36:36 A nd Hadad died, and Samlah of Masrekah reigned in 
his stead. 

36:37 And Samlah died, and Saul of Rehoboth by the river 
reigned in his stead. 

36:38 And Saul died, and Baalhanan the son of Achbor 
reigned in his stead. 

36:39 And Baalhanan the son of Achbor died, and Hadar 
reigned in his stead: and the name of his city was Pau; and 
his wife's name was Mehetabel, the daughter of Matred, the 
daughter of Mezahab. 

36:40 And these are the names of the dukes that came of 
Esau, according to their families, after their places, by their 
names; dukeTimnah, dukeAlvah, dukejetheth, 
36:41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, duke Pinon, 
36:42 Duke Kenaz, duke Teman, duke Mibzar, 
36:43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram: these be the dukes of Edom, 
according to their habitations in the land of their possession: 
he is Esau the father of the Edomites. 
37:1 And Jacob dwelt in the land wherein his father was a 
stranger, in the land of Canaan. 

37:2 These are the generations of Jacob. Joseph, being sev- 
enteen years old, was feeding the flock with his brethren; 
and the lad was with the sons of B ilhah, and with the sons of 
Zilpah, his father's wives: and Joseph brought unto his fa- 
ther their evil report. 

37:3 Now Israel loved Joseph more than all his children, 
because he was the son of his old age: and he made him a 
coat of many colours. 

37:4 And when his brethren saw that their father loved him 
more than all his brethren, they hated him, and could not 
speak peaceably unto him. 

37:5 And Joseph dreamed a dream, and he told it his breth- 
ren: and they hated him yet the more. 
37:6 And he said unto them. Hear, I pray you, this dream 
which I have dreamed: 

37:7 For, behold, we were binding sheaves in the field, and, 
lo, my sheaf arose, and also stood upright; and, behold, your 
sheaves stood round about, and made obeisance to my sheaf. 
37:8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt thou indeed reign 
over us? or shalt thou indeed have dominion over us? And 
they hated him yet the more for his dreams, and for his words. 
37:9 A nd he dreamed yet another dream, and told it his breth- 
ren, and said. Behold, I have dreamed a dream more; and, 
behold, the sun and the moon and the eleven stars made obei- 
sance to me. 

37:10And he told itto his father, and to his brethren: and his 
father rebuked him, and said unto him. What is this dream 
that thou hast dreamed? Shall I and thy mother and thy breth- 
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ren indeed come to bow down ourselves to thee to the earth? 
37:11 And his brethren envied him; but his father observed 
the saying. 

37:12 And his brethren went to teed their father's flock in 
Shechem. 

37: 13 And Israel said unto Joseph, Do not thy brethren feed 
the flock in Shechem? come, and I will send thee unto them. 
And he said to him. Here am I. 

37:14 And he said to him. Go, I pray thee, see whether it be 
well with thy brethren, and well with the flocks; and bring 
me word again. So he sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. 

37:15 And a certain man found him, and, behold, he was 
wandering in the field: and the man asked him, saying. What 
seekest thou? 

37:16 And he said, I seek my brethren: tell me, I pray thee, 
where they feed their flocks. 

37:17And the man said. They are departed hence; fori heard 
them say. Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph went after his 
brethren, and found them in D othan. 
37:18And when they saw him afar off, even before he came 
near unto them, they conspired against him to slay him. 
37:19 And they said one to another. Behold, this dreamer 
Cometh. 

37:20 Come now therefore, and let us slay him, and cast him 
into some pit, and we will say. Some evil beast hath devoured 
him: and we shall see what will become of his dreams. 
37:21 And Reuben heard it, and he delivered him out of their 
hands; and said, L et us not kill him. 
37:22 And Reuben said unto them. Shed no blood, but cast 
him into this pit that is in the wilderness, and lay no hand 
upon him; that he might rid him out of their hands, to deliver 
him to his father again. 

37:23 And it came to pass, when Joseph was come unto his 
brethren, that they stript Joseph out of his coat, his coat of 
many colours that was on him; 

37:24 And they took him, and cast him into a pit: and the pit 
was empty, there was no water in it. 
37:25 And they sat down to eat bread: and they lifted up 
their eyes and looked, and, behold, a company of Ishmeelites 
came from Gilead with their camels bearing spiceiy and balm 
and myrrh, going to cany it down to Egypt. 
37:26 And Judah said unto his brethren. What profit is it if 
we slay our brother, and conceal his blood? 
37:27 Come, and let us sell him to the Ishmeelites, and let 
not our hand be upon him; for he is our brother and our 
flesh. And his brethren were content 
37:28 Then there passed by Midianites merchantmen; and 
they drew and hfted up Joseph out of the pit, and sold Jo- 
seph to the Ishmeelites for twenty pieces of silver: and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt. 

37:29 And Reuben returned unto the pit; and, behold, Jo- 
seph was not in the pit; and he rent his clothes. 
37:30 A nd he returned unto his brethren, and said. The child 
is not; and I, whither shall I go? 

37:31 And they took Joseph's coat, and killed a kid of the 
goats, and dipped the coat in the blood; 
37:32 And they sent the coat of many colours, and they 
brought it to their father; and said. This have we found: know 
now whether it be thy son's coat or no. 
37:33 And he knew it, and said. It is my son's coat; an evil 



beast hath devoured him; Joseph is without doubt rent in 
pieces. 

37:34 And Jacob rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
loins, and mourned for his son many days. 
37:35 And all his sons and all his daughters rose up to com- 
fort him; but he refused to be comforted; and he said. For I 
will go down into the grave unto my son mourning. Thus his 
father wept for him. 

37:36Andthe Midianites sold him into Egyptunto Potiphar, 
an officer of Pharaoh's, and captain of the guard. 
38: 1 A nd it came to pass at that time, that Judah went down 
from his brethren, and turned in to a certain A duUamite, whose 
name was Hirah. 

38:2 And Judah saw there a daughter of a certain Canaanite, 
whose name was Shuah; and he took her, and went in unto 
hen 

38:3 And she conceived, and bare a son; and he called his 
name Er. 

38:4 And she conceived again, and bare a son; and she called 
his name Onan. 

38:5 And she yet again conceived, and bare a son; and called 
his name Shelah: and he was at Chezib, when she bare him. 
38:6AndJudah tooka wife for Er his firstborn, whose name 
was Tamar 

38:7 A nd Er, Judah's firstborn, was wicked in the sight of the 
LORD; and the LORD slew him. 

38:8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go in unto thy brother's 
wife, and many her, and raise up seed to thy brother 
38:9 And Onan knew that the seed should not be his; and it 
came to pass, when he went in unto his brother's wife, that 
he spilled it on the ground, lest that he should give seed to 
his brother 

38:10 And the thing which he did displeased the LORD: 
wherefore he slew him also. 

38:11 Then saidjudah to Tamar his daughter in law. Remain 
a widow at thy father's house, till Shelah my son be grown: 
for he said. Lest peradventure he die also, as his brethren 
did. A nd Tamar went and dwelt in her father's house. 
38:12 And in process of time the daughter of Shuah Judah's 
wife died; and Judah was comforted, and went up unto his 
sheepshearers to Timnath, he and his friend Hirah the 
Adullamite. 

38:13 And it was told Tamar, saying. Behold thy father in 
law goeth up to Timnath to shear his sheep. 
38:14 And she put her widow's garments off from her, and 
covered her with a vail, and wrapped herself, and sat in an 
open place, which is by the way to Timnath; for she saw that 
Shelah was grown, and she was not given unto him to wife. 
38:15 When Judah saw her, he thought her to be an harlot; 
because she had covered her face. 

38:16 And he turned unto her by the way, and said. Go to, I 
pray thee, let me come in unto thee; (for he knew not that she 
was his daughter in law.) And she said. What wilt thou give 
me, that thou mayest come in unto me? 
38:17Andhesaid, I willsendtheeakidfrom the flock. And 
she said. Wilt thou give me a pledge, till thou send it? 
38:18 And he said. What pledge shall I give thee? And she 
said. Thy signet, and thy bracelets, and thy staff that is in 
thine hand. And he gave it her, and came in unto her, and she 
conceived by him. 
38:19 And she arose, and went away, and laid by her vail 
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from her, and put on the garments ot her widowhood. 
38:20 And Judah sent the kid by the hand of his friend the 
Adullamite, to receive his pledge from the woman's hand: 
but he found her not. 

38:21 Then he asked the men of that place, saying. Where is 
the harlot, that was openly by the way side? And they said. 
There was no harlot in this place. 

38:22 And he returned to Judah, and said, I cannot find her; 
and also the men of the place said, that there was no harlot in 
this place. 

38:23AndJudahsaid, Lethertakeittoher, lestwebeshamed: 
behold, I sent this kid, and thou hast not found hen 
38:24 And it came to pass about three months after, that it 
was toldjudah, saying, Tamar thy daughter in law hath played 
the harlot; and also, behold, she is with child by whoredom. 
And Judah said. Bring her forth, and let her be burnt. 
38:25 When she was brought forth, she sent to her father in 
law, saying. By the man, whose these are, am I with child: 
and she said, D iscem, I pray thee, whose are these, the sig- 
net, and bracelets, and staff. 

38:26 And Judah acknowledged them, and said. She hath 
been more righteous than I; because that I gave her not to 
Shelah my son. And he knew her again no more. 
38:27 And it came to pass in the time of her travail, that, 
behold, twins were in her womb. 

38:28 And it came to pass, when she travailed, that the one 
put out his hand: and the midwife took and bound upon his 
hand a scarlet thread, saying. This came out first. 
38:29 And it came to pass, as he drew back his hand, that, 
behold, his brother came out: and she said. How hast thou 
broken forth? this breach be upon thee: therefore his name 
was called Pharez. 

38:30 And afterward came out his brother, that had the scar- 
let thread upon his hand: and his name was called Zarah. 
39:1 And Joseph was brought down to Egypt; and Potiphar, 
an officer of Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an Egyptian, 
bought him of the hands of the Ishmeelites, which had brought 
him down thither 

39:2 And the LORD was withjoseph, and he was a prosper- 
ous man; and he was in the house of his master the Egyptian. 
39:3 And his master saw that the LORD was with him, and 
that the LORD made all that he did to prosper in his hand. 
39:4 Andjoseph found grace in his sight, and he served him: 
and he made him overseer over his house, and all that he had 
he put into his hand. 

39:5 A nd it came to pass from the time that he had made him 
overseer in his house, and over all that he had, that the L RD 
blessed the Egyptian's house for Joseph's sake; and the bless- 
ing of the LORD was upon all that he had in the house, and 
in the field. 

39:6 And he left all that he had in Joseph's hand; and he 
knew not ought he had, save the bread which he did eat. A nd 
Joseph was a goodly person, and well favoured. 
39:7 And it came to pass after these things, that his master's 
wife cast her eyes upon Joseph; and she said. Lie with me. 
39:8 But he refused, and said unto his master's wife. Behold, 
my master wotteth not what is with me in the house, and he 
hath committed all that he hath to my hand; 
39:9 There is none greater in this house than I; neither hath 
he kept back any thing from me but thee, because thou art 
his wife: how then can I do this great wickedness, and sin 



against G od? 

39:10 And it came to pass, as she spake to Joseph day by 
day, that he hearkened not unto her, to lie by her, or to be 
with hen 

39: 11 And it came to pass about this time, that Joseph went 
into the house to do his business; and there was none of the 
men of the house there within. 

39:12 And she caught him by his garment, saying. Lie with 
me: and he left his garment in her hand, and fled, and got 
him out. 

39: 13 A nd it came to pass, when she saw that he had left his 
garment in her hand, and was fled forth, 
39:14 That she called unto the men of her house, and spake 
unto them, saying. See, he hath brought in an Hebrew unto 
us to mock US; he came in unto me to lie with me, and I cried 
with a loud voice: 

39: 15 And it came to pass, when he heard that I lifted up my 
voice and cried, that he left his garment with me, and fled, 
and got him out. 

39: 16 And she laid up his garment by her, until his lord came 
home. 

39:17 And she spake unto him according to these words, 
saying. The Hebrew servant, which thou hast brought unto 
us, came in unto me to mock me: 

39:18 And it came to pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, 
that he left his garment with me, and fled out. 
39: 19 A nd it came to pass, when his master heard the words 
of his wife, which she spake unto him, saying. After this 
manner did thy servant to me; that his wrath was kindled. 
39:20 And Joseph's master took him, and put him into the 
prison, a place where the king's prisoners were bound: and 
he was there in the prison. 

39:21 But the LORD was withjoseph, and shewed him mercy, 
and gave him favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison. 
39:22 And the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph's 
hand all the prisoners that were in the prison; and whatso- 
ever they did there, he was the doer of it. 
39:23 The keeper of the prison looked not to any thing that 
was under his hand; because the LORD was with him, and 
that which he did, the LORD made it to prosper 
40 : 1 A nd it came to pass after these things, that the butler of 
the king of Egypt and his baker had offended their lord the 
king of Egypt. 

40:2 And Pharaoh was wroth against two of his officers, 
against the chief of the butlers, and against the chief of the 
bakers. 

40:3 And he put them in ward in the house of the captain of 
the guard, into the prison, the place where Joseph was bound. 
40:4 And the captain of the guard charged Joseph with them, 
and he served them: and they continued a season in ward. 
40:5 And they dreamed a dream both of them, each man his 
dream in one night, each man according to the interpretation 
of his dream, the butler and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

40:6 And Joseph came in unto them in the morning, and 
looked upon them, and, behold, they were sad. 
40:7 And he asked Pharaoh's officers that were with him in 
the ward of his lord's house, saying. Wherefore look ye so 
sadly to day? 

40:8 And they said unto him. We have dreamed a dream, and 
there is no interpreter of it. Andjoseph said unto them. Do 
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not interpretations belong to God? tell me them, I pray you. 
40:9 And the chief butler told his dream to Joseph, and said 
to him. In my dream, behold, a vine was before me; 
40:10 And in the vine were three branches: and it was as 
though it budded, and her blossoms shot forth; and the clus- 
ters thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 
40:11 And Pharaoh's cup was in my hand: and I took the 
grapes, and pressed them into Pharaoh's cup, and I gave the 
cup into Pharaoh's hand. 

40:12 Andjoseph said unto him. This is the interpretation of 
it: The three branches are three days: 
40: 13 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh lift up thine head, 
and restore thee unto thy place: and thou shalt deliver 
Pharaoh's cup into his hand, after the former manner when 
thou wast his butler 

40:14 But think on me when it shall be well with thee, and 
shew kindness, I pray thee, unto me, and make mention of 
me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house: 
40:15 For indeed I was stolen away out of the land of the 
Hebrews: and here also have I done nothing that they should 
put me into the dungeon. 

40:16 When the chief baker saw that the interpretation was 
good, he said unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, and, be- 
hold, I had three white baskets on my head: 
40:17 And in the uppermost basket there was of all manner 
of bakemeats for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat them out of 
the basket upon my head. 

40:18 And Joseph answered and said. This is the interpreta- 
tion thereof: The three baskets are three days: 
40:19 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh lift up thy head 
from off thee, and shall hang thee on a tree; and the birds 
shall eat thy flesh from off thee. 

40:20 And it came to pass the third day, which was Pharaoh's 
birthday, that he made a feast unto all his servants: and he 
lifted up the head of the chief butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 

40:21 And he restored the chief butler unto his butlership 
again; and he gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand: 
40:22 But he hanged the chief baker: as Joseph had inter- 
preted to them. 

40 : 2 3 Yet did not the chief butler remember J oseph, but f orgat 
him. 

41:1 And it came to pass at the end of two full years, that 
Pharaoh dreamed: and, behold, he stood by the river 
41:2 A nd, behold, there came up out of the river seven well 
favoured kine and fatfleshed; and they fed in a meadow. 
41:3 And, behold, seven other kine came up after them out 
of the river, ill favoured and leanfleshed; and stood by the 
other kine upon the brink of the river 
41:4 And the ill favoured and leanfleshed kine did eat up the 
seven well favoured and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 
41:5 And he slept and dreamed the second time: and, be- 
hold, seven ears of com came up upon one stalk, rank and 
good. 

41:6 And, behold, seven thin ears and blasted with the east 
wind sprung up after them. 

41:7 And the seven thin ears devoured the seven rank and 
full ears. And Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was a dream. 
41:8 And it came to pass in the morning that his spirit was 
troubled; and he sent and called for all the magicians of E gy pt, 
and all the wise men thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 



dream; but there was none that could interpret them unto 
Pharaoh. 

41:9 Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, saying, I do 
remember my faults this day: 

41:10 Pharaoh was wroth with his servants, and put me in 
ward in the captain of the guard's house, both me and the 
chief baker: 

41:11 And we dreamed a dream in one night, I and he; we 
dreamed each man according to the interpretation of his 
dream. 

41:12 And there was there with us a young man, an Hebrew, 
servant to the captain of the guard; and we told him, and he 
interpreted to us our dreams; to each man according to his 
dream he did interpret. 

4 1 : 1 3 A nd it came to pass, as he interpreted to us, so it was; 
me he restored unto mine office, and him he hanged. 
41:14 Then Pharaoh sent and calledjoseph, and they brought 
him hastily out of the dungeon: and he shaved himself, and 
changed his raiment, and came in unto Pharaoh. 
41:15AndPharaohsaiduntoJoseph, I have dreamed a dream, 
and there is none that can interpret it: and I have heard say of 
thee, that thou canst understand a dream to interpret it. 
41:16 Andjoseph answered Pharaoh, saying. It is not in me: 
God shall give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 
41: 17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In my dream, behold, I 
stood upon the bank of the river: 

4 1 : 18 A nd, behold, there came up out of the river seven kine, 
fatfleshed and well favoured; and they fed in a meadow: 
41:19 And, behold, seven other kine came up after them, 
poor and very ill favoured and leanfleshed, such as I never 
saw in all the land of Egypt for badness: 
41:20 And the lean and the ill favoured kine did eat up the 
first seven fat kine: 

41:21 And when they had eaten them up, it could not be 
known that they had eaten them; but they were still ill 
favoured, as at the beginning. So I awoke. 
41:22 And I saw in my dream, and, behold, seven ears came 
up in one stalk, full and good: 

41:23 And, behold, seven ears, withered, thin, and blasted 
with the east wind, sprung up after them: 
41:24 And the thin ears devoured the seven good ears: and I 
told this unto the magicians; but there was none that could 
declare it to me. 

41:25 Andjoseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream of Pharaoh 
is one: God hath shewed Pharaoh what he is about to do. 
41:26 The seven good kine are seven years; and the seven 
good ears are seven years: the dream is one. 
41:27 And the seven thin and ill favoured kine that came up 
after them are seven years; and the seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind shall be seven years of famine. 
41:28 This is the thing which I have spoken unto Pharaoh: 
What God is about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 
4 1 : 2 9 B ehold, there come seven years of great plenty through- 
out all the land of Egypt: 

41:30 And there shall arise after them seven years of famine; 
and all the plenty shall be forgotten in the land of Egypt; and 
the famine shall consume the land; 
41:31 And the plenty shall not be known in the land by rea- 
son of that famine following; for it shall be very grievous. 
41:32 And forthatthe dream was doubled unto Pharaoh twice; 
it is because the thing is established by God, and God will 
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shortly bring it to pass. 

41:33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look out a man discreet 
and wise, and set him over the land ot Egypt. 
41:34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let him appoint officers over 
the land, and take up the fifth part of the land of Egypt in the 
seven plenteous years. 

41:35 And let them gather all the food of those good years 
that come, and lay up com under the hand of Pharaoh, and 
let them keep food in the cities. 

41:36 And that food shall be for store to the land against the 
seven years of famine, which shall be in the land of Egypt; 
that the land perish not through the famine. 
41:37 And the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in 
the eyes of all his servants. 

41:38 And Pharaoh said unto his servants. Can we find such 
a one as this is, a man in whom the Spirit of God is? 
41:39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as God hath 
shewed thee all this, there is none so discreet and wise as 
thou art: 

41:40 Thou shalt be over my house, and according unto thy 
word shall all my people be ruled: only in the throne will I 
be greater than thou. 

41:41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, See, I have set thee 
over all the land of Egypt. 

41:42 And Pharaoh took off his ring from his hand, and put 
it upon Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in vestures of fine 
linen, and put a gold chain about his neck; 
41:43 And he made him to ride in the second chariot which 
he had; and they cried before him. Bow the knee: and he 
made him ruler over all the land of Egypt 
41:44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I am Pharaoh, and with- 
out thee shall no man lift up his hand or foot in all the land of 

Egypt 

41:45 And Pharaoh called Joseph's name Zaphnathpaaneah; 
and he gave him to wife A senath the daughter of Potipherah 
priest of On. And Joseph went out over all the land of Egypt. 
41:46 And Joseph was thirty years old when he stood before 
Pharaoh king of Egypt. And Joseph went out from the pres- 
ence of Pharaoh, and went throughout all the land of Egypt. 
41:47 And in the seven plenteous years the earth brought 
forth by handfuls. 

41:48 And he gathered up all the food of the seven years, 
which were in the land of Egypt, and laid up the food in the 
cities: the food of the field, which was round about every 
city, laid he up in the same. 

41:49 And Joseph gathered com as the sand of the sea, very 
much, until he left numbering; for it was without number. 
41:50 And untojoseph were bom two sons before the years 
of famine came, which A senath the daughter of Potipherah 
priest of On bare unto him. 

41 : 5 1 A nd J oseph called the name of the f irstbom M anasseh: 
For God, said he, hath made me forget all my toil, and all my 
father's house. 

41:52 And the name of the second called he Ephraim: For 
God hath caused me to be fruitful in the land of my afflic- 
tion. 

41:53 And the seven years of plenteousness, that was in the 
land of Egypt were ended. 

41:54 And the seven years of dearth began to come, accord- 
ing as Joseph had said: and the dearth was in all lands; but in 
all the land of Egypt there was bread. 



41:55 And when all the land of Egypt was famished, the 
people cried to Pharaoh for bread: and Pharaoh said unto all 
the Egyptians, Go untojoseph; what he saith to you, do. 
41:56 And the famine was over all the face of the earth: And 
Joseph opened all the storehouses, and sold unto the Egyp- 
tians; and the famine waxed sore in the land of Egypt. 
41:57 And all countries came into Egypt to Joseph for to buy 
com; because that the famine was so sore in all lands. 
42: 1 Now whenjacob saw that there was com in Egypt Jacob 
said unto his sons. Why do ye look one upon another? 
42:2 And he said. Behold, I have heard that there is com in 
Egypt: get you down thither, and buy for us from thence; 
that we may live, and not die. 

42:3 And Joseph's ten brethren went down to buy com in 
Egypt. 

42:4 But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, Jacob sent not with his 
brethren; for he said, Lestperadventure mischief befall him. 
42:5 And the sons of Israel came to buy com among those 
that came: for the famine was in the land of Canaan. 
42:6 And Joseph was the govemor over the land, and he it 
was that sold to all the people of the land: and Joseph's breth- 
ren came, and bowed down themselves before him with their 
faces to the earth. 

42:7 And Joseph saw his brethren, and he knew them, but 
made himself strange unto them, and spake roughly unto 
them; and he said unto them. Whence come ye? And they 
said. From the land of Canaan to buy food. 
42 : 8 A nd J oseph knew his brethren, but they knew not him. 
42 : 9 A nd J oseph remembered the dreams which he dreamed 
of them, and said unto them. Ye are spies; to see the naked- 
ness of the land ye are come. 

42:10Andthey said unto him. Nay, my lord, but to buy food 
are thy servants come. 

42:11 We are all one man's sons; we are true men, thy ser- 
vants are no spies. 

42: 12 And he said unto them. Nay, but to see the nakedness 
of the land ye are come. 

42:13 And they said. Thy servants are twelve brethren, the 
sons of one man in the land of Canaan; and, behold, the 
youngest is this day with our father, and one is not. 
42:14 And J oseph said unto them. That is it that I spake unto 
you, saying. Ye are spies: 

42:15 Hereby ye shall be proved: By the life of Pharaoh ye 
shall not go forth hence, except your youngest brother come 
hither. 

42:16 Send one of you, and let him fetch your brother, and 
ye shall be kept in prison, that your words may be proved, 
whether there be any truth in you: or else by the life of Pha- 
raoh surely ye are spies. 

42: 17 And he put them all together into ward three days. 
42:18 And Joseph said unto them the third day. This do, and 
live; fori fear God: 

42:19 If yebetraemen, let one of your brethren be bound in 
the house of your prison: go ye, cany com for the famine of 
your houses: 

42:20 But bring your youngest brother unto me; so shall your 
words be verified, and ye shall not die. And they did so. 
42 : 2 1 A nd they said one to another. We are verily guilty con- 
ceming our brother, in that we saw the anguish of his soul, 
when he besought us, and we would not hear; therefore is 
this distress come upon us. 
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42:22 And Reuben answered them, saying, Spake I not unto 
you, saying, D o not sin against tlie cliild; and ye would not 
hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is required. 
42:23 And they knew not that Joseph understood them; tor 
he spake unto them by an interpreter 
42:24 And he turned himself about from them, and wept; 
and returned to them again, and communed with them, and 
took from them Simeon, and bound him before their eyes. 
42:25 Then Joseph commanded to fill their sacks with com, 
and to restore every man's money into his sack, and to give 
them provision for the way: and thus did he unto them. 
42 :26 A nd they laded their asses with the com, and departed 
thence. 

42:27 And as one of them opened his sack to give his ass 
provender in the inn, he espied his money; for, behold, it 
was in his sack's mouth. 

42:28 And he said unto his brethren. My money is restored; 
and, lo, it is even in my sack: and their heart failed them, and 
they were afraid, saying one to another. What is this that 
God hath done unto us? 

42 : 2 9 A nd they came unto J acob their father unto the land of 
Canaan, and told him all that befell unto them; saying, 
42:30 The man, who is the lord of the land, spake roughly to 
us, and took us for spies of the country. 
42:31 And we said unto him. We are tme men; we are no 
spies: 

42:32 We be twelve brethren, sons of our father; one is not, 
and the youngest is this day with our father in the land of 
Canaan. 

42:33 And the man, the lord of the country, said unto us. 
Hereby shall I know that ye are tme men; leave one of your 
brethren here with me, and take food for the famine of your 
households, and be gone: 

42:34And bring your youngest brother unto me: then shall I 
know that ye are no spies, but that ye are tme men: so will I 
deliver you your brother, and ye shall traffick in the land. 
42:35 And it came to pass as they emptied their sacks, that, 
behold, every man's bundle of money was in his sack: and 
when both they and their father saw the bundles of money, 
they were afraid. 

42:36 And Jacob their father said unto them. Me have ye 
bereaved of my children: Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and ye will take B enjamin away: all these things are against 
me. 

42:37 And Reuben spake unto his father, saying. Slay my 
two sons, if I bring him not to thee: deliver him into my 
hand, and I will bring him to thee again. 
42:38 And he said. My son shall not go down with you; for 
his brother is dead, and he is left alone: if mischief befall 
him by the way in the which ye go, then shall ye bring down 
my gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. 
43:1 And the famine was sore in the land. 
43:2 And it came to pass, when they had eaten up the com 
which they had brought out of Egypt, their father said unto 
them. Go again, buy us a little food. 
43:3 And Judah spake unto him, saying. The man did sol- 
emnly protest unto us, saying. Ye shall not see my face, ex- 
cept your brother be with you. 

43:4 If thou wilt send our brother with us, we will go down 
and buy thee food: 
43:5 But if thou wilt not send him, we will not go down: for 



the man said unto us. Ye shall not see my face, except your 
brother be with you. 

43:6 And Israel said. Wherefore dealtye so ill with me, as to 
tell the man whether ye had yet a brother? 
43:7 And they said. The man asked us straitly of our state, 
and of our kindred, saying. Is your father yet alive? have ye 
another brother? and we told him according to the tenor of 
these words: could we certainly know that he would say, B ring 
your brother down? 

43:8 And Judah said unto Israel his father. Send the lad with 
me, and we will arise and go; that we may live, and not die, 
both we, and thou, and also our little ones. 
43:9 I will be surety for him; of my hand shalt thou require 
him: if I bring him not unto thee, and set him before thee, 
then let me bear the blame for even 
43:10 For except we had lingered, surely now we had re- 
tumed this second time. 

43: 11 And their father Israel said unto them. If it must be so 
now, do this; take of the best fmits in the land in your ves- 
sels, and cany down the man a present, a little balm, and a 
little honey, spices, and myrrh, nuts, and almonds: 
43:12 And take double money in your hand; and the money 
that was brought again in the mouth of your sacks, cany it 
again in your hand; peradventure it was an oversight: 
43:13 Take also your brother, and arise, go again unto the 
man: 

43:14 And God Almighty give you mercy before the man, 
that he may send away your other brother, and Benjamin. If 
I be bereaved of my children, I am bereaved. 
43:15 And the men took that present, and they took double 
money in their hand, and Benjamin; and rose up, and went 
down to Egypt, and stood before Joseph. 
43:16 And when Joseph saw B enjamin with them, he said to 
the mler of his house. Bring these men home, and slay, and 
make ready; for these men shall dine with me at noon. 
43: 17 A nd the man did as Joseph bade; and the man brought 
the men into Joseph's house. 

43:18 And the men were afraid, because they were brought 
into Joseph's house; and they said. Because of the money 
that was retumed in our sacks at the first time are we brought 
in; that he may seek occasion against us, and fall upon us, 
and take us for bondmen, and our asses. 
43:19 And they came near to the steward of Joseph's house, 
and they communed with him at the door of the house, 
43:20 And said, sir, we came indeed down at the first time 
to buy food: 

43:21 And it came to pass, when we came to the inn, that we 
opened our sacks, and, behold, every man's money was in 
the mouth of his sack, our money in full weight: and we have 
brought it again in our hand. 

43:22 And other money have we brought down in our hands 
to buy food: we cannot tell who put our money in our sacks. 
43:23Andhesaid, Peace be to you, fear not: yourGod, and 
the God of your father, hath given you treasure in your sacks: 
I had your money. And he brought Simeon out unto them. 
43:24 And the man brought the men into Joseph's house, and 
gave them water, and they washed their feet; and he gave 
their asses provender 

43:25 And they made ready the present againstjoseph came 
at noon: for they heard that they should eat bread there. 
43:26 And when Joseph came home, they brought him the

43:27 And he asked them of their welfare, and said. Is your 
father well, the old man of whom ye spake?

Thy servant our father is in good 
health, he is yet alive. A nd they bowed down their heads, 
and made obeisance. 

43:29 And he lifted up his eyes, and saw his brother Ben- 
jamin, his mother's son, and said. Is this youryounger brother, 
of whom ye spake unto me?

44:2 And put my cup, the silver cup, in the sack's mouth of 
the youngest, and his com money.

44:3 As soon as the morning was light, the men were sent 
away, they and their asses. 

44:4 A nd when they were gone out of the city, and not yet far 
off, Joseph said unto his steward. Up, follow after the men;

44:5 Is not this it in which my lord drinketh, and whereby 
indeed he divineth? ye have done evil in so doing.

44:8 Behold, the money, which we found in our sacks' 
mouths, we brought again unto thee out of the land of Canaan: 
how then should we steal out of thy lord's house silver or 
gold? 

44:9 With whomsoever of thy servants it be found, both let 
him die, and we also will be my lord's bondmen. 
44:10 And he said. Now also let it be according unto your 
words: he with whom it is found shall be my servant; and ye 
shall be blameless. 

44:11 Then they speedily took down every man his sack to 
the ground, and opened every man his sack. 
44:12 And he searched, and began at the eldest, and left at 
the youngest: and the cup was found in B enjamin's sack. 
44:13 Then they rent their clothes, and laded every man his 
ass, and returned to the city. 



44:14 And Judah and his brethren came to Joseph's house; 
for he was yet there: and they fell before him on the ground. 
44:15 And Joseph said unto them. What deed is this that ye 
have done? wot ye not that such a man as I can certainly 
divine? 

44: 16 A nd Judah said. What shall we say unto my lord? what 
shall we speak? or how shall we clear ourselves? God hath 
found out the iniquity of thy servants: behold, we are my 
lord's servants, both we, and he also with whom the cup is 
found. 

44:17 And he said, God forbid that I should do so: but the 
man in whose hand the cup is found, he shall be my servant; 
and as for you, get you up in peace unto your father. 
44:18 Thenjudah came near unto him, and said. Oh my lord, 
let thy servant, I pray thee, speak a word in my lord's ears, 
and let not thine anger bum against thy servant: for thou art 
even as Pharaoh. 

44:19 My lord asked his servants, saying. Have ye a father, 
or a brother? 

44:20 And we said unto my lord. We have a father, an old 
man, and a child of his old age, a little one; and his brother is 
dead, and he alone is left of his mother, and his father loveth 
him. 

44:21 And thou saidst unto thy servants. Bring him down 
unto me, that I may set mine eyes upon him. 
44:22 And we said unto my lord. The lad cannot leave his 
father: for if he should leave his father, his father would die. 
44:23Andthou saidst unto thy servants, Exceptyouryoung- 
est brother come down with you, ye shall see my face no 
more. 

44:24 A nd it came to pass when we came up unto thy servant 
my father, we told him the words of my lord. 
44:25 And our father said. Go again, and buy us a little food. 
44:26 And we said. We cannot go down: if our youngest 
brother be with us, then will we go down: for we may not see 
the man's face, except our youngest brother be with us. 
44:27 A nd thy servant my father said unto us. Ye know that 
my wife bare me two sons: 

44:28 And the one went out from me, and I said. Surely he is 
tom in pieces; and I saw him not since: 
44:29 And if ye take this also from me, and mischief befall 
him, ye shall bring down my gray hairs with sorrow to the 
grave. 

44:30 Now therefore when I come to thy servant my father, 
and the lad be not with us; seeing that his life is bound up in 
the lad's life; 

44:31 Itshall come to pass, when he seeth that the lad is not 
with us, that he will die: and thy servants shall bring down 
the gray hairs of thy servant our father with sorrow to the 
grave. 

44:32 For thy servant became surety for the lad unto my fa- 
ther, saying. If I bring him not unto thee, then I shall bear the 
blame to my father for ever. 

44:33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy servant abide in- 
stead of the lad a bondman to my lord; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 

44:34 For how shall I go up to my father, and the lad be not 
with me? lest peradventure I see the evil that shall come on 
my father. 

45:1 Then Joseph could not refrain himself before all them 
that stood by him; and he cried. Cause every man to go out 
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from me. And there stood no man with him, while Joseph 
made himself known unto his brethren. 
45:2 And he wept aloud: and the Egyptians and the house of 
Pharaoh heard. 

45:3 And Joseph said unto his brethren, I am Joseph; doth 
my father yet live? A nd his brethren could not answer him; 
for they were troubled at his presence. 
45:4 Andjoseph said unto his brethren. Come near to me, I 
pray you. A nd they came near A nd he said, I am Joseph your 
brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. 

45:5 Now therefore be not grieved, norangiy with yourselves, 
that ye sold me hither: for God did send me before you to 
preserve life. 

45:6 For these two years hath the famine been in the land: 
and yet there are five years, in the which there shall neither 
be earing nor harvest. 

45:7 A nd G od sent me before you to preserve you a posterity 
in the earth, and to save your lives by a great deliverance. 
45:8 So now it was not you that sent me hither, but G od: and 
he hath made me a father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his 
house, and a ruler throughout all the land of Egypt. 
45:9 Haste ye, and go up to my father, and say unto him. 
Thus saith thy son Joseph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt: come down unto me, tany not: 
45:10 And thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou 
shalt be near unto me, thou, and thy children, and thy 
children's children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, and all 
that thou hast: 

45:11 And there will I nourish thee; for yet there are five 
years of famine; lest thou, and thy household, and all that 
thou hast, come to poverty. 

45: 12 A nd, behold, your eyes see, and the eyes of my brother 
Benjamin, that it is my mouth that speaketh unto you. 
45:13 And ye shall tell my father of all my gloiy in Egypt, 
and of all that ye have seen; and ye shall haste and bring 
down my father hither 

45:14 And he fell upon his brother Benjamin's neck, and 
wept; and Benjamin wept upon his neck. 
45:15 Moreover he kissed all his brethren, and wept upon 
them: and after that his brethren talked with him. 
45:16 And the fame thereof was heard in Pharaoh's house, 
saying, Joseph's brethren are come: and it pleased Pharaoh 
well, and his servants. 

45:17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say unto thy brethren. 
This do ye; lade your beasts, and go, getyou unto the land of 
Canaan; 

45:18 And take your father and your households, and come 
unto me: and I will give you the good of the land of Egypt, 
and ye shall eat the fat of the land. 

45:19 Now thou art commanded, this do ye; take you wag- 
ons out of the land of Egypt foryour little ones, and foryour 
wives, and bring your father, and come. 
45:20 Also regard not your stuff; for the good of all the land 
of Egypt is yours. 

45:21 And the children of Israel did so: andjoseph gave 
them wagons, according to the commandment of Pharaoh, 
and gave them provision for the way. 
45:22 To all of them he gave each man changes of raiment; 
but to B enjamin he gave three hundred pieces of silver, and 
five changes of raiment. 
45:23 And to his father he sent after this manner; ten asses 



laden with the good things of Egypt, and ten she asses laden 
with com and bread and meat for his father by the way. 
45:24 So he sent his brethren away, and they departed: and 
he said unto them. See that ye fall not out by the way. 
45 : 2 5 A nd they went up out of E gy pt, and came into the land 
of Canaan unto Jacob their father, 

45:26 And told him, saying, Joseph is yet alive, and he is 
governor over all the land of Egypt. And Jacob's heartfainted, 
for he believed them not. 

45:27 And they told him all the words of Joseph, which he 
had said unto them: and when he saw the wagons which Jo- 
seph had sent to cany him, the spirit of Jacob their father 
revived: 

45:28 And Israel said. It is enough; Joseph my son is yet 
alive: I will go and see him before I die. 
46:1 And Israel took his journey with all that he had, and 
came to Beersheba, and offered sacrifices unto the God of 
his father Isaac. 

46:2 And God spake unto Israel in the visions of the night, 
and said, Jacob, Jacob. And he said. Here am I. 
46:3Andhesaid, I amGod, the God of thy father: fear not to 
go down into Egypt; for I will there make of thee a great 
nation: 

46:4 I will go down with thee into Egypt; and I will also 
surely bring thee up again: andjoseph shall put his hand 
upon thine eyes. 

46:5 And Jacob rose up from Beersheba: and the sons of 
Israel carried Jacob their father, and their little ones, and 
their wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh had sent to cany 
him. 

46:6 And they took their cattle, and their goods, which they 
had gotten in the land of Canaan, and came into Egypt, Jacob, 
and all his seed with him: 

46:7 His sons, and his sons' sons with him, his daughters, 
and his sons' daughters, and all his seed brought he with him 
into Egypt. 

46:8 A nd these are the names of the children of Israel, which 
came into Egypt, Jacob and his sons: Reuben, Jacob's first- 
bom. 

46:9 And the sons of Reuben; Hanoch, and Phallu, and 
Hezron, andCarmi. 

46: 10 And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, andjamin, and Chad, 
and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaanitish 
woman. 

46:11 And the sons of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 
46: 12 And the sons of Judah; Er, andOnan, andShelah, and 
Pharez, and Zerah: but Er and Onan died in the land of 
Canaan. And the sons of Pharez were Hezron and Hamul. 
46:13 And the sons of Issachar; Tola, and Phuvah, and Job, 
and Shimron. 

46:14Andthesonsof Zebulun; Sered, andElon, andjahleel. 
46:15 These be the sons of Leah, which she bare unto Jacob 
in Padanaram, with his daughter D inah: all the souls of his 
sons and his daughters were thirty and three. 
46:16 And the sons of Gad; Ziphion, and Haggi, Shuni, and 
Ezbon, Eri, andArodi, andAreli. 

46:17And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, and Ishuah, and Isui, 
and B eriah, and Serah their sister: and the sons of B eriah; 
Heber, and Malchiel. 

46:18 These are the sons of Zilpah, whom Laban gave to 
Leah his daughter, and these she bare unto Jacob, even six- 
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teen souls. 

46:19 The sons of Rachel Jacob's wife; Joseph, and Ben- 
jamin. 

46:20 And unto Joseph in the land of Egypt were bom 
Manasseh and Ephraim, which Asenath the daughter of 
Potipherah priest of On bare unto him. 
46:21 And the sons of Benjamin were Belah, and Becher, 
andAshbel, Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, Muppim, 
and Huppim, andArd. 

46:22 These are the sons of Rachel, which were bom to Jacob: 
all the souls were fourteen. 
46:23And the sons of Dan; Hushim. 
46:24Andthesonsof Naphtah;Jahzeel, andGuni, andjezer, 
and Shillem. 

46:25 These are the sons of Bilhah, which Laban gave unto 
Rachel his daughter, and she bare these unto Jacob: all the 
souls were seven. 

46:26 All the souls that came with Jacob into Egypt, which 
came out of his loins, besides Jacob's sons' wives, all the 
souls were threescore and six; 

46:27 And the sons of Joseph, which were bom him in Egypt, 
were two souls: all the souls of the house of Jacob, which 
came into Egypt, were threescore and ten. 
46:28 And he sent Judah before him unto Joseph, to direct 
his face unto G oshen; and they came into the land of G oshen. 
46:29 And Joseph made ready his chariot, and went up to 
meet Israel his father, to Goshen, and presented himself unto 
him; and he fell on his neck, and wept on his neck a good 
while. 

46:30 And Israel said unto Joseph, Now let me die, since I 
have seen thy face, because thou art yet alive. 
46:31 Andjoseph said unto his brethren, and unto his father's 
house, I will go up, and shew Pharaoh, and say unto him. 
My brethren, and my father's house, which were in the land 
of Canaan, are come unto me; 

46:32 And the men are shepherds, for their trade hath been 
to feed cattle; and they have brought their flocks, and their 
herds, and all that they have. 

46:33 And it shall come to pass, when Pharaoh shall call 
you, and shall say. What is your occupation? 
46:34 That ye shall say. Thy servants' trade hath been about 
cattle from our youth even until now, both we, and also our 
fathers: that ye may dwell in the land of Goshen; for every 
shepherd is an abomination unto the Egyptians. 
47:1 Then Joseph came and told Pharaoh, and said. My fa- 
ther and my brethren, and their flocks, and their herds, and 
all that they have, are come out of the land of Canaan; and, 
behold, they are in the land of Goshen. 
47:2 And he took some of his brethren, even five men, and 
presented them unto Pharaoh. 

47:3 A nd Pharaoh said unto his brethren. What is your occu- 
pation? And they said unto Pharaoh, Thy servants are shep- 
herds, both we, and also our fathers. 
47:4 They said moreoverunto Pharaoh, Forto sojoum in the 
land are we come; for thy servants have no pasture for their 
flocks; for the famine is sore in the land of Canaan: now 
therefore, we pray thee, let thy servants dwell in the land of 
Goshen. 

47:5 A nd Pharaoh spake unto J oseph, saying. Thy father and 
thy brethren are come unto thee: 
47:6 The land of Egypt is before thee; in the best of the land 



make thy father and brethren to dwell; in the land of G oshen 
let them dwell: and if thou knowest any men of activity among 
them, then make them mlers over my cattle. 
47:7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his father, and set him 
before Pharaoh: and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 
47:8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, How old art thou? 
47:9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, The days of the years of 
my pilgrimage are an hundred and thirty years: few and evil 
have the days of the years of my life been, and have not 
attained unto the days of the years of the life of my fathers in 
the days of their pilgrimage. 

47: 10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and went out from before 
Pharaoh. 

47:11 And Joseph placed his father and his brethren, and 
gave them a possession in the land of Egypt, in the best of 
the land, in the land of Rameses, as Pharaoh had commanded. 
47:12 Andjoseph nourished his father, and his brethren, and 
all his father's household, with bread, according to their fami- 
lies. 

47: 13 And there was no bread in all the land; for the famine 
was very sore, so that the land of Egypt and all the land of 
Canaan fainted by reason of the famine. 
47:14 Andjoseph gathered up all the money that was found 
in the land of Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for the com 
which they bought: and Joseph brought the money into 
Pharaoh's house. 

47:15 And when money failed in the land of Egypt, and in 
the land of Canaan, all the Egyptians came unto Joseph, and 
said. Give us bread: for why should we die in thy presence? 
for the money faileth. 

47:16 Andjoseph said. Give your cattle; and I will give you 
for your cattle, if money fail. 

47:17Andthey brought their cattle unto J oseph: andjoseph 
gave them bread in exchange for horses, and for the flocks, 
and for the cattle of the herds, and for the asses: and he fed 
them with bread for all their cattle for that yean 
47:18 When that year was ended, they came unto him the 
second year, and said unto him. We will not hide it from my 
lord, how that our money is spent; my lord also hath our 
herds of cattle; there is not ought left in the sight of my lord, 
but our bodies, and our lands: 

47:19 Wherefore shall we die before thine eyes, both we and 
our land? buy us and our land for bread, and we and our land 
will be servants unto Pharaoh: and give us seed, that we may 
live, and not die, that the land be not desolate. 
47:20 And Joseph bought all the land of Egypt for Pharaoh; 
for the Egyptians sold every man his field, because the fam- 
ine prevailed over them: so the land became Pharaoh's. 
47:21 And as forthe people, he removed them to cities from 
one end of the borders of Egypt even to the other end thereof. 
47:22 Only the land of the priests bought he not; for the 
priests had a portion assigned them of Pharaoh, and did eat 
their portion which Pharaoh gave them: wherefore they sold 
not their lands. 

47:23 Then Joseph said unto the people. Behold, I have 
bought you this day and your land for Pharaoh: lo, here is 
seed for you, and ye shall sow the land. 
47:24 And it shall come to pass in the increase, that ye shall 
give the fifth part unto Pharaoh, and four parts shall be your 
own, for seed of the field, and foryour food, and for them of 
your households, and for food for your little ones. 
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47:25 And they said, Tliou liast saved our lives: let us find 
grace in the sight of my lord, and we will be Pharaoh's ser- 
vants. 

47:26 And Joseph made it a law over the land ot Egypt unto 
this day, that Pharaoh should have the fifth part; except the 
land of the priests only, which became not Pharaoh's. 
47:27 And Israel dwelt in the land of Egypt, in the country of 
Goshen; and they had possessions therein, and grew, and 
multiplied exceedingly. 

47:28 And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt seventeen years: 
so the whole age of Jacob was an hundred forty and seven 
years. 

47:29 And the time drew nigh that Israel must die: and he 
called his son Joseph, and said unto him. If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy hand under my thigh, 
and deal kindly and truly with me; buiy me not, I pray thee, 
in Egypt: 

47:30 But I will lie with my fathers, and thou shaft cany me 
outof Egypt, andbuiy meintheirbuiyingplace.Andhesaid, 
I will do as thou hast said. 

47:31 And he said. Swear unto me. And he sware unto him. 
And Israel bowed himself upon the bed's head. 
48:1 And it came to pass after these things, that one told 
Joseph, Behold, thy father is sick: and he took with him his 
two sons, Manasseh and Ephraim. 

48:2 And one told Jacob, and said. Behold, thy son Joseph 
Cometh unto thee: and Israel strengthened himself, and sat 
upon the bed. 

48:3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God Almighty appeared 
unto me at Luz in the land of Canaan, and blessed me, 
48:4 And said unto me. Behold, I will make thee fruitful, 
and multiply thee, and I will make of thee a multitude of 
people; and will give this land to thy seed after thee for an 
everlasting possession. 

48:5 And now thy two sons, Ephraim and Manasseh, which 
were bom unto thee in the land of Egypt before I came unto 
thee into Egypt, are mine; as Reuben and Simeon, they shall 
be mine. 

48 : 6 A nd thy issue, which thou begettest after them, shall be 
thine, and shall be called after the name of their brethren in 
their inheritance. 

48:7 And as for me, when I came from Padan, Rachel died 
by me in the land of Canaan in the way, when yet there was 
but a little way to come unto Ephrath: and I buried her there 
in the way of Ephrath; the same is Bethlehem. 
48:8 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, and said. Who are 
these? 

48:9 Andjoseph said unto his father. They are my sons, whom 
God hath given me in this place. And he said. Bring them, I 
pray thee, unto me, and I will bless them. 
48:10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim for age, so that he 
could not see. And he brought them near unto him; and he 
kissed them, and embraced them. 

48:11 And Israel said unto Joseph, I had not thought to see 
thy face: and, lo, God hath shewed me also thy seed. 
48:12 Andjoseph brought them out from between his knees, 
and he bowed himself with his face to the earth. 
48: 13 And Joseph took them both, Ephraim in his right hand 
toward Israel's left hand, and Manasseh in his left hand to- 
ward Israel's right hand, and brought them near unto him. 
48: 14 A nd Israel stretched out his right hand, and laid it upon 



Ephraim 's head, who was the younger, and his left hand upon 
Manasseh's head, guiding his hands wittingly; for Manasseh 
was the firstborn. 

48:15 And he blessed Joseph, and said, God, before whom 
my fathers Abraham and Isaac did walk, the God which fed 
me all my life long unto this day, 

48:16 The Angel which redeemed me from all evil, bless the 
lads; and let my name be named on them, and the name of 
my fathers Abraham and Isaac; and let them grow into a 
multitude in the midst of the earth. 

48:17 And when Joseph saw that his father laid his right 
hand upon the head of Ephraim, it displeased him: and he 
held up his father's hand, to remove it from Ephraim's head 
unto Manasseh's head. 

48: 18 And Joseph said unto his father. Not so, my father: for 
this is the firstborn; put thy right hand upon his head. 
48:19 And his father refused, and said, I know it, my son, I 
know it: he also shall become a people, and he also shall be 
great: but truly his younger brother shall be greater than he, 
and his seed shall become a multitude of nations. 
48:20 And he blessed them that day, saying. In thee shall 
Israel bless, saying, God make thee as Ephraim and as 
Manasseh: and he set Ephraim before Manasseh. 
48:21 And Israel said unto Joseph, Behold, I die: but God 
shall be with you, and bring you again unto the land of your 
fathers. 

48:22 Moreover I have given to thee one portion above thy 
brethren, which I took out of the hand of the Amorite with 
my sword and with my bow. 

49:1 And Jacob called unto his sons, and said. Gather your- 
selves together, that I may tell you that which shall befall 
you in the last days. 

49:2 Gather yourselves together, and hear, ye sons of Jacob; 
and hearken unto Israel your father 
49:3 Reuben, thou art my firstborn, my might, and the be- 
ginning of my strength, the excellency of dignity, and the 
excellency of power: 

49:4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel; because thou 
wentest up to thy father's bed; then def iledst thou it: he went 
up to my couch. 

49:5 Simeon and Levi are brethren; instruments of cruelty 
are in their habitations. 

49:6 my soul, come not thou into their secret; unto their 
assembly, mine honour, be not thou united: for in their anger 
they slew a man, and in their selfwill they digged down a 
wall. 

49:7 Cursed be their anger, for it was fierce; and their wrath, 
for it was cruel: I will divide them in Jacob, and scatter them 
in Israel. 

49:8 Judah, thou art he whom thy brethren shall praise: thy 
hand shall be in the neck of thine enemies; thy father's chil- 
dren shall bow down before thee. 

49:9 Judah is a lion's whelp: from the prey, my son, thou art 
gone up: he stooped down, he couched as a lion, and as an 
old lion; who shall rouse him up? 

49:10 The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a law- 
giver from between his feet, until Shiloh come; and unto 
him shall the gathering of the people be. 
49:11 Binding his foal unto the vine, and his ass's colt unto 
the choice vine; he washed his garments in wine, and his 
clothes in the blood of grapes: 
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49:12 His eyes sliall be red with wine, and liis teetli wliite 
witli millc. 

49:13 Zebulun sliall dwell at the haven ot the sea; and he 
shall be tor an haven ot ships; and his border shall be unto 
Zidon. 

49:14 Issachar is a strong ass couching down between two 
burdens: 

49: 15 A nd he saw that rest was good, and the land that it was 
pleasant; and bowed his shoulder to bear, and became a ser- 
vant unto tribute. 

49:16 Dan shall judge his people, as one of the tribes of 
Israel. 

49:17 Dan shall be a serpent by the way, an adder in the 
path, that biteth the horse heels, so that his rider shall fall 
backward. 

49:18 I have waited forthy salvation, LORD. 
49:19 Gad, a troop shall overcome him: but he shall over- 
come at the last. 

49:20 Out of Asher his bread shall be fat, and he shall yield 
royal dainties. 

49:21 Naphtah is a hind let loose: he giveth goodly words. 
49:22 Joseph is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful bough by a 
well; whose branches run over the wall: 
49:23 The archers have sorely grieved him, and shot at him, 
and hated him: 

49:24 But his bow abode in strength, and the arms of his 
hands were made strong by the hands of the mighty God of 
Jacob; (from thence is the shepherd, the stone of Israel:) 
49:25 Even by the God of thy father, who shall help thee; 
and by the Almighty, who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that lieth under, bless- 
ings of the breasts, and of the womb: 
49:26 The blessings of thy father have prevailed above the 
blessings of my progenitors unto the utmost bound of the 
everlasting hills: they shall be on the head of Joseph, and on 
the crown of the head of him that was separate from his breth- 
ren. 

49:27 Benjamin shall ravin as a wolf: in the morning he shall 
devour the prey, and at night he shall divide the spoil. 
49:28 All these are the twelve tribes of Israel: and this is it 
that their father spake unto them, and blessed them; every 
one according to his blessing he blessed them. 
49:29 And he charged them, and said unto them, I am to be 
gathered unto my people: buiy me with my fathers in the 
cave that is in the field of Ephron the Hittite, 
49:30 In the cave that is in the field of Machpelah, which is 
before Mamre, in the land of Canaan, which Abraham bought 
with the field of Ephron the Hittite for a possession of a 
buiyingplace. 

49:31 There they buried Abraham and Sarah his wife; there 
they buried Isaac and Rebekah his wife; and there I buried 
Leah. 

49:32 The purchase of the field and of the cave that is therein 
was from the children of Heth. 

49:33 And when Jacob had made an end of commanding his 
sons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, and yielded up the 
ghost, and was gathered unto his people. 
50:1 And Joseph fell upon his father's face, and wept upon 
him, and kissed him. 

50:2 And Joseph commanded his servants the physicians to 
embalm his father: and the physicians embalmed Israel. 



50:3 And forty days were fulfilled for him; for so are ful- 
filled the days of those which are embalmed: and the Egyp- 
tians mourned for him threescore and ten days. 
50:4 And when the days of his mourning were past, Joseph 
spake unto the house of Pharaoh, saying. If now I have found 
grace in your eyes, speak, I pray you, in the ears of Pharaoh, 
saying, 

50:5 My father made me swear, saying, Lo, I die: in my grave 
which I have digged for me in the land of C anaan, there shaft 
thou buiy me. Now therefore let me go up, I pray thee, and 
buiy my father, and I will come again. 
50:6 And Pharaoh said. Go up, and buiy thy father, accord- 
ing as he made thee swear 

50:7 And Joseph went up to buiy his father: and with him 
went up all the servants of Pharaoh, the elders of his house, 
and all the elders of the land of Egypt, 
50:8 And all the house of Joseph, and his brethren, and his 
father's house: only their little ones, and their flocks, and 
their herds, they left in the land of Goshen. 
50:9 And there went up with him both chariots and horse- 
men: and it was a veiy great company. 
50: 10 And they cameto thethreshingfloorof Atad, which is 
beyond J ordan, and there they mourned with a great and veiy 
sore lamentation: and he made a mourning for his father seven 
days. 

50: 11 And when the inhabitants of the land, the Canaanites, 
saw the mourning in the floor of Atad, they said. This is a 
grievous mourning to the Egyptians: wherefore the name of 
it was called A belmizraim, which is beyond J ordan. 
50:12 And his sons did unto him according as he commanded 
them: 

50:13 For his sons carried him into the land of Canaan, and 
buried him in the cave of the field of Machpelah, which 
Abraham bought with the field for a possession of a 
buiyingplace of Ephron the Hittite, before Mamre. 
50:14 And Joseph returned into Egypt, he, and his brethren, 
and all that went up with him to buiy his father, after he had 
buried his father 

50: 15 And when Joseph's brethren saw that their father was 
dead, they said, Joseph will peradventure hate us, and will 
certainly requite us all the evil which we did unto him. 
50:16 And they sent a messenger unto Joseph, saying. Thy 
father did command before he died, saying, 
50:17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, I pray thee now, 
the trespass of thy brethren, and their sin; for they did unto 
thee evil: and now, we pray thee, forgive the trespass of the 
servants of the God of thy father And Joseph wept when 
they spake unto him. 

50:18 And his brethren also went and fell down before his 
face; and they said, B ehold, we be thy servants. 
50:19 And Joseph said unto them. Fear not: for am I in the 
place of God? 

50:20 But as for you, ye thought evil against me; but God 
meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this day, to save 
much people alive. 

50:21 Now therefore fear ye not: I will nourish you, and 
your little ones. And he comforted them, and spake kindly 
unto them. 

50:22 And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, and his father's house: 
and Joseph lived an hundred and ten years. 
50:23 And Joseph saw Ephraim's children of the third gen- 
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eration: the children also ot Machir the son ot Manasseh 
were brought up upon Joseph's knees. 
50:24 Andjoseph said unto his brethren, I die: and God will 
surely visit you, and bring you out ot this land unto the land 
which he sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. 
50:25 Andjoseph took an oath ot the children of Israel, say- 
ing, G od will surely visit you, and ye shall cany up my bones 
from hence. 

50:26 So Joseph died, being an hundred and ten years old: 
and they embalmed him, and he was put in a coffin in Egypt. 

JHESECOMDBOOKOFMC^ES, CALLED 
EXODUS 

1:1 Now these are the names of the children of Israel, which 
came into Egypt; every man and his household came with 
Jacob. 

1:2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 
1:3 Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 
1:4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, andAsher. 
1 :5 A nd all the souls that came out of the loins of Jacob were 
seventy souls: for Joseph was in Egypt already. 
1:6 And Joseph died, and all his brethren, and all that gen- 
eration. 

1:7 And the children of Israel were fruitful, and increased 
abundantly, and multiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty; 
and the land was filled with them. 

1:8 Now there arose up anew king over Egypt, which knew 
notjoseph. 

1:9 And he said unto his people. Behold, the people of the 
children of Israel are more and mightier than we: 
1:10 Come on, let us deal wisely with them; lest they multi- 
ply, and it come to pass, that, when there falleth out any war, 
they join also unto our enemies, and fight against us, and so 
get them up out of the land. 

1:11 Therefore they did set over them taskmasters to afflict 
them with their burdens. A nd they built for Pharaoh treasure 
cities, Pithom and Raamses. 

1:12 But the more they afflicted them, the more they multi- 
plied and grew. And they were grieved because of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

1:13 And the Egyptians made the children of Israel to serve 
with rigour: 

1:14 And they made their lives bitter with hard bondage, in 
morter, and in brick, and in all manner of service in the field: 
all their service, wherein they made them serve, was with 
rigour. 

1:15 And the king of Egypt spake to the Hebrew midwives, 
of which the name of the one was Shiphrah, and the name of 
the other Puah: 

1:16 And he said. When ye do the office of a midwife to the 
Hebrew women, and see them upon the stools; if it be a son, 
then ye shall kill him: but if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

1:17 But the midwives feared God, and did not as the king of 
Egypt commanded them, but saved the men children alive. 
1 : 1 8 A nd the king of Egypt called for the midwives, and said 
unto them. Why have ye done this thing, and have saved the 
men children alive? 



1:19 And the midwives said unto Pharaoh, Because the He- 
brew women are not as the Egyptian women; for they are 
lively, and are delivered ere the midwives come in unto them. 
1:20 Therefore God dealt well with the midwives: and the 
people multiplied, and waxed very mighty. 
1:21 And it came to pass, because the midwives feared God, 
that he made them houses. 

1:22 And Pharaoh charged all his people, saying. Every son 
that is born ye shall cast into the river, and every daughterye 
shall save alive. 

2:1 And there went a man of the house of Levi, and took to 
wife a daughter of Levi. 

2 :2 A nd the woman conceived, and bare a son: and when she 
saw him that he was a goodly child, she hid him three months. 
2:3 And when she could not longer hide him, she took for 
him an ark of bulrushes, and daubed it with slime and with 
pitch, and put the child therein; and she laid it in the flags by 
the river's brink. 

2 :4 A nd his sister stood afar off, to wit what would be done 
to him. 

2:5 And the daughter of Pharaoh came down to wash herself 
at the river; and her maidens walked along by the river's side; 
and when she saw the ark among the flags, she sent her maid 
to fetch it. 

2:6 And when she had opened it, she saw the child: and, 
behold, thebabe wept And she had compassion on him, and 
said. This is one of the Hebrews' children. 
2:7 Then said his sister to Pharaoh's daughter. Shall I go and 
callto thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, that she may nurse 
the child for thee? 

2:8 And Pharaoh's daughter said to her. Go. And the maid 
went and called the child's mother. 
2:9 And Pharaoh's daughter said unto her. Take this child 
away, and nurse it for me, and I will give thee thy wages. 
And the woman took the child, and nursed it. 
2 : 10 A nd the child grew, and she brought him unto Pharaoh's 
daughter, and he became her son. And she called his name 
Moses: and she said. Because I drew him out of the water. 
2:11 And it came to pass in those days, when Moses was 
grown, that he went out unto his brethren, and looked on 
their burdens: and he spied an Egyptian smiting an Hebrew, 
one of his brethren. 

2:12 And he looked this way and that way, and when he saw 
that there was no man, he slew the Egyptian, and hid him in 
the sand. 

2:13And when he went out the second day, behold, two men 
of the Hebrews strove together: and he said to him that did 
the wrong. Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow? 
2:14 And he said. Who made thee a prince and a judge over 
us? intendest thou to kill me, as thou killedst the Egyptian? 
And Moses feared, and said. Surely this thing is known. 
2:15 Now when Pharaoh heard this thing, he sought to slay 
M oses. B ut M oses fled from the face of Pharaoh, and dwelt 
in the land of M idian: and he sat down by a well. 
2:16 Now the priest of M idian had seven daughters: and they 
came and drew water, and filled the troughs to water their 
father's flock. 

2:17 And the shepherds came and drove them away: but 
M oses stood up and helped them, and watered their flock. 
2 : 1 8 A nd when they cam e to Reuel their father, he said. How 
is it that ye are come so soon to day? 
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2 : 1 9 A nd they said, A n E gy ptian delivered us out ot the hand 
ot the shepherds, and also drew water enough tor us, and 
watered the flock. 

2:20 And he said unto his daughters. And where is he? why 
is itthatye have left the man? call him, that he may eat bread. 
2:21 And Moses was content to dwell with the man: and he 
gave Moses Zipporah his daughter 
2:22 And she bare him a son, and he called his name Gershom: 
for he said, I have been a stranger in a strange land. 
2:23 And it came to pass in process of time, that the king of 
Egypt died: and the children of Israel sighed by reason of the 
bondage, and they cried, and their ciy came up unto God by 
reason of the bondage. 

2:24 And God heard their groaning, and God remembered 
his covenant with A braham, with Isaac, and withjacob. 
2:25 And God looked upon the children of Israel, and God 
had respect unto them. 

3:1 Now Moses kept the flock of Jethro his fatherin law, the 
priest of Midian: and he led the flock to the backside of the 
desert, and came to the mountain of God, even to Horeb. 
3:2 And the angel of the LORD appeared unto him in a flame 
of fire out of the midst of a bush: and he looked, and, be- 
hold, the bush burned with fire, and the bush was not con- 
sumed. 

3:3 A nd M oses said, I will now turn aside, and see this great 
sight, why the bush is not burnt. 

3:4 And when the LORD saw that he turned aside to see, 
God called unto him out of the midst of the bush, and said, 
Moses, Moses. And he said. Here am I. 
3:5 And he said. Draw not nigh hither: put off thy shoes 
from off thy feet, for the place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground. 

3:6 Moreover he said, I am the God of thy father, the God of 
Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the Godofjacob. And Moses 
hid his face; for he was afraid to look upon God. 
3:7 And the LORD said, I have surely seen the affhction of 
my people which are in Egypt, and have heard their ciy by 
reason of their taskmasters; for I know their sorrows; 
3:8 And I am come down to deliver them out of the hand of 
the Egyptians, and to bring them up out of that land unto a 
good land and a large, unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; unto the place of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
thejebusites. 

3:9 Now therefore, behold, the ciy of the children of Israel is 
come unto me: and I have also seen the oppression where- 
with the Egyptians oppress them. 

3:10 Come now therefore, and I will send thee unto Pha- 
raoh, that thou mayest bring forth my people the children of 
Israel out of Egypt. 

3:11 And Moses said unto God, Who am I, that I should go 
unto Pharaoh, and that I should bring forth the children of 
Israel out of Egypt? 

3 : 1 2 A nd he said, C ertainly I will be with thee; and this shall 
be a token unto thee, that I have sent thee: When thou hast 
brought forth the people out of Egypt, ye shall serve God 
upon this mountain. 

3:13 And Moses said unto God, Behold, when I come unto 
the children of Israel, and shall say unto them. The God of 
your fathers hath sent me unto you; and they shall say to me. 
What is his name? what shall I say unto them? 



3:14 And God said unto Moses, I AM THAT I AM: and he 
said. Thus shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, I AM 
hath sent me unto you. 

3:15 And God said moreover unto Moses, Thus shalt thou 
say unto the children of Israel, The LORD God of your fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob, hath sent me unto you: this is my name for ever, and 
this is my memorial unto all generations. 
3:16 Go, and gather the elders of Israel together, and say 
unto them. The LORD God of your fathers, the God of 
Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, 
I have surely visited you, and seen that which is done to you 
in Egypt: 

3: 17 And I have said, I will bring you up out of the affliction 
of Egypt unto the land of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and 
thejebusites, unto a land flowing with milk and honey. 
3: 1 8 A nd they shall hearken to thy voice: and thou shalt come, 
thou and the elders of Israel, unto the king of Egypt, and ye 
shall say unto him. The LORD God of the Hebrews hath met 
with US: and now let us go, we beseech thee, three days' jour- 
ney into the wilderness, that we may sacrifice to the LORD 
our God. 

3: 19 And I am sure that the king of Egypt will not letyou go, 
no, not by a mighty hand. 

3:20AndI will stretch out my hand, and smite Egypt with all 
my wonders which I will do in the midst thereof: and after 
that he will letyou go. 

3:21 And I will give this people favour in the sight of the 
Egyptians: and it shall come to pass, that, when ye go, ye 
shall not go empty: 

3:22 Buteveiy woman shall borrow of her neighbour, and of 
her that sojoumeth in her house, jewels of silver, and jewels 
of gold, and raiment: and ye shall put them upon your sons, 
and upon your daughters; and ye shall spoil the Egyptians. 
4:1 And Moses answered and said. But, behold, they will 
not believe me, nor hearken unto my voice: for they will say. 
The LORD hath not appeared unto thee. 
4: 2 And the LORD said unto him. What is that in thine hand? 
And he said, A rod. 

4:3 And he said. Cast it on the ground. And he cast it on the 
ground, and it became a serpent; and M oses fled from before 
it. 

4:4 And the LORD said unto Moses, Put forth thine hand, 
and take it by the tail. And he put forth his hand, and caught 
it, and it became a rod in his hand: 
4:5 That they may beheve that the LORD God of their fa- 
thers, the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob, hath appeared unto thee. 

4:6AndtheLORD said furthermore unto him, Putnowthine 
hand into thy bosom. And he put his hand into his bosom: 
and when he took it out, behold, his hand was leprous as 
snow. 

4:7 And he said. Put thine hand into thy bosom again. And 
he put his hand into his bosom again; and plucked it out of 
his bosom, and, behold, it was turned again as his other flesh. 
4:8 And it shall come to pass, if they will not believe thee, 
neither hearken to the voice of the first sign, that they will 
believe the voice of the latter sign. 

4:9 And it shall come to pass, if they will not believe also 
these two signs, neither hearken unto thy voice, that thou 
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shalt take ot the water ot the river, and pour it upon the dry 
land: and the water which thou takest out ot the river shall 
become blood upon the dry land. 

4:10 And Moses said unto the LORD, my Lord, I am not 
eloquent, neither heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken unto 
thy servant: but I am slow ot speech, and of a slow tongue. 
4:11 And the LORD said unto him. Who hath made man's 
mouth? or who maketh the dumb, or deaf, or the seeing, or 
the blind? have not I the LORD? 

4:12 Now therefore go, and I will be with thy mouth, and 
teach thee what thou shalt say. 

4:13 And he said, my Lord, send, I pray thee, by the hand 
of him whom thou wilt send. 

4: 14 A nd the anger of the L RD was kindled against M oses, 
and he said. Is notAaron the Levite thy brother? I know that 
he can speak well. And also, behold, he cometh forth to meet 
thee: and when he seeth thee, he will be glad in his heart 
4:15 And thou shalt speak unto him, and put words in his 
mouth: and I will be with thy mouth, and with his mouth, 
and will teach you what ye shall do. 
4:16 And he shall be thy spokesman unto the people: and he 
shall be, even he shall be to thee instead of a mouth, and 
thou shalt be to him instead of God. 
4:17 And thou shalt take this rod in thine hand, wherewith 
thou shalt do signs. 

4:18 And Moses went and returned to Jethro his father in 
law, and said unto him. Let me go, I pray thee, and return 
unto my brethren which are in Egypt, and see whether they 
be yet alive. And Jethro said to Moses, Go in peace. 
4:19 And the LORD said unto Moses in Midian, Go, return 
into Egypt: for all the men are dead which sought thy life. 
4:20 And Moses took his wife and his sons, and set them 
upon an ass, and he returned to the land of Egypt: and M oses 
took the rod of God in his hand. 

4:21 And the LORD said unto Moses, When thou goest to 
return into Egypt, see that thou do all those wonders before 
Pharaoh, which I have put in thine hand: but I will harden 
his heart, that he shall not let the people go. 
4:22 And thou shalt say unto Pharaoh, Thus saith the LORD , 
Israel is my son, even my firstborn: 
4:23 And I say unto thee. Let my son go, that he may serve 
me: and if thou refuse to let him go, behold, I will slay thy 
son, even thy firstborn. 

4:24 A nd it came to pass by the way in the inn, that the L RD 
met him, and sought to kill him. 

4:25 Then Zipporah took a sharp stone, and cut off the fore- 
skin of her son, and cast it at his feet, and said. Surely a 
bloody husband art thou to me. 

4:26 So he let him go: then she said, A bloody husband thou 
art, because of the circumcision. 

4:27And the LORD said to Aaron, Go into the wilderness to 
meet M oses. A nd he went, and met him in the mount of G od, 
and kissed him. 

4:28 And Moses told Aaron all the words of the LORD who 
had sent him, and all the signs which he had commanded 
him. 

4:29 And Moses and Aaron went and gathered together all 
the elders of the children of Israel: 

4:30 And Aaron spake all the words which the LORD had 
spoken unto Moses, and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. 



4:31 And the people believed: and when they heard that the 
LORD had visited the children of Israel, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 

5:1 And afterward Moses and Aaron went in, and told Pha- 
raoh, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, Let my people go, 
that they may hold a feast unto me in the wilderness. 
5:2 And Pharaoh said. Who is the LORD, that I should obey 
his voice to let Israel go? I know not the LORD, neither will 
I let Israel go. 

5:3 And they said. The God of the Hebrews hath met with 
US: let us go, we pray thee, three days' journey into the desert, 
and sacrifice unto the LORD our God; lest he fall upon us 
with pestilence, or with the sword. 
5:4 And the king of Egypt said unto them. Wherefore do ye, 
Moses and Aaron, let the people from their works? get you 
unto your burdens. 

5:5 And Pharaoh said. Behold, the people of the land now 
are many, and ye make them rest from their burdens. 
5:6 And Pharaoh commanded the same day the taskmasters 
of the people, and their officers, saying, 
5:7 Ye shall no more give the people straw to make brick, as 
heretofore: let them go and gather straw for themselves. 
5:8 And the tale of the bricks, which they did make hereto- 
fore, ye shall lay upon them; ye shall not diminish ought 
thereof: for they be idle; therefore they ciy, saying, L et us go 
and sacrifice to our God. 

5:9 Let there more work be laid upon the men, that they may 
labour therein; and let them not regard vain words. 
5:10 And the taskmasters of the people went out, and their 
officers, and they spake to the people, saying. Thus saith 
Pharaoh, I will not give you straw. 

5:11 Goye, get you straw where ye can find it: yet not ought 
of your work shall be diminished. 

5: 12 So the people were scattered abroad throughout all the 
land of Egypt to gather stubble instead of straw. 
5:13 And the taskmasters hasted them, saying. Fulfil your 
works, your daily tasks, as when there was straw. 
5:14 And the officers of the children of Israel, which 
Pharaoh's taskmasters had set over them, were beaten, and 
demanded, W heref ore have ye not fulfilled your task in mak- 
ing brick both yesterday and to day, as heretofore? 
5:15 Then the officers of the children of Israel came and 
cried unto Pharaoh, saying, W heref ore dealest thou thus with 
thy servants? 

5:16 There is no straw given unto thy servants, and they say 
to us. Make brick: and, behold, thy servants are beaten; but 
the fault is in thine own people. 

5:17 But he said. Ye are idle, ye are idle: therefore ye say. 
Let us go and do sacrifice to the LORD. 
5:18 Go therefore now, and work; forthere shall no straw be 
given you, yet shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 
5:19 And the officers of the children of Israel did see that 
they were in evil case, after it was said. Ye shall not minish 
ought from your bricks of your daily task. 
5:20 And they met Moses and Aaron, who stood in the way, 
as they came forth from Pharaoh: 

5:21 And they said unto them. The LORD look upon you, 
and judge; because ye have made our savour to be abhorred 
in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of his servants, to put 
a sword in their hand to slay us. 
5:22 And Moses returned unto the LORD, and said. Lord, 
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wherefore hast thou so evil entreated this people? why is it 
that thou hast sent me? 

5:23 For since I came to Pharaoh to speak in thy name, he 
hath done evil to this people; neither hast thou delivered thy 
people at all. 

6:1 Then the LORD said unto Moses, Now shalt thou see 
what I will do to Pharaoh: for with a strong hand shall he let 
them go, and with a strong hand shall he drive them out of 
his land. 

6:2 And God spake unto Moses, and said unto him, I am the 
LORD: 

6: 3 And I appeared unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, 
by the name of God Almighty, but by my name JEHOVAH 
was I not known to them. 

6:4 And I have also established my covenant with them, to 
give them the land of Canaan, the land of their pilgrimage, 
wherein they were strangers. 

6:5 And I have also heard the groaning of the children of 
Israel, whom the Egyptians keep in bondage; and I have re- 
membered my covenant. 

6:6Wherefore say unto the children of Israel, I amtheLORD, 
and I will bring you out from under the burdens of the Egyp- 
tians, and I will rid you out of their bondage, and I will re- 
deem you with a stretched out arm, and with great judgments: 
6:7 And I will take you to me for a people, and I will be to 
youaGod: and ye shall know that I amtheLORD yourGod, 
which bringeth you out from under the burdens of the Egyp- 
tians. 

6:8 And I will bring you in unto the land, concerning the 
which I did swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob; and I will give it you for an heritage: I am the LORD. 
6:9And Moses spake so unto the children of Israel: but they 
hearkened not unto M oses for anguish of spirit, and for cruel 
bondage. 

6:10 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:11 Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, thatheletthe 
children of Israel go out of his land. 
6:12 And Moses spake before the LORD, saying. Behold, 
the children of Israel have not hearkened unto me; how then 
shall Pharaoh hear me, who am of uncircumcised lips? 
6:13 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, and 
gave them a charge unto the children of Israel, and unto Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, to bring the children of Israel out of the 
land of Egypt. 

6:14 These be the heads of their fathers' houses: The sons of 
Reuben the firstborn of Israel; Hanoch, and Pallu, Hezron, 
and Carmi: these be the famihes of Reuben. 
6:15And the sons of Simeon;Jemuel, andjamin, andOhad, 
and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaanitish 
woman: these are the families of Simeon. 
6:16 And these are the names of the sons of Levi according 
to their generations; Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari: and 
the years of the life of Levi were an hundred thirty and seven 
years. 

6:17 The sons of Gershon; Libni, and Shimi, according to 
their families. 

6:18Andthesonsof Kohath;Amram, andlzhar, andHebron, 
and Uzziel: and the years of the life of Kohath were an hun- 
dred thirty and three years. 

6:19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali and Mushi: these are 
the families of Levi according to their generations. 



6:20 And Amram took him Jochebed his father's sister to 
wife; and she bare him Aaron and Moses: and the years of 
the life of A mram were an hundred and thirty and seven years. 
6:21 And the sons of Izhar; Korah, and Nepheg, and Zichri. 
6:22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mishael, and Elzaphan, and 
Zithri. 

6:23AndAaron took him Elisheba, daughter of A mminadab, 
sister of Naashon, to wife; and she bare him Nadab, and 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithaman 

6:24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, and Elkanah, and 
Abiasaph: these are the families of the Korhites. 
6:25 And Eleazar Aaron's son took him one of the daughters 
of Putiel to wife; and she bare him Phinehas: these are the 
heads of the fathers of the Levites according to their fami- 
lies. 

6:26 These are that Aaron and Moses, to whom the LORD 
said. Bring out the children of Israel from the land of Egypt 
according to their armies. 

6:27 These are they which spake to Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
to bring out the children of Israel from Egypt: these are that 
Moses and Aaron. 

6:28 And it came to pass on the day when the LORD spake 
unto Moses in the land of Egypt, 

6:29 That the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, I am the 
LORD: speak thou unto Pharaoh king of Egypt all that I say 
unto thee. 

6:30 And Moses said before the LORD, Behold, I am of un- 
circumcised lips, and how shall Pharaoh hearken unto me? 
7:1 And the LORD said unto Moses, See, I have made thee a 
god to Pharaoh: and Aaron thy brother shall be thy prophet. 
7:2 Thou shalt speak all that I command thee: and Aaron thy 
brother shall speak unto Pharaoh, that he send the children 
of Israel out of his land. 

7:3 And I will harden Pharaoh's heart, and multiply my signs 
and my wonders in the land of Egypt. 
7:4 But Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you, that I may lay 
my hand upon Egypt, and bring forth mine armies, and my 
people the children of Israel, out of the land of Egypt by 
great judgments. 

7:5 And the Egyptians shall know that I am the LORD, when 
I stretch forth mine hand upon Egypt, and bring out the chil- 
dren of Israel from among them. 

7:6 And Moses and Aaron did as the LORD commanded 
them, so did they. 

7:7 And Moses was fourscore years old, and Aaron four- 
score and three years old, when they spake unto Pharaoh. 
7:8 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 

7:9 When Pharaoh shall speak unto you, saying. Shew a 
miracle for you: then thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take thy 
rod, and cast it before Pharaoh, and it shall become a ser- 
pent. 

7:10 And Moses and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and they 
did so as the LORD had commanded: and Aaron cast down 
his rod before Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it be- 
came a serpent. 

7:11 Then Pharaoh also called the wise men and the sorcer- 
ers: now the magicians of Egypt, they also did in like man- 
ner with their enchantments. 

7:12 Forthey cast down every man his rod, and they became 
serpents: but Aaron's rod swallowed up their rods. 
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7:13 And he hardened Pharaoh's heart, that he hearkened not 
unto them; as the LORD had said. 

7:14AndtheLORD said unto Moses, Pharaoh's heart is hard- 
ened, he retuseth to let the people go. 
7:15 Get thee unto Pharaoh in the morning; lo, he goeth out 
unto the water; and thou shalt stand by the river's brink against 
he come; and the rod which was turned to a serpent shalt 
thou take in thine hand. 

7:16 And thou shalt say unto him. The LORD God of the 
Hebrews hath sent me unto thee, saying. Let my people go, 
that they may serve me in the wilderness: and, behold, hith- 
erto thou wouldest not hear 

7:17 Thus saith the LORD, In this thou shalt know that I am 
the LORD: behold, I will smite with the rod that is in mine 
hand upon the waters which are in the river, and they shall 
be turned to blood. 

7:18 And the tish that is in the river shall die, and the river 
shall stink; and the Egyptians shall lothe to drink of the wa- 
ter ot the riven 

7:19And the LORD spake unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, Take 
thy rod, and stretch out thine hand upon the waters of Egypt, 
upon their streams, upon their rivers, and upon their ponds, 
and upon all their pools of water, that they may become blood; 
and that there may be blood throughout all the land of Egypt, 
both in vessels of wood, and in vessels of stone. 
7:20And Moses andAaron did so, as the LORD commanded; 
and he lifted up the rod, and smote the waters that were in 
the river, in the sight of Pharaoh, and in the sight of his ser- 
vants; and all the waters that were in the river were turned to 
blood. 

7:21 And the fish that was in the river died; and the river 
stank, and the Egyptians could not drink of the water of the 
river; and there was blood throughout all the land of Egypt. 
7:22 And the magicians of Egypt did so with their enchant- 
ments: and Pharaoh's heart was hardened, neither did he hear- 
ken unto them; as the LORD had said. 
7:23 And Pharaoh turned and went into his house, neither 
did he set his heart to this also. 

7:24 And all the Egyptians digged round about the river for 
water to drink; for they could not drink of the water of the 
riven 

7:25 And seven days were fulfilled, afterthatthe LORD had 
smitten the riven 

8:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, Go unto Pharaoh, and 
say unto him. Thus saith the LORD, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 

8:2 And if thou refuse to let them go, behold, I will smite all 
thy borders with frogs: 

8:3 And the river shall bring forth frogs abundantly, which 
shall go up and come into thine house, and into thy 
bedchamber, and upon thy bed, and into the house of thy 
servants, and upon thy people, and into thine ovens, and into 
thy kneadingtroughs: 

8:4 And the frogs shall come up both on thee, and upon thy 
people, and upon all thy servants. 

8:5 And the LORD spake unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, 
Stretch forth thine hand with thy rod over the streams, over 
the rivers, and over the ponds, and cause frogs to come up 
upon the land of Egypt. 

8:6 And Aaron stretched out his hand over the waters of 
Egypt; and the frogs came up, and covered the land of Egypt. 



8:7 And the magicians did so with their enchantments, and 
brought up frogs upon the land of Egypt. 
8:8 Then Pharaoh called for Moses and Aaron, and said, 
IntreattheLORD, that he may take away the frogs from me, 
and from my people; and I will let the people go, that they 
may do sacrifice unto the LORD . 

8:9 And Moses said unto Pharaoh, Gloiy over me: when shall 
I intreat for thee, and for thy servants, and for thy people, to 
destroy the frogs from thee and thy houses, that they may 
remain in the river only? 

8:10 And he said. To morrow. And he said. Be it according 
to thy word: that thou mayest know that there is none like 
unto the LORD our God. 

8:11 And the frogs shall depart from thee, and from thy 
houses, and from thy servants, and from thy people; they 
shall remain in the river only. 

8:12 And Moses and Aaron went out from Pharaoh: and 
Moses cried unto the LORD because of the frogs which he 
had brought against Pharaoh. 

8:13 And the LORD did according to the word of Moses; 
and the frogs died out of the houses, out of the villages, and 
out of the fields. 

8:14 And they gathered them together upon heaps: and the 
land stank. 

8: 15 But when Pharaoh saw that there was respite, he hard- 
ened his heart, and hearkened not unto them; as the LORD 
had said. 

8: 16 And the LORD saiduntoMoses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch 
out thy rod, and smite the dust of the land, that it may be- 
come lice throughout all the land of Egypt 
8: 17 And they did so; for Aaron stretched out his hand with 
his rod, and smote the dust of the earth, and it became lice in 
man, and in beast; all the dust of the land became lice through- 
out all the land of Egypt. 

8:18 And the magicians did so with their enchantments to 
bring forth lice, but they could not: so there were lice upon 
man, and upon beast. 

8:19 Then the magicians said unto Pharaoh, This is the fin- 
ger of God: and Pharaoh's heart was hardened, and he hear- 
kened not unto them; as the LORD had said. 
8:20 And the LORD said unto Moses, Rise up early in the 
morning, and stand before Pharaoh; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water; and say unto him. Thus saith the LORD, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 
8:21 Else, if thou wilt not let my people go, behold, I will 
send swarms of flies upon thee, and upon thy servants, and 
upon thy people, and into thy houses: and the houses of the 
Egyptians shall be full of swarms of flies, and also the ground 
whereon they are. 

8: 22 A nd I will sever in that day the land of G oshen, in which 
my people dwell, that no swarms of flies shall be there; to 
the end thou mayest know that I am the LORD in the midst 
of the earth. 

8:23 And I will put a division between my people and thy 
people: to morrow shall this sign be. 
8:24AndtheLORD did so; and there came a grievous swarm 
of flies into the house of Pharaoh, and into his servants' 
houses, and into all the land of Egypt: the land was corrupted 
by reason of the swarm of flies. 

8:25 And Pharaoh called for Moses and for Aaron, and said. 
Go ye, sacrifice to your God in the land. 
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8:26 And Moses said, It is not meet so to do; tor we shall 
sacrifice the abomination of the Egyptians to the LORD our 
God: lo, shall we sacrifice the abomination of the Egyptians 
before their eyes, and will they not stone us? 
8:27 We will go three days' journey into the wilderness, and 
sacrifice to the LORD our God, as he shall command us. 
8:28 A nd Pharaoh said, I will let you go, that ye may sacri- 
fice to the LORD your God in the wilderness; only ye shall 
not go very far away: intreat for me. 
8:29 And Moses said. Behold, I go out from thee, and I will 
intreat the LORD that the swarms of flies may depart from 
Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his people, to morrow: 
but let not Pharaoh deal deceitfully any more in not letting 
the people go to sacrifice to the LORD. 
8:30 And Moses went out from Pharaoh, and intreated the 
LORD. 

8:31 And the LORD did according to the word of Moses; 
and he removed the swarms of flies from Pharaoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there remained not one. 
8:32 And Pharaoh hardened his heart at this time also, nei- 
ther would he let the people go. 

9:1 Then the LORD said unto Moses, Go in unto Pharaoh, 
and tell him. Thus saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, Let 
my people go, that they may serve me. 
9:2 For if thou refuse to let them go, and wilt hold them still, 
9:3 Behold, the hand of the LORD is upon thy cattle which 
is in the field, upon the horses, upon the asses, upon the 
camels, upon the oxen, and upon the sheep: there shall be a 
very grievous murrain. 

9:4 And the LORD shall sever between the cattle of Israel 
and the cattle of Egypt: and there shall nothing die of all that 
is the children's of Israel. 

9:5 And the LORD appointed a set time, saying. To morrow 
the LORD shall do this thing in the land. 
9:6 And the LORD did that thing on the morrow, and all the 
cattle of Egypt died: but of the cattle of the children of Israel 
died not one. 

9:7 A nd Pharaoh sent, and, behold, there was not one of the 
cattle of the Israelites dead. And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, and he did not let the people go. 
9:8 And the LORD said unto Moses and unto Aaron, Take to 
you handfuls of ashes of the furnace, and let Moses sprinkle 
it toward the heaven in the sight of Pharaoh. 
9:9 And it shall become small dust in all the land of Egypt, 
and shall be a boil breaking forth with blains upon man, and 
upon beast, throughout all the land of Egypt. 
9:10 And they took ashes of the furnace, and stood before 
Pharaoh; and Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; and it 
became a boil breaking forth with blains upon man, and upon 
beast. 

9:11 And the magicians could not stand before Moses be- 
cause of the boils; for the boil was upon the magicians, and 
upon all the Egyptians. 

9:12 And the LORD hardened the heart of Pharaoh, and he 
hearkened not unto them; as the LORD had spoken unto 
Moses. 

9:13 And the LORD said unto Moses, Rise up early in the 
morning, and stand before Pharaoh, and say unto him. Thus 
saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. 
9:14 For I will at this time send all my plagues upon thine 



heart, and upon thy servants, and upon thy people; that thou 
may est know that there is none like me in all the earth. 
9:15 For now I will stretch out my hand, that I may smite 
thee and thy people with pestilence; and thou shalt be cut off 
from the earth. 

9:16 And in very deed for this cause have I raised thee up, 
for to shew in thee my power; and that my name may be 
declared throughout all tie earth. 

9: 17 As yet exaltest thou thyself against my people, that thou 
wilt not let them go? 

9: 18 B ehold, to morrow about this time I will cause it to rain 
a very grievous hail, such as hath not been in E gypt since the 
foundation thereof even until now. 

9:19 Send therefore now, and gather thy cattle, and all that 
thou hast in the field; for upon every man and beast which 
shall be found in the field, and shall not be brought home, 
the hail shall come down upon them, and they shall die. 
9:20 He that feared the word of the LORD among the ser- 
vants of Pharaoh made his servants and his cattle flee into 
the houses: 

9:21 And he that regarded not the word of the LORD left his 
servants and his cattle in the field. 

9:22 And the LORD said unto Moses, Stretch forth thine 
hand toward heaven, that there may be hail in all the land of 
Egypt, upon man, and upon beast, and upon every herb of 
the field, throughout the land of Egypt 
9:23 And Moses stretched forth his rod toward heaven: and 
the LORD sent thunder and hail, and the fire ran along upon 
the ground; and the LORD rained hail upon the land of Egypt 
9:24 So there was hail, and fire mingled with the hail, very 
grievous, such as there was none like it in all the land of 
Egypt since it became a nation. 

9:25 And the hail smote throughout all the land of Egypt all 
that was in the field, both man and beast; and the hail smote 
every herb of the field, and brake every tree of the field. 
9:26 Only in the land of Goshen, where the children of Israel 
were, was there no hail. 

9:27 And Pharaoh sent, and called forMoses andAaron, and 
said unto them, I have sinned this time: the LORD is righ- 
teous, and I and my people are wicked. 
9:28 Intreat the LORD (for it is enough) that there be no 
more mighty thunderings and hail; and I will let you go, and 
ye shall stay no longer. 

9:29 And Moses said unto him. As soon as I am gone out of 
the city, I will spread abroad my hands unto the LORD; and 
the thunder shall cease, neither shall there be any more hail; 
that thou may est know how that the earth is the LORD 'S. 
9:30 But as for thee and thy servants, I know thatye will not 
yet fear the LORD God. 

9:31 And the flax and the barley was smitten: forthe barley 
was in the ear, and the flax was boiled. 
9:32 But the wheat and the rie were not smitten: for they 
were not grown up. 

9 : 33 A nd M OSes went out of the city from Pharaoh, and spread 
abroad his hands unto the LORD: and the thunders and hail 
ceased, and the rain was not poured upon the earth. 
9:34 And when Pharaoh saw that the rain and the hail and 
the thunders were ceased, he sinned yet more, and hardened 
his heart, he and his servants. 

9:35 And the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, neither would 
he let the children of Israel go; as the LORD had spoken by 
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Moses. 

10:1 And the LORD said unto Moses, Go in unto Pharaoh: 
tor I have hardened his heart, and the heart of his servants, 
that I might shew these my signs before him: 
10:2 And that thou mayest tell in the ears of thy son, and of 
thy son's son, what things I have wrought in Egypt, and my 
signs which I have done among them; that ye may know how 
that I am the LORD. 

10:3 And Moses and Aaron came in unto Pharaoh, and said 
unto him. Thus saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, How 
long wilt thou refuse to humble thyself before me? let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 
10:4 Else, if thou refuse to let my people go, behold, to mor- 
row will I bring the locusts into thy coast: 
10:5 And they shall cover the face of the earth, that one can- 
not be able to see the earth: and they shall eat the residue of 
that which is escaped, which remaineth unto you from the 
hail, and shall eat every tree which groweth for you out of 
the field: 

10:6 And they shall fill thy houses, and the houses of all thy 
servants, and the houses of all the Egyptians; which neither 
thy fathers, nor thy fathers' fathers have seen, since the day 
that they were upon the earth unto this day. And he turned 
himself, and went out from Pharaoh. 
10:7 And Pharaoh's servants said unto him. How long shall 
this man be a snare unto us? let the men go, that they may 
serve the LORD their God: knowestthou not yet that Egypt 
is destroyed? 

10:8 And Moses and Aaron were brought again unto Pha- 
raoh: and he said unto them. Go, serve the LORD your God: 
but who are they that shall go? 

10:9 And Moses said. We will go with our young and with 
our old, with our sons and with our daughters, with our flocks 
and with our herds will we go; for we must hold a feast unto 
the LORD. 

10:10 And he said unto them. Let the LORD be so with you, 
as I will let you go, and your little ones: look to it; for evil is 
before you. 

10:11 Not SO: go now ye that are men, and serve the LORD; 
for that ye did desire. And they were driven out from Pharaoh's 
presence. 

10:12AndtheLORD said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
over the land of Egypt for the locusts, that they may come up 
upon the land of Egypt, and eat every herb of the land, even 
all that the hail hath left. 

10:13 And Moses stretched forth his rod over the land of 
Egypt, andtheLORD brought an east wind upon the land all 
that day, and all that night; and when it was morning, the 
east wind brought the locusts. 

10:14 And the locusts went up over all the land of Egypt, 
and rested in all the coasts of Egypt: very grievous were they; 
before them there were no such locusts as they, neither after 
them shall be such. 

10:15 For they covered the face of the whole earth, so that 
the land was darkened; and they did eat every herb of the 
land, and all the fruit of the trees which the hail had left: and 
there remained not any green thing in the trees, or in the 
herbs of the field, through all the land of Egypt. 
10:16 Then Pharaoh called for Moses and Aaron in haste; 
and he said, I have sinned against the LORD your God, and 
against you. 



10:17 Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, my sin only this 
once, and intreat the L RD your God, that he may take away 
from me this death only. 

10:18 And he went out from Pharaoh, and intreated the 
LORD. 

10:19 And the LORD turned a mighty strong west wind, 
which took away the locusts, and cast them into the Red sea; 
there remained not one locust in all the coasts of Egypt. 
10:20 But the LORD hardened Pharaoh's heart, so that he 
would not let the children of Israel go. 
10:21AndtheLORD said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
toward heaven, that there may be darkness over the land of 
Egypt, even darkness which may be felt. 
10:22 And Moses stretched forth his hand toward heaven; 
and there was a thick darkness in all the land of Egypt three 
days: 

10:23 They saw not one another, neither rose any from his 
place for three days: but all the children of Israel had light in 
their dwellings. 

10:24 And Pharaoh called unto Moses, and said. Go ye, serve 
the LORD; only letyour flocks and your herds be stayed: let 
your little ones also go with you. 

10:25 And Moses said. Thou must give us also sacrifices 
and burnt offerings, that we may sacrifice unto the LORD 
our God. 

10:26 Our cattle also shall go with us; there shall not an hoof 
be left behind; for thereof must we take to serve the LORD 
our God; and we know not with what we must serve the 
LORD, until we come thither 

10:27 But the LORD hardened Pharaoh's heart, and he would 
not let them go. 

10:28 And Pharaoh said unto him. Get thee from me, take 
heed to thyself, see my face no more; for in that day thou 
seest my face thou shalt die. 

10:29 And Moses said. Thou hast spoken well, I will see thy 
face again no more. 

11:1 And the LORD said unto Moses, Yet will I bring one 
plague more upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; afterwards he 
will let you go hence: when he shall let you go, he shall 
surely thrust you out hence altogether 
11:2 Speak now in the ears of the people, and let every man 
borrow of his neighbour, and every woman of her neighbour, 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold. 
11:3 And the LORD gave the people favour in the sight of 
the Egyptians. Moreover the man Moses was very great in 
the land of Egypt, in the sight of Pharaoh's servants, and in 
the sight of the people. 

1 1 :4 A nd M OSes said. Thus saith the L RD , A bout midnight 
will I go out into the midst of Egypt: 
11:5 And all the firstborn in the land of Egypt shall die, from 
the firstborn of Pharaoh that sitteth upon his throne, even 
unto the firstborn of the maidservant that is behind the mill; 
and all the firstborn of beasts. 

1 1 : 6 A nd there shall be a great ciy throughout all the land of 
Egypt, such as there was none like it, nor shall be like it any 
more. 

11:7 But against any of the children of Israel shall not a dog 
move his tongue, against man or beast: that ye may know 
how that the LORD doth put a difference between the Egyp- 
tians and Israel. 
11:8 And all these thy servants shall come down unto me. 
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and bow down themselves unto me, saying, Get thee out, 
and all the people that follow thee: and after that I will go 
out And he went out from Pharaoh in a great anger 
ll:9AndtheL0RD said unto Moses, Pharaoh shall not hear- 
ken unto you; that my wonders may be multiplied in the land 
of Egypt. 

11:10 And Moses and Aaron did all these wonders before 
Pharaoh: and the LORD hardened Pharaoh's heart, so that 
he would not let the children of Israel go out of his land. 
1 2 : 1 A nd the L R D spake unto M oses and A aron in the land 
of Egypt, saying, 

12:2 This month shall be unto you the beginning of months: 
it shall be the first month of the year to you. 
12:3 Speak ye unto all the congregation of Israel, saying. In 
the tenth day of this month they shall take to them every man 
a lamb, according to the house of their fathers, a lamb for an 
house: 

12:4 And if the household be too little for the lamb, let him 
and his neighbour next unto his house take it according to 
the number of the souls; every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the lamb. 
12:5 Your lamb shall be without blemish, a male of the first 
year: ye shall take it out from the sheep, or from the goats: 
12:6 And ye shall keep it up until the fourteenth day of the 
same month: and the whole assembly of the congregation of 
Israel shall kill it in the evening. 

12:7 And they shall take of the blood, and strike it on the two 
side posts and on the upper door post of the houses, wherein 
they shall eat it. 

12:8Andthey shall eat the flesh in that night, roast with fire, 
and unleavened bread; and with bitter herbs they shall eat it. 
12:9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all with water, but roast 
with fire; his head with his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof. 

12:10 And ye shall let nothing of it remain until the morn- 
ing; and that which remaineth of it until the morning ye shall 
bum with fire. 

12:11 And thus shall ye eat it; with your loins girded, your 
shoes on your feet, and your staff in your hand; and ye shall 
eat it in haste: it is the L RD 'S passoven 
12:12 For I will pass through the land of Egypt this night, 
and will smite all the firstborn in the land of Egypt, both 
man and beast; and against all the gods of Egypt I will ex- 
ecute judgment: I am the LORD. 

12:13 And the blood shall be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are: and when I see the blood, I will pass 
over you, and the plague shall not be upon you to destroy 
you, when I smite the land of Egypt. 
12:14 And this day shall be unto you for a memorial; and ye 
shall keep it a feast to the LORD throughout your genera- 
tions; ye shall keep it a feast by an ordinance for ever 
12:15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened bread; even the 
first day ye shall put away leaven out of your houses: for 
whosoever eateth leavened bread from the first day until the 
seventh day, that soul shall be cut off from Israel. 
12:16 And in the first day there shall be an holy convoca- 
tion, and in the seventh day there shall be an holy convoca- 
tion to you; no manner of work shall be done in them, save 
that which every man must eat, that only may be done of 
you. 
12:17 And ye shall observe the feast of unleavened bread; 



for in this selfsame day have I brought your armies out of the 
land of Egypt: therefore shall ye observe this day in your 
generations by an ordinance for ever 
12:18 In the first month, on the fourteenth day of the month 
at even, ye shall eat unleavened bread, until the one and twen- 
tieth day of the month at even. 

12:19 Seven days shall there be no leaven found in your 
houses: for whosoever eateth that which is leavened, even 
that soul shall be cut off from the congregation of Israel, 
whether he be a stranger, or bom in the land. 
12:20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in all your habitations 
shall ye eat unleavened bread. 

12:21 Then Moses called for all the elders of Israel, and said 
unto them. Draw out and take you a lamb according to your 
families, and kill the passover 

12:22 And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, and dip it in the 
blood that is in the bason, and strike the lintel and the two 
side posts with the blood that is in the bason; and none of 
you shall go out at the door of his house until the moming. 
12:23 For the LORD will pass through to smite the Egyp- 
tians; and when he seeth the blood upon the lintel, and on 
the two side posts, the LORD will pass over the door, and 
will not suffer the destroyer to come in unto your houses to 
smite you. 

12:24 And ye shall observe this thing for an ordinance to 
thee and to thy sons for ever 

12:25 And it shall come to pass, when ye be come to the land 
which the LORD will give you, according as he hath prom- 
ised, that ye shall keep this service. 
12:26 And it shall come to pass, when your children shall 
say unto you. What mean ye by this service? 
12:27 That ye shall say. It is the sacrifice of the LORD'S 
passover, who passed over the houses of the children of Is- 
rael in Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, and delivered 
our houses. A nd the people bowed the head and worshipped. 
12:28 And the children of Israel went away, and did as the 
LORD had commanded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 
12:29 And it came to pass, that at midnight the LORD smote 
all the firstbom in the land of Egypt, from the firstbom of 
Pharaoh that sat on his throne unto the firstbom of the cap- 
tive that was in the dungeon; and all the firstbom of cattle. 
12:30 And Pharaoh rose up in the night he, and all his ser- 
vants, and all the Egyptians; and there was a great cry in 
Egypt; for there was not a house where there was not one 
dead. 

12:31 And he called for Moses and Aaron by night and said. 
Rise up, and get you forth from among my people, both ye 
and the children of Israel; and go, serve the LORD, as ye 
have said. 

12:32 Also take your flocks and your herds, as ye havesaid, 
and be gone; and bless me also. 

12:33 And the Egyptians were urgent upon the people, that 
they might send them out of the land in haste; for they said. 
We be all dead men. 

12:34 And the people took their dough before it was leav- 
ened, their kneadingtroughs being bound up in their clothes 
upon their shoulders. 

12 : 35 A nd the children of Israel did according to the word of 
Moses; and they borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of silver, 
and jewels of gold, and raiment: 
12:36 And the LORD gave the people favour in the sight of 
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the Egyptians, so that they lent unto them such things as 
they required. A nd they spoiled the Egyptians. 
12:37 And the children ot Israel journeyed from Rameses to 
Succoth, about six hundred thousand on toot that were men, 
beside children. 

12:38 And a mixed multitude went up also with them; and 
flocks, and herds, even very much cattle. 
12:39 And they baked unleavened cakes of the dough which 
they brought forth out of Egypt, for it was not leavened; be- 
cause they were thrust out of Egypt, and could not tany, nei- 
ther had they prepared for themselves any victual. 
12:40 Now the sojourning of the children of Israel, who dwelt 
in Egypt, was four hundred and thirty years. 
12:41 And it came to pass at the end of the four hundred and 
thirty years, even the selfsame day it came to pass, that all 
the hosts of the LORD went out from the land of Egypt. 
12:42 It is a night to be much observed unto the LORD for 
bringing them out from the land of Egypt: this is that night 
of the LORD to be observed of all the children of Israel in 
their generations. 

12:43 And the LORD said unto Moses and Aaron, This is 
the ordinance of the passover: There shall no stranger eat 
thereof: 

12:44 Buteveiy man's servantthatis bought for money, when 
thou hast circumcised him, then shall he eat thereof. 
12:45 A foreigner and an hired servant shall not eat thereof. 
12:46 In one house shall it be eaten; thou shalt not cany 
forth ought of the flesh abroad out of the house; neither shall 
ye break a bone thereof. 

12:47 All the congregation of Israel shall keep it. 
12:48 And when a stranger shall sojourn with thee, and will 
keep the passover to the LORD, let all his males be circum- 
cised, and then let him come near and keep it; and he shall 
be as one that is bom in the land: for no uncircumcised per- 
son shall eat thereof. 

12:49 One law shall be to him that is homebom, and unto 
the stranger that sojoumeth among you. 
12:50 Thus did all the children of Israel; as the LORD com- 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 
12:51 And it came to pass the selfsame day, that the LORD 
did bring the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt by 
their armies. 

13:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
13:2 Sanctify unto me all the firstborn, whatsoever openeth 
the womb among the children of Israel, both of man and of 
beast: it is mine. 

13:3 And Moses said unto the people, Rememberthis day, in 
which ye came out from Egypt, out of the house of bondage; 
for by strength of hand the LORD brought you out from this 
place: there shall no leavened bread be eaten. 
13:4 This day came ye out in the month Abib. 
13:5 A nd it shall be when the LO RD shall bring thee into the 
land of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing with milk and honey, that 
thou shalt keep this service in this month. 
13:6 Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, and in the 
seventh day shall be a feast to the LORD . 
13:7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten seven days; and there 
shall no leavened bread be seen with thee, neither shall there 
be leaven seen with thee in all thy quarters. 



13:8 And thou shalt shew thy son in that day, saying. This is 
done because of that which the LORD did unto me when I 
came forth out of Egypt. 

1 3 : 9 A nd it shall be for a sign unto thee upon thine hand, and 
for a memorial between thine eyes, that the L RD 'S law may 
be in thy mouth: for with a strong hand hath the LORD 
brought thee out of Egypt. 

13:10 Thou shalt therefore keep this ordinance in his season 
from year to year. 

13:11 And it shall be when the LORD shall bring thee into 
the land of the Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and to thy 
fathers, and shall give it thee, 

13: 12 That thou shalt set apart unto the L RD all that openeth 
the matrix, and every firstling that cometh of a beast which 
thou hast; the males shall be the LORD'S. 
13: 13 And every firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a 
lamb; and if thou wilt not redeem it, then thou shalt break 
his neck: and all the firstborn of man among thy children 
shalt thou redeem. 

13:14 And it shall be when thy son asketh thee in time to 
come, saying. What is this? that thou shalt say unto him. By 
strength of hand the LORD broughtus out from Egypt, from 
the house of bondage: 

13:15 And it came to pass, when Pharaoh would hardly let 
us go, that the LORD slew all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, both the firstborn of man, and the firstborn of beast: 
therefore! sacrifice to the LORD all that openeth the matrix, 
being males; but all the firstborn of my children I redeem. 
13:16 And it shall be for a token upon thine hand, and for 
frontlets between thine eyes: for by strength of hand the 
LORD brought us forth out of Egypt. 
13: 17 And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had let the people 
go, that God led them not through the way of the land of the 
Philistines, although that was near; for God said. Lest 
peradventure the people repent when they see war, and they 
return to Egypt: 

13:18 But God led the people about, through the way of the 
wilderness of the Red sea: and the children of Israel went up 
harnessed out of the land of Egypt. 
13:19And Moses took the bones of Joseph with him: for he 
had straitly sworn the children of Israel, saying, God will 
surely visit you; and ye shall cany up my bones away hence 
with you. 

13:20 And they took their journey from Succoth, and en- 
camped in Etham, in the edge of the wilderness. 
13:21 And the LORD went before them by day in a pillar of 
a cloud, to lead them the way; and by night in a pillar of fire, 
to give them light; to go by day and night: 
13:22 He took not away the pillar of the cloud by day, nor 
the pillar of fire by night, from before the people. 
14:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
14:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, that they turn and 
encamp before Pihahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, over 
against Baalzephon: before it shall ye encamp by the sea. 
14:3 For Pharaoh will say of the children of Israel, They are 
entangled in the land, the wilderness hath shut them in. 
14:4 And I will harden Pharaoh's heart, that he shall follow 
after them; and I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon 
all his host; that the E gy ptians may know that I am the L RD . 
And they did so. 
14:5 A nd it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled: 
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and the heart ot Pharaoh and ot his servants was turned 
against the people, and they said, Why have we done this, 
that we have let Israel go from serving us? 
14:6 And he made ready his chariot, and took his people 
with him: 

14:7 And he took six hundred chosen chariots, and all the 
chariots ot Egypt, and captains over every one of them. 
14:8 And the LORD hardened the heart of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and he pursued after the children of Israel: and the 
children of Israel went out with an high hand. 
14:9 But the Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses 
and chariots of Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his army, 
and overtook them encamping by the sea, beside Pihahiroth, 
before Baalzephon. 

14:10 And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel 
lifted up their eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians marched af- 
ter them; and they were sore afraid: and the children of Is- 
rael cried out unto the LORD . 

14:11 And they said unto Moses, Because there were no 
graves in Egypt, hast thou taken us away to die in the wilder- 
ness? wherefore hast thou dealt thus with us, to cany us forth 
out of Egypt? 

14:12 Is not this the word that we did tell thee in Egypt, 
saying. Let us alone, that we may serve the Egyptians? For it 
had been better for us to serve the Egyptians, than that we 
should die in the wilderness. 

14:13 And Moses said unto the people. Fear ye not, stand 
still, and see the salvation of the LORD , which he will shew 
to you to day: for the Egyptians whom ye have seen to day, 
ye shall see them again no more for ever 
14:14 The LORD shall fight for you, and ye shall hold your 
peace. 

14:15AndtheLORD said unto Moses, Wherefore criest thou 
unto me? speak unto the children of Israel, that they go for- 
ward: 

14:16 But lift thou up thy rod, and stretch out thine hand 
over the sea, and divide it: and the children of Israel shall go 
on dry ground through the midst of the sea. 
14:17 And I, behold, I will harden the hearts of the Egyp- 
tians, and they shall follow them: and I will get me honour 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon his chariots, and 
upon his horsemen. 

14:18 And the Egyptians shall know that I am the LORD, 
when I have gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon his chari- 
ots, and upon his horsemen. 

14:19 And the angel of God, which went before the camp of 
Israel, removed and went behind them; and the pillar of the 
cloud went from before their face, and stood behind them: 
14:20 And it came between the camp of the Egyptians and 
the camp of Israel; and it was a cloud and darkness to them, 
but it gave light by night to these: so that the one came not 
near the other all the night. 

14:21 And Moses stretched out his hand over the sea; and 
the L RD caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind all 
that night, and made the sea dry land, and the waters were 
divided. 

14:22 And the children of Israel went into the midst of the 
sea upon the dry ground: and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on their left. 
14:23 And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after them to 
the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh's horses, his chariots. 



and his horsemen. 

14:24 And it came to pass, that in the morning watch the 
LORD looked unto the host of the Egyptians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and troubled the host of the 
Egyptians, 

14:25And took off theirchariotwheels, thatthey dravethem 
heavily: so that the Egyptians said. Let us flee from the face 
of Israel; forthe LORD fighteth forthem against the Egyp- 
tians. 

14:26AndtheLORD said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand 
over the sea, that the waters may come again upon the Egyp- 
tians, upon their chariots, and upon their horsemen. 
14:27 And Moses stretched forth his hand over the sea, and 
the sea returned to his strength when the morning appeared; 
and the Egyptians fled against it; and the LORD overthrew 
the Egyptians in the midst of the sea. 
14:28 And the waters returned, and covered the chariots, and 
the horsemen, and all the host of Pharaoh that came into the 
sea after them; there remained not so much as one of them. 
14:29 But the children of Israel walked upon dry land in the 
midst of the sea; and the waters were a wall unto them on 
their right hand, and on their left. 

14:30 Thus the LORD saved Israel that day out of the hand 
of the Egyptians; and Israel saw the Egyptians dead upon the 
sea shore. 

14:31 And Israel saw that great work which the LORD did 
upon the Egyptians: and the people feared the LORD, and 
believed the LORD, and his servant Moses. 
15:1 Then sang Moses and the children of Israel this song 
unto the L RD , and spake, saying, I will sing unto the L RD , 
for he hath triumphed gloriously: the horse and his rider hath 
he thrown into the sea. 

15:2 The LORD is my strength and song, and he is become 
my salvation: he is my God, and I will prepare him an habi- 
tation; my father's God, and I will exalt him. 
15:3 The LORD is a man of war: the LORD is his name. 
15:4 Pharaoh's chariots and his host hath he cast into the 
sea: his chosen captains also are drowned in the Red sea. 
15:5 The depths have covered them: they sank into the bot- 
tom as a stone. 

15:6 Thy right hand, LORD, is become glorious in power: 
thy right hand, LORD, hath dashed in pieces the enemy. 
15:7 And in the greatness of thine excellency thou hast over- 
thrown them that rose up against thee: thou sentest forth thy 
wrath, which consumed them as stubble. 
15:8 And with the blast of thy nostrils the waters were gath- 
ered together, the floods stood upright as an heap, and the 
depths were congealed in the heart of the sea. 
15:9 The enemy said, I will pursue, I will overtake, I will 
divide the spoil; my lust shall be satisfied upon them; I will 
draw my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
15:10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea covered them: 
they sank as lead in the mighty waters. 
15:11 Who is like unto thee, LORD, among the gods? 
who is like thee, glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, do- 
ing wonders? 

15:12 Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth swal- 
lowed them. 

15:13 Thou in thy mercy hast led forth the people which 
thou hast redeemed: thou hast guided them in thy strength 
unto thy holy habitation. 
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15:14 The people shall hear, and be afraid: sorrow shall take 
hold on the inhabitants of Palestina. 
15:15 Then the dukes of Edom shall be amazed; the mighty 
men of Moab, trembling shall take hold upon them; all the 
inhabitants of Canaan shall melt away. 
15:16 Fear and dread shall fall upon them; by the greatness 
of thine arm they shall be as still as a stone; till thy people 
pass over, LORD, till the people pass over, which thou 
hast purchased. 

15:17 Thou shalt bring them in, and plant them in the moun- 
tain of thine inheritance, in the place, LORD, which thou 
hast made for thee to dwell in, in the Sanctuary, Lord, 
which thy hands have established. 
15:18 The LORD shall reign for ever and ever 
15:19 Forthe horse of Pharaoh went in with his chariots and 
with his horsemen into the sea, and the LORD brought again 
the waters of the sea upon them; but the children of Israel 
went on dry land in the midst of the sea. 
15:20AndMiriamtheprophetess, the sister of Aaron, took a 
timbrel in her hand; and all the women went out after her 
with timbrels and with dances. 

15:21 And Miriam answered them. Sing ye to the LORD, for 
he hath triumphed gloriously; the horse and his rider hath he 
thrown into the sea. 

15:22 So Moses brought Israel from the Red sea, and they 
went out into the wilderness of Shur; and they went three 
days in the wilderness, and found no water 
15:23 And when they came to Marah, they could not drink 
of the waters of Marah, for they were bitter: therefore the 
name of it was called M arah. 

15:24 And the people murmured against Moses, saying. What 
shall we drink? 

15:25 And he cried unto the LORD; and the LORD shewed 
him a tree, which when he had cast into the waters, the wa- 
ters were made sweet: there he made for them a statute and 
an ordinance, and there he proved them, 
15:26 And said. If thou wilt diligently hearken to the voice 
of the LORD thy God, and wilt do that which is right in his 
sight, and wilt give ear to his commandments, and keep all 
his statutes, I will put none of these diseases upon thee, which 
I have brought upon the Egyptians: for I am the LORD that 
healeth thee. 

15:27 And they came to Elim, where were twelve wells of 
water, and threescore and ten palm trees: and they encamped 
there by the waters. 

16:1 And they tooktheirjoumey from Elim, and all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel came unto the wilderness 
of Sin, which is between Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day 
of the second month after their departing out of the land of 

Egypt 

16:2 And the whole congregation of the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and Aaron in the wilderness: 
16:3 And the children of Israel said unto them. Would to 
God we had died by the hand of the LORD in the land of 
Egypt, when we sat by the flesh pots, and when we did eat 
bread to the full; for ye have brought us forth into this wil- 
derness, to kill this whole assembly with hunger 
16:4 Then said the LORD unto Moses, Behold, I will rain 
bread from heaven for you; and the people shall go out and 
gather a certain rate every day, that I may prove them, whether 
they will walk in my law, or no. 



16:5 And it shall come to pass, that on the sixth day they 
shall prepare that which they bring in; and it shall be twice 
as much as they gather daily. 

16:6 And Moses and Aaron said unto all the children of Is- 
rael, A t even, then ye shall know that the L RD hath brought 
you out from the land of Egypt: 

16:7 And in the morning, then ye shall see the gloiy of the 
LORD; for that he heareth your murmurings against the 
LORD: and what are we, that ye murmur against us? 
16:8 And Moses said. This shall be, when the LORD shall 
give you in the evening flesh to eat, and in the morning bread 
to the full; for that the LORD heareth your murmurings which 
ye murmur against him: and what are we? your murmurings 
are not against us, but against the LORD. 
16:9 And Moses spake unto Aaron, Say unto all the congre- 
gation of the children of Israel, C ome near before the L RD : 
for he hath heard your murmurings. 
16:10 And it came to pass, as Aaron spake unto the whole 
congregation of the children of Israel, that they looked to- 
ward the wilderness, and, behold, the glory of the LORD 
appeared in the cloud. 

16:11 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
16:12 1 have heard the murmurings of the children of Israel: 
speak unto them, saying. At even ye shall eat flesh, and in 
the morning ye shall be filled with bread; and ye shall know 
that I am the LORD your God. 

16:13 And it came to pass, that at even the quails came up, 
and covered the camp: and in the morning the dew lay round 
about the host. 

16: 14 And when the dew that lay was gone up, behold, upon 
the face of the wilderness there lay a small round thing, as 
small as the hoar frost on the ground. 
16:15 And when the children of Israel saw it, they said one 
to another. It is manna: for they wist not what it was. And 
Moses said unto them. This is the bread which the LORD 
hath given you to eat. 

16:16 This is the thing which the LORD hath commanded. 
Gather of it every man according to his eating, an omer for 
every man, according to the number of your persons; take ye 
every man for them which are in his tents. 
16:17 And the children of Israel did so, and gathered, some 
more, some less. 

16: 18 A nd when they did mete it with an omer, he that gath- 
ered much had nothing over, and he that gathered little had 
no lack; they gathered every man according to his eating. 
16: 19 And Moses said. Let no man leave of it till the morn- 
ing. 

16:20 Notwithstanding they hearkened not unto Moses; but 
some of them left of it until the morning, and it bred worms, 
and stank: and Moses was wroth with them. 
16:21 And they gathered it every morning, every man ac- 
cording to his eating: and when the sun waxed hot, it melted. 
16:22 And it came to pass, that on the sixth day they gath- 
ered twice as much bread, two omers for one man: and all 
the rulers of the congregation came and told Moses. 
16:23 And he said unto them. This is that which the LORD 
hath said. To morrow is the rest of the holy sabbath unto the 
LORD: bake that which ye will bake to day, and seethe that 
ye will seethe; and that which remaineth over lay up for you 
to be kept until the morning. 
16:24 And they laid it up till the morning, as Moses bade: 
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and it did not stink, neitlier was tliere any wonn therein. 
16:25 And Moses said, Eat tliat to day; for to day is a sab- 
bath unto the LORD : to day ye shall not find it in the field. 
16:26 Six days ye shall gather it; but on the seventh day, 
which is the sabbath, in it there shall be none. 
16:27 And it came to pass, that there went out some of the 
people on the seventh day for to gather, and they found none. 
16:28 And the LORD said unto Moses, How long refuse ye 
to keep my commandments and my laws? 
16:29 See, for that the LORD hath given you the sabbath, 
therefore he giveth you on the sixth day the bread of two 
days; abide ye every man in his place, let no man go out of 
his place on the seventh day. 
16:30 So the people rested on the seventh day. 
16:31 And the house of Israel called the name thereof M anna: 
and it was like coriander seed, white; and the taste of it was 
like wafers made with honey. 

16:32 And Moses said. This is the thing which the LORD 
commandeth. Fill an omer of it to be kept for your genera- 
tions; that they may see the bread wherewith I have fed you 
in the wilderness, when I brought you forth from the land of 

Egypt 

16:33 And Moses said unto Aaron, Take a pot, and put an 
omer full of manna therein, and lay it up before the LORD, 
to be kept for your generations. 

16:34 As the LORD commanded Moses, so Aaron laid it up 
before the Testimony, to be kept. 

16:35 And the children of Israel did eat manna forty years, 
until they came to a land inhabited; they did eat manna, until 
they came unto the borders of the land of Canaan. 
16:36 Now an omer is the tenth part of an ephah. 
17:1 And all the congregation of the children of Israel jour- 
neyed from the wilderness of Sin, after their journeys, ac- 
cording to the commandment of the LORD, and pitched in 
Rephidim: and there was no water for the people to drink. 
17:2 Wherefore the people did chide with Moses, and said, 
G ive us water that we may drink. A nd M oses said unto them. 
Why chide ye with me? wherefore do ye tempt the LORD? 
17:3 And the people thirsted there for water; and the people 
murmured against Moses, and said. Wherefore is this that 
thou hast brought us up out of Egypt, to kill us and our chil- 
dren and our cattle with thirst? 

17:4 And Moses cried unto the LORD, saying. What shall I 
do unto this people? they be almost ready to stone me. 
17:5 And the LORD said unto Moses, Go on before the 
people, and take with thee of the elders of Israel; and thy 
rod, wherewith thou smotest the river, take in thine hand, 
and go. 

17:6 Behold, I will stand before thee there upon the rock in 
Horeb; and thou shalt smite the rock, and there shall come 
water out of it, that the people may drink. A nd M oses did so 
in the sight of the elders of Israel. 

17:7 And he called the name of the place Massah, and 
Meribah, because of the chiding of the children of Israel, 
and because they tempted the LORD, saying. Is the LORD 
among us, or not? 

17:8 Then cameAmalek, and fought with Israel in Rephidim. 
17:9 And Moses said unto Joshua, Choose us out men, and 
go out, fight with A malek: to morrow I will stand on the top 
of the hill with the rod of God in mine hand. 
17:10 So Joshua did as Moses had said to him, and fought 



withAmalek: and Moses, Aaron, and Hur wentup to the top 
of the hill. 

17:11 And it came to pass, when Moses held up his hand, 
that I srael prevailed: and when he let down his hand, A malek 
prevailed. 

17:12 But Moses' hands were heavy; and they took a stone, 
and put it under him, and he sat thereon; and A aron and Hur 
stayed up his hands, the one on the one side, and the other 
on the other side; and his hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun. 

17:13 And Joshua discomfited A malek and his people with 
the edge of the sword. 

17:14 And the LORD said unto Moses, Write this for a me- 
morial in a book, and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua: for I 
will utterly put out the remembrance of A malek from under 
heaven. 

17:15 And Moses built an altar, and called the name of it 
Jehovahnissi: 

17:16 For he said. Because the LORD hath sworn that the 
LORD will have war with A malek from generation to gen- 
eration. 

18:1 When Jethro, the priest of Midian, Moses' father in law, 
heard of all that God had done for Moses, and for Israel his 
people, and that the LORD had brought Israel out of Egypt; 
18:2 Thenjethro, Moses' fatherinlaw, took Zippo rah, Moses' 
wife, after he had sent her back, 

18:3 And her two sons; of which the name of the one was 
Gershom; for he said, I have been an alien in a strange land: 
18:4 And the name of the other was Eliezer; for the God of 
my father, said he, was mine help, and delivered me from the 
sword of Pharaoh: 

18:5 And Jethro, Moses' father in law, came with his sons 
and his wife unto Moses into the wilderness, where he en- 
camped at the mount of God: 

18:6 And he said unto Moses, I thy father in law Jethro am 
come unto thee, and thy wife, and her two sons with hen 
18:7 And Moses went out to meet his father in law, and did 
obeisance, and kissed him; and they asked each other of their 
welfare; and they came into the tent. 
18:8 And Moses told his father in law all that the LORD had 
done unto Pharaoh and to the Egyptians for Israel's sake, 
and all the travail that had come upon them by the way, and 
how the LORD delivered them. 

18:9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the goodness which the LORD 
had done to Israel, whom he had delivered out of the hand of 
the Egyptians. 

18:10 And Jethro said. Blessed be the LORD, who hath de- 
livered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of Pharaoh, who hath delivered the people from under 
the hand of the Egyptians. 

18:11 Now I know that the LORD is greater than all gods: 
for in the thing wherein they dealt proudly he was above 
them. 

18:12AndJethro, Moses' fatherinlaw, took a burnt of fering 
and sacrifices f or G od: and A aron came, and all the elders of 
Israel, to eat bread with Moses' father in law before God. 
18:13 And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses sat to 
judge the people: and the people stood by Moses from the 
morning unto the evening. 

18:14 And when Moses' father in law saw all that he did to 
the people, he said. What is this thing that thou doest to the 
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people? why sittest thou thyself alone, and all the people 
stand by thee from morning unto even? 
18:15 And Moses said unto his father in law, Because the 
people come unto me to enquire of God: 
18:16 When they have a matter, they come unto me; and I 
judge between one and another, and I do make them know 
the statutes of G od, and his laws. 

18:17 And Moses' fatherin law said unto him. The thing that 
thou doest is not good. 

18:18 Thou wilt surely wear away, both thou, and this people 
that is with thee: for this thing is too heavy for thee; thou art 
not able to perform it thyself alone. 
18:19 Hearken now unto my voice, I will give thee counsel, 
and God shall be with thee: Be thou for the people to God- 
ward, that thou mayest bring the causes unto G od: 
18:20 And thou shalt teach them ordinances and laws, and 
shalt shew them the way wherein they must walk, and the 
work that they must do. 

18:21 Moreoverthou shalt provide out of all the people able 
men, such as fear God, men of truth, hating covetousness; 
and place such over them, to be rulers of thousands, and 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens: 
18:22 And let them judge the people at all seasons: and it 
shall be, that every great matter they shall bring unto thee, 
but every small matter they shall judge: so shall it be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear the burden with thee. 
18:23 If thou shalt do this thing, and God command thee so, 
then thou shalt be able to endure, and all this people shall 
also go to their place in peace. 

18:24 So Moses hearkened to the voice of his father in law, 
and did all that he had said. 

18:25 And Moses chose able men out of all Israel, and made 
them heads over the people, rulers of thousands, rulers of 
hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens. 
18:26 And they judged the people at all seasons: the hard 
causes they brought unto M oses, but every small matter they 
judged themselves. 

18:27 And Moses let his father in law depart; and he went 
his way into his own land. 

19:1 In the third month, when the children of Israel were 
gone forth out of the land of Egypt, the same day came they 
into the wilderness of Sinai. 

19:2 For they were departed from Rephidim, and were come 
to the desert of Sinai, and had pitched in the wilderness; and 
there Israel camped before the mount. 
19:3 And Moses went up unto God, and the LORD called 
unto him out of the mountain, saying. Thus shalt thou say to 
the house of Jacob, and tell the children of Israel; 
19:4 Ye have seen what I did unto the Egyptians, and how I 
bare you on eagles' wings, and brought you unto myself. 
19:5 Now therefore, if ye will obey my voice indeed, and 
keep my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto 
me above all people: for all the earth is mine: 
19:6 And ye shall be unto me a kingdom of priests, and an 
holy nation. These are the words which thou shalt speak unto 
the children of Israel. 

19:7 And Moses came and called for the elders of the people, 
and laid before their faces all these words which the LORD 
commanded him. 

19:8 And all the people answered together, and said. All that 
the LORD hath spoken we will do. And Moses returned the 



words of the people unto the LORD. 

19:9 And the LORD said unto Moses, Lo, I come unto thee 

in a thick cloud, that the people may hear when I speak with 

thee, and believe thee for ever A nd M oses told the words of 

the people unto the LORD . 

19: 10 And the LORD said unto Moses, Go unto the people, 

and sanctify them to day and to morrow, and let them wash 

their clothes, 

19:11 And be ready against the third day: for the third day 

the L R D will come down in the sight of all the people upon 

mount Sinai. 

19:12 And thou shalt set bounds unto the people round about, 

saying. Take heed to yourselves, that ye go not up into the 

mount, or touch the border of it: whosoever toucheth the 

mount shall be surely put to death: 

19:13 There shall not an hand touch it, but he shall surely be 

stoned, or shot through; whether it be beast or man, it shall 

not live: when the trumpet soundeth long, they shall come 

up to the mount. 

19: 14 And Moses went down from the mount unto the people, 

and sanctified the people; and they washed their clothes. 

1 9 : 1 5 A nd he said unto the people, B e ready against the third 

day: come not at your wives. 

19:16 And it came to pass on the third day in the morning, 

that there were thunders and lightnings, and a thick cloud 

upon the mount, and the voice of the trumpet exceeding loud; 

so that all the people that was in the camp trembled. 

19:17 And Moses brought forth the people out of the camp 

to meet with God; and they stood at the nether part of the 

mount. 

19:18 And mount Sinai was altogether on a smoke, because 

the LORD descended upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof 

ascended as the smoke of a furnace, and the whole mount 

quaked greatly. 

19: 19 A nd when the voice of the trumpet sounded long, and 

waxed louder and louder, Moses spake, and God answered 

him by a voice. 

19:20 And the LORD came down upon mount Sinai, on the 

top of the mount: and the LORD called Moses up to the top 

of the mount; and Moses went up. 

19:21 And the LORD said unto Moses, Go down, charge the 

people, lest they break through unto the LORD to gaze, and 

many of them perish. 

19:22 And let the priests also, which come nearto the LORD, 

sanctify themselves, lest the LORD break forth upon them. 

19:23 And Moses said unto the LORD, The people cannot 

come up to mount Sinai: for thou chargedst us, saying. Set 

bounds about the mount, and sanctify it 

19:24 And the LORD said unto him. Away, get thee down, 

and thou shalt come up, thou, and Aaron with thee: but let 

not the priests and the people break through to come up unto 

the LORD, lest he break forth upon them. 

19:25 So Moses went down unto the people, and spake unto 

them. 

20:1 And God spake all these words, saying, 

20:2 I am the LORD thy God, which have brought thee out 

of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 

20:3 Thou shalt have no other gods before me. 

20:4 Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or 

any likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in 

the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth: 
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20:5 Thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve 
them: tori the LORD thy God am ajealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me; 
20:6 And shewing mercy unto thousands of them that love 
me, and keep my commandments. 

20:7 Thou shalt not take the name of the LORD thy God in 
vain; for the LORD will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 

20:8 Remember the sabbath day, to keep it holy. 
20:9 Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work: 
20:10 But tiie seventh day is the sabbath of the LORD thy 
God: in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, thy manservant, nor thy maidservant, nor thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates: 
20:11 For in six days the LORD made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, and rested the seventh day: where- 
fore the LORD blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed it. 
20:12 Honour thy father and thy mother: that thy days may 
be long upon the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee. 
20:13 Thou shalt not kill 
20:14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
20:15 Thou shalt not steal. 

20:16 Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour 
20:17 Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy 
neighbour's. 

20:18 And all the people saw the thunderings, and the light- 
nings, and the noise of the trumpet, and the mountain smok- 
ing: and when the people saw it, they removed, and stood 
afar off. 

20:19 And they said unto Moses, Speak thou with us, and 
we will hear: but let not God speak with us, lest we die. 
20:20 And Moses said unto the people. Fear not: for God is 
come to prove you, and that his fear may be before your 
faces, that ye sin not. 

20:21 And the people stood afar off, and Moses drew near 
unto the thick darkness where God was. 
20:22 And the LORD said unto Moses, Thus thou shalt say 
unto the children of Israel, Ye have seen that I have talked 
with you from heaven. 

20:23 Ye shall not make with me gods of silver, neither shall 
ye make unto you gods of gold. 

20:24 An altar of earth thou shalt make unto me, and shalt 
sacrifice thereon thy burnt offerings, and thy peace offer- 
ings, thy sheep, and thine oxen: in all places where I record 
my name I will come unto thee, and I will bless thee. 
20:25 And if thou wilt make me an altar of stone, thou shalt 
not build it of hewn stone: for if thou lift up thy tool upon it, 
thou hast polluted it. 

20:26 Neither shalt thou go up by steps unto mine altar, that 
thy nakedness be not discovered thereon. 
21:1 Now these are the judgments which thou shalt set be- 
fore them. 

21:2 If thou buy an Hebrew servant, six years he shall serve: 
and in the seventh he shall go out free for nothing. 
21:3 If he came in by himself, he shall go out by himself: if 
he were married, then his wife shall go out with him. 
21:4 If his master have given him a wife, and she have bom 
him sons or daughters; the wife and her children shall be her 



master's, and he shall go out by himself. 

21:5 And if the servant shall plainly say, I love my master, 

my wife, and my children; I will not go out free: 

21:6 Then his master shall bring him unto the judges; he 

shall also bring him to the door, or unto the door post; and 

his master shall bore his ear through with an aul; and he 

shall serve him for even 

21:7 And if a man sell his daughter to be a maidservant, she 

shall not go out as the menservants do. 

21:8 If she please not her master, who hath betrothed her to 

himself, then shall he let her be redeemed: to sell her unto a 

strange nation he shall have no power, seeing he hath dealt 

deceitfully with hen 

21:9 And if he have betrothed her unto his son, he shall deal 

with her after the manner of daughters. 

21:10 If he take him another wife; her food, her raiment, and 

her duty of marriage, shall he not diminish. 

2 1 : 1 1 A nd if he do not these three unto her, then shall she go 

out free without money. 

21:12 He that smiteth a man, so that he die, shall be surely 

put to death. 

2 1 : 1 3 A nd if a man lie not in wait, but God deliver him into 

his hand; then I will appoint thee a place whither he shall 

flee. 

2 1 : 14 B ut if a man come presumptuously upon his neighbour, 

to slay him with guile; thou shalt take him from mine altar, 

that he may die. 

21:15 And he that smiteth his father, or his mother, shall be 

surely put to death. 

2 1 : 1 6 A nd he that steal eth a man, and selleth him, or if he be 

found in his hand, he shall surely be put to death. 

21:17 And he that curseth his father, or his mother, shall 

surely be put to death. 

2 1 : 1 8 A nd if men strive together, and one smite another with 

a stone, or with his fist, and he die not, but keepeth his bed: 

21:19 If he rise again, and walk abroad upon his staff, then 

shall he that smote him be quit: only he shall pay for the loss 

of his time, and shall cause him to be thoroughly healed. 

2 1 : 2 A nd if a man smite his servant, or his maid, with a rod, 

and he die under his hand; he shall be surely punished. 

21:21 Notwithstanding, if he continue a day ortwo, he shall 

not be punished: for he is his money. 

21:22 If men strive, and hurt a woman with child, so that her 

fruit depart from her, and yet no mischief follow: he shall be 

surely punished, according as the woman's husband will lay 

upon him; and he shall pay as the judges determine. 

21:23 And if any mischief follow, then thou shalt give life 

for life, 

21:24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for 

foot, 

21:25 Burning for burning, wound for wound, stripe for 

stripe. 

21:26And if a man smite the eye of his servant, orthe eye of 

his maid, that it perish; he shall let him go free for his eye's 

sake. 

21:27 And if he smite out his manservant's tooth, or his 

maidservant's tooth; he shall let him go free for his tooth's 

sake. 

21:28 If an ox gore a man or a woman, that they die: then the 

ox shall be surely stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; 

but the owner of the ox shall be quit. 
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21:29 But if tlie ox were wont to push with his hom in time 
past, and it hath been testified to his owner, and he hath not 
kept him in, but that he hath killed a man or a woman; the ox 
shall be stoned, and his owner also shall be put to death. 
21:30 If there be laid on him a sum of money, then he shall 
give for the ransom of his life whatsoever is laid upon him. 
21:31 Whether he have gored a son, or have gored a daugh- 
ter, according to this judgment shall it be done unto him. 
21:32 If the ox shall push a manservant or a maidservant; he 
shall give unto their master thirty shekels of silver, and the 
ox shall be stoned. 

21:33 And if a man shall open a pit, or if a man shall dig a 
pit, and not cover it and an ox or an ass fall therein; 
2 1 :34 The owner of the pit shall make it good, and give money 
unto the owner of them; and the dead beast shall be his. 
21:35 And if one man's ox hurt another's, that he die; then 
they shall sell the live ox, and divide the money of it; and the 
dead ox also they shall divide. 

21:36 Or if it be known that the ox hath used to push in time 
past, and his owner hath not kept him in; he shall surely pay 
ox for OX; and the dead shall be his own. 
22:1 If a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep, and kill it, or sell 
it; he shall restore five oxen for an ox, and four sheep for a 
sheep. 

22:2 If a thief be found breaking up, and be smitten that he 
die, there shall no blood be shed for him. 
22:3 If the sun be risen upon him, there shall be blood shed 
for him; for he should make full restitution; if he have noth- 
ing, then he shall be sold for his theft. 
22:4 If the theft be certainly found in his hand alive, whether 
it be ox, or ass, or sheep; he shall restore double. 
22:5 If a man shall cause a field orvineyard to be eaten, and 
shall put in his beast, and shall feed in another man's field; 
of the best of his own field, and of the best of his own vine- 
yard, shall he make restitution. 

22:6 If fire break out and catch in thorns, so that the stacks 
of com, or the standing com, or the field, be consumed there- 
with; he that kindled the fire shall surely make restitution. 
22:7 If a man shall deliver unto his neighbour money or stuff 
to keep, and it be stolen out of the man's house; if the thief 
be found, let him pay double. 

22:8 If the thief be not found, then the master of the house 
shall be brought unto the judges, to see whether he have put 
his hand unto his neighbour's goods. 
22:9 For all manner of trespass, whether it be for ox, for ass, 
for sheep, for raiment, or for any manner of lost thing, which 
another challengeth to be his, the cause of both parties shall 
come before the judges; and whom the judges shall condemn, 
he shall pay double unto his neighbour 
22:10 If a man deliver unto his neighbour an ass, oranox, or 
a sheep, or any beast, to keep; and it die, or be hurt, or driven 
away, no man seeing it: 

22:11 Then shall an oath of the LORD be between them both, 
that he hath not put his hand unto his neighbour's goods; and 
the owner of it shall accept thereof, and he shall not make it 
good. 

22:12 And if it be stolen from him, he shall make restitution 
unto the owner thereof. 

22:13 If it be tom in pieces, then let him bring it for witness, 
and he shall not make good that which was tom. 
22:14 And if a man borrow ought of his neighbour, and it be 



hurt, or die, the owner thereof being not with it, he shall 
surely make it good. 

2 2 : 1 5 B ut if the owner thereof be with it, he shall not make it 
good: if it be an hired thing, it came for his hire. 
22:16 And if a man entice a maid that is not betrothed, and 
lie with her, he shall surely endow her to be his wife. 
22:17 If her father utterly refuse to give her unto him, he 
shall pay money according to the dowry of virgins. 
22:18 Thou shalt not suffer a witch to live. 
22:19 Whosoever lieth with a beast shall surely be put to 
death. 

22:20 He that sacrificeth unto any god, save unto the LORD 
only, he shall be utterly destroyed. 

22:21 Thou shalt neither vex astranger, noroppress him: for 
ye were strangers in the land of Egypt. 
22:22 Ye shall not afflict any widow, or fatherless child. 
22:23 If thou afflict them in any wise, and they ciy at all 
unto me, I will surely hear their ciy; 
22:24 And my wrath shall wax hot and I will kill you with 
the sword; and your wives shall be widows, and your chil- 
dren fatherless. 

22:25 If thou lend money to any of my people that is poor by 
thee, thou shalt not be to him as an usurer, neither shalt thou 
lay upon him usury. 

22:26 If thou at all take thy neighbour's raiment to pledge, 
thou shalt deliver it unto him by that the sun goeth down: 
22:27 For that is his covering only, it is his raiment for his 
skin: wherein shall he sleep? and it shall come to pass, when 
he crieth unto me, that I will hear; for I am gracious. 
22:28 Thou shalt not revile the gods, nor curse the ruler of 
thy people. 

22:29 Thou shalt not delay to offer the first of thy ripe fmits, 
and of thy liquors: the firstbom of thy sons shalt thou give 
unto me. 

22:30 Likewise shalt thou do with thine oxen, and with thy 
sheep: seven days it shall be with his dam; on the eighth day 
thou shalt give it me. 

22:31 And ye shall be holy men unto me: neither shall ye eat 
any flesh that is tom of beasts in the field; ye shall cast it to 
the dogs. 

23:1 Thou shalt not raise a false report: put not thine hand 
with the wicked to be an unrighteous witness. 
23:2 Thou shalt not follow a multitude to do evil; neither 
shalt thou speak in a cause to decline after many to wrest 
judgment: 

23:3 Neither shalt thou countenance a poor man in his cause. 
23:4 If thou meet thine enemy's ox or his ass going astray, 
thou shalt surely bring it back to him again. 
23:5 If thou see the ass of him that hateth thee lying under 
his burden, and wouldest forbear to help him, thou shalt surely 
help with him. 

23:6 Thou shalt not wrest the judgment of thy poor in his 
cause. 

23:7 K eep thee far from a false matter; and the innocent and 
righteous slay thou not: for I will not justify the wicked. 
23:8 And thou shalt take no gift: for the gift blindeth the 
wise, and perverteth the words of the righteous. 
23:9 Also thou shalt not oppress a stranger: forye know the 
heart of a stranger, seeing ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 
23: 10 A nd six years thou shalt sow thy land, and shalt gather 
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in tlie fruits tliereof : 

23:11 But tlie seventli year tliou slialt let it rest and lie still; 
that the poor ot thy people may eat: and what they leave the 
beasts ot the field shall eat. In like manner thou shalt deal 
with thy vineyard, and with thy oliveyard. 
23:12 Six days thou shalt do thy work, and on the seventh 
day thou shalt rest: that thine ox and thine ass may rest, and 
the son of thy handmaid, and the stranger, may be refreshed. 
23:13 And in all things that I have said unto you be circum- 
spect: and make no mention of the name of other gods, nei- 
ther let it be heard out of thy mouth. 
23:14 Three times thou shalt keep a feast unto me in the 
year 

23:15 Thou shalt keep the feast of unleavened bread: (thou 
shalt eat unleavened bread seven days, as I commanded thee, 
in the time appointed of the month A bib; for in it thou camest 
out from Egypt: and none shall appear before me empty:) 
23:16 And the feast of harvest, the firstfruits of thy labours, 
which thou hast sown in the field: and the feast of ingather- 
ing, which is in the end of the year, when thou hast gathered 
in thy labours out of the field. 

23:17 Three times in the year all thy males shall appear be- 
foiB the Lord GOD. 

23:18 Thou shalt not offer the blood of my sacrifice with 
leavened bread; neither shall the fat of my sacrifice remain 
until the morning. 

23:19 The first of the firstfruits of thy land thou shalt bring 
into the house of the LORD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother's milk. 

23:20 Behold, I send an Angel before thee, to keep thee in 
the way, and to bring thee into the place which I have pre- 
pared. 

23:21 Beware of him, and obey his voice, provoke him not; 
for he will not pardon your transgressions: for my name is in 
him. 

23:22 But if thou shalt indeed obey his voice, and do all that 
I speak; then I will be an enemy unto thine enemies, and an 
adversary unto thine adversaries. 

23:23 For mine Angel shall go before thee, and bring thee in 
unto the Amorites, and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Canaanites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites: and I will cut 
them off. 

23:24 Thou shalt not bow down to their gods, nor serve them, 
nor do after their works: but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down their images. 
23:25 And ye shall serve the LORD your God, and he shall 
bless thy bread, and thy water; and I will take sickness away 
from the midst of thee. 

23:26 There shall nothing cast their young, nor be barren, in 
thy land: the number of thy days I will fulfil. 
23:271 will send my fear before thee, and will destroy all the 
people to whom thou shalt come, and I will make all thine 
enemies turn their backs unto thee. 
23:28 And I will send hornets before thee, which shall drive 
out the Hivite, the Canaanite, and the Hittite, from before 
thee. 

23:291 will not drive them out from before thee in one year; 
lest the land become desolate, and the beast of the field mul- 
tiply against thee. 

23:30 By little and little I will drive them out from before 
thee, until thou be increased, and inherit the land. 



23:31 And I will set thy bounds from the Red sea even unto 
the sea of the Philistines, and from the desert unto the riven 
for I will deliver the inhabitants of the land into your hand; 
and thou shalt drive them out before thee. 
23:32 Thou shalt make no covenant with them, nor with their 
gods. 

23:33 They shall not dwell in thy land, lest they make thee 
sin against me: for if thou serve their gods, it will surely be a 
snare unto thee. 

24:1 And he said unto Moses, Come up unto the LORD, 
thou, and Aaron, Nadab, andAbihu, and seventy of the el- 
ders of Israel; and worship ye afar off. 
24:2 And Moses alone shall come near the LORD: but they 
shall not come nigh; neither shall the people go up with him. 
24:3 And Moses came and told the people all the words of 
the LORD, and all the judgments: and all the people answered 
with one voice, and said. All the words which the LORD 
hath said will we do. 

24:4 And Moses wrote all the words of the LORD, and rose 
up early in the morning, and builded an altar under the hill, 
and twelve pillars, according to the twelve tribes of Israel. 
24:5 And he sentyoung men of the children of Israel, which 
offered burnt offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings of oxen 
unto the LORD. 

24:6 And M oses took half of the blood, and put it in basons; 
and half of the blood he sprinkled on the altar 
24:7 And he took the book of the covenant, and read in the 
audience of the people: and they said. All that the LORD 
hath said will we do, and be obedient 
24:8 And Moses took the blood, and sprinkled it on the 
people, and said, B ehold the blood of the covenant, which 
the LORD hath made with you concerning all these words. 
24:9 Then went up Moses, and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, 
and seventy of the elders of Israel: 

24:10 And they saw the God of Israel: and there was under 
his feet as it were a paved work of a sapphire stone, and as it 
were the body of heaven in his clearness. 
24:11 And upon the nobles of the children of Israel he laid 
not his hand: also they saw God, and did eat and drink. 
24:12 And the LORD said unto Moses, Come up to me into 
the mount, and be there: and I will give thee tables of stone, 
and a law, and commandments which I have written; that 
thou may est teach them. 

24: 13 And Moses rose up, andhisministerjoshua: andMoses 
went up into the mount of G od. 

24: 14 And he said unto the elders, Tany ye here for us, until 
we come again unto you: and, behold, Aaron and Hur are 
with you: if any man have any matters to do, let him come 
unto them. 

24:15 And Moses went up into the mount, and a cloud cov- 
ered the mount. 

24:16 And the glory of the LORD abode upon mount Sinai, 
and the cloud covered it six days: and the seventh day he 
called unto Moses out of the midst of the cloud. 
24:17 And the sight of the gloiy of the LORD was like de- 
vouring fire on the top of the mount in the eyes of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

24:18 And Moses went into the midst of the cloud, and gat 
him up into the mount: and Moses was in the mount forty 
days and forty nights. 
25:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying. 
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25:2 Speak unto the children ot Israel, that they bring me an 
ottering: ot every man that giveth it willingly with his heart 
ye shall take my ottering. 

25:3 And this is the ottering which ye shall take ot them; 
gold, and silver, and brass, 

25:4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, and tine linen, and 
goats' hair, 

25:5 And rams' skins dyed red, and badgers' skins, and shittim 
wood, 

25:6 Oil tor the light, spices tor anointing oil, and tor sweet 
incense, 

25:7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set in the ephod, and in 
the breastplate. 

25:8 And let them make me a sanctuary; that I may dwell 
among them. 

25:9 According to all that I shew thee, after the pattern of the 
tabernacle, and the pattern of all the instruments thereof, even 
so shall ye make it. 

25:10 And they shall make an ark of shittim wood: two cu- 
bits and a half shall be the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth thereof, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

25:11 And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, within and 
without shalt thou overlay it, and shalt make upon it a crown 
of gold round about. 

25:12 And thou shalt cast four rings of gold for it, and put 
them in the four comers thereof; and two rings shall be in 
the one side of it, and two rings in the other side of it. 
25:13 And thou shalt make staves of shittim wood, and over- 
lay them with gold. 

25:14 And thou shalt put the staves into the rings by the 
sides of the ark, that the ark may be borne with them. 
25:15 The staves shall be in the rings of the ark: they shall 
not be taken from it. 

25:16 And thou shalt put into the ark the testimony which I 
shall give thee. 

25:17 And thou shalt make a mercy seat of pure gold: two 
cubits and a half shall be the length thereof, and a cubit and 
a half the breadth thereof. 

25:18 And thou shalt make two cherubims of gold, of beaten 
work shalt thou make them, in the two ends of the mercy 
seat. 

25:19 And make one cherub on the one end, and the other 
cherub on the other end: even of the mercy seat shall ye make 
the cherubims on the two ends thereof. 
25:20 And the cherubims shall stretch forth their wings on 
high, covering the mercy seat with their wings, and their faces 
shall look one to another; toward the mercy seat shall the 
faces of the cherubims be. 

25:21 And thou shalt put the mercy seat above upon the ark; 
and in the ark thou shalt put the testimony that I shall give 
thee. 

25:22 And there I will meet with thee, and I will commune 
with thee from above the mercy seat, from between the two 
cherubims which are upon the ark of the testimony, of all 
things which I will give thee in commandment unto the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

25:23 Thou shalt also make a table of shittim wood: two 
cubits shall be the length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the height thereof. 
25:24 And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, and make 



thereto a crown of gold round about 
25:25 And thou shalt make unto it a border of an hand breadth 
round about, and thou shalt make a golden crown to the bor- 
der thereof round about. 

25:26 And thou shalt make for it four rings of gold, and put 
the rings in the four comers that are on the four feet thereof. 
25:27 Over against the border shall the rings be for places of 
the staves to bear the table. 

25:28 And thou shalt make the staves of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with gold, that the table may be bome with 
them. 

25:29 And thou shalt make the dishes thereof, and spoons 
thereof, and covers thereof, and bowls thereof, to cover 
withal: of pure gold shalt thou make them. 
25:30 And thou shalt set upon the table shewbread before 
me alway. 

25:31 And thou shalt make a candlestick of pure gold: of 
beaten work shall the candlestick be made: his shaft, and his 
branches, his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, shall be of 
the same. 

25:32 And six branches shall come out of the sides of it; 
three branches of the candlestick out of the one side, and 
three branches of the candlestick out of the other side: 
25:33 Three bowls made like unto almonds, with a knop and 
a flower in one branch; and three bowls made like almonds 
in the other branch, with a knop and a flower: so in the six 
branches that come out of the candlestick. 
25:34 And in the candlestick shall be four bowls made like 
unto almonds, with their knops and their flowers. 
25:35 And there shall be a knop under two branches of the 
same, and a knop under two branches of the same, and a 
knop under two branches of the same, according to the six 
branches that proceed out of the candlestick. 
25:36 Their knops and their branches shall be of the same: 
all it shall be one beaten work of pure gold. 
25:37 And thou shalt make the seven lamps thereof: and they 
shall light the lamps thereof, that they may give light over 
against it. 

25:38 And the tongs thereof, and the snuffdishes thereof, 
shall be of pure gold. 

25:39 Of a talent of pure gold shall he make it, with all these 
vessels. 

2 5 :40 A nd look that thou make them after their pattem, which 
was shewed thee in the mount. 

26: 1 Moreover thou shalt make the tabemacle with ten cur- 
tains of fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: 
with chembims of cunning work shalt thou make them. 
26:2 The length of one curtain shall be eight and twenty cu- 
bits, and the breadth of one curtain four cubits: and every 
one of the curtains shall have one measure. 
26:3 The five curtains shall be coupled together one to an- 
other; and other five curtains shall be coupled one to an- 
other 

2 6 : 4 A nd thou shalt make loops of blue upon the edge of the 
one curtain from the selvedge in the coupling; and likewise 
shalt thou make in the uttermost edge of another curtain, in 
the coupling of the second. 

26:5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the one curtain, and fifty 
loops shalt thou make in the edge of the curtain that is in the 
coupling of the second; that the loops may take hold one of 
another 
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26:6 And thou shalt make fifty taches of gold, and couple 
the curtains together with the taches: and it shall be one tab- 
ernacle. 

26:7 A nd thou shalt make curtains of goats' hair to be a cov- 
ering upon the tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou make. 
26:8 The length of one curtain shall be thirty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: and the eleven curtains 
shall be all of one measure. 

26:9 And thou shalt couple five curtains by themselves, and 
six curtains by themselves, and shalt double the sixth curtain 
in the forefront of the tabernacle. 

26:10 And thou shalt make fifty loops on the edge of the one 
curtain that is outmost in the coupling, and fifty loops in the 
edge of the curtain which coupleth the second. 
26:11 And thou shalt make fifty taches of brass, and put the 
taches into the loops, and couple the tent together, that it 
may be one. 

26:12 And the remnant that remaineth of the curtains of the 
tent, the half curtain that remaineth, shall hang over the back- 
side of the tabernacle. 

26:13 And a cubit on the one side, and a cubit on the other 
side of that which remaineth in the length of the curtains of 
the tent, it shall hang over the sides of the tabernacle on this 
side and on that side, to cover it. 

26:14 And thou shalt make a covering for the tent of rams' 
skins dyed red, and a covering above of badgers' skins. 
26: 15 And thou shalt make boards forthe tabernacle of shittim 
wood standing up. 

26:16 Ten cubits shall be the length of a board, and a cubit 
and a half shall be the breadth of one board. 
26:17 Two tenons shall there be in one board, set in order 
one against another: thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

26:18 And thou shalt make the boards for the tabernacle, 
twenty boards on the south side southward. 
26:19 And thou shalt make forty sockets of silver under the 
twenty boards; two sockets under one board for his two ten- 
ons, and two sockets under another board for his two tenons. 
26:20 And forthe second side of the tabernacle on the north 
side there shall be twenty boards: 

26:21 And their forty sockets of silver; two sockets under 
one board, and two sockets under another board. 
26:22 And forthe sides of the tabernacle westward thou shalt 
make six boards. 

26:23 And two boards shalt thou make forthe comers of the 
tabernacle in the two sides. 

26:24 And they shall be coupled together beneath, and they 
shall be coupled together above the head of it unto one ring: 
thus shall it be for them both; they shall be for the two cor- 
ners. 

26:25 And they shall be eight boards, and their sockets of 
silver, sixteen sockets; two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

26:26 And thou shalt make bars of shittim wood; five forthe 
boards of the one side of the tabernacle, 
26:27 And five bars for the boards of the other side of the 
tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the side of the 
tabernacle, for the two sides westward. 
26:28 And the middle bar in the midst of the boards shall 
reach from end to end. 
26:29 And thou shalt overlay the boards with gold, and make 



their rings of gold for places for the bars: and thou shalt 
overlay the bars with gold. 

26:30 And thou shalt rear up the tabernacle according to the 
fashion thereof which was shewed thee in the mount. 
26:31 And thou shalt make a vail of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen of cunning work: with 
cherubims shall it be made: 

26:32 And thou shalt hang it upon four pillars of shittim 
wood overlaid with gold: their hooks shall be of gold, upon 
the four sockets of silver 

26:33 And thou shalt hang up the vail under the taches, that 
thou mayest bring in thither within the vail the ark of the 
testimony: and the vail shall divide unto you between the 
holy place and the most holy. 

26:34 A nd thou shalt put the mercy seat upon the ark of the 
testimony in the most holy place. 

26:35 And thou shalt set the table without the vail, and the 
candlestick over against the table on the side of the taber- 
nacle toward the south: and thou shalt put the table on the 
north side. 

26:36 And thou shalt make an hanging for the door of the 
tent, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
wrought with needlework. 

26:37 And thou shalt make for the hanging five pillars of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with gold, and their hooks 
shall be of gold: and thou shalt cast five sockets of brass for 
them. 

27:1 And thou shalt make an altar of shittim wood, five cu- 
bits long, and five cubits broad; the altar shall be foursquare: 
and the height thereof shall be three cubits. 
27:2 And thou shalt make the horns of it upon the four cor- 
ners thereof: his horns shall be of the same: and thou shalt 
overlay it with brass. 

27:3 And thou shalt make his pans to receive his ashes, and 
his shovels, and his basons, and his fleshhooks, and his 
firepans: all the vessels thereof thou shalt make of brass. 
27:4 And thou shalt make for it a grate of network of brass; 
and upon the net shalt thou make four brasen rings in the 
four comers thereof. 

27:5 And thou shalt put it under the compass of the altar 
beneath, that the net may be even to the midst of the altar 
27:6 And thou shalt make staves forthe altar, staves of shittim 
wood, and overlay them with brass. 
27:7 And the staves shall be put into the rings, and the staves 
shall be upon the two sides of the altar, to bear it. 
27:8 Hollow with boards shaltthou make it: as it was shewed 
thee in the mount, so shall they make it. 
27: 9 A nd thou shalt make the court of the tabemacle: for the 
south side southward there shall be hangings for the court of 
fine twined linen of an hundred cubits long for one side: 
27: 10 A nd the twenty pillars thereof and their twenty sock- 
ets shall be of brass; the hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
shall be of silver 

2 7 : 1 1 A nd likewise for the north side in length there shall be 
hangings of an hundred cubits long, and his twenty pillars 
and their twenty sockets of brass; the hooks of the pillars 
and their fillets of silver 

27: 12 A nd for the breadth of the court on the west side shall 
be hangings of fifty cubits: their pillars ten, and their sockets 
ten. 
27:13 And the breadth of the court on the east side eastward 
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shall be fifty cubits. 

27:14 The hangings of one side of the gate shall be fifteen 
cubits: their pillars three, and their sockets three. 
27:15 And on the other side shall be hangings fifteen cubits: 
their pillars three, and their sockets three. 
27:16 And for the gate of the court shall be an hanging of 
twenty cubits, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework: and their pillars shall be 
four, and their sockets four 

27:17 All the pillars round about the court shall be filleted 
with silver; their hooks shall be of silver, and their sockets 
of brass. 

27: 18 The length of the court shall be an hundred cubits, and 
the breadth fifty every where, and the height five cubits of 
fine twined linen, and their sockets of brass. 
27:19 All the vessels of the tabernacle in all the service 
thereof, and all the pins thereof, and all the pins of the court, 
shall be of brass. 

27:20 And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that 
they bring thee pure oil olive beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamp to bum always. 

27:2 1 In the tabernacle of the congregation without the vail, 
which is before the testimony, Aaron and his sons shall order 
it from evening to morning before the LORD: it shall be a 
statute for ever unto their generations on the behalf of the 
children of Israel. 

28: 1 A nd take thou unto thee A aron thy brother, and his sons 
with him, from among the children of Israel, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest's office, even Aaron, Nadab 
and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, Aaron's sons. 
28:2 A nd thou shalt make holy garments for A aron thy brother 
for gloiy and for beauty. 

28:3 And thou shalt speak unto all that are wise hearted, whom 
I have filled with the spirit of wisdom, that they may make 
Aaron's garments to consecrate him, that he may minister 
unto me in the priest's office. 

28:4 And these are the garments which they shall make; a 
breastplate, and an ephod, and a robe, and a broidered coat, 
a mitre, and a girdle: and they shall make holy garments for 
Aaron thy brother, and his sons, that he may minister unto 
me in the priest's office. 

28:5 And tiey shall take gold, and blue, and purple, and scar- 
let, and fine linen. 

28:6 And they shall make the ephod of gold, of blue, and of 
purple, of scarlet, and fine twined linen, with cunning work. 
28:7 It shall have the two shoulderpieces thereof joined at 
the two edges thereof; and so it shall be joined together 
28:8 And the curious girdle of the ephod, which is upon it, 
shall be of the same, according to the work thereof; even of 
gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen. 
28:9 A nd thou shalt take two onyx stones, and grave on them 
the names of the children of Israel: 
28:10 Six of their names on one stone, and the other six 
names of the rest on the other stone, according to their birth. 
28:11 With the work of an engraver in stone, like the engrav- 
ings of a signet, shalt thou engrave the two stones with the 
names of the children of Israel: thou shalt make them to be 
set in ouches of gold. 

28:12 And thou shalt put the two stones upon the shoulders 
of the ephod for stones of memorial unto the children of 
Israel: and Aaron shall bear their names before the LORD 



upon his two shoulders for a memorial. 
28:13 And thou shalt make ouches of gold; 
28:14 And two chains of pure gold at the ends; of wreathen 
work shalt thou make them, and fasten the wreathen chains 
to the ouches. 

28: 15 A nd thou shalt make the breastplate of judgment with 
cunning work; after the work of the ephod thou shalt make 
it; of gold, of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, and of fine 
twined linen, shalt thou make it. 

28:16 Foursquare it shall be being doubled; a span shall be 
the length thereof, and a span shall be the breadth thereof. 
28:17 And thou shalt set in it settings of stones, even four 
rows of stones: the first row shall be a sardius, a topaz, and a 
carbuncle: this shall be the first row. 
28:18 And the second row shall be an emerald, a sapphire, 
and a diamond. 

28: 19 And the third row a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst. 
28:20 And the fourth row a beiyl, and an onyx, and a jasper: 
they shall be set in gold in their inclosings. 
28:21 And the stones shall be with the names of the children 
of Israel, twelve, according to their names, like the engrav- 
ings of a signet; every one with his name shall they be ac- 
cording to the twelve tribes. 

28:22 And thou shalt make upon the breastplate chains at the 
ends of wreathen work of pure gold. 
28:23 And thou shalt make upon the breastplate two rings of 
gold, and shalt put the two rings on the two ends of the breast- 
plate. 

28:24 And thou shalt put the two wreathen chains of gold in 
the two rings which are on the ends of the breastplate. 
28:25 And the other two ends of the two wreathen chains 
thou shalt fasten in the two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod before it. 
28:26Andthou shalt make two rings of gold, and thou shalt 
put them upon the two ends of the breastplate in the border 
thereof, which is in the side of the ephod inward. 
28:27 A nd two other rings of gold thou shalt make, and shalt 
put them on the two sides of the ephod underneath, toward 
the forepart thereof, over against the other coupling thereof, 
above the curious girdle of the ephod. 
2 8 : 2 8 A nd they shall bind the breastplate by the rings thereof 
unto the rings of the ephod with a lace of blue, that it may be 
above the curious girdle of the ephod, and that the breast- 
plate be not loosed from the ephod. 
28:29 AndAaron shall bear the names of the children of Is- 
rael in the breastplate of judgment upon his heart, when he 
goeth in unto the holy place, for a memorial before the L RD 
continually. 

28:30 And thou shalt put in the breastplate of judgment the 
Urim and the Thummim; and they shall be upon A aron's heart, 
when he goeth in before the LORD : and A aron shall bear the 
judgment of the children of Israel upon his heart before the 
LORD continually. 

2 8 : 3 1 A nd thou shalt make the robe of the ephod all of blue. 
28:32 And there shall be an hole in the top of it, in the midst 
thereof: it shall have a binding of woven work round about 
the hole of it, as it were the hole of an habergeon, that it be 
not rent. 

28:33 And beneath upon the hem of it thou shalt make pome- 
granates of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, round about 
the hem thereof; and bells of gold between them round about: 
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28:34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, a golden bell and a 
pomegranate, upon the hem of the robe round about 
28:35 And it shall be upon Aaron to minister, and his sound 
shall be heard when he goeth in unto the holy place before 
the LORD, and when he cometh out, that he die not. 
28:36 And thou shalt make a plate of pure gold, and grave 
upon it, like the engravings of a signet, HOLINESS TO THE 
LORD. 

28:37 And thou shalt put it on a blue lace, that it may be 
upon the mitre; upon the forefront of the mitre it shall be. 
28:38 And it shall be upon Aaron's forehead, that Aaron may 
bear the iniquity of the holy things, which the children of 
Israel shall hallow in all their holy gifts; and it shall be al- 
ways upon his forehead, that they may be accepted before 
the LORD. 

28:39 And thou shalt embroider the coat of fine linen, and 
thou shalt make the mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt make 
the girdle of needlework. 

28:40 And for Aaron's sons thou shalt make coats, and thou 
shalt make for them girdles, and bonnets shalt thou make for 
them, for glory and for beauty. 

28:41 And thou shalt put them upon Aaron thy brother, and 
his sons with him; and shalt anoint them, and consecrate them, 
and sanctify them, that they may minister unto me in the 
priest's office. 

28:42 A nd thou shalt make them linen breeches to cover their 
nakedness; from the loins even unto the thighs they shall 
reach: 

28:43 A nd they shall be upon Aaron, and upon his sons, when 
they come in unto the tabernacle of the congregation, or when 
they come near unto the altar to minister in the holy place; 
that they bear not iniquity, and die: it shall be a statute for 
ever unto him and his seed after him. 
29:1 And this is the thing that thou shalt do unto them to 
hallow them, to minister unto me in the priest's office: Take 
one young bullock, and two rams without blemish, 
29:2 And unleavened bread, and cakes unleavened tempered 
with oil, and wafers unleavened anointed with oil: of wheaten 
flour shalt thou make them. 

2 9 : 3 A nd thou shalt put them into one basket, and bring them 
in the basket, with the bullock and the two rams. 
29:4 And Aaron and his sons thou shalt bring unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, and shalt wash them 
with water 

29:5 And thou shalt take the garments, and put upon Aaron 
the coat, and the robe of the ephod, and the ephod, and the 
breastplate, and gird him with the curious girdle of the ephod: 
29:6 A nd thou shalt put the mitre upon his head, and put the 
holy crown upon the mitre. 

29:7 Then shalt thou take the anointing oil, and pour it upon 
his head, and anoint him. 

29:8 And thou shalt bring his sons, and put coats upon them. 
29:9 And thou shalt gird them with girdles, Aaron and his 
sons, and put the bonnets on them: and the priest's office 
shall be theirs for a perpetual statute: and thou shalt conse- 
crate Aaron and his sons. 

29:10 And thou shalt cause a bullock to be brought before 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and Aaron and his sons 
shall put their hands upon the head of the bullock. 
29:11 And thou shalt kill the bullock before the LORD, by 
the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 



29:12 And thou shalt take of the blood of the bullock, and 
put it upon the horns of the altar with thy finger, and pour all 
the blood beside the bottom of the altar 
29:13 And thou shalt take all the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and the caul that is above the liver, and the two kid- 
neys, and the fat that is upon them, and bum them upon the 
altar 

29: 14 But the flesh of the bullock, and his skin, and his dung, 
shalt thou bum with fire without the camp: it is a sin offer- 
ing. 

29:15 Thou shalt also take one ram; and Aaron and his sons 
shall put their hands upon the head of the ram. 
29:16 And thou shalt slay the ram, and thou shalt take his 
blood, and sprinkle it round about upon the altar 
29:17 And thou shalt cut the ram in pieces, and wash the 
inwards of him, and his legs, and put them unto his pieces, 
and unto his head. 

29: 18 And thou shalt bum the whole ram upon the altar: it is 
a bumt offering unto the LORD: it is a sweet savour, an of- 
fering made by fire unto the LORD. 
29:19 And thou shalt take the other ram; and Aaron and his 
sons shall put their hands upon the head of the ram. 
29:20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, and take of his blood, 
and put it upon the tip of the right ear of A aron, and upon the 
tip of the right ear of his sons, and upon the thumb of their 
right hand, and upon the great toe of their right foot, and 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar round about. 
29:21 And thou shalt take of the blood that is upon the altar, 
and of the anointing oil, and sprinkle it upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, and upon the gar- 
ments of his sons with him: and he shall be hallowed, and 
his garments, and his sons, and his sons' garments with him. 
29:22 Also thou shalt take of the ram the fat and the rump, 
and the fat that covereth the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, and 
the right shoulder; for it is a ram of consecration: 
29:23 And one loaf of bread, and one cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer out of the basket of the unleavened bread that 
is before the LORD: 

29:24 And thou shalt put all in the hands of Aaron, and in the 
hands of his sons; and shalt wave them for a wave offering 
before the LORD. 

29:25 And thou shalt receive them of their hands, and bum 
them upon the altar for a bumt offering, for a sweet savour 
before the LORD: it is an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD. 

29:26 And thou shalt take the breast of the ram of Aaron's 
consecration, and wave it for a wave offering before the 
LORD: and it shall be thy part. 

29:27 And thou shalt sanctify the breast of the wave offer- 
ing, and the shoulder of the heave offering, which is waved, 
and which is heaved up, of the ram of the consecration, even 
of that which is for Aaron, and of that which is for his sons: 
29:28 And it shall be Aaron's and his sons' by a statute for 
ever from the children of Israel: for it is an heave offering: 
and it shall be an heave offering from the children of Israel 
of the sacrifice of their peace offerings, even their heave of- 
fering unto the LORD. 

29:29 And the holy garments of Aaron shall be his sons' after 
him, to be anointed therein, and to be consecrated in them. 
29:30 And that son that is priest in his stead shall put them 
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on seven days, when he cometh into the tabernacle ot the 
congregation to minister in the holy place. 
29:31 And thou shalttake the ram of the consecration, and 
seethe his tlesh in the holy place. 

29:32 And Aaron and his sons shall eat the flesh ot the ram, 
and the bread that is in the basket, by the door ot the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

29:33 And they shall eat those things wherewith the atone- 
ment was made, to consecrate and to sanctify them: but a 
stranger shall not eat thereof, because they are holy. 
29:34 And if ought of the flesh of the consecrations, or of 
the bread, remain unto the morning, then thou shalt bum the 
remainder with fire: it shall not be eaten, because it is holy. 
29:35 And thus shalt thou do unto Aaron, and to his sons, 
according to all things which I have commanded thee: seven 
days shalt thou consecrate them. 

29:36 And thou shalt offer every day a bullock for a sin of- 
fering for atonement: and thou shalt cleanse the altar, when 
thou hast made an atonement for it, and thou shalt anoint it, 
to sanctify it. 

29:37 Seven days thou shalt make an atonement forthe altar, 
and sanctify it; and it shall be an altar most holy: whatsoever 
toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

29:38 Now this is that which thou shalt offer upon the altar; 
two lambs of the first year day by day continually. 
29:39 The one lamb thou shalt offer in the morning; and the 
other lamb thou shalt offer at even: 
29:40 And with the one lamb a tenth deal of flour mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of beaten oil; and the fourth 
part of an hin of wine for a drink offering. 
29:41 And the other lamb thou shalt offer at even, and shalt 
do thereto according to the meat offering of the morning, 
and according to the drink offering thereof, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the LORD . 
29:42 This shall be a continual burnt offering throughout 
your generations at the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation before the LORD: where I will meet you, to speak 
there unto thee. 

29:43 And there I will meet with the children of Israel, and 
the tabernacle shall be sanctified by my gloiy. 
29:44 A nd I will sanctify the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and the altar: I will sanctify also both Aaron and his sons, to 
minister to me in the priest's office. 
29:45 And I will dwell among the children of Israel, and will 
be their God. 

29:46 And they shall know that I am the LORD their God, 
that brought them forth out of the land of Egypt that I may 
dwell among them: I am the LORD their God. 
30:1 And thou shalt make an altar to bum incense upon: of 
shittim wood shalt thou make it. 

30:2 A cubit shall be the length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof; foursquare shall it be: and two cubits shall be the 
height thereof: the homs thereof shall be of the same. 
30:3 And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, the top thereof, 
and the sides thereof round about, and the homs thereof; and 
thou shalt make unto it a crown of gold round about. 
30:4 And two golden rings shalt thou make to it under the 
crown of it, by the two comers thereof, upon the two sides of 
it shalt thou make it; and they shall be for places for the 
staves to bear it withal. 

30:5 And thou shalt make the staves of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with gold. 



30:6 A nd thou shalt put it before the vail that is by the ark of 
the testimony, before the mercy seat that is over the testi- 
mony, where I will meet with thee. 
30:7 And Aaron shall bum thereon sweet incense every morn- 
ing: when he dresseth the lamps, he shall bum incense upon 
it. 

30:8 And when Aaron lighteth the lamps at even, he shall 
bum incense upon it, a perpetual incense before the LORD 
throughout your generations. 

30: 9 Ye shall offer no strange incense thereon, nor bumt sac- 
rifice, nor meat offering; neither shall ye pour drink offering 
thereon. 

30:10AndAaron shall make an atonement upon the homs of 
it once in a year with the blood of the sin offering of atone- 
ments: once in the year shall he make atonement upon it 
throughout your generations: it is most holy unto the L RD . 
30:11 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
30:12 When thou takest the sum of the children of Israel 
after their number, then shall they give every man a ransom 
for his soul unto the LORD, when thou numberest them; 
that there be no plague among them, when thou numberest 
them. 

30:13 This they shall give, every one that passeth among 
them that are numbered, half a shekel after the shekel of the 
sanctuary: (a shekel is twenty gerahs:) an half shekel shall 
be the offering of the LORD . 

30:14 Every one that passeth among them that are numbered, 
from twenty years old and above, shall give an offering unto 
the LORD. 

30:15 The rich shall not give more, and the poor shall not 
give less than half a shekel, when they give an offering unto 
the LORD, to make an atonement for your souls. 
30:16 And thou shalt take the atonement money of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and shalt appoint it for the service of the tab- 
emacle of the congregation; that it may be a memorial unto 
the children of Israel before the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment for your souls. 

30:17 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
30:18 Thou shalt also make a laver of brass, and his foot also 
of brass, to wash withal: and thou shalt put it between the 
tabemacle of the congregation and the altar, and thou shalt 
put water therein. 

30:19 For Aaron and his sons shall wash their hands and 
their feet thereat: 

30:20 When they go into the tabemacle of the congregation, 
they shall wash with water, that they die not; or when they 
come near to the altar to minister, to bum offering made by 
fire unto the LORD: 

30:2 1 So they shall wash their hands and their feet, that they 
die not: and it shall be a statute for ever to them, even to him 
and to his seed throughout their generations. 
30:22 Moreover the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
30:23 Take thou also unto thee principal spices, of pure myrrh 
five hundred shekels, and of sweet cinnamon half so much, 
even two hundred and fifty shekels, and of sweet calamus 
two hundred and fifty shekels, 

30:24 And of cassia five hundred shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary, and of oil olive an hin: 
30:25 And thou shalt make it an oil of holy ointment, an 
ointment compound after the art of the apothecary: it shall 
be an holy anointing oil. 
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30:26 And thou shalt anoint tlie tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion therewith, and the arlc of the testimony, 
30:27 And the table and all his vessels, and the candlestick 
and his vessels, and the altar of incense, 
30:28 And the altarof burnt offering with all his vessels, and 
the laver and his foot. 

30:29 And thou shalt sanctify them, that they may be most 
holy: whatsoever toucheth them shall be holy. 
30:30 And thou shalt anoint Aaron and his sons, and conse- 
crate them, that they may minister unto me in the priest's 
office. 

30:31 And thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing. This shall be an holy anointing oil unto me throughout 
your generations. 

30:32 Upon man's flesh shall it not be poured, neither shall 
ye make any other like it, after the composition of it: it is 
holy, and it shall be holy unto you. 

30:33 Whosoever compoundeth any like it, or whosoever 
putteth any of it upon a stranger, shall even be cut off from 
his people. 

30:34 And the LORD said unto Moses, Take unto thee sweet 
spices, stacte, and onycha, and galbanum; these sweet spices 
with pure frankincense: of each shall there be a like weight: 
30:35 And thou shalt make it a perfume, a confection after 
the art of the apothecary, tempered together, pure and holy: 
30:36 And thou shalt beat some of it very small, and put of it 
before the testimony in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
where I will meet with thee: it shall be unto you most holy. 
30:37 And as forthe perfume which thou shalt make, ye shall 
not make to yourselves according to the composition thereof: 
it shall be unto thee holy forthe LORD. 
30:38 Whosoever shall make like unto that, to smell thereto, 
shall even be cut off from his people. 
31:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
31:2 See, I have called by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah: 

31:3AndI havefilledhim with the spirit of God, in wisdom, 
and in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship, 

31:4 To devise cunning works, to work in gold, and in silver, 
and in brass, 

31:5 And in cutting of stones, to set them, and in carving of 
timber, to work in all manner of workmanship. 
31:6 And I, behold, I have given with him Aholiab, the son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan: and in the hearts of all 
that are wise hearted I have put wisdom, that they may make 
all that I have commanded thee; 

31:7 The tabernacle of the congregation, and the ark of the 
testimony, and the mercy seat that is thereupon, and all the 
furniture of the tabernacle, 

31:8 And the table and his furniture, and the pure candle- 
stick with all his furniture, and the altar of incense, 
31:9 And the altar of burnt offering with all his furniture, 
and the laver and his foot, 

31:10 And the cloths of service, and the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of his sons, to minister in 
the priest's office, 

31:11 And the anointing oil, and sweet incense for the holy 
place: according to all that I have commanded thee shall they 
do. 

31:12 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
31:13 Speak thou also unto the children of Israel, saying. 



Verily my sabbaths ye shall keep: for it is a sign between me 
and you throughout your generations; that ye may know that 
I am the LORD that doth sanctify you. 
31: 14 Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore; for it is holy unto 
you: every one that defileth it shall surely be put to death: 
for whosoever doeth any work therein, that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

31:15 Six days may work be done; but in the seventh is the 
sabbath of rest, holy to the LORD : whosoever doeth any work 
in the sabbath day, he shall surely be put to death. 
31:16 Wherefore the children of Israel shall keep the sab- 
bath, to observe the sabbath throughout their generations, 
for a perpetual covenant. 

31:17 It is a sign between me and the children of Israel for 
ever: for in six days the LORD made heaven and earth, and 
on the seventh day he rested, and was refreshed. 
31: 18 And he gave unto Moses, when he had made an end of 
communing with him upon mount Sinai, two tables of testi- 
mony, tables of stone, written with the finger of God. 
32:1 And when the people saw that Moses delayed to come 
down out of the mount, the people gathered themselves to- 
gether unto Aaron, and said unto him. Up, make us gods, 
which shall go before us; for as for this M oses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is 
become of him. 

32:2 And Aaron said unto them. Break off the golden ear- 
rings, which are in the ears of your wives, of your sons, and 
of your daughters, and bring them unto me. 
32:3 And all the people brake off the golden earrings which 
were in their ears, and brought them unto Aaron. 
32:4 And he received them at their hand, and fashioned it 
with a graving tool, after he had made it a molten calf: and 
they said. These be thy gods, Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

32:5 And when Aaron saw it, he built an altar before it; and 
Aaron made proclamation, and said. To morrow is a feast to 
the LORD. 

32:6 And they rose up early on the morrow, and offered burnt 
offerings, and brought peace offerings; and the people sat 
down to eat and to drink, and rose up to play. 
32:7And the LORD said unto Moses, Go, get thee down; for 
thy people, which thou broughtest out of the land of Egypt, 
have corrupted themselves: 

32:8 They have turned aside quickly out of the way which I 
commanded them: they have made them a molten calf, and 
have worshipped it, and have sacrificed thereunto, and said. 
These be thy gods, Israel, which have brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. 

32:9AndtheLORD said unto Moses, I have seen this people, 
and, behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 
32:10 Now therefore let me alone, that my wrath may wax 
hot against them, and that I may consume them: and I will 
make of thee a great nation. 

32:11 And Moses besought the LORD his God, and said, 
LORD, why doth thy wrath wax hot against thy people, which 
thou hast brought forth out of the land of Egypt with great 
power, and with a mighty hand? 

32:12 Wherefore should the Egyptians speak, and say. For 
mischief did he bring them out, to slay them in the moun- 
tains, and to consume them from the face of the earth? Turn 
from thy fierce wrath, and repent of this evil against thy 
people. 
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32:13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, thy servants, 
to whom thou swarest by thine own self, and saidst unto 
them, I will multiply your seed as the stars of heaven, and all 
this land that I have spoken of will I give unto your seed, and 
they shall inherit it for ever 

32:14 And the LORD repented of the evil which he thought 
to do unto his people. 

32:15 And Moses turned, and went down from the mount, 
and the two tables of the testimony were in his hand: the 
tables were written on both their sides; on the one side and 
on the other were they written. 

32:16 And the tables were the work of God, and the writing 
was the writing of God, graven upon the tables. 
32:17 And when Joshua heard tie noise of the people as 
they shouted, he said unto Moses, There is a noise of war in 
the camp. 

32:18 And he said. It is not the voice of them that shout for 
mastery, neither is it the voice of them that ciy for being 
overcome: but the noise of them that sing do I hear 
32:19 And it came to pass, as soon as he came nigh unto the 
camp, that he saw the calf, and the dancing: and Moses' an- 
ger waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of his hands, and 
brake them beneath the mount. 

32:20 And he took the calf which they had made, and burnt 
it in the fire, and ground it to powder, and strawed it upon 
the water, and made the children of Israel drink of it. 
32 :2 1 A nd M OSes said unto A aron, W hat did this people unto 
thee, that thou hast brought so great a sin upon them? 
32:22 AndAaron said, L et not the anger of my lord wax hot: 
thou knowest the people, that they are set on mischief. 
32:23 For they said unto me. Make us gods, which shall go 
before us: for as for this Moses, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become of him. 
32:24 And I said unto them. Whosoever hath any gold, let 
them break it off. So they gave it me: then I cast it into the 
fire, and there came out this calf. 

32:25 And when Moses saw that the people were naked; (for 
Aaron had made them naked unto their shame among their 
enemies:) 

32:26 Then Moses stood in the gate of the camp, and said. 
Who is on the LORD 'S side? let him come unto me. And all 
the sons of Levi gathered themselves together unto him. 
32:27 And he said unto them. Thus saith the LORD God of 
Israel, Put every man his sword by his side, and go in and 
out from gate to gate throughout the camp, and slay every 
man his brother, and every man his companion, and every 
man his neighbour 

32:28 And the children of Levi did according to the word of 
M OSes: and there fell of the people that day about three thou- 
sand men. 

32:29 For Moses had said. Consecrate yourselves to day to 
the LORD, even every man upon his son, and upon his 
brother; that he may bestow upon you a blessing this day. 
32:30 And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said 
unto the people. Ye have sinned a great sin: and now I will 
go up unto the LORD; peradventure I shall make an atone- 
ment for your sin. 

32:31 And Moses returned unto the LORD, and said. Oh, 
this people have sinned a great sin, and have made them gods 
of gold. 
32 : 32 Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their sin- - ; and if not, blot 



me, I pray thee, out of thy book which thou hast written. 
32:33 And the LORD said unto Moses, Whosoever hath 
sinned against me, him will I blot out of my book. 
32:34 Therefore now go, lead the people unto the place of 
which I have spoken unto thee: behold, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless in the day when I visit I will visit 
their sin upon them. 

32:35 And the LORD plagued the people, because they made 
the calf, which A aron made. 

33:1 And the LORD said unto Moses, Depart, and go up 
hence, thou and the people which thou hast brought up out 
of the land of Egypt, unto the land which I sware unto 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, saying. Unto thy seed will 
I give it: 

33:2 And I will send an angel before thee; and I will drive 
out the Canaanite, the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the 
Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite: 
33:3 Unto a land flowing with milk and honey: fori will not 
go up in the midst of thee; for thou art a stiffnecked people: 
lest I consume thee in the way. 

33:4 And when the people heard these evil tidings, they 
mourned: and no man did put on him his ornaments. 
33:5 Forthe LORD had said unto Moses, Say unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Ye are a stiffnecked people: I will come up 
into the midst of thee in a moment, and consume thee: there- 
fore now put off thy ornaments from thee, that I may know 
what to do unto thee. 

33:6 And the children of Israel stripped themselves of their 
ornaments by the mount Horeb. 

33:7 And Moses took the tabernacle, and pitched it without 
the camp, afar off from the camp, and called it the Taber- 
nacle of the congregation. And it came to pass, that every 
one which sought the L RD went out unto tlie tabernacle of 
the congregation, which was without the camp. 
33:8 And it came to pass, when Moses went out unto the 
tabernacle, that all the people rose up, and stood every man 
at his tent door, and looked after Moses, until he was gone 
into the tabernacle. 

33:9 And it came to pass, as Moses entered into the taber- 
nacle, the cloudy pillar descended, and stood at the door of 
the tabernacle, and the LORD talked with Moses. 
33:10 And all the people saw the cloudy pillar stand at the 
tabernacle door: and all the people rose up and worshipped, 
every man in his tent door 

33:11 And the LORD spake unto Moses face to face, as a 
man speaketh unto his friend. A nd he turned again into the 
camp: but his servant Joshua, the son of Nun, a young man, 
departed not out of the tabernacle. 

33: 12 And Moses said unto the LORD, See, thou sayest unto 
me. Bring up this people: and thou hast not let me know 
whom thou wilt send with me. Yet thou hast said, I know 
thee by name, and thou hast also found grace in my sight 
33:13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I have found grace in thy 
sight, shew me now thy way, that I may know thee, that I 
may find grace in thy sight: and consider that this nation is 
thy people. 

33:14 And he said. My presence shall go with thee, and I 
will give thee rest. 

33: 15 A nd he said unto him. If thy presence go not with me, 
cany us not up hence. 
33:16 For wherein shall it be known here that I and thy people 
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have found grace in tliy sight? is it not in that thou goest 
with us? so shall we be separated, I and thy people, from all 
the people that are upon the face of the earth. 
33:17 And the LORD said unto Moses, I will do this thing 
also that thou hast spoken: for thou hast found grace in my 
sight, and I know thee by name. 
33:18 And he said, I beseech thee, shew me thy gloiy. 
33:19 And he said, I will make all my goodness pass before 
thee, and I will proclaim the name of the LORD before thee; 
and will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and will 
shew mercy on whom I will shew mercy. 
33:20 And he said. Thou canst not see my face: for there 
shall no man see me, and live. 

33:21 And the LORD said. Behold, there is a place by me, 
and thou shalt stand upon a rock: 

33:22 And it shall come to pass, while my gloiy passeth by, 
that I will put thee in a clift of the rock, and will cover thee 
with my hand while I pass by: 

33:23 And I will take away mine hand, and thou shalt see my 
back parts: but my face shall not be seen. 
34:1 And the LORD said unto Moses, Hew thee two tables 
of stone like unto the first: and I will write upon these tables 
the words that were in the first tables, which thou brakest 
34:2 And be ready in the morning, and come up in the morn- 
ing unto mount Sinai, and present thyself there to me in the 
top of the mount. 

34:3 And no man shall come up with thee, neither let any 
man be seen throughout all the mount; neither let the flocks 
nor herds feed before that mount. 

34:4 And he hewed two tables of stone like unto the first; 
and Moses rose up early in the morning, and went up unto 
mount Sinai, as the LORD had commanded him, and took in 
his hand the two tables of stone. 

34:5 And the LORD descended in the cloud, and stood with 
him there, and proclaimed the name of the LORD . 
34:6 And the LORD passed by before him, and proclaimed. 
The LORD, The LORD God, merciful and gracious, 
longsuffering, and abundant in goodness and truth, 
34:7 Keeping mercy for thousands, forgiving iniquity and 
transgression and sin, and that will by no means clear the 
guilty; visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children, 
and upon the children's children, unto the third and to the 
fourth generation. 

34:8 And Moses made haste, and bowed his head toward the 
earth, and worshipped. 

34:9 And he said. If now I have found grace in thy sight, 
Lord, let my Lord, I pray thee, go among us; tor it is a 
stiff necked people; and pardon our iniquity and our sin, and 
take us for thine inheritance. 

34:10Andhesaid, Behold, I make a covenant: before all thy 
people I will do marvels, such as have not been done in all 
the earth, nor in any nation: and all the people among which 
thou art shall see tie work of the LORD: for it is a terrible 
thing that I will do with thee. 

34:11 Observe thou that which I command thee this day: 
behold, I drive out before thee the A morite, and the Canaanite, 
and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Hivite, and the 
Jebusite. 

34:12 Take heed to thyself, lest thou make a covenant with 
the inhabitants of the land whither thou goest, lest it be for a 
snare in the midst of thee: 



34:13 But ye shall destroy their altars, break their images, 
and cut down their groves: 

34:14 For thou shalt worship no other god: for the LORD, 
whose name is Jealous, is ajealous God: 
34:15 Lest thou make a covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land, and they go a whoring after their gods, and do sacrifice 
unto their gods, and one call thee, and thou eat of his sacri- 
fice; 

34:16 And thou take of their daughters unto thy sons, and 
their daughters go a whoring after their gods, and make thy 
sons go a whoring after their gods. 
34:17 Thou shalt make thee no molten gods. 
34:18 The feast of unleavened bread shalt thou keep. Seven 
days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, as I commanded thee, 
in the time of the month A bib: for in the month A bib thou 
camest out from Egypt. 

34: 19 A 11 that openeth the matrix is mine; and every firstling 
among thy cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is male. 
34:20 But the firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a 
lamb: and if thou redeem him not, then shalt thou break his 
neck. All the firstborn of thy sons thou shalt redeem. And 
none shall appear before me empty. 
34:21 Six days thou shalt work, but on the seventh day thou 
shalt rest: in earing time and in harvest thou shalt rest. 
34:22 And thou shalt observe the feast of weeks, of the 
firstfruits of wheat harvest, and the feast of ingathering at 
the year's end. 

34:23 Thrice in the year shall all your men children appear 
before the Lord GOD, the God of Israel. 
34:24 For I will cast out the nations before thee, and enlarge 
thy borders: neither shall any man desire thy land, when thou 
shalt go up to appear before the L RD thy G od thrice in the 
year 

34:25 Thou shalt not offer the blood of my sacrifice with 
leaven; neither shall the sacrifice of the feast of the passover 
be left unto the morning. 

34:26 The first of the firstfruits of thy land thou shalt bring 
unto the house of the LORD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe 
a kid in his mother's milk. 

34:27 And the LORD said unto Moses, Write thou these 
words: for after the tenor of these words I have made a cov- 
enant with thee and with Israel. 

34:28 And he was there with the LORD forty days and forty 
nights; he did neither eat bread, nor drink water A nd he wrote 
upon the tables the words of the covenant, the ten command- 
ments. 

34:29 And it came to pass, when Moses came down from 
mount Sinai with the two tables of testimony in M oses' hand, 
when he came down from the mount, that Moses wist not 
that the skin of his face shone while he talked with him. 
34:30 And when Aaron and all the children of Israel saw 
Moses, behold, the skin of his face shone; and they were 
afraid to come nigh him. 

34:31 And Moses called unto them; and Aaron and all the 
rulers of the congregation returned unto him: and Moses 
talked with them. 

34:32 And afterward all the children of Israel came nigh: 
and he gave them in commandment all that the LORD had 
spoken with him in mount Sinai. 

34: 33 A nd till M oses had done speaking with them, he put a 
vail on his face. 
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34:34 But when Moses went in before the LORD to speak 
with him, he took the vail ott, until he came out. And he 
came out, and spake unto the children ot Israel that which he 
was commanded. 

34:35 And the children ot Israel saw the face of Moses, that 
the skin of Moses' face shone: and Moses put the vail upon 
his face again, until he went in to speak with him. 
35:1 And Moses gathered all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel together, and said unto them. These are the 
words which the LORD hath commanded, that ye should do 
them. 

35:2 Six days shall work be done, but on the seventh day 
there shall be to you an holy day, a sabbath of rest to the 
LORD : whosoever doeth work therein shall be put to death. 
35:3 Ye shall kindle no fire throughout your habitations upon 
the sabbath day. 

35:4 And Moses spake unto all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying. This is the thing which the LORD 
commanded, saying, 

35:5 Take ye from among you an offering unto the LORD: 
whosoever is of a willing heart, let him bring it, an offering 
of the LORD; gold, and silver, and brass, 
35:6 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen, and 
goats' hair, 

35:7And rams' skins dyed red, and badgers' skins, and shittim 
wood, 

35:8 And oil for the light, and spices for anointing oil, and 
for the sweet incense, 

35:9 And onyx stones, and stones to be set for the ephod, 
and for the breastplate. 

35:10 And every wise hearted among you shall come, and 
make all that the LORD hath commanded; 
35:11 The tabernacle, his tent, and his covering, his taches, 
and his boards, his bars, his pillars, and his sockets, 
35:12 The ark, and the staves thereof, with the mercy seat, 
and the vail of the covering, 

35:13 The table, and his staves, and all his vessels, and the 
shewbread, 

35:14 The candlestick also for the light, and his furniture, 
and his lamps, with the oil for the light, 
35:15 And the incense altar, and his staves, and the anoint- 
ing oil, and the sweet incense, and the hanging for the door 
at the entering in of the tabernacle, 
35:16 The altar of burnt offering, with his brasen grate, his 
staves, and all his vessels, the laver and his foot, 
35:17 The hangings of the court, his pillars, and their sock- 
ets, and the hanging for the door of the court, 
35:18 The pins of the tabernacle, and the pins of the court, 
and their cords, 

35:19 The cloths of service, to do service in the holy place, 
the holy garments for Aaron the priest, and the garments of 
his sons, to minister in the priest's office. 
35:20 And all the congregation of the children of Israel de- 
parted from the presence of Moses. 
35:21 And they came, every one whose heart stirred him up, 
and every one whom his spirit made willing, and they brought 
the LORD'S offering to the work of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for all his service, and for the holy gar- 
ments. 

35:22 A nd they came, both men and women, as many as were 
willing hearted, and brought bracelets, and earrings, and 



rings, and tablets, all jewels of gold: and every man that of- 
fered offered an offering of gold unto the LORD . 
35:23 And every man, with whom was found blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine linen, and goats' hair, and red skins of 
rams, and badgers' skins, brought them. 
35:24 Every one that did offer an offering of silver and brass 
brought the LORD'S offering: and every man, with whom 
was found shittim wood for any work of the service, brought 
it. 

35:25 And all the women that were wise hearted did spin 
with their hands, and brought that which they had spun, both 
of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, and of fine linen. 
35:26 And all the women whose heart stirred them up in 
wisdom spun goats' hair 

35:27 And the rulers brought onyx stones, and stones to be 
set, for the ephod, and for the breastplate; 
35:28 And spice, and oil for the light, and for the anointing 
oil, and for the sweet incense. 

35:29 The children of Israel brought a willing offering unto 
the LORD, every man and woman, whose heart made them 
willing to bring for all manner of work, which the LORD 
had commanded to be made by the hand of Moses. 
35:30 And Moses said unto the children of Israel, See, the 
LORD hath called by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son 
of Hur, of the tribe of Judah; 

35:31 And he hath filled him with the spirit of God, in wis- 
dom, in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship; 

35:32 And to devise curious works, to work in gold, and in 
silver, and in brass, 

35:33 A nd in the cutting of stones, to set them, and in carv- 
ing of wood, to make any manner of cunning work. 
35:34 And he hath put in his heart that he may teach, both 
he, and Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 
35:35 Them hath he filled with wisdom of heart, to work all 
manner of work, of the engraver, and of the cunning work- 
man, and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in purple, in scar- 
let and in fine linen, and of the weaver, even of tiiem that do 
any work, and of those that devise cunning work. 
36:1 Then wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise 
hearted man, in whom the LORD put wisdom and under- 
standing to know how to work all manner of work for the 
service of the sanctuary, according to all that the LORD had 
commanded. 

36:2 And Moses called B ezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise 
hearted man, in whose heart the L RD had put wisdom, even 
every one whose heart stirred him up to come unto the work 
to do it: 

36:3 And they received of Moses all the offering, which the 
children of Israel had brought for the work of the service of 
the sanctuary, to make it withal. And they brought yet unto 
him free offerings every morning. 

36:4 And all the wise men, that wrought all the work of the 
sanctuary, came every man from his work which they made; 
36:5 And they spake unto Moses, saying. The people bring 
much more than enough for the service of the work, which 
the LORD commanded to make. 

36:6 And Moses gave commandment and they caused it to 
be proclaimed throughout the camp, saying. Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for the offering of the sanc- 
tuary. So the people were restrained from bringing. 
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36:7 For the stuff they had was sufficient for all the work to 
make it, and too much. 

36:8 A nd every wise hearted man among them that wrought 
the work of the tabernacle made ten curtains of fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: with cherubims of 
cunning work made he them. 

36:9 The length of one curtain was twenty and eight cubits, 
and the breadth of one curtain four cubits: the curtains were 
all of one size. 

36:10 And he coupled the five curtains one unto another: 
and the other five curtains he coupled one unto another 
36:11 And he made loops of blue on the edge of one curtain 
from the selvedge in the coupling: likewise he made in the 
uttermost side of another curtain, in the coupling of the sec- 
ond. 

36:12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, and fifty loops 
made he in the edge of the curtain which was in the coupling 
of the second: the loops held one curtain to another 
36:13 And he made fifty taches of gold, and coupled the 
curtains one unto another with the taches: so it became one 
tabernacle. 

36:14 And he made curtains of goats' hair for the tent over 
the tabernacle: eleven curtains he made them. 
36:15 The length of one curtain was thirty cubits, and four 
cubits was the breadth of one curtain: the eleven curtains 
were of one size. 

36:16 And he coupled five curtains by themselves, and six 
curtains by themselves. 

36:17 And he made fifty loops upon the uttermost edge of 
the curtain in the coupling, and fifty loops made he upon the 
edge of the curtain which coupleth the second. 
36:18 And he made fifty taches of brass to couple the tent 
together, that it might be one. 

36:19 And he made a covering for the tent of rams' skins 
dyed red, and a covering of badgers' skins above that 
36:20 And he made boards forthe tabernacle of shittim wood, 
standing up. 

36:21 The length of a board was ten cubits, and the breadth 
of a board one cubit and a half. 

36:22 One board had two tenons, equally distant one from 
another: thus did he make for all the boards of the taber- 
nacle. 

36:23 And he made boards forthe tabernacle; twenty boards 
for the south side southward: 

36:24 And forty sockets of silver he made under the twenty 
boards; two sockets under one board for his two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for his two tenons. 
36:25 And for the other side of the tabernacle, which is to- 
ward the north comer, he made twenty boards, 
36:26 And their forty sockets of silver; two sockets under 
one board, and two sockets under another board. 
36:27 And forthe sides of the tabernacle westward he made 
six boards. 

36:28 And two boards made he for the comers of the taber- 
nacle in the two sides. 

36:29 And they were coupled beneath, and coupled together 
at the head thereof, to one ring: thus he did to both of them 
in both the comers. 

36:30 And there were eight boards; and their sockets were 
sixteen sockets of silver, under every board two sockets. 
36:31 And he made bars of shittim wood; five forthe boards 



of the one side of the tabemacle, 

36:32 And five bars for the boards of the other side of the 
tabemacle, and five bars for the boards of the tabemacle for 
the sides westward. 

36: 33 A nd he made the middle bar to shoot through the boards 
from the one end to the other 

36:34 And he overlaid the boards with gold, and made their 
rings of gold to be places for the bars, and overlaid the bars 
with gold. 

36:35 And he made a vail of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen: with chembims made he it of cunning 
work. 

36:36 And he made thereunto four pillars of shittim wood, 
and overlaid them with gold: their hooks were of gold; and 
he cast for them four sockets of silver 
36:37 And he made an hanging for the tabemacle door of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, of needle- 
work; 

36:38 And the five pillars of it with their hooks: and he over- 
laid their chapiters and their fillets with gold: but their five 
sockets were of brass. 

37:1 And Bezaleel madethearkof shittim wood: two cubits 
and a half was the length of it, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth of it, and a cubit and a half the height of it: 
37:2 And he overlaid it with pure gold within and without, 
and made a crown of gold to it round about. 
37:3 And he cast for it four rings of gold, to be set by the 
four comers of it; even two rings upon the one side of it, and 
two rings upon the other side of it. 
37:4 And he made staves of shittim wood, and overlaid them 
with gold. 

37:5 And he put the staves into the rings by the sides of the 
ark, to bear the ark. 

37:6 And he made the mercy seat of pure gold: two cubits 
and a half was the length thereof, and one cubit and a half 
the breadth thereof. 

37: 7 A nd he made two chembims of gold, beaten out of one 
piece made he them, on the two ends of the mercy seat; 
37: 8 ne chemb on the end on this side, and another chemb 
on the other end on that side: out of the mercy seat made he 
the chembims on the two ends thereof. 
37:9 And the chembims spread out their wings on high, and 
covered with their wings over the mercy seat, with their faces 
one to another; even to the mercy seatward were the faces of 
the chembims. 

37:10 And he made the table of shittim wood: two cubits 
was the length thereof, and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof: 

37: 1 1 A nd he overlaid it with pure gold, and made thereunto 
a crown of gold round about. 

37:12 Also he made thereunto a border of an handbreadth 
round about; and made a crown of gold forthe border thereof 
round about. 

37:13And he cast for it four rings of gold, and putthe rings 
upon the four comers that were in the four feet thereof. 
37: 14 Over against the border were the rings, the places for 
the staves to bear the table. 

37: 15 A nd he made the staves of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with gold, to bear the table. 

37:16 And he made the vessels which were upon the table, 
his dishes, and his spoons, and his bowls, and his covers to 
cover withal, of pure gold. 
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37:17 And he made the candlestick of pure gold: of beaten 
work made he the candlestick; his shaft, and his branch, his 
bowls, his knops, and his flowers, were of the same: 
37:18And six branches going outof the sides thereof; three 
branches of the candlestick out of the one side thereof, and 
three branches of the candlestick out of the other side thereof: 
37:19 Three bowls made after the fashion of almonds in one 
branch, a knop and a flower; and three bowls made like al- 
monds in another branch, a knop and a flower: so through- 
out the six branches going out of the candlestick. 
37:20 And in the candlestick were four bowls made like al- 
monds, his knops, and his flowers: 

37:21 And a knop under two branches of the same, and a 
knop under two branches of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, according to the six branches going 
out of it. 

37:22 Their knops and their branches were of the same: all 
of it was one beaten work of pure gold. 
37:23 And he made his seven lamps, and his snuffers, and 
his snuffdishes, of pure gold. 

37:24 Of a talent of pure gold made he it, and all the vessels 
thereof. 

37:25 And he made the incense altar of shittim wood: the 
length of it was a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; it was 
foursquare; and two cubits was the height of it; the horns 
thereof were of the same. 

37:26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, both the top of it, 
and the sides thereof round about, and the horns of it: also 
he made unto it a crown of gold round about. 
37:27 A nd he made two rings of gold for it under the crown 
thereof, by the two comers of it, upon the two sides thereof, 
to be places for the staves to bear it withal. 
37:28 And he made the staves of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with gold. 

37:29 And he made the holy anointing oil, and the pure in- 
cense of sweet spices, according to the work of the apoth- 
ecary. 

38: 1 A nd he made the altar of burnt offering of shittim wood: 
five cubits was the length thereof, and five cubits the breadth 
thereof; it was foursquare; and three cubits the height thereof. 
38:2 A nd he made the horns thereof on the four comers of it; 
the homs thereof were of the same: and he overlaid it with 
brass. 

38:3 And he made all the vessels of the altar, the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons, and the fleshhooks, and the 
firepans: all the vessels thereof made he of brass. 
38:4 And he made for the altar a brasen grate of network 
under the compass thereof beneath unto the midst of it. 
38:5 And he cast four rings for the four ends of the grate of 
brass, to be places for the staves. 

38:6 And he made the staves of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with brass. 

38:7 And he put the staves into the rings on the sides of the 
altar, to bear it withal; he made the altar hollow with boards. 
38:8 And he made the laver of brass, and the foot of it of 
brass, of the lookingglasses of the women assembling, which 
assembled at the door of the tabemacle of the congregation. 
38:9 A nd he made the court: on the south side southward the 
hangings of the court were of fine twined linen, an hundred 
cubits: 
38:10 Their pillars were twenty, and their brasen sockets 



twenty; the hooks of the pillars and their fillets were of sil- 
ver 

38:11 And for the north side the hangings were an hundred 
cubits, their pillars were twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty; the hooks of the pillars and their fillets of silver 
38:12 And for the west side were hangings of fifty cubits, 
their pillars ten, and their sockets ten; the hooks of the pil- 
lars and their fillets of silver 
38: 13 And for the east side eastward fifty cubits. 
38:14 The hangings of the one side of the gate were fifteen 
cubits; their pillars three, and their sockets three. 
38:15 And for the other side of the court gate, on this hand 
and that hand, were hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

38:16 All the hangings of the court round about were of fine 
twined linen. 

38: 17 And the sockets for the pillars were of brass; the hooks 
of the pillars and their fillets of silver; and the overlaying of 
their chapiters of silver; and all the pillars of the court were 
filleted with silver 

38:18 And the hanging for the gate of the court was needle- 
work, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen: 
and twenty cubits was the length, and the height in the breadth 
was five cubits, answerable to the hangings of the court. 
38:19And their pillars were four, and their sockets of brass 
four; their hooks of silver, and the overlaying of their chapiters 
and their fillets of silver 

38:20 And all the pins of the tabemacle, and of the court 
round about, were of brass. 

38:21 This is the sum of the tabemacle, even of the taber- 
nacle of testimony, as it was counted, according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, for the service of the Levites, by the 
hand of Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 
38:22 And Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah, made all that the LORD commanded Moses. 
38:23 And with him was Aholiab, son of Ahisamach, of the 
tribe of D an, an engraver, and a cunning workman, and an 
embroiderer in blue, and in purple, and in scarlet, and fine 
linen. 

38:24 All the gold that was occupied for the work in all the 
work of the holy place, even the gold of the offering, was 
twenty and nine talents, and seven hundred and thirty shek- 
els, after the shekel of the sanctuary. 
38:25 A nd the silver of them that were numbered of the con- 
gregation was an hundred talents, and a thousand seven hun- 
dred and threescore and fifteen shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary: 

38:26 A bekah for every man, that is, half a shekel, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary, for every one that went to be num- 
bered, from twenty years old and upward, for six hundred 
thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty men. 
38:27Andofthe hundred talents of silver were cast the sock- 
ets of the sanctuary, and the sockets of the vail; an hundred 
sockets of the hundred talents, a talent for a socket 
38:28 And of the thousand seven hundred seventy and five 
shekels he made hooks for the pillars, and overlaid their 
chapiters, and filleted them. 

38:29 And the brass of the offering was seventy talents, and 
two thousand and four hundred shekels. 
38:30 And therewith he made the sockets to the door of the 
tabemacle of the congregation, and the brasen altar, and the 
brasen grate for it, and all the vessels of the altar. 
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38 : 3 1 A nd the sockets ot the court round about, and the sock- 
ets of the court gate, and all the pins of the tabernacle, and 
all the pins of the court round about. 
39 : 1 A nd of the blue, and purple, and scarlet, they made cloths 
of service, to do service in the holy place, and made the holy 
garments forAaron; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
39:2 And he made the ephod of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

39:3 And they did beat the gold into thin plates, and cut it 
into wires, to work it in the blue, and in the purple, and in 
the scarlet, and in the fine linen, with cunning work. 
39:4 They made shoulderpieces for it, to couple it together: 
by the two edges was it coupled together. 
39:5 And the curious girdle of his ephod, that was upon it, 
was of the same, according to the work thereof; of gold, blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

39:6 And they wrought onyx stones inclosed in ouches of 
gold, graven, as signets are graven, with the names of the 
children of Israel. 

39:7 And he put them on the shoulders of the ephod, that 
they should be stones for a memorial to the children of Is- 
rael; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
39:8 And he made the breastplate of cunning work, like the 
work of the ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen. 

39:9 It was foursquare; they made the breastplate double: a 
span was the length thereof, and a span the breadth thereof, 
being doubled. 

39: 10 And they set in it four rows of stones: the first row was 
a sardius, a topaz, and a carbuncle: this was the first row. 
39:11 And the second row, an emerald, a sapphire, and a 
diamond. 

39:12 And the third row, a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst. 
39:13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an onyx, and a jasper: 
they were inclosed in ouches of gold in their inclosings. 
39:14 And the stones were according to the names of the 
children of Israel, twelve, according to their names, like the 
engravings of a signet, every one with his name, according 
to the twelve tribes. 

39: 15 And they made upon the breastplate chains at the ends, 
of wreathen work of pure gold. 

39: 16 A nd they made two ouches of gold, and two gold rings; 
and put the two rings in the two ends of the breastplate. 
39:17 And they put the two wreathen chains of gold in the 
two rings on the ends of the breastplate. 
39:18 And the two ends of the two wreathen chains they 
fastened in the two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulderpieces of the ephod, before it. 
39:19 And they made two rings of gold, and put them on the 
two ends of the breastplate, upon the border of it, which was 
on the side of the ephod inward. 

39:20 And they made two other golden rings, and put them 
on the two sides of the ephod underneath, toward the forepart 
of it, over against the other coupling thereof, above the curi- 
ous girdle of the ephod. 

39:2 1 A nd they did bind the breastplate by his rings unto the 
rings of the ephod with a lace of blue, that it might be above 
the curious girdle of the ephod, and that the breastplate might 
not be loosed from the ephod; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. 



39:22 A nd he made the robe of the ephod of woven work, all 
of blue. 

39:23 And there was an hole in the midst of the robe, as the 
hole of an habergeon, with a band round about the hole, that 
it should not rend. 

39:24 And they made upon the hems of the robe pomegran- 
ates of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined linen. 
39:25 And they made bells of pure gold, and put the bells 
between the pomegranates upon the hem of the robe, round 
about between the pomegranates; 

39:26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell and a pomegranate, 
round about the hem of the robe to minister in; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

39:27 And they made coats of fine linen of woven work for 
Aaron, and for his sons, 

39:28 And a mitre of fine hnen, and goodly bonnets of fine 
linen, and linen breeches of fine twined linen, 
39:29Andagirdleof fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, of needlework; astheLORD commanded Moses. 
39:30 And they made the plate of the holy crown of pure 
gold, and wrote upon it a writing, like to the engravings of a 
signet, HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 
39:31 And they tied unto it a lace of blue, to fasten it on high 
upon the mitre; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
39:32 Thus was all the work of the tabernacle of the tent of 
the congregation finished: and the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to all that theLORD commanded Moses, so did they. 
39:33 And they brought the tabernacle unto Moses, the tent, 
and all his furniture, his taches, his boards, his bars, and his 
pillars, and his sockets, 

39:34 And the covering of rams' skins dyed red, and the cov- 
ering of badgers' skins, and the vail of the covering, 
39:35 The ark of the testimony, and the staves thereof, and 
the mercy seat, 

39:36 The table, and all the vessels thereof, and the 
shewbread, 

39:37 The pure candlestick, with the lamps thereof, even with 
the lamps to be set in order, and all the vessels thereof, and 
the oil for light, 

39:38 And the golden altar, and the anointing oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the hanging for the tabernacle door, 
39:39 The brasen altar, and his grate of brass, his staves, and 
all his vessels, the laver and his foot, 
39:40 The hangings of the court, his pillars, and his sockets, 
and the hanging for the court gate, his cords, and his pins, 
and all the vessels of the service of the tabernacle, for the 
tent of the congregation, 

39:41 The cloths of service to do service in the holy place, 
and the holy garments forAaron the priest and his sons' 
garments, to minister in the priest's office. 
39:42 According to all that the LORD commanded Moses, 
so the children of Israel made all the work. 
39:43 And Moses did look upon all the work, and, behold, 
they had done it as the LORD had commanded, even so had 
they done it: and Moses blessed them. 
40:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
40:2 On the first day of the first month shalt thou set up the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congregation. 
40 : 3 A nd thou shalt put therein the ark of the testimony, and 
cover the ark with the vail. 
40:4 And thou shalt bring in the table, and set in order the 
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things that are to be set in order upon it; and thou shalt bring 
in the candlestick, and light the lamps thereof. 
40:5 And thou shalt set the altar of gold for the incense be- 
fore the ark of the testimony, and put the hanging of the door 
to the tabernacle. 

40:6 And thou shalt set the altar of the burnt offering before 
the door of the tabernacle of the tent of the congregation. 
40:7 And thou shalt set the laver between the tent of the 
congregation and the altar, and shalt put water therein. 
40:8 And thou shalt set up the court round about, and hang 
up the hanging at the court gate. 

40:9 And thou shalt take the anointing oil, and anoint the 
tabernacle, and all that is therein, and shalt hallow it, and all 
the vessels thereof: and it shall be holy. 
40:10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of the burnt offering, 
and all his vessels, and sanctify the altar: and it shall be an 
altar most holy. 

40:11 And thou shalt anoint the laver and his foot, and sanc- 
tify it. 

40:12 And thou shalt bringAaron and his sons unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, and wash them with 
water 

40 : 1 3 A nd thou shalt put upon A aron the holy garments, and 
anoint him, and sanctify him; that he may minister unto me 
in the priest's office. 

40:14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and clothe them with 
coats: 

40:15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thou didst anoint their 
father, that they may minister unto me in the priest's office: 
for their anointing shall surely be an everlasting priesthood 
throughout their generations. 

40:16 Thus did Moses: according to all that the LORD com- 
manded him, so did he. 

40:17 And it came to pass in the first month in the second 
year, on the first day of the month, that the tabernacle was 
reared up. 

40: 18 And Moses reared up the tabernacle, and fastened his 
sockets, and set up the boards thereof, and put in the bars 
thereof, and reared up his pillars. 

40:19 And he spread abroad the tent over the tabernacle, and 
put the covering of the tent above upon it; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

40:20 And he took and put the testimony into the ark, and set 
the staves on the ark, and put the mercy seat above upon the 
ark: 

40:21 And he brought the ark into the tabernacle, and setup 
the vail of the covering, and covered the ark of the testi- 
mony; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
40:22 And he put the table in the tent of the congregation, 
upon the side of the tabernacle northward, without the vail. 
40:23 A nd he set the bread in order upon it before the L RD ; 
as the LORD had commanded Moses. 
40:24 A nd he put the candlestick in the tent of the congrega- 
tion, over against the table, on the side of the tabernacle south- 
ward. 

40:25 And he lighted the lamps before the LORD; as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

40:26 And he put the golden altar in the tent of the congre- 
gation before the vail: 

40:27 And he burnt sweet incense thereon; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 



40:28 And he set up the hanging at the door of the taber- 
nacle. 

40:29 And he put the altar of burnt offering by the door of 
the tabernacle of the tent of the congregation, and offered 
upon it the burnt offering and the meat offering; as the L RD 
commanded Moses. 

40: 30 A nd he set the laver between the tent of the congrega- 
tion and the altar, and put water there, to wash withal. 
40: 3 1 A nd M OSes and A aron and his sons washed their hands 
and their feet thereat: 

40:32 When they went into the tent of the congregation, and 
when they camenearuntothealtar, they washed; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

40:33 And he reared up the court round about the tabernacle 
and the altar, and set up the hanging of the court gate. So 
Moses finished the work. 

40:34 Then a cloud covered the tent of the congregation, 
and the glory of the LORD filled the tabernacle. 
40:35 And Moses was not able to enter into the tent of the 
congregation, because the cloud abode thereon, and the gloiy 
of the LORD filled the tabernacle. 

40:36 And when the cloud was taken up from over the taber- 
nacle, the children of Israel went onward in all their jour- 
neys: 

40:37 But if the cloud were not taken up, then they jour- 
neyed not till the day that it was taken up. 
40:38 For the cloud of the LORD was upon the tabernacle 
by day, and fire was on it by night, in tie sight of all the 
house of Israel, throughout all their journeys. 



THE THIRD BOOKOF MOSES, CALLED 
LEVITICUS 

1:1 And the LORD called unto Moses, and spake unto him 
out of the tabernacle of the congregation, saying, 
1:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, If 
any man of you bring an offering unto the LORD, ye shall 
bring your offering of the cattle, even of the herd, and of the 
flock. 

1:3 If his offering be a burnt sacrifice of the herd, let him 
offer a male without blemish: he shall offer it of his own 
voluntas will at the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion before the LORD. 

1:4 And he shall put his hand upon the head of the burnt 
offering; and it shall be accepted for him to make atonement 
for him. 

1:5 And he shall kill the bullock before the LORD : and the 
priests, A aron's sons, shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the 
blood round about upon the altar that is by the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

1:6 And he shall flay the burnt offering, and cut it into his 
pieces. 

1:7 And the sons of Aaron the priest shall put fire upon the 
altar, and lay the wood in order upon the fire: 
1 :8 A nd the priests, A aron's sons, shall lay the parts, the head, 
and the fat, in order upon the wood that is on the fire which 
is upon the altar: 

1:9 But his inwards and his legs shall he wash in water: and 
the priest shall bum all on the altar, to be a burnt sacrifice, 
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an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto tlie LORD. 
1 : 1 A nd if liis offering be of the flocks, namely, of the sheep, 
or of the goats, for a burnt sacrifice; he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. 

1:11 And he shall kill it on the side of the altar northward 
before the L RD : and the priests, A aron's sons, shall sprinkle 
his blood round about upon the altar 
1:12 And he shall cut it into his pieces, with his head and his 
fat: and the priest shall lay them in order on the wood that is 
on the fire which is upon the altar: 
1:13 But he shall wash the inwards and the legs with water: 
and the priest shall bring it all, and bum it upon the altar: it 
is a burnt sacrifice, an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the LORD. 

1:14 And if the burnt sacrifice for his offering to the LORD 
be of fowls, then he shall bring his offering of turtledoves, 
or of young pigeons. 

1 : 1 5 A nd the priest shall bring it unto the altar, and wring off 
his head, and bum it on the altar; and the blood thereof shall 
be wmng out at the side of the altar: 
1:16 And he shall pluck away his crop with his feathers, and 
cast it beside the altar on the east part, by the place of the 
ashes: 

1:17 And he shall cleave it with the wings thereof, but shall 
not divide it asunder: and the priest shall bum it upon the 
altar, upon the wood that is upon the fire: it is a bumt sacri- 
fice, an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
LORD. 

2 : 1 A nd when any will offer a meat offering unto the L RD , 
his offering shall be of fine flour; and he shall pour oil upon 
it, and put frankincense thereon: 

2:2 And he shall bring it to Aaron's sons the priests: and he 
shall take thereout his handful of the flour thereof, and of 
the oil thereof, with all the frankincense thereof; and the priest 
shall bum the memorial of it upon the altar, to be an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD : 
2:3 And the remnant of the meat offering shall be Aaron's 
and his sons': it is a thing most holy of the offerings of the 
LORD made by fire. 

2:4 And if thou bring an oblation of a meat offering baken in 
the oven, it shall be unleavened cakes of fine flour mingled 
with oil, or unleavened wafers anointed with oil. 
2:5 And if thy oblation be a meat offering baken in a pan, it 
shall be of fine flour unleavened, mingled with oil. 
2:6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and pour oil thereon: it is a 
meat offering. 

2:7 And if thy oblation be a meat offering baken in the 
fiyingpan, it shall be made of fine flour with oil. 
2:8 And thou shalt bring the meat offering that is made of 
these things unto the LORD : and when it is presented unto 
the priest, he shall bring it unto the altar. 
2:9 And the priest shall take from the meat offering a memo- 
rial thereof, and shall bum it upon the altar: it is an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD . 
2:10 And that which is left of the meat offering shall be 
Aaron's and his sons': it is a thing most holy of the offerings 
of the LORD made by fire. 

2 : 1 1 No meat offering, which ye shall bring unto the L RD , 
shall be made with leaven: for ye shall bum no leaven, nor 
any honey, in any offering of the LORD made by fire. 
2:12 As forthe oblation of the firstfmits, ye shall offerthem 



unto the L R D : but they shall not be bumt on the altar for a 
sweet savour 

2:13 And every oblation of thy meat offering shalt thou sea- 
son with salt; neither shalt thou suffer the salt of the cov- 
enant of thy God to be lacking from thy meat offering: with 
all thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. 
2: 14 And if thou offer a meat offering of thy firstfmits unto 
the LORD, thou shalt offer for the meat offering of thy 
firstfmits green ears of com dried by the fire, even com beaten 
out of full ears. 

2:15 And thou shalt put oil upon it, and lay frankincense 
thereon: it is a meat offering. 

2: 16 And the priest shall bum the memorial of it, part of the 
beaten com thereof, and part of the oil thereof, with all the 
frankincense thereof: it is an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD. 

3:1 And if his oblation be a sacrifice of peace offering, if he 
offer it of the herd; whether it be a male or female, he shall 
offer it without blemish before the LORD . 
3:2 And he shall lay his hand upon the head of his offering, 
and kill it at the door of the tabemacle of the congregation: 
and Aaron's sons the priests shall sprinkle the blood upon 
the altar round about. 

3:3 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of the peace offering 
an offering made by fire unto the L RD ; the fat that covereth 
the inwards, and all the fat that is upon the inwards, 
3:4 And the two kidneys, and the fat that is on them, which is 
by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the kidneys, 
it shall he take away. 

3:5 And Aaron's sons shall bum it on the altar upon the bumt 
sacrifice, which is upon the wood that is on the fire: it is an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the L RD . 
3:6 And if his offering for a sacrifice of peace offering unto 
the LORD be of the flock; male or female, he shall offer it 
without blemish. 

3:7 If he offer a lamb for his offering, then shall he offer it 
befoiB the LORD. 

3 : 8 A nd he shall lay his hand upon the head of his offering, 
and kill it before the tabemacle of the congregation: and 
Aaron's sons shall sprinkle the blood thereof round about 
upon the altar 

3:9 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of the peace offering 
an offering made by fire unto the L RD ; the fat thereof, and 
the whole mmp, it shall he take off hard by the backbone; 
and the fat that covereth the inwards, and all the fat that is 
upon the inwards, 

3:10 And the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, 
which is by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away. 

3:11 And the priest shall bum it upon the altar: it is the food 
of the offering made by fire unto the LORD. 
3:12 And if his offering be a goat, then he shall offer it be- 
foiB the LORD. 

3: 13 And he shall lay his hand upon the head of it, and kill it 
before the tabemacle of the congregation: and the sons of 
Aaron shall sprinkle the blood thereof upon the altar round 
about. 

3: 14 A nd he shall offer thereof his offering, even an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD; the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon the inwards, 
3:15 And the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them. 
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which is by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away. 

3:16 And the priest shall bum them upon the altar: it is the 
food ot the ottering made by fire for a sweet savour: all the 
fat is the LORD'S. 

3:17 It shall be a perpetual statute for your generations 
throughout all your dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood. 

4:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
4:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. If a soul shall 
sin through ignorance against any of the commandments of 
the LORD concerning things which ought not to be done, 
and shall do against any of them: 

4:3 If the priest that is anointed do sin according to the sin of 
the people; then let him bring for his sin, which he hath 
sinned, a young bullock without blemish unto the L RD for 
a sin offering. 

4:4 And he shall bring the bullock unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation before the LORD; and shall lay his 
hand upon the bullock's head, and kill the bullock before the 
LORD. 

4:5 And the priest that is anointed shall take of the bullock's 
blood, and bring it to the tabernacle of the congregation: 
4:6 And the priest shall dip his finger in the blood, and 
sprinkle of the blood seven times before the LORD, before 
the vail of the sanctuary. 

4:7 A nd the priest shall put some of the blood upon the horns 
of the altar of sweet incense before the LORD, which is in 
the tabernacle of the congregation; and shall pour all the blood 
of the bullock at the bottom of the altar of the burnt offering, 
which is at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
4:8 And he shall take off from it all the fat of the bullock for 
the sin offering; the fat that covereth the inwards, and all the 
fat that is upon the inwards, 

4:9 A nd the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, which 
is by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the kid- 
neys, it shall he take away, 

4: 10 A s it was taken off from the bullock of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings: and the priest shall bum them upon the altar 
of the bumt offering. 

4:11 And the skin of the bullock, and all his flesh, with his 
head, and with his legs, and his inwards, and his dung, 
4:12 Even the whole bullock shall he cany forth without the 
camp unto a clean place, where the ashes are poured out, and 
bum him on the wood with fire: where the ashes are poured 
out shall he be bumt. 

4:13 And if the whole congregation of Israel sin through ig- 
norance, and the thing be hid from the eyes of the assembly, 
and they have done somewhat against any of the command- 
ments of the LORD conceming things which should not be 
done, and are guilty; 

4:14 When the sin, which they have sinned against it, is 
known, then the congregation shall offer a young bullock for 
the sin, and bring him before the tabemacle of the congrega- 
tion. 

4:15 And the elders of the congregation shall lay their hands 
upon the head of the bullock before the LORD : and the bul- 
lock shall be killed before the LORD . 
4: 16 A nd the priest that is anointed shall bring of the bullock's 
blood to the tabemacle of the congregation: 
4:17 And the priest shall dip his finger in some of the blood. 



and sprinkle it seven times before the LORD, even before 
the vail. 

4:18 And he shall put some of the blood upon the homs of 
the altar which is before the LORD, that is in the tabemacle 
of the congregation, and shall pour out all the blood at the 
bottom of the altar of the bumt offering, which is at the door 
of the tabemacle of the congregation. 
4: 19 And he shall take all his fat from him, and bum it upon 
the altar 

4:20 And he shall do with the bullock as he did with the 
bullock for a sin offering, so shall he do with this: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for them, and it shall be for- 
given them. 

4:21 And he shall cany forth the bullock without the camp, 
and bum him as he bumed the first bullock: it is a sin offer- 
ing for the congregation. 

4:22 When a mler hath sinned, and done somewhat through 
ignorance against any of the commandments of the LORD 
his God conceming things which should not be done, and is 
guilty; 

4:23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath sinned, come to his knowl- 
edge; he shall bring his offering, a kid of the goats, a male 
without blemish: 

4:24 And he shall lay his hand upon the head of the goat, and 
kill it in the place where they kill the bumt offering before 
the LORD: it is a sin offering. 

4:25 And the priest shall take of the blood of the sin offering 
with his finger, and put it upon the homs of the altar of bumt 
offering, and shall pour out his blood at the bottom of the 
altar of bumt offering. 

4:26 And he shall bum all his fat upon the altar, as the fat of 
the sacrifice of peace offerings: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as conceming his sin, and it shall be for- 
given him. 

4:27 And if any one of the common people sin through igno- 
rance, while he doeth somewhat against any of the command- 
ments of the LORD conceming things which ought not to be 
done, and be guilty; 

4:28 Or if his sin, which he hath sinned, come to his knowl- 
edge: then he shall bring his offering, a kid of the goats, a 
female without blemish, for his sin which he hath sinned. 
4:29 And he shall lay his hand upon the head of the sin offer- 
ing, and slay the sin offering in the place of the bumt otter- 
ing. 

4:30 And the priest shall take of the blood thereof with his 
finger, and put it upon the homs of the altar of bumt offer- 
ing, and shall pour out all the blood thereof at the bottom of 
the altar 

4:31 And he shall take away all the fat thereof, as the fat is 
taken away from off the sacrifice of peace offerings; and the 
priest shall bum it upon the altar for a sweet savour unto the 
LORD; and the priest shall make an atonement for him, and 
it shall be forgiven him. 

4:32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin offering, he shall bring 
it a female without blemish. 

4:33 And he shall lay his hand upon the head of the sin offer- 
ing, and slay it for a sin offering in the place where they kill 
the bumt offering. 

4:34 And the priest shall take of the blood of the sin offering 
with his finger, and put it upon the homs of the altar of bumt 
offering, and shall pour out all the blood thereof at the bot- 
tom of the altar: 
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4:35 And he shall take away all the tat thereof, as the fat of 
the lamb is taken away from the sacrifice of the peace offer- 
ings; and the priest shall bum them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire unto the LORD: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for his sin that he hath committed, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

5:1 And if a soul sin, and hear the voice of swearing, and is 
a witness, whether he hath seen or known of it; if he do not 
utter it, then he shall bear his iniquity. 
5:2 Or if a soul touch any unclean thing, whether it be a 
carcase of an unclean beast, or a carcase of unclean cattle, or 
the carcase of unclean creeping things, and if it be hidden 
from him; he also shall be unclean, and guilty. 
5:3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of man, whatsoever un- 
cleanness it be that a man shall be defiled withal, and it be 
hid from him; when he knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. 
5:4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing with his hps to do evil, 
or to do good, whatsoever it be that a man shall pronounce 
with an oath, and it be hid from him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall be guilty in one of these. 
5:5 And it shall be, when he shall be guilty in one of these 
things, that he shall confess that he hath sinned in that thing: 
5:6 And he shall bring his trespass offering unto the LORD 
for his sin which he hath sinned, a female from the flock, a 
lamb or a kid of the goats, for a sin offering; and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him concerning his sin. 
5:7 A nd if he be not able to bring a lamb, then he shall bring 
for his trespass, which he hath committed, two turtledoves, 
or two young pigeons, unto the LORD; one for a sin offer- 
ing, and the other for a burnt offering. 
5:8 And he shall bring them unto the priest, who shall offer 
that which is for the sin offering first, and wring off his head 
from his neck, but shall not divide it asunder: 
5:9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood of the sin offering 
upon the side of the altar; and the rest of the blood shall be 
wrung out at the bottom of the altan it is a sin offering. 
5:10 And he shall offer the second for a burnt offering, ac- 
cording to the manner: and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him for his sin which he hath sinned, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

5:11 But if he be not able to bring two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, then he that sinned shall bring for his offer- 
ing the tenth part of an ephah of fine flour for a sin offering; 
he shall put no oil upon it, neither shall he put any frankin- 
cense thereon: for it is a sin offering. 
5:12 Then shall he bring it to the priest, and the priest shall 
take his handful of it, even a memorial thereof, and bum it 
on the altar, according to the offerings made by fire unto the 
L RD : it is a sin offering. 

5: 13 A nd the priest shall make an atonement for him as touch- 
ing his sin that he hath sinned in one of these, and it shall be 
forgiven him: and the remnant shall be the priest's, as a meat 
offering. 

5:14 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
5:15 If a soul commit a trespass, and sin through ignorance, 
in the holy things of the LORD; then he shall bring for his 
trespass unto the LORD a ram without blemish out of the 
flocks, with thy estimation by shekels of silver, afterthe shekel 
of the sanctuary, for a trespass offering: 
5:16 And he shall make amends for the harm that he hath 
done in the holy thing, and shall add the fifth part thereto. 



and give it unto the priest: and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him with the ram of the trespass offering, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

5: 17 And if a soul sin, and commit any of these things which 
are forbidden to be done by the commandments of the L RD ; 
though he wist it not, yet is he guilty, and shall bear his iniq- 
uity. 

5:18 And he shall bring a ram without blemish out of the 
flock, with thy estimation, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make an atonement for him con- 
ceming his ignorance wherein he erred and wist it not, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

5:19 It is a trespass offering: he hath certainly trespassed 
against the LORD. 

6:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:2 If a soul sin, and commit a trespass against the LORD, 
and lie unto his neighbour in that which was delivered him 
to keep, or in fellowship, or in a thing taken away by vio- 
lence, or hath deceived his neighbour; 
6:3 Or have found that which was lost, and lieth conceming 
it, and sweareth falsely; in any of all these that a man doeth, 
sinning therein: 

6:4 Then it shall be, because he hath sinned, and is guilty, 
that he shall restore that which he took violently away, or the 
thing which he hath deceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost thing which he found, 
6:5 Or all that about which he hath swom falsely; he shall 
even restore it in the principal, and shall add the fifth part 
more thereto, and give it unto him to whom it appertaineth, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6:6 And he shall bring his trespass offering unto the LORD, 
a ram without blemish out of the flock, with thy estimation, 
for a trespass offering, unto the priest: 
6:7 And the priest shall make an atonement for him before 
the LORD: and it shall be forgiven him for any thing of all 
that he hath done in trespassing therein. 
6:8 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:9 Command Aaron and his sons, saying. This is the law of 
the bumt offering: It is the bumt offering, because of the 
buming upon the altar all night unto the moming, and the 
fire of the altar shall be buming in it 
6:10 And the priest shall put on his hnen garment, and his 
linen breeches shall he put upon his flesh, and take up the 
ashes which the fire hath consumed with the bumt offering 
on the altar, and he shall put them beside the altar 
6:11 And he shall put off his garments, and put on other 
garments, and cany forth the ashes without the camp unto a 
clean place. 

6: 12 A nd the fire upon the altar shall be buming in it; it shall 
not be put out: and the priest shall bum wood on it every 
moming, and lay the bumt offering in order upon it; and he 
shall bum thereon the fat of the peace offerings. 
6:13 The fire shall ever be buming upon the altar; it shall 
never go out. 

6:14 And this is the law of the meat offering: the sons of 
Aaron shall offer it before the LORD, before the altar 
6:15 And he shall take of it his handful, of the flour of the 
meat offering, and of the oil thereof, and all the frankincense 
which is upon the meat offering, and shall bum it upon the 
altar for a sweet savour, even the memorial of it, unto the 
LORD. 
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6:16 And the remainder thereof shall Aaron and his sons eat: 
with unleavened bread shall it be eaten in the holy place; in 
the court ot the tabernacle ot the congregation they shall eat 
it. 

6:17 It shall not be baken with leaven. I have given it unto 
them tor their portion ot my offerings made by fire; it is 
most holy, as is the sin offering, and as the trespass offering. 
6:18 All the males among the children of Aaron shall eat of 
it. It shall be a statute for ever in your generations concern- 
ing the offerings of the LORD made by fire: every one that 
toucheth them shall be holy. 
6:19 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:20 This is the offering of Aaron and of his sons, which 
they shall offerunto the LORD in the day when he is anointed; 
the tenth part of an ephah of fine flour for a meat offering 
perpetual, half of it in the morning, and half thereof at night. 
6:21 In a pan it shall be made with oil; and when it is baken, 
thou shaft bring it in: and the baken pieces of the meat offer- 
ing shaft thou offer for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 
6:22 And the priest of his sons that is anointed in his stead 
shall offer it: it is a statute for ever unto the LORD; it shall 
be wholly burnt. 

6:23 For every meat offering for the priest shall be wholly 
burnt: it shall not be eaten. 
6:24 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:25 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, saying. This is the 
law of the sin offering: In the place where the burnt offering 
is killed shall the sin offering be killed before the LORD: it 
is most holy. 

6:26 The priest that offereth it for sin shall eat it: in the holy 
place shall it be eaten, in the court of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

6:27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh thereof shall be holy: 
and when there is sprinkled of the blood thereof upon any 
garment, thou shalt wash that whereon it was sprinkled in 
the holy place. 

6:28 But the earthen vessel wherein it is sodden shall be 
broken: and if it be sodden in a brasen pot, it shall be both 
scoured, and rinsed in water 

6:29 All the males among the priests shall eat thereof: it is 
most holy. 

6:30 And no sin offering, whereof any of the blood is brought 
into the tabernacle of the congregation to reconcile withal in 
the holy place, shall be eaten: it shall be burnt in the fire. 
7:1 Likewise this is the law of the trespass offering: it is 
most holy. 

7:2 In the place where they kill the burnt offering shall they 
kill the trespass offering: and the blood thereof shall he 
sprinkle round about upon the altar 
7:3 And he shall offer of it all the fat thereof; the rump, and 
the fat that covereth the inwards, 

7:4 A nd the two kidneys, and the fat that is on them, which is 
by the flanks, and the caul that is above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away: 

7:5 And the priest shall bum them upon the altar for an of- 
fering made by fire unto the L RD : it is a trespass offering. 
7:6 Every male among the priests shall eat thereof: it shall 
be eaten in the holy place: it is most holy. 
7:7 As the sin offering is, so is the trespass offering: there is 
one law for them: the priest that maketh atonement there- 
with shall have it. 



7:8 A nd the priest that offereth any man's burnt offering, even 
the priest shall have to himself the skin of the burnt offering 
which he hath offered. 

7:9 And all the meat offering that is baken in the oven, and 
all that is dressed in the fiyingpan, and in the pan, shall be 
the priest's that offereth it. 

7: 10 A nd every meat offering, mingled with oil, and dry, shall 
all the sons of Aaron have, one as much as another 
7:11 And this is the law of the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which he shall offerunto the LORD. 
7: 12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, then he shall offer with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleavened cakes mingled with 
oil, and unleavened wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 
7:13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer for his offering leav- 
ened bread with the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his peace 
offerings. 

7:14 And of it he shall offer one out of the whole oblation 
for an heave offering unto the LORD, and it shall be the 
priest's that sprinkleth the blood of the peace offerings. 
7:15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace offerings for 
thanksgiving shall be eaten the same day that it is offered; he 
shall not leave any of it until the morning. 
7: 16 B ut if the sacrifice of his offering be a vow, or a volun- 
tary offering, it shall be eaten the same day that he offereth 
his sacrifice: and on the morrow also the remainder of it shall 
be eaten: 

7:17 But the remainder of the flesh of the sacrifice on the 
third day shall be burnt with fire. 

7:18 And if any of the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace of- 
ferings be eaten at all on the third day, it shall not be ac- 
cepted, neither shall it be imputed unto him that offereth it: 
it shall be an abomination, and the soul that eateth of it shall 
bear his iniquity. 

7: 19 A nd the flesh that toucheth any unclean thing shall not 
be eaten; it shall be burnt with fire: and as for the flesh, all 
that be clean shall eat thereof. 

7:20 But the soul that eateth of the flesh of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings, that pertain unto the LORD, having his un- 
cleanness upon him, even that soul shall be cut off from his 
people. 

7:21 Moreover the soul that shall touch any unclean thing, 
as the uncleanness of man, or any unclean beast, or any 
abominable unclean thing, and eat of the flesh of the sacri- 
fice of peace offerings, which pertain unto the LORD, even 
that soul shall be cut off from his people. 
7:22 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
7:23 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. Ye shall eat 
no manner of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat 
7:24 And the fat of the beast that dieth of itself, and the fat of 
that which is torn with beasts, may be used in any other use: 
but ye shall in no wise eat of it. 

7:25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the beast, of whichmen 
offer an offering made by fire unto the LORD, even the soul 
that eateth it shall be cut off from his people. 
7:26 Moreoverye shall eat no manner of blood, whether it 
be of fowl or of beast, in any of your dwellings. 
7:27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth any manner of blood, 
even that soul shall be cut off from his people. 
7:28 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
7:29 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. He that offereth 
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the sacrifice ot his peace offerings unto the LORD shall bring 
his oblation unto the LORD of the sacrifice of his peace of- 
ferings. 

7:30 His own hands shall bring the offerings of the LORD 
made by fire, the fat with the breast, it shall he bring, that the 
breast may be waved for a wave offering before the LORD . 
7:31 And the priest shall bum the fat upon the altar: but the 
breast shall be Aaron's and his sons'. 
7:32 And the right shoulder shall ye give unto the priest for 
an heave offering of the sacrifices of your peace offerings. 
7:33 He among the sons of Aaron, that offereth the blood of 
the peace offerings, and the fat, shall have the right shoulder 
for his part. 

7:34 For the wave breast and the heave shoulder have I taken 
of the children of Israel from off the sacrifices of their peace 
offerings, and have given them unto Aaron the priest and 
unto his sons by a statute for ever from among the children 
of Israel. 

7:35 This is the portion of the anointing of A aron, and of the 
anointing of his sons, outof the offerings of the LORD made 
by fire, in the day when he presented them to minister unto 
the LORD in the priest's office; 

7:36 Which the LORD commanded to be given them of the 
children of Israel, in the day that he anointed them, by a 
statute for ever throughout their generations. 
7:37 This is the law of the burnt offering, of the meat offer- 
ing, and of the sin offering, and of the trespass offering, and 
of the consecrations, and of the sacrifice of the peace offer- 
ings; 

7:38 Which the LORD commanded Moses in mount Sinai, 
in the day that he commanded the children of Israel to offer 
their oblations unto the LORD, in the wilderness of Sinai. 
8:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
8:2 TakeAaron and his sons with him, and the garments, and 
the anointing oil, and a bullock for the sin offering, and two 
rams, and a basket of unleavened bread; 
8:3 And gather thou all the congregation together unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
8:4 And Moses did as the LORD commanded him; and the 
assembly was gathered together unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

8:5 And Moses said unto the congregation. This is the thing 
which the LORD commanded to be done. 
8: 6 A nd M OSes brought A aron and his sons, and washed them 
with water 

8:7 And he put upon him the coat, and girded him with the 
girdle, and clothed him with the robe, and put the ephod 
upon him, and he girded him with the curious girdle of the 
ephod, and bound it unto him therewith. 
8:8 And he put the breastplate upon him: also he put in the 
breastplate tiie Urim and the Thummim. 
8:9 And he put the mitre upon his head; also upon the mitre, 
even upon his forefront, did he put the golden plate, the holy 
crown; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
8: 10 A nd M oses took the anointing oil, and anointed the tab- 
ernacle and all that was therein, and sanctified them. 
8:11 And he sprinkled thereof upon the altar seven times, 
and anointed the altar and all his vessels, both the laver and 
his foot, to sanctify them. 

8:12 And he poured of the anointing oil upon Aaron's head, 
and anointed him, to sanctify him. 



8:13 And Moses brought Aaron's sons, and put coats upon 
them, and girded them with girdles, and put bonnets upon 
them; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
8:14 And he brought the bullock for the sin offering: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the 
bullock for the sin offering. 

8:15 And he slew it; and Moses took the blood, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar round about with his finger, and 
purified the altar, and poured the blood at the bottom of the 
altar, and sanctified it, to make reconciliation upon it. 
8:16 And he took all the fat that was upon the inwards, and 
the caul above the liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, 
and Moses burned it upon the altar 
8:17 But the bullock, and his hide, his flesh, and his dung, 
hebumtwithfirewithoutthecamp; astheLORD commanded 
Moses. 

8: 18 A nd he brought the ram for the burnt offering: and A aron 
and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the ram. 
8:19 And he killed it; and Moses sprinkled the blood upon 
the altar round about 

8:20 And he cut the ram into pieces; and Moses burnt the 
head, and the pieces, and the fat. 

8:21 And he washed the inwards and the legs in water; and 
Moses burnt the whole ram upon the altar: it was a burnt 
sacrifice for a sweet savour, and an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
8:22 And he brought the other ram, the ram of consecration: 
and A aron and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 

8:23 And he slew it; and Moses took of the blood of it, and 
put it upon the tip of Aaron's right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great toe of his right foot 
8:24 And he brought Aaron's sons, and Moses put of the 
blood upon the tip of their right ear, and upon the thumbs of 
their right hands, and upon the great toes of their right feet: 
and Moses sprinkled the blood upon the altar round about. 
8:25 And he took the fat, and the rump, and all the fat that 
was upon the inwards, and the caul above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and their fat, and the right shoulder. 
8:26 And out of the basket of unleavened bread, that was 
before the LORD, he took one unleavened cake, and a cake 
of oiled bread, and one wafer, and put them on the fat and 
upon the right shoulder: 

8:27 And he put all upon Aaron's hands, and upon his sons' 
hands, and waved them for a wave offering before the L RD . 
8:28 And Moses took them from off their hands, and burnt 
them on the altar upon the burnt offering: they were conse- 
crations for a sweet savour: it is an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD. 

8:29 And Moses took the breast, and waved it for a wave 
offering before the LORD: forof theram of consecration it 
was Moses' part; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
8:30 And Moses took of the anointing oil, and of the blood 
which was upon the altar, and sprinkled it upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, and upon his sons' 
garments with him; and sanctified A aron, and his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons' garments with him. 
8:31 And Moses said unto Aaron and to his sons. Boil the 
flesh at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
there eat it with the bread that is in the basket of consecra- 
tions, as I commanded, saying, Aaron and his sons shall eat 
it. 
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8:32 And that which remaineth ot the flesh and of the bread 
shall ye bum with tire. 

8:33 And ye shall not go out of the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation in seven days, until the days of your conse- 
cration be at an end: for seven days shall he consecrate you. 
8:34 As he hath done this day, so the LORD hath commanded 
to do, to make an atonement for you. 
8:35 Therefore shall ye abide at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation day and night seven days, and keep the 
charge of the L RD , that ye die not: for so I am commanded. 
8:36 So Aaron and his sons did all things which the LORD 
commanded by the hand of Moses. 
9:1 And it came to pass on the eighth day, that Moses called 
Aaron and his sons, and the elders of Israel; 
9:2 And he said unto A aron. Take thee a young calf for a sin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the L RD . 

9:3 And unto the children of Israel thou shalt speak, saying. 
Take ye a kid of the goats for a sin offering; and a calf and a 
lamb, both of the first year, without blemish, for a burnt of- 
fering; 

9:4 Also a bullock and a ram for peace offerings, to sacrifice 
before the LORD; and a meat offering mingled with oil: for 
to day the LORD will appear unto you. 
9:5 And they brought that which Moses commanded before 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and all the congregation 
drew near and stood before the LORD . 
9:6 A nd M OSes said. This is the thing which the L RD com- 
manded thatye should do: and the gloiy of the LORD shall 
appear unto you. 

9:7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go unto the altar, and offer 
thy sin offering, and thy burnt offering, and make an atone- 
ment for thyself, and for the people: and offer the offering of 
the people, and make an atonement for them; as the LORD 
commanded. 

9:8 A aron therefore went unto the altar, and slew the calf of 
the sin offering, which was for himself. 
9:9 And the sons of Aaron brought the blood unto him: and 
he dipped his finger in the blood, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar, and poured out the blood at the bottom of the 
altar: 

9:10 But the fat, and the kidneys, and the caul above the 
liver of the sin offering, he burnt upon the altar; as the L RD 
commanded Moses. 

9:11 And the flesh and the hide he burnt with fire without 
the camp. 

9:12 And he slew the burnt offering; and Aaron's sons pre- 
sented unto him the blood, which he sprinkled round about 
upon the altar 

9:13 And they presented the burnt offering unto him, with 
the pieces thereof, and the head: and he burnt them upon the 
altar 

9:14 And he did wash the inwards and the legs, and burnt 
them upon the burnt offering on the altar 
9:15And he broughtthe people's offering, and took the goat, 
which was the sin offering for the people, and slew it, and 
offered it for sin, as the first. 

9:16 And he brought the burnt offering, and offered it ac- 
cording to the manner 

9:17 And he brought the meat offering, and took an handful 
thereof, and burnt it upon the altar, beside the burnt sacrifice 
of the morning. 



9:18 He slew also the bullock and the ram for a sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which was for the people: and Aaron's sons 
presented unto him the blood, which he sprinkled upon the 
altar round about, 

9: 19 And the fat of the bullock and of the ram, the rump, and 
that which covereth the inwards, and the kidneys, and the 
caul above the liver: 

9:20 And they put the fat upon the breasts, and he burnt the 
fat upon the altar: 

9:21 And the breasts and the right shoulderAaron waved for 
a wave offering before the LORD; as Moses commanded. 
9:22 And Aaron lifted up his hand toward the people, and 
blessed them, and came down from offering of the sin offer- 
ing, and the burnt offering, and peace offerings. 
9:23 And Moses and Aaron went into the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and came out, and blessed the people: and the 
gloiy of the LORD appeared unto all the people. 
9:24 And there came a fire out from before the LORD, and 
consumed upon the altar the burnt offering and the fat: which 
when all the people saw, they shouted, and fell on their faces. 
10:1 And Nadab andAbihu, the sons of Aaron, took either of 
them his censer, and put fire therein, and put incense thereon, 
and offered strange fire before the LORD, which he com- 
manded them not. 

10:2 And there went out fire from the LORD, and devoured 
them, and they died before the LORD. 
10:3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, This is it that the LORD 
spake, saying, I will be sanctified in them that come nigh 
me, and before all the people I will be glorified. And Aaron 
held his peace. 

10:4 And Moses called Mishael and Elzaphan, the sons of 
Uzziel the uncle of Aaron, and said unto them. Come near, 
cany your brethren from before the sanctuary out of the camp. 
10:5 So they went near, and carried them in their coats out of 
the camp; as Moses had said. 

10:6 And Moses said unto A aron, and unto Eleazar and unto 
Ithamar, his sons. Uncover not your heads, neither rend your 
clothes; lest ye die, and lest wrath come upon all the people: 
but let your brethren, the whole house of Israel, bewail the 
burning which the LORD hath kindled. 
10:7 And ye shall not go out from the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, lest ye die: for the anointing oil of the 
LORD is upon you. And they did according to the word of 
Moses. 

10:8 And the LORD spake unto Aaron, saying, 
10:9 Do not drink wine nor strong drink, thou, nor thy sons 
with thee, when ye go into the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, lest ye die: it shall be a statute for ever throughout your 
generations: 

10: 10 And that ye may put difference between holy and un- 
holy, and between unclean and clean; 
10:11 And that ye may teach the children of Israel all the 
statutes which the LORD hath spoken unto them by the hand 
of Moses. 

10:12 And Moses spake unto Aaron, and unto Eleazar and 
unto Ithamar, his sons that were left. Take the meat offering 
that remaineth of the offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
and eat it without leaven beside the altar: for it is most holy: 
10: 13 And ye shall eat it in the holy place, because it is thy 
due, and thy sons' due, of the sacrifices of the LORD made 
by fire: for so I am commanded. 
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10:14 A nd the wave breast and heave shoulder shall ye eat in 
a clean place; thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters with 
thee: tor they be thy due, and thy sons' due, which are given 
out of the sacrifices of peace offerings of the children of 
Israel. 

10:15 The heave shoulder and the wave breast shall they 
bring with the offerings made by fire of the fat, to wave it for 
a wave offering before the LORD; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons' with thee, by a statute for ever; as the LORD hath 
commanded. 

10:16 And Moses diligently sought the goat of the sin offer- 
ing, and, behold, it was burnt: and he was angiy with Eleazar 
and Ithamar, the sons of Aaron which were left alive, saying, 
10:17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the sin offering in the 
holy place, seeing it is most holy, and God hath given it you 
to bear the iniquity of the congregation, to make atonement 
for them before the LORD? 

10:18 Behold, the blood of it was not brought in within the 
holy place: ye should indeed have eaten it in the holy place, 
as I commanded. 

10:19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Behold, this day have 
they offered their sin offering and their burnt offering before 
the LORD; and such things have befallen me: and if I had 
eaten the sin offering to day, should it have been accepted in 
the sight of the LORD? 

10:20 And when Moses heard that, he was content. 
11:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and to Aaron, saying 
unto them, 

11:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. These are the 
beasts which ye shall eat among all the beasts that are on the 
earth. 

11:3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is clovenfooted, and 
cheweth the cud, among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 
11:4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of them that chew 
the cud, or of them that divide the hoof: as the camel, be- 
cause he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is 
unclean unto you. 

11:5 A nd the coney, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth 
not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
11:6 And the hare, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth 
not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
11:7 And the swine, though he divide the hoof, and be 
clovenfooted, yet he cheweth not the cud; he is unclean to 
you. 

11:8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and their carcase shall ye 
not touch; they are unclean to you. 
11:9 These shall ye eat of all that are in the waters: whatso- 
ever hath fins and scales in the waters, in the seas, and in the 
rivers, them shall ye eat. 

1 1 : 1 A nd all that have not fins and scales in the seas, and in 
the rivers, of all that move in the waters, and of any living 
thing which is in the waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you: 

11:11 They shall be even an abomination unto you; ye shall 
not eat of tieir flesh, but ye shall have their carcases in abomi- 
nation. 

11:12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales in the waters, that 
shall be an abomination unto you. 

11:13 And these are they which ye shall have in abomination 
among the fowls; they shall not be eaten, they are an abomi- 
nation: the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the ospray. 



11:14 And the vulture, and the kite after his kind; 
11:15 Every raven after his kind; 

1 1 : 1 6 A nd the owl, and the night hawk, and the cuckow, and 
the hawk after his kind, 

11:17 And the little owl, and the cormorant, and the great 
owl, 

11:18 And the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle, 
11:19 And the stork, the heron after her kind, and the lap- 
wing, and the bat. 

11:20 All fowls that creep, going upon all four, shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

11:21 Yet these may ye eat of every flying creeping thing 
that goeth upon all four, which have legs above their feet, to 
leap withal upon the earth; 

11:22 Even these of them ye may eat; the locust after his 
kind, and the bald locust after his kind, and the beetle after 
his kind, and the grasshopper after his kind. 
11:23 But all other flying creeping things, which have four 
feet, shall be an abomination unto you. 
1 1 :24 A nd for these ye shall be unclean: whosoever toucheth 
the carcase of them shall be unclean until the even. 
11:25 And whosoever beareth ought of the carcase of them 
shall wash his clothes, and be unclean until the even. 
11:26 The carcases of every beast which divideth the hoof, 
and is not clovenfooted, nor cheweth the cud, are unclean 
unto you: every one that toucheth them shall be unclean. 
11:27 And whatsoever goeth upon his paws, among all man- 
ner of beasts that go on all four, those are unclean unto you: 
whoso toucheth their carcase shall be unclean until the even. 
1 1 : 2 8 A nd he that beareth the carcase of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even: they are unclean unto 
you. 

11:29 These also shall be unclean unto you among the creep- 
ing things that creep upon the earth; the weasel, and the 
mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 
11:30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, and the lizard, and 
the snail, and the mole. 

11:31 These are unclean to you among all that creep: whoso- 
ever doth touch them, when they be dead, shall be unclean 
until the even. 

1 1:32 A nd upon whatsoever any of them, when they are dead, 
doth fall, it shall be unclean; whether it be any vessel of 
wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it be, 
wherein any work is done, it must be put into water, and it 
shall be unclean until the even; so it shall be cleansed. 
1 1 : 33 A nd every earthen vessel, whereinto any of them f alleth, 
whatsoever is in it shall be unclean; and ye shall break it 
11:34 Of all meat which may be eaten, that on which such 
water cometh shall be unclean: and all drink that may be 
drunk in every such vessel shall be unclean. 
11:35 And every thing whereupon any part of their carcase 
falleth shall be unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges for 
pots, they shall be broken down: for they are unclean, and 
shall be unclean unto you. 

11:36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, wherein there is plenty 
of water, shall be clean: but that which toucheth their car- 
case shall be unclean. 

11:37 And if any part of their carcase fall upon any sowing 
seed which is to be sown, it shall be clean. 
11:38 B ut if any water be put upon the seed, and any part of 
their carcase fall thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 
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11:39 And it any beast, ot which ye may eat, die; he that 
toucheth the carcase thereof shall be unclean until the even. 
11:40 And he that eateth ot the carcase ot it shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even: he also that beareth 
the carcase ot it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean until 
the even. 

11:41 And every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth 
shall be an abomination; it shall not be eaten. 
11 :42 W hatsoever goeth upon the belly, and whatsoever goeth 
upon all tour, or whatsoever hath more teet among all creep- 
ing things that creep upon the earth, them ye shall not eat; 
tor they are an abomination. 

11:43 Ye shall not make yourselves abominable with any 
creeping thing that creepeth, neither shall ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, that ye should be detiled thereby. 
11:44 Fori am the LORD your God: ye shall therefore sanc- 
tity yourselves, and ye shall be holy; tor I am holy: neither 
shall ye detile yourselves with any manner ot creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth. 

11:45 For I am the LORD that bringeth you up out ot the 
land ot Egypt, to be your God: ye shall therefore be holy, tor 
I am holy. 

11:46 This is the law of the beasts, and ot the fowl, and ot 
every living creature that moveth in the waters, and ot every 
creature that creepeth upon the earth: 
11 :47 To make a difference between the unclean and the clean, 
and between the beast that may be eaten and the beast that 
may not be eaten. 

12:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
12:2 Speak unto the children ot Israel, saying. It a woman 
have conceived seed, and bom a man child: then she shall be 
unclean seven days; according to the days of the separation 
tor her infirmity shall she be unclean. 
12:3 And in the eighth day the flesh ot his foreskin shall be 
circumcised. 

12:4 And she shall then continue in the blood of her purify- 
ing three and thirty days; she shall touch no hallowed thing, 
nor come into the sanctuary, until the days ot her purifying 
be fulfilled. 

12:5 But if she bear a maid child, then she shall be unclean 
two weeks, as in her separation: and she shall continue in the 
blood ot her purifying threescore and six days. 
12:6 And when the days ot her purifying are fulfilled, for a 
son, or tor a daughter, she shall bring a lamb ot the first year 
for a burnt ottering, and a young pigeon, or a turtledove, tor 
a sin offering, unto the door of the tabernacle ot the congre- 
gation, unto the priest: 

12:7 Who shall ofterit before the LORD, and make an atone- 
ment tor her; and she shall be cleansed from the issue ot her 
blood. This is the law for her that hath bom a male or a 
female. 

12:8 And if she be not able to bring a lamb, then she shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pigeons; the one tor the bumt 
offering, and the other tor a sin ottering: and the priest shall 
make an atonement tor her, and she shall be clean. 
13:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron, saying, 
13:2 When a man shall have in the skin of his flesh a rising, 
a scab, or bright spot, and it be in the skin of his flesh like 
the plague of leprosy; then he shall be brought unto Aaron 
the priest, or unto one ot his sons the priests: 
13:3 A nd the priest shall look on the plague in the skin of the 



flesh: and when the hair in the plague is tumed white, and 
the plague in sight be deeper than the skin ot his flesh, it is a 
plague of leprosy: and the priest shall look on him, and pro- 
nounce him unclean. 

13:4 It the bright spot be white in the skin of his flesh, and in 
sight be not deeper than the skin, and the hair thereof be not 
tumed white; then the priest shall shut up him that hath the 
plague seven days: 

13:5 And the priest shall look on him the seventh day: and, 
behold, it the plague in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest shall shut him up seven 
days more: 

13:6 And the priest shall look on him again the seventh day: 
and, behold, if the plague be somewhat dark, and the plague 
spread not in the skin, the priest shall pronounce him clean: 
it is but a scab: and he shall wash his clothes, and be clean. 
13:7 But it the scab spread much abroad in the skin, after 
that he hath been seen ot the priest for his cleansing, he shall 
be seen ot the priest again: 

13:8 And it the priest see that, behold, the scab spreadeth in 
the skin, then the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a 
leprosy. 

13:9 When the plague ot leprosy is in a man, then he shall be 
brought unto the priest; 

13:10 And the priest shall see him: and, behold, if the rising 
be white in the skin, and it have tumed the hair white, and 
there be quick raw flesh in the rising; 
13:11 It is an old leprosy in the skin of his flesh, and the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean, and shall not shut him 
up: for he is unclean. 

13:12 And it a leprosy break out abroad in the skin, and the 
leprosy cover all the skin ot him that hath the plague from 
his head even to his toot, wheresoever the priest looketh; 
13:13 Then the priest shall consider: and, behold, it the lep- 
rosy have covered all his flesh, he shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: it is all tumed white: he is clean. 
13:14 But when raw flesh appeareth in him, he shall be un- 
clean. 

13:15 And the priest shall see the raw flesh, and pronounce 
him to be unclean: tor the raw flesh is unclean: it is a lep- 
rosy. 

13:16 Or it the raw flesh tum again, and be changed unto 
white, he shall come unto the priest; 
13: 17 And the priest shall see him: and, behold, it the plague 
be tumed into white; then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean that hath the plague: he is clean. 
13:18 The flesh also, in which, even in the skin thereof, was 
a boil, and is healed, 

13: 19 And in the place ot the boil there be a white rising, or 
a bright spot, white, and somewhat reddish, and it be shewed 
to the priest; 

13:20 And if, when the priest seeth it, behold, it be in sight 
lower than the skin, and the hair thereof be tumed white; the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a plague ot leprosy 
broken out ot the boil. 

13:21 But if the priest look on it, and, behold, there be no 
white hairs therein, and it it be not lower than the skin, but 
be somewhat dark; then the priest shall shut him up seven 
days: 

13:22 And it it spread much abroad in the skin, then the 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a plague. 
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13:23 But if tlie bright spot stay in liis place, and spread not, 
it is a burning boil; and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 
13:24 Or it there be any flesh, in the skin whereof there is a 
hot burning, and the quick flesh that bumeth have a white 
bright spot, somewhat reddish, or white; 
13:25 Then the priest shall look upon it: and, behold, if the 
hair in the bright spot be turned white, and it be in sight 
deeper than the skin; it is a leprosy broken out of the burn- 
ing: wherefore the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is 
the plague of leprosy. 

13:26 But if the priest look on it, and, behold, there be no 
white hair in the bright spot, and it be no lower than the 
other skin, but be somewhat dark; then the priest shall shut 
him up seven days: 

13:27 And the priest shall look upon him the seventh day: 
and if it be spread much abroad in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it is the plague of leprosy. 
1 3 : 2 8 A nd if the bright spot stay in his place, and spread not 
in the skin, but it be somewhat dark; it is a rising of the 
burning, and the priest shall pronounce him clean: for it is 
an inflammation of the burning. 

13:29 If a man or woman have a plague upon the head or the 
beard; 

13:30 Then the priest shall see the plague: and, behold, if it 
be in sight deeper than the skin; and there be in it a yellow 
thin hair; then the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a 
diy scall, even a leprosy upon the head or beard. 
13:31 And if the priest look on the plague of the scall, and, 
behold, it be not in sight deeper than the skin, and that there 
is no black hair in it; then the priest shall shut up him that 
hath the plague of the scall seven days: 
13:32 And in the seventh day the priest shall look on the 
plague: and, behold, if the scall spread not, and there be in it 
no yellow hair, and the scall be not in sight deeper than the 
skin; 

13:33 He shall be shaven, but the scall shall he not shave; 
and the priest shall shut up him that hath the scall seven days 
more: 

13:34 And in the seventh day the priest shall look on the 
scall: and, behold, if the scall be not spread in the skin, nor 
be in sight deeper than the skin; then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean: and he shall wash his clothes, and be clean. 
13:35 But if the scall spread much in the skin after his cleans- 
ing; 

13:36 Then the priest shall look on him: and, behold, if the 
scall be spread in the skin, the priest shall not seek for yel- 
low hair; he is unclean. 

13:37 But if the scall be in his sight at a stay, and that there is 
black hair grown up therein; the scall is healed, he is clean: 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 
13:38 If a man also or a woman have in the skin of their flesh 
bright spots, even white bright spots; 
13:39 Then the priest shall look: and, behold, if the bright 
spots in the skin of their flesh be darkish white; it is a freck- 
led spot that groweth in the skin; he is clean. 
13:40 And the man whose hair is fallen off his head, he is 
bald; yet is he clean. 

13:41 A nd he that hath his hair fallen off from the part of his 
head toward his face, he is forehead bald: yet is he clean. 
13:42 And if there be in the bald head, or bald forehead, a 
white reddish sore; it is a leprosy sprung up in his bald head, 
or his bald forehead. 



13:43 Then the priest shall look upon it: and, behold, if the 
rising of the sore be white reddish in his bald head, or in his 
bald forehead, as the leprosy appeareth in the skin of the 
flesh; 

13:44 He is a leprous man, he is unclean: the priest shall 
pronounce him utterly unclean; his plague is in his head. 
13:45 And the leper in whom the plague is, his clothes shall 
be rent, and his head bare, and he shall put a covering upon 
his upper lip, and shall ciy. Unclean, unclean. 
13:46 All the days wherein the plague shall be in him he 
shall be defiled; he is unclean: he shall dwell alone; without 
the camp shall his habitation be. 

13:47 The garment also that the plague of leprosy is in, 
whether it be a woollen garment, or a linen garment; 
13:48 Whether it be in the warp, or woof; of linen, or of 
woollen; whether in a skin, or in any thing made of skin; 
13:49 And if the plague be greenish or reddish in the gar- 
ment, or in the skin, either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; it is a plague of leprosy, and shall be shewed 
unto the priest: 

13:50 And the priest shall look upon the plague, and shut up 
it that hath the plague seven days: 

13:51 And he shall look on the plague on the seventh day: if 
the plague be spread in the garment, either in the warp, or in 
the woof, or in a skin, or in any work that is made of skin; 
the plague is a fretting leprosy; it is unclean. 
13:52 He shall therefore bum that garment, whether warp or 
woof, in woollen or in linen, or any thing of skin, wherein 
the plague is: for it is a fretting leprosy; it shall be burnt in 
the tire. 

13:53 And if the priest shall look, and, behold, the plague be 
not spread in the garment, either in the warp, or in the woof, 
or in any thing of skin; 

13:54 Then the priest shall command that they wash the thing 
wherein the plague is, and he shall shut it up seven days 
more: 

13:55 And the priest shall look on the plague, after that it is 
washed: and, behold, if the plague have not changed his 
colour, and the plague be not spread; it is unclean; thou shalt 
bum it in the fire; it is fret inward, whether it be bare within 
or without. 

13:56 And if the priest look, and, behold, the plague be some- 
what dark after the washing of it; then he shall rend it out of 
the garment, or out of the skin, or out of the warp, or out of 
the woof: 

1 3 : 57 A nd if it appear still in the garment, either in the warp, 
or in the woof, or in any thing of skin; it is a spreading plague: 
thou shalt bum that wherein the plague is with fire. 
13:58 And the garment, either warp, or woof, or whatsoever 
thing of skin it be, which thou shalt wash, if the plague be 
departed from them, then it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall be clean. 

13:59 This is the law of the plague of leprosy in a garment of 
woollen or linen, either in the warp, or woof, or any thing of 
skins, to pronounce it clean, or to pronounce it unclean. 
14:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
14:2 This shall be the law of the leper in the day of his cleans- 
ing: He shall be brought unto the priest: 
14:3 And the priest shall go forth out of the camp; and the 
priest shall look, and, behold, if the plague of leprosy be 
healed in the leper; 
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14:4 Then shall the priest command to take tor him that is to 
be cleansed two birds alive and clean, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop: 

14:5 And the priest shall command that one of the birds be 
killed in an earthen vessel over running water: 
14:6 As tor the living bird, he shall take it, and the cedar 
wood, and the scarlet, and the hyssop, and shall dip them 
and the living bird in the blood of the bird that was killed 
over the running water: 

14:7 And he shall sprinkle upon him that is to be cleansed 
from the leprosy seven times, and shall pronounce him clean, 
and shall let the living bird loose into the open field. 
14:8 A nd he that is to be cleansed shall wash his clothes, and 
shave off all his hair, and wash himself in water, that he may 
be clean: and after that he shall come into the camp, and 
shall tany abroad out of his tent seven days. 
14:9 But it shall be on the seventh day, that he shall shave all 
his hair off his head and his beard and his eyebrows, even all 
his hair he shall shave off: and he shall wash his clothes, 
also he shall wash his flesh in water, and he shall be clean. 
14: 10 And on the eighth day he shall take two he lambs with- 
out blemish, and one ewe lamb of the firstyearwithoutblem- 
ish, and three tenth deals of fine flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and one log of oil. 
14:11 And the priest that maketh him clean shall present the 
man that is to be made clean, and those things, before the 
LORD, at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
14:12 And the priest shall take one he lamb, and offer him 
for a trespass offering, and the log of oil, and wave them for 
a wave offering before the L RD : 

14: 13 A nd he shall slay the lamb in the place where he shall 
kill the sin offering and the burnt offering, in the holy place: 
for as the sin offering is the priest's, so is the trespass offer- 
ing: it is most holy: 

14: 14 A nd the priest shall take some of the blood of the tres- 
pass offering, and the priest shall put it upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great toe of his right foot: 
14:15 And the priest shall take some of the log of oil, and 
pour it into the palm of his own left hand: 
14:16 And the priest shall dip his right finger in the oil that 
is in his left hand, and shall sprinkle of the oil with his finger 
seven times before the LORD: 

14:17 And of the rest of the oil that is in his hand shall the 
priest put upon the tip of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot, upon the blood of the trespass 
offering: 

14:18 And the remnant of the oil that is in the priest's hand 
he shall pour upon the head of him that is to be cleansed: and 
the priest shall make an atonement for him before the LORD . 
14:19 And the priest shall offer the sin offering, and make an 
atonement for him that is to be cleansed from his unclean- 
ness; and afterward he shall kill the burnt offering: 
14:20 And the priest shall offer the burnt offering and the 
meat offering upon the altar: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him, and he shall be clean. 
14:21 And if he be poor, and cannot get so much; then he 
shall take one lamb for a trespass offering to be waved, to 
make an atonement for him, and one tenth deal of fine flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering, and a log of oil; 



14:22 And two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, such as 
he is able to get; and the one shall be a sin offering, and the 
other a burnt offering. 

14: 2 3 A nd he shall bring them on the eighth day for his cleans- 
ing unto the priest, unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, before the LORD . 

14:24 And the priest shall take the lamb of the trespass offer- 
ing, and the log of oil, and the priest shall wave them for a 
wave offering before the LORD: 

14:25 And he shall kill the lamb of the trespass offering, and 
the priest shall take some of the blood of the trespass offer- 
ing, and put it upon the tip of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot: 

14:26 And the priest shall pour of the oil into the palm of his 
own left hand: 

14: 27 A nd the priest shall sprinkle with his right finger some 
of the oil that is in his left hand seven times before the L RD : 
14:28 And the priest shall put of the oil that is in his hand 
upon the tip of the right ear of him that is to be cleansed, and 
upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot, upon the place of the blood of the trespass 
offering: 

14:29 And the rest of the oil that is in the priest's hand he 
shall put upon the head of him that is to be cleansed, to make 
an atonement for him before the LORD. 
14: 30 A nd he shall offer the one of the turtledoves, or of the 
young pigeons, such as he can get; 
14:31 Even such as he is able to get, the one for a sin offer- 
ing, and the other for a burnt offering, with the meat offer- 
ing: and the priest shall make an atonement for him that is to 
be cleansed before the LORD. 

14:32 This is the law of him in whom is the plague of lep- 
rosy, whose hand is not able to get that which pertaineth to 
his cleansing. 

14:33 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, 
saying, 

14:34 When ye be come into the land of Canaan, which I 
give to you for a possession, and I put the plague of leprosy 
in a house of the land of your possession; 
14:35 And he that owneth the house shall come and tell the 
priest, saying. It seemeth to me there is as it were a plague in 
the house: 

14:36 Then the priest shall command that they empty the 
house, before the priest go into it to see the plague, that all 
that is in the house be not made unclean: and afterward the 
priest shall go in to see the house: 

14:37 And he shall look on the plague, and, behold, if the 
plague be in the walls of the house with hollow strakes, green- 
ish or reddish, which in sight are lower than the wall; 
14:38 Then the priest shall go out of the house to the door of 
the house, and shut up the house seven days: 
14:39 And the priest shall come again the seventh day, and 
shall look: and, behold, if the plague be spread in the walls 
of the house; 

14:40 Then the priest shall command that they take away the 
stones in which the plague is, and they shall cast them into 
an unclean place without the city: 

14:41 A nd he shall cause the house to be scraped within round 
about, and they shall pour out the dust that they scrape off 
without the city into an unclean place: 
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14:42 And they shall take other stones, and put them in the 
place of those stones; and he shall take other morter, and 
shall plaister the house. 

14:43 And if the plague come again, and break out in the 
house, after that he hath taken away the stones, and after he 
hath scraped the house, and after it is plaistered; 
14:44 Then the priest shall come and look, and, behold, if 
the plague be spread in the house, it is a fretting leprosy in 
the house: it is unclean. 

14:45 And he shall break down the house, the stones of it, 
and the timber thereof, and all the morter of the house; and 
he shall cany them forth out of the city into an unclean place. 
14:46 Moreover he that goeth into the house all the while 
that it is shut up shall be unclean until the even. 
14:47 And he that lieth in the house shall wash his clothes; 
and he that eateth in the house shall wash his clothes. 
14:48 And if the priest shall come in, and look upon it, and, 
behold, the plague hath not spread in the house, after the 
house was plaistered: then the priest shall pronounce the 
house clean, because the plague is healed. 
14:49 And he shall take to cleanse the house two birds, and 
cedar wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: 
14:50 And he shall kill the one of the birds in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 

14:51 And he shall take the cedar wood, and the hyssop, and 
the scarlet, and the living bird, and dip them in the blood of 
the slain bird, and in the running water, and sprinkle the house 
seven times: 

14:52 And he shall cleanse the house with the blood of the 
bird, and with the running water, and with the living bird, 
and with the cedar wood, and with the hyssop, and with the 
scarlet: 

14:53 But he shall let go the living bird out of the city into 
the open fields, and make an atonement for the house: and it 
shall be clean. 

14:54 This is the law for all manner of plague of leprosy, and 
scall, 

14:55 And for the leprosy of a garment, and of a house, 
14:56 And for a rising, and for a scab, and for a bright spot: 
14:57 To teach when it is unclean, and when it is clean: this 
is the law of leprosy. 

15:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and to Aaron, saying, 
15:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto tiiem. 
When any man hath a running issue out of his flesh, because 
of his issue he is unclean. 

15:3 And this shall be his uncleanness in his issue: whether 
his flesh run with his issue, or his flesh be stopped from his 
issue, it is his uncleanness. 

15:4 Every bed, whereon he lieth that hath the issue, is un- 
clean: and every thing, whereon he sitteth, shall be unclean. 
15:5 And whosoever toucheth his bed shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even. 
15:6 And he that sitteth on any thing whereon he sat that 
hath the issue shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 
15:7 A nd he that toucheth the flesh of him that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

15:8 And if he that hath the issue spit upon him that is clean; 
then he shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 



15:9 And what saddle soever he rideth upon that hath the 
issue shall be unclean. 

1 5 : 1 A nd whosoever toucheth any thing that was under him 
shall be unclean until the even: and he that beareth any of 
those things shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

15:11 And whomsoever he toucheth that hath the issue, and 
hath not rinsed his hands in water, he shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even. 
15:12 And the vessel of earth, that he toucheth which hath 
the issue, shall be broken: and every vessel of wood shall be 
rinsed in water 

15:13 And when he that hath an issue is cleansed of his is- 
sue; then he shall numberto himself seven days forhis cleans- 
ing, and wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in running 
water, and shall be clean. 

15: 14 And on the eighth day he shall take to him two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, and come before the LORD 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, and give 
them unto the priest: 

15: 15 A nd the priest shall offer them, the one for a sin offer- 
ing, and the other for a burnt offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him before the LORD for his issue. 
15:16Andif any man's seed of copulation go out from him, 
then he shall wash all his flesh in water, and be unclean until 
the even. 

15:17 And every garment, and every skin, whereon is the 
seed of copulation, shall be washed with water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

15:18 The woman also with whom man shall lie with seed of 
copulation, they shall both bathe themselves in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

15:19 And if a woman have an issue, and her issue in her 
flesh be blood, she shall be put apart seven days: and whoso- 
ever toucheth her shall be unclean until the even. 
15:20 And every thing that she lieth upon in her separation 
shall be unclean: every thing also that she sitteth upon shall 
be unclean. 

15:21 And whosoevertoucheth her bed shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even. 
15:22 And whosoever toucheth any thing that she sat upon 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

15:23 And if it be on her bed, or on any thing whereon she 
sitteth, when he toucheth it, he shall be unclean until the 
even. 

15:24 And if any man lie with her at all, and her flowers be 
upon him, he shall be unclean seven days; and all the bed 
whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 

15:25And if a woman have an issue of her blood many days 
out of the time of her separation, or if it run beyond the time 
of her separation; all the days of the issue of her uncleanness 
shall be as the days of her separation: she shall be unclean. 
15:26 Every bed whereon she lieth all the days of her issue 
shall be unto her as the bed of her separation: and whatso- 
ever she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the uncleanness of 
her separation. 

15:27 And whosoevertoucheth those things shall be unclean, 
and shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

15:28 But if she be cleansed of her issue, then she shall num- 
ber to herself seven days, and after that she shall be clean. 
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15:29 And on the eighth day she shall take unto her two 
turtles, or two young pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, 
to the door ot the tabernacle ot the congregation. 
15:30 And the priest shall otter the one for a sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for her before the LORD for the issue of her 
uncleanness. 

15:31 Thus shall ye separate the children of Israel from their 
uncleanness; that they die not in their uncleanness, when 
they defile my tabernacle that is among them. 
15:32 This is the law of him that hath an issue, and of him 
whose seed goeth from him, and is defiled therewith; 
15:33 And of her that is sick of her flowers, and of him that 
hath an issue, of the man, and of the woman, and of him that 
lieth with her that is unclean. 

16:1 And the LORD spake unto M oses after the death of the 
two sons of Aaron, when they offered before the LORD, and 
died; 

16:2 And the LORD said unto Moses, Speak unto Aaron thy 
brother, that he come not at all times into the holy place within 
the vail before the mercy seat, which is upon the ark; that he 
die not: for I will appear in the cloud upon the mercy seat. 
16:3 Thus shallAaron come into the holy place: with ayoung 
bullock for a sin offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 
16:4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, and he shall have 
the linen breeches upon his flesh, and shall be girded with a 
linen girdle, and with the linen mitre shall he be attired: these 
are holy garments; therefore shall he wash his flesh in water, 
and so put them on. 

16:5 And he shall take of the congregation of the children of 
Israel two kids of the goats for a sin offering, and one ram 
for a burnt offering. 

16:6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock of the sin offering, 
which is for himself, and make an atonement for himself, 
and for his house. 

16:7 And he shall take the two goats, and present them be- 
fore the L RD at the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. 

16:8 And Aaron shall cast lots upon the two goats; one lot 
for the LORD , and the other lot for the scapegoat. 
16:9 And Aaron shall bring the goat upon which the LORD'S 
lot fell, and offer him for a sin offering. 
16:10 But the goat, on which the lot fell to be the scapegoat, 
shall be presented alive before the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment with him, and to let him go for a scapegoat into the 
wilderness. 

16:11 And Aaron shall bring the bullock of the sin offering, 
which is for himself, and shall make an atonement for him- 
self, and for his house, and shall kill the bullock of the sin 
offering which is for himself: 

16:12 And he shall take a censer full of burning coals of fire 
from off the altar before the LORD, and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring it within the vail: 
16:13 And he shall put the incense upon the fire before the 
LORD, that the cloud of the incense may cover the mercy 
seat that is upon the testimony, that he die not: 
16:14 And he shall take of the blood of the bullock, and 
sprinkle it with his finger upon the mercy seat eastward; and 
before the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of the blood with his 
finger seven times. 
16:15 Then shall he kill the goat of the sin offering, that is 



for the people, and bring his blood within the vail, and do 
with that blood as he did with the blood of the bullock, and 
sprinkle it upon the mercy seat, and before the mercy seat: 
16:16 And he shall make an atonement for the holy place, 
because of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and be- 
cause of their transgressions in all their sins: and so shall he 
do for the tabernacle of the congregation, that remaineth 
among them in the midst of their uncleanness. 
16:17 And there shall be no man in the tabernacle of the 
congregation when he goeth in to make an atonement in the 
holy place, until he come out, and have made an atonement 
for himself, and for his household, and for all the congrega- 
tion of Israel. 

16:18 And he shall go out unto the altar that is before the 
LORD, and make an atonement for it; and shall take of the 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood of the goat, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar round about. 
16:19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood upon it with his 
finger seven times, and cleanse it, and hallow it from the 
uncleanness of the children of Israel. 
16:20 And when he hath made an end of reconciling the holy 
place, and the tabernacle of the congregation, and the altar, 
he shall bring the live goat: 

16:21 And Aaron shall lay both his hands upon the head of 
the live goat, and confess over him all the iniquities of the 
children of Israel, and all their transgressions in all theirsins, 
putting them upon the head of the goat, and shall send him 
away by the hand of a fit man into the wilderness: 
16:22 And the goat shall bear upon him all their iniquities 
unto a land not inhabited: and he shall let go the goat in the 
wilderness. 

16:23 AndAaron shall come into the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and shall put off the linen garments, which he put 
on when he went into the holy place, and shall leave them 
there: 

16:24 And he shall wash his flesh with water in the holy 
place, and put on his garments, and come forth, and offer his 
burnt offering, and the burnt offering of the people, and make 
an atonement for himself, and for the people. 
16:25 And the fat of the sin offering shall he bum upon the 
altar 

16:26 And he that let go the goat for the scapegoat shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, and afterward 
come into the camp. 

16:27 And the bullock for the sin offering, and the goat for 
the sin offering, whose blood was brought in to make atone- 
ment in the holy place, shall one cany forth without the camp; 
and they shall bum in the fire their skins, and their flesh, and 
their dung. 

16:28 And he that bumeth them shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and afterward he shall come into the 
camp. 

16:29 And this shall be a statute for ever unto you: that in the 
seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, ye shall afflict 
your souls, and do no work at all, whether it be one of your 
own country, or a stranger that sojoumeth among you: 
16:30 For on that day shall the priest make an atonement for 
you, to cleanse you, that ye may be clean from all your sins 
befoiB the LORD. 

16:31 It shall be a sabbath of rest unto you, and ye shall 
afflict your souls, by a statute for ever 
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16:32 And the priest, whom he shall anoint, and whom he 
shall consecrate to minister in the priest's office in his father's 
stead, shall make the atonement, and shall put on the linen 
clothes, even the holy garments: 

16:33 And he shall make an atonement for the holy sanctu- 
ary, and he shall make an atonement for the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for the altar, and he shall make an atone- 
ment for the priests, and for all the people of the congrega- 
tion. 

16:34 And this shall be an everlasting statute unto you, to 
make an atonement forthe children of Israel for all their sins 
once a year And he did as the LORD commanded Moses. 
17:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
17:2 Speak unto Aaron, and unto his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel, and say unto them; This is the thing which 
the LORD hath commanded, saying, 
17:3 What man soever there be of the house of Israel, that 
killeth an ox, or lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that killeth it 
out of the camp, 

17:4 And bringeth it not unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, to offer an offering unto the LORD before 
the tabernacle of the LORD; blood shall be imputed unto 
that man; he hath shed blood; and that man shall be cut off 
from among his people: 

17:5 To the end that the children of Israel may bring their 
sacrifices, which they offer in the open field, even that they 
may bring them unto the LORD, unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, unto the priest, and offer them for 
peace offerings unto the LORD . 

17:6 A nd the priest shall sprinkle the blood upon the altar of 
the LORD at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and bum the fat for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 
17:7 And they shall no more offer their sacrifices unto dev- 
ils, after whom they have gone a whoring. This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout their generations. 
17:8 And thou shalt say unto them. Whatsoever man there 
be of the house of Israel, or of the strangers which sojourn 
among you, that offereth a burnt offering or sacrifice, 
17:9 And bringeth it not unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, to offer it unto the LORD; even that man 
shall be cut off from among his people. 
17:10 And whatsoever man there be of the house of Israel, 
or of the strangers that sojourn among you, that eateth any 
manner of blood; I will even set my face against that soul 
that eateth blood, and will cut him off from among his people. 
17:11 For the life of the flesh is in the blood: and I have 
given it to you upon the altar to make an atonement for your 
souls: for it is the blood that maketh an atonement for the 
soul. 

17:12 Therefore I said unto the children of Israel, No soul of 
you shall eat blood, neither shall any stranger that sojoumeth 
among you eat blood. 

17: 13 And whatsoever man there be of the children of Israel, 
or of the strangers that sojourn among you, which hunteth 
and catcheth any beast or fowl that may be eaten; he shall 
even pour out the blood thereof, and cover it with dust 
17:14 For it is the hfe of all flesh; the blood of it is for the 
life thereof: therefore I said unto the children of Israel, Ye 
shall eat the blood of no manner of flesh: for the life of all 
flesh is the blood thereof: whosoever eateth it shall be cut 
off. 



17: 15 And every soul that eateth that which died of itself, or 
that which was torn with beasts, whether it be one of your 
own country, or a stranger, he shall both wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even: 
then shall he be clean. 

17:16 But if he wash them not, nor bathe his flesh; then he 
shall bear his iniquity. 

18:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
18:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, I 
am the LORD your God. 

18:3 After the doings of the land of Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, 
shall ye not do: and after the doings of the land of Canaan, 
whither I bring you, shall ye not do: neither shall ye walk in 
their ordinances. 

18:4 Ye shall do my judgments, and keep mine ordinances, 
to walk therein: I am the LORD your God. 
18:5 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, and my judgments: 
which if a man do, he shall live in them: I am the LORD. 
18:6 None of you shall approach to any that is near of kin to 
him, to uncover their nakedness: I am the L RD . 
18:7 The nakedness of thy father, or the nakedness of thy 
mother, shalt thou not uncover: she is thy mother; thou shalt 
not uncover her nakedness. 

18:8 The nakedness of thy father's wife shalt thou not un- 
cover: it is thy father's nakedness. 

18:9 The nakedness of thy sister, the daughter of thy father, 
or daughter of thy mother, whether she be bom at home, or 
bom abroad, even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover 
18:10 The nakedness of thy son's daughter, or of thy 
daughter's daughter, even their nakedness thou shalt not un- 
cover: for theirs is thine own nakedness. 
18:11 The nakedness of thy father's wife's daughter, begot- 
ten of thy father, she is thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

18:12 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy father's 
sister: she is thy father's near kinswoman. 
18:13 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy mother's 
sister: for she is thy mother's near kinswoman. 
18:14 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy father's 
brother, thou shalt not approach to his wife: she is thine aunt. 
18:15 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy daughter 
in law: she is thy son's wife; thou shalt not uncover her na- 
kedness. 

18:16 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy brother's 
wife: it is thy brother's nakedness. 

18: 17 Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of a woman and 
her daughter, neither shalt thou take her son's daughter, or 
her daughter's daughter, to uncover her nakedness; for they 
are her near kinswomen: it is wickedness. 
18:18 Neither shalt thou take a wife to her sister, to vex her, 
to uncover her nakedness, beside the other in her life time. 
18:19 Also thou shalt not approach unto a woman to un- 
cover her nakedness, as long as she is put apart for her un- 
cleanness. 

18:20 Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally with thy 
neighbour's wife, to defile thyself with her 
1 8 : 2 1 A nd thou shalt not let any of thy seed pass through the 
fire to Molech, neither shalt tiou profane the name of thy 
God: I am the LORD. 

18:22 Thou shalt not he with mankind, as with womankind: 
it is abomination. 
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18:23 Neither shalt thou lie with any beast to defile thyself 
therewith: neither shall any woman stand before a beast to 
lie down thereto: it is confusion. 

18:24 Defile not ye yourselves in any of these things: for in 
all these the nations are defiled which I cast out before you: 
18:25 A nd the land is defiled: therefore I do visit the iniquity 
thereof upon it, and the land itself vomiteth out her inhabit- 
ants. 

18:26 Ye shall therefore keep my statutes and my judgments, 
and shall not commit any of these abominations; neither any 
of your own nation, nor any stranger that sojoumeth among 
you: 

18:27 (For all these abominations have the men of the land 
done, which were before you, and the land is defiled,) 
18:28 That the land spue not you out also, when ye defile it, 
as it spued out the nations that were before you. 
18:29 For whosoever shall commit any of these abomina- 
tions, even the souls that commit them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

18:30 Therefore shall ye keep mine ordinance, that ye com- 
mit not any one of these abominable customs, which were 
committed before you, and that ye defile not yourselves 
therein: I am the LORD your God. 
19:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
19:2 Speak unto all the congregation of the children of Is- 
rael, and say unto them. Ye shall be holy: for I the LORD 
your God am holy. 

19:3 Ye shall fear every man his mother, and his father, and 
keep my sabbaths: I am the LORD your God. 
19:4 Turn ye not unto idols, nor make to yourselves molten 
gods: I am the LORD your God. 

19:5 And if ye offer a sacrifice of peace offerings unto the 
L RD , ye shall offer it at your own will. 
19:6 It shall be eaten the same day ye offer it, and on the 
morrow: and if ought remain until the third day, it shall be 
burnt in the fire. 

19:7 And if it be eaten at all on the third day, it is abomi- 
nable; it shall not be accepted. 

19:8 Therefore every one that eateth it shall bear his iniq- 
uity, because he hath profaned the hallowed thing of the 
LORD : and that soul shall be cut off from among his people. 
19:9 And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt 
not wholly reap the comers of thy field, neither shalt thou 
gather the gleanings of thy harvest. 
19:10 And thou shalt not glean thy vineyard, neither shalt 
thou gather every grape of thy vineyard; thou shalt leave them 
for the poor and stranger: I am the LORD your God. 
19:11 Ye shall not steal, neither deal falsely, neither he one 
to another 

19:12 And ye shall not swear by my name falsely, neither 
shalt thou profane the name of thy God: I am the LORD. 
19:13 Thou shalt not defraud thy neighbour, neither rob him: 
the wages of him that is hired shall not abide with thee all 
night until the morning. 

19: 14 Thou shalt not curse the deaf, nor put a stumblingblock 
before the blind, but shalt fear thy God: I am the LORD. 
19: 15 Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment: thou shalt 
not respect the person of the poor, nor honour the person of 
the mighty: but in righteousness shalt thou judge thy 
neighbour 
19:16 Thou shalt not go up and down as a talebearer among 



thy people: neither shalt thou stand against the blood of thy 
neighbour: I am the LORD. 

19:17 Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thine heart: thou 
shalt in any wise rebuke thy neighbour, and not suffer sin 
upon him. 

19:18 Thou shalt not avenge, nor bear any grudge against 
the children of thy people, but thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself: I am the LORD. 

19: 19 Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou shalt not let thy cattle 
gender with a diverse kind: thou shalt not sow thy field with 
mingled seed: neither shall a garment mingled of linen and 
woollen come upon thee. 

19:20 And whosoever lieth carnally with a woman, that is a 
bondmaid, betrothed to an husband, and not at all redeemed, 
nor freedom given her; she shall be scourged; they shall not 
be put to death, because she was not free. 
19: 2 1 A nd he shall bring his trespass offering unto the L RD , 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, even a 
ram for a trespass offering. 

19:22 And the priest shall make an atonement for him with 
the ram of the trespass offering before the LORD for his sin 
which he hath done: and the sin which he hath done shall be 
forgiven him. 

19:23 And when ye shall come into the land, and shall have 
planted all manner of trees for food, then ye shall count the 
fruit thereof as uncircumcised: three years shall it be as un- 
circumcised unto you: it shall not be eaten of. 
19:24 But in the fourth year all the fruit thereof shall be holy 
to praise the LORD withal. 

19:25 And in the fifth year shall ye eat of the fruit thereof, 
that it may yield unto you the increase thereof: I am the L RD 
your God. 

19:26 Ye shall not eat any thing with the blood: neither shall 
ye use enchantment, nor observe times. 
19:27 Ye shall not round the comers of your heads, neither 
shalt thou mar the comers of thy beard. 
19:28 Ye shall not make any cuttings in your flesh for the 
dead, nor print any marks upon you: I am the LORD. 
19:29 Do not prostitute thy daughter, to cause her to be a 
whore; lest the land fall to whoredom, and the land become 
full of wickedness. 

19:30 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctu- 
ary: I am the LORD. 

19:31 Regard not them that have famihar spirits, neitherseek 
after wizards, to be defiled by them: I am the LORD your 
God. 

19:32 Thou shalt rise up before the hoaiy head, and honour 
the face of the old man, and fear thy God: I am the LORD. 
19:33 And if a stranger sojoum with thee in your land, ye 
shall not vex him. 

19:34 But the stranger that dwelleth with you shall be unto 
you as one bom among you, and thou shalt love him as thy- 
self; for ye were strangers in the land of Egypt: I am the 
LORD your God. 

19:35 Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, in mete- 
yard, in weight, or in measure. 

19:36 Just balances, just weights, a just ephah, and a just 
hin, shall ye have: I am the L RD your G od, which brought 
you out of the land of Egypt. 

19:37 Therefore shall ye observe all my statutes, and all my 
judgments, and do them: I am the LORD . 
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20:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
20:2 Again, tliou slialt say to tlie children of Israel, Whoso- 
ever he be ot the children of Israel, or of the strangers that 
sojourn in Israel, thatgiveth any of his seed unto Molech; he 
shall surely be put to death: the people of the land shall stone 
him with stones. 

20:3 And I will set my face against that man, and will cut 
him off from among his people; because he hath given of his 
seed unto Molech, to defile my sanctuary, and to profane my 
holy name. 

20:4 And if the people of the land do any ways hide their 
eyes from the man, when he giveth of his seed unto M olech, 
and kill him not: 

20:5 Then I will set my face against that man, and against his 
family, and will cut him off, and all that go a whoring after 
him, to commit whoredom with Molech, from among their 
people. 

20:6 And the soul that tumeth after such as have familiar 
spirits, and after wizards, to go a whoring after them, I will 
even set my face against that soul, and will cut him off from 
among his people. 

20:7 Sanctify yourselves therefore, and be ye holy: for I am 
the LORD your God. 

20:8 And ye shall keep my statutes, and do them: I am the 
LORD which sanctify you. 

20:9 For every one that curseth his father or his mother shall 
be surely put to death: he hath cursed his father or his mother; 
his blood shall be upon him. 

20:10 And the man that committeth adultery with another 
man's wife, even he that committeth adultery with his 
neighbour's wife, the adulterer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death. 

20:11 And the man that lieth with his father's wife hath un- 
covered his father's nakedness: both of them shall surely be 
put to death; their blood shall be upon them. 
20:12 And if a man lie with his daughter in law, both of them 
shall surely be put to death: they have wrought confusion; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

20:13 If a man also lie with mankind, as he lieth with a 
woman, both of them have committed an abomination: they 
shall surely be put to death; their blood shall be upon them. 
20:14 And if a man take a wife and her mother, it is wicked- 
ness: they shall be burnt with fire, both he and they; that 
there be no wickedness among you. 
20: 15 A nd if a man lie with a beast, he shall surely be put to 
death: and ye shall slay the beast. 

20: 16 And if a woman approach unto any beast, and he down 
thereto, thou shalt kill the woman, and the beast: they shall 
surely be put to death; their blood shall be upon them. 
20:17 And if a man shall take his sister, his father's daughter, 
or his mother's daughter, and see her nakedness, and she see 
his nakedness; it is a wicked thing; and they shall be cut off 
in the sight of their people: he hath uncovered his sister's 
nakedness; he shall bear his iniquity. 
20:18 And if a man shall he with a woman having her sick- 
ness, and shall uncover her nakedness; he hath discovered 
her fountain, and she hath uncovered the fountain of her 
blood: and both of them shall be cut off from among their 
people. 

20:19 And thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy 
mother's sister, nor of thy father's sister: for he uncovereti 
his near kin: they shall bear their iniquity. 



20:20 And if a man shall lie with his uncle's wife, he hath 
uncovered his uncle's nakedness: they shall bear their sin; 
they shall die childless. 

20:21 And if a man shall take his brother's wife, it is an un- 
clean thing: he hath uncovered his brother's nakedness; they 
shall be childless. 

20:22 Ye shall therefore keep all my statutes, and all my judg- 
ments, and do them: that tiie land, whither I bring you to 
dwell therein, spue you not out. 

20:23 And ye shall not walk in the manners of the nation, 
which I cast out before you: for they committed all these 
things, and therefore I abhorred them. 
20:24 But I have said unto you. Ye shall inherit their land, 
and I will give it unto you to possess it, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey: I am the LORD your God, which have 
separated you from other people. 

20:25 Ye shall therefore put difference between clean beasts 
and unclean, and between unclean fowls and clean: and ye 
shall not make your souls abominable by beast or by fowl, 
or by any manner of living thing that creepeth on the ground, 
which I have separated from you as unclean. 
20:26 And ye shall be holy unto me: for I the LORD am 
holy, and have severed you from other people, that ye should 
be mine. 

20:27 A man also or woman that hath a familiar spirit, or that 
is a wizard, shall surely be put to death: they shall stone 
them with stones: their blood shall be upon them. 
21:lAndtheL0RD said unto Moses, Speak unto the priests 
the sons of Aaron, and say unto them. There shall none be 
defiled for the dead among his people: 
21:2 But for his kin, that is near unto him, that is, for his 
mother, and for his father, and for his son, and for his daugh- 
ter, and for his brother, 

21:3And forhis sister a virgin, that is nigh unto him, which 
hath had no husband; for her may he be defiled. 
2 1 :4 B ut he shall not defile himself, being a chief man among 
his people, to profane himself. 

21:5 They shall not make baldness upon their head, neither 
shall they shave off the comer of their beard, nor make any 
cuttings in their flesh. 

21:6 They shall be holy unto their God, and not profane the 
name of their God: for the offerings of the LORD made by 
fire, and the bread of their G od, they do offer: therefore they 
shall be holy. 

21:7 They shall not take a wife that is a whore, or profane; 
neither shall they take a woman put away from her husband: 
for he is holy unto his God. 

21:8 Thou shalt sanctify him therefore; for he offereth the 
bread of thy G od: he shall be holy unto thee: f or I the L RD , 
which sanctify you, am holy. 

21:9 And the daughterof any priest, if she profane herself by 
playing the whore, she profaneth her father: she shall be burnt 
with fire. 

2 1 : 1 A nd he that is the high priest among his brethren, upon 
whose head the anointing oil was poured, and that is conse- 
crated to put on the garments, shall not uncover his head, 
nor rend his clothes; 

21:11 Neither shall he go in to any dead body, nor defile 
himself for his father, or for his mother; 
21:12 Neither shall he go out of the sanctuary, nor profane 
the sanctuary of his God; for the crown of the anointing oil 
of his God is upon him: I am the LORD. 
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21:13 And he shall take a wife in her virginity. 
2 1:14 A widow, or a divorced woman, or profane, or an har- 
lot, these shall he not take: but he shall take a virgin ot his 
own people to wife. 

21:15 Neither shall he profane his seed among his people: 
for I the LORD do sanctify him. 
21:16 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
21:17 Speak unto Aaron, saying. Whosoever he be of thy 
seed in their generations that hath any blemish, let him not 
approach to offer the bread of his God. 
21:18 For whatsoever man he be that hath a blemish, he shall 
not approach: a blind man, or a lame, or he that hath a flat 
nose, or any thing superfluous, 
21:19 Or a man that is brokenfooted, or brokenhanded, 
21:20 Or crookbackt, or a dwarf, or that hath a blemish in 
his eye, or be scurvy, or scabbed, or hath his stones broken; 
21:21 No man that hath a blemish of the seed of Aaron the 
priest shall come nigh to offer the offerings of the LORD 
made by fire: he hath a blemish; he shall not come nigh to 
offer the bread of his God. 

21:22 He shall eat the bread of his God, both of the most 
holy, and of the holy. 

21:23 Only he shall not go in unto the vail, nor come nigh 
unto the altar, because he hath a blemish; that he profane not 
my sanctuaries: for I the LORD do sanctify them. 
21:24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, and to his sons, and 
unto all the children of Israel. 
22:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
22:2 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, that they separate 
themselves from the holy things of the children of Israel, 
and that they profane not my holy name in those things which 
they hallow unto me: I am the LORD. 
22:3 Say unto them. Whosoever he be of all your seed among 
your generations, that goeth unto the holy things, which the 
children of Israel hallow unto the LORD, having his unclean- 
ness upon him, that soul shall be cut off from my presence: I 
am the LORD. 

22:4 What man soever of the seed of Aaron is a leper, or hath 
a running issue; he shall not eat of the holy things, until he 
be clean. A nd whoso toucheth any thing that is unclean by 
the dead, or a man whose seed goeth from him; 
22:5 Or whosoever toucheth any creeping thing, whereby he 
may be made unclean, or a man of whom he may take un- 
cleanness, whatsoever uncleanness he hath; 
22:6 The soul which hath touched any such shall be unclean 
until even, and shall not eat of the holy things, unless he 
wash his flesh with water 

22:7 And when the sun is down, he shall be clean, and shall 
afterward eat of the holy things; because it is his food. 
22:8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn with beasts, he 
shall not eat to defile himself therewith: I am the LORD. 
22:9 They shall therefore keep mine ordinance, lest they bear 
sin for it, and die therefore, if they profane it: I the LORD do 
sanctify them. 

22:10 There shall no stranger eat of the holy thing: a so- 
journer of the priest, or an hired servant, shall not eat of the 
holy thing. 

22:11 But if the priest buy any soul with his money, he shall 
eat of it, and he that is bom in his house: they shall eat of his 
meat. 

2 2 : 1 2 I f the priest's daughter also be married unto a stranger, 
she may not eat of an offering of the holy things. 



22:13 But if the priest's daughter be a widow, or divorced, 
and have no child, and is returned unto her father's house, as 
in her youth, she shall eat of her father's meat: but there shall 
no stranger eat thereof. 

22:14 And if a man eat of the holy thing unwittingly, then he 
shall put the fifth part thereof unto it, and shall give it unto 
the priest with the holy thing. 

22: 15 A nd they shall not profane the holy things of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which they offer unto the LORD; 
22:16 Or suffer them to bear the iniquity of trespass, when 
they eat their holy things: for I the LORD do sanctify them. 
22:17 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
22:18 Speak unto Aaron, and to his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel, and say unto them. Whatsoever he be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers in Israel, that will 
offer his oblation for all his vows, and for all his freewill 
offerings, which they will offer unto the LORD for a burnt 
offering; 

22:19 Ye shall offer at your own will a male without blem- 
ish, of the beeves, of the sheep, or of the goats. 
22:20 But whatsoever hath a blemish, that shall ye not offer: 
for it shall not be acceptable for you. 
22:21 And whosoever offereth a sacrifice of peace offerings 
unto the LORD to accomphshhisvow, or a freewill offering 
in beeves or sheep, it shall be perfect to be accepted; there 
shall be no blemish therein. 

22:22 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or having a wen, or 
scurvy, or scabbed, ye shall not offer these unto the LORD, 
nor make an offering by fire of them upon the altar unto the 
LORD. 

22:23 Either a bullock or a lamb that hath any thing super- 
fluous or lacking in his parts, that mayest thou offer for a 
freewill offering; but for a vow it shall not be accepted. 
22:24 Ye shall not offer unto the LORD that which is bruised, 
or crushed, or broken, or cut; neither shall ye make any of- 
fering thereof in your land. 

22:25 Neither from a stranger's hand shall ye offer the bread 
of your God of any of these; because their corruption is in 
them, and blemishes be in them: they shall not be accepted 
for you. 

22:26 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
22:27 When a bullock, orasheep, oragoat, is brought forth, 
then it shall be seven days under the dam; and from the eighth 
day and thenceforth it shall be accepted for an offering made 
by fire unto the LORD. 

22:28 And whether it be cow or ewe, ye shall not kill it and 
her young both in one day. 

2 2 :2 9 A nd when ye will offer a sacrifice of thanksgiving unto 
the L RD , offer it at your own will. 
22:30 On the same day it shall be eaten up; ye shall leave 
none of it until the morrow: I am the LORD. 
22:31 Therefore shall ye keep my commandments, and do 
them: I am the LORD. 

22:32 Neither shall ye profane my holy name; but I will be 
hallowed among the children of Israel: I am the LORD which 
hallow you, 

22:33 That brought you out of the land of Egypt, to be your 
God: I am the LORD. 

23:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
23:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
Concerning the feasts of the L RD , which ye shall proclaim 
to be holy convocations, even these are my feasts. 
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23:3 Six days sliall work be done: but tlie seventli day is tlie 
sabbatli of rest, an lioly convocation; ye sliall do no work 
therein: it is the sabbath ot the LORD in all your dwellings. 
23:4 These are the feasts of the LORD, even holy convoca- 
tions, which ye shall proclaim in their seasons. 
23:5 In the fourteenth day of the first month at even is the 
LORD'S passover. 

23:6 And on the fifteenth day of the same month is the feast 
of unleavened bread unto the L RD : seven days ye must eat 
unleavened bread. 

23:7 In the first day ye shall have an holy convocation: ye 
shall do no servile work therein. 

23:8 But ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD seven days: in the seventh day is an holy convoca- 
tion: ye shall do no servile work therein. 
23:9 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
23:10 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye be come into the land which I give unto you, and 
shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf of 
the firstfruits of your harvest unto the priest: 
23:11 And he shall wave the sheaf before the LORD, to be 
accepted for you: on the morrow after the sabbath the priest 
shall wave it. 

23:12 And ye shall offer that day when ye wave the sheaf an 
he lamb without blemish of the first year for a burnt offering 
unto the LORD. 

23:13 And the meat offering thereof shall be two tenth deals 
of fine flour mingled with oil, an offering made by fire unto 
the LORD for a sweet savour: and the drink offering thereof 
shall be of wine, the fourth part of an hin. 
23:14 And ye shall eat neither bread, nor parched com, nor 
green ears, until the selfsame day that ye have brought an 
offering unto your God: it shall be a statute for ever through- 
out your generations in all your dwellings. 
23:15 And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the 
sabbath, from the day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave 
offering; seven sabbaths shall be complete: 
23:16 Even unto the morrow after the seventh sabbath shall 
ye number fifty days; and ye shall offer a new meat offering 
unto the LORD. 

23:17 Ye shall bring outof your habitations two wave loaves 
of two tenth deals: they shall be of fine flour; they shall be 
baken with leaven; they are the firstfruits unto the LORD. 
23:18 A nd ye shall offer with the bread seven lambs without 
blemish of the first year, and one young bullock, and two 
rams: they shall be for a burnt offering unto the LORD, with 
their meat offering, and their drink offerings, even an offer- 
ing made by fire, of sweet savour unto the LORD. 
23:19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering, and two lambs of the first year for a sacrifice of 
peace offerings. 

23:20 And the priest shall wave them with the bread of the 
firstfruits for a wave offering before the L RD , with the two 
lambs: they shall be holy to the LORD for the priest 
23:21 And ye shall proclaim on the selfsame day, that it may 
be an holy convocation unto you: ye shall do no servile work 
therein: it shall be a statute for ever in all your dwellings 
throughout your generations. 

23:22 And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt 
not make clean riddance of the comers of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather any gleaning of thy 



harvest: thou shalt leave them unto the poor, and to the 
stranger: I am the LORD your God. 
23:23 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
23:24 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. In the sev- 
enth month, in the first day of the month, shall ye have a 
sabbath, a memorial of blowing of tmmpets, an holy convo- 
cation. 

23:25 Ye shall do no servile work therein: but ye shall offer 
an offering made by fire unto the LORD. 
23:26 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
23:27 Also on the tenth day of this seventh month there shall 
be a day of atonement: it shall be an holy convocation unto 
you; and ye shall afflict your souls, and offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD. 

23:28 And ye shall do no work in that same day: for it is a 
day of atonement, to make an atonement for you before the 
LORD your God. 

23:29 For whatsoever soul it be that shall not be afflicted in 
that same day, he shall be cut off from among his people. 
23:30 And whatsoever soul it be that doeth any work in that 
same day, the same soul will I destroy from among his people. 
23:31 Ye shall do no manner of work: it shall be a statute for 
ever throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 
23:32 It shall be unto you a sabbath of rest, and ye shall 
afflictyour souls: in the ninth day of the month at even, from 
even unto even, shall ye celebrate your sabbath. 
23:33 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
23:34 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. The fifteenth 
day of this seventh month shall be the feast of tabemacles 
for seven days unto the LORD . 

23:35 On the first day shall be an holy convocation: ye shall 
do no servile work therein. 

23:36 Seven days ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto 
the LORD: on the eighth day shall be an holy convocation 
unto you; and ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD: it is a solemn assembly; and ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

23:37 These are the feasts of the LORD, which ye shall pro- 
claim to be holy convocations, to offer an offering made by 
fire unto the LORD, a burnt offering, and a meat offering, a 
sacrifice, and drink offerings, every thing upon his day: 
23:38 Beside the sabbaths of the LORD, and beside your 
gifts, and beside all your vows, and beside all your freewill 
offerings, which ye give unto the LORD . 
23:39 Also in the fifteenth day of the seventh month, when 
ye have gathered in the f mit of the land, ye shall keep a feast 
unto the LORD seven days: on the first day shall be a sab- 
bath, and on the eighth day shall be a sabbath. 
23:40 And ye shall take you on the first day the boughs of 
goodly trees, branches of palm trees, and the boughs of thick 
trees, and willows of the brook; and ye shall rejoice before 
the LORD your God seven days. 

23:41 A nd ye shall keep it a feast unto the LORD seven days 
in the year It shall be a statute for ever in your generations: 
ye shall celebrate it in the seventh month. 
23:42 Ye shall dwell in booths seven days; all that are Israel- 
ites bom shall dwell in booths: 

23:43 That your generations may know that I made the chil- 
dren of Israel to dwell in booths, when I brought them out of 
the land of Egypt: I am the LORD your God. 
23:44 And Moses declared unto the children of Israel the 
feasts of the LORD. 
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24:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
24:2 Command the children of Israel, that they bring unto 
thee pure oil olive beaten for the light, to cause the lamps to 
bum continually. 

24:3 Without the vail of the testimony, in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, shall Aaron order it from the evening unto 
the morning before the LORD continually: it shall be a stat- 
ute for ever in your generations. 

24:4 He shall order the lamps upon the pure candlestick be- 
fore the LORD continually. 

24:5 And thou shalt take fine flour, and bake twelve cakes 
thereof: two tenth deals shall be in one cake. 
24:6 And thou shalt set them in two rows, six on a row, upon 
the pure table before the LORD. 

24:7 And thou shalt put pure frankincense upon each row, 
that it may be on the bread for a memorial, even an offering 
made by tire unto the LORD . 

24:8 Every sabbath he shall set it in order before the LORD 
continually, being taken from the children of Israel by an 
everlasting covenant. 

24:9 And it shall be Aaron's and his sons'; and they shall eat 
it in the holy place: for it is most holy unto him of the offer- 
ings of the LORD made by fire by a perpetual statute. 
24:10 And the son of an Israelitish woman, whose father 
was an Egyptian, went out among the children of Israel: and 
this son of the Israelitish woman and a man of Israel strove 
together in the camp; 

24:11 And the Israelitish woman's son blasphemed the name 
of the L RD , and cursed. A nd they brought him unto M oses: 
(and his mother's name was Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, 
of the tribe of Dan:) 

24:12 And they put him in ward, that the mind of the LORD 
might be shewed them. 

24:13 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
24:14 Bring forth him that hath cursed without the camp; 
and let all that heard him lay their hands upon his head, and 
let all the congregation stone him. 

24:15 And thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing. Whosoever curseth his God shall bear his sin. 
24:16 And he that blasphemeth the name of the LORD, he 
shall surely be put to death, and all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him: as well the stranger, as he that is bom in 
the land, when he blasphemeth the name of the LORD, shall 
be put to death. 

24: 17 A nd he that killeth any man shall surely be put to death. 
24:18 And he that killeth a beast shall make it good; beast 
for beast. 

24:19 And if a man cause a blemish in his neighbour; as he 
hath done, so shall it be done to him; 
24:20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, tooth for tooth: as he 
hath caused a blemish in a man, so shall it be done to him 
again. 

24:21 And he that killeth a beast, he shall restore it: and he 
that killeth a man, he shall be put to death. 
24:22 Ye shall have one manner of law, as well for the 
stranger, as for one of your own country: fori am the LORD 
your God. 

24:23 And Moses spake to the children of Israel, that they 
should bring forth him that had cursed out of the camp, and 
stone him with stones. And the children of Israel did as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 



25:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses in mount Sinai, say- 
ing, 

25:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye come into the land which I give you, then shall the 
land keep a sabbath unto the LORD. 
25:3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, and six years thou 
shalt prane thy vineyard, and gather in the frait thereof; 
25:4 But in the seventh year shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
the land, a sabbath for the LORD: thou shalt neither sow thy 
field, nor pmne thy vineyard. 

25:5 That which groweth of its own accord of thy harvest 
thou shalt not reap, neither gather the grapes of thy vine un- 
dressed: for it is a year of rest unto the land. 
25:6 And the sabbath of the land shall be meat for you; for 
thee, and for thy servant, and for thy maid, and for thy hired 
servant, and for thy stranger that sojoumeth with thee, 
25:7 A nd for thy cattle, and for the beast that are in thy land, 
shall all the increase thereof be meat. 
25:8 And thou shalt number seven sabbaths of years unto 
thee, seven times seven years; and the space of the seven 
sabbaths of years shall be unto thee forty and nine years. 
25:9 Then shalt thou cause the tmmpet of the jubile to sound 
on the tenth day of the seventh month, in the day of atone- 
ment shall ye make the tmmpet sound throughout all your 
land. 

25: 10 A nd ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, and proclaim lib- 
erty throughout all the land unto all the inhabitants thereof: 
it shall be a jubile unto you; and ye shall retum every man 
unto his possession, and ye shall retum every man unto his 
family. 

25:11 A jubile shall that fiftieth year be unto you: ye shall 
not sow, neither reap that which groweth of itself in it, nor 
gather the grapes in it of thy vine undressed. 
25:12 For it is the jubile; it shall be holy unto you: ye shall 
eat the increase thereof out of the field. 
25:13 In the year of this jubile ye shall retum every man 
unto his possession. 

25:14 And if thou sell ought unto thy neighbour, or buyest 
ought of thy neighbour's hand, ye shall not oppress one an- 
other: 

25: 15 According to the number of years after the jubile thou 
shalt buy of thy neighbour, and according unto the number 
of years of the fmits he shall sell unto thee: 
25: 16 A ccording to the multitude of years thou shalt increase 
the price thereof, and according to the fewness of years thou 
shalt diminish the price of it: for according to the number of 
the years of the fmits doth he sell unto thee. 
25:17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one another; but thou 
shaltfearthy God: fori am the LORD yourGod. 
25:18 Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, and keep my judg- 
ments, and do them; and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 
25:19Andthe land shall yield her f mit, and y e shall eat your 
fill, and dwell therein in safety. 

25:20Andifye shall say, W hat shall we eat the seventh year? 
behold, we shall not sow, nor gather in our increase: 
25:21 Then I will command my blessing upon you in the 
sixth year, and it shall bring forth fmit for three years. 
25:22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, and eat yet of old 
fmit until the ninth year; until her fmits come in ye shall eat 
of the old store. 

25:23 The land shall not be sold for ever: for the land is 
mine; for ye are strangers and sojoumers with me. 
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25:24 And in all the land of your possession ye shall grant a 
redemption tor the land. 

25:25 If thy brother be waxen poor, and hath sold away some 
of his possession, and if any of his kin come to redeem it, 
then shall he redeem that which his brother sold. 
25:26 And if the man have none to redeem it, and himself be 
able to redeem it; 

25:27 Then let him count the years of the sale thereof, and 
restore the overplus unto the man to whom he sold it; that he 
may return unto his possession. 

25:28 But if he be not able to restore it to him, then that 
which is sold shall remain in the hand of him that hath bought 
it until the year of jubile: and in the jubile it shall go out, and 
he shall return unto his possession. 
25:29 And if a man sell a dwelling house in a walled city, 
then he may redeem it within a whole year after it is sold; 
within a full year may he redeem it 
25:30 And if it be not redeemed within the space of a full 
year, then the house that is in the walled city shall be estab- 
lished for ever to him that bought it throughout his genera- 
tions: it shall not go out in the jubile. 
25 : 3 1 B ut the houses of the villages which have no wall round 
about them shall be counted as the fields of the country: they 
may be redeemed, and they shall go out in the jubile. 
25:32 Notwithstanding the cities of the Levites, and the 
houses of the cities of their possession, may the Levites re- 
deem at any time. 

25:33 And if a man purchase of the Levites, then the house 
that was sold, and the city of his possession, shall go out in 
the year of jubile: for the houses of the cities of the Levites 
are their possession among the children of Israel. 
25:34 But the field of the suburbs of their cities may not be 
sold; for it is their perpetual possession. 
25:35 And if thy brother be waxen poor, and fallen in decay 
with thee; then thou shalt relieve him: yea, though he be a 
stranger, or a sojourner; that he may live with thee. 
25:36 Take thou no usury of him, or increase: but fear thy 
God; that thy brother may live with thee. 
25:37 Thou shalt not give him thy money upon usury, nor 
lend him thy victuals for increase. 

25:38 I am the LORD your God, which brought you forth 
out of the land of Egypt to give you the land of Canaan, and 
to be your God. 

25: 39 A nd if thy brother that dwelleth by thee be waxen poor, 
and be sold unto thee; thou shalt not compel him to serve as 
a bondservant: 

25:40 But as an hired servant, and as a sojourner, he shall be 
with thee, and shall serve thee unto the year of jubile: 
25:41 And then shall he depart from thee, both he and his 
children with him, and shall return unto his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall he return. 
25:42 For they are my servants, which I brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt: they shall not be sold as bondmen. 
25:43 Thou shalt not rule over him with rigour; but shalt 
fear thy God. 

25:44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bondmaids, which thou 
shalt have, shall be of the heathen that are round about you; 
of them shall ye buy bondmen and bondmaids. 
25:45 Moreover of the children of the strangers that do so- 
journ among you, of them shall ye buy, and of their families 
that are with you, which they begat in your land: and they 
shall be your possession. 



25:46 And ye shall take them as an inheritance for your chil- 
dren after you, to inherit them for a possession; they shall be 
your bondmen for ever: but over your brethren the children 
of Israel, ye shall not rule one over another with rigour 
25:47 And if a sojourner or stranger wax rich by thee, and 
thy brother that dwelleth by him wax poor, and sell himself 
unto the stranger or sojourner by thee, or to the stock of the 
stranger's family: 

25:48 After that he is sold he may be redeemed again; one of 
his brethren may redeem him: 

25:49 Either his uncle, or his uncle's son, may redeem him, 
or any that is nigh of kin unto him of his family may redeem 
him; or if he be able, he may redeem himself. 
25:50 And he shall reckon with him that bought him from 
the year that he was sold to him unto the year of jubile: and 
the price of his sale shall be according unto the number of 
years, according to the time of an hired servant shall it be 
with him. 

25:51 If there be yet many years behind, according unto them 
he shall give again the price of his redemption out of the 
money that he was bought for 

25:52 And if there remain but few years unto the year of 
jubile, then he shall count with him, and according unto his 
years shall he give him again the price of his redemption. 
25:53 And as ayearly hired servant shall he be with him: and 
the other shall not rule with rigour over him in thy sight. 
25:54And if he be not redeemed in these years, then he shall 
go out in the year of jubile, both he, and his children with 
him. 

25:55 For unto me the children of Israel are servants; they 
are my servants whom I brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
I am the LORD your God. 

26:1 Ye shall make you no idols nor graven image, neither 
rear you up a standing image, neither shall ye set up any 
image of stone in your land, to bow down unto it: for I am 
the LORD your God. 

26:2 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctu- 
ary: I am the LORD. 

26:3 If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments, 
and do them; 

26:4 Then I will give you rain in due season, and the land 
shall yield her increase, and the trees of the field shall yield 
their fruit. 

26:5 And your threshing shall reach unto the vintage, and 
the vintage shall reach unto the sowing time: and ye shall eat 
your bread to the full, and dwell in your land safely. 
26:6And I will give peace in the land, and ye shall lie down, 
and none shall make you afraid: and I will rid evil beasts out 
of the land, neither shall the sword go through your land. 
26:7 And ye shall chase your enemies, and they shall fall 
before you by the sword. 

26:8 And five of you shall chase an hundred, and an hundred 
of you shall put ten thousand to flight: and your enemies 
shall fall before you by the sword. 

26:9 Fori will have respect unto you, and makeyou fruitful, 
and multiply you, and establish my covenant with you. 
26: 10 A nd ye shall eat old store, and bring forth the old be- 
cause of the new. 

26:11 And I will set my tabernacle among you: and my soul 
shall not abhor you. 

26: 12 And I will walk among you, and will be your G od, and 
ye shall be my people. 
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26:13 I am the LORD your God, which brought you forth 
out ot the land of Egypt, that ye should not be their bond- 
men; and I have broken the bands of your yoke, and made 
you go upright. 

26:14 But if ye will not hearken unto me, and will not do all 
these commandments; 

26:15 And if ye shall despise my statutes, or if your soul 
abhor my judgments, so that ye will not do all my command- 
ments, but that ye break my covenant: 
26:16 I also will do this unto you; I will even appoint over 
you terror, consumption, and the burning ague, that shall 
consume the eyes, and cause sorrow of heart: and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your enemies shall eat it. 
26:17 And I will set my face against you, and ye shall be 
slain before your enemies: they that hate you shall reign over 
you; and ye shall flee when none pursueth you. 
26:18Andifyewill not yet for all this hearken unto me, then 

1 will punish you seven times more for your sins. 

26:19 And I will break the pride of your power; and I will 
make your heaven as iron, and your earth as brass: 
26:20 A nd your strength shall be spent in vain: for your land 
shall not yield her increase, neither shall the trees of the land 
yield their fruits. 

26:2 1 A nd if ye walk contrary unto me, and will not hearken 
unto me; I will bring seven times more plagues upon you 
according to your sins. 

26:22 I will also send wild beasts among you, which shall 
rob you of your children, and destroy your cattle, and make 
you few in number; and your high ways shall be desolate. 
26:23 And if ye will not be reformed by me by these things, 
but will walk contrary unto me; 

26:24 Then will I also walk contrary unto you, and will pun- 
ish you yet seven times for your sins. 
26:25 And I will bring a sword upon you, that shall avenge 
the quarrel of my covenant: and when ye are gathered to- 
gether within your cities, I will send the pestilence among 
you; and ye shall be delivered into the hand of the enemy. 
26:26 And when I have broken the staff of your bread, ten 
women shall bake your bread in one oven, and they shall 
deliver you your bread again by weight: and ye shall eat, and 
not be satisfied. 

26:27 And if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, but 
walk contrary unto me; 

26:28 Then I will walk contrary unto you also in fury; and I, 
even I, will chastise you seven times for your sins. 

2 6 : 2 9 A nd ye shall eat the flesh of your sons, and the flesh of 
your daughters shall ye eat. 

26:30 And I will destroy your high places, and cut down 
your images, and cast your carcases upon the carcases of 
your idols, and my soul shall abhor you. 
26 : 3 1 A nd I will make your cities waste, and bring your sanc- 
tuaries unto desolation, and I will not smell the savour of 
your sweet odours. 

26:32 And I will bring the land into desolation: and your 
enemies which dwell therein shall be astonished at it 
26:33 And I will scatter you among the heathen, and will 
draw out a sword after you: and your land shall be desolate, 
and your cities waste. 

26:34 Then shall the land enjoy her sabbaths, as long as it 
lieth desolate, and ye be in your enemies' land; even then 
shall the land rest, and enjoy her sabbaths. 



26:35 A s long as it lieth desolate it shall rest; because it did 
not rest in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 
26:36 And upon them that are left alive of you I will send a 
faintness into their hearts in the lands of their enemies; and 
the sound of a shaken leaf shall chase them; and they shall 
flee, as fleeing from a sword; and they shall fall when none 
pursueth. 

26:37 And they shall fall one upon another, as it were before 
a sword, when none pursueth: and ye shall have no power to 
stand before your enemies. 

26:38 And ye shall perish among the heathen, and the land 
of your enemies shall eat you up. 

26:39 And they that are left of you shall pine away in their 
iniquity in your enemies' lands; and also in the iniquities of 
their fathers shall they pine away with them. 
26:40 If they shall confess their iniquity, and the iniquity of 
their fathers, with their trespass which they trespassed against 
me, and that also they have walked contrary unto me; 
26:41 And that I also have walked contrary unto them, and 
have brought them into the land of their enemies; if then 
their uncircumcised hearts be humbled, and they then accept 
of the punishment of their iniquity: 
26:42 Then will I remember my covenant with Jacob, and 
also my covenant with Isaac, and also my covenant with 
Abraham will I remember; and I will remember the land. 
26:43 The land also shall be left of them, and shall enjoy her 
sabbaths, while she lieth desolate without them: and they 
shall accept of the punishment of their iniquity: because, even 
because they despised my judgments, and because their soul 
abhorred my statutes. 

26:44 And yet for all that, when they be in the land of their 
enemies, I will not cast them away, neither will I abhor them, 
to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant with them: 
fori am the LORD their God. 

26:45 But I will for their sakes remember the covenant of 
their ancestors, whom I brought forth out of the land of Egypt 
in the sight of the heathen, that I might be their G od: I am the 
LORD. 

26:46 These are the statutes and judgments and laws, which 
the LORD made between him and the children of Israel in 
mount Sinai by the hand of Moses. 
27:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
27:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When a man shall make a singular vow, the persons shall be 
for the LORD by thy estimation. 

27:3 And thy estimation shall be of the male from twenty 
years old even unto sixty years old, even thy estimation shall 
be fifty shekels of silver, after the shekel of the sanctuary. 
27:4 A nd if it be a female, then thy estimation shall be thirty 
shekels. 

27:5 And if it be from five years old even unto twenty years 
old, then thy estimation shall be of the male twenty shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

27:6 And if it be from a month old even unto five years old, 
then thy estimation shall be of the male five shekels of sil- 
ver, and for the female thy estimation shall be three shekels 
of silver 

27:7 And if it be from sixty years old and above; if it be a 
male, then thy estimation shall be fifteen shekels, and for the 
female ten shekels. 
27:8 But if he be poorer than thy estimation, then he shall 
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present himself before the priest, and the priest shall value 
him; according to his ability that vowed shall the priest value 
him. 

27:9 A nd if it be a beast, whereof men bring an offering unto 
the LORD, all that any man giveth of such unto the LORD 
shall be holy. 

27:10 He shall not alter it, nor change it, a good for a bad, or 
a bad for a good: and if he shall at all change beast for beast, 
then it and the exchange thereof shall be holy. 
27:11 And if it be any unclean beast, of which they do not 
offer a sacrifice unto the LORD, then he shall present the 
beast before the priest: 

27:12 And the priest shall value it, whether it be good or 
bad: as thou vainest it, who art the priest, so shall it be. 
27:13 But if he will at all redeem it, then he shall add a fifth 
part thereof unto thy estimation. 

27:14 And when a man shall sanctify his house to be holy 
unto the LORD, then the priest shall estimate it, whether it 
be good or bad: as the priest shall estimate it, so shall it 
stand. 

27:15 And if he that sanctified it will redeem his house, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the money of thy estimation 
unto it, and it shall be his. 

27:16 And if a man shall sanctify unto the LORD some part 
of a field of his possession, then thy estimation shall be ac- 
cording to the seed thereof: an homer of barley seed shall be 
valued at fifty shekels of silver 

27:17 If he sanctify his field from the year of jubile, accord- 
ing to thy estimation it shall stand. 

27:18 But if he sanctify his field after the jubile, then the 
priest shall reckon unto him the money according to the years 
that remain, even unto the year of the jubile, and it shall be 
abated from thy estimation. 

27:19 And if he that sanctified the field will in any wise re- 
deem it, then he shall add the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be assured to him. 
27:20 And if he will not redeem the field, or if he have sold 
the field to another man, it shall not be redeemed any more. 
27:21 But the field, when it goeth out in the jubile, shall be 
holy unto the L RD , as a field devoted; the possession thereof 
shall be the priest's. 

27:22 And if a man sanctify unto the LORD a field which he 
hath bought which is not of the fields of his possession; 
27:23 Then the priest shall reckon unto him the worth of thy 
estimation, evenunto the year of the jubile: and he shall give 
thine estimation in that day, as a holy thing unto the LORD . 
27:24 In the year of the jubile the field shall return unto him 
of whom it was bought even to him to whom the possession 
of the land did belong. 

27:25 And all thy estimations shall be according to the shekel 
of the sanctuary: twenty gerahs shall be the shekel. 
27:26 Only the firstling of the beasts, which should be the 
LORD 'S firstling, no man shall sanctify it; whether it be ox, 
or sheep: it is the LORD'S. 

27:27 And if it be of an unclean beast, then he shall redeem 
it according to thine estimation, and shall add a fifth part of 
it thereto: or if it be not redeemed, then it shall be sold ac- 
cording to thy estimation. 

27:28 Notwithstanding no devoted thing, that a man shall 
devote unto the LORD of all that he hath, both of man and 
beast and of the field of his possession, shall be sold or 



redeemed: every devoted thing is most holy unto the LORD. 
27:29 None devoted, which shall be devoted of men, shall 
be redeemed; but shall surely be put to death. 
27:30 And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of the 
land, orof the fruit of the tree, is the LORD'S: itis holy unto 
the LORD. 

27:31 And if a man will at all redeem ought of his tithes, he 
shall add thereto the fifth part thereof. 
27:32 And concerning the tithe of the herd, or of the flock, 
even of whatsoever passeth under the rod, the tenth shall be 
holy unto the LORD. 

27:33 He shall not search whether it be good or bad, neither 
shall he change it: and if he change it at all, then both it and 
the change thereof shall be holy; it shall not be redeemed. 
27:34 These are the commandments, which the LORD com- 
manded Moses for the children of Israel in mount Sinai. 



THE FOURTH BOOKOFMXIES, CALLED 
NUMBERS 



1:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of 
Sinai, in the tabernacle of the congregation, on the first day 
of the second m onth, in the second year after they were come 
out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

1 :2 Take ye the sum of all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, after their families, by the house of their fathers, with 
the number of their names, evety male by their polls; 
1:3 From twenty years old and upward, all that are able to go 
forth to war in Israel: thou and Aaron shall number them by 
their armies. 

1:4 And with you there shall be a man of every tribe; every 
one head of the house of his fathers. 
1:5 And these are the names of the men that shall stand with 
you: of the tribe of Reuben; Elizurthe son of Shedeur. 
1:6 Of Simeon; Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 
1:7 Of Judah; Nahshon the son of Amminadab. 
1:8 Of Issachar; Nethaneel the son of Zuar. 
1:9 Of Zebulun; Eliab the son of Helon. 
1:10 Of the children of Joseph: of Ephraim; Elishama the 
son of A mmihud: of M anasseh; G amaliel the son of Pedahzur. 
1:11 Of Benjamin; Abidan the son of Gideoni. 
1:12 Of Dan; Ahiezerthe son of Ammishaddai. 
1:13 Of Asher; Pagiel the son of Ocran. 
1:14 f G ad; E liasaph thesonofD euel. 
1:15 Of N aphtali; A hira the son of Enan. 
1:16 These were the renowned of the congregation, princes 
of the tribes of their fathers, heads of thousands in Israel. 
1:17 And Moses and Aaron took these men which are ex- 
pressed by their names: 

1:18 And they assembled all the congregation together on 
the first day of the second month, and they declared their 
pedigrees after their families, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, by their polls. 

l:19As the LORD commanded M oses, so he numbered them 
in the wilderness of Sinai. 

l:20And the children of Reuben, Israel's eldest son, by their 
generations, after their families, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the names, by their polls, every 
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male from twenty years old and upward, all that were able to 
go forth to war; 

1:21 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Reuben, were forty and six thousand and five hundred. 
1:22 Of the children of Simeon, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, those that were 
numbered of them, according to the number of the names, 
by their polls, every male from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 
1:23 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Simeon, were fifty and nine thousand and three hundred. 
1 :24 f the children of G ad, by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

1:25 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Gad, were forty and five thousand six hundred and fifty. 
1:26 Of the children of Judah, by their generations, aftertheir 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

1:27 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Judah, were threescore and fourteen thousand and six hun- 
dred. 

1:28 Of the children of Issachar, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war; 

1:29 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Issachar, were fifty and four thousand and four hundred. 
1:30 Of the children of Zebulun, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war; 

1:31 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Zebulun, were fifty and seven thousand and four hundred. 
1:32 Of the children of Joseph, namely, of the children of 
Ephraim, by their generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

1:33 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Ephraim, were forty thousand and five hundred. 
1 :34 f the children of M anasseh, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war; 

1:35 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
M anasseh, were thirty and two thousand and two hundred. 
1:36 Of the children of B enjamin, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war; 

1:37 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Benjamin, were thirty and five thousand and four hundred. 
1 :38 f the children of D an, by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

1:39 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Dan, were threescore and two thousand and seven hundred. 



1 :40 f the children of A sher, by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the num- 
ber of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

1:41 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
A sher, were forty and one thousand and five hundred. 
1:42 Of the children of Naphtali, throughout their genera- 
tions, after their families, by the house of their fathers, ac- 
cording to the number of the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to go forth to war; 
1:43 Those that were numbered of them, even of the tribe of 
Naphtali, were fifty and three thousand and four hundred. 
1:44 These are those that were numbered, which Moses and 
A aron numbered, and the princes of Israel, being twelve men: 
each one was for the house of his fathers. 
1 :45 So were all those that were numbered of the children of 
Israel, by the house of their fathers, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to go forth to war in Israel; 
1:46 Even all they that were numbered were six hundred 
thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty. 
1:47 But the Levites after the tribe of their fathers were not 
numbered among them. 

1:48 For the LORD had spoken unto Moses, saying, 
1:49 Only thou shalt not number the tribe of Levi, neither 
take the sum of them among the children of Israel: 
1:50 But thou shalt appoint the Levites over the tabernacle 
of testimony, and over all the vessels thereof, and over all 
things that belong to it: they shall bear the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels thereof; and they shall minister unto it, and 
shall encamp round about the tabernacle. 
1:51 And when the tabernacle setteth forward, the Levites 
shall take it down: and when the tabernacle is to be pitched, 
the Levites shall set it up: and the stranger that cometh nigh 
shall be put to death. 

1:52 And the children of Israel shall pitch their tents, every 
man by his own camp, and every man by his own standard, 
throughout their hosts. 

1:53 But the Levites shall pitch round about the tabernacle 
of testimony, that there be no wrath upon the congregation 
of the children of Israel: and the Levites shall keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of testimony. 

1:54 And the children of Israel did according to all that the 
LORD commanded Moses, so did they. 
2:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 

2:2 Every man of the children of Israel shall pitch by his 
own standard, with the ensign of their father's house: far off 
about the tabernacle of the congregation shall they pitch. 
2:3 And on the east side toward the rising of the sun shall 
they of the standard of the camp of Judah pitch throughout 
their armies: and Nahshon the son of A mminadab shall be 
captain of the children of Judah. 

2:4 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were threescore and fourteen thousand and six hundred. 
2:5 And those that do pitch next unto him shall be the tribe 
of Issachar: and Nethaneel the son of Zuar shall be captain 
of the children of Issachar. 

2 :6 A nd his host, and those that were numbered thereof, were 
fifty and four thousand and four hundred. 
2:7 Then the tribe of Zebulun: and Eliab the son of Helon 
shall be captain of the children of Zebulun. 
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2 : 8 A nd his host, and those that were numbered thereof, were 
titty and seven thousand and four hundred. 
2:9 All that were numbered in the camp of Judah were an 
hundred thousand and fourscore thousand and six thousand 
and four hundred, throughout their armies. These shall first 
set forth. 

2:10 On the south side shall be the standard of the camp of 
Reuben according to their armies: and the captain of the chil- 
dren of Reuben shall be Elizur the son of Shedeur 
2:11 And his host, and those that were numbered thereof, 
were forty and six thousand and five hundred. 
2:12 And those which pitch by him shall be the tribe of 
Simeon: and the captain of the children of Simeon shall be 
Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 

2:13 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were fifty and nine thousand and three hundred. 
2:14 Then the tribe of Gad: and the captain of the sons of 
Gad shall be Eliasaph the son of Reuel. 
2:15 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were forty and five thousand and six hundred and fifty. 
2:16 All that were numbered in the camp of Reuben were an 
hundred thousand and fifty and one thousand and four hun- 
dred and fifty, throughout their armies. And they shall set 
forth in the second rank. 

2:17 Then the tabernacle of the congregation shall set for- 
ward with the camp of the Levites in the midst of the camp: 
as they encamp, so shall they set forward, every man in his 
place by their standards. 

2:18 On the west side shall be the standard of the camp of 
Ephraim according to their armies: and the captain of the 
sons of Ephraim shall be Elishama the son of Ammihud. 
2:19 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were forty thousand and five hundred. 
2:20 And by him shall be the tribe of Manasseh: and the 
captain of the children of Manasseh shall be Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahzur 

2:21 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were thirty and two thousand and two hundred. 
2:22 Then the tribe of Benjamin: and the captain of the sons 
of Benjamin shall be Abidan the son of Gideoni. 
2:23 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were thirty and five thousand and four hundred. 
2:24 All that were numbered of the camp of Ephraim were 
an hundred thousand and eight thousand and an hundred, 
throughout their armies. A nd they shall go forward in the 
third rank. 

2:25 The standard of the camp of Dan shall be on the north 
side by their armies: and the captain of the children of Dan 
shall beAhiezerthe son of Ammishaddai. 
2:26 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were threescore and two thousand and seven hundred. 
2 : 27 A nd those that encamp by him shall be the tribe of A sher: 
and the captain of the children of A sher shall be Pagiel the 
son of Ocran. 

2:28 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were forty and one thousand and five hundred. 
2:29 Then the tribe of Naphtali: and the captain of the chil- 
dren of Naphtali shall be Ahira the son of Enan. 
2:30 And his host, and those that were numbered of them, 
were fifty and three thousand and four hundred. 
2:31 All they that were numbered in the camp of Dan were 



an hundred thousand and fifty and seven thousand and six 
hundred. They shall go hindmost with their standards. 
2:32 These are those which were numbered of the children 
of Israel by the house of their fathers: all those that were 
numbered of the camps throughout their hosts were six hun- 
dred thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty. 
2 : 33 B ut the L evites were not numbered among the children 
of Israel; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
2:34 And the children of Israel did according to all that the 
LORD commanded Moses: so they pitched by their stan- 
dards, and so they set forward, every one after their famihes, 
according to the house of their fathers. 
3: 1 These also are the generations of A aron and M oses in the 
day that the LORD spake with Moses in mount Sinai. 
3:2 And these are the names of the sons of Aaron; Nadab the 
firstborn, andAbihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar 
3:3 These are the names of the sons of Aaron, the priests 
which were anointed, whom he consecrated to minister in 
the priest's office. 

3:4 And Nadab andAbihu died before the LORD, when they 
offered strange fire before the LORD, in the wilderness of 
Sinai, and they had no children: and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest's office in the sight of Aaron their 
father 

3:5 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
3:6 Bring the tribe of Levi near, and present them before 
Aaron the priest, that they may minister unto him. 
3:7 And they shall keep his charge, and the charge of the 
whole congregation before the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, to do the service of the tabernacle. 
3:8 And they shall keep all the instruments of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the charge of the children of Israel, 
to do the service of the tabernacle. 

3:9 And thou shalt give the Levites unto Aaron and to his 
sons: they are wholly given unto him out of the children of 
Israel. 

3:10 And thou shalt appoint Aaron and his sons, and they 
shall wait on their priest's office: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 
3:11 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
3:12 And I, behold, I have taken the Levites from among the 
children of Israel instead of all the firstborn that openeth the 
matrix among the children of Israel: therefore the Levites 
shall be mine; 

3: 13 B ecause all the firstborn are mine; for on the day that I 
smote all the firstborn in the land of Egypt I hallowed unto 
me all the firstborn in Israel, both man and beast: mine shall 
they be: I am the LORD. 

3:14 And the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of 
Sinai, saying, 

3:15 Number the children of Levi after the house of their 
fathers, by their families: every male from a month old and 
upward shalt thou number them. 

3:16 And Moses numbered them according to the word of 
the LORD, as he was commanded. 
3: 17 A nd these were the sons of Levi by their names; G ershon, 
and Kohath, and Merari. 

3: 18 And these are the names of the sons of G ershon by their 
families; Libni, andShimei. 

3:19 And the sons of Kohath by their families; A mram, and 
Izehar, Hebron, and Uzziel. 
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3:20 And the sons ot Merari by their families; Mahli, and 
Mushi. These are the families of the L evites according to the 
house of their fathers. 

3:2 1 f G ershon was the family of the L ibnites, and the fam- 
ily of the Shimites: these are the families of the G ershonites. 
3:22 Those that were numbered of them, according to the 
number of all the males, from a month old and upward, even 
those that were numbered of them were seven thousand and 
five hundred. 

3:23 The families of the Gershonites shall pitch behind the 
tabernacle westward. 

3:24 And the chief of the house of the father of the 
Gershonites shall be Eliasaph the son of Lael. 
3:25 And the charge of the sons of G ershon in the tabernacle 
of the congregation shall be the tabernacle, and the tent, the 
covering thereof, and the hanging for the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, 

3:26 And the hangings of the court, and the curtain for the 
door of the court, which is by the tabernacle, and by the altar 
round about, and the cords of it for all the service thereof. 
3:27 And of Kohath was the family of the Amramites, and 
the family of the Izeharites, and the family of the Hebronites, 
and the family of the Uzzielites: these are the families of the 
Kohathites. 

3:28 In the number of all the males, from a month old and 
upward, were eight thousand and six hundred, keeping the 
charge of the sanctuary. 

3:29 The families of the sons of Kohath shall pitch on the 
side of the tabernacle southward. 

3:30 And the chief of the house of the father of the families 
of the Kohathites shall be Elizaphan the son of Uzziel. 
3:31 And theircharge shall be the ark, and the table, and the 
candlestick, and the altars, and the vessels of the sanctuary 
wherewith they minister, and the hanging, and all the service 
thereof. 

3:32 And Eleazar the son of Aaron the priest shall be chief 
over the chief of the L evites, and have the oversight of them 
that keep the charge of the sanctuary. 
3:33 Of Merari was the family of the Mahlites, and the fam- 
ily of the Mushites: these are the families of Merari. 
3:34 And those that were numbered of them, according to 
the number of all the males, from a month old and upward, 
were six thousand and two hundred. 
3:35 A nd the chief of the house of the father of the families 
of Merari was Zuriel the son of Abihail: these shall pitch on 
the side of the tabernacle northward. 
3:36 A nd under the custody and charge of the sons of M erari 
shall be the boards of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, 
and the pillars thereof, and the sockets thereof, and all the 
vessels thereof, and all that serveth thereto, 
3:37 A nd the pillars of the court round about, and their sock- 
ets, and their pins, and their cords. 

3:38 But those that encamp before the tabernacle toward the 
east, even before the tabernacle of the congregation east- 
ward, shall be Moses, and Aaron and his sons, keeping the 
charge of the sanctuary for the charge of the children of Is- 
rael; and the stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to death. 
3:39 All that were numbered of the Levites, which Moses 
and Aaron numbered at the commandment of the LORD, 
throughout their families, all the males from a month old 
and upward, were twenty and two thousand. 



3:40 And the LORD said unto Moses, Number all the first- 
bom of the males of the children of Israel from a month old 
and upward, and take the number of their names. 
3:41 And thou shalttake the Levites forme (I am the LORD) 
instead of all the firstborn among the children of Israel; and 
the cattle of the Levites instead of all the firstlings among 
the cattle of the children of Israel. 

3:42 And Moses numbered, as the LORD commanded him, 
all the firstborn among the children of Israel. 
3:43 And all the firstborn males by the number of names, 
from a month old and upward, of those that were numbered 
of them, were twenty and two thousand two hundred and 
threescore and thirteen. 

3:44 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying 
3:45 Take the Levites instead of all the firstborn among the 
children of Israel, and the cattle of the Levites instead of 
their cattle; and the Levites shall be mine: I am the LORD. 
3:46 And for those that are to be redeemed of the two hun- 
dred and threescore and thirteen of the firstborn of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which are more than the Levites; 
3:47 Thou shalt even take five shekels apiece by the poll, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary shalt thou take them: (the 
shekel is twenty gerahs:) 

3:48Andthou shalt give the money, wherewith the odd num- 
ber of them is to be redeemed, unto Aaron and to his sons. 
3:49 And Moses took the redemption money of them that 
were over and above them that were redeemed by the L evites: 
3:50 Of the firstborn of the children of Israel took he the 
money; a thousand three hundred and threescore and five 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary: 
3:51 A nd Moses gave the money of them that were redeemed 
unto A aron and to his sons, according to the word of the 
LORD, as the LORD commanded Moses. 
4:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 

4:2 Take the sum of the sons of K ohath from among the sons 
of L evi, after their families, by the house of their fathers, 
4:3 From thirty years old and upward even until fifty years 
old, all that enter into the host, to do the work in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

4:4 This shall be the service of the sons of Kohath in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, about the most holy things: 
4:5 And when the camp setteth forward, Aaron shall come, 
and his sons, and they shall take down the covering vail, and 
cover the ark of testimony with it: 

4:6 And shall put thereon the covering of badgers' skins, and 
shall spread over it a cloth wholly of blue, and shall put in 
the staves thereof. 

4:7 A nd upon the table of shewbread they shall spread a cloth 
of blue, and put thereon the dishes, and the spoons, and the 
bowls, and covers to cover withal: and the continual bread 
shall be thereon: 

4:8 And they shall spread upon them a cloth of scarlet, and 
cover the same with a covering of badgers' skins, and shall 
put in the staves thereof. 

4: 9 A nd they shall take a cloth of blue, and cover the candle- 
stick of the light, and his lamps, and his tongs, and his 
snuffdishes, and all the oil vessels thereof, wherewith they 
minister unto it: 

4: 10 And they shall put it and all the vessels thereof within a 
covering of badgers' skins, and shall put it upon a bar 
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4:11 And upon the golden altar they shall spread a cloth ot 
blue, and cover it with a covering of badgers' skins, and shall 
put to the staves thereof: 

4:12 And they shall take all the instruments of ministry, 
wherewith they minister in the sanctuary, and put them in a 
cloth of blue, and cover them with a covering of badgers' 
skins, and shall put them on a bar: 

4:13 And they shall take away the ashes from the altar, and 
spread a purple cloth thereon: 

4: 14 A nd they shall put upon it all the vessels thereof, where- 
with they minister about it, even the censers, the fleshhooks, 
and the shovels, and the basons, all the vessels of the altar; 
and they shall spread upon it a covering of badgers' skins, 
and put to the staves of it 

4:15 And when Aaron and his sons have made an end of 
covering the sanctuary, and all the vessels of the sanctuary, 
as the camp is to set forward; after that, the sons of Kohath 
shall come to bear it: but they shall not touch any holy thing, 
lest they die. These things are the burden of the sons of Kohath 
in the tabernacle of the congregation. 
4:16 And to the office of Eleazarthe son of Aaron the priest 
pertaineth the oil for the light, and the sweet incense, and the 
daily meat offering, and the anointing oil, and the oversight 
of all the tabernacle, and of all that therein is, in the sanctu- 
ary, and in the vessels thereof. 

4:17And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 

4: 18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the families of the K ohathites 
from among the Levites: 

4:19 But thus do unto them, that they may live, and not die, 
when they approach unto the most holy things: Aaron and 
his sons shall go in, and appoint them every one to his ser- 
vice and to his burden: 

4:20 B ut they shall not go in to see when the holy things are 
covered, lest they die. 

4:21 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
4:22 Take also the sum of the sons of Gershon, throughout 
the houses of their fathers, by their families; 
4:23 From thirty years old and upward until fifty years old 
shalt thou number them; all that enter in to perform the ser- 
vice, to do the work in the tabernacle of the congregation. 
4:24 This is the service of the families of the G ershonites, to 
serve, and for burdens: 

4:25 And they shall bear the curtains of the tabernacle, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, his covering, and the cov- 
ering of the badgers' skins that is above upon it, and the hang- 
ing for the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
4:26 And the hangings of the court, and the hanging for the 
door of the gate of the court, which is by the tabernacle and 
by the altar round about, and their cords, and all the instru- 
ments of their service, and all that is made for them: so shall 
they serve. 

4:27 At the appointment of Aaron and his sons shall be all 
the service of the sons of the G ershonites, in all their bur- 
dens, and in all their service: and ye shall appoint unto them 
in charge all their burdens. 

4:28 This is the service of the families of the sons of Gershon 
in the tabernacle of the congregation: and their charge shall 
be under the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 
4:29As for the sons of Merari, thou shalt number them after 
their families, by the house of their fathers; 



4:30 From thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 
old shalt thou number them, every one that entereth into the 
service, to do the work of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
4:31 And this is the charge of their burden, according to all 
their service in the tabernacle of the congregation; the boards 
of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
and sockets thereof, 

4: 32 A nd the pillars of the court round about, and their sock- 
ets, and their pins, and their cords, with all their instruments, 
and with all their service: and by name ye shall reckon the 
instruments of the charge of their burden. 
4:33 This is the service of the families of the sons of Merari, 
according to all their service, in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, under the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the 
priest. 

4:34 And Moses and Aaron and the chief of the congrega- 
tion numbered the sons of the K ohathites after their fami- 
lies, and after the house of their fathers, 
4:35 From thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 
old, every one that entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation: 
4:36 A nd those that were numbered of them by their families 
were two thousand seven hundred and fifty. 
4:37 These were they that were numbered of the families of 
the K ohathites, all that might do service in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, which Moses and Aaron did number ac- 
cording to the commandment of the LORD by the hand of 
Moses. 

4:38 And those that were numbered of the sons of Gershon, 
throughout their families, and by the house of their fathers, 
4:39 From thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 
old, every one that entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

4:40 Even those that were numbered of them, throughout 
their families, by the house of their fathers, were two thou- 
sand and six hundred and thirty. 

4:41 These are they that were numbered of the families of 
the sons of Gershon, of all that might do service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, whom Moses andA aron did num- 
ber according to the commandment of the LORD. 
4:42 And those that were numbered of the families of the 
sons of Merari, throughout their famihes, by the house of 
their fathers, 

4:43 From thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 
old, every one that entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
4:44 Even those that were numbered of them after their fami- 
lies, were three thousand and two hundred. 
4:45 These be those that were numbered of the families of 
the sons of Merari, whom Moses and Aaron numbered ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD by the hand of Moses. 
4:46 All those that were numbered of the Levites, whom 
Moses andAaron and the chief of Israel numbered, aftertheir 
families, and after the house of their fathers, 
4:47 From thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 
old, every one that came to do the service of the ministry, 
and the service of the burden in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, 

4:48 Even those that were numbered of them, were eight 
thousand and five hundred and fourscore. 
4:49 A ccording to the commandment of the L RD they were 
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numbered by the hand ot M oses, every one according to his 
service, and according to his burden: thus were they num- 
bered ot him, as the LORD commanded Moses. 
5:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
5:2 Command the children of Israel, that they put out ot the 
camp every leper, and every one that hath an issue, and who- 
soever is defiled by the dead: 

5:3 B oth male and female shall ye put out, without the camp 
shall ye put them; that they defile not their camps, in the 
midst whereof I dwell. 

5:4 And the children of Israel did so, and put them out with- 
out the camp: as the LORD spake unto Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. 

5:5 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
5:6 Speak unto the children of Israel, When a man or woman 
shall commit any sin that men commit, to do a trespass against 
the LORD, and that person be guilty; 
5:7 Then they shall confess their sin which they have done: 
and he shall recompense his trespass with the principal 
thereof, and add unto it the fifth part thereof, and give it unto 
him against whom he hath trespassed. 
5:8 But if the man have no kinsman to recompense the tres- 
pass unto, let the trespass be recompensed unto the LORD, 
even to the priest; beside the ram of the atonement, whereby 
an atonement shall be made for him. 
5:9 And every offering of all the holy things of the children 
of Israel, which they bring unto the priest, shall be his. 
5:10 And every man's hallowed things shall be his: whatso- 
ever any man giveth the priest, it shall be his. 
5:11 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
5:12 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. If 
any man's wife go aside, and commit a trespass against him, 
5:13 And a man lie with her carnally, and it be hid from the 
eyes of her husband, and be kept close, and she be defiled, 
and there be no witness against her, neither she be taken with 
the manner; 

5:14 And the spirit of jealousy come upon him, and he be 
jealous of his wife, and she be defiled: or if the spirit of 
jealousy come upon him, and he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled: 

5:15 Then shall the man bring his wife unto the priest, and 
he shall bring her offering for her, the tenth part of an ephah 
of barley meal; he shall pour no oil upon it, nor put frankin- 
cense thereon; for it is an offering of jealousy, an offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to remembrance. 
5:16 And the priest shall bring her near, and set her before 
the LORD: 

5:17 And the priest shall take holy water in an earthen ves- 
sel; and of the dust that is in the floor of the tabernacle the 
priest shall take, and put it into the water: 
5:18 And the priest shall set the woman before the LORD, 
and uncover the woman's head, and put the offering of me- 
morial in her hands, which is the jealousy offering: and the 
priest shall have in his hand the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: 

5:19 And the priest shall charge her by an oath, and say unto 
the woman. It no man have lain with thee, and if thou hast 
not gone aside to uncleanness with another instead of thy 
husband, be thou free from this bitter water that causeth the 
curse: 

5:20 But if thou hast gone aside to another instead of thy 
husband, and if thou be defiled, and some man have lain 



with thee beside thine husband: 

5:21 Then the priest shall charge the woman with an oath of 

cursing, and the priest shall say unto the woman. The L RD 

make thee a curse and an oath among thy people, when the 

LORD doth make thy thigh to rot, and thy belly to swell; 

5:22 And this water that causeth the curse shall go into thy 

bowels, to make thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot: A nd 

the woman shall say. Amen, amen. 

5:23 And the priest shall write these curses in a book, and he 

shall blot them out with the bitter water: 

5:24 A nd he shall cause the woman to drink the bitter water 

that causeth the curse: and the water that causeth the curse 

shall enter into her, and become bitter 

5:25 Then the priest shall take the jealousy offering out of 

the woman's hand, and shall wave the offering before the 

LORD, and offer it upon the altar: 

5:26 And the priest shall take an handful of the offering, 

even the memorial thereof, and bum it upon the altar, and 

afterward shall cause the woman to drink the water 

5:27 A nd when he hath made her to drink the water, then it 

shall come to pass, that, if she be defiled, and have done 

trespass against her husband, that the water that causeth the 

curse shall enter into her, and become bitter, and her belly 

shall swell, and her thigh shall rot: and the woman shall be a 

curse among her people. 

5:28 And if the woman be not defiled, but be clean; then she 

shall be free, and shall conceive seed. 

5:29 This is the law of jealousies, when a wife goeth aside to 

another instead of her husband, and is defiled; 

5:30 Orwhenthe spirit of jealousy cometh upon him, and he 

be jealous over his wife, and shall set the woman before the 

LORD, and the priest shall execute upon her all this law. 

5:31 Then shall the man be guiltless from iniquity, and this 

woman shall bear her iniquity. 

6:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 

6:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, 

W hen either man or woman shall separate themselves to vow 

avow of a Nazarite, to separate themselves unto the LORD: 

6:3 He shall separate himself from wine and strong drink, 

and shall drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar of strong drink, 

neither shall he drink any liquor of grapes, nor eat moist 

grapes, or dried. 

6:4 All the days of his separation shall he eat nothing that is 

made of the vine tree, from the kernels even to the husk. 

6:5 All the days of the vow of his separation there shall no 

razor come upon his head: until the days be fulfilled, in the 

which he separateth himself unto the L RD , he shall be holy, 

and shall let the locks of the hair of his head grow. 

6:6 All the days that he separateth himself unto the LORD 

he shall come at no dead body. 

6:7 He shall not make himself unclean for his father, or for 

his mother, for his brother, or for his sister, when they die: 

because the consecration of his God is upon his head. 

6:8 All the days of his separation he is holy unto the LORD. 

6:9 And if any man die very suddenly by him, and he hath 

defiled the head of his consecration; then he shall shave his 

head in the day of his cleansing, on the seventh day shall he 

shave it. 

6: 10 And on the eighth day he shall bring two turtles, or two 

young pigeons, to the priest, to the door of the tabernacle of 

the congregation: 
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6:11 And the priest shall otter the one tor a sin ottering, and 
the other tor a burnt ottering, and make an atonement tor 
him, tor that he sinned by the dead, and shall hallow his 
head that same day. 

6:12 And he shall consecrate unto the LORD the days ot his 
separation, and shall bring a lamb ot the tirst year tor a tres- 
pass ottering: but the days that were betore shall be lost, 
because his separation was detiled. 
6:13 A nd this is the law ot the Nazarite, when the days ot his 
separation are tultilled: he shall be brought unto the door ot 
the tabernacle ot the congregation: 
6:14 And he shall otter his ottering unto the LORD, one he 
lamb ot the tirst year without blemish tor a burnt ottering, 
and one ewe lamb ot the tirst year without blemish tor a sin 
ottering, and one ram without blemish tor peace otterings, 
6:15 And a basket ot unleavened bread, cakes ot tine tlour 
mingled with oil, and waters ot unleavened bread anointed 
with oil, and their meat ottering, and their drink otterings. 
6:16 And the priest shall bring them betore the LORD, and 
shall otter his sin ottering, and his burnt ottering: 
6:17 And he shall otter the ram tor a sacrifice ot peace otter- 
ings unto the LORD, with the basket ot unleavened bread: 
the priest shall otter also his meat ottering, and his drink 
ottering. 

6:18 And the Nazarite shall shave the head ot his separation 
at the door ot the tabernacle ot the congregation, and shall 
take the hair ot the head ot his separation, and put it in the 
tire which is under the sacritice ot the peace otterings. 
6:19 And the priest shall take the sodden shoulder ot the 
ram, and one unleavened cake out ot the basket, and one 
unleavened water, and shall put them upon the hands ot the 
Nazarite, alter the hair ot his separation is shaven: 
6:20 And the priest shall wave them tor a wave ottering be- 
tore the LORD: this is holy tor the priest, with the wave 
breast and heave shoulder: and alter that the Nazarite may 
drink wine. 

6:21 This is the law ot the Nazarite who hath vowed, and ot 
his ottering unto the LORD tor his separation, beside that 
that his hand shall get: according to the vow which he vowed, 
so he must do after the law ot his separation. 
6:22 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
6:23 Speak unto Aaron and unto his sons, saying. On this 
wise ye shall bless the children ot Israel, saying unto them, 
6:24 The LORD bless thee, and keep thee: 
6:25 The LORD make his tace shine upon thee, and be gra- 
cious unto thee: 

6:26 The LORD lift up his countenance upon thee, and give 
thee peace. 

6:27 And they shall put my name upon the children ot Israel; 
and I will bless them. 

7:1 And it came to pass on the day that Moses had tully set 
up the tabernacle, and had anointed it, and sanctitied it, and 
all the instruments thereot, both the altar and all the vessels 
thereot, and had anointed them, and sanctitied them; 
7:2 That the princes ot Israel, heads ot the house ot their 
lathers, who were the princes ot the tribes, and were over 
them that were numbered, ottered: 

7:3 And they brought their ottering betore the LORD, six 
covered wagons, and twelve oxen; a wagon tor two ot the 
princes, and tor each one an ox: and they brought them be- 
fore the tabernacle. 



7:4 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
7:5 Take it ot them, that they may be to do the service ot the 
tabernacle ot the congregation; and thou shall give them unto 
the Levites, to every man according to his service. 
7:6 A nd M OSes took the wagons and the oxen, and gave them 
unto the Levites. 

7:7 Two wagons and tour oxen he gave unto the sons ot 
Gershon, according to their service: 
7:8 A nd tour wagons and eight oxen he gave unto the sons 
ot Merari, according unto their service, under the hand ot 
Ithamarthe son ot Aaron the priest. 
7:9 But unto the sons ot Kohath he gave none: because the 
service ot the sanctuary belonging unto them was that they 
should bear upon their shoulders. 

7: 10 A nd the princes ottered tor dedicating ot the altar in the 
day that it was anointed, even the princes ottered their otter- 
ing betore the altar 

7:11 And the LORD said unto Moses, They shall otter their 
ottering, each prince on his day, tor the dedicating ot the 
altar 

7:12 And he that ottered his ottering the tirst day was 
Nahshon the son ot Amminadab, ot the tribe ot Judah: 
7:13 And his ottering was one silver charger, the weight 
thereot was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl 
ot seventy shekels, alter the shekel ot the sanctuary; both ot 
them were lull ot tine tlour mingled with oil tor a meat otter- 
ing: 

7:14 One spoon ot ten shekels ot gold, lull ot incense: 
7:15 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb ot the tirst year, 
tor a burnt ottering: 

7:16 One kid ot the goats tor a sin ottering: 
7:17 And tor a sacritice ot peace otterings, two oxen, live 
rams, live he goats, live lambs ot the tirst year: this was the 
ottering ot Nahshon the son ot Amminadab. 
7:18 On the second day Nethaneel the son ot Zuar, prince ot 
Issachar, did otter: 

7: 19 He ottered tor his ottering one silver charger, the weight 
whereot was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl 
ot seventy shekels, alter the shekel ot the sanctuary; both ot 
them lull ot tine tlour mingled with oil tor a meat ottering: 
7:20 One spoon ot gold ot ten shekels, lull ot incense: 
7:21 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb ot the tirst year, 
tor a burnt ottering: 

7:22 One kid ot the goats tor a sin ottering: 
7:23 And tor a sacritice ot peace otterings, two oxen, live 
rams, live he goats, live lambs ot the tirst year: this was the 
ottering ot Nethaneel the son ot Zuar 
7:24 On the third day Eliab the son ot Helon, prince ot the 
children ot Zebulun, did otter: 

7:25 His ottering was one silver charger, the weight whereot 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl ot sev- 
enty shekels, alter the shekel ot the sanctuary; both ot them 
lull ot tine tlour mingled with oil tor a meat ottering: 
7:26 One golden spoon ot ten shekels, lull ot incense: 
7:27 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb ot the tirst year, 
tor a burnt ottering: 

7:28 One kid ot the goats tor a sin ottering: 
7:29 And tor a sacritice ot peace otterings, two oxen, live 
rams, live he goats, live lambs ot the tirst year: this was the 
ottering ot Eliab the son ot Helon. 

7:30 On the tourth day Elizur the son ot Shedeur, prince ot 
the children ot Reuben, did otter: 
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7:31 His offering was one silver charger of tlie weight of an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy shek- 
els, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them full of 
fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:32 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:33 ne young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:34 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:35 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Elizurthe son of Shedeur 
7:36 On the fifth day Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai, prince 
of the children of Simeon, did offer: 
7:37 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:38 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:39 ne young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:40 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:41 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 
7:42 On the sixth day Ehasaph the son of Deuel, prince of 
the children of Gad, offered: 

7:43 His offering was one silver charger of the weight of an 
hundred and thirty shekels, a silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them full of fine 
flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:44 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:45 ne young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:46 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:47 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Eliasaph the son of Deuel. 
7:48 On the seventi day Elishamathe son of Ammihud, prince 
of the children of Ephraim, offered: 
7:49 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:50 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:51 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:52 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:53 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Elishama the son of Ammihud. 
7:54 On the eighth day offered Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur, 
prince of the children of Manasseh: 
7:55 His offering was one silver charger of the weight of an 
hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy shek- 
els, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them full of 
fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:56 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:57 ne young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:58 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:59 A nd for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 



rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur 
7:60 On the ninth day Abidan the son of Gideoni, prince of 
the children of Benjamin, offered: 

7:61 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:62 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:63 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the firstyear, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:64 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:65 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Abidan the son of Gideoni. 
7:66 On the tenth day Ahiezerthe son of Ammishaddai, prince 
of the children of Dan, offered: 

7:67 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:68 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:69 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:70 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:71 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Ahiezerthe son of Ammishaddai. 
7:72 On the eleventh day Pagiel the son of Ocran, prince of 
the children of Asher, offered: 

7:73 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:74 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:75 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:76 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:77 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Pagiel the son of Ocran. 
7:78 On the twelfth day Ahira the son of Enan, prince of the 
children of Naphtali, offered: 

7:79 His offering was one silver charger, the weight whereof 
was an hundred and thirty shekels, one silver bowl of sev- 
enty shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat offering: 
7:80 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full of incense: 
7:81 One young bullock, one ram, one lamb of the first year, 
for a burnt offering: 

7:82 One kid of the goats for a sin offering: 
7:83 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, two oxen, five 
rams, five he goats, five lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Ahira the son of Enan. 

7:84 This was the dedication of the altar, in the day when it 
was anointed, by the princes of Israel: twelve chargers of 
silver, twelve silver bowls, twelve spoons of gold: 
7:85 Each charger of silver weighing an hundred and thirty 
shekels, each bowl seventy: all the silver vessels weighed 
two thousand and four hundred shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary: 
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7:86 The golden spoons were twelve, full ot incense, weigh- 
ing ten shekels apiece, after the shekel ot the sanctuary: all 
the gold of the spoons was an hundred and twenty shekels. 
7:87 All the oxen for the burnt offering were twelve bul- 
locks, the rams twelve, the lambs of the first year twelve, 
with their meat offering: and the kids of the goats for sin 
offering twelve. 

7:88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice of the peace offerings 
were twenty and four bullocks, the rams sixty, the he goats 
sixty, the lambs of the first year sixty. This was the dedica- 
tion of the altar, after that it was anointed. 
7:89 And when Moses was gone into the tabernacle of the 
congregation to speak with him, then he heard the voice of 
one speaking unto him from off the mercy seat that was upon 
the ark of testimony, from between the two cherubims: and 
he spake unto him. 

8:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
8:2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto him. When thou lightest 
the lamps, the seven lamps shall give light over against the 
candlestick. 

8:3 And Aaron did so; he lighted the lamps thereof over 
against the candlestick, as the LORD commanded Moses. 
8:4 And this work of the candlestick was of beaten gold, 
unto the shaft thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was beaten 
work: according unto the pattern which the LORD had 
shewed M oses, so he made the candlestick. 
8:5 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
8:6 Take the Levites from among the children of Israel, and 
cleanse them. 

8:7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, to cleanse them: 
Sprinkle water of purifying upon them, and let them shave 
all their flesh, and let them wash their clothes, and so make 
themselves clean. 

8:8 Then let them take a young bullock with his meat offer- 
ing, even fine flour mingled with oil, and another young 
bullock shalt thou take for a sin offering. 
8:9 And thou shalt bring the Levites before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and thou shalt gather the whole assembly 
of the children of Israel together: 

8:10 And thou shalt bring the Levites before the LORD: and 
the children of Israel shall put their hands upon the Levites: 
8 : 1 1 A nd A aron shall offer the L evites before the L R D f o r 
an offering of the children of Israel, that they may execute 
the service of the L RD . 

8:12 And the Levites shall lay their hands upon the heads of 
the bullocks: and thou shalt offer the one for a sin offering, 
and the other for a burnt offering, unto the LORD, to make 
an atonement for the Levites. 

8:13 And thou shalt set the Levites before Aaron, and before 
his sons, and offer them for an offering unto the LORD . 
8:14 Thus shalt thou separate the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: and the Levites shall be mine. 
8 : 1 5 A nd after that shall the L evites go in to do the service of 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and thou shalt cleanse 
them, and offer them for an offering. 
8: 16 Forthey are wholly given unto me from among the chil- 
dren of Israel; instead of such as open every womb, even 
instead of the firstborn of all the children of Israel, have I 
taken them unto me. 

8:17 For all the firstborn of the children of Israel are mine, 
both man and beast: on the day that I smote every firstborn 



in the land of Egypt I sanctified them for myself. 
8: 18 A nd I have taken the Levites for all the firstborn of the 
children of Israel. 

8:19 And I have given the Levites as a gift to Aaron and to 
his sons from among the children of Israel, to do the service 
of the children of Israel in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and to make an atonement for the children of Israel: 
that there be no plague among the children of Israel, when 
the children of Israel come nigh unto the sanctuary. 
8:20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, did to the Levites according unto all that 
the LORD commanded Moses concerning the Levites, so 
did the children of Israel unto them. 
8:21 And the Levites were purified, and they washed their 
clothes; and A aron offered them as an offering before the 
LORD; and A aron made an atonement for them to cleanse 
them. 

8:22 And after that went the Levites into do their service in 
the tabernacle of the congregation before Aaron, and before 
his sons: as the LORD had commanded Moses concerning 
the Levites, so did they unto them. 
8:23 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
8:24 This is it that belongeth unto the Levites: from twenty 
and five years old and upward they shall go in to wait upon 
the service of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
8:25 A nd from the age of fifty years they shall cease waiting 
upon the service thereof, and shall serve no more: 
8:26 But shall minister with their brethren in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, to keep the charge, and shall do no ser- 
vice. Thus shalt thou do unto the Levites touching their 
charge. 

9:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of 
Sinai, in the first month of the second year after they were 
come out of the land of Egypt, saying, 
9:2 Let the children of Israel also keep the passover at his 
appointed season. 

9:3 In the fourteenth day of this month, at even, ye shall 
keep it in his appointed season: according to all the rites of 
it, and according to all the ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep 
it. 

9:4 And Moses spake unto the children of Israel, that they 
should keep the passover 

9:5 A nd they kept the passover on the fourteenth day of the 
first month at even in the wilderness of Sinai: according to 
all that the LORD commanded Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 

9:6 And there were certain men, who were defiled by the 
dead body of a man, that they could not keep the passover on 
that day: and they came before Moses and before Aaron on 
that day: 

9:7 And those men said unto him. We are defiled by the dead 
body of a man: wherefore are we kept back, that we may not 
offer an offering of the L RD in his appointed season among 
the children of Israel? 

9:8 And Moses said unto them. Stand still, and I will hear 
what the LORD will command concerning you. 
9:9 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
9:10 Speak unto the children of Israel, saying. If any man of 
you or of your posterity shall be unclean by reason of a dead 
body, or be in a journey afar off, yet he shall keep the passover 
unto the LORD. 
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9:11 The fourteenth day ot the second month at even they 
shall keep it, and eat it with unleavened bread and bitter herbs. 
9:12 They shall leave none of it unto the morning, nor break 
any bone of it: according to all the ordinances of the passover 
they shall keep it. 

9:13 But the man that is clean, and is not in a journey, and 
forbeareth to keep the passover, even the same soul shall be 
cut off from among his people: because he brought not the 
offering of the L ORD in his appointed season, that man shall 
bear his sin. 

9:14 And if a stranger shall sojourn among you, and will 
keep the passover unto the LORD; according to the ordi- 
nance of the passover, and according to the manner thereof, 
so shall he do: ye shall have one ordinance, both for the 
stranger, and for him that was bom in the land. 
9:15 And on the day that the tabernacle was reared up the 
cloud covered the tabernacle, namely, the tent of the testi- 
mony: and at even there was upon the tabernacle as it were 
the appearance of fire, until the morning. 
9:16 So it was alway: the cloud covered it by day, and the 
appearance of fire by night. 

9:17 And when the cloud was taken up from the tabernacle, 
then after that the children of Israel journeyed: and in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the children of Israel 
pitched their tents. 

9:18 At the commandment of the LORD the children of Is- 
rael journeyed, and at the commandment of the LORD they 
pitched: as long as the cloud abode upon the tabernacle they 
rested in their tents. 

9:19 And when the cloud tarried long upon the tabernacle 
many days, then the children of Israel kept the charge of the 
LORD, and journeyed not. 

9:20 And so it was, when the cloud was a few days upon the 
tabernacle; according to the commandment of the L RD they 
abode in their tents, and according to the commandment of 
the LORD they journeyed. 

9:21 And so it was, when the cloud abode from even unto 
the morning, and that the cloud was taken up in the morning, 
then they journeyed: whether it was by day or by night that 
the cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 
9:22 Or whether it were two days, or a month, or a year, that 
the cloud tarried upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, the 
children of Israel abode in their tents, and journeyed not: but 
when it was taken up, they journeyed. 
9:23 At the commandment of the LORD they rested in the 
tents, and at the commandment of the LORD theyjoumeyed: 
they kept the charge of the LORD, at the commandment of 
the LORD by the hand of Moses. 
10:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
10:2 M ake thee two trumpets of silver; of a whole piece shalt 
thou make them: that thou mayestuse them for the calhng of 
the assembly, and for the journeying of the camps. 
10:3 And when they shall blow with them, all the assembly 
shall assemble themselves to thee at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

10:4 A nd if they blow but with one trumpet, then the princes, 
which are heads of the thousands of Israel, shall gather them- 
selves unto thee. 

10:5 When ye blow an alarm, then the camps that lie on the 
east parts shall go forward. 
10:6 When ye blow an alarm the second time, then the camps 



that lie on the south side shall take their journey: they shall 
blow an alarm for their journeys. 

10:7 But when the congregation is to be gathered together, 
ye shall blow, but ye shall not sound an alarm. 
10:8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, shall blow with the 
trumpets; and they shall be to you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations. 

10:9 And if ye go to war in your land against the enemy that 
oppresseth you, then ye shall blow an alarm with the trum- 
pets; and ye shall be remembered before the LORD your 
God, and ye shall be saved from your enemies. 
10:10 Also in the day of your gladness, and in your solemn 
days, and in the beginnings of your months, ye shall blow 
with the trumpets over your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings; that they may be to you 
for a memorial before your God: I am the LORD your God. 
10:llAnditcameto pass on the twentieth day of thesecond 
month, in the second year, that the cloud was taken up from 
off the tabernacle of the testimony. 
10:12 And the children of Israel took their journeys out of 
the wilderness of Sinai; and the cloud rested in the wilder- 
ness of Paran. 

10: 13 And they first took their journey according to the com- 
mandment of the LORD by the hand of Moses. 
10: 14 In the first place went the standard of the camp of the 
children of Judah according to their armies: and over his 
host was Nahshonthe sonof Amminadab. 
10: 15 A nd over the host of the tribe of the children of Issachar 
was Nethaneel the son of Zuar 

10: 16 A nd over the host of the tribe of the children of Zebulun 
was Eliab the son of Helon. 

10:17 And the tabernacle was taken down; and the sons of 
G ershon and the sons of M erari set forward, bearing the tab- 
ernacle. 

10:18 And the standard of the camp of Reuben set forward 
according to their armies: and over his host was Elizur the 
son of Shedeun 

10: 19 A nd over the host of the tribe of the children of Simeon 
was Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 
10:20 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Gad 
was Eliasaph the son of Deuel. 

10:21 And the Kohathites set forward, bearing the sanctu- 
ary: and the other did set up the tabernacle against they came. 
10:22 And the standard of tlie camp of the children of Ephraim 
set forward according to their armies: and over his host was 
Elishamathe son of Ammihud. 

10:23 And over the host of the tribe of the children of 
Manasseh was Gamahel the son of Pedahzur 
10:24 And over the host of the tribe of the children of Ben- 
jamin was Abidan the son of Gideoni. 
10:25 And the standard of the camp of the children of Dan 
set forward, which was the rereward of all the camps through- 
out their hosts: and over his host was Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai. 

10:26 And over the hostof the tribe of the children of Asher 
was Pagiel the son of Ocran. 

10: 27 A nd over the host of the tribe of the children of Naphtali 
was Ahira the son of Enan. 

10:28 Thus were the joumeyings of the children of Israel 
according to their armies, when they set forward. 
10:29 And Moses said unto Hobab, the son of Raguel the 
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Midianite, Moses' father in law, We are journeying unto the 
place of which the LORD said, I will give it you: come thou 
with us, and we will do thee good: for the LORD hath spo- 
ken good concerning Israel 

10:30 And he said unto him, I will not go; but I will depart to 
mine own land, and to my kindred. 
10:31 And he said. Leave us not, I pray thee; forasmuch as 
thou knowest how we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 
10:32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, yea, it shall be, that 
what goodness the LORD shall do unto us, the same will we 
do unto thee. 

10:33 And they departed from the mount of the LORD three 
days' journey: andthearkof the covenant of the LORD went 
before them in the three days' journey, to search out a resting 
place for them. 

10:34 And the cloud of the LORD was upon them by day, 
when they went out of the camp. 

10:35 And it came to pass, when the ark set forward, that 
Moses said. Rise up, LORD, and let thine enemies be scat- 
tered; and let them that hate thee flee before thee. 
10:36 And when it rested, he said. Return, LORD, unto 
the many thousands of Israel. 

11:1 And when the people complained, it displeased the 
LORD: and the LORD heard it; and his anger was kindled; 
and the fire of the LORD burnt among them, and consumed 
them that were in the uttermost parts of the camp. 
11:2 And the people cried unto Moses; and when Moses 
prayed unto the LORD, the fire was quenched. 
11:3 And he called the name of the place Taberah: because 
the fire of the LORD burnt among them. 
11:4 And the mixt multitude that was among them fell a lust- 
ing: and the children of Israel also wept again, and said. Who 
shall give us flesh to eat? 

11:5 We rememberthe fish, which we did eat in Egypt freely; 
the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, and the on- 
ions, and the garlick: 

11:6 But now our soul is dried away: there is nothing at all, 
beside this manna, before our eyes. 
11:7 And the manna was as coriander seed, and the colour 
thereof as the colour of bdellium. 

1 1 : 8 A nd the people went about, and gathered it, and ground 
it in mills, or beat it in a mortar, and baked it in pans, and 
made cakes of it: and the taste of it was as the taste of fresh 
oil. 

11:9 And when the dew fell upon the camp in the night, the 
manna fell upon it. 

11:10 Then Moses heard the people weep throughout their 
families, every man in the door of his tent: and the anger of 
the LORD was kindled greatly; Moses also was displeased. 
11:11 And Moses said unto the LORD, Wherefore hast thou 
afflicted thy servant? and wherefore have I not found favour 
in thy sight, that thou layest the burden of all this people 
upon me? 

11:12 Have I conceived all this people? have I begotten them, 
that thou shouldest say unto me. Cany them in thy bosom, 
as a nursing father beareth the sucking child, unto the land 
which thou swarest unto their fathers? 
1 1 : 1 3 W hence should I have flesh to give unto all this people? 
for they weep unto me, saying. Give us flesh, that we may 
eat. 



11:14 1 am not able to bear all this people alone, because it is 
too heavy for me. 

ll:15Andif thou deal thus with me, kill me, I pray thee, out 
of hand, if I have found favour in thy sight; and let me not 
see my wretchedness. 

11:16 And the LORD said unto Moses, Gatherunto me sev- 
enty men of the elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to be 
the elders of the people, and officers over them; and bring 
them unto the tabernacle of the congregation, that they may 
stand there with thee. 

11:17 And I will come down and talk with thee there: and I 
will take of the spirit which is upon thee, and will put it upon 
them; and they shall bear the burden of the people with thee, 
that thou bear it not thyself alone. 

11:18 And say thou unto the people. Sanctify yourselves 
against to morrow, and ye shall eat flesh: forye have wept in 
the ears of the LORD, saying. Who shall give us flesh to eat? 
for it was well with us in Egypt: therefore the LORD will 
give you flesh, and ye shall eat. 

11:19 Ye shall not eat one day, nor two days, nor five days, 
neither ten days, nor twenty days; 

11:20 But even a whole month, until it come out at your 
nostrils, and it be loathsome unto you: because that ye have 
despised the LORD which is among you, and have wept be- 
fore him, saying. Why came we forth out of Egypt? 
11:21 And Moses said. The people, among whom I am, are 
six hundred thousand footmen; and thou hast said, I will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole month. 
11:22 Shall the flocks and the herds be slain for them, to 
suffice them? or shall all the fish of the sea be gathered to- 
gether for them, to suffice them? 

ll:23And the LORD said unto Moses, Is the LORD'S hand 
waxed short? thou shalt see now whether my word shall come 
to pass unto thee or not. 

11:24 And Moses went out, and told the people the words of 
the L RD , and gathered the seventy men of the elders of the 
people, and set them round about the tabernacle. 
11:25 And the LORD came down in a cloud, and spake unto 
him, and took of the spirit that was upon him, and gave it 
unto the seventy elders: and it came to pass, that, when the 
spirit rested upon them, they prophesied, and did not cease. 
11:26 But there remained two of the men in the camp, the 
name of the one was Eldad, and the name of the other M edad: 
and the spirit rested upon them; and they were of them that 
were written, but went not out unto the tabernacle: and they 
prophesied in the camp. 

11:27 And there ran a young man, and told Moses, and said, 
Eldad and Medad do prophesy in the camp. 
1 1 : 2 8 A nd J oshua the son of Nun, the servant of M oses, one 
of his young men, answered and said. My lord M oses, forbid 
them. 

11:29 And Moses said unto him, Enviest thou for my sake? 
would God that all the LORD'S people were prophets, and 
that the LORD would put his spirit upon them! 
11 :30 And M oses gat him into the camp, he and the elders of 
Israel. 

11:31 And there went forth a wind from the LORD, and 
brought quails from the sea, and let them fall by the camp, as 
it were a day's journey on this side, and as it were a day's 
journey on the other side, round about the camp, and as it 
were two cubits high upon the face of the earth. 
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11:32 A nd the people stood up all that day, and all that night, 
and all the next day, and they gathered the quails: he that 
gathered least gathered ten homers: and they spread them all 
abroad tor themselves round about the camp. 
11:33 And while the flesh was yet between their teeth, ere it 
was chewed, the wrath ot the L RD was kindled against the 
people, and the LORD smote the people with a very great 
plague. 

11:34 And he called the name of that place Kibrothhattaavah: 
because there they buried the people that lusted. 
11:35 And the people journeyed from Kibrothhattaavah unto 
Hazeroth; and abode at Hazeroth. 

12:1 And Miriam and Aaron spake against Moses because of 
the Ethiopian woman whom he had married: for he had mar- 
ried an Ethiopian woman. 

12:2 And they said. Hath the LORD indeed spoken only by 
Moses? hath he not spoken also by us? And the LORD heard 
it. 

12:3 (Now the man Moses was very meek, above all the men 
which were upon the face of the earth.) 
12:4 And the LORD spake suddenly unto Moses, and unto 
Aaron, and unto Miriam, Come out ye three unto the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. And they three came out. 
12:5 And the LORD came down in the pillar of the cloud, 
and stood in the door of the tabernacle, and called A aron and 
Miriam: and they both came forth. 

12:6 And he said, Hearnow my words: If there be a prophet 
among you, I the LORD will make myself known unto him 
in a vision, and will speak unto him in a dream. 
12:7 My servant Moses is not so, who is faithful in all mine 
house. 

12:8 With him will I speak mouth to mouth, even apparently, 
and not in dark speeches; and the similitude of the LORD 
shall he behold: wherefore then were ye not afraid to speak 
against my servant Moses? 

12:9 And the anger of the LORD was kindled against them; 
and he departed. 

12:10 And the cloud departed from off the tabernacle; and, 
behold, Miriam became leprous, white as snow: and A aron 
looked upon Miriam, and, behold, she was leprous. 
1 2 : 1 1 A nd A aron said unto M OSes, A las, my lord, I beseech 
thee, lay not the sin upon us, wherein we have done fool- 
ishly, and wherein we have sinned. 
12:12 Let her not be as one dead, of whom the flesh is half 
consumed when he cometh out of his mother's womb. 
12:13 And Moses cried unto the LORD, saying. Heal her 
now, God, I beseech thee. 

12:14 And the LORD said unto Moses, If her father had but 
spit in her face, should she not be ashamed seven days? let 
her be shut out from the camp seven days, and after that let 
her be received in again. 

12:15 And Miriam was shut out from the camp seven days: 
and the people journeyed not till M iriam was brought in again. 
12: 16 And afterward the people removed from Hazeroth, and 
pitched in the wilderness of Paran. 
13:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
13:2 Send thou men, that they may search the land of Canaan, 
which I give unto the children of Israel: of every tribe of 
their fathers shall ye send a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 
13:3 And Moses by the commandment of the LORD sent 



them from the wilderness of Paran: all those men were heads 
of the children of Israel. 

13:4 And these were their names: of the tribe of Reuben, 
Shammua the son of Zaccur. 
13:5 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the son of Hon. 
13:6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of Jephunneh. 
13:7 Of the tribe of Issachar, Igal the son of Joseph. 
13:8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea the son of Nun. 
13:9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the son of Raphu. 
13:10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of Sodi. 
13:110f the tribe ofj oseph, namely, of the tribe of M anasseh, 
Gaddi the son of Susi. 

13:12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel theson of Gemalli. 
13:13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethurthe son of Michael. 
13:14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi the son of Vophsi. 
13:15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel theson of Machi. 
13:16 These are the names of the men which Moses sent to 
spy out the land. And Moses called Oshea the son of Nun 
Jehoshua. 

1 3 : 1 7 A nd M OSes sent them to spy out the land of C anaan, 
and said unto them. Get you up this way southward, and go 
up into the mountain: 

13: 18 A nd see the land, what it is; and the people that dwelleth 
therein, whether they be strong or weak, few or many; 
13: 19 A nd what the land is that they dwell in, whether it be 
good or bad; and what cities they be that they dwell in, 
whether in tents, or in strong holds; 
13:20Andwhatthelandis, whether it be fat or lean, whether 
there be wood therein, or not. And be ye of good courage, 
and bring of the fruit of the land. Now the time was the time 
of the firstripe grapes. 

13:21 So they went up, and searched the land from the wil- 
derness of Zin unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 
13:22 And they ascended by the south, and came unto Hebron; 
where Ahiman, Sheshai, and Talmai, the children of Anak, 
were. (Now Hebron was built seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt) 

13:23 And they came unto the brook of Eshcol, and cut down 
from thence a branch with one cluster of grapes, and they 
bare it between two upon a staff; and they brought of the 
pomegranates, and of the figs. 

13:24 The place was called the brook Eshcol, because of the 
cluster of grapes which the children of Israel cut down from 
thence. 

13:25 And they returned from searching of the land after 
forty days. 

13:26 And they went and came to Moses, and to A aron, and 
to all the congregation of the children of Israel, unto the wil- 
derness of Paran, to Kadesh; and brought back word unto 
them, and unto all the congregation, and shewed them the 
fruit of the land. 

13:27 And they told him, and said. We came unto the land 
whither thou sentest us, and surely it floweth with milk and 
honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

13:28 Nevertheless the people be strong that dwell in the 
land, and the cities are walled, and very great: and moreover 
we saw the children of Anak there. 
13:29 TheAmalekites dwell in the land of the south: and the 
Hittites, and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, dwell in the 
mountains: and the Canaanites dwell by the sea, and by the 
coast of Jordan. 
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13:30 And Caleb stilled the people before Moses, and said, 
Let us go up at once, and possess it; tor we are well able to 
overcome it. 

13:31 But the men that went up with him said. We be not 
able to go up against the people; for they are stronger than 
we. 

13:32 And they brought up an evil report of the land which 
they had searched unto the children of Israel, saying. The 
land, through which we have gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants thereof; and all the people that we 
saw in it are men of a great stature. 
13:33 And there we saw the giants, the sons of Anak, which 
come of the giants: and we were in our own sight as grass- 
hoppers, and so we were in their sight. 
14: 1 And all the congregation lifted up theirvoice, and cried; 
and the people wept that night. 

14:2 And all the children of Israel murmured against Moses 
and against Aaron: and the whole congregation said unto 
them. Would God that we had died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God we had died in this wilderness! 
14:3 And wherefore hath the LORD brought us unto this 
land, to fall by the sword, that our wives and our children 
should be a prey? were it not better for us to return into E gy pt? 
14:4 And they said one to another. Let us make a captain, 
and let us return into Egypt. 

14:5 Then Moses andAaron fell on their faces before all the 
assembly of the congregation of the children of Israel. 
14:6 And Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, which were of them that searched the land, rent 
their clothes: 

14:7 A nd they spake unto all the company of the children of 
Israel, saying. The land, which we passed through to search 
it, is an exceeding good land. 

14:8 If the LORD delight in us, then he will bring us into 
this land, and give it us; a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. 

14:9 Only rebel not ye against the LORD, neither fear ye the 
people of the land; for they are bread for us: their defence is 
departed from them, and the LORD is with us: fear them not. 
14:10 But all the congregation bade stone them with stones. 
And the gloiy of the LORD appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of Israel. 
14:11 And the LORD said unto Moses, How long will this 
people provoke me? and how long will it be ere they believe 
me, for all the signs which I have shewed among them? 
14:12 I will smite them with the pestilence, and disinherit 
them, and will make of thee a greater nation and mightier 
than they. 

14:13 And Moses said unto the LORD, Then the Egyptians 
shall hear it, (for thou broughtest up this people in thy might 
from among them;) 

14: 14 A nd they will tell it to the inhabitants of this land: for 
they have heard that thou LORD art among this people, that 
thou LORD art seen face to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest before them, by day time in a 
pillar of a cloud, and in a pillar of fire by night 
14:15 Now if thou shalt kill all this people as one man, then 
the nations which have heard the fame of thee will speak, 
saying, 

14:16 Because the LORD was not able to bring this people 
into the land which he sware unto them, therefore he hath 
slain them in the wilderness. 



14: 17 And now, I beseech thee, let the power of my Lord be 
great, according as thou hast spoken, saying, 
14:18 The LORD is longsuffering, and of great mercy, for- 
giving iniquity and transgression, and by no means clearing 
the guilty, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation. 
14:19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this people ac- 
cording unto the greatness of thy mercy, and as thou hast 
forgiven this people, from Egypt even until now. 
14:20 And the LORD said, I have pardoned according to thy 
word: 

14:21 But as truly as I live, all the earth shall be filled with 
the glory of the LORD. 

14:22 B ecause all those men which have seen my gloiy, and 
my miracles, which I did in Egypt and in the wilderness, and 
have tempted me now these ten times, and have not hear- 
kened to my voice; 

14:23 Surely they shall not see the land which I sware unto 
their fathers, neither shall any of them that provoked me see 
it: 

14:24 But my servant Caleb, because he had another spirit 
with him, and hath followed me fully, him will I bring into 
the land whereinto he went; and his seed shall possess it. 
14:25 (Now the A malekites and the Canaanites dwelt in the 
valley.) To morrow turn you, and get you into the wilderness 
by the way of the Red sea. 

14:26 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, 
saying, 

14:27 How long shall I bear with this evil congregation, which 
murmur against me? I have heard the murmurings of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which they murmur against me. 
14:28 Say unto them. As truly as I live, saith the LORD, as 
ye have spoken in mine ears, so will I do to you: 
14:29 Your carcases shall fall in this wilderness; and all that 
were numbered of you, according to your whole number, 
from twenty years old and upward, which have murmured 
against me, 

14:30 Doubtless ye shall not come into the land, concerning 
which I sware to make you dwell therein, save Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
14:31 But your little ones, which ye said should be a prey, 
them will I bring in, and they shall know the land which ye 
have despised. 

14:32 But as for you, your carcases, they shall fall in this 
wilderness. 

14: 33 A nd your children shall wander in the wilderness forty 
years, and bear your whoredoms, until your carcases be 
wasted in the wilderness. 

14:34 A fter the number of the days in which ye searched the 
land, even forty days, each day for a year, shall ye bear your 
iniquities, even forty years, and ye shall know my breach of 
promise. 

14:35 I the LORD have said, I will surely do it unto all this 
evil congregation, that are gathered together against me: in 
this wilderness they shall be consumed, and there they shall 
die. 

14:36 And the men, which Moses sent to search the land, 
who returned, and made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander upon the land, 
14:37 Even those men that did bring up the evil report upon 
the land, died by the plague before the LORD . 
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14:38 But Joshua the son ot Nun, and Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, which were of the men that went to search the 
land, lived still. 

14:39 And Moses told these sayings unto all the children of 
Israel: and the people mourned greatly. 
14:40 And they rose up early in the morning, and gat them 
up into the top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, and 
will go up unto the place which the LORD hath promised: 
for we have sinned. 

14:41 And Moses said. Wherefore now do ye transgress the 
commandment of the LORD? but it shall not prosper 
14:42 Go not up, for the LORD is not among you; that ye be 
not smitten before your enemies. 

14:43 For the Amalekites and the Canaanites are there be- 
fore you, and ye shall fall by the sword: because ye are turned 
away from the LORD, therefore the LORD will not be with 
you. 

14:44 But they presumed to go up unto the hill top: never- 
theless the ark of the covenant of the LORD, and Moses, 
departed not out of the camp. 

14:45 Then the A malekites came down, and the Canaanites 
which dwelt in that hill, and smote them, and discomfited 
them, even unto Hormah. 
15:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
15:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye be come into the land of your habitations, which I 
give unto you, 

15:3 And will make an offering by fire unto the LORD, a 
burnt offering, or a sacrifice in performing a vow, or in a 
freewill offering, or in your solemn feasts, to make a sweet 
savour unto the LORD, of the herd, or of the flock: 
15:4 Then shall he that offereth his offering unto the LORD 
bring a meat offering of a tenth deal of flour mingled with 
the fourth part of an hin of oil. 

15:5 And tie fourth part of an hin of wine for a drink offer- 
ing shalt thou prepare with the burnt offering or sacrifice, 
for one Iamb. 

15:6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare for a meat offering two 
tenth deals of flour mingled with the third part of an hin of 
oil. 

15:7 And for a drink offering thou shalt offer the third part 
of an hin of wine, for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 
15:8 And when thou preparest a bullock for a burnt offering, 
or for a sacrifice in performing a vow, or peace offerings 
unto the LORD: 

15:9 Then shall he bring with a bullock a meat offering of 
three tenth deals of flour mingled with half an hin of oil. 
15: 10 A nd thou shalt bring for a drink offering half an hin of 
wine, for an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
LORD. 

15:11 Thus shall it be done for one bullock, or for one ram, 
or for a Iamb, or a kid. 

15:12 According to the number that ye shall prepare, so shall 
ye do to every one according to their number 
15:13 All that are bom of the country shall do these things 
after this manner, in offering an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the LORD. 

15:14 And if a stranger sojourn with you, or whosoever be 
among you in your generations, and will offer an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD; as ye do, so 
he shall do. 



15:15 One ordinance shall be both foryou of the congrega- 
tion, and also for the stranger that sojoumeth with you, an 
ordinance for ever in your generations: as ye are, so shall the 
stranger be before the LORD . 

15:16 One law and one manner shall be foryou, and for the 
stranger that sojoumeth with you. 
15:17 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
15:18 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye come into the land whither I bring you, 
15:19 Then it shall be, that, when ye eat of the bread of the 
land, ye shall offer up an heave offering unto the LORD. 
15:20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the first of your dough for 
an heave offering: as ye do the heave offering of the 
threshingfloor, so shall ye heave it. 
15:21 Of the first of your dough ye shall give unto the LORD 
an heave offering in your generations. 
15:22 And if ye have erred, and not observed all these com- 
mandments, which the LORD hath spoken unto Moses, 
15:23 Even all that the LORD hath commanded you by the 
hand of Moses, from the day that the LORD commanded 
Moses, and henceforward among your generations; 
15:24 Then it shall be, if ought be committed by ignorance 
without the knowledge of the congregation, that all the con- 
gregation shall offer one young bullock for a bumt offering, 
for a sweet savour unto the LORD, with his meat offering, 
and his drink offering, according to the manner, and one kid 
of the goats for a sin offering. 

15:25 And the priest shall make an atonement for all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, and it shall be forgiven 
them; for it is ignorance: and they shall bring their offering, 
a sacrifice made by fire unto the L RD , and their sin offer- 
ing before the LORD, for their ignorance: 
15:26 And it shall be forgiven all the congregation of the 
children of Israel, and the stranger that sojoumeth among 
them; seeing all the people were in ignorance. 
15:27 And if any soul sin through ignorance, then he shall 
bring a she goat of the first year for a sin offering. 
15:28 And the priest shall make an atonement for the soul 
that sinneth ignorantly, when he sinneth by ignorance before 
the LORD, to make an atonement for him; and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

15:29 Ye shall have one law for him that sinneth through 
ignorance, both for him that is bom among the children of 
Israel, and for the stranger that sojoumeth among them. 
15:30 But the soul that doeth ought presumptuously, whether 
he be bom in the land, or a stranger, the same reproacheth 
the LORD; and that soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

15:31 Because he hath despised the word of the LORD, and 
hath broken his commandment, that soul shall utterly be cut 
off; his iniquity shall be upon him. 
15:32 And while the children of Israel were in the wilder- 
ness, they found a man that gathered sticks upon the sabbath 
day. 

15:33 And they that found him gathering sticks brought him 
unto Moses and Aaron, and unto all the congregation. 
15:34 And they put him in ward, because itwas notdeclared 
what should be done to him. 

15:35 And the LORD said unto Moses, The man shall be 
surely put to death: all the congregation shall stone him with 
stones without the camp.

16:11 For which cause both thou and all thy company are 
gathered together against the L RD : and what is A aron, that 
ye murmur against him? 

16:12 And Moses sent to call Dathan and Abiram, the sons 
of Eliab: which said. We will not come up: 
16: 13 Is it a small thing that thou hast brought us up out of a 
land that floweth with milk and honey, to kill us in the wil- 
derness, except thou make thyself altogether a prince over 
us? 

16:14 Moreover thou hast not brought us into a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, or given us inheritance of fields 
and vineyards: wilt thou put out the eyes of these men? we 
will not come up. 



16:15 And Moses was very wroth, and said unto the LORD, 
Respect not thou their offering: I have not taken one ass from 
them, neither have I hurt one of them. 
16: 16 And Moses said unto Korah, B e thou and all thy com- 
pany before the LORD, thou, and they, and Aaron, to mor- 
row: 

16:17 And take every man his censer, and put incense in 
them, and bring ye before the LORD every man his censer, 
two hundred and fifty censers; thou also, and Aaron, each of 
you his censer 

16:18 And they took every man his censer, and put fire in 
them, and laid incense thereon, and stood in the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation with Moses and Aaron. 
16: 19 A nd Korah gathered all the congregation against them 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation: and the 
gloiy of the LORD appeared unto all the congregation. 
16:20 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, 
saying, 

16:21 Separate yourselves from among this congregation, 
that I may consume them in a moment 
16:22 And they fell upon their faces, and said, God, the 
God of the spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt 
thou be wroth with all the congregation? 
16:23 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
16:24 Speak unto the congregation, saying, Getyou up from 
about the tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 
16:25 A nd M oses rose up and went unto D athan and A biram; 
and the elders of Israel followed him. 
16:26 And he spake unto the congregation, saying. Depart, I 
pray you, from the tents of these wicked men, and touch noth- 
ing of theirs, lest ye be consumed in all their sins. 
16:27 So they gat up from the tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, 
and Abiram, on every side: and Dathan and Abiram came 
out, and stood in the door of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. 
16:28 And Moses said. Hereby ye shall know that the LORD 
hath sent me to do all these works; for I have not done them 
of mine own mind. 

16:29 If these men die the common death of all men, or if 
they be visited after the visitation of all men; then the LORD 
hath not sent me. 

16:30 But if the LORD make a new thing, and the earth open 
her mouth, and swallow them up, with all that appertain unto 
them, and they go down quick into the pit; then ye shall un- 
derstand that these men have provoked the LORD. 
16:31 And it came to pass, as he had made an end of speak- 
ing all these words, that the ground clave asunder that was 
under them: 

16:32 And the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them 
up, and their houses, and all the men that appertained unto 
Korah, and all their goods. 

16:33 They, and all that appertained to them, went down alive 
into the pit, and the earth closed upon them: and they per- 
ished from among the congregation. 
16:34 And all Israel that were round about them fled at the 
cry of them: for they said, L est the earth swallow us up also. 
16:35 And there came out a fire from the LORD, and con- 
sumed the two hundred and fifty men that offered incense. 
16:36 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
16:37 Speak unto Eleazar the son ofA aron the priest, that he 
take up the censers out of the burning, and scatter thou the 
fire yonder; for they are hallowed. 
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16:38 The censers of these sinners against their own souls, 
let them make them broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the LORD, therefore they are 
hallowed: and they shall be a sign unto the children of Israel. 
16:39 And Eleazarthe priest took the brasen censers, where- 
with they that were burnt had offered; and they were made 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
16:40 To be a memorial unto the children of Israel, that no 
stranger, which is not of the seed of Aaron, come near to 
offer incense before the LORD; that he be not as Ko rah, and 
as his company: as the LORD said to him by the hand of 
Moses. 

16:41 But on the morrow all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel murmured against Moses and againstAaron, 
saying. Ye have killed the people of the LORD . 
16:42 And it came to pass, when the congregation was gath- 
ered against Moses and againstAaron, that they looked to- 
ward the tabernacle of the congregation: and, behold, the 
cloud covered it, and the glory of the LORD appeared. 
16:43 And Moses and Aaron came before the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

16:44 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
16:45 Get you up from among this congregation, that I may 
consume them as in a moment And they fell upon their faces. 
16:46 And Moses said unto Aaron, Take a censer, and put 
fire therein from off the altar, and put on incense, and go 
quickly unto the congregation, and make an atonement for 
tiiem: tor there is wrath gone out from the LORD; the plague 
is begun. 

16:47 And Aaron took as Moses commanded, and ran into 
the midst of the congregation; and, behold, the plague was 
begun among the people: and he put on incense, and made 
an atonement for the people. 

16:48 A nd he stood between the dead and the living; and the 
plague was stayed. 

16:49 Now they that died in the plague were fourteen thou- 
sand and seven hundred, beside them that died about the 
matter of Korah. 

16:50 And Aaron returned unto Moses unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and the plague was stayed. 
17:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
17:2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and take of every one 
of them a rod according to the house of their fathers, of all 
their princes according to the house of their fathers twelve 
rods: write thou every man's name upon his rod. 
17: 3 A nd thou shalt write A aron's name upon the rod of L evi: 
for one rod shall be for the head of the house of their fathers. 
17:4 A nd thou shalt lay them up in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation before the testimony, where I will meet with you. 
17:5 And it shall come to pass, that the man's rod, whom I 
shall choose, shall blossom: and I will make to cease from 
me the murmurings of the children of Israel, whereby they 
murmur against you. 

17:6 And Moses spake unto the children of Israel, and every 
one of their princes gave him a rod apiece, for each prince 
one, according to their fathers' houses, even twelve rods: and 
the rod of Aaron was among their rods. 
17:7 And Moses laid up the rods before the LORD in the 
tabernacle of witness. 

17:8 And it came to pass, that on the morrow Moses went 
into the tabernacle of witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 



for the house of Levi was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and bloomed blossoms, and yielded almonds. 
17:9 And Moses brought out all the rods from before the 
LORD unto all the children of Israel: and they looked, and 
took every man his rod. 

17:10 And the LORD said unto Moses, Bring Aaron's rod 
again before the testimony, to be kept for a token against the 
rebels; and thou shalt quite take away their murmurings from 
me, that they die not. 

17:11 And Moses did so: as the LORD commanded him, so 
did he. 

17:12 And the children of Israel spake unto Moses, saying, 
B ehold, we die, we perish, we all perish. 
17:13 Whosoever Cometh any thing near unto the tabernacle 
of the LORD shall die: shall we be consumed with dying? 
18: 1 And the LORD said unto Aaron, Thou and thy sons and 
thy father's house with thee shall bear the iniquity of the sanc- 
tuary: and thou and thy sons with thee shall bear the iniquity 
of your priesthood. 

18:2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of Levi, the tribe of 
thy father, bring thou with thee, that they may be joined unto 
thee, and minister unto thee: but thou and thy sons with thee 
shall minister before the tabernacle of witness. 
18:3 And they shall keep thy charge, and the charge of all the 
tabernacle: only they shall not come nigh the vessels of the 
sanctuary and the altar, that neither they, nor ye also, die. 
18:4 A nd they shall be joined unto thee, and keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, for all the service of 
the tabernacle: and a stranger shall not come nigh unto you. 
18:5 And ye shall keep the charge of the sanctuary, and the 
charge of the altar: that there be no wrath any more upon the 
children of Israel. 

18:6 And I, behold, I have taken your brethren the Levites 
from among the children of Israel: to you they are given as a 
gift for the LORD, to do the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

18:7 Therefore thou and thy sons with thee shall keep your 
priest's office for every thing of the altar, and within the vail; 
and ye shall serve: I have given your priest's office unto you 
as a service of gift: and the stranger that cometh nigh shall 
be put to death. 

18:8 And the LORD spake unto Aaron, Behold, I also have 
given thee the charge of mine heave offerings of all the hal- 
lowed things of the children of Israel; unto thee have I given 
them by reason of the anointing, and to thy sons, by an ordi- 
nance for ever 

18:9 This shall be thine of the most holy things, reserved 
from the fire: every oblation of theirs, every meat offering of 
theirs, and every sin offering of theirs, and every trespass 
offering of theirs, which they shall render unto me, shall be 
most holy for thee and for thy sons. 
18:10 In the most holy place shalt thou eat it; every male 
shall eat it: it shall be holy unto thee. 
18:11 And this is thine; the heave offering of their gift, with 
all the wave offerings of the children of Israel: I have given 
them unto thee, and to thy sons and to thy daughters with 
thee, by a statute for ever: every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. 

18: 12 All the best of the oil, and all the best of the wine, and 
of the wheat, the firstfruits of them which they shall offer 
unto the LORD, them have I given thee. 
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18:13 And whatsoever is first ripe in the land, which they 
shall bring unto the LORD, shall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thine house shall eat of it 
18:14 Every thing devoted in Israel shall be thine. 
18:15 Every thing that openeth the matrix in all flesh, which 
they bring unto the LORD, whether it be of men or beasts, 
shall be thine: nevertheless the firstborn of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou 
redeem. 

18:16 And those that are to be redeemed from a month old 
shalt thou redeem, according to thine estimation, for the 
money of five shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, which 
is twenty gerahs. 

18:17 But the firstling of a cow, or the firsthng of a sheep, or 
the firstling of a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are holy: 
thou shalt sprinkle their blood upon the altar, and shalt bum 
their fat for an offering made by fire, for a sweet savour unto 
the LORD. 

18: 18 And the flesh of them shall be thine, as the wave breast 
and as the right shoulder are thine. 
18:19 All the heave offerings of the holy things, which the 
children of Israel offer unto the LORD, have I given thee, 
and thy sons and thy daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever: it is a covenant of salt for ever before the LORD unto 
thee and to thy seed with thee. 

18:20 And the LORD spake unto Aaron, Thou shalt have no 
inheritance in their land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part and thine inheritance among the 
children of Israel. 

18:21 And, behold, I have given the children of Levi all the 
tenth in Israel for an inheritance, for their service which they 
serve, even the service of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
18:22 Neither must the children of Israel henceforth come 
nigh the tabernacle of the congregation, lest they bear sin, 
and die. 

18:23 But the Levites shall do the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and they shall bear their iniquity: it shall 
be a statute for ever throughout your generations, that among 
the children of Israel they have no inheritance. 
18:24 But the tithes of the children of Israel, which they of- 
fer as an heave offering unto the L RD , I have given to the 
Levites to inherit: therefore I have said unto them. Among 
the children of Israel they shall have no inheritance. 
18:25 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
18:26 Thus speak unto tie Levites, and say unto them. When 
ye take of the children of Israel the tithes which I have given 
you from them for your inheritance, then ye shall offer up an 
heave offering of it for the LORD, even a tenth part of the 
tithe. 

18:27 And this your heave offering shall be reckoned unto 
you, as though it were the com of the threshingfloor, and as 
the fulness of the winepress. 

18:28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave offering unto the 
LORD of all your tithes, which ye receive of the children of 
Israel; and ye shall give thereof the LORD 'S heave offering 
to A aron the priest. 

18:29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer every heave offering 
of the LORD , of all the best thereof, even the hallowed part 
thereof out of it. 

18:30 Therefore thou shalt say unto them. When ye have 
heaved the best thereof from it, then it shall be counted unto 



the Levites as the increase of the threshingfloor, and as the 
increase of the winepress. 

18:31 And ye shall eat it in every place, ye and your house- 
holds: for it is your reward for your service in the tabemacle 
of the congregation. 

18:32 And ye shall bear no sin by reason of it, when ye have 
heaved from it the best of it: neither shall ye pollute the holy 
things of the children of Israel, lest ye die. 
19:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, say- 
ing, 

19:2 This is the ordinance of the law which the LORD hath 
commanded, saying. Speak unto the children of Israel, that 
they bring thee a red heifer without spot, wherein is no blem- 
ish, and upon which never came yoke: 
19:3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar the priest, that he 
may bring her forth without the camp, and one shall slay her 
before his face: 

19:4 And Eleazar the priest shall take of her blood with his 
finger, and sprinkle of her blood directly before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation seven times: 
19:5 And one shall bum the heifer in his sight; her skin, and 
her flesh, and her blood, with her dung, shall he bum: 
19:6 And the priest shall take cedar wood, and hyssop, and 
scarlet, and cast it into the midst of the buming of the heifer 
19:7 Then the priest shall wash his clothes, and he shall bathe 
his flesh in water, and afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean until the even. 
1 9 : 8 A nd he that bumeth her shall wash his clothes in water, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and shall be unclean until the 
even. 

19:9 And a man that is clean shall gather up the ashes of the 
heifer, and lay them up without the camp in a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation of the children of 
Israel for a water of separation: it is a purification for sin. 
1 9 : 1 A nd he that gathereth the ashes of the heifer shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the even: and it shall be 
unto the children of Israel, and unto the stranger that 
sojoumeth among them, for a statute for even 
19:11 He that toucheth the dead body of any man shall be 
unclean seven days. 

19:12 Heshallpurify himself with it on the third day, and on 
the seventh day he shall be clean: but if he purify not himself 
the third day, then the seventh day he shall not be clean. 
19: 13 Whosoever toucheth the dead body of any man that is 
dead, and purifieth not himself, defileth the tabemacle of the 
LORD; and that soul shall be cut off from Israel: because the 
water of separation was not sprinkled upon him, he shall be 
unclean; his uncleanness is yet upon him. 
19:14 This is the law, when a man dieth in a tent: all that 
come into the tent, and all that is in the tent, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

19: 15 A nd every open vessel, which hath no covering bound 
upon it, is unclean. 

1 9 : 1 6 A nd whosoever toucheth one that is slain with a sword 
in the open fields, or a dead body, or a bone of a man, or a 
grave, shall be unclean seven days. 
19: 17 And for an unclean person they shall take of the ashes 
of the bumt heifer of purification for sin, and mnning water 
shall be put thereto in a vessel: 

19:18 And a clean person shall take hyssop, and dip it in the 
water, and sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon all the vessels. 
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and upon the persons that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one dead, or a grave: 
19:19 And the clean person shall sprinkle upon the unclean 
on the third day, and on the seventh day: and on the seventh 
day he shall purity himself, and wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and shall be clean at even. 
19:20 But the man that shall be unclean, and shall not purify 
himself, that soul shall be cut off from among the congrega- 
tion, because he hath defiled the sanctuary of the LORD : the 
water of separation hath not been sprinkled upon him; he is 
unclean. 

19:21 And it shall be a perpetual statute unto them, that he 
that sprinkleth the water of separation shall wash his clothes; 
and he that toucheth the water of separation shall be unclean 
until even. 

19:22 And whatsoever the unclean person toucheth shall be 
unclean; and the soul that toucheth it shall be unclean until 
even. 

20:1 Then came the children of Israel, even the whole con- 
gregation, into the desert of Zin in the first month: and the 
people abode in Kadesh; and Miriam died there, and was 
buried there. 

20:2 And there was no water for the congregation: and they 
gathered themselves together against Moses and against 
Aaron. 

20:3 And the people chode with Moses, and spake, saying. 
Would God that we had died when our brethren died before 
the LORD! 

20:4 And why have ye brought up the congregation of the 
LORD into this wilderness, that we and our cattle should die 
there? 

20:5 A nd wherefore have ye made us to come up out of Egypt, 
to bring us in unto this evil place? it is no place of seed, or of 
figs, or of vines, or of pomegranates; neither is there any 
water to drink. 

20:6 And Moses and Aaron went from the presence of the 
assembly unto the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and they fell upon their faces: and the glory of the L RD 
appeared unto them. 

20:7 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
20:8 Take the rod, and gather thou the assembly together, 
thou, and Aaron thy brother, and speak ye unto the rock be- 
fore their eyes; and it shall give forth his water, and thou 
shalt bring forth to them water out of the rock: so thou shalt 
give the congregation and their beasts drink. 
20:9 And Moses took the rod from before the LORD, as he 
commanded him. 

20:10 And Moses and Aaron gathered the congregation to- 
gether before the rock, and he said unto them. Hear now, ye 
rebels; must we fetch you water out of this rock? 
20:11 And Moses hfted up his hand, and with his rod he 
smote the rock twice: and the water came out abundantly, 
and the congregation drank, and their beasts also. 
20:12 And the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron, Because 
ye believed me not, to sanctify me in the eyes of the children 
of Israel, therefore ye shall not bring this congregation into 
the land which I have given them. 

20:13 This is the water of Meribah; because the children of 
Israel strove with the LORD, and he was sanctified in them. 
20: 14 A nd M oses sent messengers f rom K adesh unto the king 
of Edom, Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou knowest all the 
travail that hath befallen us: 



20:15 How our fathers went down into Egypt, and we have 
dwelt in Egypt a long time; and the Egyptians vexed us, and 
our fathers: 

20: 16 And when we cried unto the LORD, he heard ourvoice, 
and sent an angel, and hath brought us forth out of Egypt: 
and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a city in the uttermost of thy 
border: 

20:17 Lotus pass, I pray thee, through thy country: we will 
not pass through the fields, or through the vineyards, neither 
will we drink of the water of the wells: we will go by the 
king's high way, we will not turn to the right hand nor to the 
left, until we have passed thy borders. 
20:18 And Edom said unto him. Thou shalt not pass by me, 
lest I come out against thee with the sword. 
20:19 And the children of Israel said unto him. We will go 
by the high way: and if I and my cattle drink of thy water, 
then I will pay for it: I will only, without doing any thing 
else, go through on my feet. 

20:20 And he said. Thou shalt not go through. And Edom 
came out against him with much people, and with a strong 
hand. 

20:21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel passage through his 
border: wherefore Israel turned away from him. 
20:22 And the children of Israel, even the whole congrega- 
tion, journeyed from Kadesh, and came unto mount Hon 
20:23 And tie LORD spake unto Moses andAaron in mount 
Hor, by the coast of the land of Edom, saying, 
20:24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his people: for he shall 
not enter into the land which I have given unto the children 
of Israel, because ye rebelled against my word at the water 
of Meribah. 

20:25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and bring them up 
unto mount Hor: 

20:26 And strip Aaron of his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar his son: and A aron shall be gathered unto his people, 
and shall die there. 

20:27 And Moses did as the LORD commanded: and they 
went up into mount Hor in the sight of all the congregation. 
20:28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his garments, and put 
them upon Eleazar his son; and Aaron died there in the top 
of the mount: and Moses and Eleazar came down from the 
mount. 

20:29 And when all the congregation saw that Aaron was 
dead, they mourned for A aron thirty days, even all the house 
of Israel. 

21:1 And when kingArad the Canaanite, which dwelt in the 
south, heard tell that Israel came by the way of the spies; 
then he fought against Israel, and took some of them prison- 
ers. 

21:2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the LORD, and said. If 
thou wilt indeed deliver this people into my hand, then I will 
utterly destroy their cities. 

21:3 And the LORD hearkened to the voice of Israel, and 
delivered up the Canaanites; and they utterly destroyed them 
and their cities: and he called the name of the place Hormah. 
21:4And they journeyed from mountHorby the way of the 
Red sea, to compass the land of Edom: and the soul of the 
people was much discouraged because of the way. 
21:5 And the people spake against God, and against Moses, 
Wherefore have ye brought us up out of Egypt to die in the 
wilderness? for there is no bread, neither is there any water; 
and our soul loatheth this light bread. 
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21:6 And the LORD sent fieiy serpents among the people, 
and they bit the people; and much people of Israel died. 
21:7 Therefore the people came to Moses, and said. We have 
sinned, for we have spoken against the LORD, and against 
thee; pray unto the LORD, that he take away the serpents 
from us. And Moses prayed for the people. 
21:8 And the LORD said unto Moses, M ake thee a fieiy ser- 
pent, and set it upon a pole: and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he looketh upon it, shall live. 
21:9 And Moses made a serpent of brass, and put it upon a 
pole, and it came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any 
man, when he beheld the serpent of brass, he lived. 
21:10 And the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in 
Oboth. 

21:11 And they journeyed from Oboth, and pitched at 
Ijeabarim, in the wilderness which is before Moab, toward 
tie sunrising. 

21:12 From thence they removed, and pitched in the valley 
of Zared. 

21:13 From thence they removed, and pitched on the other 
side of Amon, which is in the wilderness that cometh out of 
the coasts of theAmorites: for Amon is the border of Moab, 
between Moab and theAmorites. 

21:14 Wherefore it is said in the book of the wars of the 
LORD, What he did in the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Amon, 

2 1 : 1 5 A nd at the stream of the brooks that goeth down to the 
dwelhng of Ar, and lieth upon the border of Moab. 
21:16 And from thence they went to Beer: that is the well 
whereof the LORD spake unto Moses, Gather the people 
together, and I will give them water 
21:17 Then Israel sang this song. Spring up, well; sing ye 
unto it: 

21:18 The princes digged the well, the nobles of the people 
digged it, by the direction of the lawgiver, with their staves. 
And from the wildemess they went to Mattanah: 
21:19Andfrom M attanah to Nahaliel: and from Nahaliel to 
B amoth: 

21:20 And from Bamoth in the valley, that is in the country 
of Moab, to the top of Pisgah, which looketh toward 
Jeshimon. 

21:21 And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, saying, 

21:22 Let me pass through thy land: we will not tum into the 
fields, or into the vineyards; we will not drink of the waters 
of the well: but we will go along by the king's high way, until 
we be past thy borders. 

21:23And Sihon would not suffer Israel to pass through his 
border: but Sihon gathered all his people together, and went 
out against Israel into the wildemess: and he came to Jahaz, 
and fought against Israel. 

21:24 And Israel smote him with the edge of the sword, and 
possessed his land from Amon unto Jabbok, even unto the 
children of Ammon: for the border of the children of Ammon 
was strong. 

21:25 And Israel took all these cities: and Israel dwelt in all 
the cities of theAmorites, in Heshbon, and in all the villages 
thereof. 

21:26 For Heshbon was the city of Sihon the king of the 
Amorites, who had fought against the former king of Moab, 
and taken all his land out of his hand, even unto Amon. 



21:27 Wherefore they that speak in proverbs say. Come into 
Heshbon, let the city of Sihon be built and prepared: 
21:28 For there is a fire gone out of Heshbon, a flame from 
the city of Sihon: it hath consumed Ar of Moab, and the 
lords of the high places of Amon. 

21:29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou art undone, people of 
Chemosh: he hath given his sons that escaped, and his daugh- 
ters, into captivity unto Sihon king of theAmorites. 
21:30 We have shot at them; Heshbon is perished even unto 
D ibon, and we have laid them waste even unto Nophah, which 
reacheth unto Medeba. 

21:31 Thus Israel dwelt in the land of theAmorites. 
21:32 And Moses sent to spy out Jaazer, and they took the 
villages thereof, and drove out theAmorites that were there. 
21:33 And they tumed and went up by the way of Bashan: 
and g the king of B ashan went out against them, he, and all 
his people, to the battle at Edrei. 

21:34 And the LORD said unto Moses, Fear him not: for I 
have delivered him into thy hand, and all his people, and his 
land; and thou shalt do to him as thou didst unto Sihon king 
of theAmorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 
21:35 So they smote him, and his sons, and all his people, 
until there was none left him alive: and they possessed his 
land. 

22:1 And the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab on this side Jordan by Jericho. 
22:2 And Balak the son of Zippor saw all that Israel had 
done to theAmorites. 

22:3 And Moab was sore afraid of the people, because they 
were many: and Moab was distressed because of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

22:4 And Moab said unto the elders of Midian, Now shall 
this company lick up all that are round about us, as the ox 
licketh up the grass of the field. A nd B alak the son of Zippor 
was king of the Moabites at that time. 
22:5 He sent messengers therefore unto Balaam the son of 
Beor to Pethor, which is by the river of the land of the chil- 
dren of his people, to call him, saying. Behold, there is a 
people come out from Egypt: behold, they cover the face of 
the earth, and they abide over against me: 
22:6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, curse me this people; 
for they are too mighty for me: peradventure I shall prevail, 
that we may smite them, and that I may drive them out of the 
land: for I wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, and he 
whom thou cursest is cursed. 

22:7 And the elders of Moab and the elders of Midian de- 
parted with the rewards of divination in their hand; and they 
came unto Balaam, and spake unto him the words of Balak. 
22:8 And he said unto them. Lodge here this night, and I will 
bring you word again, as the LORD shall speak unto me: 
and the princes of Moab abode with Balaam. 
22:9 And God came unto Balaam, and said. What men are 
these with thee? 

22:10 And Balaam said unto God, Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, hath sent unto me, saying, 
22:11 Behold, there is a people come out of Egypt, which 
covereth the face of the earth: come now, curse me them; 
peradventure I shall be able to overcome them, and drive 
them out. 

22:12 And God said unto Balaam, Thou shalt not go with 
them; thou shalt not curse the people: for they are blessed. 
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22:13 And Balaam rose up in the morning, and said unto the 
princes of Balak, Get you into your land: for the LORD 
refuseth to give me leave to go with you. 
22:14 And the princes of Moab rose up, and they went unto 
Balak, and said, Balaam refuseth to come with us. 
22:15 And Balak sent yet again princes, more, and more 
honourable than they. 

22:16 And they came to Balaam, and said to him. Thus saith 
Balakthesonof Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, hinder thee 
from coming unto me: 

22:17 For I will promote thee unto very great honour, and I 
will do whatsoever thou sayest unto me: come therefore, I 
pray thee, curse me this people. 

22:18 And Balaam answered and said unto the servants of 
Balak, If Balak would give me his house full of silver and 
gold, I cannot go beyond the word of the LORD my God, to 
do less or more. 

22: 19 Now therefore, I pray you, tarry ye also here this night, 
that I may know what the LORD will say unto me more. 
22:20 And God came unto Balaam at night, and said unto 
him. If the men come to call thee, rise up, and go with them; 
but yet the word which I shall say unto thee, that shalt thou 
do. 

22:21 And Balaam rose up in the morning, and saddled his 
ass, and went with the princes of Moab. 
22:22 And God's anger was kindled because he went: and 
the angel of the LORD stood in the way for an adversary 
against him. Now he was riding upon his ass, and his two 
servants were with him. 

22:23 And the ass saw the angel of the LORD standing in 
the way, and his sword drawn in his hand: and the ass turned 
aside out of the way, and went into the field: and Balaam 
smote the ass, to turn her into the way. 
22:24 But the angel of the LORD stood in a path of the vine- 
yards, a wall being on this side, and a wall on that side. 
22:25 And when the ass saw the angel of the LORD, she 
thrust herself unto the wall, and crushed B alaam's foot against 
the wall: and he smote her again. 

22:26And the angel of theLORD went further, and stood in 
a narrow place, where was no way to turn either to the right 
hand or to the left. 

22:27 And when the ass saw the angel of the LORD, she fell 
down under Balaam: and Balaam's anger was kindled, and 
he smote the ass with a staff. 

22:28 And the LORD opened the mouth of the ass, and she 
said unto B alaam, W hat have I done unto thee, that thou hast 
smitten me these three times? 

22:29 And Balaam said unto the ass. Because thou hast 
mocked me: I would there were a sword in mine hand, for 
now would I kill thee. 

22:30 And the ass said unto Balaam, Am not I thine ass, 
upon which thou hast ridden ever since I was thine unto this 
day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee? And he said. Nay. 
22:31 Then the LORD opened the eyes of Balaam, and he 
saw the angel of the L RD standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his hand: and he bowed down his head, and fell flat 
on his face. 

22:32 And the angel of the LORD said unto him. Wherefore 
hast thou smitten thine ass these three times? behold, I went 
out to withstand thee, because thy way is perverse before 



22:33 And the ass saw me, and turned from me these three 
times: unless she had turned from me, surely now also I had 
slain thee, and saved her alive. 

22:34 And Balaam said unto the angel of the LORD, I have 
sinned; for I knew not that thou stoodest in the way against 
me: now therefore, if it displease thee, I will get me back 
again. 

22:35 And the angel of the LORD said unto Balaam, Go 
with the men: but only the word that I shall speak unto thee, 
that thou shalt speak. So Balaam went with the princes of 
Balak. 

22:36 A nd when B alak heard that B alaam was come, he went 
out to meet him unto a city of Moab, which is in the border 
of A mo n, which is in the utmost coast. 
22:37AndBalak said unto Balaam, DidI noteamestly send 
unto thee to call thee? wherefore camest thou not unto me? 
am I not able indeed to promote thee to honour? 
22:38And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, I am come unto thee: 
have I now any power at all to say any thing? the word that 
God putteth in my mouth, that shall I speak. 
22:39 And Balaam went with Balak, and they came unto 
Kirjathhuzoth. 

22 :40 A nd B alak offered oxen and sheep, and sent to B alaam, 
and to the princes that were with him. 
22:41 And it came to pass on the morrow, that Balak took 
Balaam, and brought him up into the high places of Baal, 
that thence he might see the utmost part of the people. 
23:1 And Balaam said unto Balak, Build me here seven al- 
tars, and prepare me here seven oxen and seven rams. 
23:2 And Balak did as Balaam had spoken; and Balak and 
Balaam offered on every altar a bullock and a ram. 
23:3 And Balaam said unto Balak, Stand by thy burnt offer- 
ing, and I will go: peradventure the LORD will come to meet 
me: and whatsoever he sheweth me I will tell thee. And he 
went to an high place. 

23:4 And God met Balaam: and he said unto him, I have 
prepared seven altars, and I have offered upon every altar a 
bullock and a ram. 

23:5And the LORD put a word in Balaam's mouth, and said. 
Return unto Balak, and thus thou shalt speak. 
23:6 And he returned unto him, and, lo, he stood by his burnt 
sacrifice, he, and all the princes of Moab. 
23:7 A nd he took up his parable, and said, B alak the king of 
Moab hath brought me from Aram, out of the mountains of 
the east, saying. Come, curse me Jacob, and come, defy Is- 
rael. 

23:8 How shall I curse, whom God hath not cursed? or how 
shall I defy, whom the LORD hath not defied? 
23:9 For from the top of the rocks I see him, and from the 
hills I behold him: lo, the people shall dwell alone, and shall 
not be reckoned among the nations. 
23:10 Who can count the dust of Jacob, and the number of 
the fourth part of Israel? Let me die the death of the righ- 
teous, and let my last end be like his! 
23:11 And Balak said unto Balaam, What hast thou done 
unto me? I took thee to curse mine enemies, and, behold, 
thou hast blessed them altogether 

23:12 And he answered and said. Must I not take heed to 
speak that which the LORD hath put in my mouth? 
23: 13 And B alak said unto him. Come, I pray thee, with me 
unto another place, from whence thou mayest see them: thou 
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shalt see but the utmost part ot them, and shalt not see them 
all: and curse me them from thence. 
23:14 And he brought him into the field ot Zophim, to the 
top ot Pisgah, and built seven altars, and offered a bullock 
and a ram on every altar 

23: 15 A nd he said unto B alak. Stand here by thy burnt offer- 
ing, while I meet the LORD yonder 
23:16 And the LORD met Balaam, and put a word in his 
mouth, and said. Go again unto Balak, and say thus. 
23:17 And when he came to him, behold, he stood by his 
burnt offering, and the princes of M oab with him. A nd B alak 
said unto him. What hath the LORD spoken? 
23:18 And he took up his parable, and said. Rise up, Balak, 
and hear; hearken unto me, thou son of Zippor: 
23:19 God is not a man, that he should lie; neitherthe son of 
man, that he should repent: hath he said, and shall he not do 
it? or hath he spoken, and shall he not make it good? 
23:20 Behold, I have received commandment to bless: and 
he hath blessed; and I cannot reverse it 
23:21 He hath not beheld iniquity in Jacob, neither hath he 
seen perverseness in Israel: the LORD his God is with him, 
and the shout of a king is among them. 
23:22 God brought them outof Egypt; he hath as it were the 
strength of an unicorn. 

23:23 Surely there is no enchantment againstjacob, neither 
is there any divination against Israel: according to this time 
it shall be said of J acob and of Israel, W hat hath God wrought! 
23:24 Behold, the people shall rise up as a great lion, and lift 
up himself as a young lion: he shall not lie down until he eat 
of the prey, and drink the blood of the slain. 
23:25 And Balak said unto Balaam, Neither curse them at 
all, nor bless them at all. 

23:26 But Balaam answered and said unto Balak, Told not I 
thee, saying. All that the LORD speaketh, that I must do? 
23:27AndBalak said unto Balaam, Come, I pray thee, I will 
bring thee unto another place; peradventure it will please 
God that thou may est curse me them from thence. 
23:28 And Balak brought Balaam unto the top of Peor, that 
looketh toward J eshimon. 

23:29 And Balaam said unto Balak, Build me here seven 
altars, and prepare me here seven bullocks and seven rams. 
23:30 And Balak did as Balaam had said, and offered a bul- 
lock and a ram on every altar 

24: 1 A nd when B alaam saw that it pleased the L RD to bless 
Israel, he went not, as at other times, to seek for enchant- 
ments, but he set his face toward the wilderness. 
24:2 And Balaam lifted up his eyes, and he saw Israel abid- 
ing in his tents according to their tribes; and the spirit of 
God came upon him. 

24:3Andhetookup his parable, and said, Balaam the son of 
Beor hath said, and the man whose eyes are open hath said: 
24:4 He hath said, which heard the words of G od, which saw 
the vision of the Almighty, falling into a trance, but having 
his eyes open: 

24:5 How goodly are thy tents, Jacob, and thy tabernacles, 
Israel! 

24:6 As the valleys are they spread forth, as gardens by the 
river's side, as the trees of lign aloes which the LORD hath 
planted, and as cedar trees beside the waters. 
24:7 He shall pour the water out of his buckets, and his seed 
shall be in many waters, and his king shall be higher than 
Agag, and his kingdom shall be exalted. 



24:8 God brought him forth out of Egypt; he hath as it were 
the strength of an unicorn: he shall eat up the nations his 
enemies, and shall break their bones, and pierce them through 
with his arrows. 

24:9 He couched, he lay down as a lion, and as a great lion: 
who shall stir him up? B lessed is he that blesseth thee, and 
cursed is he that curseth thee. 

24:10 And Balak's anger was kindled against Balaam, and 
he smote his hands together: and Balak said unto Balaam, I 
called thee to curse mine enemies, and, behold, thou hast 
altogether blessed them these three times. 
24:11 Therefore now flee thou to thy place: I thought to pro- 
mote thee unto great honour; but, lo, the LORD hath kept 
thee back from honour 

24:12 And Balaam said unto Balak, Spake I not also to thy 
messengers which thou sentest unto me, saying, 
24:13 If Balak would give me his house full of silver and 
gold, I cannot go beyond the commandment of the LORD, 
to do either good or bad of mine own mind; but what the 
LORD saith, that will I speak? 

24:14 And now, behold, I go unto my people: come there- 
fore, and I will advertise thee what this people shall do to thy 
people in the latter days. 

24:15 And he took up his parable, and said, Balaam the son 
of Beor hath said, and the man whose eyes are open hath 
said: 

24: 16 He hath said, which heard the words of God, and knew 
the knowledge of the most High, which saw the vision of the 
Almighty, falling into a trance, but having his eyes open: 
24:17 I shall see him, but not now: I shall behold him, but 
not nigh: there shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a Sceptre 
shall rise out of Israel, and shall smite the comers of Moab, 
and destroy all the children of Sheth. 
24:18 And Edom shall be a possession, Seir also shall be a 
possession for his enemies; and Israel shall do valiantly. 
24:19 Out of Jacob shall come he that shall have dominion, 
and shall destroy him that remaineth of the city. 
24:20 And when he looked on Amalek, he took up his par- 
able, and said, Amalek was the first of the nations; but his 
latter end shall be that he perish for ever 
24:21 And he looked on the Kenites, and took up his par- 
able, and said. Strong is thy dwellingplace, and thou puttest 
thy nest in a rock. 

24:22 Nevertheless the Kenite shall be wasted, until Asshur 
shall cany thee away captive. 

24:23 And he took up his parable, and said, Alas, who shall 
live when God doeth this! 

24:24 And ships shall come from the coast of Chittim, and 
shall afflict Asshur, and shall afflict Eber, and he also shall 
perish for ever 

24:25 And Balaam rose up, and went and returned to his 
place: and B alak also went his way. 
25:1 And Israel abode in Shittim, and the people began to 
commit whoredom with the daughters of Moab. 
25:2 And they called the people unto the sacrifices of their 
gods: and the people did eat, and bowed down to their gods. 
25:3And Israel joined himself unto Baalpeor: and the anger 
of the LORD was kindled against Israel. 
25:4 And the LORD said unto Moses, Take all the heads of 
the people, and hang them up before the LORD against the 
sun, that the fierce anger of the LORD may be turned away 
from Israel. 
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25:5 A nd Moses said unto tlie judges ot Israel, Slay ye every 
one his men that were joined unto Baalpeor. 
25:6 And, behold, one of the children ot Israel came and 
brought unto his brethren a Midianitish woman in the sight 
of M OSes, and in the sight of all the congregation of the chil- 
dren of Israel, who were weeping before the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation. 

25:7 And when Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron 
the priest, saw it, he rose up from among the congregation, 
and took a javelin in his hand; 

25:8 And he went after the man of Israel into the tent, and 
thrust both of them through, the man of Israel, and the woman 
through her belly. So the plague was stayed from the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

25:9 And those that died in the plague were twenty and four 
thousand. 

25:10 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
25:11 Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron the priest, 
hath turned my wrath away from the children of Israel, while 
he was zealous for my sake among them, that I consumed 
not the children of Israel in my jealousy. 
25:12 Wherefore say. Behold, I give unto him my covenant 
of peace: 

25:13 And he shall have it, and his seed after him, even the 
covenant of an everlasting priesthood; because he was zeal- 
ous for his God, and made an atonement for the children of 
Israel. 

25:14 Now the name of the Israelite that was slain, even that 
was slain with the M idianitish woman, was Zimri, the son of 
Salu, a prince of a chief house among the Simeonites. 
25: 15 A nd the name of the M idianitish woman that was slain 
was Cozbi, the daughter of Zur; he was head over a people, 
and of a chief house in Midian. 
25:16 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
25:17 Vex the Midianites, and smite them: 
25: 18 Forthey vex you with their wiles, wherewith they have 
beguiled you in the matter of Peor, and in the matter of Cozbi, 
the daughter of a prince of Midian, their sister, which was 
slain in the day of the plague for Poor's sake. 
26:1 And it came to pass after the plague, that the LORD 
spake unto Moses and unto Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest, saying, 

26:2 Take the sum of all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, from twenty years old and upward, throughout their 
fathers' house, all that are able to go to war in Israel. 
26:3 And Moses and Eleazar the priest spake with them in 
the plains of Moab by Jordan near Jericho, saying, 
26:4 Take the sum of the people, from twenty years old and 
upward; as the LORD commanded Moses and the children 
of Israel, which went forth out of the land of Egypt. 
26:5 Reuben, the eldest son of Israel: the children of Reuben; 
Hanoch, of whom cometh the family of the Hanochites: of 
Pallu, the family of the Palluites: 

26:6 Of Hezron, the family of the Hezronites: of Carmi, the 
family of the Carmites. 

26:7 These are the families of the Reubenites: and they that 
were numbered of them were forty and three thousand and 
seven hundred and thirty. 
26:8 And the sons of Pallu; Ehab. 

26:9Andthesonsof Eliab; Nemuel, andDathan, andAbiram. 
This is that Dathan andAbiram, which were famous in the 



congregation, who strove against Moses and against Aaron 
in the company of K orah, when they strove against the L ORD : 
26:10And the earth opened hermouth, and swallowed them 
up together with K orah, when that company died, what time 
the fire devoured two hundred and fifty men: and they be- 
came a sign. 

26:11 Notwithstanding the children of Korah died not. 
26:12 The sons of Simeon after their families: of Nemuel, 
the family of the Nemuelites: of Jamin, the family of the 
Jaminites: of Jachin, the family of thejachinites: 
26:13 Of Zerah, the family of the Zarhites: of Shaul, the fam- 
ily of the Shaulites. 

26:14 These are the famihes of the Simeonites, twenty and 
two thousand and two hundred. 

26:15 The children of Gad after their famihes: of Zephon, 
the family of the Zephonites: of Haggi, the family of the 
Haggites: of Shuni, the family of the Shunites: 
26:16 Of Ozni, the family of the Oznites: of Eri, the family 
of the Erites: 

26:17 Of Arod, the family of theArodites: of Areli, the fam- 
ily of theArelites. 

26:18 These are the famihes of the children of Gad accord- 
ing to those that were numbered of them, forty thousand and 
five hundred. 

26:19 The sons of Judah were Er and Onan: and Erand Onan 
died in the land of Canaan. 

26:20 And the sons of Judah after their famihes were; of 
Shelah, the family of the Shelanites: of Pharez, the family of 
the Phaizites: of Zerah, the family of the Zarhites. 
26:21 And the sons of Pharez were; of Hezron, the family of 
the Hezronites: of Hamul, the family of the Hamulites. 
26:22 These are the families of Judah according to those that 
were numbered of them, threescore and sixteen thousand and 
five hundred. 

26:23 Of the sons of Issachar after their families: of Tola, the 
family of the Tolaites: of Pua, the family of the Punites: 
26:24 Of Jashub, the family of the Jashubites: of Shimron, 
the family of the Shimronites. 

26:25 These are the families of Issachar according to those 
that were numbered of them, threescore and four thousand 
and three hundred. 

26:26 Of the sons of Zebulun after their famihes: of Sered, 
the family of the Sardites: of E Ion, the family of the Elonites: 
of Jahleel, the family of the Jahleelites. 
26:27 These are the families of the Zebulunites according to 
those that were numbered of them, threescore thousand and 
five hundred. 

26:28 The sons of Joseph after their famihes were Manasseh 
and Ephraim. 

26:29 Of the sons of Manasseh: of Machir, the family of the 
Machirites: and Machir begat Gilead: of Gilead come the 
family of the Gileadites. 

26:30 These are the sons of Gilead: of Jeezer, the family of 
the Jeez erites: of Helek, the family of the Helekites: 
26:31 And of Asriel, the family of the Asrielites: and of 
Shechem, the family of the Shechemites: 
26:32 And of Shemida, the family of the Shemidaites: and of 
Hepher, the family of the Hepherites. 
26:33 And Zelophehad the son of Hepher had no sons, but 
daughters: and the names of the daughters of Zelophehad 
were Mahlah, and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 
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26:34 These are the families ot Manasseh, and those that 
were numbered of them, fifty and two thousand and seven 
hundred. 

26:35 These are the sons of Ephraim after their families: of 
Shuthelah, the family of the Shuthalhites: of B echer, the fam- 
ily of the Bachrites: of Tahan, the family of the Tahanites. 
26:36 And these are the sons of Shuthelah: of Eran, the fam- 
ily of the Eranites. 

26:37 These are the families of the sons of Ephraim accord- 
ing to those that were numbered of them, thirty and two thou- 
sand and five hundred. These are the sons of Joseph after 
their families. 

26:38 The sons of Benjamin after their famihes: of Bela, the 
family of the Belaites: of Ashbel, the family of theAshbelites: 
of Ahiram, the family of theAhiramites: 
26:39 Of Shupham, the family of the Shuphamites: of 
Hupham, the family of the Huphamites. 
26:40 And the sons of Bela were Ard and Naaman: of Ard, 
the family of the Ardites: and of Naaman, the family of the 
Naamites. 

26:41 These are the sons of Benjamin after their famihes: 
and they that were numbered of them were forty and five 
thousand and six hundred. 

26:42 These are the sons of Dan after their families: of 
Shuham, the family of the Shuhamites. These are the fami- 
lies of D an after their families. 

26:43 All the families of the Shuhamites, according to those 
that were numbered of them, were threescore and four thou- 
sand and four hundred. 

26:44 f the children of A sher after their families: of J imna, 
the family of thejimnites: of Jesui, the family of thejesuites: 
of Beriah, the family of the Beriites. 
26:45 Of the sons of Beriah: of Heber, the family of the 
Heberites: of Malchiel, the family of the M alchielites. 
26:46 And the name of the daughter of Asher was Sarah. 
26:47 These are the famihes of the sons of Asher according 
to those that were numbered of them; who were fifty and 
three thousand and four hundred. 

26:48 Of the sons of Naphtali aftertheir famihes: of Jahzeel, 
the family of the Jahzeelites: of Guni, the family of the 
Gunites: 

26:49 Of Jezer, the family of the Jezerites: of Shillem, the 
family of the Shillemites. 

26:50 These are the famihes of Naphtali according to their 
families: and they that were numbered of them were forty 
and five thousand and four hundred. 
26:51 These were the numbered of the children of Israel, six 
hundred thousand and a thousand seven hundred and thirty. 
26:52 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
26:53 Unto these the land shall be divided foran inheritance 
according to the number of names. 
26:54 To many thou shalt give the more inheritance, and to 
few thou shalt give the less inheritance: to every one shall 
his inheritance be given according to those that were num- 
bered of him. 

26:55 Notwithstanding the land shall be divided by lot: ac- 
cording to the names of the tribes of their fathers they shall 
inherit. 

26:56 According to the lot shall the possession thereof be 
divided between many and few. 

26:57 And these are they that were numbered of the Levites 
after their families: of Gershon, the family of the Geishonites: 



of Kohath, the family of the Kohathites: of Merari, the fam- 
ily of theMerarites. 

26:58 These are the families of the Levites: the family of the 
Libnites, the family of the Hebronites, the family of the 
Mahlites, the family of the Mushites, the family of the 
Korathites. And Kohath begat Amram. 
26:59 And the name of Amram's wife was Jochebed, the 
daughter of Levi, whom her mother bare to Levi in Egypt: 
and she bare unto Amram Aaron and Moses, and Miriam 
their sister 

26:60AnduntoAaron wasbomNadab, andAbihu, Eleazar, 
and Ithamar 

26:61 And Nadab andAbihu died, when they offered strange 
fire before the LORD. 

26:62 And those that were numbered of them were twenty 
and three thousand, all males from a month old and upward: 
for they were not numbered among the children of Israel, 
because there was no inheritance given them among the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

26:63 These are they that were numbered by Moses and 
Eleazar the priest, who numbered the children of Israel in 
the plains of Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 
26:64 But among these there was not a man of them whom 
Moses and Aaron the priest numbered, when they numbered 
the children of Israel in the wilderness of Sinai. 
26:65 Forthe LORD had said of them. They shall surely die 
in the wilderness. A nd there was not left a man of them, save 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 
27:1 Then came the daughters of Zelophehad, the son of 
Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of 
Manasseh, of the families of Manasseh the son of Joseph: 
and these are the names of his daughters; Mahlah, Noah, and 
Hoglah, and Milcah, andTiizah. 

27:2 And they stood before Moses, and before Eleazar the 
priest, and before the princes and all the congregation, by 
the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, saying, 
27:3 Our father died in the wilderness, and he was not in the 
company of them that gathered themselves together against 
the LORD in the company of Korah; but died in his own sin, 
and had no sons. 

27:4 Why should the name of our father be done away from 
among his family, because he hath no son? G ive unto us there- 
fore a possession among the brethren of our father 
27:5 And Moses brought their cause before the LORD. 
27:6 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
27:7 The daughters of Zelophehad speak right: thou shalt 
surely give them a possession of an inheritance among their 
father's brethren; and thou shalt cause the inheritance of their 
father to pass unto them. 

27:8 And thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing. If a man die, and have no son, then ye shall cause his 
inheritance to pass unto his daughter 
27:9 And if he have no daughter, thenye shall give his inher- 
itance unto his brethren. 

27:10 And if he have no brethren, then ye shall give his in- 
heritance unto his father's brethren. 
27:11 And if his father have no brethren, then ye shall give 
his inheritance unto his kinsman that is next to him of his 
family, and he shall possess it: and it shall be unto the chil- 
dren of Israel a statute of judgment, as the LORD commanded 
Moses. 
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27:12 And the LORD said unto Moses, Get thee up into this 
mountAbarim, and see the land which I have given unto the 
children ot Israel. 

27:13 And when thou hast seen it, thou also shalt be gath- 
ered unto thy people, as A aron thy brother was gathered. 
27: 14 Forye rebelled against my commandment in the desert 
ot Zin, in the strife ot the congregation, to sanctify me at the 
water before their eyes: that is the water of M eribah in K adesh 
in the wilderness of Zin. 
27:15 And Moses spake unto the LORD, saying, 
27:16 Let the LORD, theGodof the spirits of all flesh, seta 
man over the congregation, 

27:17 Which may go out before them, and which may go in 
before them, and which may lead them out, and which may 
bring them in; that the congregation of the LORD be not as 
sheep which have no shepherd. 

27: 18 And the LORD said unto Moses, Take thee Joshua the 
son of Nun, a man in whom is the spirit, and lay thine hand 
upon him; 

27:19 And set him before Eleazar the priest, and before all 
the congregation; and give him a charge in their sight. 
27:20 And thou shalt put some of thine honour upon him, 
that all the congregation of the children of Israel may be 
obedient. 

27:21 And he shall stand before Eleazar the priest, who shall 
ask counsel for him after the judgment of Urim before the 
LORD: at his word shall they go out, and at his word they 
shall come in, both he, and all the children of Israel witi 
him, even all the congregation. 

27:22 And Moses did as the LORD commanded him: and he 
took Joshua, and set him before Eleazar the priest, and be- 
fore all the congregation: 

27:23 And he laid his hands upon him, and gave him a charge, 
as the LORD commanded by the hand of Moses. 
28:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
28:2 Command the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
My offering, and my bread for my sacrifices made by fire, 
for a sweet savour unto me, shall ye observe to offer unto me 
in their due season. 

28:3 A nd thou shalt say unto them. This is the offering made 
by fire which ye shall offer unto the L R D ; two lambs of the 
first year without spot day by day, for a continual burnt of- 
fering. 

28:4 The one lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the 
other lamb shalt thou offer at even; 
28:5 And a tenth part of an ephah of flour for a meat offer- 
ing, mingled with the fourth part of an hin of beaten oil. 
28:6 It is a continual burnt offering, which was ordained in 
mount Sinai for a sweet savour, a sacrifice made by fire unto 
the LORD. 

28:7 And the drink offering thereof shall be the fourth part 
of an hin for the one lamb: in the holy place shalt thou cause 
the strong wine to be poured unto the LORD for a drink 
offering. 

28:8 A nd the other lamb shalt thou offer at even: as the meat 
offering of the morning, and as the drink offering thereof, 
thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the LORD. 

28:9 And on the sabbath day two lambs of the first year with- 
out spot, and two tenth deals of flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and the drink offering thereof: 



28:10 This is the burnt offering of every sabbath, beside the 
continual burnt offering, and his drink offering. 
28:11 And in the beginnings of your months ye shall offer a 
bumtoffering unto the LORD; two young bullocks, and one 
ram, seven lambs of the first year without spot; 
28:12 And three tenth deals of flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, for one bullock; and two tenth deals of 
flour for a meat offering, mingled with oil, for one ram; 
28: 13 A nd a several tenth deal of flour mingled with oil for a 
meat offering unto one lamb; for a burnt offering of a sweet 
savour, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD . 
28: 14 And their drink offerings shall be half an hin of wine 
unto a bullock, and the third part of an hin unto a ram, and a 
fourth part of an hin unto a lamb: this is the burnt offering of 
every month throughout the months of the yean 
28:15 And one kid of the goats for a sin offering unto the 
LORD shall be offered, beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his drink offering. 

28:16 And in the fourteenth day of the first month is the 
passover of the LORD . 

28:17 And in the fifteenth day of this month is the feast: 
seven days shall unleavened bread be eaten. 
28: 18 In the first day shall be an holy convocation; ye shall 
do no manner of servile work therein: 
28:19 But ye shall offer a sacrifice made by fire for a burnt 
offering unto the LORD; two young bullocks, and one ram, 
and seven lambs of the first year: they shall be unto you with- 
out blemish: 

2 8 : 2 A nd their meat offering shall be of flour mingled with 
oil: three tenth deals shall ye offer for a bullock, and two 
tenth deals for a ram; 

28:21 A several tenth deal shalt thou offer for every lamb, 
throughout the seven lambs: 

28:22 And one goat for a sin offering, to make an atonement 
for you. 

28:23 Ye shall offer these beside the burnt offering in the 
morning, which is for a continual burnt offering. 
28:24 After this manner ye shall offer daily, throughout the 
seven days, the meat of the sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD: it shall be offered beside the con- 
tinual burnt offering, and his drink offering. 
28:25 And on the seventh day ye shall have an holy convo- 
cation; ye shall do no servile work. 
28:26 Also in the day of the firstfruits, when ye bring a new 
meat offering unto the LORD, after your weeks be out, ye 
shall have an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile work: 
28:27 But ye shall offer the burnt offering for a sweet savour 
unto the LORD; two young bullocks, one ram, seven lambs 
of the first year; 

28:28 A nd their meat offering of flour mingled with oil, three 
tenth deals unto one bullock, two tenth deals unto one ram, 
28:29 A several tenth deal unto one lamb, throughout the 
seven lambs; 

28:30 And one kid of the goats, to make an atonement for 
you. 

28:31 Ye shall offer them beside the continual burnt offer- 
ing, and his meat offering, (they shall be unto you without 
blemish) and their drink offerings. 

29: 1 And in the seventh month, on the first day of the month, 
ye shall have an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work: it is a day of blowing the trumpets unto you. 
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29:2 And ye shall offer a burnt offering for a sweet savour 
untotheLORD; one young bullock, one ram, and seven lambs 
of the first year without blemish: 

29:3 And their meat offering shall be of flour mingled with 
oil, three tenth deals for a bullock, and two tenth deals for a 
ram, 

29:4 And one tenth deal for one lamb, throughout the seven 
lambs: 

29:5 And one kid of the goats for a sin offering, to make an 
atonement for you: 

29:6 Beside the burnt offering of the month, and his meat 
offering, and the daily burnt offering, and his meat offering, 
and their drink offerings, according unto their manner, for a 
sweet savour, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD. 
29:7 And ye shall have on the tenth day of this seventh month 
an holy convocation; and ye shall afflict your souls: ye shall 
not do any work therein: 

29:8 But ye shall offer a burnt offering unto the LORD for a 
sweet savour; one young bullock, one ram, and seven lambs 
of the first year; they shall be unto you without blemish: 
29:9 And their meat offering shall be of flour mingled with 
oil, three tenth deals to a bullock, and two tenth deals to one 
ram, 

29: 10 A several tenth deal for one lamb, throughout the seven 
lambs: 

29:11 One kid of the goats for a sin offering; beside the sin 
offering of atonement, and the continual burnt offering, and 
the meat offering of it, and their drink offerings. 
29: 12 And on the fifteenth day of the seventh month ye shall 
have an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile work, and 
ye shall keep a feast unto the LORD seven days: 
29:13Andye shall offer a burnt offering, a sacrifice made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD; thirteen young bul- 
locks, two rams, and fourteen lambs of the first year; they 
shall be without blemish: 

29: 14 And their meat offering shall be of flour mingled with 
oil, three tenth deals unto every bullock of the thirteen bul- 
locks, two tenth deals to each ram of the two rams, 
29:15 And a several tenth deal to each lamb of the fourteen 
lambs: 

29:16 And one kid of the goats for a sin offering; beside the 
continual burnt offering, his meat offering, and his drink of- 
fering. 

29:17 And on the second day ye shall offer twelve young 
bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the first year without 
spot: 

29:18 And their meat offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: 
29:19 And one kid of the goats for a sin offering; beside the 
continual burnt offering, and the meat offering thereof, and 
their drink offerings. 

29:20 And on the third day eleven bullocks, two rams, four- 
teen lambs of the first year without blemish; 
29:21 And their meat offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: 
29:22 And one goat for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and his meat offering, and his drink offering. 
29:23 And on the fourth day ten bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year without blemish: 



29:24 Their meat offering and their drink offerings for the 
bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be according 
to their number, after the manner: 

29:25 And one kid of the goats for a sin offering; beside the 
continual burnt offering, his meat offering, and his drink of- 
fering. 

2 9 : 2 6 A nd on the fifth day nine bullocks, two rams, and four- 
teen lambs of the first year without spot: 
29:27 And their meat offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: 
29:28 And one goat for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and his meat offering, and his drink offering. 
29:29 And on the sixth day eight bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year without blemish: 
29:30 And their meat offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: 
29:31 And one goat for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and his drink offering. 
29:32 And on the seventh day seven bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year without blemish: 
29:33 And their meat offering and their drink offerings for 
the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: 
29:34 And one goat for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and his drink offering. 
29:35 n the eighth day ye shall have a solemn assembly: ye 
shall do no servile work therein: 

29:36Butye shall offer a burnt offering, a sacrifice made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the LORD: one bullock, one 
ram, seven lambs of the first year without blemish: 
29:37 Their meat offering and their drink offerings for the 
bullock, for the ram, and for the lambs, shall be according to 
their number, after the manner: 

29:38 And one goat for a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and his meat offering, and his drink offering. 
29:39 These things ye shall do unto the LORD in your set 
feasts, beside your vows, and your freewill offerings, foryour 
burnt offerings, and for your meat offerings, and for your 
drink offerings, and for your peace offerings. 
29:40 And Moses told the children of Israel according to all 
that the LORD commanded Moses. 
30:1 And Moses spake unto the heads of the tribes concern- 
ing the children of Israel, saying. This is the thing which the 
LORD hath commanded. 

30:2 If amanvowavowuntotheLORD, or swear an oath to 
bind his soul with a bond; he shall not break his word, he 
shall do according to all that proceedeth out of his mouth. 
30:3 If a woman also vow a vow unto the LORD, and bind 
herself by a bond, being in her father's house in her youth; 
30:4 And her father hear her vow, and her bond wherewith 
she hath bound her soul, and her father shall hold his peace 
at her: then all her vows shall stand, and every bond where- 
with she hath bound her soul shall stand. 
30:5 But if her father disallow her in the day that he heareth; 
not any of her vows, or of her bonds wherewith she hath 
bound her soul, shall stand: and the LORD shall forgive her, 
because her father disallowed her 

30:6 And if she had at all an husband, when she vowed, or 
uttered ought out of her lips, wherewith she bound her soul; 
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30:7 And her husband heard it, and held his peace at her in 
the day that he heard it: then her vows shall stand, and her 
bonds wherewith she bound her soul shall stand. 
30:8 But it her husband disallowed her on the day that he 
heard it; then he shall make her vow which she vowed, and 
that which she uttered with her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none effect: and the LORD shall forgive her 
30:9 But every vow of a widow, and of her that is divorced, 
wherewith they have bound their souls, shall stand against 
hen 

30:10 And if she vowed in her husband's house, or bound 
her soul by a bond with an oath; 

30:11 And her husband heard it, and held his peace at her, 
and disallowed her not: then all her vows shall stand, and 
every bond wherewith she bound her soul shall stand. 
30:12 But if her husband hath utterly made them void on the 
day he heard them; then whatsoever proceeded out of her 
hps concerning hervows, orconceming the bond of hersoul, 
shall not stand: her husband hath made them void; and the 
LORD shall forgive her 

30:13 Every vow, and every binding oath to afflict the soul, 
her husband may establish it, or her husband may make it 
void. 

30:14 But if her husband altogether hold his peace at her 
from day to day; then he establisheth all hervows, or all her 
bonds, which are upon her: he confirmeth them, because he 
held his peace at her in the day that he heard them. 
30:15 But if he shall any ways make them void afterthat he 
hath heard them; then he shall bear her iniquity. 
30:16 These are the statutes, which the LORD commanded 
Moses, between a man and his wife, between the father and 
his daughter, being yet in her youth in her father's house. 
31:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
31:2 Avenge the children of Israel of the Midianites: after- 
ward shalt thou be gathered unto thy people. 
31:3 And Moses spake unto the people, saying. Arm some of 
yourselves unto the war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the LORD of Midian. 
31:4 Of every tribe a thousand, throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, shall ye send to the war 

31:5 So there were delivered out of the thousands of Israel, a 
thousand of every tribe, twelve thousand armed for war 
31:6 And Moses sent them to the war, a thousand of every 
tribe, them and Phinehas the son of Eleazarthe priest, to the 
war, with the holy instruments, and the trumpets to blow in 
his hand. 

31:7 And they warred against the Midianites, as the LORD 
commanded Moses; and they slew all the males. 
31:8 And they slew the kings of Midian, beside the rest of 
them that were slain; namely, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and 
Hur, and Reba, five kings of Midian: Balaam also the son of 
B eor they slew with the sword. 

31:9 A nd the children of Israel took all the women of M idian 
captives, and their little ones, and took the spoil of all their 
cattle, and all their flocks, and all their goods. 
3 1 : 1 A nd they burnt all their cities wherein they dwelt, and 
all their goodly castles, with fire. 

31:11 And they took all the spoil, and all the prey, both of 
men and of beasts. 

31:12 And they brought the captives, and the prey, and the 
spoil, unto Moses, and Eleazarthe priest, and unto the con- 



gregation of the children of Israel, unto the camp at the plains 
of Moab, which are by Jordan near Jericho. 
31:13 And Moses, and Eleazarthe priest, and all the princes 
of the congregation, went forth to meet them without the 
camp. 

31:14 And Moses was wroth with the officers of the host, 
with the captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
which came from the battle. 

31:15 And Moses said unto them. Have ye saved all the 
women alive? 

31:16 Behold, these caused the children of Israel, through 
the counsel of Balaam, to commit trespass against the LORD 
in the matter of Peor, and there was a plague among the con- 
gregation of the LORD. 

31:17 Now therefore kill every male among the little ones, 
and kill every woman that hath known man by lying with 
him. 

31:18 But all the women children, that have not known a 
man by lying with him, keep alive for yourselves. 
31: 19 And do ye abide without the camp seven days: whoso- 
ever hath killed any person, and whosoever hath touched 
any slain, purify both yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

31:20 And purify all your raiment, and all that is made of 
skins, and all work of goats' hair, and all things made of 
wood. 

31:21 And Eleazarthe priest said unto the men of war which 
went to the battle. This is the ordinance of the law which the 
LORD commanded Moses; 

31:22 Only the gold, and the silver, the brass, the iron, the 
tin, and the lead, 

31:23 Every thing that may abide the fire, ye shall make it go 
through the fire, and it shall be clean: nevertheless it shall be 
purified with the water of separation: and all that abideth not 
the fire ye shall make go through the water 
31:24 And ye shall wash your clothes on the seventh day, 
and ye shall be clean, and afterward ye shall come into the 
camp. 

31:25 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
31:26 Take the sum of the prey that was taken, both of man 
and of beast, thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the chief fa- 
thers of the congregation: 

31:27 And divide the prey into two parts; between them that 
took the war upon them, who went out to battle, and be- 
tween all the congregation: 

31:28 And levy a tribute unto the LORD of the men of war 
which went out to battle: one soul of five hundred, both of 
the persons, and of the beeves, and of the asses, and of the 
sheep: 

31:29 Take it of their half, and give it unto Eleazarthe priest, 
for an heave offering of the LORD. 
31:30 And of the children of Israel's half, thou shalt take one 
portion of fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, of the asses, 
and of the flocks, of all manner of beasts, and give them unto 
the Levites, which keep the charge of the tabernacle of the 
LORD. 

31:31 And Moses and Eleazar the priest did as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

31:32 And the booty, being the rest of the prey which the 
men of war had caught, was six hundred thousand and sev- 
enty thousand and five thousand sheep. 
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31:33 And threescore and twelve thousand beeves, 
31:34 And threescore and one thousand asses, 
31:35 And thirty and two thousand persons in all, ot women 
that had not known man by lying with him. 
31:36 And the halt, which was the portion ot them that went 
out to war, was in number three hundred thousand and seven 
and thirty thousand and five hundred sheep: 
31:37 And the LORD 'S tribute of the sheep was six hundred 
and threescore and fifteen. 

31:38 And the beeves were thirty and six thousand; of which 
the LORD'S tribute was threescore and twelve. 
31:39 And the asses were thirty thousand and five hundred; 
of which the LORD 'S tribute was threescore and one. 
31:40 And the persons were sixteen thousand; of which the 
LORD'S tribute was thirty and two persons. 
31:41 And Moses gave the tribute, which was the LORD'S 
heave offering, unto Eleazar the priest, as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

31:42 And of the children of Israel's half, which Moses di- 
vided from the men that warred, 

31:43 (Now the half that pertained unto the congregation 
was three hundred thousand and thirty thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred sheep, 
31:44 And thirty and six thousand beeves, 
31:45 And thirty thousand asses and five hundred, 
31:46 And sixteen thousand persons;) 
31:47 Even of the children of Israel's half, Moses took one 
portion of fifty, both of man and of beast, and gave them 
unto the Levites, which kept the charge of the tabernacle of 
the LORD; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
31:48 And the officers which were over thousands of the 
host, the captains of thousands, and captains of hundreds, 
came near unto Moses: 

31:49 And they said unto Moses, Thy servants have taken 
the sum of the men of war which are under our charge, and 
there lacketh not one man of us. 

31:50 We have therefore brought an oblation for the LORD, 
what every man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, chains, and 
bracelets, rings, earrings, and tablets, to make an atonement 
for our souls before the LORD . 

31:51 And Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold of 
them, even all wrought jewels. 

31:52 And all the gold of the offering that they offered up to 
the LORD, of the captains of thousands, and of the captains 
of hundreds, was sixteen thousand seven hundred and fifty 
shekels. 

31:53 (For the men of war had taken spoil, every man for 
himself.) 

31:54 And Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold of the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, and brought it into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, for a memorial for the 
children of Israel before the LORD . 
32:1 Now the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
had a very great multitude of cattle: and when they saw the 
land of Jazer, and the land of Gilead, that, behold, the place 
was a place for cattle; 

32:2 The children of Gad and the children of Reuben came 
and spake unto Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the princes of the congregation, saying, 
32:3 Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jazer, and Nimrah, and 
Heshbon, and Elealeh, and Shebam, and Nebo, and Beon, 



32:4 Even the country which the LORD smote before the 
congregation of Israel, is a land for cattle, and thy servants 
have cattle: 

32:5 Wherefore, said they, if we have found grace in thy 
sight, let this land be given unto thy servants for a posses- 
sion, and bring us not over Jordan. 
32:6 And Moses said unto the children of Gad and to the 
children of Reuben, Shall your brethren go to war, and shall 
ye sit here? 

32:7 And wherefore discourage ye the heart of the children 
of Israel from going over into the land which the LORD hath 
given them? 

32:8 Thus did your fathers, when I sent them from 
Kadeshbamea to see the land. 

32:9 For when they went up unto the valley of Eshcol, and 
saw the land, they discouraged the heart of the children of 
Israel, that they should not go into the land which the LORD 
had given them. 

32:10 And the LORD'S anger was kindled the same time, 
and he sware, saying, 

32:11 Surely none of the men that came up out of Egypt, 
from twenty years old and upward, shall see the land which 
I sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob; because 
they have not wholly followed me: 
32:12 Save Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenezite, and 
Joshua the son of Nun: for they have wholly followed the 
LORD. 

32:13AndtheLORD'S angerwas kindled against Israel, and 
he made them wander in the wilderness forty years, until all 
the generation, that had done evil in the sight of the LORD, 
was consumed. 

32:14 And, behold, ye are risen up in your fathers' stead, an 
increase of sinful men, to augment yet the fierce anger of the 
LORD toward Israel. 

32: 15 For if ye turn away from after him, he will yet again 
leave them in the wilderness; and ye shall destroy all this 
people. 

32: 16 And they came near unto him, and said. We will build 
sheepfolds here for our cattle, and cities for our little ones: 
32 : 1 7 B ut we ourselves will go ready armed before the chil- 
dren of Israel, until we have brought them unto their place: 
and our little ones shall dwell in the fenced cities because of 
the inhabitants of the land. 

32: 18 We will not return unto our houses, until the children 
of Israel have inherited every man his inheritance. 
32:19 For we will not inherit with them on yonder side Jor- 
dan, or forward; because our inheritance is fallen to us on 
this side Jordan eastward. 

32:20 And Moses said unto them. If ye will do this thing, if 
ye will go armed before the LORD to war, 
32:21 And will go all of you armed over Jordan before the 
LORD, until he hath driven out his enemies from before him, 
32:22 And the land be subdued before the LORD : then after- 
ward ye shall return, and be guiltless before the LORD, and 
before Israel; and this land shall be your possession before 
the LORD. 

32:23Butifyewill not do so, behold, ye have sinned against 
the LORD : and be sure your sin will find you out 
32 : 24 B uild you cities for your little ones, and folds for your 
sheep; and do that which hath proceeded out of your mouth. 
32:25 And the children of Gad and the children of Reuben 
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spake unto M oses, saying. Thy servants will do as my lord 

commandeth. 

32:26 Our little ones, our wives, our flocks, and all our cattle, 

shall be there in the cities ot G ilead: 

32:27 But thy servants will pass over, every man armed for 

war, before the LORD to battle, as my lord saith. 

32:28 So concerning them Moses commanded Eleazar the 

priest, and Joshua the son of Nun, and the chief fathers of 

the tribes of the children of Israel: 

32:29 And Moses said unto them. If the children of Gad and 

the children of Reuben will pass with you overjordan, every 

man armed to battle, before the LORD, and the land shall be 

subdued before you; then ye shall give them the land of G ilead 

for a possession: 

32:30 But if they will not pass over with you armed, they 

shall have possessions among you in the land of Canaan. 

32:31 And the children of Gad and the children of Reuben 

answered, saying. As the LORD hath said unto thy servants, 

so will we do. 

32:32 We will pass over armed before the LORD into the 

land of Canaan, that the possession of our inheritance on 

this side Jordan may be ours. 

32:33 And Moses gave unto them, even to the children of 

Gad, and to the children of Reuben, and unto half the tribe 

of Manasseh the son of Joseph, the kingdom of Sihon king 

of the Amorites, and the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, the 

land, with the cities thereof in the coasts, even the cities of 

the country round about. 

32 :34 And the children of Gad built Dibon, andAtaroth, and 

Aroer, 

32:35 And Atroth, Shophan, andjaazer, andjogbehah, 

32:36 And Bethnimrah, and Bethharan, fenced cities: and 

folds for sheep. 

32:37And the children of Reuben builtHeshbon, and Elealeh, 

and Kirjathaim, 

32:38AndNebo, andBaalmeon, (theirnames being changed,) 

and Shibmah: and gave other names unto the cities which 

they builded. 

32:39 And the children of Machirthe son of Manasseh went 

to G ilead, and took it and dispossessed the Amorite which 

was in it. 

32:40 And Moses gave G ilead unto Machir the son of 

Manasseh; and he dwelt therein. 

32:41 And J air the son of Manasseh went and took the small 

towns thereof, and called them Havothjair 

32:42 And Nobah went and took Kenath, and the villages 

thereof, and called it Nobah, after his own name. 

33:1 These are the journeys of the children of Israel, which 

went forth out of the land of Egypt with their armies under 

the hand of Moses and Aaron. 

33:2 And Moses wrote their goings out according to their 

journeys by the commandment of the LORD : and these are 

their journeys according to their goings out 

33:3 And they departed from Rameses in the first month, on 

the fifteenth day of the first month; on the morrow after the 

passover the children of Israel went out with an high hand in 

the sight of all the Egyptians. 

33:4 For the Egyptians buried all their firstborn, which the 

LORD had smitten among them: upon their gods also the 

LORD executed judgments. 

33:5 And the children of Israel removed from Rameses, and 

pitched in Succoth. 



33:6 And they departed from Succoth, and pitched in Etham, 
which is in the edge of the wilderness. 
33:7 And they removed from Etham, and turned again unto 
Pihahiroth, which is before Baalzephon: and they pitched 
before Migdol. 

33:8 And they departed from before Pihahiroth, and passed 
through the midst of the sea into the wilderness, and went 
three days' journey in the wilderness of Etham, and pitched 
in M arah. 

33:9 And they removed from Marah, and came unto Elim: 
and in Elim were twelve fountains of water, and threescore 
and ten palm trees; and they pitched there. 
33:10 And they removed from Elim, and encamped by the 
Red sea. 

33: 11 And they removed from the Red sea, and encamped in 
the wilderness of Sin. 

33:12 And they took their journey out of the wilderness of 
Sin, and encamped in D ophkah. 

33:13 And they departed from Dophkah, and encamped in 
A lush. 

33:14 And they removed from A lush, and encamped at 
Rephidim, where was no water for the people to drink. 
33: 15 And they departed from Rephidim, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Sinai. 

33:16 And they removed from the desert of Sinai, and pitched 
at Kibrothhattaavah. 

33:17 And they departed from Kibrothhattaavah, and en- 
camped at Hazeroth. 

33:18 And they departed from Hazeroth, and pitched in 
Rithmah. 

33:19 And they departed from Rithmah, and pitched at 
Rimmonparez. 

33:20 And they departed from Rimmonparez, and pitched in 
Libnah. 

33:21 And they removed from Libnah, and pitched at Rissah. 
33:22 And they journeyed from Rissah, and pitched in 
Kehelathah. 

33:23 And they went from Kehelathah, and pitched in mount 
Shapher 

33:24 And they removed from mount Shapher, and encamped 
in Haradah. 

33:25 And they removed from Haradah, and pitched in 
Makheloth. 

33:26 And they removed from Makheloth, and encamped at 
Tahath. 

33:27 And they departed from Tahath, and pitched atTarah. 
33:28 And they removed from Tarah, and pitched in Mithcah. 
33:29 And they went from Mithcah, and pitched in 
Hashmonah. 

33:30 A nd they departed from Hashmonah, and encamped at 
Moseroth. 

33:31 And they departed from Moseroth, and pitched in 
Benejaakan. 

33:32 And they removed from Benejaakan, and encamped at 
Horhagidgad. 

33:33 And they went from Horhagidgad, and pitched in 
Jotbathah. 

33:34 And they removed from Jotbathah, and encamped at 
Ebronah. 

33:35 And they departed from Ebronah, and encamped at 
Eziongaben 
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33:36 A nd they removed from Eziongaber, and pitched in 
the wilderness ot Zin, which is Kadesh. 
33:37 And they removed from Kadesh, and pitched in mount 
Hor, in the edge ot the land of Edom. 
33:38 And Aaron the priest went up into mount Hor at the 
commandment ot the LORD, and died there, in the fortieth 
year after the children of Israel were come out of the land of 
Egypt, in the first day of the fifth month. 
33:39 And A aron was an hundred and twenty and three years 
old when he died in mount Hor 

33:40 And kingArad the Canaanite, which dwelt in the south 
in the land of Canaan, heard of the coming of the children of 
Israel. 

33:41 And they departed from mount Hor, and pitched in 
Zalmonah. 

33:42 And they departed from Zalmonah, and pitched in 
Punon. 

33:43 A nd they departed from Punon, and pitched in both. 
33:44 And they departed from Oboth, and pitched in 
Ijeabarim, in the border of Moab. 

33:45 And they departed from lim, and pitched in D ibongad. 
33:46 And they removed from Dibongad, and encamped in 
Almondiblathaim. 

33:47 And they removed from Almondiblathaim, and pitched 
in the mountains of Abarim, before Nebo. 
33:48 And they departed from the mountains of Abarim, and 
pitched in the plains of Moab by Jordan nearjericho. 
33:49 And they pitched by Jordan, from Bethjesimoth even 
unto Abelshittim in the plains of Moab. 
33:50 A nd the L RD spake unto M oses in the plains of M oab 
by Jordan nearjericho, saying, 

33:51 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye are passed overjordan into the land of Canaan; 
33:52 Then ye shall drive out all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, and destroy all their pictures, and destroy 
all their molten images, and quite pluck down all their high 
places: 

33:53 And ye shall dispossess the inhabitants of the land, 
and dwell therein: for I have given you the land to possess it 
33:54 And ye shall divide the land by lot for an inheritance 
among your families: and to the more ye shall give the more 
inheritance, and to the fewer ye shall give the less inherit- 
ance: every man's inheritance shall be in the place where his 
lot falleth; according to the tribes of your fathers ye shall 
inherit. 

33:55 But if ye will not drive out the inhabitants of the land 
from before you; then it shall come to pass, that those which 
ye let remain of them shall be pricks in your eyes, and thorns 
in your sides, and shall vex you in the land wherein ye dwell. 
33:56 Moreover it shall come to pass, that I shall do unto 
you, as I thought to do unto them. 
34:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
34:2 Command the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye come into the land of Canaan; (this is the land that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance, even the land of Canaan 
with the coasts thereof:) 

34:3 Then your south quarter shall be from the wilderness of 
Zin along by the coast of Edom, and your south border shall 
be the outmost coast of the salt sea eastward: 
34:4 A nd your border shall turn from the south to the ascent 
of Akrabbim, and pass on to Zin: and the going forth thereof 
shall be from the south to Kadeshbamea, and shall go on to 



Hazaraddar, and pass on to Azmon: 
34:5 And the border shall fetch a compass from Azmon unto 
the river of Egypt, and the goings out of it shall be at the sea. 
34:6 And as for the western border, ye shall even have the 
great sea for a border: this shall be your west border 
34:7 And this shall be your north border: from the great sea 
ye shall point out for you mount Hor: 
34:8 From mount Hor ye shall point out your border unto 
the entrance of Hamath; and the goings forth of the border 
shall be to Zedad: 

34:9 And the border shall go on to Ziphron, and the goings 
out of it shall be at Hazarenan: this shall be your north bor- 
der 

34:10And ye shall pointoutyour east borderfrom Hazarenan 
to Shepham: 

34: 11 And the coast shall go down from Shepham to Riblah, 
on the east side of A in; and the border shall descend, and 
shall reach unto the side of the sea of Chinnereth eastward: 
34:12 And the border shall go down to Jordan, and the go- 
ings out of it shall be at the salt sea: this shall be your land 
with the coasts thereof round about 
34: 13 And M oses commanded the children of Israel, saying. 
This is the land which ye shall inherit by lot, which the LO RD 
commanded to give unto the nine tribes, and to the half tribe: 
34:14 For the tribe of the children of Reuben according to 
the house of their fathers, and the tribe of the children of 
Gad according to the house of their fathers, have received 
their inheritance; and half the tribe of Manasseh have re- 
ceived their inheritance: 

34:15 The two tribes and the half tribe have received their 
inheritance on this side Jordan nearjericho eastward, to- 
ward the sunrising. 

34:16 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
34: 17 These are the names of the men which shall divide the 
land unto you: Eleazar the priest, andjoshuathesonof Nun. 
34:18 And ye shall take one prince of every tribe, to divide 
the land by inheritance. 

34:19 And the names of the men are these: Of the tribe of 
Judah, Caleb the son of Jephunneh. 
34:20 And of the tribe of the children of Simeon, Shemuel 
the son of Ammihud. 

34:21 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad the son of Chislon. 
34:22 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Dan, 
Bukki the son of Jogh. 

34:23 The prince of the children of Joseph, for the tribe of 
the children of Manasseh, Hanniel the son of Ephod. 
34:24 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Ephraim, 
Kemuel the son of Shiphtan. 

34:25 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Zebulun, 
Elizaphan the son of Pamach. 

34:26 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Issachar, 
Paltiel the son of Azzan. 

34:27 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Asher, 
Ahihud the son of Shelomi. 

34:28 And the prince of the tribe of the children of Naphtali, 
Pedahel the son of Ammihud. 

34:29 These are they whom the LORD commanded to di- 
vide the inheritance unto the children of Israel in the land of 
Canaan. 

35:1 And the LORD spake unto Moses in the plains of Moab 
by Jordan nearjericho, saying. 
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35:2 Command the children ot Israel, that they give unto the 
Levites ot the inheritance of their possession cities to dwell 
in; and ye shall give also unto the Levites suburbs for the 
cities round about them. 

35:3 And the cities shall they have to dwell in; and the sub- 
urbs of them shall be for their cattle, and for their goods, and 
for all their beasts. 

35:4 And the suburbs of the cities, which ye shall give unto 
the Levites, shall reach from the wall of the city and outward 
a thousand cubits round about. 

35:5 And ye shall measure from without the city on the east 
side two thousand cubits, and on the south side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the west side two thousand cubits, and 
on the north side two thousand cubits; and the city shall be 
in the midst: this shall be to them the suburbs of tie cities. 
35: 6 A nd among the cities which ye shall give unto the L evites 
there shall be six cities for refuge, which ye shall appoint for 
the manslayer, that he may flee thither: and to them ye shall 
add forty and two cities. 

35:7 So all the cities which ye shall give to the Levites shall 
be forty and eight cities: them shall ye give with their sub- 
urbs. 

35:8 And the cities which ye shall give shall be of the pos- 
session of the children of Israel: from them that have many 
ye shall give many; but from them that have few ye shall 
give few: every one shall give of his cities unto the Levites 
according to his inheritance which he inheriteth. 
35:9 And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
35:10 Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them. 
When ye be come overjordan into the land of Canaan; 
35:11 Then ye shall appointyou cities to be cities of refuge 
for you; that the slayer may flee thither, which killeth any 
person at unawares. 

35:12 And they shall be unto you cities for refuge from the 
avenger; that the manslayer die not, until he stand before the 
congregation in judgment. 

35: 13 A nd of these cities which ye shall give six cities shall 
ye have for refuge. 

35:14 Ye shall give three cities on this sidejordan, and three 
cities shall ye give in the land of Canaan, which shall be 
cities of refuge. 

35:15 These six cities shall be a refuge, both for the children 
of Israel, and for the stranger, and for the sojourner among 
them: that every one that killeth any person unawares may 
flee thither 

35:16 And if he smite him with an instrumentof iron, so that 
he die, he is a murderer: the murderer shall surely be put to 
death. 

35: 17 A nd if he smite him with throwing a stone, wherewith 
he may die, and he die, he is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

35:18 Or if he smite him with an hand weapon of wood, 
wherewith he may die, and he die, he is a murderer: the mur- 
derer shall surely be put to death. 

35:19 The revenger of blood himself shall slay the murderer: 
when he meeteth him, he shall slay him. 
35:20 But if he thrust him of hatred, or hurl at him by laying 
of wait, that he die; 

35:21 Or in enmity smite him with his hand, that he die: he 
that smote him shall surely be put to death; for he is a mur- 
derer: the revenger of blood shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him. 



35:22 But if he thrust him suddenly without enmity, or have 
cast upon him any thing without laying of wait, 
35:23 Or with any stone, wherewith a man may die, seeing 
him not, and cast it upon him, that he die, and was not his 
enemy, neither sought his harm: 

35:24 Then the congregation shall judge between the slayer 
and the revenger of blood according to these judgments: 
35:25 And the congregation shall deliver the slayer out of 
the hand of the revenger of blood, and the congregation shall 
restore him to the city of his refuge, whither he was fled: and 
he shall abide in it unto the death of the high priest, which 
was anointed with the holy oil. 

35:26 But if the slayer shall at any time come without the 
border of the city of his refuge, whither he was fled; 
35:27 And the revenger of blood find him without the bor- 
ders of the city of his refuge, and the revenger of blood kill 
the slayer; he shall not be guilty of blood: 
35:28 Because he should have remained in the city of his 
refuge until the death of the high priest: but after the death of 
the high priest the slayer shall return into the land of his 
possession. 

35:29 So these things shall be for a statute of judgment unto 
you throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 
35:30 Whoso killeth any person, the murderer shall be putto 
death by the mouth of witnesses: but one witness shall not 
testify against any person to cause him to die. 
35:31 Moreoverye shall take no satisfaction forthe hfe of a 
murderer, which is guilty of death: but he shall be surely put 
to death. 

35:32 And ye shall take no satisfaction for him that is fled to 
the city of his refuge, that he should come again to dwell in 
the land, until the death of the priest. 
35:33 So ye shall not pollute the land wherein ye are: for 
blood it defileth the land: and the land cannot be cleansed of 
the blood that is shed therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. 

35:34 Defile not therefore the land which ye shall inhabit, 
wherein I dwell: for I the LORD dwell among the children 
of Israel. 

36:1 And the chief fathers of the families of the children of 
Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, of the fami- 
lies of the sons of J oseph, came near, and spake before M oses, 
and before the princes, the chief fathers of the children of 
Israel: 

36:2 And they said. The LORD commanded my lord to give 
the land for an inheritance by lot to the children of Israel: 
and my lord was commanded by the LORD to give the in- 
heritance of Zelophehad our brother unto his daughters. 
36:3 And if they be married to any of the sons of the other 
tribes of the children of Israel, then shall their inheritance be 
taken from the inheritance of our fathers, and shall be put to 
the inheritance of the tribe whereunto they are received: so 
shall it be taken from the lot of our inheritance. 
36:4 And when the jubile of the children of Israel shall be, 
then shall their inheritance be put unto the inheritance of the 
tribe whereunto they are received: so shall their inheritance 
be taken away from the inheritance of the tribe of our fa- 
thers. 

36:5 And Moses commanded the children of Israel accord- 
ing to the word of the LORD , saying. The tribe of the sons of 
Joseph hath said well. 
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36:6 This is the thing which the LORD doth command con- 
cerning the daughters ot Zelophehad, saying, Let them many 
to whom they think best; only to the family of the tribe of 
their father shall they many. 

36:7 So shall not the inheritance of the children of Israel 
remove from tribe to tribe: for every one of the children of 
Israel shall keep himself to the inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers. 

36:8 And every daughter, that possesseth an inheritance in 
any tribe of the children of Israel, shall be wife unto one of 
the family of the tribe of her father, that the children of Israel 
may enjoy every man the inheritance of his fathers. 
36:9 Neither shall the inheritance remove from one tribe to 
another tribe; but every one of the tribes of the children of 
Israel shall keep himself to his own inheritance. 
36:10 Even as the LORD commanded Moses, so did the 
daughters of Zelophehad: 

36:11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and 
Noah, the daughters of Zelophehad, were married unto their 
father's brothers' sons: 

36:12 And they were married into the famihes of the sons of 
Manasseh the son of Joseph, and their inheritance remained 
in the tribe of the family of their father 
36:13 These are the commandments and the judgments, which 
the LORD commanded by the hand of Moses unto the chil- 
dren of Israel in the plains of Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 



THE FIFTHBOOKOF MOSES, CALLED 
DEUTERONOMY 

1 : 1 These be the words which M oses spake unto all Israel on 
this side Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain over against 
the Red sea, between Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Hazeroth, and Dizahab. 

1:2 (There are eleven days' journey from Horeb by the way 
of mount Seir unto K adeshbamea.) 
1:3 And it came to pass in the fortieth year, in the eleventh 
month, on the first day of the month, that Moses spake unto 
the children of Israel, according unto all that the LORD had 
given him in commandment unto them; 
1 :4 A fter he had slain Sihon the king of the A morites, which 
dwelt in Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, which dwelt 
atAstaroth in Edrei: 

1 :5 n this side J ordan, in the land of M oab, began M oses to 
declare this law, saying, 

1:6 The LORD our God spake unto us in Horeb, saying. Ye 
have dwelt long enough in this mount: 
1:7 Turn you, and take your journey, and go to the mount of 
the A morites, and unto all the places nigh thereunto, in the 
plain, in the hills, and in the vale, and in the south, and by 
the sea side, to the land of the Canaanites, and unto Leba- 
non, unto the great river, the river Euphrates. 
1:8 Behold, I have set the land before you: go in and possess 
the land which the L RD sware unto your fathers, A braham , 
Isaac, and Jacob, to give unto them and to their seed after 
them. 

1:9 And I spake unto you at that time, saying, I am not able 
to bear you myself alone: 

1:10 The LORD your God hath multiplied you, and, behold, 
ye are this day as the stars of heaven for multitude. 



1:11 (The LORD God of your fathers make you a thousand 
times so many more as ye are, and bless you, as he hath 
promised you!) 

1:12 How can I myself alone bearyourcumbrance, and your 
burden, and your strife? 

1:13 Take you wise men, and understanding, and known 
among your tribes, and I will make them rulers over you. 
1:14 And ye answered me, and said. The thing which thou 
hast spoken is good for us to do. 

1:15 Sol tooktibechief of your tribes, wise men, and known, 
and made them heads overyou, captains over thousands, and 
captains over hundreds, and captains over fifties, and cap- 
tains over tens, and officers among your tribes. 
1 : 1 6 A nd I charged your judges at that tim e, saying, H ear the 
causes between your brethren, and judge righteously between 
every man and his brother, and the stranger that is with him. 
1:17 Ye shall not respect persons in judgment; but ye shall 
hear the small as well as the great; ye shall not be afraid of 
the face of man; for the judgment is God's: and the cause that 
is too hard for you, bring it unto me, and I will hear it 
1:18 And I commanded you at that time all the things which 
ye should do. 

1:19 And when we departed from Horeb, we went through 
all that great and terrible wilderness, which ye saw by the 
way of tiie mountain of the A morites, as the LORD our God 
commanded us; and we came to K adeshbamea. 
1:20 And I said unto you. Ye are come unto the mountain of 
the A morites, which the LORD our God doth give unto us. 
1:21 Behold, the LORD thy God hath set the land before 
thee: go up and possess it, as the LORD G od of thy fathers 
hath said unto thee; fear not, neither be discouraged. 
1:22 And ye came near unto me every one of you, and said. 
We will send men before us, and they shall search us out the 
land, and bring us word again by what way we must go up, 
and into what cities we shall come. 
1:23 And the saying pleased me well: and I took twelve men 
of you, one of a tribe: 

1:24 And they turned and went up into the mountain, and 
came unto the valley of Eshcol, and searched it out 
1 :2 5 A nd they took of the fruit of the land in their hands, and 
brought it down unto us, and brought us word again, and 
said. It is a good land which the LORD our God doth give 
us. 

1:26 Notwithstanding ye would not go up, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the LORD your God: 
1:27 And ye murmured in your tents, and said. Because the 
LORD hated us, he hath brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliverus into the hand of the A morites, to destroy 
us. 

1:28 Whither shall we go up? our brethren have discouraged 
our heart, saying. The people is greater and taller than we; 
the cities are great and walled up to heaven; and moreover 
we have seen the sons of the Anakims there. 
1:29 Then I said unto you. Dread not, neither be afraid of 
them. 

1:30 The LORD your God which goeth before you, he shall 
fight for you, according to all that he did for you in Egypt 
before your eyes; 

1:31 And in the wilderness, where thou hast seen how that 
the LORD thy God bare thee, as a man doth bear his son, in 
all the way that ye went, until ye came into this place. 
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1 :32 Yet in tliis tiling ye did not believe the L RD your G od, 
1:33 Who went in the way before you, to search you out a 
place to pitch your tents in, in tire by night, to shew you by 
what way ye should go, and in a cloud by day. 
l:34And the LORD heard the voice of your words, and was 
wroth, and sware, saying, 

1:35 Surely there shall not one of these men of this evil gen- 
eration see that good land, which I sware to give unto your 
fathers, 

1:36 Save Caleb the son of Jephunneh; he shall see it, and to 
him will I give the land that he hath trodden upon, and to his 
children, because he hath wholly followed the LORD. 
1:37 Also the LORD was angiy with me for your sakes, say- 
ing. Thou also shalt not go in thither 
1:38 Butjoshuathesonof Nun, which standeth before thee, 
he shall go in thither: encourage him: for he shall cause Is- 
rael to inherit it. 

1:39 Moreover your little ones, which ye said should be a 
prey, and your children, which in that day had no knowledge 
between good and evil, they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall possess it. 
1:40 But as foryou, turn you, and take your journey into the 
wilderness by the way of the Red sea. 
1:41 Then ye answered and said unto me. We have sinned 
against the LORD, we will go up and fight, according to all 
that the LORD our God commanded us. And when ye had 
girded on every man his weapons of war, ye were ready to go 
up into the hill. 

1:42 And the LORD said unto me. Say unto them. Go not 
up, neither fight; for I am not among you; lest ye be smitten 
before your enemies. 

1:43 So I spake unto you; and ye would not hear, but re- 
belled against the commandment of the LORD, and went 
presumptuously up into the hill. 

1 :44 A nd the A morites, which dwelt in that mountain, came 
out against you, and chased you, as bees do, and destroyed 
you in Seir, even unto Hormah. 

1:45 And ye returned and wept before the LORD; but the 
LORD would not hearken to your voice, nor give ear unto 
you. 

1:46 So ye abode in Kadesh many days, according unto the 
days that ye abode there. 

2:1 Then we turned, and took our journey into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Red sea, as the LORD spake unto me: 
and we compassed mount Seir many days. 
2:2 And the LORD spake unto me, saying, 
2 :3 Ye have compassed this mountain long enough: turn you 
northward. 

2:4 And command thou the people, saying. Ye are to pass 
through the coast of your brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwell in Seir; and they shall be afraid of you: take ye good 
heed unto yourselves therefore: 

2:5 Meddle not with them; for I will not give you of their 
land, no, not so much as a foot breadth; because I have given 
mount Seir unto Esau for a possession. 
2:6 Ye shall buy meat of them for money, that ye may eat; 
and ye shall also buy water of them for money, that ye may 
drink. 

2:7 For the LORD thy God hath blessed thee in all the works 
of thy hand: he knoweth thy walking through this great wil- 
derness: these forty years the LORD thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 



2:8 And when we passed by from our brethren the children 
of Esau, which dwelt in Seir, through the way of the plain 
from Elath, and from Eziongaber, we turned and passed by 
the way of the wilderness of Moab. 
2:9 And the LORD said unto me. Distress not the Moabites, 
neither contend with them in battle: for I will not give thee 
of their land for a possession; because I have given A r unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 
2:10 The Emims dwelt therein in times past, a people great, 
and many, and tall, as the Anakims; 
2:11 Which also were accounted giants, as the Anakims; but 
the Moabites call them Emims. 

2:12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir beforetime; but the chil- 
dren of Esau succeeded them, when they had destroyed them 
from before them, and dwelt in their stead; as Israel did unto 
the land of his possession, which the LORD gave unto them. 
2:13 Now rise up, said I, and get you over the brook Zered. 
And we went over the brook Zered. 
2:14 And the space in which we came from Kadeshbamea, 
until we were come over the brook Zered, was thirty and 
eight years; until all the generation of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, as the LORD sware unto 
them. 

2:15 For indeed the hand of the LORD was against them, to 
destroy them from among the host, until they were consumed. 
2: 16 So it came to pass, when all the men of war were con- 
sumed and dead from among the people, 
2:17 That the LORD spake unto me, saying, 
2:18 Thou art to pass over through Ar, the coast of Moab, 
this day: 

2:19 And when thou comest nigh over against the children 
of Ammon, distress them not, nor meddle with them: for I 
will not give thee of the land of the children of Ammon any 
possession; because I have given it unto the children of Lot 
for a possession. 

2:20 (That also was accounted a land of giants: giants dwelt 
therein in old time; and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims; 

2:21 A people great, and many, and tall, as the Anakims; but 
the LORD destroyed them before them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead: 

2:22 As he did to the children of Esau, which dwelt in Seir, 
when he destroyed the Horims from before them; and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their stead even unto this day: 
2:23 And the Avims which dwelt in Hazerim, even unto 
Azzah, the Caphtorims, which came forth out of Caphtor, 
destroyed them, and dwelt in their stead.) 
2:24 Rise ye up, take your journey, and pass over the river 
Arnon: behold, I have given into thine hand Sihon the 
Amorite, king of Heshbon, and his land: begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. 

2:25 This day will I begin to put the dread of thee and the 
fear of thee upon the nations that are under the whole heaven, 
who shall hear report of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

2 : 26 A nd I sent messengers out of the wilderness of K edemoth 
unto Sihon king of Heshbon with words of peace, saying, 
2:27 Let me pass through thy land: I will go along by the 
high way, I will neither turn unto the right hand nor to the 
left. 
2:28 Thou shalt sell me meat for money, that I may eat; and 
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give me water for money, that I may drink: only I will pass 
through on my teet; 

2:29 (As the children ot Esau which dwell in Seir, and the 
Moabites which dwell inAr, did unto me;) until I shall pass 
overjordan into the land which the LORD our God giveth 
us. 2:30 But Sihon king otHeshbon would not let us pass by 
him: tor the LORD thy God hardened his spirit, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he might deliver him into thy hand, 
as appeareth this day. 

2:31 And the LORD said unto me. Behold, I have begun to 
give Sihon and his land before thee: begin to possess, that 
thou mayest inherit his land. 

2:32 Then Sihon came out against us, he and all his people, 
to fightatjahaz. 

2:33 And the LORD our God delivered him before us; and 
we smote him, and his sons, and all his people. 
2:34 And we took all his cities at that time, and utterly de- 
stroyed the men, and the women, and the little ones, of every 
city, we left none to remain: 

2:35 Only the cattle we took for a prey unto ourselves, and 
the spoil of the cities which we took. 
2:36 From Aroer, which is by the brink of the riverof Amon, 
and from the city that is by the river, even unto G Head, there 
was not one city too strong forus: the LORD ourGod deliv- 
ered all unto US: 

2 : 37 nly unto the land of the children ofAmmonthou cam est 
not, nor unto any place of the river Jabbok, nor unto the 
cities in the mountains, nor unto whatsoever the LORD our 
God forbad us. 

3:1 Then we turned, and went up the way to Bashan: and Og 
the king of B ashan came out against us, he and all his people, 
to battle at Edrei. 

3:2 And the LORD said unto me. Fear him not: for I will 
deliver him, and all his people, and his land, into thy hand; 
and thou shalt do unto him as thou didst unto Sihon king of 
the Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 
3:3 So the LORD our God delivered into our hands Og also, 
the king of Bashan, and all his people: and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 
3:4 And we took all his cities at that time, there was not a 
city which we took not from them, threescore cities, all the 
region of Argob, the kingdom of Og in Bashan. 
3:5 All these cities were fenced with high walls, gates, and 
bars; beside unwalled towns a great many. 
3:6 And we utterly destroyed them, as we did unto Sihon 
king of Heshbon, utterly destroying the men, women, and 
children, of every city. 

3:7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of the cities, we took for 
a prey to ourselves. 

3:8 And we took at that time out of the hand of the two kings 
of the Amorites the land that was on this side Jordan, from 
the riverof Amon unto mount Hermon; 
3:9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call Sirion; and the 
Amorites call it Shenir;) 

3: 1 A 11 the cities of the plain, and all G ilead, and all B ashan, 
unto Salchah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og in 
B ashan. 

3:11 Foronly Ogkingof Bashan remained of the remnant of 
giants; behold, his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is it not 
in Rabbath of the children of Ammon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit of a man. 



3:12 And this land, which we possessed at that time, from 
Aroer, which is by the river Amon, and half mount G ilead, 
and the cities thereof, gave I unto the Reubenites and to the 
Gadites. 

3:13 And the rest of Gilead, and all B ashan, being the king- 
dom of Og, gave I unto the half tribe of Manasseh; all the 
region of Argob, with all Bashan, which was called the land 
of giants. 

3:14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all the country of Argob 
unto the coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; and called them 
after his own name, Bashanhavothjair, unto this day. 
3:15 And I gave Gilead unto Machin 
3:16 And unto the Reubenites and unto the Gadites I gave 
from Gilead even unto the river Amon half the valley, and 
the border even unto the river Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 3: 17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth even unto the sea of the 
plain, even the salt sea, under Ashdothpisgah eastward. 
3:18 And I commanded you at that time, saying. The LORD 
your God hath given you this land to possess it: ye shall pass 
over armed before your brethren the children of Israel, all 
that are meet for the wan 

3:19 But your wives, and your little ones, and your cattle, 
(for I know that ye have much cattle,) shall abide in your 
cities which I have given you; 

3:20 Until the LORD have given rest unto your brethren, as 
well as unto you, and until they also possess the land which 
the LORD your God hath given them beyond Jordan: and 
then shall ye retum every man unto his possession, which I 
have given you. 

3:21 And I commanded Joshua at that time, saying. Thine 
eyes have seen all that the LORD your God hath done unto 
these two kings: so shall the L RD do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passest. 

3: 22 Ye shall not fear them: fortheLORD yourGod he shall 
fight for you. 

3:23 And I besought the LORD at that time, saying, 
3:24 Lord GOD, thou hast begun to shew thy servant thy 
greatness, and thy mighty hand: for what God is there in 
heaven or in earth, that can do according to thy works, and 
according to thy might? 

3:25 I pray thee, let me go over, and see the good land that is 
beyond Jordan, that goodly mountain, and Lebanon. 
3:26 But the LORD was wroth with me for your sakes, and 
would not hear me: and the LORD said unto me. Let it suf- 
fice thee; speak no more unto me of this matter 
3:27 Get thee up into the top of Pisgah, and lift up thine eyes 
westward, and northward, and southward, and eastward, and 
behold it with thine eyes: for thou shalt not go over this J or- 
dan. 

3:28 But charge Joshua, and encourage him, and strengthen 
him: for he shall go over before this people, and he shall 
cause them to inherit the land which thou shalt see. 
3:29 So we abode in the valley over against Bethpeor 
4: 1 Now therefore hearken, Israel, unto the statutes and 
unto the judgments, which I teach you, for to do them, that 
ye may live, and go in and possess the land which the LORD 
God of your fathers giveth you. 

4:2 Ye shall not add unto the word which I command you, 
neither shall ye diminish ought from it, that ye may keep the 
commandments of the LORD your God which I command 
you. 
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4:3 Your eyes have seen what the LORD did because ot 
B aalpeor: for all the men that followed B aalpeor, the L RD 
thy God hath destroyed them from among you. 
4:4 Butye that did cleave unto the LORD your God are alive 
every one of you this day. 

4:5 B ehold, I have taught you statutes and judgments, even 
as the LORD my God commanded me, thatye should do so 
in the land whither ye go to possess it. 
4:6 Keep therefore and do them; for this is your wisdom and 
your understanding in the sight of the nations, which shall 
hear all these statutes, and say. Surely this great nation is a 
wise and understanding people. 

4:7 For what nation is there so great, who hath God so nigh 
unto them, as the L RD our G od is in all things that we call 
upon him for? 

4:8 And what nation is there so great, that hath statutes and 
judgments so righteous as all this law, which I set before you 
this day? 

4:9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep thy soul diligently, 
lest thou forget the things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the days of thy life: but 
teach them thy sons, and thy sons' sons; 
4:10 Specially the day that thou stoodest before the LORD 
thy GodinHoreb, when the LORD said unto me. Gather me 
the people together, and I will make them hear my words, 
that they may learn to fear me all the days that they shall live 
upon the earth, and that they may teach their children. 
4:11 And ye came near and stood under the mountain; and 
the mountain burned with fire unto the midst of heaven, with 
darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. 
4:12 And the LORD spake unto you out of the midst of the 
fire: ye heard the voice of the words, but saw no similitude; 
only ye heard a voice. 

4:13 And he declared unto you his covenant, which he com- 
manded you to perform, even ten commandments; and he 
wrote them upon two tables of stone. 
4:14 And the LORD commanded me at that time to teach 
you statutes and judgments, that ye might do them in the 
land whither ye go over to possess it. 
4:15 Take ye therefore good heed unto yourselves; for ye 
saw no manner of similitude on the day that the L RD spake 
unto you in Horeb out of the midst of the fire: 
4:16 Lestye corrupt yourselves, and make you a graven im- 
age, the similitude of any figure, the likeness of male or fe- 
male, 

4:17 The likeness of any beast that is on the earth, the like- 
ness of any winged fowl that flieth in the air, 
4:18 The likeness of any thing that creepeth on the ground, 
the likeness of any fish that is in the waters beneath the earth: 
4:19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and when 
thou seest the sun, and the moon, and the stars, even all the 
host of heaven, shouldest be driven to worship them, and 
serve them, which the LORD thy God hath divided unto all 
nations under the whole heaven. 

4:20 But the LORD hath taken you, and brought you forth 
out of the iron furnace, even out of Egypt, to be unto him a 
people of inheritance, as ye are this day. 
4:21 Furthermore the LORD was angiy with me for your 
sakes, and sware that I should not go over Jordan, and that I 
should not go in unto that good land, which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance: 



4:22 But I must die in this land, I must not go overjordan: 
but ye shall go over, and possess that good land. 
4:23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye forget the covenant 
of the LORD your God, which he made with you, and make 
you a graven image, or the likeness of any thing, which the 
LORD thy God hath forbidden thee. 
4:24 FortheLORD thy God is a consuming fire, even a jeal- 
ous God. 

4:25 When thou shalt beget children, and children's children, 
and ye shall have remained long in the land, and shall cor- 
rupt yourselves, and make a graven image, or the likeness of 
any thing, and shall do evil in the sight of the LORD thy 
God, to provoke him to anger: 

4:26 I call heaven and earth to witness against you this day, 
thatye shall soon utterly perish from off the land whereunto 
ye go overjordan to possess it; ye shall not prolong your 
days upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 
4:27 And the LORD shall scatter you among the nations, 
and ye shall be left few in number among the heathen, whither 
the LORD shall lead you. 

4:28 And there ye shall serve gods, the work of men's hands, 
wood and stone, which neither see, nor hear, nor eat nor 
smell. 

4:29 But if from thence thou shalt seek the LORD thy God, 
thou shalt find him, if thou seek him with all thy heart and 
with all thy soul. 

4:30 When thou art in tribulation, and all these things are 
come upon thee, even in the latter days, if thou turn to the 
LORD thy God, and shalt be obedient unto his voice; 
4:31 (Forthe LORD thy God is a merciful God;) he will not 
forsake thee, neither destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of 
thy fathers which he sware unto them. 
4:32 For ask now of the days that are past which were be- 
fore thee, since the day that God created man upon the earth, 
and ask from the one side of heaven unto the other, whether 
there hath been any such thing as this great thing is, or hath 
been heard like it? 

4:33 Did ever people hear the voice of God speaking out of 
the midst of the fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 
4:34 Or hath God assayed to go and take him a nation from 
the midst of another nation, by temptations, by signs, and by 
wonders, and by war, and by a migh^ hand, and by a stretched 
out arm, and by great terrors, according to all that the LORD 
your G od did for you in Egypt before your eyes? 
4:35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou mightest know that 
the LORD he is God; there is none else beside him. 
4:36 Out of heaven he made thee to hear his voice, that he 
might instruct thee: and upon earth he shewed thee his great 
fire; and thou heardest his words out of the midst of the fire. 
4:37 And because he loved thy fathers, therefore he chose 
their seed after them, and brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt; 

4:38 To drive out nations from before thee greater and 
mightier than thou art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as it is this day. 
4:39 Know therefore this day, and consider it in thine heart, 
that the LORD he is God in heaven above, and upon the 
earth beneath: there is none else. 

4:40 Thou shalt keep therefore his statutes, and his com- 
mandments, which I command thee this day, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children after thee, and that thou 
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mayest prolong thy days upon the earth, which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee, for even 

4:41 Then Moses severed three cities on this side Jordan 
toward the sunrising; 

4:42 That the slayer might tlee thither, which should kill his 
neighbour unawares, and hated him not in times past; and 
that fleeing unto one of these cities he might live: 
4:43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, in the plain country, 
of the Reubenites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gadites; 
and Golan in Bashan, of the Manassites. 
4:44 A nd this is the law which M oses set before the children 
of Israel: 

4:45 These are the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments, which Moses spake unto the children of Israel, after 
they came forth out of Egypt, 

4:46 On this side Jordan, in the valley over against B ethpeor, 
in the land of Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt at 
Heshbon, whom Moses and the children of Israel smote, af- 
ter they were come forth out of Egypt: 
4:47 And they possessed his land, and the land of Og king of 
Bashan, two kings of the Amorites, which were on this side 
Jordan toward the sunrising; 

4:48 From Aroer, which is by the bank of the river Amon, 
even unto mount Sion, which is Hermon, 
4:49 And all the plain on this side Jordan eastward, even 
unto the sea of the plain, under the springs of Pisgah. 
5:1 And Moses called all Israel, and said unto them. Hear, 
Israel, the statutes and judgments which I speak in your ears 
this day, that ye may learn them, and keep, and do them. 
5:2 The LORD our God made a covenant with us inHoreb. 
5:3 The LORD made not this covenant with our fathers, but 
with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day. 
5:4 The LORD talked with you face to face in the mount out 
of the midst of the fire, 

5:5 (I stood between the LORD and you at that time, to shew 
you the word of the LORD: forye were afraid by reason of 
the fire, and went not up into the mount;) saying, 
5:6 I am the LORD thy God, which brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of bondage. 
5:7 Thou shalt have none other gods before me. 
5:8 Thou shalt not make thee any graven image, or any like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the waters beneath the earth: 
5:9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself unto them, nor serve 
them: fori the LORD thy God am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate me, 
5:10 And shewing mercy unto thousands of them that love 
me and keep my commandments. 

5:11 Thou shalt not take the name of the LORD thy God in 
vain: for the LORD will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 

5:12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify it, as the LORD thy 
God hath commanded thee. 

5:13 Six days thou shalt labour, and do all thy work: 
5:14 But the seventh day is the sabbath of the LORD thy 
God: in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, nor thy manservant, nor thy maidservant, nor 
thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger 
that is within thy gates; that thy manservant and thy maidser- 
vant may rest as well as thou. 



5:15 And remember that thou wast a servant in the land of 
Egypt, and that the LORD thy God brought thee out thence 
through a mighty hand and by a stretched out arm: therefore 
the LORD thy God commanded thee to keep the sabbath 
day. 

5:16 Honour thy father and thy mother, as the LORD thy 
God hath commanded thee; that thy days may be prolonged, 
and that it may go well with thee, in the land which the LO RD 
thy God giveth thee. 
5:17 Thou shalt not kill. 
5:18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 
5:19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

5:20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy 
neighbour 

5:21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neighbour's wife, neither 
shalt thou covet thy neighbour's house, his field, or his man- 
servant, or his maidservant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that is thy neighbour's. 

5:22 These words the LORD spake unto all your assembly in 
the mount out of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of the 
thick darkness, with a great voice: and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of stone, and delivered them 
unto me. 

5:23 And it came to pass, when ye heard the voice out of the 
midst of the darkness, (for the mountain did bum with fire,) 
that ye came near unto me, even all the heads of your tribes, 
and your elders; 

5:24 And ye said. Behold, the LORD our God hath shewed 
us his glory and his greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we have seen this day that God 
doth talk with man, and he liveth. 

5:25 Now therefore why should we die? for this great fire 
will consume us: if we hear the voice of the L RD our God 
any more, then we shall die. 

5:26 For who is there of all flesh, that hath heard the voice of 
the living God speaking out of the midst of the fire, as we 
have, and lived? 

5:27 Go thou near, and hear all that the LORD our God shall 
say: and speak thou unto us all that the LORD our God shall 
speak unto thee; and we will hear it, and do it. 
5:28AndtheLORD heard the voice of your words, when ye 
spake unto me; and the LORD said unto me, I have heard the 
voice of the words of this people, which they have spoken 
unto thee: they have well said all that they have spoken. 
5:29 that there were such an heart in them, that they would 
fear me, and keep all my commandments always, that it might 
be well with them, and with their children for ever! 
5:30 Go say to them. Get you into your tents again. 
5:31 But as forthee, stand thou here by me, and I will speak 
unto thee all the commandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which thou shalt teach them, that they may do 
them in the land which I give them to possess it. 
5:32 Ye shall observe to do therefore as the LORD yourGod 
hath commanded you: ye shall not turn aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 

5:33 Ye shall walk in all the ways which the LORD your 
God hath commanded you, that ye may live, and that it may 
be well with you, and that ye may prolong your days in the 
land which ye shall possess. 

6:1 Now these are the commandments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the LORD your God commanded to teach 
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you, that ye might do them in the land whither ye go to pos- 
sess it: 

6:2 That thou mightest tear the LORD thy God, to keep all 
his statutes and his commandments, which I command thee, 
thou, and thy son, and thy son's son, all the days of thy life; 
and that thy days may be prolonged. 
6:3 Hear therefore, Israel, and observe to do it; that it may 
be well with thee, and that ye may increase mightily, as the 
LORD God of thy fathers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 
6:4 Hear, Israel: The LORD our God is one LORD: 
6:5 And thou shalt love the LORD thy God with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy might 
6:6 And these words, which I command thee this day, shall 
be in thine heart: 

6:7 And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up. 

6:8 And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and 
they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes. 
6:9 And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house, 
and on thy gates. 

6:10 And it shall be, when the LORD thy God shall have 
brought thee into the land which he sware unto thy fathers, 
to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee great and 
goodly cities, which thou buildedst not, 
6:11 And houses full of all good things, which thou filledst 
not, and wells digged, which thou diggedst not, vineyards 
and olive trees, which thou plantedst not; when thou shalt 
have eaten and be full; 

6:12 Then beware lest thou forget the LORD, which brought 
thee forth out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bond- 
age. 

6:13 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy God, and serve him, and 
shalt swear by his name. 

6: 14 Ye shall not go after other gods, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you; 

6:15 (For the LORD thy God is a jealous God among you) 
lest the anger of the LORD thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee from off the face of the earth. 
6:16 Ye shall not tempt the LORD your God, as ye tempted 
him in M assah. 

6: 17 Ye shall diligently keep the commandments of the LORD 
your God, and his testimonies, and his statutes, which he 
hath commanded thee. 

6:18 And thou shalt do that which is right and good in the 
sight of the LORD: that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest go in and possess the good land which the L RD 
sware unto thy fathers, 

6:19 To cast out all thine enemies from before thee, as the 
LORD hath spoken. 

6:20 And when thy son asketh thee in time to come, saying. 
What mean the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments, which the LORD our God hath commanded you? 
6:21 Then thou shalt say unto thy son. We were Pharaoh's 
bondmen in Egypt; and the LORD brought us out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand: 

6:22 And the LORD shewed signs and wonders, great and 
sore, upon Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon all his house- 
hold, before our eyes: 



6:23 And he brought us out from thence, that he might bring 
us in, to give us the land which he sware unto our fathers. 
6:24 And the LORD commanded us to do all these statutes, 
to fear the LORD our God, forourgood always, that he might 
preserve us alive, as it is at this day. 
6:25 And it shall be our righteousness, if we observe to do 
all these commandments before the LORD our God, as he 
hath commanded us. 

7:1 When the LORD thy God shall bring thee into the land 
whither thou goest to possess it, and hath cast out many na- 
tions before thee, the Hittites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites, seven nations greater and mightier 
than thou; 

7:2 And when the LORD thy God shall deliver them before 
thee; thou shalt smite them, and utterly destroy them; thou 
shalt make no covenant with them, nor shew mercy unto them: 
7:3 Neither shalt thou make marriages with them; thy daughter 
thou shalt not give unto his son, nor his daughter shalt thou 
take unto thy son. 

7:4 For they will turn away thy son from following me, that 
they may serve othergods: so will the angerof the LORD be 
kindled against you, and destroy thee suddenly. 
7:5 But thus shall ye deal with them; ye shall destroy their 
altars, and break down their images, and cut down their 
groves, and bum their graven images with fire. 
7:6 For thou art an holy people unto the LORD thy God: the 
LORD thy God hath chosen thee to be a special people unto 
himself, above all people that are upon the face of the earth. 
7:7 The LORD did not set his love upon you, nor choose 
you, because ye were more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people: 

7: 8 B ut because the L RD loved you, and because he would 
keep the oath which he had sworn unto your fathers, hath the 
LORD brought you out with a mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondmen, from the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. 

7:9 Know therefore that the LORD thy God, he is God, the 
faithful G od, which keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his commandments to a thousand 
generations; 

7:10 And repayeth them that hate him to their face, to de- 
stroy them: he will not be slack to him that hateth him, he 
will repay him to his face. 

7:11 Thou shalt therefore keep the commandments, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which I command thee this day, 
to do them. 

7:12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, if ye hearken to these 
judgments, and keep, and do them, that the LORD thy God 
shall keep unto thee the covenant and the mercy which he 
sware unto thy fathers: 

7: 13 A nd he will love thee, and bless thee, and multiply thee: 
he will also bless the fruit of thy womb, and the fruit of thy 
land, thy com, and thy wine, and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, in the land which he 
sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 
7:14 Thou shalt be blessed above all people: there shall not 
be male or female barren among you, or among your cattle. 
7:15 And the LORD will take away from thee all sickness, 
and will put none of the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou 
knowest, upon thee; but will lay them upon all them that 
hate thee. 
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7: 16 A nd thou shalt consume all the people which the L RD 
thy God shall deliver thee; thine eye shall have no pity upon 
them: neither shalt thou serve their gods; tor that will be a 
snare unto thee. 

7:17 It thou shalt say in thine heart, These nations are more 
than I; how can I dispossess them? 
7:18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them: but shalt well remem- 
ber what the LORD thy God did unto Pharaoh, and unto all 

Egypt; 

7:19 The great temptations which thine eyes saw, and the 
signs, and the wonders, and the mighty hand, and the stretched 
out arm, whereby the LORD thy God brought thee out: so 
shall the LORD thy God do unto all the people of whom 
thou art afraid. 

7:20 Moreoverthe LORD thy God will send the hornet among 
them, until they that are left, and hide themselves from thee, 
be destroyed. 

7:21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at them: forthe LORD thy 
God is among you, a mighty God and terrible. 
7:22 And the LORD thy God will put out those nations be- 
fore thee by little and little: thou mayest not consume them 
at once, lest the beasts of the field increase upon thee. 
7:23 But the LORD thy God shall deliver them unto thee, 
and shall destroy them with a mighty destruction, until they 
be destroyed. 

7:24 And he shall deliver their kings into thine hand, and 
thou shalt destroy their name from under heaven: there shall 
no man be able to stand before thee, until thou have destroyed 
them. 

7:25 The graven images of their gods shall ye bum with fire: 
thou shalt not desire the silver or gold that is on them, nor 
take it unto thee, lest thou be snared therein: for it is an abomi- 
nation to the LORD thy God. 

7:26 Neither shalt thou bring an abomination into thine house, 
lest thou be a cursed thing like it: but thou shalt utterly de- 
test it, and thou shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a cursed thing. 
8:1 All the commandments which I command thee this day 
shall ye observe to do, that ye may live, and multiply, and go 
in and possess the land which the LORD sware unto your 
fathers. 

8:2 And thou shalt remember all the way which the LORD 
thy G od led thee these forty years in the wilderness, to humble 
thee, and to prove thee, to know what was in thine heart, 
whether thou wouldest keep his commandments, or no. 
8:3 And he humbled thee, and suffered thee to hunger, and 
fed thee with manna, which thou knewest not, neither did 
thy fathers know; that he might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of the LORD doth man live. 
8:4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon thee, neither did thy 
foot swell, these forty years. 

8:5 Thou shalt also consider in thine heart, that, as a man 
chasteneth his son, so the LORD thy God chasteneth thee. 
8:6 Therefore thou shalt keep the commandments of the 
LORD thy God, to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 
8:7 Forthe LORD thy God bringeth thee into a good land, a 
land of brooks of water, of fountains and depths that spring 
out of valleys and hills; 

8:8 A land of wheat, and barley, and vines, and fig trees, and 
pomegranates; a land of oil olive, and honey; 
8:9 A land wherein thou shalt eat bread without scarceness. 



thou shalt not lack any thing in it; a land whose stones are 
iron, and out of whose hills thou mayest dig brass. 
8:10 When thou hast eaten and art full, then thou shalt bless 
the LORD thy God for the good land which he hath given 
thee. 

8:11 Beware that thou forget not the LORD thy God, in not 
keeping his commandments, and his judgments, and his stat- 
utes, which I command thee this day: 
8:12 Lest when thou hast eaten and art full, and hast built 
goodly houses, and dwelt therein; 

8:13 And when thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy 
silver and thy gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast is 
multiplied; 

8: 14 Then thine heart be lifted up, and thou forget the LO RD 
thy God, which brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage; 

8:15 Who led thee through that great and terrible wilder- 
ness, wherein were fieiy serpents, and scorpions, and drought, 
where there was no water; who brought thee forth water out 
of the rock of flint; 

8: 16 Who fed thee in the wilderness with manna, which thy 
fathers knew not, that he might humble thee, and that he 
might prove thee, to do thee good at thy latter end; 
8: 17 And thou say in thine heart. My power and the might of 
mine hand hath gotten me this wealth. 
8:18 But thou shalt remember the LORD thy God: foritis he 
that giveth thee power to get wealth, that he may establish 
his covenant which he sware unto thy fathers, as it is this 
day. 

8:19 And it shall be, if thou do at all forget the LORD thy 
G od, and walk after other gods, and serve them, and worship 
them, I testify against you this day that ye shall surely per- 
ish. 

8:20 As the nations which the LORD destroyeth before your 
face, so shall ye perish; because ye would not be obedient 
unto the voice of the LORD your God. 
9:1 Hear, Israel: Thou art to pass over Jordan this day, to 
go in to possess nations greater and mightier than thyself, 
cities great and fenced up to heaven, 
9 : 2 A people great and tall, the children of the A nakims, whom 
thou knowest, and of whom thou hast heard say. Who can 
stand before the children of Anak! 

9:3 Understand therefore this day, that the LORD thy God is 
he which goeth over before thee; as a consuming fire he shall 
destroy them, and he shall bring them down before thy face: 
so shalt thou drive them out, and destroy them quickly, as 
the LORD hath said unto thee. 

9:4 Speak not thou in thine heart, after that the LORD thy 
God hath cast them out from before thee, saying. For my 
righteousness the LORD hath brought me in to possess this 
land: butforthewickednessof these nations theLORD doth 
drive them out from before thee. 

9:5 Not for thy righteousness, or for the uprightness of thine 
heart, dost thou go to possess their land: but forthe wicked- 
ness of these nations the LORD thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee, and that he may perform the word which 
the LORD sware unto thy fathers, Abraham, Isaac, andjacob. 
9:6 U nderstand therefore, that the L RD thy G od giveth thee 
not this good land to possess it for thy righteousness; for 
thou art a stiffnecked people. 
9:7 Remember, and forget not, how thou provokedst the 
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LORD thy God to wrath in the wilderness: from the day that 
thou didst depart out of the land ot Egypt, until ye came unto 
this place, ye have been rebellious against the LORD. 
9:8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the LORD to wrath, so that 
the LORD was angiy with you to have destroyed you. 
9:9 When I was gone up into the mount to receive the tables 
of stone, even the tables of the covenant which the LORD 
made with you, then I abode in the mount forty days and 
forty nights, I neither did eat bread nor drink water: 
9:10 And the LORD delivered unto me two tables of stone 
written with the finger of God; and on them was written ac- 
cording to all the words, which the L RD spake with you in 
the mount out of the midst of the fire in the day of the assem- 
bly. 

9:11 And it came to pass at the end of forty days and forty 
nights, that the LORD gave me the two tables of stone, even 
the tables of the covenant. 

9:12 And the LORD said unto me. Arise, get thee down 
quickly from hence; for thy people which thou hast brought 
forth out of Egypt have corrupted themselves; they are quickly 
turned aside out of the way which I commanded them; they 
have made them a molten image. 

9:13 Furthermore the LORD spake unto me, saying, I have 
seen this people, and, behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 
9:14 Let me alone, that I may destroy them, and blot out 
their name from under heaven: and I will make of thee a 
nation mightier and greater than they. 
9:15 So I turned and came down from the mount, and the 
mount burned with fire: and the two tables of the covenant 
were in my two hands. 

9:16 And I looked, and, behold, ye had sinned against the 
LORD your God, and had made you a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quickly out of the way which the LORD had 
commanded you. 

9: 17 And I took the two tables, and cast them outof my two 
hands, and brake them before your eyes. 
9:18 And I fell down befoiB the LORD, as at the first, forty 
days and forty nights: I did neither eat bread, nor drink wa- 
ter, because of all your sins which ye sinned, in doing wick- 
edly in the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to anger 
9:19 For I was afraid of the anger and hot displeasure, where- 
with the LORD was wroth against you to destroy you. But 
the LORD hearkened unto me at that time also. 
9:20 And the LORD was very angry with Aaron to have de- 
stroyed him: and I prayed for Aaron also the same time. 
9:21 And I took your sin, the calf which ye had made, and 
burnt it with fire, and stamped it, and ground it very small, 
even until it was as small as dust: and I cast the dust thereof 
into the brook that descended out of the mount. 
9:22 And atTaberah, and atMassah, and atKibrothhattaavah, 
ye provoked the LORD to wrath. 

9: 2 3 L ikewise when the L RD sent you from K adeshbamea, 
saying. Go up and possess the land which I have given you; 
then ye rebelled against the commandment of the L RD your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 
9:24Ye have been rebelhous against the LORD from the day 
that I knew you. 

9:25 Thus I fell down before the LORD forty days and forty 
nights, as I fell down at the first; because the L RD had said 
he would destroy you. 
9:26 I prayed therefore unto the LORD, and said, Lord 



GOD, destroy not thy people and thine inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed through thy greatness, which thou hast 
brought forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 
9:27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; 
look not unto the stubbornness of this people, nor to their 
wickedness, nor to their sin: 

9:28 Lest the land whence thou broughtest us out say. Be- 
cause the LORD was not able to bring them into the land 
which he promised them, and because he hated them, he hath 
brought them out to slay them in the wilderness. 
9:29 Yet they are thy people and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtest out by thy mighty power and by thy stretched 
out arm. 

10:1 At that time the LORD said unto me. Hew thee two 
tables of stone like unto the first, and come up unto me into 
the mount, and make thee an ark of wood. 
10:2 And I will write on the tables the words that were in the 
first tables which thou brakest, and thou shalt put them in 
the ark. 

10:3 And I made an ark of shittim wood, and hewed two 
tables of stone like unto the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mine hand. 
10:4 And he wrote on the tables, according to the first writ- 
ing, the ten commandments, which the LORD spake unto 
you in the mount out of the midst of the fire in the day of the 
assembly: and the LORD gave them unto me. 
10:5 And I turned myself and came down from the mount, 
and put the tables in the ark which I had made; and there 
they be, as the LORD commanded me. 
10:6 And the children of Israel took their journey from 
Beeroth of the children of Jaakan to Mosera: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried; and Eleazar his son minis- 
tered in the priest's office in his stead. 
10:7 From thence they journeyed unto Gudgodah; and from 
Gudgodah to Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 
10:8 At that time the LORD separated the tribe of Levi, to 
bear the ark of the covenant of the LORD, to stand before 
the LORD to minister unto him, and to bless in his name, 
unto this day. 

10:9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor inheritance with his 
brethren; the LORD is his inheritance, according as the LORD 
thy God promised him. 

10: 10 A nd I stayed in the mount, according to the first time, 
forty days and forty nights; and the LORD hearkened unto 
me at that time also, and the LORD would not destroy thee. 
10:11 And the LORD said unto me. Arise, take thy journey 
before the people, that they may go in and possess the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to give unto them. 
10:12Andnow, Israel, what doth theLORD thy G od require 
of thee, but to fear the LORD thy God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to love him, and to serve the LORD thy God with 
all thy heart and with all thy soul, 

10:13 To keep the commandments of the LORD , and his stat- 
utes, which I command thee this day for thy good? 
10:14 Behold, the heaven and the heaven of heavens is the 
LORD'S thy God, the earth also, with all that therein is. 
10:15 Only the LORD had a dehght in thy fathers to love 
them, and he chose their seed after them, even you above all 
people, as it is this day. 

10:16 Circumcise therefore the foreskin of your heart, and 
be no more stiffnecked. 
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10:17 For the LORD your God is God of gods, and Lordot 
lords, a great God, a mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: 

10:18 He doth execute the judgment ot the fatherless and 
widow, and loveth the stranger, in giving him food and rai- 
ment 

10:19 Love ye therefore the stranger: forye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt. 

10:20 Thou Shalt fear the LORD thy God; him shalt thou 
serve, and to him shalt thou cleave, and swear by his name. 
10:21 He is thy praise, and he is thy God, that hath done for 
thee these great and terrible things, which thine eyes have 
seen. 

10:22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt with threescore and 
ten persons; and now the LORD thy God hath made thee as 
the stars of heaven for multitude. 

11:1 Therefore thou shalt love the LORD thy God, and keep 
his charge, and his statutes, and his judgments, and his com- 
mandments, alway. 

11:2 And know ye this day: for I speak not with your chil- 
dren which have not known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the LORD yourGod, his greatness, his mighty 
hand, and his stretched out arm, 

11:3 And his miracles, and his acts, which he did in the midst 
of Egypt unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and unto all his 
land; 

11:4 And what he did unto the army of Egypt, unto their 
horses, and to their chariots; how he made the water of the 
Red sea to overflow them as they pursued after you, and 
how the LORD hath destroyed them unto this day; 
11:5 And what he did unto you in the wilderness, until ye 
came into this place; 

11:6 And what he did unto Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, the son of Reuben: how the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their households, and their tents, 
and all the substance that was in their possession, in the midst 
of all Israel: 

11:7 But your eyes have seen all the great acts of the LORD 
which he did. 

11:8 Therefore shall ye keep all the commandments which I 
command you this day, that ye may be strong, and go in and 
possess the land, whither ye go to possess it; 
11:9 And that ye may prolong your days in the land, which 
the LORD sware unto your fathers to give unto them and to 
their seed, a land that floweth with milk and honey. 
11:10 Fortheland, whitherthou goestinto possess it, is not 
as the land of Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou 
sowedst thy seed, and wateredst it with thy foot, as a garden 
of herbs: 

11:11 But the land, whitherye go to possess it, is a land of 
hills and valleys, and drinketh water of the rain of heaven: 
11:12 A land which the LORD thy God careth for: the eyes 
of the LORD thy God are always upon it, from the beginning 
of the year even unto the end of the year 
11: 13 And it shall come to pass, if ye shall hearken dihgently 
unto my commandments which I command you this day, to 
love the LORD your God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, 

11:14 That I will give you the rain of your land in his due 
season, the first rain and the latter rain, that thou mayest 
gather in thy com, and thy wine, and thine oil. 



11:15 And I will send grass in thy fields for thy cattle, that 
thou mayest eat and be full. 

11:16 Take heed to yourselves, that your heart be not de- 
ceived, and ye turn aside, and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 

11:17 And then the LORD'S wrath be kindled against you, 
and he shut up the heaven, that there be no rain, and that the 
land yield not her fruit; and lest ye perish quickly from off 
the good land which the LORD giveth you. 
11:18 Therefore shall ye lay up these my words in your heart 
and in your soul, and bind them for a sign upon your hand, 
that they may be as frontlets between your eyes. 
11:19 And ye shall teach them your children, speaking of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, when thou liest down, and when thou risest up. 
11:20 And thou shalt write them upon the door posts of thine 
house, and upon thy gates: 

11:21 That your days may be multiphed, and the days of 
your children, in the land which the LORD sware unto your 
fathers to give them, as the days of heaven upon the earth. 
11:22 For if ye shall dihgently keep all these commandments 
which I command you, to do them, to love the LORD your 
God, to walk in all his ways, and to cleave unto him; 
11:23 Then will the LORD drive out all these nations from 
before you, and ye shall possess greater nations and mightier 
than yourselves. 

11:24 Every place whereon the soles of your feet shall tread 
shall be yours: from the wilderness and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Euphrates, even unto the uttermost sea shall 
your coast be. 

11:25 There shall no man be able to stand beforeyou: forthe 
LORD your God shall lay the fear of you and tie dread of 
you upon all the land that ye shall tread upon, as he hath said 
unto you. 

1 1 : 2 6 B ehold, I set before you this day a blessing and a curse; 
11:27 A blessing, if ye obey the commandments of the LORD 
your God, which I command you this day: 
11:28 And a curse, if ye will not obey the commandments of 
the LORD your God, but turn aside out of the way which I 
command you this day, to go after other gods, which ye have 
not known. 

11:29 And it shall come to pass, when the LORD thy God 
hath brought thee in unto the land whither thou goest to pos- 
sess it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon mount G erizim, 
and the curse upon mount Ebal. 

11:30 Are they not on the other side Jordan, by the way where 
the sun goeth down, in the land of the Canaanites, which 
dwell in the champaign over against G ilgal, beside the plains 
of Moreh? 

11:31 Forye shall pass over Jordan to go in to possess the 
land which the LORD your God giveth you, and ye shall 
possess it, and dwell therein. 

11:32 And ye shall observe to do all the statutes and judg- 
ments which I set before you this day. 
12:1 These are the statutes and judgments, which ye shall 
observe to do in the land, which the LORD God of thy fa- 
thers giveth thee to possess it, all the days that ye live upon 
the earth. 

12:2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the places, wherein the na- 
tions which ye shall possess served their gods, upon the high 
mountains, and upon the hills, and under every green tree: 
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12:3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, and break their pil- 
lars, and Ijum their groves with fire; and ye shall hew down 
the graven images ot their gods, and destroy the names ot 
them out ot that place. 

12:4 Ye shall not do so unto the LORD your God. 
12:5 But unto the place which the LORD your God shall 
choose out of all your tribes to put his name there, even unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and thither thou shalt come: 
12:6 A nd thitherye shall bring your burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, and your tithes, and heave offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your freewill offerings, and the firstlings 
of your herds and of your flocks: 

12:7 And there ye shall eat before the LORD your God, and 
ye shall rejoice in all thatye putyourhand unto, ye and your 
households, wherein the LORD thy God hath blessed thee. 
12:8 Ye shall not do after all the things that we do here this 
day, every man whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 
12:9 Forye are not as yet come to the rest and to the inherit- 
ance, which the LORD your Godgiveth you. 
12:10 But when ye go over Jordan, and dwell in the land 
which the LORD your God giveth you to inherit, and when 
he giveth you rest from all your enemies round about, so that 
ye dwell in safety; 

12:11 Then there shall be a place which the LORD your God 
shall choose to cause his name to dwell there; thither shall 
ye bring all that I command you; your burnt offerings, and 
your sacrifices, your tithes, and the heave offering of your 
hand, and all your choice vows which ye vow unto the L RD : 
12:12 And ye shall rejoice before the LORD your God, ye, 
and your sons, and your daughters, and your menservants, 
and your maidservants, and the Levite that is within your 
gates; forasmuch as he hath no part nor inheritance with you. 
12:13 Take heed to thyself that thou offer not thy burnt of- 
ferings in every place that thou seest: 
12:14 But in the place which the LORD shall choose in one 
of thy tribes, there thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and 
there thou shalt do all that I command thee. 
12:15 Notwithstanding thou mayest kill and eat flesh in all 
thy gates, whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, according to the 
blessing of the LORD thy G od which he hath given thee: the 
unclean and the clean may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, and 
as of the hart. 

12:16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; ye shall pour it upon 
the earth as water 

12:17 Thou mayest not eat within thy gates the tithe of thy 
com, or of thy wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of thy 
herds or of thy flock, nor any of thy vows which thou vowest, 
nor thy freewill offerings, or heave offering of thine hand: 
12:18 But thou must eat them before the LORD thy God in 
the place which the LORD thy God shall choose, thou, and 
thy son, and thy daughter, and thy manservant, and thy maid- 
servant, and the Levite that is within thy gates: and thou shalt 
rejoice before the LORD thy God in all that thou puttest thine 
hands unto. 

12:19 Take heed to thyself that thou forsake not the L evite as 
long as thou livest upon the earth. 

12:20 When the LORD thy God shall enlarge thy border, as 
he hath promised thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, 
because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after 
12:21 If the place which the LORD thy God hath chosen to 



put his name there be too far from thee, then thou shalt kill 
of thy herd and of thy flock, which the LORD hath given 
thee, as I have commanded thee, and thou shalt eat in thy 
gates whatsoever thy soul lusteth after 
12:22 Even as the roebuck and the hart is eaten, so thou 
shalt eat them: the unclean and the clean shall eat of them 
alike. 

12:23 Only be sure that thou eat not the blood: for the blood 
is the life; and thou mayest not eat the life with the flesh. 
12:24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt pour it upon the earth 
as water 

12:25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go well with thee, and 
with thy children after thee, when thou shalt do that which is 
right in the sight of the LORD. 

12:26 Only thy holy things which thou hast, and thy vows, 
thou shalt take, and go unto the place which the LORD shall 
choose: 

12:27 And thou shalt offerthy burnt offerings, the flesh and 
the blood, upon the altar of the LORD thy God: and the blood 
of thy sacrifices shall be poured out upon the altar of the 
LORD thy God, and thou shalt eat the flesh. 
12:28 Observe and hear all these words which I command 
thee, that it may go well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doest that which is good and 
right in the sight of the LORD thy God. 
12:29 When the LORD thy God shall cutoff the nations from 
before thee, whither thou goest to possess them, and thou 
succeedest them, and dwellest in their land; 
12:30 Take heed to thyself that thou be not snared by follow- 
ing them, after that they be destroyed from before thee; and 
that thou enquire not after their gods, saying. How did these 
nations serve their gods? even so will I do likewise. 
12:31 Thou shalt not do so unto the LORD thy God: for 
every abomination to the LORD, which he hateth, have they 
done unto their gods; for even their sons and their daughters 
they have burnt in the fire to their gods. 
12:32 What thing soever I command you, observe to do it: 
thou shalt not add thereto, nor diminish from it. 
13:1 If there arise among you a prophet, or a dreamer of 
dreams, and giveth thee a sign or a wonder, 
13:2 And the sign or the wonder come to pass, whereof he 
spake unto thee, saying. Let us go after other gods, which 
thou hast not known, and let us serve them; 
13:3 Thou shalt not hearken unto the words of that prophet, 
or that dreamer of dreams: for the LORD your G od proveth 
you, to know whether ye love the LORD your God with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

1 3 : 4 Y e shall walk after the L R D y our G od, and fear him, 
and keep his commandments, and obey his voice, and ye 
shall serve him, and cleave unto him. 
13:5 And that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall be 
put to death; because he hath spoken to turn you away from 
the LORD your God, which brought you out of the land of 
Egypt, and redeemed you out of the house of bondage, to 
thrust thee out of the way which the LORD thy God com- 
manded thee to walk in. So shalt thou put the evil away from 
the midst of thee. 

13:6 If thy brother, the son of thy mother, or thy son, or thy 
daughter, or the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, which is as 
thine own soul, entice thee secretly, saying. Let us go and 
serve other gods, which thou hast not known, thou, nor thy 
fathers; 
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13:7 Namely, of the gods ot the people which are round about 
you, nigh unto thee, or far off from thee, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other end of the earth; 
13:8 Thou shalt not consentunto him, nor hearken unto him; 
neither shall thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, nei- 
ther shalt thou conceal him: 

13:9 But thou shalt surely kill him; thine hand shall be first 
upon him to put him to death, and afterwards the hand of all 
the people. 

13:10 And thou shalt stone him with stones, that he die; be- 
cause he hath sought to thrust thee away from the LORD thy 
God, which brought thee out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

13:11 And all Israel shall hear, and fear, and shall do no more 
any such wickedness as this is among you. 
13:12 If thou shalt hear say in one of thy cities, which the 
LORD thy God hath given thee to dwell there, saying, 
13:13 Certain men, the children of Belial, are gone out from 
among you, and have withdrawn the inhabitants of their city, 
saying. Let us go and serve other gods, which ye have not 
known; 

13:14 Then shalt thou enquire, and make search, and ask 
diligently; and, behold, if it be truth, and the thing certain, 
that such abomination is wrought among you; 
13:15 Thou shalt surely smite the inhabitants of that city with 
the edge of the sword, destroying it utterly, and all that is 
therein, and the cattle thereof, with the edge of the sword. 
13:16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil of it into the midst 
of the street thereof, and shalt bum with fire the city, and all 
the spoil thereof every whit, for the LORD thy God: and it 
shall be an heap for ever; it shall not be built again. 
13:17 And there shall cleave nought of the cursed thing to 
thine hand: that the LORD may turn from the fierceness of 
his anger, and shew thee mercy, and have compassion upon 
thee, and multiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers; 
13:18 When thou shalt hearken to the voice of the LORD 
thy God, to keep all his commandments which I command 
thee this day, to do that which is right in the eyes of the 
LORD thy God. 

14:1 Ye are the children of the LORD your God: ye shall not 
cut yourselves, nor make any baldness between your eyes 
for the dead. 

14:2 For thou art an holy people unto the LORD thy God, 
and the L RD hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto 
himself, above all the nations that are upon the earlli. 
14:3 Thou shalt not eat any abominable thing. 
14:4 These are the beasts which ye shall eat: the ox, the sheep, 
and the goat, 

14:5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the fallow deer, and the 
wild goat, and the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the chamois. 
14:6 And every beast that parteth the hoof, and cleaveth the 
cleft into two claws, and cheweth the cud among the beasts, 
that ye shall eat. 

14:7 Nevertheless these ye shall not eat of them that chew 
the cud, or of them that divide the cloven hoof; as the camel, 
and the hare, and the coney: for they chew the cud, but di- 
vide not the hoof; therefore they are unclean unto you. 
14: 8 A nd the swine, because it divideth the hoof, yet cheweth 
not the cud, it is unclean unto you: ye shall not eat of their 
flesh, nor touch their dead carcase. 
14:9 These ye shall eat of all that are in the waters: all that 



have fins and scales shall ye eat: 

14:10 And whatsoever hath not fins and scales ye may not 
eat; it is unclean unto you. 
14:11 Of all clean birds ye shall eat. 
14: 12 B ut these are they of which ye shall not eat: the eagle, 
and the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14:13 And the glede, and the kite, and the vulture after his 
kind, 

14: 14 And every raven after his kind, 
14: 15 And the owl, and the night hawk, and the cuckow, and 
the hawk after his kind, 

14:16 The little owl, and the great owl, and the swan, 
14:17 And the pelican, and the gier eagle, and the cormo- 
rant, 

14:18 And the stork, and the heron after her kind, and the 
lapwing, and the bat. 

14:19 And every creeping thing that flieth is unclean unto 
you: they shall not be eaten. 
14:20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 
14:21 Ye shall not eat of any thing that dieth of itself: thou 
shalt give it unto the stranger that is in thy gates, that he may 
eat it; or thou mayest sell it unto an alien: for thou art an holy 
people unto the LORD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a kid 
in his mother's milk. 

14:22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that 
the field bringeth forth year by yean 
14:23 And thou shalt eat before the LORD thy God, in the 
place which he shall choose to place his name there, the tithe 
of thy com, of thy wine, and of thine oil, and the firstlings of 
thy herds and of thy flocks; that thou mayest leam to fear the 
LORD thy God always. 

14:24 A nd if the way be too long for thee, so that thou art not 
able to cany it; or if the place be too far from thee, which the 
LORD thy God shall choose to set his name there, when the 
LORD thy God hath blessed thee: 

14:25 Then shalt thou tum it into money, and bind up the 
money in thine hand, and shalt go unto the place which the 
LORD thy God shall choose: 

14:26Andthou shalt bestow that money for whatsoever thy 
soul lusteth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or for 
strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul desireth: and thou 
shalt eat there before the LORD thy God, and thou shalt re- 
joice, thou, and thine household, 

14:27 And the Levite that is within thy gates; thou shalt not 
forsake him; for he hath no part nor inheritance with thee. 
14:28 At the end of three years thou shalt bring forth all the 
tithe of thine increase the same year, and shalt lay itup within 
thy gates: 

14:29 And the Levite, (because he hath no part nor inherit- 
ance with thee,) and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, which are within thy gates, shall come, and shall eat 
and be satisfied; that the LORD thy God may bless thee in 
all the work of thine hand which thou doest. 
15:1 At the end of every seven years thou shalt make a re- 
lease. 

15:2 And this is the manner of the release: Every creditor 
that lendeth ought unto his neighbour shall release it; he shall 
not exact it of his neighbour, or of his brother; because it is 
called the LORD'S release. 

15:3 f a foreigner thou mayest exact it again: but that which 
is thine with thy brother thine hand shall release; 
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15:4 Save when there shall be no poor among you; for the 
LORD shall greatly bless thee in the land which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it: 
15:5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto the voice of the 
LORD thy God, to observe to do all these commandments 
which I command thee this day. 

15:6 For the LORD thy God blesseth thee, as he promised 
thee: and thou shalt lend unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not borrow; and thou shalt reign over many nations, but they 
shall not reign over thee. 

15:7 If there be among you a poor man of one of thy breth- 
ren within any of thy gates in thy land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine heart, nor shut 
thine hand from thy poor brother: 

15:8 Butthou shalt open thine hand wide unto him, and shalt 
surely lend him sufficient for his need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

15:9 B eware that there be not a thought in thy wicked heart, 
saying. The seventh year, the year of release, is at hand; and 
thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, and thou givest 
him nought; and he ciy unto the LORD against thee, and it 
be sin unto thee. 

15:10 Thou shalt surely give him, and thine heart shall not 
be grieved when thou givest unto him: because that for this 
thing the LORD thy God shall bless thee in all thy works, 
and in all that thou puttest thine hand unto. 
15:11 For the poor shall never cease out of the land: there- 
fore I command thee, saying. Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and to thy needy, in thy 
land. 

15:12 And if thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew 
woman, be sold unto thee, and serve thee six years; then in 
the seventh year thou shalt let him go free from thee. 
15:13 And when thou sendest him out free from thee, thou 
shalt not let him go away empty: 

15:14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally out of thy flock, and 
out of thy floor, and out of thy winepress: of that wherewith 
the LORD thy God hath blessed thee thou shalt give unto 
him. 

15:15 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in 
the land of Egypt, and the LORD thy God redeemed thee: 
therefore I command thee this thing to day. 
15:16 And it shall be, if he say unto thee, I will not go away 
from thee; because he loveth thee and thine house, because 
he is well with thee; 

15:17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and thrust it through his 
ear unto the door, and he shall be thy servant for even And 
also unto thy maidservant thou shalt do likewise. 
15:18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, when thou sendest 
him away free from thee; for he hath been worth a double 
hired servant to thee, in serving thee six years: and the LORD 
thy God shall bless thee in all that thou doest. 
15: 19 All the firstling males that come of thy herd and of thy 
flock thou shalt sanctify unto the LORD thy God: thou shalt 
do no work with the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear the 
firstling of thy sheep. 

15:20 Thou shalt eat it before the LORD thy God year by 
year in the place which the L RD shall choose, thou and thy 
household. 

15:21Andif there be any blemish therein, as if it be lame, or 
blind, or have any ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto 
the LORD thy God. 



15:22 Thou shalt eat it within thy gates: the unclean and the 
clean person shall eat it alike, as the roebuck, and as the hart. 
15:23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood thereof; thou shalt 
pour it upon the ground as water 

16:1 Observe the month of A bib, and keep the passover unto 
the LORD thy God: for in the month of Abib the LORD thy 
God brought thee forth out of Egypt by night. 
16:2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the passover unto the 
LORD thy God, of the flock and the herd, in the place which 
the LORD shall choose to place his name there. 
16:3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread with it; seven days 
shalt thou eat unleavened bread therewith, even the bread of 
affliction; for thou camest forth out of the land of Egypt in 
haste: that thou mayest remember the day when thou camest 
forth out of the land of Egypt all the days of thy life. 
16:4 And there shall be no leavened bread seen with thee in 
all thy coast seven days; neither shall there any thing of the 
flesh, which thou sacrificedst the first day at even, remain all 
night until the morning. 

16:5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the passover within any of 
thy gates, which the LORD thy God giveth thee: 
16:6 Butatthe place which the LORD thy God shall choose 
to place his name in, there thou shalt sacrifice the passover 
at even, at the going down of the sun, at the season that thou 
camest forth out of Egypt. 

16:7 And thou shalt roast and eat it in the place which the 
LORD thy God shall choose: and thou shalt turn in the morn- 
ing, and go unto thy tents. 

16:8 Six days thou shalt eat unleavened bread: and on the 
seventh day shall be a solemn assembly to the LORD thy 
God: thou shalt do no work therein. 
16:9 Seven weeks shalt thou numberunto thee: begin to num- 
ber the seven weeks from such time as thou beginnestto put 
the sickle to the com. 

16: 10 A nd thou shalt keep the feast of weeks unto the L RD 
thy G od with a tribute of a freewill offering of thine hand, 
which thou shalt give unto the LORD thy God, according as 
the LORD thy God hath blessed thee: 
16:11 And thou shalt rejoice before the LORD thy God, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy manservant and thy 
maidservant, and the Levite that is within thy gates, and the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, that are among 
you, in the place which the LORD thy God hath chosen to 
place his name there. 

16: 12 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in 
Egypt: and thou shalt observe and do these statutes. 
16:13 Thou shalt observe the feast of tabernacles seven days, 
after that thou hast gathered in thy com and thy wine: 
16:14 And thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, thou, and thy son, 
and thy daughter, and thy manservant, and thy maidservant, 
and the L evite, the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, 
that are within thy gates. 

16:15 Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn feast unto the 
LORD thy God in the place which the LORD shall choose: 
because the LORD thy God shall bless thee in all thine in- 
crease, and in all the works of thine hands, therefore thou 
shalt surely rejoice. 

16:16 Three times in a year shall all thy males appear before 
the LORD thy God in the place which he shall choose; in the 
feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast of weeks, and in 
the feast of tabemacles: and they shall not appear before the 
LORD empty: 
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16:17 Every man shall give as he is able, according to the 
blessing of the LORD thy God which he hath given thee. 
16:18 Judges and officers shalt thou make thee in all thy 
gates, which the L RD thy G od giveth thee, throughout thy 
tribes: and they shall judge the people with just judgment. 
16:19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; thou shalt not respect 
persons, neither take a gift: for a gift doth blind the eyes of 
the wise, and pervert the words of the righteous. 
16:20 That which is altogether just shalt thou follow, that 
thou may est live, and inherit the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee. 

16:21 Thou shalt not plant thee a grove of any trees near 
unto the altar of the LORD thy God, which thou shalt make 
thee. 

16:22 Neither shalt thou set thee up any image; which the 
LORD thy God hateth. 

17:1 Thou shalt not sacrifice unto the LORD thy God any 
bullock, or sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evilfavouredness: for that is an abomination unto the LORD 
thy God. 

17:2 If there be found among you, within any of thy gates 
which the LORD thy God giveth thee, man or woman, that 
hath wrought wickedness in the sight of the LORD thy God, 
in transgressing his covenant, 

17:3 And hath gone and served other gods, and worshipped 
them, either the sun, or moon, or any of the host of heaven, 
which I have not commanded; 

17:4 And it be told thee, and thou hast heard of it, and en- 
quired diligently, and, behold, it be true, and the thing cer- 
tain, that such abomination is wrought in Israel: 
17:5 Then shalt thou bring forth that man or that woman, 
which have committed that wicked thing, unto thy gates, even 
that man or that woman, and shalt stone them with stones, 
till they die. 

17:6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or three witnesses, shall 
he that is worthy of death be put to death; but at the mouth of 
one witness he shall not be put to death. 
17:7 The hands of the witnesses shall be first upon him to 
put him to death, and afterward the hands of all the people. 
So thou shalt put the evil away from among you. 
17:8 If there arise a matter too hard for thee in judgment, 
between blood and blood, between plea and plea, and be- 
tween stroke and stroke, being matters of controversy within 
thy gates: then shalt thou arise, and get thee up into the place 
which the LORD thy God shall choose; 
17:9 And thou shalt come unto the priests the Levites, and 
unto the judge that shall be in those days, and enquire; and 
they shall shew thee the sentence of judgment: 
17:10 And thou shalt do according to the sentence, which 
they of that place which the LORD shall choose shall shew 
thee; and thou shalt observe to do according to all that they 
inform thee: 

17:11 According to the sentence of the law which they shall 
teach thee, and according to the judgment which they shall 
tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt not decline from the sen- 
tence which they shall shew thee, to the right hand, nor to 
the left. 

17:12 And the man that will do presumptuously, and will not 
hearken unto the priest that standeth to minister there before 
the LORD thy God, or unto the judge, even that man shall 
die: and thou shalt put away the evil from Israel. 



17:13And all the people shall hear, and fear, and do no more 
presumptuously. 

17:14 When thou art come unto the land which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell 
therein, and shalt say, I will set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me; 

17:15 Thou shalt in any wise set him king over thee, whom 
the LORD thy God shall choose: one from among thy breth- 
ren shalt thou set king over thee: thou may est not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother 
17: 16 But he shall not multiply horses to himself, nor cause 
the people to return to Egypt, to the end that he should mul- 
tiply horses: forasmuch as the LORD hath said unto you. Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that way. 
17:17 Neither shall he multiply wives to himself, that his 
heart turn not away: neither shall he greatly multiply to him- 
self silver and gold. 

17: 18 And it shall be, when he sitteth upon the throne of his 
kingdom, that he shall write him a copy of this law in a book 
out of that which is before the priests the Levites: 
17:19 And it shall be with him, and he shall read therein all 
the days of his life: that he may learn to fear the LORD his 
God, to keep all the words of tiis law and these statutes, to 
do them: 

17:20 That his heart be not lifted up above his brethren, and 
that he turn not aside from the commandment, to the right 
hand, or to the left: to the end that he may prolong his days 
in his kingdom, he, and his children, in the midst of Israel. 
18:1 The priests the Levites, and all the tribe of Levi, shall 
have no part nor inheritance with Israel: they shall eat the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, and his inheritance. 
18:2 Therefore shall they have no inheritance among their 
brethren: the L RD is their inheritance, as he hath said unto 
them. 

18:3 And this shall be the priest's due from the people, from 
them that offer a sacrifice, whether it be ox or sheep; and 
they shall give unto the priest the shoulder, and the two 
cheeks, and the maw. 

18:4 The firstfruit also of thy com, of thy wine, and of thine 
oil, and the first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give 
him. 

18:5 For the LORD thy God hath chosen him out of all thy 
tribes, to stand to minister in the name of the LORD, him 
and his sons for even 

18:6 And if a Levite come from any of thy gates out of all 
Israel, where he sojourned, and come with all the desire of 
his mind unto the place which the LORD shall choose; 
18:7 Then he shall minister in the name of the LORD his 
God, as all his brethren the Levites do, which stand there 
befoiB the LORD. 

18:8 They shall have like portions to eat, beside that which 
Cometh of the sale of his patrimony. 
18:9 When thou art come into the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, thou shalt not learn to do after the abomi- 
nations of those nations. 

18:10 There shall not be found among you any one that 
maketh his son or his daughter to pass through the fire, or 
that useth divination, or an observer of times, or an enchanter, 
or a witch, 

18:11 Or a charmer, or a consulter with familiar spirits, or a 
wizard, or a necromancer 
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18:12 For all that do these things are an abomination unto 
the LORD: and because of these abominations the LORD 
thy God doth drive them out from before thee. 
18:13 Thou Shalt be perfect with the LORD thy God. 
18: 14 Forthese nations, which thou shalt possess, hearkened 
unto observers ot times, and unto diviners: but as tor thee, 
the LORD thy God hath not suffered thee so to do. 
18:15 The LORD thy God will raise up unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; unto 
him ye shall hearken; 

18:16 According to all that thou desiredst of the LORD thy 
God in Horeb in the day of the assembly, saying. Let me not 
hear again the voice of the L RD my G od, neither let me see 
this great fire any more, that I die not. 
18:17 And the LORD said unto me. They have well spoken 
that which they have spoken. 

18:18 1 will raise them up a Prophet from among their breth- 
ren, like unto thee, and will put my words in his mouth; and 
he shall speak unto them all that I shall command him. 
18:19 And it shall come to pass, that whosoever will not 
hearken unto my words which he shall speak in my name, I 
will require it of him. 

18:20 But the prophet, which shall presume to speak a word 
in my name, which I have not commanded him to speak, or 
that shall speak in the name of other gods, even that prophet 
shall die. 

18:21 And if thou say in thine heart. How shall we know the 
word which the LORD hath not spoken? 
18:22 When a prophet speaketh in the name of the LORD, if 
the thing follow not, nor come to pass, that is the thing which 
the LORD hath not spoken, but the prophet hath spoken it 
presumptuously: thou shalt not be afraid of him. 
19:1 When the LORD thy God hath cut off the nations, whose 
land the LORD thy God giveth thee, and thou succeedest 
them, and dwellest in their cities, and in their houses; 
19:2 Thou shalt separate three cities for thee in the midst of 
thy land, which the LORD thy God giveth thee to possess it. 
19:3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and divide the coasts of 
thy land, which the LORD thy God giveth thee to inherit, 
into three parts, that every slayer may flee thither 
19:4 And this is the case of the slayer, which shall flee thither, 
that he may live: Whoso killeth his neighbour ignorantly, 
whom he hated not in time past; 

19:5 As when a man goeth into the wood with his neighbour 
to hew wood, and his hand fetcheth a stroke with the axe to 
cut down the tree, and the head slippeth from the helve, and 
lighteth upon his neighbour, that he die; he shall flee unto 
one of those cities, and live: 

19:6 Lest the avenger of the blood pursue the slayer, while 
his heart is hot, and overtake him, because the way is long, 
and slay him; whereas he was not worthy of death, inasmuch 
as he hated him not in time past 

19:7 Wherefore I command thee, saying. Thou shalt sepa- 
rate three cities for thee. 

19:8 And if the LORD thy God enlarge thy coast, as he hath 
sworn unto thy fathers, and give thee all the land which he 
promised to give unto thy fathers; 

19:9 If thou shalt keep all these commandments to do them, 
which I command thee this day, to love the LORD thy God, 
and to walk ever in his ways; then shalt thou add three cities 
more for thee, beside these three: 



19:10 That innocent blood be not shed in thy land, which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, and so blood 
be upon thee. 

19:11 But if any man hate his neighbour, and lie in wait for 
him, and rise up against him, and smite him mortally that he 
die, and fleeth into one of these cities: 
19:12 Then the elders of his city shall send and fetch him 
thence, and deliver him into the hand of the avenger of blood, 
that he may die. 

19:13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but thou shalt put away 
the guilt of innocent blood from Israel, that it may go well 
with thee. 

19: 14 Thou shalt not remove thy neighbour's landmark, which 
they of old time have set in thine inheritance, which thou 
shalt inherit in the land that the LORD thy God giveth thee 
to possess it. 

19:15 One witness shall not rise up against a man for any 
iniquity, or for any sin, in any sin that he sinneth: at the mouth 
of two witnesses, or at the mouth of three witnesses, shall 
the matter be established. 

19:16 If a false witness rise up against any man to testify 
against him that which is wrong; 

19:17 Then both the men, between whom the controversy is, 
shall stand before the LORD, before the priests and the 
judges, which shall be in those days; 
19:18 And the judges shall make diligent inquisition: and, 
behold, if the witness be a false witness, and hath testified 
falsely against his brother; 

19:19 Then shall ye do unto him, as he had thought to have 
done unto his brother: so shalt thou put the evil away from 
among you. 

19:20 And those which remain shall hear, and fear, and shall 
henceforth commit no more any such evil among you. 
19:21 And thine eye shall not pity; but hfe shall go for life, 
eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot. 
20:1 When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, 
and seest horses, and chariots, and a people more than thou, 
be not afraid of them: for the LORD thy God is with thee, 
which brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. 
20:2 And it shall be, when ye are come nigh unto the battle, 
that the priest shall approach and speak unto the people, 
20:3 And shall say unto them. Hear, Israel, ye approach 
this day unto battle against your enemies: let not your hearts 
faint, fear not, and do not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

20:4 For the LORD your God is he that goeth with you, to 
fight for you against your enemies, to save you. 
20:5 And the officers shall speak unto the people, saying. 
What man is there that hath built a new house, and hati not 
dedicated it? let him go and return to his house, lest he die in 
the battle, and another man dedicate it 
20:6 And what man is he that hath planted a vineyard, and 
hath not yet eaten of it? let him also go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and another man eat of it. 
20:7 And what man is there that hath betrothed a wife, and 
hath not taken her? let him go and return unto his house, lest 
he die in the battle, and another man take her 
20:8 And the officers shall speak further unto the people, 
and they shall say, W hat man is there that is fearful and faint- 
hearted? let him go and return unto his house, lest his 
brethren's heart faint as well as his heart 
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20:9 And it shall be, when the officers have made an end of 
speaking unto the people, that they shall make captains of 
the annies to lead liie people. 

20:10 When thou comest nigh unto a city to fight against it, 
then proclaim peace unto it. 

20:11 And it shall be, if it make thee answer of peace, and 
open unto thee, then it shall be, that all the people that is 
found therein shall be tributaries unto thee, and they shall 
serve thee. 

20:12 And if it will make no peace with thee, but will make 
war against thee, then thou shalt besiege it: 
20:13 And when the LORD thy God hath deliveiBd it into 
thine hands, thou shalt smite every male thereof with the 
edge of the sword: 

20:14 But the women, and the little ones, and the cattle, and 
all that is in the city, even all the spoil thereof, shalt thou 
take unto thyself; and thou shalt eat the spoil of thine en- 
emies, which the LORD thy God hath given thee. 
20:15 Thus shalt thou do unto all the cities which are very 
far off from thee, which are not of the cities of these nations. 
20:16 Butof the cities of these people, which the LORD thy 
God doth give thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save alive 
nothing that breatheth: 

20:17 Butthou shaltutterly destroy them; namely, the Hittites, 
and the Amorites, the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, the 
Hivites, and thejebusites; as the LORD thy God hath com- 
manded thee: 

20:18 That they teach you not to do after all their abomina- 
tions, which they have done unto their gods; so should ye 
sin against the LORD your God. 

20:19 When thou shalt besiege a city a long time, in making 
war against it to take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees thereof 
by forcing an axe against them: for thou mayest eat of them, 
and thou shalt not cut them down (for the tree of the field is 
man's life) to employ them in the siege: 
20:20 Only the trees which thou knowest that they be not 
trees for meat, thou shalt destroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the city that maketh war 
with thee, until it be subdued. 

21:1 If one be found slain in the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee to possess it, lying in the field, and it be not 
known who hath slain him: 

21:2 Then thy elders and thy judges shall come forth, and 
they shall measure unto the cities which are round about him 
that is slain: 

2 1 : 3 A nd it shall be, that the city which is next unto the slain 
man, even the elders of that city shall take an heifer, which 
hath not been wrought with, and which hath not drawn in the 
yoke; 

21:4 And the elders of that city shall bring down the heifer 
unto a rough valley, which is neither eared nor sown, and 
shall strike off the heifer's neck there in the valley: 
21:5 And the priests the sons of Levi shall come near; for 
them the LORD thy God hath chosen to minister unto him, 
and to bless in the name of the LORD; and by their word 
shall every controversy and every stroke be tried: 
21:6 And all the elders of that city, that are next unto the 
slain man, shall wash their hands over the heifer that is be- 
headed in the valley: 

21:7Andthey shall answerand say. Our hands have notshed 
this blood, neither have our eyes seen it. 



21:8 Be merciful, LORD, unto thy people Israel, whom 
thou hast redeemed, and lay not innocent blood unto thy 
people of Israel's charge. And the blood shall be forgiven 
them. 

21:9 So shaltthouputaway the guilt of innocent blood from 
among you, when thou shalt do that which is right in the 
sight of the LORD. 

21:10 When thou goest forth to war against thine enemies, 
and the LORD thy God hath delivered them into thine hands, 
and thou hast taken them captive, 

21:11 And seest among the captives a beautiful woman, and 
hast a desire unto her, that thou wouldest have her to thy 
wife; 

21:12 Then thou shalt bring her home to thine house; and 
she shall shave her head, and pare her nails; 
2 1 : 1 3 A nd she shall put the raiment of her captivity from off 
her, and shall remain in thine house, and bewail her father 
and her mother a full month: and after that thou shalt go in 
unto her, and be her husband, and she shall be thy wife. 
21:14 And it shall be, if thou have no delight in her, then 
thou shalt let her go whither she will; but thou shalt not sell 
her at all for money, thou shalt not make merchandise of her, 
because thou hast humbled her 

21:15 If a man have two wives, one beloved, and another 
hated, and they have bom him children, both the beloved 
and the hated; and if the firstborn son be hers that was hated: 
21:16 Then it shall be, when he maketh his sons to inherit 
that which he hath, that he may not make the son of the be- 
loved firstborn before the son of the hated, which is indeed 
the firstborn: 

21:17 But he shall acknowledge the son of the hated for the 
firstborn, by giving him a double portion of all that he hath: 
for he is the beginning of his strength; the right of the first- 
bom is his. 

21:18 If a man have a stubbom and rebellious son, which 
will not obey the voice of his father, or the voice of his mother, 
and that, when they have chastened him, will not hearken 
unto them: 

21:19 Then shall his father and his mother lay hold on him, 
and bring him out unto the elders of his city, and unto the 
gate of his place; 

21:20 And they shall say unto the elders of his city. This our 
son is stubbom and rebelhous, he will not obey our voice; 
he is a glutton, and a drunkard. 

2 1 :2 1 A nd all the men of his city shall stone him with stones, 
that he die: so shalt thou put evil away from among you; and 
all Israel shall hear, and tear 

21:22 And if a man have committed a sin worthy of death, 
and he be to be put to death, and thou hang him on a tree: 
21:23 His body shall not remain all night upon the tree, but 
thou shalt in any wise buiy him that day; (for he that is hanged 
is accursed of God;) that thy land be not defiled, which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. 
22:1 Thou shalt not see thy brother's ox or his sheep go astray, 
and hide thyself from them: thou shalt in any case bring them 
again unto thy brother 

22:2 And if thy brother be not nigh unto thee, or if thou 
know him not, then thou shalt bring it unto thine own house, 
and it shall be with thee until thy brother seek after it, and 
thou shalt restore it to him again. 
22:3 In like manner shalt thou do with his ass; and so shalt 
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thou do with his raiment; and with all lost thing ot thy 
brother's, which he hath lost, and thou hast found, shalt thou 
do likewise: thou mayest not hide thyself. 
22:4 Thou shalt not see thy brother's ass or his ox fall down 
by the way, and hide thyself from them: thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

22:5 The woman shall not wear that which pertaineth unto a 
man, neither shall a man put on a woman's garment: for all 
that do so are abomination unto the LORD thy God. 
22:6 If a bird's nest chance to be before thee in the way in 
any tree, or on the ground, whether they be young ones, or 
eggs, and the dam sitting upon the young, or upon the eggs, 
thou shalt not take the dam with the young: 
22:7 But thou shalt in any wise let the dam go, and take the 
young to thee; that it may be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days. 

22:8 When thou buildest a new house, then thou shalt make 
a battlement for thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon 
thine house, if any man fall from thence. 
22:9 Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard with divers seeds: lest 
the fruit of thy seed which thou hast sown, and the fruit of 
thy vineyard, be defiled. 

22:10 Thou shalt not plow with an ox and an ass together 
22:11 Thou shalt not wear a garment of divers sorts, as of 
woollen and linen together 

22:12 Thou shalt make thee fringes upon the four quarters of 
thy vesture, wherewith thou coverest thyself. 
22:13 If any man take a wife, and go in unto her, and hate 
her, 

22:14 And give occasions of speech against her, and bring 
up an evil name upon her, and say, I took this woman, and 
when I came to her, I found her not a maid: 
22:15 Then shall the father of the damsel, and her mother, 
take and bring forth the tokens of the damsel's virginity unto 
the elders of the city in the gate: 

22:16 And the damsel's father shall say unto the elders, I 
gave my daughter unto this man to wife, and he hateth her; 
22:17 And, lo, he hath given occasions of speech against 
her, saying, I found not thy daughter a maid; and yet these 
are the tokens of my daughter's virginity. And they shall 
spread the cloth before the elders of the city. 
22:18 And the elders of that city shall take that man and 
chastise him; 

22:19 And they shall amerce him in an hundred shekels of 
silver, and give them unto the father of the damsel, because 
he hath brought up an evil name upon a virgin of Israel: and 
she shall be his wife; he may not put her away all his days. 
22:20 Butif this thing be true, and the tokens of virginity be 
not found for the damsel: 

22:21 Then they shall bring out the damsel to the door of her 
father's house, and the men of her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she hath wrought folly in Israel, 
to play the whore in her father's house: so shalt thou put evil 
away from among you. 

22:22 If a man be found lying with a woman married to an 
husband, then they shall both of them die, both the man that 
lay with the woman, and the woman: so shalt thou put away 
evil from Israel. 

22:23 If a damsel that is a virgin be betrothed unto an hus- 
band, and a man find her in the city, and lie with her; 
22:24 Then ye shall bring them both out unto the gate of that 



city, and ye shall stone them with stones that they die; the 
damsel, because she cried not, being in the city; and the man, 
because he hath humbled his neighbour's wife: so thou shalt 
put away evil from among you. 

22:25 But if a man find a betrothed damsel in the field, and 
the man force her, and lie with her: then the man only that 
lay with her shall die: 

22:26 But unto the damsel thou shalt do nothing; there is in 
the damsel no sin worthy of death: for as when a man riseth 
against his neighbour, and slayeth him, even so is this mat- 
ter: 

22:27 For he found her in the field, and the betrothed damsel 
cried, and there was none to save her 
22:28 If a man find a damsel that is a virgin, which is not 
betrothed, and lay hold on her, and lie with her, and they be 
found; 

22:29 Then the man that lay with her shall give unto the 
damsel's father fifty shekels of silver, and she shall be his 
wife; because he hath humbled her, he may not put her away 
all his days. 

22:30 A man shall not take his father's wife, nor discover his 
father's skirt. 

23:1 He that is wounded in the stones, or hath his privy mem- 
ber cut off, shall not enter into the congregation of the L RD . 
23:2 A bastard shall not enter into the congregation of the 
LORD; even to his tenth generation shall he not enter into 
the congregation of the LORD . 

23:3 An Ammonite or Moabite shall not enter into the con- 
gregation of the LORD ; even to their tenth generation shall 
they not enter into the congregation of the LORD for ever: 
23:4 B ecause they met you not with bread and with water in 
the way, when ye came forth out of Egypt; and because they 
hired against thee Balaam the son of Beor of Pethor of 
Mesopotamia, to curse thee. 

23:5 Nevertheless the LORD thy God would not hearken 
unto Balaam; but the LORD thy God turned the curse into a 
blessing unto thee, because the LORD thy God loved thee. 
23:6 Thou shalt not seek their peace nor their prosperity all 
thy days for ever 

23:7 Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite; for he is thy brother: 
thou shalt not abhor an E gy ptian; because thou wast a stranger 
in his land. 

23:8 The children that are begotten of them shall enter into 
the congregation of the LORD in their third generation. 
23:9 When the host goeth forth against thine enemies, then 
keep thee from every wicked thing. 
23:10 If there be among you any man, that is not clean by 
reason of uncleanness that chanceth him by night, then shall 
he go abroad out of the camp, he shall not come within the 
camp: 

23: 11 But it shall be, when evening cometh on, he shall wash 
himself with water: and when the sun is down, he shall come 
into the camp again. 

23:12 Thou shalt have a place also without the camp, whither 
thou shalt go forth abroad: 

23:13 And thou shalt have a paddle upon thy weapon; and it 
shall be, when thou wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig 
therewith, and shalt turn back and cover that which cometh 
from thee: 

23:14 For the LORD thy God walketh in the midst of thy 
camp, to deliver thee, and to give up thine enemies before 
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thee; therefore shall thy camp be holy: that he see no un- 
clean thing in thee, and turn away from thee. 
23:15 Thou shalt not deliver unto his master theservantwhich 
is escaped from his master unto thee: 
23: 16 H e shall dwell with thee, even among you, in that place 
which he shall choose in one ot thy gates, where it liketh 
him best: thou shalt not oppress him. 
23:17 There shall be no whore of the daughters of Israel, nor 
a sodomite of the sons of Israel. 

23:18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of a whore, or the price 
of a dog, into the house of the LORD thy God for any vow: 
for even both these are abomination unto the LORD thy God. 
23:19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy brother; usury 
of money, usury of victuals, usury of any thing that is lent 
upon usury: 

23:20 Unto a stranger thou mayest lend upon usury; butunto 
thy brother thou shalt not lend upon usury: that the LORD 
thy God may bless thee in all that thou settest thine hand to 
in the land whither thou goest to possess it. 
23:21 When thou shalt vow a vow unto the LORD thy God, 
thou shalt not slack to pay it: for the LORD thy God will 
surely require it of thee; and it would be sin in thee. 
23:22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in 
thee. 

23:23 That which is gone out of thy lips thou shalt keep and 
perform; even a freewill offering, according as thou hast 
vowed unto the LORD thy God, which thou hast promised 
with thy mouth. 

23:24 When thou comest into thy neighbour's vineyard, then 
thou mayest eat grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure; but 
thou shalt not put any in thy vessel. 
23:25 When thou comest into the standing com of thy 
neighbour, then thou mayest pluck the ears with thine hand; 
but thou shalt not move a sickle unto thy neighbour's stand- 
ing com. 

24:1 When a man hath taken a wife, and married her, and it 
come to pass that she find no favour in his eyes, because he 
hath found some uncleanness in her: then let him write her a 
bill of divorcement, and give it in her hand, and send her out 
of his house. 

24:2 And when she is departed out of his house, she may go 
and be another man's wife. 

24:3 A nd if the latter husband hate her, and write her a bill of 
divorcement, and giveth it in her hand, and sendeth her out 
of his house; or if the latter husband die, which took her to 
be his wife; 

24:4 Her former husband, which sent her away, may not take 
her again to be his wife, after that she is defiled; tor that is 
abomination before the LORD: and thou shalt not cause the 
land to sin, which the LORD thy God giveth thee for an in- 
heritance. 

24:5 When a man hath taken a new wife, he shall not go out 
to war, neither shall he be charged with any business: but he 
shall be free at home one year, and shall cheer up his wife 
which he hath taken. 

24:6 No man shall take the nether or the upper millstone to 
pledge: for he taketh a man's life to pledge. 
24:7 If a man be found stealing any of his brethren of the 
children of Israel, and maketh merchandise of him, orselleth 
him; then that thief shall die; and thou shalt put evil away 
from among you. 



24:8 Take heed in the plague of leprosy, that thou observe 
diligently, and do according to all that the priests the Levites 
shall teach you: as I commanded them, so ye shall observe to 
do. 

24:9 Remember what the LORD thy God did unto Miriam 
by the way, after that ye were come forth out of Egypt. 
24:10 When thou dost lend thy brother any thing, thou shalt 
not go into his house to fetch his pledge. 
24:11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the man to whom thou 
dost lend shall bring out the pledge abroad unto thee. 
24:12 And if the man be poor, thou shalt not sleep with his 
pledge: 

24:13 In any case thou shalt deliver him the pledge again 
when the sun goeth down, that he may sleep in his own rai- 
ment, and bless thee: and it shall be righteousness unto thee 
befoiB the LORD thy God. 

24:14 Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant that is poor 
and needy, whether he be of thy brethren, or of thy strangers 
that are in thy land within thy gates: 
24:15 At his day thou shalt give him his hire, neither shall 
the sun go down upon it; for he is poor, and setteth his heart 
upon it: lest he ciy against thee unto the LORD, and it be sin 
unto thee. 

24:16 The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, 
neither shall the children be put to death for the fathers: ev- 
ery man shall be put to death for his own sin. 
24:17 Thou shalt not pervert the judgment of the stranger, 
nor of the fatherless; nor take a widow's raiment to pledge: 
24:18 But thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in 
Egypt, and the LORD thy God redeemed thee thence: there- 
fore I command thee to do this thing. 
24: 19 When thou cuttest down thine harvest in thy field, and 
hast forgot a sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go again to 
fetch it: it shall be for the stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow: that the LORD thy God may bless thee in all the 
work of thine hands. 

24:20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, thou shalt not go 
over the boughs again: it shall be for the stranger, for the 
fatherless, and for the widow. 

24:21 When thou gatherest the grapes of thy vineyard, thou 
shalt not glean it afterward: it shall be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the widow. 

24:22 And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bondman in 
the land of Egypt: therefore I command thee to do this thing. 
25:1 If there be a controversy between men, and they come 
unto judgment, that the judges may judge them; then they 
shall justify the righteous, and condemn the wicked. 
25:2 And it shall be, if the wicked man be worthy to be beaten, 
that the judge shall cause him to lie down, and to be beaten 
before his face, according to his fault, by a certain number 
25:3 Forty stripes he may give him, and not exceed: lest, if 
he should exceed, and beat him above these with many stripes, 
then thy brother should seem vile unto thee. 
25:4 Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when he treadeth out the 
com. 

25:5 If brethren dwell together, and one of them die, and 
have no child, the wife of the dead shall not many without 
unto a stranger her husband's brother shall go in unto her, 
and take her to him to wife, and perform the duty of an 
husband's brother unto her 
25:6 And it shall be, that the firstbom which she beareth

shall succeed in the name ot his brother which is dead, that 
his name be not put out ot Israel. 

25:7 And if the man like not to take his brother's wife, then 
let his brother's wife go up to the gate unto the elders, and 
say. My husband's brother refuseth to raise up unto his brother 
a name in Israel, he will not perform the duty of my husband's 
brother 

25:8 Then the elders of his city shall call him, and speak 
unto him: and if he stand to it, and say, I like not to take her; 
25:9 Then shall his brother's wife come unto him in the pres- 
ence of the elders, and loose his shoe from off his foot, and 
spit in his face, and shall answer and say. So shall it be done 
unto that man that will not build up his brother's house.

25:13 Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers weights, a great 
and a small. 

25:14 Thou shalt not have in thine house divers measures, a 
great and a small. 

2 5 : 1 5 B ut thou shalt have a perfect and just weight, a perfect 
and just measure shaltthou have: that thy days may be length- 
ened in the land which the LORD thy God giveti thee. 
25 : 1 6 For all that do such things, and all that do unrighteously, 
are an abomination unto the LORD thy God. 
25:17 Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way, 
when ye were come forth out of Egypt; 
25:18 How he met thee by the way, and smote the hindmost 
of thee, even all that were feeble behind thee, when thou 
wast faint and weaiy; and he feared not God. 
25:19 TheiBfoiB it shall be, when the LORD thy God hath 
given thee rest from all thine enemies round about, in the 
land which the LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance 
to possess it, that thou shalt blot out the remembrance of 
Amalek from under heaven; thou shalt not forget it. 
26:1 And it shall be, when thou art come in unto the land 
which the L RD thy G od giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
possessest it, and dwellest therein; 

26:2 That thou shalt take of the first of all the fruit of the 
earth, which thou shalt bring of thy land that the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, and shalt put it in a basket, and shalt go 
unto the place which the L RD thy G od shall choose to place 
his name there. 

26:3 And thou shalt go unto the priest that shall be in those 
days, and say unto him, I profess this day unto the LORD 
thy God, that I am come unto the country which the LORD 
sware unto our fathers for to give us.

26:15 Look down from thy holy habitation, from heaven, 
and bless thy people Israel, and the land which thou hast 
given us, as thou swarest unto our fathers, a land that floweth 
with milk and honey. 

26:16 This day the LORD thy God hath commanded thee to 
do these statutes and judgments: thou shalt therefore keep 
and do them with all tiiine heart, and with all thy soul. 
26: 17 Thou hast avouched the LORD this day to be thy God, 
and to walk in his ways, and to keep his statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, and to hearken unto his 
voice: 

26:18 And the LORD hath avouched thee this day to be his 
peculiar people, as he hath promised thee, and that thou 
shouldest keep all his commandments; 
26:19 And to make thee high above all nations which he 
hath made, in praise, and in name, and in honour; and that 
thou may est be an holy people unto the LORD thy God, as 
he hath spoken. 

27:1 And Moses with the elders of Israel commanded the 
people, saying. Keep all the commandments which I com- 
mand you this day. 

27:2 And it shall be on the day when ye shall pass overjor- 
dan unto the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee, that 
thou shalt set thee up great stones, and plaister them with 
plaister: 

27:3 And thou shalt write upon them all the words of this 
law, when thou art passed over, that thou mayest go in unto 
the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey; as the LORD God of thy fa- 
thers hath promised thee. 

27:4 Therefore it shall be when ye be gone overjordan, that 
ye shall set up these stones, which I command you this day, 
in mount Ebal, and thou shalt plaister them with plaister 
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27:5 And there shalt thou build an altar unto the LORD thy 
God, an altar ot stones: thou shalt not lift up any iron tool 
upon them. 

27:6 Thou shalt build the altar ot the LO RD thy God ot whole 
stones: and thou shalt offer burnt offerings thereon unto the 
LORD thy God: 

27:7 And thou shalt offer peace offerings, and shalt eat there, 
and rejoice before the LORD thy God. 
27:8 And thou shalt write upon the stones all the words of 
this law very plainly. 

27:9 And Moses and the priests the Levites spake unto all 
Israel, saying. Take heed, and hearken, Israel; this day thou 
art become the people of the LORD thy God. 
27:10 Thou shalt therefore obey the voice of the LORD thy 
God, and do his commandments and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day. 

27:11 And Moses charged the people the same day, saying, 
27:12 These shall stand upon mount Gerizim to bless the 
people, when ye are come over Jordan; Simeon, and Levi, 
andjudah, and Issachar, and Joseph, and Benjamin: 
27:13 And these shall stand upon mount Ebal to curse; 
Reuben, Gad, andAsher, and Zebulun, Dan, and Naphtah. 
27:14 And the Levites shall speak, and say unto all the men 
of Israel with a loud voice, 

27:15 Cursed be the man that maketh any graven or molten 
image, an abomination unto the L RD , the work of the hands 
of the craftsman, and putteth it in a secret place. And all the 
people shall answer and say. Amen. 
27:16 Cursed be he that setteth light by his father or his 
mother And all the people shall say. Amen. 
27:17 Cursed be he that removeth his neighbour's landmark. 
And all the people shall say. Amen. 
27:18 Cursed be he that maketh the blind to wander out of 
the way. And all the people shall say. Amen. 
27:19 Cursed be he that perverteth the judgment of the 
stranger, fatherless, and widow. And all the people shall say. 
Amen. 

27:20 Cursed be he that lieth with his father's wife; because 
he uncovereth his father's skirt And all the people shall say. 
Amen. 

27:21 Cursed be he that lieth with any mannerof beast And 
all the people shall say, A men. 

27:22 Cursed be he that lieth with his sister, the daughter of 
his father, or the daughter of his mother And all the people 
shall say. Amen. 

27:23 Cursed be he that lieth with his mother in law. And all 
the people shall say. Amen. 

27:24 Cursed be he that smiteth his neighbour secretly. And 
all the people shall say, A men. 

27:25 Cursed be he that taketh reward to slay an innocent 
person. And all the people shall say. Amen. 
27:26 Cursed be he that confirmeth not all the words of this 
law to do them. And all the people shall say. Amen. 
28:1 And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken dili- 
gently unto the voice of the LORD thy God, to observe and 
to do all his commandments which I command thee this day, 
that the LORD thy God will set thee on high above all na- 
tions of the earth: 

28:2 And all these blessings shall come on thee, and over- 
take thee, if thou shalt hearken unto the voice of the LORD 
thy God. 



28:3 Blessed shalt thou be in the city, and blessed shalt thou 
be in the field. 

28:4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy body, and the fruit of 
thy ground, and the fruit of thy cattle, the increase of thy 
kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. 
28:5 Blessed shall be thy basket and thy store. 
28:6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou comest in, and blessed 
shalt thou be when thou goest out. 

28:7 The LORD shall cause thine enemies that rise up against 
thee to be smitten before thy face: they shall come out against 
thee one way, and flee before thee seven ways. 
28:8 The LORD shall command the blessing upon thee in 
thy storehouses, and in all that thou settest thine hand unto; 
and he shall bless thee in the land which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee. 

28:9 The LORD shall estabhsh thee an holy people unto him- 
self, as he hath sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the com- 
mandments of the LORD thy God, and walk in his ways. 
28: 10 A nd all people of the earth shall see that thou art called 
by the name of the LORD; and they shall be afraid of thee. 
28:11 And the LORD shall make thee plenteous in goods, in 
the fruit of thy body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy ground, in the land which the LORD sware unto 
thy fathers to give thee. 

28:12 The LORD shall open unto thee his good treasure, the 
heaven to give the rain unto thy land in his season, and to 
bless all the work of thine hand: and thou shalt lend unto 
many nations, and thou shalt not borrow. 
28:13 And the LORD shall make thee the head, and not the 
tail; and thou shalt be above only, and thou shalt not be be- 
neath; if that thou hearken unto the commandments of the 
LORD thy God, which I command thee this day, to observe 
and to do them: 

28:14 And thou shalt not go aside from any of the words 
which I command thee this day, to the right hand, or to the 
left, to go after other gods to serve them. 
28: 15 But it shall come to pass, if thou wilt not hearken unto 
the voice of the LORD thy God, to observe to do all his 
commandments and his statutes which I command thee this 
day; that all these curses shall come upon thee, and overtake 
thee: 

28:16 Cursed shalt thou be in the city, and cursed shalt thou 
be in the field. 

28:17 Cursed shall be thy basket and thy store. 
28:18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy body, and the fruit of 
thy land, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. 
28:19 Cursed shalt thou be when thou comest in, and cursed 
shalt thou be when thou goest out. 

28:20 The LORD shall send upon thee cursing, vexation, 
and rebuke, in all that thou settest thine hand unto for to do, 
until thou be destroyed, and until thou perish quickly; be- 
cause of the wickedness of thy doings, whereby thou hast 
forsaken me. 

28:21 The LORD shall make the pestilence cleave unto thee, 
until he have consumed thee from off the land, whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

28:22 The LORD shall smite thee with a consumption, and 
with a fever, and with an inflammation, and with an extreme 
burning, and with the sword, and with blasting, and with 
mildew; and they shall pursue thee until thou perish. 
28:23 And thy heaven that is over thy head shall be brass, 
and the earth that is under thee shall be iron. 
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28:24 The LORD shall make the rain ot thy land powder and 
dust: from heaven shall it come down upon thee, until thou 
be destroyed. 

28:25 The LORD shall cause thee to be smitten before thine 
enemies: thou shalt go out one way against them, and tlee 
seven ways before them: and shalt be removed into all the 
kingdoms of the earth. 

28:26 And thy carcase shall be meat unto all fowls of the air, 
and unto the beasts of the earth, and no man shall fray them 
away. 

28:27 The LORD will smite thee with the botch of Egypt, 
and with the emerods, and with the scab, and with the itch, 
whereof thou canst not be healed. 

28:28 The LORD shall smite thee with madness, and blind- 
ness, and astonishment of heart: 

28:29 And thou shalt grope at noonday, as the blind gropeth 
in darkness, and thou shalt not prosper in thy ways: and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and spoiled evermore, and no man 
shall save thee. 

28:30 Thou shalt betroth a wife, and another man shall lie 
with her: thou shalt build an house, and thou shalt not dwell 
therein: thou shalt plant a vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thereof. 

28:31 Thine ox shall be slain before thine eyes, and thou 
shalt not eat thereof: thine ass shall be violently taken away 
from before thy face, and shall not be restored to thee: thy 
sheep shall be given unto thine enemies, and thou shalt have 
none to rescue them. 

28:32 Thy sons and thy daughters shall be given unto an- 
other people, and thine eyes shall look, and fail with longing 
for them all the day long: and there shall be no might in thine 
hand. 

28:33 The fruit of thy land, and all thy labours, shall a nation 
which thou knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be only op- 
pressed and crushed alway: 

28:34 So that thou shalt be mad for the sight of thine eyes 
which thou shalt see. 

28:35 The LORD shall smite thee in the knees, and in the 
legs, with a sore botch that cannot be healed, from the sole 
of thy foot unto the top of thy head. 
28:36 The LORD shall bring thee, and thy king which thou 
shalt set over thee, unto a nation which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known; and there shalt thou serve other gods, 
wood and stone. 

28:37 And thou shalt become an astonishment, a proverb, 
and a byword, among all nations whither the LORD shall 
lead thee. 

28:38 Thou shalt cany much seed outinto the field, and shalt 
gather but little in; for the locust shall consume it. 
28:39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and dress them, but shalt 
neither drink of the wine, nor gather the grapes; forthe worms 
shall eat them. 

28:40 Thou shalt have olive trees throughout all thy coasts, 
but thou shalt not anoint thyself with the oil; for thine olive 
shall cast his fruit. 

28:41 Thou shalt beget sons and daughters, but thou shalt 
not enjoy them; for they shall go into captivity. 
28:42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land shall tie locust con- 
sume. 

28:43 The stranger that is within thee shall get up above thee 
very high; and thou shalt come down very low. 



28:44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt not lend to him: 
he shall be the head, and thou shalt be the tail. 
28:45 Moreover all these curses shall come upon thee, and 
shall pursue thee, and overtake thee, till thou be destroyed; 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the voice of the LORD 
thy God, to keep his commandments and his statutes which 
he commanded thee: 

28:46 And they shall be upon thee for a sign and for a won- 
der, and upon thy seed for even 

28:47 Because thou servedst not the LORD thy God with 
joyfulness, and with gladness of heart, forthe abundance of 
all things; 

28:48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine enemies which the 
LORD shall send against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and 
in nakedness, and in want of all things: and he shall put a 
yoke of iron upon thy neck, until he have destroyed thee. 
28:49 The LORD shall bring a nation against thee from far, 
from the end of the earth, as swift as the eagle flieth; a nation 
whose tongue thou shalt not understand; 
28:50 A nation of fierce countenance, which shall not regard 
the person of the old, nor shew favour to the young: 
28:51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit of 
thy land, until thou be destroyed: which also shall not leave 
thee either com, wine, or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or 
flocks of thy sheep, until he have destroyed thee. 
28:52 And he shall besiege thee in all thy gates, until thy 
high and fenced walls come down, wherein thou trustedst, 
throughout all thy land: and he shall besiege thee in all thy 
gates throughout all thy land, which the LORD thy God hath 
given thee. 

28:53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine own body, the 
flesh of thy sons and of thy daughters, which the LORD thy 
God hath given thee, in the siege, and in the straitness, where- 
with thine enemies shall distress thee: 
28:54 So that the man that is tender among you, and very 
delicate, his eye shall be evil toward his brother, and toward 
the wife of his bosom, and toward the remnant of his chil- 
dren which he shall leave: 

28:55 So that he will not give to any of them of the flesh of 
his children whom he shall eat: because he hath nothing left 
him in the siege, and in the straitness, wherewith thine en- 
emies shall distress thee in all thy gates. 
28:56 The tender and delicate woman among you, which 
would not adventure to set the sole of her foot upon the ground 
for delicateness and tenderness, her eye shall be evil toward 
the husband of her bosom, and toward her son, and toward 
her daughter, 

28:57 And toward her young one that cometh out from be- 
tween her feet, and toward her children which she shall bear: 
for she shall eat them for want of all things secretly in the 
siege and straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall distress 
thee in thy gates. 

28:58 If thou wilt not observe to do all the words of this law 
that are written in this book, that thou may est fear this glori- 
ous and fearful name, THE LORD THY GOD; 
28:59 Then the LORD will make thy plagues wonderful, and 
the plagues of thy seed, even great plagues, and of long con- 
tinuance, and sore sicknesses, and of long continuance. 
28:60 Moreover he will bring upon thee all the diseases of 
Egypt, which thou wast afraid of; and they shall cleave unto 
thee. 
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28:61 Also every sickness, and every plague, which is not 
written in the book of this law, them will the LORD bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed. 
28:62 And ye shall be left tew in number, whereas ye were as 
the stars of heaven for multitude; because thou wouldest not 
obey the voice of the LORD thy God. 
28:63 And it shall come to pass, that as the LORD rejoiced 
over you to do you good, and to multiply you; so the LORD 
will rejoice over you to destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought; and ye shall be plucked from off the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

28:64 And the LORD shall scatter thee among all people, 
from the one end of the earth even unto the other; and there 
thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou nor thy fa- 
thers have known, even wood and stone. 
28:65 And among these nations shalt thou find no ease, nei- 
ther shall the sole of thy foot have rest: but the LORD shall 
give thee there a trembling heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind: 

28:66 And thy life shall hang in doubt before thee; and thou 
shalt fear day and night, and shalt have none assurance of 
thy life: 

28:67 In the morning thou shalt say. Would God it were even! 
and at even thou shalt say. Would God it were morning! for 
the fear of thine heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 
28:68 And the LORD shall bring thee into Egypt again with 
ships, by the way whereof I spake unto thee. Thou shalt see 
it no more again: and there ye shall be sold unto your en- 
emies for bondmen and bondwomen, and no man shall buy 
you. 

29:1 These are the words of the covenant, which the LORD 
commanded M oses to make with the children of Israel in the 
land of M oab, beside the covenant which he made with them 
in Horeb. 

29:2 And Moses called unto all Israel, and said unto them. 
Ye have seen all that the LORD did before your eyes in the 
land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto all his servants, and 
unto all his land; 

29:3 The great temptations which thine eyes have seen, the 
signs, and those great miracles: 

29:4 Yet the LORD hath not given you an heart to perceive, 
and eyes to see, and ears to hear, unto this day. 
29:5 And I have led you forty years in the wilderness: your 
clothes are not waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is not waxen 
old upon thy foot. 

29:6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither have ye drunk wine or 
strong drink: that ye might know that I am the LORD your 
God. 

29:7 And when ye came unto this place, Sihon the king of 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, came out against us 
unto battle, and we smote them: 

29:8 And we took their land, and gave it for an inheritance 
unto the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh. 

29:9 K eep therefore the words of this covenant, and do them, 
that ye may prosper in all that ye do. 
29:10 Ye stand this day all of you before the LORD your 
God; your captains of your tribes, your elders, and your of- 
ficers, with all the men of Israel, 
29: 11 Your little ones, your wives, and thy stranger that is in 



thy camp, from the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer of thy 
water: 

29: 12 That thou shouldest enter into covenant with the LORD 
thy G od, and into his oath, which the L RD thy G od maketh 
with thee this day: 

29:13 That he may estabhsh thee to day for a people unto 
himself, and that he may be unto thee a God, as he hath said 
unto thee, and as he hath sworn unto thy fathers, to A braham, 
to Isaac, and to Jacob. 

29:14 Neither with you only do I make this covenant and 
this oath; 

29:15 But with him that standeth here with us this day be- 
fore the LORD our God, and also with him that is not here 
with us this day: 

29:16 (Forye know how we have dwelt in the land of Egypt; 
and how we came through the nations which ye passed by; 
29: 17 And ye have seen their abominations, and their idols, 
wood and stone, silver and gold, which were among them:) 
29:18 Lest there should be among you man, or woman, or 
family, or tribe, whose heart tumeth away this day from the 
LORD our God, to go and serve the gods of these nations; 
lest there should be among you a root that beareth gall and 
wormwood; 

29: 19 A nd it come to pass, when he heareth the words of this 
curse, that he bless himself in his heart, saying, I shall have 
peace, though I walk in the imagination of mine heart, to add 
drunkenness to thirst: 

29:20 The LORD will not spare him, but then the anger of 
the LORD and his jealousy shall smoke against that man, 
and all the curses that are written in this book shall lie upon 
him, and the LORD shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 

29:21 And the LORD shall separate him unto evil out of all 
the tribes of Israel, according to all the curses of the cov- 
enant that are written in this book of the law: 
29:22 So that the generation to come of your children that 
shall rise up after you, and the stranger that shall come from 
a far land, shall say, when they see the plagues of that land, 
and the sicknesses which the LORD hath laid upon it; 
29:23 And that the whole land thereof is brimstone, and salt, 
and burning, that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any grass 
groweth therein, like the overthrow of Sodom, and G omorrah, 
Admah, and Zeboim, which the LORD overthrew in his an- 
ger, and in his wrath: 

29:24 Even all nations shall say. Wherefore hath the LORD 
done thus unto this land? what meaneth the heat of this great 
anger? 

29:25 Then men shall say. Because they have forsaken the 
covenant of the LORD God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth out of the land of 
Egypt: 

29:26 For they went and served other gods, and worshipped 
them, gods whom they knew not, and whom he had not given 
unto them: 

29:27 And the anger of the LORD was kindled against this 
land, to bring upon it all the curses that are written in this 
book: 

29:28 And the LORD rooted them out of their land in anger, 
and in wrath, and in great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day. 
29:29 The secret things belong unto theLORD ourGod: but 
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those things which are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children tor ever, that we may do all the words of this law. 
30:1 And it shall come to pass, when all these things are 
come upon thee, the blessing and the curse, which I have set 
before thee, and thou shalt call them to mind among all the 
nations, whither the LORD thy God hath driven thee, 
30:2 And shalt return unto the LORD thy God, and shalt 
obey his voice according to all that I command thee this day, 
thou and thy children, with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul; 

30:3 That then the LORD thy God will turn thy captivity, 
and have compassion upon thee, and will return and gather 
thee from all the nations, whither the LORD thy God hath 
scattered thee. 

30:4 If any of thine be driven out unto the outmost parts of 
heaven, from thence will the LORD thy God gather thee, 
and from thence will he fetch thee: 
30:5 And the LORD thy God will bring thee into the land 
which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt possess it; and 
he will do thee good, and multiply thee above thy fathers. 
30:6 And the LORD thy God will circumcise thine heart, 
and the heart of thy seed, to love the L RD thy G od with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, that thou mayest live. 
30:7 And the LORD thy God will put all these curses upon 
thine enemies, and on them that hate thee, which persecuted 
thee. 

30:8 A nd thou shalt return and obey the voice of the LORD , 
and do all his commandments which I command thee this 
day. 

30:9 And the LORD thy God will make thee plenteous in 
every work of thine hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy land, for good: for 
the LORD will again rejoice over thee for good, as he re- 
joiced over thy fathers: 

30:10 If thou shalt hearken unto the voice of the LORD thy 
God, to keep his commandments and his statutes which are 
written in this book of the law, and if thou turn unto the 
LORD thy God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul. 
30:11 For this commandment which I command thee this 
day, it is not hidden from thee, neither is it far off. 
30:12 It is not in heaven, that thou shouldest say. Who shall 
go up for us to heaven, and bring it unto us, that we may hear 
it, and do it? 

30:13 Neither is it beyond the sea, that thou shouldest say. 
Who shall go over the sea for us, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? 

30:14 But the word is very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and 
in thy heart, that thou mayest do it. 
30:15 See, I have set before thee this day life and good, and 
death and evil; 

30:16 In that I command thee this day to love the LORD thy 
God, to walk in his ways, and to keep his commandments 
and his statutes and his judgments, that thou mayest live and 
multiply: and the LORD thy God shall bless thee in the land 
whither thou goest to possess it. 

30 : 1 7 B ut if thine heart turn away, so that thou wilt not hear, 
but shalt be drawn away, and worship other gods, and serve 
them; 

30:18 I denounce unto you this day, that ye shall surely per- 
ish, and that ye shall not prolong your days upon the land, 
whither thou passest over Jordan to go to possess it. 



30:19 I call heaven and earth to record this day against you, 
that I have set before you life and death, blessing and curs- 
ing: therefore choose life, that both thou and thy seed may 
live: 

30:20 That thou mayest love the LORD thy God, and that 
thou mayest obey his voice, and that thou mayest cleave unto 
him: for he is thy life, and the length of thy days: that thou 
mayest dwell in the land which the LORD sware unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them. 
31:1 And Moses went and spake these words unto all Israel. 
31:2 And he said unto them, I am an hundred and twenty 
years old this day; I can no more go out and come in: also the 
LORD hath said unto me. Thou shalt not go over this Jor- 
dan. 

31:3 The LORD thy God, he will go over before thee, and he 
will destroy these nations from before thee, and thou shalt 
possess them: and Joshua, he shall go over before thee, as 
the LORD hath said. 

31:4 And the LORD shall do unto them as he did to Sihon 
and to Og, kings of the Amorites, and unto the land of them, 
whom he destroyed. 

31:5 And the LORD shall give them up before your face, 
that ye may do unto them according unto all the command- 
ments which I have commanded you. 
31:6 Be strong and of a good courage, fear not, nor be afraid 
of them: for the LORD thy God, he it is that doth go with 
thee; he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 
31:7And Moses called unto Joshua, and said unto him in the 
sight of all Israel, Be strong and of a good courage: for thou 
must go with this people unto the land which the L RD hath 
sworn unto their fathers to give them; and thou shalt cause 
them to inherit it. 

31 :8 A nd the L RD , he it is that doth go before thee; he will 
be with thee, he will not fail thee, neither forsake thee: fear 
not, neither be dismayed. 

31:9 And Moses wrote this law, and delivered it unto the 
priests the sons of Levi, which bare the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD, and unto all the elders of Israel. 
31:10 And Moses commanded them, saying. At the end of 
every seven years, in the solemnity of the year of release, in 
the feast of tabernacles, 

31:11 When all Israel is come to appear before the LORD 
thy God in the place which he shall choose, thou shalt read 
this law before all Israel in their hearing. 
31:12 Gather the people together, men, and women, and chil- 
dren, and thy stranger that is within thy gates, that they may 
hear, and that they may learn, and fear theLORDyourGod, 
and observe to do all the words of this law: 
31:13 And that their children, which have not known any 
thing, may hear, and learn to fear the LORD your God, as 
long as ye live in the land whither ye go over Jordan to pos- 
sess it. 

31:14 And the LORD said unto Moses, Behold, thy days 
approach that thou must die: call Joshua, and present your- 
selves in the tabernacle of the congregation, that I may give 
him a charge. And Moses and Joshua went, and presented 
themselves in the tabernacle of the congregation. 
31:15 And the LORD appeared in the tabernacle in a pillar 
of a cloud: and the pillar of the cloud stood over the door of 
the tabernacle. 
31:16 And the LORD said unto Moses, Behold, thou shalt 
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sleep with thy fathers; and this people will rise up, and go a 
whoring after the gods of the strangers of the land, whither 
they go to be among them, and will forsake me, and break 
my covenant which I have made with them. 
31:17 Then my anger shall be kindled against them in that 
day, and I will forsake them, and I will hide my face from 
them, and they shall be devoured, and many evils and troubles 
shall befall them; so that they will say in that day. Are not 
these evils come upon us, because our God is not among us? 
31:18 And I will surely hide my face in that day for all the 
evils which they shall have wrought, in that they are turned 
unto other gods. 

31:19 Now therefore write ye this song foryou, and teach it 
the children of Israel: put it in their mouths, that this song 
may be a witness for me against the children of Israel. 
31:20 For when I shall have broughtthem into the land which 
I sware unto their fathers, that floweth with milk and honey; 
and they shall have eaten and filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto other gods, and serve them, and 
provoke me, and break my covenant. 
31 :2 1 A nd it shall come to pass, when many evils and troubles 
are befallen them, that this song shall testify against them as 
a witness; for it shall not be forgotten out of the mouths of 
their seed: for I know their imagination which they go about, 
even now, before I have brought them into the land which I 
sware. 

31:22 Moses therefore wrote this song the same day, and 
taught it the children of Israel. 

31:23 And he gave Joshua the son of Nun a charge, and said. 
Be strong and of a good courage: for thou shalt bring the 
children of Israel into the land which I sware unto them: and 
I will be with thee. 

31:24 And it came to pass, when Moses had made an end of 
writing the words of tiiis law in a book, until they were fin- 
ished, 

31:25 That Moses commanded the Levites, which bare the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, saying, 
31:26 Take this book of the law, and put it in the side of the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD your God, that it may be 
there for a witness against thee. 

31:27 For I know thy rebellion, and thy stiff neck: behold, 
while I am yet alive with you this day, ye have been rebel- 
lious against the LORD; and how much more after my death? 
31:28 Gather unto me all the elders of your tribes, and your 
officers, that I may speak these words in their ears, and call 
heaven and earth to record against them. 
31:29 For I know that after my death ye will utterly corrupt 
yourselves, and turn aside from the way which I have com- 
manded you; and evil will befall you in the latter days; be- 
cause ye will do evil in the sight of the LORD, to provoke 
him to anger through the work of your hands. 
31:30 And Moses spake in the ears of all the congregation of 
Israel the words of this song, until they were ended. 
32:1 Give ear, ye heavens, and I will speak; and hear, 
earth, the words of my mouth. 

32:2 My doctrine shall drop as the rain, my speech shall dis- 
til as the dew, as the small rain upon the tender herb, and as 
the showers upon the grass: 

32:3 Because I will publish the name of the LORD : ascribe 
ye greatness unto our God. 
32:4 He is the Rock, his work is perfect: for all his ways are 



judgment: a G od of truth and without iniquity, just and right 
is he. 

32:5 They have corrupted themselves, their spot is not the 
spot of his children: they are a perverse and crooked genera- 
tion. 

32:6 Do ye thus requite the LORD, foolish people and 
unwise? is not he thy father that hath bought thee? hath he 
not made thee, and established thee? 
32:7 Remember the days of old, consider the years of many 
generations: ask thy father, and he will shew thee; thy elders, 
and they will tell thee. 

32:8 When the most High divided to the nations their inher- 
itance, when he separated the sons of Adam, he set the bounds 
of the people according to the number of the children of Is- 
rael. 

32:9 For the LORD'S portion is his people; Jacob is the lot 
of his inheritance. 

32: 10 He found him in a desert land, and in the waste howl- 
ing wilderness; he led him about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. 

32:11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, fluttereth over her 
young, spreadeth abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth them 
on her wings: 

32:12 So the LORD alone did lead him, and there was no 
strange god with him. 

32:13 He made him ride on the high places of the earth, that 
he might eat the increase of the fields; and he made him to 
suck honey out of the rock, and oil out of the flinty rock; 
32:14 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, with fat of lambs, 
and rams of the breed of Bashan, and goats, with the fat of 
kidneys of wheat; and thou didst drink the pure blood of the 
grape. 

32:15 But Jeshurun waxed fat, and kicked: thou art waxen 
fat, thou art grown thick, thou art covered with fatness; then 
he forsook God which made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

32:16 They provoked him to jealousy with strange gods, with 
abominations provoked they him to anger 
32:17 They sacrificed unto devils, not to God; to gods whom 
they knew not, to new gods that came newly up, whom your 
fathers feared not. 

32:18 Of the Rock that begat thee thou art unmindful, and 
hast forgotten G od that formed thee. 
32:19 And when the LORD saw it, he abhorred them, be- 
cause of the provoking of his sons, and of his daughters. 
32:20 And he said, I will hide my face from them, I will see 
what their end shall be: for they are a very froward genera- 
tion, children in whom is no faith. 

32:21 They have moved me to jealousy with that which is 
not God; they have provoked me to anger with theirvanities: 
and I will move them to jealousy with those which are not a 
people; I will provoke them to anger with a foolish nation. 
32:22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger, and shall bum unto 
the lowest hell, and shall consume the earth with her increase, 
and set on fire the foundations of the mountains. 
32:23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; I will spend mine 
arrows upon them. 

32:24 They shall be burnt with hunger, and devoured with 
burning heat, and with bitter destruction: I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon them, with the poison of serpents of the 
dust. 
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32:25 The sword without, and terror within, shall destroy 
both the young man and the virgin, the suckling also witii 
the man of gray hairs. 

32:26 I said, I would scatterthem into comers, I would make 
the remembrance ot them to cease from among men: 
32:27 Were it not that I feared the wrath of the enemy, lest 
their adversaries should behave themselves strangely, and 
lest they should say. Our hand is high, and the LORD hath 
not done all this. 

32:28 For they are a nation void of counsel, neither is there 
any understanding in them. 

32:29 that they were wise, that they understood this, that 
they would consider their latter end! 
32:30 How should one chase a thousand, and two put ten 
thousand to flight, except their Rock had sold them, and the 
LORD had shut them up? 

32:31 For their rock is not as our Rock, even our enemies 
themselves being judges. 

32:32 Fortheirvine is of the vine of Sodom, and of the fields 
of Gomorrah: their grapes are grapes of gall, their clusters 
are bitter: 

32:33 Their wine is the poison of dragons, and the cruel 
venom of asps. 

32:34 Is not this laid up in store with me, and sealed up 
among my treasures? 

32:35 To me belongeth vengeance, and recompence; their 
foot shall shde in due time: forthe day of their calamity is at 
hand, and the things that shall come upon them make haste. 
32:36 Forthe LORD shalljudge his people, and repent him- 
self for his servants, when he seeth that their power is gone, 
and there is none shut up, or left. 

32:37 And he shall say. Where are their gods, their rock in 
whom they trusted, 

32:38 Which did eat the fat of their sacrifices, and drank the 
wine of their drink offerings? let them rise up and help you, 
and be your protection. 

32:39 See now that I, even I, am he, and there is no god with 
me: I kill, and I make alive; I wound, and I heal: neither is 
there any that can deliver out of my hand. 
32:40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, and say, I live for 
ever. 

32:41 If I whet my glittering sword, and mine hand take hold 
on judgment; I will render vengeance to mine enemies, and 
will reward them that hate me. 

32:42 I will make mine arrows drunk with blood, and my 
sword shall devour flesh; and that with the blood of the slain 
and of the captives, from the beginning of revenges upon the 
enemy. 

32:43 Rejoice, ye nations, with his people: for he will 
avenge the blood of his servants, and will render vengeance 
to his adversaries, and will be merciful unto his land, and to 
his people. 

32:44 And Moses came and spake all the words of this song 
in the ears of the people, he, and Hoshea the son of Nun. 
32:45 And Moses made an end of speaking all these words 
to all Israel: 

32:46 And he said unto them. Set your hearts unto all the 
words which I testify among you this day, which ye shall 
command your children to observe to do, all the words of 
this law. 
32:47 For it is not a vain thing for you; because it is your 



life: and through this thing ye shall prolong your days in the 
land, whither ye go over Jordan to possess it. 
32:48 And the LORD spake unto Moses that selfsame day, 
saying, 

32:49 Get thee up into this mountain Abarim, unto mount 
Nebo, which is in the land of Moab, that is over against Jeri- 
cho; and behold the land of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession: 

32:50 And die in the mount whither thou goest up, and be 
gathered unto thy people; as A aron thy brother died in mount 
Hor, and was gathered unto his people: 
32:51 Because ye trespassed against me among the children 
of Israel at the waters of Meribah-Kadesh, in the wilderness 
of Zin; because ye sanctified me not in the midst of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

32:52 Yet thou shalt see the land before thee; but thou shalt 
not go thither unto the land which I give the children of Is- 
rael. 

33:1 And this is the blessing, wherewith Moses the man of 
God blessed the children of Israel before his death. 
33:2 And he said. The LORD came from Sinai, and rose up 
from Seir unto them; he shined forth from mount Paran, and 
he came with ten thousands of saints: from his right hand 
went a fieiy law for them. 

33:3 Yea, he loved the people; all his saints are in thy hand: 
and they sat down at thy feet; every one shall receive of thy 
words. 

33:4 Moses commanded us a law, even the inheritance of the 
congregation of Jacob. 

33:5 And he was king in Jeshurun, when the heads of the 
people and the tribes of Israel were gathered together 
33:6 Let Reuben live, and not die; and let not his men be 
few. 

33:7 And this is the blessing of Judah: and he said. Hear, 
LORD, the voice of Judah, and bring him unto his people: 
let his hands be sufficient for him; and be thou an help to 
him from his enemies. 

33:8 And of Levi he said. Let thy Thummim and thy Urim be 
with thy holy one, whom thou didst prove at M assah, and 
with whom thou didst strive at the waters of Meribah; 
33:9 Who said unto his father and to his mother, I have not 
seen him; neither did he acknowledge his brethren, nor knew 
his own children: for they have observed thy word, and kept 
thy covenant. 

33:10 They shall teach Jacob thy judgments, and Israel thy 
law: they shall put incense before thee, and whole burnt sac- 
rifice upon thine altar 

33:11 Bless, LORD, his substance, and accept the work of 
his hands: smite through the loins of them that rise against 
him, and of them that hate him, that they rise not again. 
33:12 And of Benjamin he said. The beloved of the LORD 
shall dwell in safety by him; and the LORD shall cover him 
all the day long, and he shall dwell between his shoulders. 
33:13 And of Joseph he said. Blessed of the LORD be his 
land, for the precious things of heaven, for the dew, and for 
the deep that coucheth beneath, 

33:14 And for the precious fruits brought forth by the sun, 
and for the precious things put forth by the moon, 
33: 15 A nd for the chief things of the ancient mountains, and 
for the precious things of the lasting hills, 
33:16 And for the precious things of the earth and fulness 
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thereof, and for the good will of him that dwelt in the bush: 
let the blessing come upon the head of Joseph, and upon the 
top of the head of him that was separated from his brethren. 
33:17 His gloiy is like the firstling of his bullock, and his 
horns are like the horns of unicorns: with them he shall push 
the people together to the ends of the earth: and they are the 
ten thousands of Ephraim, and they are the thousands of 
Manasseh. 

33:18 And of Zebulun he said. Rejoice, Zebulun, in thy go- 
ing out; and, Issachar, in thy tents. 

33:19 They shall call the people unto the mountain; there 
they shall offer sacrifices of righteousness: for they shall suck 
of the abundance of the seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 
33:20 And of Gad he said. Blessed be he that enlargeth G ad: 
he dwelleth as a lion, and teareth the arm with the crown of 
the head. 

33:21 And he provided the first part for himself, because 
there, in a portion of the lawgiver, was he seated; and he 
came with the heads of the people, he executed the justice of 
the LORD, and his judgments with Israel. 
33:22 And of Dan he said, Dan is a lion's whelp: he shall 
leap from B ashan. 

33:23 And of Naphtali he said, Naphtali, satisfied with 
favour, and full with the blessing of the LORD : possess thou 
the west and the south. 

33:24 And of Asher he said. Let Asher be blessed with chil- 
dren; let him be acceptable to his brethren, and let him dip 
his foot in oil. 

33:25 Thy shoes shall be iron and brass; and as thy days, so 
shall thy strength be. 

33:26 There is none like unto the God of Jeshurun, who rideth 
upon the heaven in thy help, and in his excellency on the 
sky. 

33:27 The eternal God is thy refuge, and underneath are the 
everlasting arms: and he shall thrust out the enemy from be- 
fore thee; and shall say. Destroy them. 
33:28 Israel then shall dwell in safety alone: the fountain of 
Jacob shall be upon a land of com and wine; also his heav- 
ens shall drop down dew. 

33:29 Happy art thou, Israel: who is like unto thee, 
people saved by the LORD, the shield of thy help, and who 
is the sword of thy excellency! and thine enemies shall be 
found liars unto thee; and thou shalt tread upon their high 
places. 

34:1 And Moses went up from the plains of Moab unto the 
mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over against 
Jericho. And the LORD shewed him all the land of Gilead, 
unto D an, 

34:2 And all Naphtali, and the land of Ephraim, and 
Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, unto the utmost sea, 
34:3 And the south, and the plain of the valley of Jericho, 
the city of palm trees, unto Zoar 

34:4 And the LORD said unto him. This is the land which I 
sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I 
will give it unto thy seed: I have caused thee to see it with 
thine eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither 
34:5 So Moses the servant of the LORD died there in the 
land of Moab, according to the word of the LORD. 
34:6 A nd he buried him in a valley in the land of M oab, over 
against B ethpeor: but no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day. 



34:7 A nd M oses was an hundred and twenty years old when 

he died: his eye was not dim, nor his natural force abated. 

34:8 And the children of Israel wept for Moses in the plains 

of Moab thirty days: so the days of weeping and mourning 

for Moses were ended. 

34:9 And Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit of 

wisdom; for Moses had laid his hands upon him: and the 

children of Israel hearkened unto him, and did as the LORD 

commanded Moses. 

34: 10 And there arose not a prophet since in Israel like unto 

Moses, whom the LORD knew face to face, 

34:11 In all the signs and the wonders, which the LORD 

sent him to do in the land of Egypt to Pharaoh, and to all his 

servants, and to all his land, 

34:12 And in all that mighty hand, and in all the great terror 

which Moses shewed in the sight of all Israel. 



JOSHUA 

1:1 Now after the death of Moses the servant of the LORD 
it came to pass, that the LORD spake unto Joshua the son of 
Nun, Moses' minister, saying, 

1:2 Moses my servant is dead; now therefore arise, go over 
this Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the land which I 
do give to them, even to the children of Israel. 
1:3 Every place that the sole of your foot shall tread upon, 
that have I given unto you, as I said unto M oses. 
1:4 From the wilderness and this Lebanon even unto the great 
river, the river Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, and 
unto the great sea toward the going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast. 

1:5 There shall not any man be able to stand before thee all 
the days of thy life: as I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee: I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 
1:6 Be strong and of a good courage: for unto this people 
shalt thou divide for an inheritance the land, which I sware 
unto their fathers to give them. 

1 :7 nly be thou strong and vety courageous, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all the law, which M oses my ser- 
vant commanded thee: turn not from it to the right hand or to 
the left, that thou mayest prosper withersoever thou goest. 
1:8 This book of the law shall not depart out of thy mouth; 
but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all that is written therein: forthen 
thou shaltmake thy way prosperous, and then thou shalthave 
good success. 

1:9 Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of a good 
courage; be not afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for the 
LORD thy God is with thee whithersoever thou goest. 
1:10 Then Joshua commanded the officers of the people, 
saying, 

1:11 Pass through the host, and command the people, say- 
ing, Prepare you victuals; for within three days ye shall pass 
over this J ordan, to go in to possess the land, which theLORD 
your G od giveth you to possess it. 

1:12 And to the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and to half 
the tribe of M anasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 
1:13 Remember the word which Moses the servant of the 
LORD commanded you, saying, The LORD your God hath 
given you rest, and hath given you this land. 
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1:14 Your wives, your little ones, and your cattle, shall re- 
main in the land which Moses gave you on this side Jordan; 
but ye shall pass before your brethren armed, all the mighty 
men ot valour, and help them; 

1:15 Until the LORD have given your brethren rest, as he 
hath given you, and they also have possessed the land which 
the LORD your God giveth them: then ye shall return unto 
the land of your possession, and enjoy it, which Moses the 
LORD'S servant gave you on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising. 

1:16 And they answered Joshua, saying. All that thou 
commandest us we will do, and whithersoever thou sendest 
us, we will go. 

1:17 According as we hearkened unto Moses in all things, so 
will we hearken unto thee: only the LORD thy God be with 
thee, as he was with Moses. 

1:18 Whosoever he be that doth rebel against thy command- 
ment, and will not hearken unto thy words in all that thou 
commandest him, he shall be put to death: only be strong 
and of a good courage. 

2:1 And Joshua the son of Nun sent out of Shittim two men 
to spy secretly, saying. Go view the land, even Jericho. And 
they went, and came into an harlot's house, named Rahab, 
and lodged there. 

2:2 And it was told the king of Jericho, saying, B ehold, there 
came men in hitherto night of the children of Israel to search 
out the country. 

2:3 And the king of Jericho sent unto Rahab, saying. Bring 
forth the men that are come to thee, which are entered into 
thine house: for they be come to search out all the country. 
2:4 And the woman took the two men, and hid them, and 
said thus. There came men unto me, but I wist not whence 
they were: 

2:5 And it came to pass about the time of shutting of the 
gate, when it was dark, that the men went out: whither the 
men went I wot not: pursue after them quickly; for ye shall 
overtake them. 

2:6 But she had brought them up to the roof of the house, 
and hid them with the stalks of flax, which she had laid in 
order upon the roof. 

2:7 And the men pursued after them the way to Jordan unto 
the fords: and as soon as they which pursued after them were 
gone out, they shut the gate. 

2:8 And before they were laid down, she came up unto them 
upon the roof; 

2:9 And she said unto the men, I know that the LORD hath 
given you the land, and that your terror is fallen upon us, 
and that all the inhabitants of the land faint because of you. 
2:10 For we have heard how the LORD dried up the water of 
the Red sea for you, when ye came out of Egypt; andwhatye 
did unto the two kings of the Amorites, that were on tie 
other side Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye utterly destroyed. 
2:11 And as soon as we had heard these things, our hearts 
did melt, neither did there remain any more courage in any 
man, because of you: f or the L RD your G od, he is G od in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 
2:12 Now therefore, I prayyou, swearunto meby theLORD, 
since I have shewed you kindness, that ye will also shew 
kindness unto my father's house, and give me a true token: 
2:13 And that ye will save alive my father, and my mother, 
and my brethren, and my sisters, and all that they have, and 
deliver our lives from death. 



2:14 And the men answered her. Our life for yours, if ye 
utter not this our business. And it shall be, when the LORD 
hath given us the land, that we will deal kindly and truly 
with thee. 

2:15 Then she let them down by a cord through the window: 
for her house was upon the town wall, and she dwelt upon 
the wall. 

2:16 And she said unto them. Get you to the mountain, lest 
the pursuers meet you; and hide yourselves there three days, 
until the pursuers be returned: and afterward may ye go your 
way. 

2 : 1 7 A nd the men said unto her. We will be blameless of this 
thine oath which thou hast made us swear 
2:18 Behold, when we come into the land, thou shalt bind 
this line of scarlet thread in the window which thou didst let 
us down by: and thou shalt bring thy father, and thy mother, 
and thy brethren, and all thy father's household, home unto 
thee. 

2: 19 A nd it shall be, that whosoever shall go out of the doors 
of thy house into the street, his blood shall be upon his head, 
and we will be guiltless: and whosoever shall be with thee in 
the house, his blood shall be on our head, if any hand be 
upon him. 

2:20 And if thou utter this our business, then we will be quit 
of thine oath which thou hast made us to swear 
2 : 2 1 A nd she said, A ccording unto your words, so be it A nd 
she sent them away, and they departed: and she bound the 
scarlet line in the window. 

2:22 And they went, and came unto the mountain, and abode 
there three days, until the pursuers were returned: and the 
pursuers sought them throughout all the way, but found them 
not. 

2:23 So the two men returned, and descended from the moun- 
tain, and passed over, and came to Joshua the son of Nun, 
and told him all things that befell them: 
2:24 And they said unto Joshua, Truly the LORD hath deliv- 
ered into our hands all the land; for even all the inhabitants 
of the country do faint because of us. 
3:1 A ndjoshua rose early in the morning; and they removed 
from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all the children of 
Israel, and lodged there before they passed over 
3:2 And it came to pass after three days, that the officers 
went through the host; 

3:3 And they commanded the people, saying. When ye see 
the ark of the covenant of the L RD your God, and the priests 
the Levites bearing it, then ye shall remove from your place, 
and go after it. 

3:4 Yet there shall be a space between you and it, about two 
thousand cubits by measure: come not near unto it, that ye 
may know the way by which ye must go: for ye have not 
passed this way heretofore. 

3:5 And Joshua said unto the people. Sanctify yourselves: 
for to morrow the LORD will do wonders among you. 
3:6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, saying. Take up the 
ark of the covenant, and pass over before the people. And 
they took up the ark of the covenant, and went before the 
people. 

3:7And the LORD saiduntojoshua, Thisday willl begin to 
magnify thee in the sight of all Israel, that they may know 
that, as I was with Moses, so I will be with thee. 
3:8 A nd thou shalt command the priests that bear the ark of 
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the covenant, saying, When ye are come to the brink of the 
water of Jordan, ye shall stand still in Jordan. 
3:9 And Joshua said unto the children of Israel, Come hither, 
and hear the words of the L RD your God. 
3:10 And Joshua said. Hereby ye shall know that the living 
God is among you, and that he will without fail drive out 
from before you the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Hivites, and the Perizzites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and thejebusites. 

3:11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of the LORD of all the 
earth passeth over before you into Jordan. 
3:12 Now therefore take you twelve men out of the tribes of 
Israel, out of every tribe a man. 

3:13 And it shall come to pass, as soon as the soles of the 
feet of the priests that bear the ark of the LORD, the LORD 
of all the earth, shall rest in the waters of Jordan, that the 
waters of Jordan shall be cut off from the waters that come 
down from above; and they shall stand upon an heap. 
3:14 And it came to pass, when the people removed from 
their tents, to pass over Jordan, and the priests bearing the 
ark of the covenant before the people; 
3:15 And as they that bare the ark were come unto Jordan, 
and the feet of the priests that bare the ark were dipped in the 
brim of the water, (for Jordan overfloweth all his banks all 
the time of harvest,) 

3:16 That the waters which came down from above stood 
and rose up upon an heap very far from the city A dam, that is 
beside Zaretan: and those that came down toward the sea of 
the plain, even the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: and the 
people passed over right against Jericho. 
3:17 And the priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD stood firm on dry ground in the midst of Jordan, and 
all the Israelites passed over on dry ground, until all the people 
were passed clean over Jordan. 

4:1 And it came to pass, when all the people were clean 
passed overjordan, that the LORD spake unto Joshua, say- 
ing, 

4:2 Take you twelve men out of the people, out of every tribe 
a man, 

4:3 And command ye them, saying. Take you hence out of 
the midst of Jordan, out of the place where the priests' feet 
stood firm, twelve stones, and ye shall cany them over with 
you, and leave them in the lodging place, where ye shall lodge 
this night. 

4:4 Then Joshua called the twelve men, whom he had pre- 
pared of the children of Israel, out of every tribe a man: 
4:5 And Joshua said unto them. Pass over before the ark of 
the LORD your God into the midst of Jordan, and take you 
up every man of you a stone upon his shoulder, according 
unto the number of the tribes of the children of Israel: 
4:6 That this may be a sign among you, that when your chil- 
dren ask their fathers in time to come, saying. What mean ye 
by these stones? 

4:7 Then ye shall answer them. That the waters of Jordan 
were cut off before the ark of the covenant of the LORD; 
when it passed overjordan, the waters of Jordan were cut 
off: and these stones shall be for a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel for ever 

4:8 And the children of Israel did so as Joshua commanded, 
and took up twelve stones out of the midst of Jordan, as the 
LORD spake unto Joshua, according to the number of the 



tribes of the children of Israel, and carried them over with 
them unto the place where they lodged, and laid them down 
there. 

4:9AndJoshua setup twelve stones in the midst of Jordan, 
in the place where the feet of the priests which bare the ark 
of the covenant stood: and they are there unto this day. 
4:10 For the priests which bare the ark stood in the midst of 
Jordan, until everything was finished that the LORD com- 
manded Joshua to speak unto the people, according to all 
that Moses commanded Joshua: and the people hasted and 
passed over 

4:11 And it came to pass, when all the people were clean 
passed over, that the ark of the LORD passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 
4:12 And the children of Reuben, and the children of Gad, 
and half the tribe of M anasseh, passed over armed before the 
children of Israel, as Moses spake unto them: 
4:13 About forty thousand prepared forwar passed over be- 
fore the LORD unto battle, to the plains of Jericho. 
4: 14 On that day the LORD magnified Joshua in the sight of 
all Israel; and they feared him, as they feared Moses, all the 
days of his life. 

4:15And the LORD spake unto Joshua, saying, 
4:16 Command the priests that bear the ark of the testimony, 
that they come up out of Jordan. 

4: 17Joshua therefore commanded the priests, saying. Come 
ye up out of Jordan. 

4: 18 A nd it came to pass, when the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD were come up out of the midst 
of Jordan, and the soles of the priests' feet were lifted up 
unto the dry land, that the waters of Jordan returned unto 
their place, and flowed over all his banks, as they did before. 
4:19 And the people came up out of Jordan on the tenth day 
of the first month, and encamped in G ilgal, in the east border 
of Jericho. 

4:20 And those twelve stones, which they took out of Jor- 
dan, did Joshua pitch in G ilgal 

4: 2 1 A nd he spake unto the children of Israel, saying, W hen 
your children shall ask their fathers in time to come, saying. 
What mean these stones? 

4:22 Then ye shall let your children know, saying, Israel came 
over this Jordan on dry land. 

4:23 For the LORD your G od dried up the waters of Jordan 
from before you, until ye were passed over, as the LORD 
your God did to the Red sea, which he dried up from before 
us, until we were gone over: 

4:24 That all the people of the earth might know the hand of 
the LORD, that it is mighty: that ye might fear the LORD 
your God for ever 

5:1 And it came to pass, when all the kings of the Amorites, 
which were on the side of Jordan westward, and all the kings 
of the Canaanites, which were by the sea, heard that the L RD 
had dried up the waters of Jordan from before the children of 
Israel, until we were passed over, that their heart melted, 
neither was there spirit in them any more, because of the 
children of Israel. 

5:2 At that time the LORD said unto Joshua, Make thee sharp 
knives, and circumcise again the children of Israel the sec- 
ond time. 

5:3 Andjoshua made him sharp knives, and circumcised the 
children of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. 
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5:4 A nd this is tlie cause wliy J osliua did circumcise: A 11 the 
people that came out of Egypt, that were males, even all the 
men of war, died in the wilderness by the way, after they 
came out of Egypt. 

5:5 Now all the people that came out were circumcised: but 
all the people that were bom in the wilderness by the way as 
they came forth out of Egypt, them they had not circum- 
cised. 

5:6 For the children of Israel walked forty years in the wil- 
derness, till all the people that were men of war, which came 
out of Egypt, were consumed, because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD: unto whom the LORD sware that he 
would not shew them the land, which the LORD sware unto 
their fathers that he would give us, a land that floweth with 
milk and honey. 

5:7 And their children, whom he raised up in their stead, 
them Joshua circumcised: for they were uncircumcised, be- 
cause they had not circumcised them by the way. 
5:8 And it came to pass, when they had done circumcising 
all the people, that they abode in their places in the camp, till 
they were whole. 

5:9 And the LORD said unto Joshua, This day have I rolled 
away the reproach of Egypt from off you. Wherefore the name 
of the place is called Gilgal unto this day. 
5:10 A nd the children of Israel encamped in Gilgal, and kept 
the passover on the fourteenth day of the month at even in 
the plains of Jericho. 

5:11 And they did eat of the old com of the land on the mor- 
row after the passover, unleavened cakes, and parched com 
in the selfsame day. 

5:12 And the manna ceased on the morrow after they had 
eaten of the old com of the land; neither had the children of 
Israel manna any more; but they did eat of the fmit of the 
land of Canaan that year 

5:13 And it came to pass, when Joshua was by Jericho, that 
he lifted up his eyes and looked, and, behold, liiere stood a 
man over against him with his sword drawn in his hand: and 
Joshua went unto him, and said unto him. Art thou for us, or 
for our adversaries? 

5: 14 And he said. Nay; but as captain of the host of the LORD 
am I now come. Andjoshua fell on his face to the earth, and 
did worship, and said unto him, W hat saith my L ord unto his 
servant? 

5:15 And the captain of the LORD'S host said unto Joshua, 
Loosethy shoe from off thy foot; for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy. And Joshua did so. 
6:1 N ow J ericho was straitly shut up because of the children 
of Israel: none went out, and none came in. 
6:2 And the LORD said unto Joshua, See, I have given into 
thine hand Jericho, and the king thereof, and the mighty men 
of valour 

6:3 And ye shall compass the city, all ye men of war, and go 
round about the city once. Thus shaltthou do six days. 
6:4 And seven priests shall bear before the ark seven tmm- 
pets of rams' homs: and the seventh day ye shall compass 
the city seven times, and the priests shall blow with the trum- 
pets. 

6:5 And it shall come to pass, that when they make a long 
blast with the ram's hom, and when ye hear the sound of the 
trampet, all the people shall shout with a great shout; and 
the wall of the city shall fall down flat, and the people shall 
ascend up every man straight before him. 



6:6 And Joshua the son of Nun called the priests, and said 

unto them. Take up the ark of the covenant, and let seven 

priests bear seven tmmpets of rams' homs before the ark of 

the LORD. 

6:7 And he said unto the people. Pass on, and compass the 

city, and let him that is armed pass on before the ark of the 

LORD. 

6:8 And it came to pass, when Joshua had spoken unto the 

people, that the seven priests bearing the seven trampets of 

rams' homs passed on before the LORD, and blew with the 

tmmpets: and the ark of the covenant of the L RD followed 

them. 

6:9 And the armed men went before the priests that blew 

with the tmmpets, and the rereward came after the ark, the 

priests going on, and blowing with the tmmpets. 

6:10 Andjoshua had commanded the people, saying. Ye shall 

not shout, nor make any noise with your voice, neither shall 

any word proceed out of your mouth, until the day I bid you 

shout; then shall ye shout. 

6:11 So the ark of the LORD compassed the city, going about 

it once: and they came into the camp, and lodged in the camp. 

6:12 Andjoshua rose early in the moming, and the priests 

took up« the ark of the LORD. 

6:13 And seven priests bearing seven tmmpets of rams' homs 

before the ark of the LORD went on continually, and blew 

with the tmmpets: and the armed men went before them; but 

the rereward came after the ark of the LORD, the priests 

going on, and blowing with the tmmpets. 

6: 14 And the second day they compassed the city once, and 

retumed into the camp: so they did six days. 

6:15 And it came to pass on the seventh day, that they rose 

early about the dawning of the day, and compassed the city 

after the same manner seven times: only on that day they 

compassed the city seven times. 

6 : 1 6 A nd it came to pass at the seventh time, when the priests 

blew with the tmmpets, Joshua said unto the people. Shout; 

for the LORD hath given you the city. 

6:17 And the city shall be accursed, even it, and all that are 

therein, to the LORD: only Rahab the harlot shall live, she 

and all that are with her in the house, because she hid the 

messengers that we sent. 

6: 18 A nd ye, in any wise keep yourselves from the accursed 

thing, lest ye make yourselves accursed, when ye take of the 

accursed tiling, and make the camp of Israel a curse, and 

trouble it. 

6:19 But all the silver, and gold, and vessels of brass and 

iron, are consecrated unto the LORD: they shall come into 

the treasury of the LORD. 

6:20 So the people shouted when the priests blew with the 

tmmpets: and it came to pass, when the people heard the 

sound of the tmmpet, and the people shouted with a great 

shout, that the wall fell down flat, so that the people went up 

into the city, every man straight before him, and they took 

the city. 

6:21 And they utterly destroyed all that was in the city, both 

man and woman, young and old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, 

with the edge of the sword. 

6:22 But Joshua had said unto the two men that had spied 

out the country. Go into the harlot's house, and bring out 

thence the woman, and all that she hath, as ye sware unto 

hen 
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6:23 A nd the young men that were spies went in, and brought 
out Rahab, and her father, and her mother, and her brethren, 
and all that she had; and they brought out all her kindred, 
and left them without the camp ot Israel. 
6:24 And they burnt the city with tire, and all that was therein: 
only the silver, and the gold, and the vessels of brass and of 
iron, they put into the treasury of the house of the LORD . 
6:25 Andjoshua saved Rahab the harlot alive, and her father's 
household, and all that she had; and she dwelleth in Israel 
even unto this day; because she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

6:26 And Joshua adjured them at that time, saying. Cursed 
be the man before the L RD , that riseth up and buildeth this 
city Jericho: he shall lay the foundation thereof in his first- 
bom, and in his youngest son shall he set up the gates of it. 
6:27 So the LORD was with Joshua; and his tame was noised 
throughout all the country. 

7:1 But the children of Israel committed a trespass in the 
accursed thing: for A chan, the son of C armi, the son of Zabdi, 
the son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, took of the accursed 
thing: and the anger of the LORD was kindled against the 
children of Israel. 

7:2 Andjoshua sent men from Jericho to Ai, which is beside 
Bethaven, on the east of Bethel, and spake unto them, say- 
ing. Go up and view the country. And the men went up and 
viewed A i. 

7:3 And they returned to Joshua, and said unto him. Let not 
all the people go up; but let about two or three thousand men 
go up and smite A i; and make not all the people to labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

7:4 So there went up thither of the people about three thou- 
sand men: and they fled before the men of Ai. 
7:5 And the men of Ai smote of them about thirty and six 
men: for they chased them from before the gate even unto 
Shebarim, and smote them in the going down: wherefore the 
hearts of the people melted, and became as water 
7:6 And Joshua rent his clothes, and fell to the earth upon 
his face before the ark of the LORD until the eventide, he 
and the elders of Israel, and put dust upon their heads. 
7:7 Andjoshua said, Alas, LORD God, wherefore hast 
thou at all brought this people over J ordan, to deliver us into 
the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us? would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on the other side Jordan! 
7:8 LORD , what shall I say, when Israel tumeth their backs 
before their enemies! 

7:9 For the Canaanites and all the inhabitants of the land 
shall hear of it, and shall environ us round, and cut off our 
name from the earth: and what wilt thou do unto thy great 
name? 

7:10 And the LORD said unto Joshua, Get thee up; where- 
fore liest thou thus upon thy face? 

7:11 Israel hath sinned, and they have also transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded them: for they have even taken 
of the accursed thing, and have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have put it even among their own stuff. 
7:12 Therefore the children of Israel could not stand before 
their enemies, but turned their backs before their enemies, 
because they were accursed: neither will I be with you any 
more, except ye destroy the accursed from among you. 
7:13 Up, sanctify the people, and say. Sanctify yourselves 
against to morrow: for thus saith the LORD God of Israel, 



There is an accursed thing in the midst of thee, Israel: 
thou canst not stand before thine enemies, until ye take away 
the accursed thing from among you. 
7:14 In the morning therefore ye shall be brought according 
to your tribes: and it shall be, that the tribe which the LORD 
taketh shall come according to the families thereof; and the 
family which the LORD shall take shall come by households; 
and the household which the LORD shall take shall come 
man by man. 

7:15 And it shall be, that he that is taken with the accursed 
thing shall be burnt with fire, he and all that he hath: because 
he hath transgressed the covenant of the LORD, and because 
he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

7:16 So Joshua rose up early in the morning, and brought 
Israel by their tribes; and the tribe of Judah was taken: 
7:17 And he brought the family of Judah; and he took the 
family of the Zarhites: and he brought the family of the 
Zarhites man by man; and Zabdi was taken: 
7: 18 A nd he brought his household man by man; and A chan, 
the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the 
tribe of Judah, was taken. 

7:19AndJoshuasaiduntoAchan, My son, give, I pray thee, 
glory to the LORD God of Israel, and make confession unto 
him; and tell me now what thou hast done; hide it not from 
me. 

7:20 And Achan answered Joshua, and said. Indeed I have 
sinned against the LORD God of Israel, and thus and thus 
have I done: 

7:21 When I saw among the spoils a goodly Babylonish gar- 
ment, and two hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge of 
gold of fifty shekels weight, then I coveted them, and took 
them; and, behold, they are hid in the earth in the midst of 
my tent, and the silver under it 

7:22 So Joshua sent messengers, and they ran unto the tent; 
and, behold, it was hid in his tent, and the silver under it 
7:23 And they took them out of the midst of the tent, and 
brought them unto Joshua, and unto all the children of Is- 
rael, and laid them out before the LORD. 
7:24 Andjoshua, and all Israel with him, tookAchan the son 
of Zerah, and the silver, and the garment, and the wedge of 
gold, and his sons, and his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and his tent, and all that he had: and 
they brought them unto the valley of Achor 
7:25AndJoshuasaid, Why hast thou troubled us? the LORD 
shall trouble thee this day. And all Israel stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with fire, after they had stoned them 
with stones. 

7:26 And they raised over him a great heap of stones unto 
this day. So the LORD turned from the fierceness of his an- 
ger Wherefore the name of that place was called. The valley 
of Achor, unto this day. 

8:1 And the LORD said unto Joshua, Fear not, neither be 
thou dismayed: take all the people of war with thee, and arise, 
go up to Ai: see, I have given into thy hand the king of Ai, 
and his people, and his city, and his land: 
8:2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her king as thou didst unto 
Jericho and her king: only the spoil thereof, and the cattle 
thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto yourselves: lay thee an 
ambush for the city behind it. 

8:3 So Joshua arose, and all the people of war, to go up against 
Ai: and Joshua chose out thirty thousand mighty men of 
valour, and sent them away by night. 
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8:4 And he commanded them, saying, Behold, ye shall lie in 
wait against the city, even behind the city: go not very tar 
from the city, but be ye all ready: 

8:5 And I, and all the people that are with me, will approach 
unto the city: and it shall come to pass, when they come out 
against us, as at the first, that we will flee before them, 
8:6 (Forthey will come out afterus) till we have drawn them 
from the city; forthey will say. They flee before us, as at the 
first: therefore we will flee before tiiem. 
8:7 Then ye shall rise up from the ambush, and seize upon 
the city: for the LORD your God will deliver it into your 
hand. 

8:8 And it shall be, when ye have taken the city, that ye shall 
set the city on fire: according to the commandment of the 
LORD shall ye do. See, I have commanded you. 
8:9 Joshua therefore sent them forth: and they went to lie in 
ambush, and abode between Bethel andAi, on the west side 
of Ai: but Joshua lodged that night among the people. 
8:10 And Joshua rose up early in the morning, and num- 
bered the people, and went up, he and the elders of Israel, 
before the people to Ai. 

8:11 And all the people, even the people of war that were 
with him, went up, and drew nigh, and came before the city, 
and pitched on the north side of Ai: now there was a valley 
between them andAi. 

8:12 And he took about five thousand men, and set them to 
lie in ambush between B ethel and A i, on the west side of the 
city. 

8: 13 A nd when they had set the people, even all the host that 
was on the north of the city, and their Hers in wait on the 
west of the city, Joshua went that night into the midst of the 
valley. 

8:14 And it came to pass, when the king of Ai saw it that 
they hasted and rose up early, and the men of the city went 
out against Israel to battle, he and all his people, at a time 
appointed, before the plain; but he wist not that there were 
liers in ambush against him behind the city. 
8:15 And Joshua and all Israel made as if they were beaten 
before them, and fled by the way of the wilderness. 
8:16 And all the people that were in Ai were called together 
to pursue after them: and they pursued after Joshua, and were 
drawn away from the city. 

8:17 And there was not a man left in A i or Bethel, that went 
not out after Israel: and they left the city open, and pursued 
after Israel. 

8:18 And the LORD said unto Joshua, Stretch out the spear 
that is in thy hand toward Ai; for I will give it into thine 
hand. And Joshua stretched out the spear that he had in his 
hand toward the city. 

8:19 And the ambush arose quickly out of their place, and 
they ran as soon as he had stretched out his hand: and they 
entered into the city, and took it and hasted and set the city 
on fire. 

8:20 And when the men of Ai looked behind them, they saw, 
and, behold, the smoke of the city ascended up to heaven, 
and they had no power to flee this way or that way: and the 
people that fled to the wilderness turned back upon the pur- 
suers. 

8:21 And when Joshua and all Israel saw that the ambush 
had taken the city, and that the smoke of the city ascended, 
then they turned again, and slew the men of Ai. 



8:22 And the other issued out of the city against them; so 
they were in the midst of Israel, some on this side, and some 
on that side: and they smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. 

8:23And the king of A i they took alive, and brought him to 
Joshua. 

8:24 And it came to pass, when Israel had made an end of 
slaying all the inhabitants of A i in the field, in the wilderness 
wherein they chased them, and when they were all fallen on 
the edge of the sword, until they were consumed, that all the 
Israelites returned unto A i, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword. 

8:25 And so it was, that all that fell that day, both of men and 
women, were twelve thousand, even all the men of Ai. 
8:26 For Joshua drew not his hand back, wherewith he 
stretched out the spear, until he had utterly destroyed all the 
inhabitants of Ai. 

8:27 nly the cattle and the spoil of that city Israel took for 
a prey unto themselves, according unto the word of the LORD 
which he commanded Joshua. 

8 : 2 8 A nd J oshua burnt A i, and made it an heap for ever, even 
a desolation unto this day. 

8:29 And the king of Ai he hanged on a tree until eventide: 
and as soon as the sun was down, Joshua commanded that 
they should take his carcase down from the tree, and cast it 
at the entering of the gate of the city, and raise thereon a 
great heap of stones, that remaineth unto this day. 
8:30 Thenjoshua built an altar unto the LORD God of Israel 
in mount Ebal, 

8:31 As Moses the servant of the LORD commanded the 
children of Israel, as it is written in the book of the law of 
M OSes, an altar of whole stones, over which no man hath lift 
up any iron: and they offered thereon burnt offerings unto 
the LORD, and sacrificed peace offerings. 
8:32 And he wrote there upon the stones a copy of the law of 
Moses, which he wrote in the presence of the children of 
Israel. 

8:33 And all Israel, and their elders, and officers, and their 
judges, stood on this side the ark and on that side before the 
priests the Levites, which bare the ark of the covenant of the 
L R D , as well the stranger, as he that was bom among them; 
half of them over against mount Gerizim, and half of them 
over against mount Ebal; as Moses the servant of the LORD 
had commanded before, that they should bless the people of 
Israel. 

8:34 And afterward he read all the words of the law, the bless- 
ings and cursings, according to all that is written in the book 
of the law. 

8:35 There was not a word of all that Moses commanded, 
which Joshua read not before all the congregation of Israel, 
with the women, and the little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them. 

9:1 And it came to pass, when all the kings which were on 
this side Jordan, in the hills, and in the valleys, and in all the 
coasts of the great sea over against Lebanon, the Hittite, and 
the Amorite, the Canaanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the 
Jebusite, heard thereof; 

9:2 That they gathered themselves together, to fight with 
Joshua and with Israel, with one accord. 
9:3 And when the inhabitants of Gibeon heard what Joshua 
had done unto Jericho and to Ai, 
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9:4 They did work wilily, and went and made as if tliey liad 
been ambassadors, and took old sacks upon their asses, and 
wine bottles, old, and rent, and bound up; 
9:5 And old shoes and clouted upon their teet, and old gar- 
ments upon them; and all the bread ot their provision was 
dry and mouldy. 

9:6 And they went to Joshua unto the camp at Gilgal, and 
said unto him, and to tie men of Israel, We be come from a 
far country: now therefore make ye a league with us. 
9:7 And the men of Israel said unto the Hivites, Peradventure 
ye dwell among us; and how shall we make a league with 
you? 

9:8 And they said unto Joshua, We are thy servants. And 
Joshua said unto them. Who are ye? and from whence come 
ye? 

9:9 And they said unto him. From a very far country thy 
servants are come because of the name of the LORD thy 
God: for we have heard the fame of him, and all that he did 
in Egypt, 

9:10 And all that he did to the two kings of the Amorites, 
that were beyond Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to 
Og king of Bashan, which was atAshtaroth. 
9: 11 W herefore our elders and all the inhabitants of our coun- 
try spake to us, saying. Take victuals with you for the jour- 
ney, and go to meet them, and say unto them. We are your 
servants: therefore now make ye a league with us. 
9:12 This our bread we took hot for our provision out of our 
houses on the day we came forth to go unto you; but now, 
behold, it is dry, and it is mouldy: 

9:13 And these bottles of wine, which we filled, were new; 
and, behold, they be rent: and these our garments and our 
shoes are become old by reason of the very long journey. 
9:14 And the men took of their victuals, and asked not coun- 
sel at the mouth of the LORD. 

9:15 And Joshua made peace with them, and made a league 
with them, to let them live: and the princes of the congrega- 
tion sware unto them. 

9:16 And it came to pass at the end of three days after they 
had made a league with them, that they heard that they were 
their neighbours, and that they dwelt among them. 
9:17 And the children of Israel journeyed, and came unto 
their cities on the third day. Now their cities were Gibeon, 
and Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjathjearim. 
9:18 And the children of Israel smote them not, because the 
princes of the congregation had sworn unto them by the 
LORD God of Israel. And all the congregation murmured 
against the princes. 

9:19 But all the princes said unto all the congregation. We 
have sworn unto them by the LORD God of Israel: now there- 
fore we may not touch them. 

9:20 This we will do to them; we will even let them live, lest 
wrath be upon us, because of the oath which we sware unto 
them. 

9:21 And the princes said unto them. Let them live; but let 
them be hewers of wood and drawers of water unto all the 
congregation; as the princes had promised them. 
9:22 And Joshua called for them, and he spake unto them, 
saying. Wherefore have ye beguiled us, saying. We are very 
far from you; when ye dwell among us? 
9:23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and there shall none of 
you be freed from being bondmen, and hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the house of my G od. 



9:24 And they answered Joshua, and said. Because it was 
certainly told thy servants, how that the L RD thy G od com- 
manded his servant M oses to give you all the land, and to 
destroy all the inhabitants of the land from before you, there- 
fore we were sore afraid of our lives because of you, and 
have done this thing. 

9:25 And now, behold, we are in thine hand: as it seemeth 
good and right unto thee to do unto us, do. 
9:26 And so did he unto them, and delivered them out of the 
hand of the children of Israel, that they slew them not 
9:27 And Joshua made them that day hewers of wood and 
drawers of water for the congregation, and for the altar of 
the LORD, even unto this day, in the place which he should 
choose. 

10:1 Now it came to pass, whenAdonizedec king of Jerusa- 
lem had heard how Joshua had taken A i, and had utterly de- 
stroyed it; as he had done to Jericho and her king, so he had 
done to Ai and her king; and how the inhabitants of Gibeon 
had made peace with Israel, and were among them; 
10:2 That they feared greatly, because Gibeon was a great 
city, as one of the royal cities, and because it was greater 
than A i, and all the men thereof were mighty. 
10:3 Wherefore A donizedec king of Jerusalem, sent unto 
Hoham king of Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, 
and unto Japhia king of Lachish, and unto Debir king of 
Eglon, saying, 

10:4 Come up unto me, and help me, that we may smite 
Gibeon: for it hath made peace with Joshua and with the 
children of Israel. 

10:5 Therefore the five kings of the Amorites, the king of 
Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king 
of Lachish, the king of Eglon, gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their hosts, and encamped before 
Gibeon, and made war against it 

10:6 A nd the men of G ibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp to 
Gilgal, saying. Slack not thy hand from thy servants; come 
up to us quickly, and save us, and help us: for all the kings of 
the Amorites that dwell in the mountains are gathered to- 
gether against us. 

10:7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all the people 
of war with him, and all the mighty men of valour 
10:8 And the LORD said unto Joshua, Fear them not: for I 
have delivered them into thine hand; there shall not a man of 
them stand before thee. 

10:9 Joshua therefore came unto them suddenly, and went 
up from Gilgal all night. 

10:10 And the LORD discomfited them before Israel, and 
slew them with a great slaughter at G ibeon, and chased them 
along the way that goeth up to Bethhoron, and smote them 
to Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

10:11 And it came to pass, as they fled from before Israel, 
and were in the going down to Bethhoron, that the LORD 
cast down great stones from heaven upon them unto Azekah, 
and they died: they were more which died with hailstones 
than they whom the children of Israel slew with the sword. 
10:12 Then spake Joshua to the LORD in the day when the 
LORD delivered up the Amorites before the children of Is- 
rael, and he said in the sight of Israel, Sun, stand thou still 
upon Gibeon; and thou. Moon, in the valley of Ajalon. 
10: 13 And the sun stood still, and the moon stayed, until the 
people had avenged themselves upon their enemies. Is not 
this written in the book of Jasher? So the sun stood still in 
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the midst of heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole 
day. 

10: 14 A nd there was no day like that before it or after it, that 
theLORD hearkened unto the voice of a man: fortheLORD 
fought for Israel. 

10:15 And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto the 
camp to Gilgal. 

10:16 But these five kings fled, and hid themselves in a cave 
atMakkedah. 

10: 17 And it was told Joshua, saying. The five kings are found 
hid in a cave at M akkedah. 

10:18 And Joshua said. Roll great stones upon the mouth of 
the cave, and set men by it for to keep them: 
10:19 And stay ye not, but pursue after your enemies, and 
smite the hindmost of them; suffer them not to enter into 
their cities: fortheLORD your God hath delivered them into 
your hand. 

10:20 And it came to pass, when Joshua and the children of 
Israel had made an end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that the rest which re- 
mained of them entered into fenced cities. 
10:21 And all the people returned to the camp to Joshua at 
M akkedah in peace: none moved his tongue against any of 
the children of Israel. 

10:22 Then said Joshua, Open the mouth of the cave, and 
bring out those five kings unto me out of the cave. 
10:23 And they did so, and brought forth those five kings 
unto him out of the cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, and the 
king of Eglon. 

10:24 And it came to pass, when they brought out those kings 
unto Joshua, that Joshua called for all the men of Israel, and 
said unto the captains of the men of war which went with 
him. Come near, put your feet upon the necks of these kings. 
And they came near, and put their feet upon the necks of 
them. 

10:25 Andjoshua said unto them, Fearnot, nor be dismayed, 
be strong and of good courage: for thus shall the LORD do 
to all your enemies against whom ye fight. 
10:26 And afterward Joshua smote them, and slew them, and 
hanged them on five trees: and they were hanging upon the 
trees until the evening. 

10:27 And it came to pass at the time of the going down of 
the sun, that Joshua commanded, and they took them down 
off the trees, and cast them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the cave's mouth, which 
remain until this very day. 

10:28 And that day Joshua took Makkedah, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and the king thereof he utterly de- 
stroyed, them, and all the souls that were therein; he let none 
remain: and he did to the king of Makkedah as he did unto 
the king of Jericho. 

10:29 Then Joshua passed from Makkedah, and all Israel 
with him, unto Libnah, and fought against Libnah: 
10:30 And the LORD delivered it also, and the king thereof, 
into the hand of Israel; and he smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof as he did unto the king of 
Jericho. 

10:31 Andjoshua passed from Libnah, and all Israel with 
him, unto Lachish, and encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 



10:32 And the LORD delivered Lachish into the hand of 
Israel, which took it on the second day, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls that were therein, ac- 
cording to all that he had done to Libnah. 
10:33 Then Horam king of Gezer came up to help Lachish; 
andjoshua smote him and his people, until he had left him 
none remaining. 

10:34 And from Lachish Joshua passed unto Eglon, and all 
Israel with him; and they encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 

10:35 And they took it on that day, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls that were therein he ut- 
terly destroyed that day, according to all that he had done to 
Lachish. 

10:36 Andjoshua went up from Eglon, and all Israel with 
him, unto Hebron; and they fought against it: 
10:37 And they took it, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and the king thereof, and all the cities thereof, and all 
the souls that were therein; he left none remaining, accord- 
ing to all that he had done to Eglon; but destroyed it utterly, 
and all the souls that were therein. 
10:38 Andjoshua returned, and all Israel with him, to Debir; 
and fought against it: 

10:39 And he took it, and the king thereof, and all the cities 
thereof; and they smote them with the edge of the sword, 
and utterly destroyed all the souls that were therein; he left 
none remaining: as he had done to Hebron, so he did to D ebir, 
and to the king thereof; as he had done also to Libnah, and to 
her king. 

10:40 Sojoshuasmoteallthecountiy of the hills, and of the 
south, and of the vale, and of the springs, and all their kings: 
he left none remaining, but utterly destroyed all that breathed, 
as the LORD God of Israel commanded. 
10:41 Andjoshua smote them from Kadeshbamea even unto 
Gaza, and all the country of Goshen, even unto Gibeon. 
10:42 And all these kings and their land did Joshua take at 
onetime, because the LORD God of Israel fought for Israel 
10:43 And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto the 
camp to Gilgal. 

11:1 And it came to pass, when Jabin king of Hazor had 
heard those things, that he sent to Jobab king of Madon, and 
to the king of Shimron, and to the king of Achshaph, 
11:2 And to the kings that were on the north of the moun- 
tains, and of the plains south of Chinneroth, and in the val- 
ley, and in the borders of D or on the west, 
1 1 :3 A nd to the C anaanite on the east and on the west, and to 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Jebusite 
in the mountains, and to the Hivite under Hermon in the 
land of Mizpeh. 

11:4 And they went out, they and all their hosts with them, 
much people, even as the sand that is upon the sea shore in 
multitude, with horses and chariots very many. 
11:5 And when all these kings were met together, they came 
and pitched together at the waters of M erom, to fight against 
Israel. 

ll:6And the LORD said unto Joshua, B e not afraid because 
of them: for to morrow about this time will I deliver them up 
all slain before Israel: thou shalt hough their horses, and bum 
their chariots with fire. 

11:7 So Joshua came, and all the people of war with him, 
against them by the waters of M erom suddenly; and they fell 
upon them. 
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11:8 And the LORD delivered them into the hand ot Israel, 
who smote them, and chased them unto great Zidon, and 
unto M isrephothmaim, and unto the valley ot Mizpeh east- 
ward; and they smote them, until they left them none re- 
maining. 

11:9 And Joshua did unto them as the LORD bade him: he 
houghed their horses, and burnt their chariots with fire. 
11:10 And Joshua at that time turned back, and took Hazor, 
and smote the king thereof with the sword: for Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those kingdoms. 
11: 11 And they smote all the souls that were therein with the 
edge of the sword, utterly destroying them: there was not 
any left to breathe: and he burnt Hazor with fire. 
11:12 And all the cities of those kings, and all the kings of 
them, did Joshua take, and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and he utterly destroyed them, as Moses the servant 
of the LORD commanded. 

11:13 But as for the cities that stood still in their strength, 
Israel burned none of them, save Hazor only; that did Joshua 
bum. 

11:14 And all the spoil of these cities, and the cattle, the 
children of Israel took for a prey unto themselves; but every 
man they smote with the edge of the sword, until they had 
destroyed them, neither left they any to breathe. 
11:15 As the LORD commanded Moses his servant, so did 
Moses command Joshua, and so did Joshua; he left nothing 
undone of all that the LORD commanded Moses. 
11:16 Sojoshuatook all that land, the hills, and all the south 
country, and all the land of Goshen, and the valley, and the 
plain, and the mountain of Israel, and the valley of the same; 
11:17 Even from the mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir, 
even unto Baalgad in the valley of Lebanon under mount 
Hermon: and all their kings he took, and smote them, and 
slew them. 

11:18 Joshua made war a long time with all those kings. 
11:19 There was not a city that made peace with the children 
of Israel, save the Hivites the inhabitants of Gibeon: all other 
they took in battle. 

11:20 For it was of the LORD to harden their hearts, that 
they should come against Israel in battle, that he might de- 
stroy them utterly, and that they might have no favour, but 
that he might destroy them, as the LORD commanded Moses. 
11 :2 1 A nd at that time came J oshua, and cut off the A nakims 
from the mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, from A nab, 
and from all the mountains of Judah, and from all the moun- 
tains of Israel: Joshua destroyed them utterly with their cit- 
ies. 

11:22 There was none of the Anakims left in the land of the 
children of Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, and inAshdod, 
there remained. 

11:23 So Joshua took the whole land, according to all that 
the LORD said unto Moses; and J oshua gave it for an inher- 
itance unto Israel according to their divisions by their tribes. 
And the land rested from wan 

12:1 Now these are the kings of the land, which the children 
of Israel smote, and possessed their land on the other side 
Jordan toward the rising of the sun, from the river Amon 
unto mount Hermon, and all the plain on the east: 
12:2 Sihonkingof theAmorites, whodweltinHeshbon, and 
ruled from Aroer, which is upon the bank of the river Amon, 
and from the middle of the river, and from half Gilead, even 



unto the river Jabbok, which is the border of the children of 
Ammon; 

12:3 And from the plain to the sea of Chinneroth on the east, 
and unto the sea of the plain, even the salt sea on the east, 
the way to Bethjeshimoth; and from the south, under 
Ashdothpisgah: 

12:4 And the coast of Og king of Bashan, which was of the 
remnant of the giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, 
12:5 And reigned in mount Hermon, and in Salcah, and in 
all Bashan, unto the border of the Geshurites and the 
M aachathites, and half Gilead, the border of Sihon king of 
Heshbon. 

12:6 Them did Moses the servant of the LORD and the chil- 
dren of Israel smite: and Moses the servant of the LORD 
gave it for a possession unto the Reubenites, and the G adites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh. 

12:7 And these are the kings of the country which Joshua 
and the children of Israel smote on this side Jordan on the 
west, from Baalgad in the valley of Lebanon even unto the 
mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir; which Joshua gave unto 
the tribes of Israel for a possession according to their divi- 
sions; 

12:8 In the mountains, and in the valleys, and in the plains, 
and in the springs, and in the wildemess, and in the south 
country; the Hittites, theAmorites, and the Canaanites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites: 
12:9 The king of Jericho, one; the king of Ai, which is be- 
side B ethel, one; 

12:10 The king of Jerusalem, one; the king of Hebron, one; 
12:11 The king of Jarmuth, one; the king of Lachish, one; 
12:12 The king of Eglon, one; the king of Gezer, one; 
12:13 The king of Debir, one; the king of Geder, one; 
12:14 The king of Hormah, one; the king of Arad, one; 
12:15 The king of Libnah, one; the king of AduUam, one; 
12:16 The king of Makkedah, one; the king of Bethel, one; 
12:17 The king of Tappuah, one; the king of Hepher, one; 
12:18 The king of Aphek, one; the king of Lasharon, one; 
12:19 The king of Madon, one; the king of Hazor, one; 
12:20 The king of Shimronmeron, one; the king of Achshaph, 
one; 

12:21 The king of Taanach, one; the king of Megiddo, one; 
12:22 The king of Kedesh, one; the king of Jokneam of 
Carmel, one; 

12:23 The king of Dor in the coast of Dor, one; the king of 
the nations of G ilgal, one; 

12:24 The king of Tirzah, one: all the kings thirty and one. 
13:1 Now Joshua was old and stricken in years; and the 
LORD said unto him. Thou art old and stricken in years, and 
there remaineth yet very much land to be possessed. 
13:2 This is the land thatyet remaineth: all the borders of the 
Philistines, and all Geshuri, 

13:3 From Sihor, which is before Egypt, even unto the bor- 
ders of Ekron northward, which is counted to the Canaanite: 
five lords of the Philistines; the Gazathites, and the 
A shdothites, the Eshkalonites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites; 
also the Avites: 

13:4 From the south, all the land of the Canaanites, and 
Mearah that is beside the Sidonians unto Aphek, to the bor- 
ders of theAmorites: 

13:5 And the land of the Giblites, and all Lebanon, toward 
the sunrising, from Baalgad under mount Hermon unto the 
entering into Hamath. 
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13:6 All the inhabitants of the hill country from Lebanon 
unto Misrephothmaim, and all the Sidonians, them will I drive 
out from before the children of Israel: only divide thou it by 
lotunto the Israelites foran inheritance, as I have commanded 
thee. 

13:7 Now therefore divide this land for an inheritance unto 
the nine tribes, and the half tribe of Manasseh, 
13:8 With whom the Reubenites and the Gadites have re- 
ceived their inheritance, which Moses gave them, beyond 
Jordan eastward, even as Moses the servant of the LORD 
gave them; 

13:9 From Aroer, that is upon the bank of the river Amon, 
and the city that is in the midst of the river, and all the plain 
of Medeba unto Dibon; 

13:10 And all the cities of Sihon king of theAmorites, which 
reigned in Heshbon, unto the border of the children of 
Ammon; 

13:11 And Gilead, and the border of the Geshurites and 
Maachathites, and all mount Hermon, and all Bashan unto 
Salcah; 

13:12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, which reigned in 
Ashtaroth and in Edrei, who remained of the remnant of the 
giants: for these did Moses smite, and cast them out 
13:13 Nevertheless the children of Israel expelled not the 
Geshurites, nor the Maachathites: but the Geshurites and the 
Maachathites dwell among the Israelites until this day. 
13:14 nly unto the tribes of L evi he gave none inheritance; 
the sacrifices of the LORD God of Israel made by fire are 
their inheritance, as he said unto them. 
13:15 And Moses gave unto the tribe of the children of 
Reuben inheritance according to their families. 
13:16 And their coast was from Aroer, that is on the bank of 
the river Amon, and the city that is in the midst of the river, 
and all the plain by M edeba; 

13:17 Heshbon, and all her cities that are in the plain; D ibon, 
and Bamothbaal, and Bethbaalmeon, 
13:18 And Jahaza, and Kedemoth, and Mephaath, 
13:19AndKirjathaim, andSibmah, and Zarethshahar in the 
mount of the valley, 

13:20 And Bethpeor, andAshdothpisgah, and Bethjeshimoth, 
13:21 And all the cities of the plain, and all the kingdom of 
Sihon king of theAmorites, which reigned in Heshbon, whom 
Moses smote with the princes of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, 
and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, which were dukes of Sihon, 
dwelling in the country. 

13:22 Balaam also the son of Beor, the soothsayer, did the 
children of Israel slay with the sword among them that were 
slain by them. 

13:23 And the border of the children of Reuben was Jordan, 
and the border thereof. This was the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Reuben after their families, the cities and the vil- 
lages thereof. 

13:24 And Moses gave inheritance unto the tribe of Gad, 
even unto the children of Gad according to their families. 
13:25 And their coast was Jazer, and all the cities of Gilead, 
and half the land of the children of Ammon, unto Aroer that 
is before Rabbah; 

13:26 And from Heshbon unto Ramathmizpeh, and Betonim; 
and from M ahanaim unto the border of D ebir; 
13:27 And in the valley, Betharam, and Bethnimrah, and 
Succoth, and Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom of Sihon king 



of H eshbon, J ordan and his border, even unto the edge of the 
sea of Chinnereth on the other side Jordan eastward. 
13:28 This is the inheritance of the children of Gad after 
their families, the cities, and their villages. 
13:29 And Moses gave inheritance unto the half tribe of 
M anasseh: and this was the possession of the half tribe of 
the children of Manasseh by their families. 
13:30 And their coast was from M ahanaim, all Bashan, all 
the kingdom of Og king of Bashan, and all the towns of Jair, 
which are in Bashan, threescore cities: 
13:31 And half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and Edrei, cities of 
the kingdom of Og in Bashan, were pertaining unto the chil- 
dren of Machirthe son of Manasseh, even to the one half of 
the children of Machir by their families. 
13:32 These are the countries which Moses did distribute 
for inheritance in the plains of Moab, on the other side Jor- 
dan, by Jericho, eastward. 

13:33 But unto the tribe of Levi Moses gave not any inherit- 
ance: the LORD God of Israel was their inheritance, as he 
said unto them. 

14:1 And these are the countries which the children of Israel 
inherited in the land of Canaan, which Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, distributed for inheritance 
to them. 

14:2 By lot was their inheritance, as the LORD commanded 
by the hand of Moses, for the nine tribes, and for the half 
tribe. 

14:3 For Moses had given the inheritance of two tribes and 
an half tribe on the other side Jordan: but unto the Levites he 
gave none inheritance among them. 
14:4 For the children of Joseph were two tribes, Manasseh 
and Ephraim: therefore they gave no part unto the L evites in 
the land, save cities to dwell in, with their suburbs for their 
cattle and for their substance. 

14:5 As the LORD commanded Moses, so the children of 
Israel did, and they divided the land. 
14:6 Then the children of Judah came unto Joshua in Gilgal: 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenezite said unto him. 
Thou knowestthe thing that the LORD said unto Moses the 
man of God concerning me and thee in Kadeshbamea. 
14:7 Forty years old was I when Moses the servant of the 
LORD sent me from K adeshbamea to espy out the land; and 
I brought him word again as it was in mine heart. 
14:8 Nevertheless my brethren that went up with me made 
the heart of the people melt: but I wholly followed the L RD 
my God. 

14:9 And Moses sware on that day, saying. Surely the land 
whereon thy feet have trodden shall be thine inheritance, and 
thy children's for ever, because thou hast wholly followed 
the LORD my God. 

14: 10 And now, behold, the LORD hath kept me alive, as he 
said, these forty and five years, even since the LORD spake 
this word unto Moses, while the children of Israel wandered 
in the wilderness: and now, lo, I am this day fourscore and 
five years old. 

14: 11 As yet I am as strong this day as I was in the day that 
Moses sent me: as my strength was then, even so is my 
strength now, for war, both to go out, and to come in. 
14:12 Now therefore give me this mountain, whereof the 
LORD spake in that day; for thou heardest in that day how 
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the Anakims were there, and that the cities were great and 
fenced: it so be the LORD will be with me, then I shall be 
able to drive them out, as the LORD said. 
14:13 And Joshua blessed him, and gave unto Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh Hebron for an inheritance. 
14:14 Hebron therefore became the inheritance of Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh the K enezite unto this day, because that he 
wholly followed the LORD God of Israel. 
14:15 And the name of Hebron before was Kirjatharba; which 
Arba was a great man among the Anakims. And the land had 
rest from war. 

15:1 This then was the lot of the tribe of the children of 
Judah by their families; even to the border of Edom the wil- 
derness of Zin southward was the uttermost part of the south 
coast. 

15:2 And their south border was from the shore of the salt 
sea, from the bay that looketh southward: 
15:3 And it went out to the south side to Maalehacrabbim, 
and passed along to Zin, and ascended up on the south side 
unto Kadeshbamea, and passed along to Hezron, and went 
up to Adar, and fetched a compass to Karkaa: 
15:4 From thence it passed toward Azmon, and went out 
unto the river of Egypt; and the goings out of that coast were 
at the sea: this shall be your south coast 
15:5 And the east border was the salt sea, even unto the end 
of J ordan. A nd their border in the north quarter was from the 
bay of the sea at the uttermost part of Jordan: 
15:6Andtheborderwentupto Bethhogla, and passed along 
by the north of B etharabah; and the border went up to the 
stone of Bohan the son of Reuben: 
15:7 And the border went up toward Debir from the valley 
of Achor, and so northward, looking toward Gilgal, that is 
before the going up to Adummim, which is on the south side 
of the river: and the border passed toward the waters of 
Enshemesh, and the goings out thereof were at Enrogel: 
15:8 And the border went up by the valley of the son of 
Hinnom unto the south side of the Jebusite; the same is Jerusa- 
lem: and the border went up to the top of the mountain that 
lieth before the valley of Hinnom westward, which is at the 
end of the valley of the giants northward: 
15:9 And the border was drawn from the top of the hill unto 
the fountain of the water of Nephtoah, and went out to the 
cities of mount Ephron; and the border was drawn to B aalah, 
which is Kirjathjearim: 

15: 10 A nd the border compassed from B aalah westward unto 
mount Seir, and passed along unto the side of mountjearim, 
which is Chesalon, on the north side, and went down to 
Bethshemesh, and passed on to Timnah: 
15:11 And the border went out unto the side of Ekron north- 
ward: and the border was drawn to Shicron, and passed along 
to mount B aalah, and went out unto Jabneel; and the goings 
out of the border were at the sea. 

15:12 And the west border was to the great sea, and the coast 
thereof. This is the coast of the children of Judah round about 
according to their families. 

15:13 And unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh he gave a part 
among the children of Judah, according to the command- 
mentof theLORD tojoshua, eventhecity of Arba the father 
of Anak, which city is Hebron. 

15:14 And Caleb drove thence the three sons of Anak, 
Sheshai, andAhiman, and Talmai, the children of Anak. 



15:15 And he went up thence to the inhabitants of Debir: 

and the name of Debir before was Kirjathsepher 

15:16 And Caleb said. He that smiteth Kirjathsepher, and 

taketh it, to him will I giveAchsah my daughter to wife. 

15:17 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, the brother of Caleb, 

took it: and he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. 

15:18 And it came to pass, as she came unto him, that she 

moved him to ask of her father a field: and she lighted off 

her ass; and Caleb said unto her. What wouldest thou? 

15:19 Who answered. Give me a blessing; for thou hast given 

me a south land; give me also springs of water And he gave 

her the upper springs, and the nether springs. 

15:20 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of 

Judah according to their families. 

15:21 And the uttermost cities of the tribe of the children of 

Judah toward the coast of Edom southward were Kabzeel, 

and Eder, and Jagur, 

15:22 And Kinah, and Dimonah, and Adadah, 

15:23 And Kedesh, and Hazor, and Ithnan, 

15:24 Ziph, and Telem, and Bealoth, 

15:25 A nd Hazor, Hadattah, and Kerioth, and Hezron, which 

is Hazor, 

15:26 Amam, and Shema, and Moladah, 

15:27 And Hazargaddah, and Heshmon, and Bethpalet, 

15:28 And Hazarshual, and Beersheba, and Bizjofhjah, 

15:29 Baalah, and lim, andAzem, 

15:30 And Eltolad, and Chesil, and Hormah, 

15:31 And Ziklag, and Madmannah, and Sansannah, 

15:32 And Lebaoth, and Shilhim, and Ain, and Rimmon: all 

the cities are twenty and nine, with their villages: 

15:33 And in the valley, Eshtaol, and Zoreah, and Ashnah, 

15:34 And Zanoah, and Engannim, Tappuah, and Enam, 

15:35 Jarmuth, andAduUam, Socoh, andAzekah, 

15:36 And Sharaim, and Adithaim, and Gederah, and 

Gederothaim; fourteen cities with their villages: 

15:37 Zenan, and Hadashah, and Migdalgad, 

15:38 And Dilean, and Mizpeh, andjoktheel, 

15:39 Lachish, and Bozkath, and Eglon, 

15:40 And Cabbon, and Lahmam, and Kithlish, 

15:41 And Gederoth, Bethdagon, and Naamah, and 

Makkedah; sixteen cities with their villages: 

15:42 Libnah, and Ether, andAshan, 

15:43 And Jiphtah, and Ashnah, and Nezib, 

15:44 And Keilah, and Achzib, and Mareshah; nine cities 

with their villages: 

15:45 Ekron, with her towns and her villages: 

15:46 From Ekron even unto the sea, all that lay nearAshdod, 

with their villages: 

15:47 Ashdod with her towns and her villages, Gaza with 

her towns and her villages, unto the river of Egypt, and the 

great sea, and the border thereof: 

15:48 And in the mountains, Shamir, and Jattir, and Socoh, 

15:49 And Dannah, and Kirjathsannah, which is Debir, 

15:50 And Anab, and Eshtemoh, andAnim, 

15:51 And Goshen, andHolon, andGiloh; eleven cities with 

their villages: 

15:52 Arab, and Dumah, and Eshean, 

15:53 And Janum, and Bethtappuah, andAphekah, 

15:54 And Humtah, and Kirjatharba, which is Hebron, and 

Zior; nine cities with their villages: 

15:55 Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and Juttah, 
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15:56 And Jezreel, andjokdeam, and Zanoah, 
15:57 Cain, Gibeali, and Timnah; ten cities witli tlieir vil- 
lages: 

15:58 Halhul, Bethzur, and Gedor, 
15:59 And Maaratli, and Bethanoth, and Eltekon; six cities 
with their villages: 

15:60 Kirjathbaal, which is Kirjathjearim, and Rabbah; two 
cities with their villages: 

15:61 In the wilderness, Betharabah, Middin, and Secacah, 
15:62 And Nibshan, and the city of Salt, and Engedi; six 
cities with their villages. 

15:63 As forthejebusites the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
children of Judah could not drive them out; but the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Judah at Jerusalem unto this day. 
16:1 And the lot of the children of Joseph fell from Jordan 
by Jericho, unto the water of Jericho on the east, to the wil- 
derness that goeth up from J ericho throughout mount B ethel, 
16:2 And goeth out from Bethel to Luz, and passeth along 
unto the borders of A rchi to A taroth, 
16:3 And goeth down westward to the coastof Japhleti, unto 
the coast of Bethhoron the nether, and to Gezer; and the go- 
ings out thereof are at the sea. 

16:4 So the children of Joseph, Manasseh and Ephraim, took 
their inheritance. 

16:5 And the border of the children of Ephraim according to 
their families was thus: even the border of their inheritance 
on the east side was Atarothaddar, unto Bethhoron the up- 
per; 

16:6 A nd the border went out toward the sea to Michmethah 
on the north side; and the border went about eastward unto 
Taanathshiloh, and passed by it on the east to Janohah; 
16:7 And it went down from Janohah to Ataroth, and to 
Naarath, and came to Jericho, and went out at Jordan. 
16:8 The border went out from Tappuah westward unto the 
river Kanah; and the goings out thereof were at the sea. This 
is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Ephraim by 
their families. 

16:9 And the separate cities forthe children of Ephraim were 
among the inheritance of the children of Manasseh, all the 
cities with their villages. 

16:10 And they drave not out the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Gezen butthe Canaanites dwell among the Ephraimites unto 
this day, and serve under tribute. 

17:1 There was also a lot for the tribe of Manasseh; for he 
was the firstborn of Joseph; to wit, for Machirthe firstborn 
of Manasseh, the father of Gilead: because he was a man of 
war, therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. 
17:2 There was also a lot for the rest of the children of 
Manasseh by their families; forthe children of Abiezer, and 
forthe children of Helek, and forthe children of Asriel, and 
forthe children of Shechem, and forthe children of Hepher, 
and for the children of Shemida: these were the male chil- 
dren of Manasseh the son of Joseph by their families. 
17:3 But Zelophehad, the son of Hepher, the son of Gilead, 
the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no sons, but 
daughters: and these are the names of his daughters, Mahlah, 
and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tiizah. 
17:4 And they came near before Eleazar the priest, and be- 
fore Joshua the son of Nun, and before the princes, saying. 
The LORD commanded Moses to give us an inheritance 
among our brethren. Therefore according to the command- 



ment of the LORD he gave them an inheritance among the 
brethren of their father 

17:5 And there fell ten portions to Manasseh, beside the land 
of Gilead and B ashan, which were on the other side Jordan; 
17:6 Because the daughters of Manasseh had an inheritance 
among his sons: and the rest of M anasseh's sons had the land 
of Gilead. 

17:7 And the coast of Manasseh was from Asher to 
M ichmethah, that lieth before Shechem; and the border went 
along on the right hand unto the inhabitants of Entappuah. 
17:8 Now Manasseh had the land of Tappuah: but Tappuah 
on the border of Manasseh belonged to the children of 
Ephraim; 

17:9 And the coast descended unto the river Kanah, south- 
ward of the river: these cities of Ephraim are among the cit- 
ies of M anasseh: the coast of M anasseh also was on the north 
side of the river, and the outgoings of it were at the sea: 
17:10 Southward it was Ephraim's, and northward it was 
M anasseh's, and the sea is his border; and they met together 
in Asher on the north, and in Issachar on the east 
1 7: 1 1 A nd M anasseh had in I ssachar and in A sher B ethshean 
and her towns, and Ibleam and her towns, and the inhabit- 
ants of D or and her towns, and the inhabitants of Endor and 
her towns, and the inhabitants of Taanach and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Megiddo and her towns, even three 
countries. 

17:12 Yet the children of Manasseh could not drive out the 
inhabitants of those cities; but the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. 

17:13 Yet it came to pass, when the children of Israel were 
waxen strong, that they put the Canaanites to tribute, but did 
not utterly drive them out. 

17: 14 And the children of Joseph spake unto Joshua, saying. 
Why hast thou given me but one lot and one portion to in- 
herit, seeing I am a great people, forasmuch as the LORD 
hath blessed me hitherto? 

17:15 Andjoshua answered them. If thou be a great people, 
then get thee up to the wood country, and cut down for thy- 
self there in the land of the Perizzites and of the giants, if 
mount Ephraim be too narrow for thee. 
17: 16 And the children of Joseph said. The hill is not enough 
for US: and all the Canaanites that dwell in the land of the 
valley have chariots of iron, both they who are of B ethshean 
and her towns, and they who are of the valley of Jezreel. 
17:17 Andjoshua spake unto the house of Joseph, even to 
Ephraim and to Manasseh, saying. Thou art a great people, 
and hast great power: thou shalt not have one lot only: 
17:18 But the mountain shall be thine; for it is a wood, and 
thou shalt cut it down: and the outgoings of it shall be thine: 
for thou shalt drive out the Canaanites, though they have 
iron chariots, and though they be strong. 
18:1 And the whole congregation of the children of Israel 
assembled together at Shiloh, and set up the tabernacle of 
the congregation there. And the land was subdued before 
them. 

18:2 And there remained among the children of Israel seven 
tribes, which had not yet received their inheritance. 
18:3 And Joshua said unto the children of Israel, How long 
are ye slack to go to possess the land, which the L RD G od 
of your fathers hath given you? 
18:4 Give out from among you three men for each tribe: and 
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I will send them, and they shall rise, and go through the land, 
and describe it according to the inheritance of them; and they 
shall come again to me. 

18:5 And they shall divide it into seven parts: Judah shall 
abide in their coast on the south, and the house ot Joseph 
shall abide in their coasts on the north. 
18:6 Ye shall therefore describe the land into seven parts, 
and bring the description hither to me, that I may cast lots 
tor you here before tiie L RD our God. 
18:7 ButtheLeviteshaveno part among you; for the priest- 
hood of theLORD is their inheritance: andGad, andReuben, 
and half the tribe of Manasseh, have received their inherit- 
ance beyond Jordan on the east, which Moses the servant of 
the LORD gave them. 

18:8 And the men arose, and went away: and Joshua charged 
them that went to describe the land, saying. Go and walk 
through the land, and describe it, and come again to me, that 
I may here cast lots for you before the LORD in Shiloh. 
18:9 And the men went and passed through the land, and 
described it by cities into seven parts in a book, and came 
again to Joshua to the host at Shiloh. 
18:10 And Joshua cast lots for them in Shiloh before the 
LORD : and there Joshua divided the land unto the children 
of Israel according to their divisions. 
18:11 And the lot of the tribe of the children of Benjamin 
came up according to their families: and the coast of their lot 
came forth between the children of Judah and the children of 
Joseph. 

18:12 And their border on the north side was from Jordan; 
and the border went up to the side of Jericho on the north 
side, and went up through the mountains westward; and the 
goings out thereof were at the wilderness of Bethaven. 
18:13 And the border went over from thence toward Luz, to 
the side of Luz, which is Bethel, southward; and the border 
descended to Atarothadar, near the hill thatlieth on the south 
side of the nether Bethhoron. 

18:14 And the border was drawn thence, and compassed the 
comer of the sea southward, from the hill that lieth before 
Bethhoron southward; and the goings out thereof were at 
Kirjathbaal, which is Kirjathjearim, a city of the children of 
Judah: this was the west quarter 

18:15 And the south quarter was from the end of 
Kirjathjearim, and the border went out on the west, and went 
out to liie well of waters of Nephtoah: 
18:16 And the border came down to the end of the mountain 
that lieth before the valley of the son of Hinnom, and which 
is in the valley of the giants on the north, and descended to 
the valley of Hinnom, to the side of Jebusi on the south, and 
descended to Enrogel, 

18:17 And was drawn from the north, and went forth to 
Enshemesh, and went forth toward Geliloth, which is over 
against the going up of A dummim, and descended to the stone 
of B ohan the son of Reuben, 

18: 18 A nd passed along toward the side over against A rabah 
northward, and went down unto A rabah: 
18: 19 A nd the border passed along to the side of B ethhoglah 
northward: and the outgoings of the border were at the north 
bay of the salt sea at the south end of Jordan: this was the 
south coast. 

18:20 And Jordan was the border of it on the east side. This 
was the inheritance of the children of B enjamin, by the coasts 



thereof round about, according to their families. 
18:21 Now the cities of the tribe of the children of Benjamin 
according to their families were Jericho, and B ethhoglah, 
and the valley of Keziz,

22 And Betharabah, and Zemaraim, and Bethel, 

23 And Avim, and Pharah, and Ophrah, 

24 And Chepharhaammonai, and Ophni, and Gaba; twelve 



cities with their villages: 
18:25 Gibeon, and Ramah, and Beeroth, 
18:26 And Mizpeh, and Chephirah, and Mozah, 
18:27 And Rekem, and Irpeel, and Taralah, 
18:28 And Zelah, Eleph, and Jebusi, which is Jerusalem, 
Gibeath, and Kirjath; fourteen cities with their villages. This 
is the inheritance of the children of Benjamin according to 
their families. 

19: 1 And the second lot came forth to Simeon, even for the 
tribe of the children of Simeon according to their families: 
and their inheritance was within the inheritance of the chil- 
dren of Judah. 

19:2 A nd they had in their inheritance B eersheba, and Sheba, 
and Moladah, 

19:3 And Hazarshual, and Balah, and Azem, 
19:4 And Eltolad, and Bethul, and Hormah, 
19:5 And Ziklag, and Bethmarcaboth, and Hazarsusah, 
19:6 And B ethlebaoth, and Sharuhen; thirteen cities and their 
villages: 

19:7 Ain, Remmon, and Ether, and Ashan; four cities and 
their villages: 

19:8 And all the villages that were round about these cities 
to Baalathbeer, Ramath of the south. This is the inheritance 
of the tribe of the children of Simeon according to their fami- 
lies. 

19:9 Out of the portion of the children of Judah was the in- 
heritance of the children of Simeon: for the part of the chil- 
dren of Judah was too much for them: therefore the children 
of Simeon had their inheritance within the inheritance of 
them. 

19:10 And the third lot came up for the children of Zebulun 
according to their families: and the border of their inherit- 
ance was unto Sarid: 

1 9 : 1 1 A nd their border went up toward the sea, and M aralah, 
and reached to D abbasheth, and reached to the river that is 
before J okneam; 

19:12 And turned from Sarid eastward toward the sunrising 
unto the border of Chislothtabor, and then goeth out to 
Daberath, and goeth up to Japhia, 

19:13 And from thence passeth on along on the east to 
Gittahhepher, to Ittahkazin, and goeth out to Remmonmethoar 
to Neah; 

19:14 And the border compasseth it on the north side to 
Hannathon: and the outgoings thereof are in the valley of 
Jiphthahel: 

19:15 And Kattath, and Nahallal, and Shimron, and Idalah, 
and Bethlehem: twelve cities with their villages. 
19:16 This is the inheritance of the children of Zebulun ac- 
cording to their families, these cities with their villages. 
19:17 And the fourth lot came out to Issachar, for the chil- 
dren of Issachar according to their families. 
19:18 And their border was toward J ezreel, and Chesulloth, 
and Shunem, 
19:19 And Haphraim, and Shihon, and A naharath. 
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19:20 And Rabbith, and Kishion, andAbez, 
19:21 And Remetli, and Engannim, and Enhaddali, and 
Bethpazzez; 

19:22 And the coast reacheth to Tabor, and Shahazimah, and 
Bethshemesh; and the outgoings ot their border were at Jor- 
dan: sixteen cities with their villages. 
19:23 This is the inheritance ot the tribe of the children of 
Issachar according to their families, the cities and their vil- 
lages. 

19:24 And the fifth lot came out for the tribe of the children 
of Asher according to their families. 
19:25 And their border was Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, 
and A chshaph, 

19:26 And Alammelech, and Amad, and Misheal; and 
reacheth to C arm el westward, and to Shihorlibnath; 
19:27 And tumeth toward the sunrising to Bethdagon, and 
reacheth to Zebulun, and to the valley of Jiphthahel toward 
the north side of B ethemek, and Neiel, and goeth out to Cabul 
on the left hand, 

19:28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and Hammon, and Kanah, 
even unto great Zidon; 

19:29 And then the coast tumeth to Ramah, and to the strong 
city Tyre; and the coast tumeth to Hosah; and the outgoings 
thereof are at the sea from the coast to Achzib: 
19:30 Ummah also, andAphek, and Rehob: twenty and two 
cities with their villages. 

19:31 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of 
A sher according to their families, these cities with their vil- 
lages. 

19:32 The sixth lot came out to the children of Naphtali, 
even for the children of Naphtali according to their families. 
19:33 And their coast was from Heleph, from Allon to 
Zaanannim, andAdami, Nekeb, andjabneel, unto Lakum; 
and the outgoings thereof were at Jordan: 
19:34 And then the coast tumeth westward to Aznothtabor, 
and goeth out from thence to Hukkok, and reacheth to 
Zebulun on the south side, and reacheth to A sher on the west 
side, and to Judah upon Jordan toward the sunrising. 
19:35 And the fenced cities are Ziddim, Zer, and Hammath, 
Rakkath, and Chinnereth, 
19:36 AndAdamah, and Ramah, and Hazor, 
19:37 And Kedesh, and Edrei, and Enhazor, 
19:38 And Iron, and Migdalel, Horem, and Bethanath, and 
Bethshemesh; nineteen cities with their villages. 
19:39 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of 
Naphtali according to their families, the cities and their vil- 
lages. 

19:40 And the seventh lot came out for the tribe of the chil- 
dren of Dan according to their families. 
19:41 And the coast of their inheritance was Zorah, and 
Eshtaol, and Irshemesh, 
19:42 And Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, andjethlah, 
19:43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, and Ekron, 
19:44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, and Baalath, 
19:45 And Jehud, and Beneberak, and Gathrimmon, 
19:46 And Mejarkon, and Rakkon, with the border before 
Japho. 

19:47 And the coast of the children of D an went out too little 
for them: therefore the children of Dan went up to fight against 
Leshem, and took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and possessed it, and dwelt therein, and called Leshem, Dan, 
after the name of D an their father 



19:48 This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of 
Dan according to their families, these cities with their vil- 
lages. 

19:49 When they had made an end of dividing the land for 
inheritance by their coasts, the children of Israel gave an 
inheritance to Joshua the son of Nun among them: 
19:50 A ccording to the word of the LO RD they gave him the 
city which he asked, even Timnathserah in mount Ephraim: 
and he built the city, and dwelt therein. 
19:51 These are the inheritances, which Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, divided for an inheritance 
by lot in Shiloh before the LORD, at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. So they made an end of dividing 
the country. 

20:1 The LORD also spake unto Joshua, saying, 
20:2 Speak to the children of Israel, saying. Appoint out for 
you cities of refuge, whereof I spake unto you by the hand of 
Moses: 

20:3 That the slayer that killeth any person unawares and 
unwittingly may flee thither: and they shall be your refuge 
from the avenger of blood. 

20:4 And when he that doth flee unto one of those cities 
shall stand at the entering of the gate of the city, and shall 
declare his cause in the ears of the elders of that city, they 
shall take him into the city unto them, and give him a place, 
that he may dwell among them. 

20:5 And if the avenger of blood pursue after him, then they 
shall not deliver the slayer up into his hand; because he smote 
his neighbour unwittingly, and hated him not beforetime. 
20:6 A nd he shall dwell in that city, until he stand before the 
congregation for judgment, and until the death of the high 
priest that shall be in those days: then shall the slayer retum, 
and come unto his own city, and unto his own house, unto 
the city from whence he fled. 

20:7 And they appointed Kedesh in Galilee in mount 
Naphtali, and Shechem in mount Ephraim, and Kirjatharba, 
which is Hebron, in the mountain of Judah. 
20:8 And on the other side Jordan by Jericho eastward, they 
assigned Bezer in the wildemess upon the plain out of the 
tribe of Reuben, and Ramoth in Gilead out of the tribe of 
Gad, and Golan in Bashan out of the tribe of Manasseh. 
20:9 These were the cities appointed for all the children of 
Israel, and for the stranger that sojoumeth among them, that 
whosoever killeth any person at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the avenger of blood, until he 
stood before the congregation. 

21:1 Then came near the heads of the fathers of the L evites 
unto Eleazar the priest and unto Joshua the son of Nun, and 
unto the heads of the fathers of the tribes of the children of 
Israel; 

21:2 And they spake unto them at Shiloh in the land of 
Canaan, saying. The LORD commanded by the hand of 
Moses to give us cities to dwell in, with the suburbs thereof 
for our cattle. 

21:3And the children of Israel gave unto the Levites out of 
their inheritance, at the commandment of the LORD, these 
cities and their suburbs. 

2 1 :4 A nd the lot came out for the families of the K ohathites: 
and the children of Aaron the priest, which were of the 
Levites, had by lot out of the tribe of Judah, and out of the 
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tribe ot Simeon, and out ot the tribe ot Benjamin, tliirteen 
cities. 

21:5 And tlie rest ot tlie children of Kohath had by lot out of 
the families of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of 
Dan, and out of the half tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. 
2 1 :6 A nd the children of G ershon had by lot out of the fami- 
lies of the tribe of Issachar, andoutof thetribeof Asher, and 
out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of the half tribe of 
Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 
21:7 The children of Merari by their families had out of the 
tribe of Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, and out of the 
tribe of Zebulun, twelve cities. 

21:8 And the children of Israel gave by lot unto the Levites 
these cities with their suburbs, as the LORD commanded by 
the hand of Moses. 

21:9 And they gave out of the tribe of the children of Judah, 
and out of the tribe of the children of Simeon, these cities 
which are here mentioned by name. 
21:10 Which the children of Aaron, being of the families of 
the Kohathites, who were of the children of Levi, had: for 
theirs was the first lot. 

2 1 : 1 1 A nd they gave them the city of A rba the father of A nak, 
which city is Hebron, in the hill country of Judah, with the 
suburbs thereof round about it. 

2 1 : 1 2 B ut the fields of the city, and the villages thereof, gave 
they to Caleb the son of Jephunneh for his possession. 
21:13 Thus they gave to the children of Aaron the priest 
H ebro n with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Libnah with her suburbs, 

21:14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and Eshtemoa with her 
suburbs, 

21:15AndHolon with her suburbs, and D ebir with her sub- 
urbs, 

21:16 And Ain with her suburbs, and Juttah with her sub- 
urbs, and B ethshemesh with her suburbs; nine cities out of 
those two tribes. 

21:17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon with her 
suburbs, Geba with her suburbs, 

21:18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and Almon with her sub- 
urbs; four cities. 

21:19 All the cities of the children of Aaron, the priests, were 
thirteen cities with their suburbs. 

21:20 And the families of the children of Kohath, the Levites 
which remained of the children of Kohath, even they had the 
cities of their lot out of the tribe of Ephraim. 
21:21 For they gave them Shechem with her suburbs in mount 
Ephraim, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; and Gezer with 
her suburbs, 

21:22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, and Bethhoron with 
her suburbs; four cities. 

21:23 And out of the tribe of Dan, Eltekeh with her suburbs, 
Gibbethon with her suburbs, 

21:24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gathrimmon with her sub- 
urbs; four cities. 

2 1 :2 5 A nd out of the half tribe of M anasseh, Tanach with her 
suburbs, and Gathrimmon with her suburbs; two cities. 
21:26 All the cities were ten with their suburbs for the fami- 
lies of the children of Kohath that remained. 
21:27 And unto the children of Gershon, of the families of 
the L evites, out of the other half tribe of M anasseh they gave 
Golan in B ashan with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for 
the slayer; and B eeshterah with her suburbs; two cities. 



21:28 And out of the tribe of Issachar, Kishon with her sub- 
urbs, D abareh with her suburbs, 

21:29 Jarmuth with her suburbs, Engannim with her sub- 
urbs; four cities. 

21:30 And out of the tribe of Asher, Mishal with her sub- 
urbs, A bdon with her suburbs, 

21:31 Helkath with her suburbs, and Rehob with her sub- 
urbs; four cities. 

21:32 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, Kedesh in Galilee 
with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
Hammothdor with her suburbs, and K artan with her suburbs; 
three cities. 

2 1:33 A 11 the cities of the Gershonites according to their fami- 
lies were thirteen cities with their suburbs. 
21:34 And unto the families of the children of Merari, the 
rest of the L evites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, J okneam with 
her suburbs, and Kartah with her suburbs, 
21:35 Dimnah with her suburbs, Nahalal with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

21:36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, Bezer with her sub- 
urbs, andjahazah with her suburbs, 
21:37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and Mephaath with her 
suburbs; four cities. 

21:38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with 
her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
M ahanaim with her suburbs, 

21:39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer with her suburbs; 
four cities in all. 

21:40 So all the cities for the children of Merari by their 
families, which were remaining of the families of the Levites, 
were by their lot twelve cities. 

21:41 AH the cities of the Levites within the possession of 
the children of Israel were forty and eight cities with their 
suburbs. 

21:42 These cities were every one with their suburbs round 
about them: thus were all these cities. 
21:43 And the LORD gave unto Israel all the land which he 
sware to give unto their fathers; and they possessed it, and 
dwelt therein. 

2 1:44 And the LORD gave them rest round about, according 
to all that he sware unto their fathers: and there stood not a 
man of all their enemies before them; the LORD delivered 
all their enemies into their hand. 

21:45 There failed not ought of any good thing which the 
LORD had spoken unto the house of Israel; all came to pass. 
22:1 Then Joshua called the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 

22:2 And said unto them. Ye have kept all that Moses the 
servant of the LORD commanded you, and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I commanded you: 
22:3 Ye have not left your brethren these many days unto 
this day, but have kept the charge of the commandment of 
the LORD your God. 

22:4 And now the LORD your God hath given rest unto your 
brethren, as he promised them: therefore now return ye, and 
get you unto your tents, and unto the land of your posses- 
sion, which M oses the servant of the L RD gave you on the 
other side Jordan. 

22:5 But take diligent heed to do the commandment and the 
law, which Moses the servant of the LORD charged you, to 
love the LORD your God, and to walk in all his ways, and to 
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keep his commandments, and to cleave unto him, and to serve 
him with all your heart and with all your soul. 
22:6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent them away: and they 
went unto their tents. 

22:7 Now to the one halt ot the tribe of Manasseh Moses 
had given possession in Bashan: but unto the other half 
thereof gave Joshua among their brethren on this side Jor- 
dan westward. And when Joshua sent them away also unto 
their tents, then he blessed them, 

22:8 And he spake unto them, saying. Return with much 
riches unto your tents, and with very much cattle, with sil- 
ver, and with gold, and with brass, and with iron, and with 
very much raiment: divide the spoil of your enemies with 
your brethren. 

22:9 And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
and the half tribe of Manasseh returned, and departed from 
the children of Israel out of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan, to go unto the country of Gilead, to the land of their 
possession, whereof they were possessed, according to the 
word of the LORD by the hand of Moses. 
22:10 And when they came unto the borders of Jordan, that 
are in the land of Canaan, the children of Reuben and the 
children of G ad and the half tribe of M anasseh built there an 
altar by Jordan, a great altar to see to. 
22:11 And the children of Israel heard say. Behold, the chil- 
dren of Reuben and the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
M anasseh have built an altar over against the land of C anaan, 
in the borders of Jordan, at the passage of the children of 
Israel. 

22:12 And when the children of Israel heard of it, the whole 
congregation of the children of Israel gathered themselves 
together at Shiloh, to go up to war against them. 
22:13 And the children of Israel sent unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the half tribe of 
M anasseh, into the land of G ilead, Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest, 

22:14 And with him ten princes, of each chief house a prince 
throughout all the tribes of Israel; and each one was an head 
of the house of their fathers among the thousands of Israel. 
22:15 And they came unto the children of Reuben, and to the 
children of G ad, and to the half tribe of M anasseh, unto the 
land of Gilead, and they spake with them, saying, 
22: 16 Thus saith the whole congregation of the LORD, What 
trespass is this that ye have committed against the God of 
Israel, to turn away this day from following the LORD, in 
that ye have builded you an altar, thatye might rebel this day 
against the LORD? 

22:17 Is the iniquity of Peortoo little forus, from which we 
are not cleansed until this day, although there was a plague 
in the congregation of the LORD, 

22:18 But that ye must turn away this day from following 
the L RD ? and it will be, seeing ye rebel to day against the 
LORD , that to morrow he will be wroth with the whole con- 
gregation of Israel. 

22:19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your possession be 
unclean, then pass ye over unto the land of the possession of 
the LORD, wherein the LORD'S tabernacle dwelleth, and 
take possession among us: but rebel not against the L RD , 
nor rebel against us, in building you an altar beside the altar 
of the LORD our God. 
22:20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah commit a trespass in 



the accursed thing, and wrath fell on all the congregation of 
Israel? and that man perished not alone in his iniquity. 
22:21 Then the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
and the half tribe of Manasseh answered, and said unto the 
heads of the thousands of Israel, 

22:22 The LORD God of gods, the LORD God of gods, he 
knoweth, and Israel he shall know; if it be in rebellion, or if 
in transgression against the LORD , (save us not this day,) 
22:23 That we have built us an altar to turn from following 
the L RD , or if to offer thereon burnt offering or meat offer- 
ing, or if to offer peace offerings thereon, let the L RD him- 
self require it; 

22:24 And if we have not rather done it for fear of this thing, 
saying. In time to come your children might speak unto our 
children, saying. What have ye to do with the LORD God of 
Israel? 

22:25 For the LORD hath madejordan a border between us 
andyou, ye children of Reuben and children of Gad; ye have 
no part in the LORD: so shall your children make our chil- 
dren cease from fearing the LORD. 
22:26 Therefore we said. Let us now prepare to build us an 
altar, not for burnt offering, nor for sacrifice: 
22:27 But that it may be a witness between us, and you, and 
our generations after us, that we might do the service of the 
LORD before him with our burnt offerings, and with our 
sacrifices, and with our peace offerings; that your children 
may not say to our children in time to come. Ye have no part 
in the LORD. 

22:28 Therefore said we, that it shall be, when they should 
so say to us or to our generations in time to come, that we 
may say again, B ehold the pattern of the altar of the L RD , 
which our fathers made, not for burnt offerings, nor for sac- 
rifices; but it is a witness between us and you. 
22:29 God forbid that we should rebel against the LORD, 
and turn this day from following the LORD, to build an altar 
for burnt offerings, for meat offerings, or for sacrifices, be- 
side the altar of the LORD our God that is before his taber- 
nacle. 

22:30 And when Phinehas the priest, and the princes of the 
congregation and heads of the thousands of Israel which were 
with him, heard the words that the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the children of Manasseh spake, it 
pleased them. 

22:31 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest said unto 
the children of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to 
the children of Manasseh, This day we perceive that the 
LORD is among us, because ye have not committed this tres- 
pass against the LORD : now ye have delivered the children 
of Israel out of the hand of the LORD. 
22:32 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, and the 
princes, returned from the children of Reuben, and from the 
children of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, unto the land of 
Canaan, to the children of Israel, and brought them word 
again. 

22:33 And the thing pleased the children of Israel; and the 
children of Israel blessed God, and did not intend to go up 
against them in battle, to destroy the land wherein the chil- 
dren of Reuben and Gad dwelt 

22:34 And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
called the altar Ed: for it shall be a witness between us that 
the LORD is God. 
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23:1 And it came to pass a long time after that the LORD 
had given rest unto Israel from all their enemies round about, 
that Joshua waxed old and stricken in age. 
23:2 And Joshua called for all Israel, and for their elders, 
and for their heads, and for their judges, and for their offic- 
ers, and said unto them, I am old and stricken in age: 
23:3 And ye have seen all that the LORD your God hath 
done unto all these nations because of you; for the LORD 
your G od is he that hath fought for you. 
23:4 Behold, I have divided unto you by lot these nations 
that remain, to be an inheritance for your tribes, from Jor- 
dan, with all the nations that I have cut off, even unto the 
great sea westward. 

23:5 And the LORD your God, he shall expel them from 
before you, and drive them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as the LORD your God hath prom- 
ised unto you. 

23:6 Be ye therefore very courageous to keep and to do all 
that is written in the book of the law of Moses, that ye turn 
not aside therefrom to the right hand or to the left; 
23:7 That ye come not among these nations, these that re- 
main among you; neither make mention of the name of their 
gods, nor cause to swear by them, neither serve them, nor 
bow yourselves unto them: 

23:8 But cleave unto the LORD your God, as ye have done 
unto this day. 

23:9 For the LORD hath driven out from before you great 
nations and strong: but as for you, no man hath been able to 
stand before you unto this day. 

23:10 One man of you shall chase a thousand: for the LORD 
your God, he it is that fighteth for you, as he hath promised 
you. 

23:11 Take good heed therefore unto yourselves, thatye love 
the LORD your God. 

23:12 Else if ye do in any wise go back, and cleave unto the 
remnant of these nations, even these that remain among you, 
and shall make marriages with them, and go in unto them, 
and they to you: 

23:13 Know for a certainty that the LORD yourGod will no 
more drive out any of these nations from before you; but 
they shall be snares and traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off this 
good land which the LORD your God hath given you. 
23:14 And, behold, this day I am going the way of all the 
earth: and ye know in all your hearts and in all your souls, 
that not one thing hath failed of all the good things which 
the LORD your God spake concerning you; all are come to 
pass unto you, and not one thing hath failed thereof. 
23:15 Therefore it shall come to pass, that as all good things 
are come upon you, which the LORD your God promised 
you; so shall the LORD bring upon you all evil things, until 
he have destroyed you from off this good land which the 
LORD your God hath given you. 

2 3 : 1 6 W hen ye have transgressed the covenant of the L RD 
your God, which he commanded you, and have gone and 
served other gods, and bowed yourselves to them; then shall 
the anger of the LORD be kindled against you, and ye shall 
perish quickly from off the good land which he hath given 
unto you. 

24:1 And Joshua gathered all the tribes of Israel to Shechem, 
and called for the elders of Israel, and for their heads, and 



for their judges, and for their officers; and they presented 
themselves before God. 

24:2 And Joshua said unto all the people. Thus saith the 
LORD Godof Israel, Your fathers dwelt on the other side of 
the flood in old time, even Terah, the father of Abraham, and 
the father of Nachor: and they served other gods. 
24:3 And I took your father Abraham from the other side of 
the flood, and led him throughout all the land of Canaan, 
and multiplied his seed, and gave him Isaac. 
24:4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and Esau: and I gave unto 
Esau mount Seir, to possess it; but Jacob and his children 
went down into Egypt. 

24:5 I sent Moses also and Aaron, and I plagued Egypt, ac- 
cording to that which I did among them: and afterward I 
brought you out. 

24:6 And I brought your fathers out of Egypt: and ye came 
unto the sea; and the Egyptians pursued after your fathers 
with chariots and horsemen unto the Red sea. 
24:7 And when they cried unto the LORD, he put darkness 
between you and the Egyptians, and brought the sea upon 
them, and covered them; and your eyes have seen what I 
have done in Egypt: and ye dwelt in the wilderness a long 
season. 

24:8 And I brought you into the land of the Amorites, which 
dwelt on the other side Jordan; and they fought with you: 
and I gave them into your hand, that ye might possess their 
land; and I destroyed them from before you. 
24:9 Then Balak the son of Zippor, kingof Moab, arose and 
warred against Israel, and sent and called Balaam the son of 
Beorto curse you: 

24:10 But I would not hearken unto Balaam; therefore he 
blessed you still: so I delivered you out of his hand. 
24:11 And you went over Jordan, and came unto Jericho: 
and the men of Jericho fought againstyou, theAmorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
Girgashites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; and I delivered 
them into your hand. 

24:12 And I sent the hornet before you, which drave them 
out from before you, even the two kings of the Amorites; but 
not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 
24: 13 A nd I have given you a land for which ye did not labour, 
and cities which ye built not, and ye dwell in them; of the 
vineyards and oliveyards which ye planted not do ye eat. 
24:14 Now therefore fear the LORD, and serve him in sin- 
cerity and in truth: and put away the gods which your fathers 
served on the other side of the flood, and in Egypt; and serve 
ye the LORD. 

24:15Andif itseem evil unto you to servetheLORD, choose 
you this day whom ye will serve; whether the gods which 
your fathers served that were on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the A morites, in whose land ye dwell: but as 
for me and my house, we will serve the LORD. 
24: 16 A nd the people answered and said, God forbid that we 
should forsake the LORD, to serve other gods; 
24:17 FortheLORD ourGod, he it is that brought us up and 
our fathers out of the land of Egypt from the house of bond- 
age, and which did those great signs in our sight, and pre- 
served us in all the way wherein we went, and among all the 
people through whom we passed: 

24: 18 A nd the L RD drave out from before us all the people, 
even the A morites which dwelt in the land: therefore will we 
also servetheLORD; for he is our God. 
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24:19 And Joshua said unto the people, Ye cannot serve the 
LORD: tor he is an holy God; he is a jealous God; he will 
not forgive your transgressions nor your sins. 
24:20 If ye forsake the LORD, and serve strange gods, then 
he will turn and do you hurt, and consume you, after that he 
hath done you good. 

24:21 And the people said unto Joshua, Nay; but we will 
serve the LORD. 

24:22 And Joshua said unto the people. Ye are witnesses 
against yourselves that ye have chosen you the LORD, to 
serve him. And they said. We are witnesses. 
24:23 Now therefore put away, said he, the strange gods which 
are among you, and incline your heart unto the LORD God 
of Israel. 

24:24 A nd the people said unto J oshua. The L RD our God 
will we serve, and his voice will we obey. 
24:25 So Joshua made a covenant with the people that day, 
and set them a statute and an ordinance in Shechem. 
24:26 And Joshua wrote these words in the book of the law 
of God, and took a great stone, and set it up there under an 
oak, that was by the sanctuary of the LORD. 
24:27 And Joshua said unto all the people, B ehold, this stone 
shall be a witness unto us; for it hath heard all the words of 
the LORD which he spake unto us: it shall be therefore a 
witness unto you, lest ye deny your God. 
24:28 So Joshua let the people depart, every man unto his 
inheritance. 

24:29 And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the 
son of Nun, the servant of the LORD, died, being an hun- 
dred and ten years old. 

24:30 And they buried him in the border of his inheritance in 
Timnathserah, which is in mount Ephraim, on the north side 
of the hill of Gaash. 

24:31 And Israel served the LORD all the days of Joshua, 
and all the days of the elders that overlived J oshua, and which 
had known all the works of the LORD, that he had done for 
Israel. 

24:32 And the bones of Joseph, which the children of Israel 
brought up out of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in a parcel 
of ground which Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor the fa- 
ther of Shechem for an hundred pieces of silver: and it be- 
came the inheritance of the children of Joseph. 
24:33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron died; and they buried 
him in a hill that pertained to Phinehas his son, which was 
given him in mount Ephraim. 



JUDGES 

1:1 Now after the death of Joshua it came to pass, that the 
children of Israel asked the LORD, saying. Who shall go up 
for us against the Canaanites first, to tight against them? 
1:2 And the LORD said, Judah shall go up: behold, I have 
delivered the land into his hand. 

1:3 And Judah said unto Simeon his brother. Come up with 
me into my lot, that we may fight against the Canaanites; 
and I likewise will go with thee into thy lot. So Simeon went 
with him. 

1:4 And Judah went up; and the LORD delivered the 
Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand: and they slew 
of them in Bezek ten thousand men. 



1 :5 A nd they found A donibezek in B ezek: and they fought 
against him, and they slew the C anaanites and the Perizzites. 
1:6 But A donibezek fled; and they pursued after him, and 
caught him, and cut off his thumbs and his great toes. 
1:7 And A donibezek said, Threescore and ten kings, having 
their thumbs and their great toes cutoff, gathered their meat 
under my table: as I have done, so God hath requited me. 
And they brought him to Jerusalem, and there he died. 
1:8 Now the children of Judah had foughtagainstjenisalem, 
and had taken it, and smitten it with tie edge of the sword, 
and set the city on fire. 

1:9 And afterward the children of Judah went down to fight 
against the Canaanites, that dwelt in the mountain, and in 
the south, and in the valley. 

1:10 And Judah went against the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Hebron: (now the name of Hebron before was Kirjatharba:) 
and they slew Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Talmai. 
1:11 And from thence he went against the inhabitants of 
Debir: and the name of Debir before was Kirjathsepher: 
1 : 12 A nd C aleb said, H e that smiteth K irjathsepher, and taketh 
it, to him will I giveAchsah my daughter to wife. 
1 : 1 3 A nd thniel the son of K enaz, C aleb's younger brother, 
took it: and he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. 
1:14 And it came to pass, when she came to him, that she 
moved him to ask of her father a field: and she lighted from 
off her ass; and Caleb said unto her, What wilt thou? 
1:15 And she said unto him, Give me a blessing: for thou 
hast given me a south land; give me also springs of water. 
A nd C aleb gave her the upper springs and the nether springs. 
1:16 And the children of the Kenite, Moses' father in law, 
went up out of the city of palm trees with the children of 
Judah into the wilderness of Judah, which lieth in the south 
of Arad; and they went and dwelt among the people. 
1:17 Andjudah went with Simeonhisbrother, and they slew 
the Canaanites that inhabited Zephath, and utterly destroyed 
it And the name of the city was called Hormah. 
1 : 1 8 A Iso J udah took G aza with the coast thereof, and A skelon 
with the coast thereof, and Ekron with the coast thereof. 
1:19 And the LORD was with Judah; and he drave out the 
inhabitants of the mountain; but could not drive out the in- 
habitants of the valley, because they had chariots of iron. 
1:20 And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, as Moses said: and 
he expelled thence the three sons of Anak. 
1:21 And the children of Benjamin did not drive out the 
Jebusites that inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebusites dwell 
with the children of Benjamin in Jerusalem unto this day. 
1:22 And the house of Joseph, they also went up against 
Bethel: and the LORD was with them. 
1:23 And the house of Joseph sent to descry Bethel. (Now 
the name of the city before was Luz.) 
l:24And the spies saw a man come forth out of the city, and 
they said unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance into 
the city, and we will shew thee mercy. 
1:25 And when he shewed them the entrance into the city, 
they smote the city with the edge of the sword; but they let 
go the man and all his family. 

1 :2 6 A nd the m an w ent into the land of the H ittites, and built 
a city, and called the name thereof Luz: which is the name 
thereof unto this day. 

1:27 Neither did Manasseh drive out the inhabitants of 
Bethshean and her towns, nor Taanach and her towns, nor 
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the inhabitants ot Dor and her towns, nor the inhabitants ot 
Ibleam and her towns, nor the inhabitants of Megiddo and 
her towns: but the Canaanites would dwell in that land. 
1:28 And it came to pass, when Israel was strong, that they 
put the Canaanites to tribute, and did not utterly drive them 
out. 

1 : 2 9 N either did E phraim drive out the C anaanites that dwelt 
in Gezer; but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among them. 
1 :30 Neither did Zebulun drive out the inhabitants of K itron, 
nor the inhabitants of Nahalol; but the Canaanites dwelt 
among them, and became tributaries. 
1:31 Neither did Asher drive out the inhabitants of Accho, 
nor the inhabitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, 
nor of Helbah, norof Aphik, nor of Rehob: 
1:32 But the Asherites dwelt among the Canaanites, the in- 
habitants of the land: for they did not drive them out 
1:33 Neither did Naphtali drive out the inhabitants of 
B ethshemesh, nor the inhabitants of B ethanath; but he dwelt 
among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land: neverthe- 
less the inhabitants of B ethshemesh and of B ethanath be- 
came tributaries unto them. 

1:34 And the Amorites forced the children of Dan into the 
mountain: for they would not suffer them to come down to 
the valley: 

1:35 But the Amorites would dwell in mountHeres inAijalon, 
and in Shaalbim: yet the hand of the house of Joseph pre- 
vailed, so that they became tributaries. 
1:36 And the coast of the Amorites was from the going up to 
Akrabbim, from the rock, and upward. 
2:1 And an angel of the LORD came up from Gilgal to 
Bochim, and said, I made you to go up out of Egypt, and 
have brought you unto the land which I sware unto your fa- 
thers; and I said, I will never break my covenant with you. 
2:2 And ye shall make no league with the inhabitants of this 
land; ye shall throw down their altars: but ye have not obeyed 
my voice: why have ye done this? 

2:3 Wherefore I also said, I will not drive them out from 
before you; but they shall be as thorns in your sides, and 
their gods shall be a snare unto you. 
2 :4 A nd it came to pass, when the angel of the L RD spake 
these words unto all the children of Israel, that the people 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

2:5 And they called the name of that place B ochim: and they 
sacrificed there unto the LORD. 

2:6 And when Joshua had let the people go, the children of 
Israel went every man unto his inheritance to possess the 
land. 

2:7 And the people served the LORD all the days of Joshua, 
and all the days of the elders that outlived Joshua, who had 
seen all the great works of the LORD, that he did for Israel. 
2:8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the servant of the LORD, 
died, being an hundred and ten years old. 
2:9 And they buried him in the border of his inheritance in 
Timnathheres, in the mount of Ephraim, on the north side of 
the hill Gaash. 

2:10 And also all that generation were gathered unto their 
fathers: and there arose another generation after them, which 
knew not the LORD, nor yet the works which he had done 
for Israel. 

2:11 And the children of Israel did evil in the sight of the 
LORD, and served Baalim: 



2 : 1 2 A nd they forsook the LORDGodof their fathers, which 
brought them out of the land of Egypt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people that were round about them, 
and bowed themselves unto them, and provoked the LORD 
to anger 

2:13 And they forsook the LORD, and served Baal and 
A shtaroth. 

2: 14 And the anger of the LORD was hot against Israel, and 
he delivered them into the hands of spoilers that spoiled them, 
and he sold them into the hands of their enemies round about, 
so that they could not any longer stand before their enemies. 
2:15 Whithersoever they went out, the hand of the LORD 
was against them for evil, as the LORD had said, and as the 
LORD had sworn unto them: and they were greatly distressed. 
2:16 Nevertheless the LORD raised up judges, which deliv- 
ered them out of the hand of those that spoiled them. 
2: 17 And yet they would not hearken unto their judges, but 
they went a whoring after other gods, and bowed themselves 
unto them: they turned quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the commandments of the L RD ; 
but they did not so. 

2:18 And when the LORD raised them up judges, then the 
LORD was with the judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the judge: for it re- 
pented the LORD because of their groanings by reason of 
them that oppressed them and vexed them. 
2 : 1 9 A nd it came to pass, when the judge was dead, that they 
returned, and corrupted themselves more than their fathers, 
in following other gods to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them; they ceased not from their own doings, nor from their 
stubborn way. 

2:20 And the anger of the LORD was hot against Israel; and 
he said, B ecause that this people hath transgressed my cov- 
enant which I commanded their fathers, and have not hear- 
kened unto my voice; 

2:211 also will not henceforth drive out any from before 
them of the nations which Joshua left when he died: 
2:22 That through them I may prove Israel, whether they 
will keep the way of the LORD to walk therein, as their fa- 
thers did keep it, or not. 

2:23 Therefore the LORD left those nations, without driving 
them out hastily; neither delivered he them into the hand of 
Joshua. 

3:1 Now these are the nations which the LORD left, to prove 
Israel by them, even as many of Israel as had not known all 
the wars of Canaan; 

3:2 Only that the generations of the children of Israel might 
know, to teach them war, at the least such as before knew 
nothing thereof; 

3:3 Namely, five lords of the Philistines, and all the 
Canaanites, and the Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt in 
mount Lebanon, from mount Baalhermon unto the entering 
in of Hamath. 

3:4 And they were to prove Israel by them, to know whether 
they would hearken unto the commandments of the LORD, 
which he commanded their fathers by the hand of Moses. 
3:5 And the children of Israel dwelt among the Canaanites, 
Hittites, and Amorites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, and 
Jebusites: 

3:6 And they took their daughters to be their wives, and gave 
their daughters to their sons, and served their gods. 
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3:7 And the children of Israel did evil in the sight ot the 
LORD, and foigat the LORD their God, and served Baalim 
and the groves. 

3:8 Therefore the anger of the LORD was hot against Israel, 
and he sold them into the hand of Chushanrishathaim king 
of Mesopotamia: and the children of Israel served 
Chushanrishathaim eight years. 

3:9 And when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, 
the LORD raised up a deliverer to the children of Israel, who 
delivered them, even Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleb's 
younger brother 

3:10 And the Spirit of the LORD came upon him, and he 
judged Israel, and went out to war: and the LORD delivered 
Chushanrishathaim king of Mesopotamia into his hand; and 
his hand prevailed against Chushanrishathaim. 
3:11 And the land had rest forty years. And Othniel the son 
of Kenaz died. 

3:12 And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
the LORD: and the LORD strengthened Eglon the king of 
Moab against Israel, because they had done evil in the sight 
of the LORD. 

3:13 And he gathered unto him the children of Ammon and 
Amalek, and went and smote Israel, and possessed the city 
of palm trees. 

3:14 So the children of Israel served Eglon the king of Moab 
eighteen years. 

3:15 But when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, 
the LORD raised them up a deliverer, Ehud the son of Gera, 
a Benjamite, a man lefthanded: and by him the children of 
Israel sent a present unto Eglon the king of Moab. 
3:16 But Ehud made him a dagger which had two edges, of a 
cubit length; and he did gird it under his raiment upon his 
right thigh. 

3:17 And he brought the present unto Eglon king of Moab: 
and Eglon was a very fat man. 

3:18 And when he had made an end to offer the present, he 
sent away the people that bare the present. 
3: 19 B ut he himself turned again from the quarries that were 
by Gilgal, and said, I have a secret errand unto thee, king: 
who said. Keep silence. And all that stood by him went out 
from him. 

3:20 And Ehud came unto him; and he was sitting in a sum- 
mer parlour, which he had for himself alone. A nd Ehud said, 
I have a message from God unto thee. And he arose out of 
his seat. 

3:21 And Ehud put forth his left hand, and took the dagger 
from his right thigh, and thrust it into his belly: 
3:22 And the haft also went in after the blade; and the fat 
closed upon the blade, so that he could not draw the dagger 
out of his belly; and the dirt came out. 
3:23 Then Ehud went forth through the porch, and shut the 
doors of the parlour upon him, and locked them. 
3:24 When he was gone out, his servants came; and when 
they saw that, behold, the doors of the parlour were locked, 
they said. Surely he covereth his feet in his summer cham- 
ber 

3:25 And they tarried till they were ashamed: and, behold, 
he opened not the doors of the parlour; therefore they took a 
key, and opened them: and, behold, their lord was fallen down 
dead on the earth. 

3:26 And Ehud escaped while they tarried, and passed be- 
yond the quarries, and escaped unto Seirath. 



3:27 And it came to pass, when he was come, that he blew a 
trumpet in the mountain of Ephraim, and the children of Is- 
rael went down with him from the mount, and he before them. 
3:28 And he said unto them. Follow after me: for the LORD 
hath delivered your enemies the M oabites into your hand. 
And they went down after him, and took the fords of Jordan 
toward Moab, and suffered not a man to pass over 
3:29 And they slew of Moab at that time about ten thousand 
men, all lusty, and all men of valour; and there escaped not a 
man. 

3:30 So Moab was subdued that day under the hand of Is- 
rael. And the land had rest fourscore years. 
3:31 And after him was Shamgar the son of Anath, which 
slew of the Philistines six hundred men with an ox goad: and 
he also delivered Israel. 

4:1 And the children of Israel again did evil in the sight of 
the LORD, when Ehud was dead. 

4:2 And the LORD sold them into the hand of Jabin king of 
Canaan, that reigned in Hazor; the captain of whose host 
was Sisera, which dwelt in Harosheth of the Gentiles. 
4:3 And the children of Israel cried unto the LORD: for he 
had nine hundred chariots of iron; and twenty years he might- 
ily oppressed the children of Israel. 
4:4 And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of Lapidoth, she 
judged Israel at that time. 

4:5 And she dwelt under the palm tree of Deborah between 
Ramah and Bethel in mount Ephraim: and the children of 
Israel came up to her for judgment. 
4: 6 A nd she sent and called B arak the son of A binoam out of 
Kedeshnaphtali, and said unto him. Hath notthe LORD God 
of Israel commanded, saying. Go and draw toward mount 
Tabor, and take with thee ten thousand men of the children 
of Naphtali and of the children of Zebulun? 
4:7 And I will draw unto thee to the river Kishon Sisera, the 
captain of Jabin's army, with his chariots and his multitude; 
and I will deliver him into thine hand. 
4:8 And Barak said unto her. If thou wilt go with me, then I 
will go: but if thou wilt not go with me, then I will not go. 
4:9 And she said, I will surely go with thee: notwithstanding 
the journey that thou takest shall not be for thine honour; for 
the LORD shall sell Sisera into the hand of a woman. And 
Deborah arose, and went with Barak to Kedesh. 
4: 10 A nd B arak called Zebulun and Naphtali to K edesh; and 
he went up with ten thousand men at his feet: and Deborah 
went up with him. 

4:11 Now Heber the Kenite, which was of the children of 
Hobab the father in law of Moses, had severed himself from 
the Kenites, and pitched his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, 
which is by Kedesh. 

4:12 And they shewed Sisera that Barak the son of A binoam 
was gone up to mount Tabor 

4: 13 A nd Sisera gathered together all his chariots, even nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and all the people that were with 
him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles unto the river of Kishon. 
4:14 And Deborah said unto Barak, Up; forthis is the day in 
which the LORD hath delivered Sisera into thine hand: is 
not the LORD gone out before thee? So Barak went down 
from mount Tabor, and ten thousand men after him. 
4:15And the LORD discomfited Sisera, and all his chariots, 
and all his host, with the edge of the sword before B arak; so 
that Sisera lighted down off his chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. 
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4: 1 6 B ut B arak pursued after the chariots, and after the host, 
unto Harosheth of the Gentiles: and all the host of Sisera fell 
upon the edge of the sword; and there was not a man left 
4:17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feetto thetentof Jael 
the wife of Heber the Kenite: for there was peace between 
Jabin the king of Hazor and the house of Heber the Kenite. 
4:18 And Jael went out to meet Sisera, and said unto him. 
Turn in, my lord, turn in to me; fear not. A nd when he had 
turned in unto her into the tent, she covered him with a mantle. 
4:19 And he said unto her. Give me, I pray thee, alittle water 
to drink; for I am thirsty. A nd she opened a bottle of milk, 
and gave him drink, and covered him. 
4:20 Again he said unto her. Stand in the door of the tent, 
and it shall be, when any man doth come and enquire of 
thee, and say. Is there any man here? that thou shalt say. No. 
4:21 Then Jael Heber's wife took a nail of the tent, and took 
an hammer in her hand, and went softly unto him, and smote 
the nail into his temples, and fastened it into the ground: for 
he was fast asleep and weary. So he died. 
4:22 A nd, behold, as B arak pursued Sisera, Jael came out to 
meet him, and said unto him. Come, and I will shew thee the 
man whom thou seekest. And when he came into her tent, 
behold, Sisera lay dead, and the nail was in his temples. 
4:23 So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Canaan 
before the children of Israel. 

4:24 And the hand of the children of Israel prospered, and 
prevailed against Jabin the king of Canaan, until they had 
destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 

5:1 Then sang Deborah and Barak the son of Abinoam on 
that day, saying, 

5:2 Praise ye the LORD for the avenging of Israel, when the 
people willingly offered themselves. 
5:3 Hear, ye kings; give ear, ye princes; I, even I, will 
sing unto the LORD; I will sing praise to the LORD God of 
Israel. 

5:4 LORD, when thou wentest out of Seir, when thou 
marchedst out of the field of Edom, the earth trembled, and 
the heavens dropped, the clouds also dropped water 
5:5 The mountains melted from before the LORD, even that 
Sinai from before the LORD God of Israel 
5:6 In the days of Shamgar the son of Anath, in the days of 
Jael, the highways were unoccupied, and the travellers walked 
through byways. 

5:7 The inhabitants of the villages ceased, they ceased in 
Israel, until that I Deborah arose, that I arose a mother in 
Israel. 

5:8 They chose new gods; then was war in the gates: was 
there a shield or spear seen among forty thousand in Israel? 
5:9 My heart is toward the governors of Israel, that offered 
themselves wilhngly among the people. Bless ye the LORD. 
5:10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, ye that sit in judg- 
ment, and walk by the way. 

5:11 They that are delivered from the noise of archers in the 
places of drawing water, there shall they rehearse the righ- 
teous acts of the LORD, even the righteous acts toward the 
inhabitants of his villages in Israel: then shall the people of 
the LORD go down to the gates. 

5:12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, awake, utter a song: 
arise, Barak, and lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. 
5:13 Then he made him that remaineth have dominion over 



the nobles among the people: the LORD made me have do- 
minion over the mighty. 

5: 14 Out of Ephraim was there a root of them against A malek; 
after thee, B enjamin, among thy people; out of M achir came 
down governors, and out of Zebulun they that handle the 
pen of the writer 

5:15 And the princes of Issachar were with Deborah; even 
Issachar, and also B arak: he was sent on foot into the valley. 
For the divisions of Reuben there were great thoughts of 
heart. 

5:16 Why abodest thou among the sheepfolds, to hear the 
bleatings of the flocks? For the divisions of Reuben there 
were great searchings of heart. 

5:17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan: and why did Dan remain 
in ships? Asher continued on the sea shore, and abode in his 
breaches. 

5:18 Zebulun and Naphtali were a people that jeoparded their 
lives unto the death in the high places of the field. 
5:19 The kings came and fought, then fought the kings of 
Canaan in Taanach by the waters of Megiddo; they took no 
gain of money. 

5:20 They fought from heaven; the stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera. 

5:21 The riverof Kishon swept them away, that ancient river, 
the river Kishon. my soul, tiiou hast trodden down strength. 
5:22 Then were the horsehoofs broken by the means of the 
pransings, the pransings of their mighty ones. 
5:23 Curse ye Meroz, said the angel of the LORD, curse ye 
bitterly the inhabitants thereof; because they came not to the 
help of the LORD, to the help of the LORD against the 
mighty. 

5:24 Blessed above women shall Jael the wife of Heber the 
Kenite be, blessed shall she be above women in the tent 
5:25 He asked water, and she gave him milk; she brought 
forth butter in a lordly dish. 

5:26 She put her hand to the nail, and her right hand to the 
workmen's hammer; and with the hammer she smote Sisera, 
she smote off his head, when she had pierced and stricken 
through his temples. 

5:27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he lay down: at her feet he 
bowed, he fell: where he bowed, there he fell down dead. 
5:28 The mother of Sisera looked out at a window, and cried 
through the lattice. Why is his chariot so long in coming? 
why tany the wheels of his chariots? 
5:29 Her wise ladies answered her, yea, she returned answer 
to herself, 

5:30 Have they not sped? have they not divided the prey; to 
every man a damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of divers colours, 
a prey of divers colours of needlework, of divers colours of 
needlework on both sides, meet for the necks of them that 
take the spoil? 

5:31 So let all thine enemies perish, LORD: but let them 
that love him be as the sun when he goeth forth in his might 
And the land had rest forty years. 

6:1 And the children of Israel did evil in the sight of the 
LORD: and the LORD delivered them into the hand of Midian 
seven years. 

6:2 And the hand of Midian prevailed against Israel: and 
because of the Midianites the children of Israel made them 
the dens which are in the mountains, and caves, and strong 
holds. 
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6:3 And so it was, when Israel had sown, that the M idianites 
came up, and the A malekites, and the children of the east, 
even they came up against them; 

6:4 And they encamped against them, and destroyed the in- 
crease ot the earth, till thou come unto Gaza, and left no 
sustenance tor Israel, neither sheep, nor ox, nor ass. 
6:5 For they came up with their cattle and their tents, and 
they came as grasshoppers tor multitude; for both they and 
their camels were without number: and they entered into the 
land to destroy it. 

6:6 And Israel was greatly impoverished because of the 
Midianites; and the children of Israel cried unto the LORD . 
6:7 And it came to pass, when the children of Israel cried 
unto the LORD because of the Midianites, 
6:8 That the LORD sent a prophet unto the children of Is- 
rael, which said unto them. Thus saith the LORD God of 
Israel, I brought you up from Egypt, and brought you forth 
out of the house of bondage; 

6:9 And I delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and out of the hand of all that oppressed you, and drave them 
out from before you, and gave you their land; 
6 : 1 A nd I said unto you, I am the L R D your God; fear not 
the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: but ye 
have not obeyed my voice. 

6:11 And there came an angel of the LORD, and sat under an 
oak which was in Ophrah, that pertained unto Joash the 
Abiezrite: and his son Gideon threshed wheat by the 
winepress, to hide it from the Midianites. 
6:12 And the angel of the LORD appeared unto him, and 
said unto him. The LORD is with thee, thou mighty man of 
valour 

6:13 And Gideon said unto him. Oh my Lord, if the LORD 
be with us, why then is all this befallen us? and where be all 
his miracles which our fathers told us of, saying, D id not the 
LORD bring us up from Egypt? but now the LORD hath 
forsaken us, and delivered us into the hands of the M idianites. 
6:14 And the LORD looked upon him, and said. Go in this 
thy might, and thou shalt save Israel from the hand of the 
Midianites: have not I sent thee? 

6:15 And he said unto him. Oh my Lord, wherewith shall I 
save Israel? behold, my family is poor in Manasseh, and I 
am the least in my father's house. 

6:16 And the LORD said unto him. Surely I will be with 
thee, and thou shalt smite the Midianites as one man. 
6 : 1 7 A nd he said unto him, I f no w I have found grace in thy 
sight, then shew me a sign that thou talkest with me. 
6:18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, until I come unto thee, 
and bring forth my present, and set it before thee. A nd he 
said, I will tany until thou come again. 
6:19AndGideon wentin, and made ready a kid, and unleav- 
ened cakes of an ephah of flour: the flesh he put in a basket, 
and he put the broth in a pot, and brought it out unto him 
under the oak, and presented it. 

6:20 And the angel of God said unto him. Take the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and pour 
out the broth. And he did so. 

6:21 Then the angel of the LORD put forth the end of the 
staff that was in his hand, and touched the flesh and the un- 
leavened cakes; and there rose up fire out of the rock, and 
consumed the flesh and the unleavened cakes. Then the an- 
gel of the LORD departed out of his sight 



6:22 And when Gideon perceived that he was an angel of the 
LORD,Gideonsaid,Alas, LORD God! for because I have 
seen an angel of the LORD face to face. 
6:23 And the LORD said unto him. Peace be unto thee; fear 
not: thou shalt not die. 

6:24 Then Gideon built an altar there unto the LORD, and 
called it Jehovahshalom: unto this day it is yet in Ophrah of 
theAbiezrites. 

6:25 And it came to pass the same night, that the LORD said 
unto him. Take thy father's young bullock, even the second 
bullock of seven years old, and throw down the altar of B aal 
that thy father hath, and cut down the grove that is by it: 
6:26 And build an altar unto the LORD thy God upon the top 
of this rock, in the ordered place, and take the second bul- 
lock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt cut down. 

6:27 Then Gideon took ten men of his servants, and did as 
the L RD had said unto him: and so it was, because he feared 
his father's household, and the men of the city, that he could 
not do it by day, that he did it by night. 
6:28 And when the men of the city arose early in the morn- 
ing, behold, the altar of B aal was cast down, and the grove 
was cut down that was by it, and the second bullock was 
offered upon the altar that was built. 
6:29 And they said one to another. Who hath done this thing? 
And when they enquired and asked, they said, Gideon the 
son of Joash hath done this thing. 

6:30 Then the men of the city said unto Joash, Bring out thy 
son, that he may die: because he hath cast down the altar of 
B aal, and because he hath cut down the grove that was by it. 
6:31 And Joash said unto all that stood against him. Will ye 
plead f or B aal? will ye save him? he that will plead for him, 
let him be put to death whilst it is yet morning: if he be a 
god, let him plead for himself, because one hath cast down 
his altar 

6:32 Therefore on that day he called him Jerubbaal, saying. 
Let Baal plead against him, because he hath thrown down 
his altar 

6:33 Then all the M idianites and the A malekites and the chil- 
dren of the east were gathered together, and went over, and 
pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 

6:34 But the Spirit of the LORD came upon Gideon, and he 
blew a trumpet; andAbiezer was gathered after him. 
6:35 And he sent messengers throughout all Manasseh; who 
also was gathered after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naphtali; and they came 
up to meet them. 

6:36 And Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Israel by 
mine hand, as thou hast said, 

6:37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool in the floor; and if 
the dew be on the fleece only, and it be dry upon all the earth 
beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. 

6:38 And it was so: for he rose up early on the morrow, and 
thrust the fleece together, and wringed the dew out of the 
fleece, a bowl full of water 

6:39 And Gideon said unto God, Let not thine anger be hot 
against me, and I will speak but this once: let me prove, I 
pray thee, but this once with the fleece; let it now be dry only 
upon the fleece, and upon all the ground let there be dew. 
6:40 A nd God did so that night: for it was dry upon the fleece 
only, and there was dew on all the ground. 
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7:1 Then Jembbaal, who is Gideon, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, and pitched beside the well ot 
Harod: so that the host ot the Midianites were on the north 
side ot them, by the hill of Moreh, in the valley. 
7:2 And the LORD said unto Gideon, The people that are 
with thee are too many for me to give the Midianites into 
their hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves against me, saying. 
Mine own hand hath saved me. 

7:3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in the ears of the people, 
saying. Whosoever is fearful and afraid, let him return and 
depart early from mount Gilead. And there returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; and there remained ten thou- 
sand. 

7:4And the LORD said unto Gideon, The people are yet too 
many; bring them down unto the water, and I will try them 
for thee there: and it shall be, that of whom I say unto thee. 
This shall go with thee, the same shall go with thee; and of 
whomsoever I say unto thee. This shall not go with thee, the 
same shall not go. 

7:5 So he brought down the people unto the water: and the 
LORD said unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth of the water 
with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by him- 
self; likewise every one that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink. 

7:6 And the number of them that lapped, putting their hand 
to their mouth, were three hundred men: but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their knees to drink water 
7:7 And the LORD said unto Gideon, By the three hundred 
men that lapped will I save you, and deliver the Midianites 
into thine hand: and let all the other people go every man 
unto his place. 

7:8 So the people took victuals in their hand, and their trum- 
pets: and he sent all the rest of Israel every man unto his tent, 
and retained those three hundred men: and the host of M idian 
was beneath him in the valley. 

7:9 And it came to pass the same night, that the LORD said 
unto him. Arise, get thee down unto the host; for I have de- 
livered it into thine hand. 

7:10 But if thou fear to go down, go thou with Phurah thy 
servant down to the host: 

7:11 And thou shalt hear what they say; and afterward shall 
thine hands be strengthened to go down unto the host. Then 
went he down with Phurah his servant unto the outside of 
the armed men that were in the host. 
7:12 And the Midianites and theAmalekites and all the chil- 
dren of the east lay along in the valley like grasshoppers for 
multitude; and their camels were without number, as tiie sand 
by the sea side for multitude. 

7:13 And when Gideon was come, behold, there was a man 
that told a dream unto his fellow, and said, B ehold, I dreamed 
a dream, and, lo, a cake of barley bread tumbled into the host 
of M idian, and came unto a tent, and smote it that it fell, and 
overturned it, that the tent lay along. 
7:14 And his fellow answered and said. This is nothing else 
save the sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel: 
for into his hand hath God delivered M idian, and all the host. 
7:15 And it was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, 
and returned into the host of Israel, and said. Arise; for the 
LORD hath delivered into your hand the host of M idian. 
7:16 And he divided the three hundred men into three com- 



panies, and he put a trumpet in every man's hand, with empty 
pitchers, and lamps within the pitchers. 
7:17 And he said unto them. Look on me, and do hkewise: 
and, behold, when I come to the outside of the camp, it shall 
be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

7: 18 When I blow with a trumpet, I and all that are with me, 
then blow ye the trumpets also on every side of all the camp, 
and say. The sword of the LORD, and of Gideon. 
7:19 So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 
came unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of the 
middle watch; and they had but newly set the watch: and 
they blew the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that were in 
their hands. 

7:20 And the three companies blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers, and held the lamps in their left hands, and the 
trumpets in their right hands to blow withal: and they cried. 
The sword of the LORD, and of Gideon. 
7:21 And they stood every man in his place round about the 
camp; and all the host ran, and cried, and fled. 
7:22 And the three hundred blew the trumpets, and the LORD 
set every man's sword against his fellow, even throughout all 
the host: and the host fled to Bethshittah in Zererath, and to 
the border of Abelmeholah, unto Tabbath. 
7:23 And the men of Israel gathered themselves together out 
of Naphtali, and out of Asher, and out of all Manasseh, and 
pursued after the Midianites. 

7:24 And Gideon sent messengers throughout all mount 
Ephraim, saying, come down against the Midianites, and take 
before them the waters unto Bethbarah and Jordan. Then all 
the men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, and took 
the waters unto Bethbarah and Jordan. 
7:25 A nd they took two princes of the M idianites, reb and 
Zeeb; and they slew reb upon the rock reb, and Zeeb they 
slew at the winepress of Zeeb, and pursued M idian, and 
brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon on the other 
side Jordan. 

8:1 And the men of Ephraim said unto him. Why hast thou 
served us thus, that thou calledst us not, when thou wentest 
to fight with the Midianites? And they did chide with him 
sharply. 

8:2 And he said unto them. What have I done now in com- 
parison of you? Is not the gleaning of the grapes of Ephraim 
better than the vintage of A biezer? 
8:3 God hath delivered into your hands the princes of M idian, 
Oreb and Zeeb: and what was I able to do in comparison of 
you? Then their anger was abated toward him, when he had 
said that. 

8:4 And Gideon came to Jordan, and passed over, he, and 
the three hundred men that were with him, faint, yet pursu- 
ing them. 

8:5 And he said unto the men of Succoth, Give, I pray you, 
loaves of bread unto the people that follow me; for they be 
faint, and I am pursuing after Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of 
M idian. 

8: 6 A nd the princes of Succoth said, A re the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that we should give bread 
unto thine army? 

8:7 And Gideon said. Therefore when the LORD hath deliv- 
ered Zebah and Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will tear 
your flesh with the thorns of the wilderness and with briers. 
8:8 And he went up thence to Penuel, and spake unto them 
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likewise: and the men ot Penuel answered him as the men ot 
Succoth had answered him. 

8:9 And he spake also unto the men ot Penuel, saying. When 
I come again in peace, I will break down this tower 
8:10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in Karkor, and their 
hosts with them, about fifteen thousand men, all that were 
left of all the hosts of the children of the east: for there fell 
an hundred and twenty thousand men that drew sword. 
8:11 And Gideon went up by the way of them that dwelt in 
tents on the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, and smote the host; 
for the host was secure. 

8:12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, he pursued after 
them, and took the two kings of M idian, Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and discomfited all the host. 

8:13 And Gideon the son of Joash returned from battle be- 
fore the sun was up, 

8:14 And caught a young man of the men of Succoth, and 
enquired of him: and he described unto him the princes of 
Succoth, and the elders thereof, even threescore and seven- 
teen men. 

8:15 And he came unto the men of Succoth, and said. Be- 
hold Zebah and Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid me, 
saying. Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thine 
hand, that we should give bread unto thy men that are weaiy? 
8:16 And he took the elders of the city, and thorns of tie 
wilderness and briers, and with them he taught the men of 
Succoth. 

8:17 And he beat down the tower of Penuel, and slew the 
men of the city. 

8:18 Then said he unto Zebah and Zalmunna, What manner 
of men were they whom ye slew at Tabor? A nd they answered. 
As thou art, so were they; each one resembled the children 
of a king. 

8:19 And he said. They were my brethren, even the sons of 
my mother: as the LORD liveth, if ye had saved them alive, 
I would not slay you. 

8:20 And he said unto J ether his firstborn. Up, and slay them. 
But the youth drew not his sword: for he feared, because he 
was yet a youth. 

8:21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said. Rise thou, and fall upon 
US: for as the man is, so is his strength. And Gideon arose, 
and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, and took away the ornaments 
that were on their camels' necks. 

8:22 Then the men of Israel said unto Gideon, Rule thou 
over us, both thou, and thy son, and thy son's son also: for 
thou hast delivered us from the hand of M idian. 
8:23 And Gideon said unto them, I will not rule over you, 
neithershall my son rule overyou: the LORD shall rule over 
you. 

8:24And Gideon said unto them, I would desire a request of 
you, that ye would give me every man the earrings of his 
prey. (For they had golden earrings, because they were 
Ishmaelites.) 

8:25 And they answered. We will willingly give them. And 
they spread a garment, and did cast therein every man the 
earrings of his prey. 

8:26 And the weight of the golden earrings that he requested 
was a thousand and seven hundred shekels of gold; beside 
ornaments, and collars, and purple raiment that was on the 
kings of M idian, and beside the chains that were about their 
camels' necks. 



8:27 And Gideon made an ephod thereof, and put it in his 
city, even in Ophrah: and all Israel went thither a whoring 
after it: which thing became a snare unto Gideon, and to his 
house. 

8:28 Thus was Midian subdued before the children of Israel, 
so that they lifted up their heads no more. And the country 
was in quietness forty years in the days of Gideon. 
8:29 And Jerubbaal the son of Joash went and dwelt in his 
own house. 

8:30 And Gideon had threescore and ten sons of his body 
begotten: for he had many wives. 

8:31 And his concubine that was in Shechem, she also bare 
him a son, whose name he called A bimelech. 
8:32 And Gideon the son of Joash died in a good old age, 
and was buried in the sepulchre of Joash his father, in Ophrah 
of theAbiezrites. 

8:33 And it came to pass, as soon as Gideon was dead, that 
the children of Israel turned again, and went a whoring after 
Baalim, and made B aalberith their god. 
8:34 And the children of Israel remembered not the LORD 
their God, who had delivered them out of the hands of all 
their enemies on every side: 

8:35 Neithershewed they kindness to the house of Jerubbaal, 
namely, Gideon, according to all the goodness which he had 
shewed unto Israel. 

9:1 And Abimelech the son of Jerubbaal went to Shechem 
unto his mother's brethren, and communed with them, and 
with all the family of the house of his mother's father, say- 
ing, 

9:2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of all the men of Shechem, 
Whether is better toryou, eitherthat all the sons of Jerubbaal, 
which are threescore and ten persons, reign overyou, or that 
one reign overyou? remember also that I am your bone and 
your flesh. 

9:3 And his mother's brethren spake of him in the ears of all 
the men of Shechem all these words: and their hearts in- 
clined to follow Abimelech; for they said. He is our brother 
9:4 And they gave him threescore and ten pieces of silver 
out of the house of B aalberith, wherewith Abimelech hired 
vain and light persons, which followed him. 
9:5And he went unto his father's house atOphrah, and slew 
his brethren the sons of Jerubbaal, being threescore and ten 
persons, upon one stone: notwithstanding yet Jotham the 
youngest son of Jerubbaal was left; for he hid himself. 
9:6 And all the men of Shechem gathered together, and all 
the house of Millo, and went, and made Abimelech king, by 
the plain of the pillar that was in Shechem. 
9:7 And when they told it to Jotham, he went and stood in 
the top of mount Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and cried, 
and said unto them. Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechem, 
that God may hearken unto you. 

9:8 The trees went forth on a time to anoint a king over them; 
and they said unto the olive tree. Reign thou over us. 
9:9 But the olive tree said unto them. Should I leave my 
fatness, wherewith by me they honour God and man, and go 
to be promoted over the trees? 

9: 10 And the trees said to the fig tree. Come thou, and reign 
over us. 

9:11 But the fig tree said unto them. Should I forsake my 
sweetness, and my good fruit, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 
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9:12 Then said the trees unto the vine, Come thou, and reign 
over us. 

9:13 And the vine said unto them. Should I leave my wine, 
which cheereth God and man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 

9:14 Then said all the trees unto the bramble. Come thou, 
and reign over us. 

9:15 And the bramble said unto the trees. If in truth ye anoint 
me king overyou, then come and putyourtrust in my shadow: 
and it not, let tire come out of the bramble, and devour the 
cedars of Lebanon. 

9:16 Now therefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely, in 
that ye have made A bimelech king, and if ye have dealt well 
with Jerubbaal and his house, and have done unto him ac- 
cording to the deserving of his hands; 
9:17 (For my father fought for you, and adventured his life 
far, and delivered you out of the hand of Midian: 
9:18 And ye are risen up against my father's house this day, 
and have slain his sons, threescore and ten persons, upon 
one stone, and have made A bimelech, the son of his maid- 
servant, king over the men of Shechem, because he is your 
brother;) 

9:19 If ye then have dealt truly and sincerely with Jerubbaal 
and with his house this day, then rejoice ye in A bimelech, 
and let him also rejoice in you: 

9:20 But if not, let fire come out from A bimelech, and de- 
vour the men of Shechem, and the house of Millo; and let 
fire come out from the men of Shechem, and from the house 
of Millo, and devour A bimelech. 

9:21 Andjotham ran away, and fled, and wentto Beer, and 
dwelt there, for fear of Abimelech his brother 
9:22 When Abimelech had reigned three years over Israel, 
9:23 Then God sent an evil spirit between Abimelech and 
the men of Shechem; and the men of Shechem dealt treach- 
erously with A bimelech: 

9:24 That the cruelty done to the threescore and ten sons of 
Jerubbaal might come, and their blood be laid upon 
A bimelech their brother, which slew them; and upon the men 
of Shechem, which aided him in the killing of his brethren. 
9:25 And the men of Shechem set Hers in wait for him in the 
top of the mountains, and they robbed all that came along 
that way by them: and it was told Abimelech. 
9:26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came with his brethren, and 
went over to Shechem: and the men of Shechem put their 
confidence in him. 

9:27 And they went out into the fields, and gathered their 
vineyards, and trade the grapes, and made meny, and went 
into the house of their god, and did eat and drink, and cursed 
Abimelech. 

9:28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said. Who is Abimelech, and 
who is Shechem, that we should serve him? is not he the son 
of Jerubbaal? and Zebul his officer? serve the men of Hamor 
the father of Shechem: for why should we serve him? 
9:29 And would to God this people were under my hand! 
then would I remove Abimelech. And he said to Abimelech, 
Increase thine army, and come out. 
9:30 A nd when Zebul the ruler of the city heard the words of 
Gaal the son of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 
9:31 And he sent messengers unto Abimelech privily, say- 
ing. Behold, Gaal the son of Ebed and his brethren be come 
to Shechem; and, behold, they fortify the city against thee. 



9:32 Now therefore up by night, thou and the people that is 
with thee, and lie in wait in the field: 
9:33 And it shall be, that in the morning, as soon as the sun 
is up, thou shalt rise early, and set upon the city: and, be- 
hold, when he and the people that is with him come out against 
thee, then mayest thou do to them as thou shalt find occa- 
sion. 

9:34 And Abimelech rose up, and all the people that were 
with him, by night, and they laid wait against Shechem in 
four companies. 

9:35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went out, and stood in the 
entering of the gate of the city: and Abimelech rose up, and 
the people that were with him, from lying in wait. 
9:36 And when Gaal saw the people, he said to Zebul, Be- 
hold, there come people down from the top of the moun- 
tains. And Zebul said unto him. Thou seest the shadow of 
the mountains as if they were men. 
9:37 And Gaal spake again, and said. See there come people 
down by the middle of the land, and another company come 
along by the plain of Meonenim. 

9:38 Then said Zebul unto him. Where is now thy mouth, 
wherewith thou saidst. Who is Abimelech, that we should 
serve him? is not this the people that thou hast despised? go 
out, I pray now, and fight wilii them. 
9:39 And Gaal went out before the men of Shechem, and 
fought with A bimelech. 

9:40 And Abimelech chased him, and he fled before him, 
and many were overthrown and wounded, even unto the en- 
tering of the gate. 

9:41 And Abimelech dwelt atArumah: and Zebul thrust out 
Gaal and his brethren, that they should not dwell in Shechem. 
9:42 And it came to pass on the morrow, that the people 
went out into the field; and they told Abimelech. 
9:43 And he took the people, and divided them into three 
companies, and laid wait in the field, and looked, and, be- 
hold, the people were come forth out of the city; and he rose 
up against them, and smote them. 

9:44 And Abimelech, and the company that was with him, 
rushed forward, and stood in the entering of the gate of the 
city: and the two other companies ran upon all the people 
that were in the fields, and slew them. 
9:45AndAbimelechfought against the city all that day; and 
he took the city, and slew the people that was therein, and 
beat down the city, and sowed it with salt. 
9:46 And when all the men of the tower of Shechem heard 
that, they entered into an hold of the house of the god B erith. 
9:47 And it was toldAbimelech, that all the men of the tower 
of Shechem were gathered together 
9:48 And Abimelech gat him up to mount Zalmon, he and all 
the people that were with him; and A bimelech took an axe in 
his hand, and cut down a bough from the trees, and took it, 
and laid it on his shoulder, and said unto the people that 
were with him. What ye have seen me do, make haste, and 
do as I have done. 

9:49 And all the people likewise cut down every man his 
bough, and followed Abimelech, and put them to the hold, 
and set the hold on fire upon them; so that all the men of the 
tower of Shechem died also, about a thousand men and 
women. 

9:50 Then went Abimelech to Thebez, and encamped against 
Thebez, and took it. 
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9:51 But there was a strong tower within the city, and thither 
fled all the men and women, and all they ot the city, and shut 
it to them, and gat them up to the top ot the tower 
9:52 AndAbimelech came unto the tower, and fought against 
it, and went hard unto the door ot the tower to bum it with 
fire. 

9:53 And a certain woman cast a piece of a millstone upon 
Abimelech's head, and all to brake his skull. 
9:54 Then he called hastily unto the young man his 
armourbearer, and said unto him. Draw thy sword, and slay 
me, that men say not of me, A women slew him. And his 
young man thrust him through, and he died. 
9:55 And when the men of Israel saw that A bimelech was 
dead, they departed every man unto his place. 
9:56 Thus God rendered the wickedness of Abimelech, which 
he did unto his father, in slaying his seventy brethren: 
9:57 And all the evil of the men of Shechem did God render 
upon their heads: and upon them came the curse of Jotham 
the son of Jerubbaal. 

10:1 And after A bimelech there arose to defend Israel Tola 
the son of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar; and he 
dwelt in Shamir in mount Ephraim. 
10:2 And he judged Israel twenty and three years, and died, 
and was buried in Shamir 

10:3 And after him arose Jair, a Gileadite, and judged Israel 
twenty and two years. 

10:4And he had thirty sons that rode on thirty ass colts, and 
they had thirty cities, which are called Havothjairunto this 
day, which are in the land of G Head. 
10:5 And Jair died, and was buried in Camon. 
10:6 A nd the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
the LORD, and served B aalim, and Ashtaroth, and the gods 
of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, and the gods of the Phi- 
hstines, and forsook the LORD, and served not him. 
10:7 And the anger of the LORD was hot against Israel, and 
he sold them into the hands of the Philistines, and into the 
hands of the children of Ammon. 

10:8 And that year they vexed and oppressed the children of 
Israel: eighteen years, all the children of Israel that were on 
the other side Jordan in the land of the Amorites, which is in 
Gilead. 

10:9 Moreover the children of Ammon passed over Jordan 
to fight also against Judah, and against B enjamin, and against 
the house of Ephraim; so that Israel was sore distressed. 
10:10 And the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, say- 
ing. We have sinned against thee, both because we have for- 
saken our God, and also served Baalim. 
10:11 And the LORD said unto the children of Israel, Did 
not I deliveryou from the Egyptians, and from the Amorites, 
from the children of Ammon, and from the Phihstines? 
10:12 The Zidonians also, and the Amalekites, and the 
Maonites, did oppress you; and ye cried to me, and I deliv- 
ered you out of their hand. 

10:13 Yetye have forsaken me, and served other gods: where- 
fore I will deliveryou no more. 

10:14 Go and ciy unto the gods which ye have chosen; let 
them deliveryou in the time of your tribulation. 
10:15 And the children of Israel said unto the LORD, We 
have sinned: do thou unto us whatsoever seemeth good unto 
thee; deliver us only, we pray thee, this day. 



10: 16 A nd they put away the strange gods from among them, 
and served the LORD: and his soul was grieved forthe mis- 
ery of Israel. 

10:17 Then the children of Ammon were gathered together, 
and encamped in G Head. A nd the children of Israel assembled 
themselves together, and encamped in Mizpeh. 
10:18 And the people and princes of Gilead said one to an- 
other. What man is he that will begin to fight against the 
children of A mmon? he shall be head overall the inhabitants 
of Gilead. 

11:1 Now Jephthah the G ileadite was a mighty man of valour, 
and he was the son of an harlot: and Gilead begat Jephthah. 
11:2 And Gilead's wife bare him sons; and his wife's sons 
grew up, and they thrust out Jephthah, and said unto him. 
Thou shalt not inherit in our father's house; for thou art the 
son of a strange woman. 

11:3 Then Jephthah fled from his brethren, and dwelt in the 
land of Tob: and there were gathered vain men to Jephthah, 
and went out with him. 

11:4 And it came to pass in process of time, that the children 
of Ammon made war against Israel. 
11:5 And it was so, that when the children of Ammon made 
war against Israel, the elders of G Head went to fetch Jephthah 
out of the land of Tob: 

11:6 And they said unto Jephthah, Come, and be our captain, 
that we may fight with the children of Ammon. 
11:7 And Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, Did not ye 
hate me, and expel me out of my father's house? and why are 
ye come unto me now when ye are in distress? 
11:8 And the elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, Therefore 
we turn again to thee now, that thou mayest go with us, and 
fight against the children of A mmon, and be our head over 
all the inhabitants of Gilead. 

11:9 And Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, If ye bring 
me home again to fight against the children of Ammon, and 
the LORD deliver them before me, shall I be your head? 
11:10 And the elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, The LORD 
be witness between us, if we do not so according to thy words. 
11:11 Then Jephthah went with the elders of Gilead, and the 
people made him head and captain over them: and Jephthah 
uttered all his words before the LORD in Mizpeh. 
11:12 And Jephthah sent messengers unto the king of the 
children of Ammon, saying. What hast thou to do with me, 
that thou art come against me to fight in my land? 
1 1 : 13 A nd the king of the children of A mmon answered unto 
the messengers of Jephthah, Because Israel took away my 
land, when they came up out of Egypt, from Amon even 
unto Jabbok, and unto Jordan: now therefore restore those 
lands again peaceably. 

11:14 And Jephthah sent messengers again unto the king of 
the children of Ammon: 

11:15 And said unto him. Thus saith Jephthah, Israel took 
not away the land of Moab, nor the land of the children of 
Ammon: 

11:16 But when Israel came up from Egypt, and walked 
through the wilderness unto the Red sea, and came to K adesh; 
11:17 Then Israel sent messengers unto the king of Edom, 
saying. Let me, I pray thee, pass through thy land: but the 
king of Edom would not hearken thereto. And in like man- 
ner they sent unto the king of Moab: but he would not con- 
sent: and Israel abode in K adesh. 
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11:18 Then they went along through the wilderness, and com- 
passed the land of Edom, and the land of M oab, and came by 
the east side of the land of Moab, and pitched on the other 
side of A mo n, but came not within the border of Moab: for 
Amon was the border of Moab. 

11:19 And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, the king of Heshbon; and Israel said unto him, Let 
us pass, we pray thee, through thy land into my place. 
11:20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to pass through his coast: 
but Sihon gathered all his people together, and pitched in 
Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 

11:21 And the LORD God of Israel delivered Sihon and all 
his people into the hand of Israel, and they smote them: so 
Israel possessed all the land of the Amorites, the inhabitants 
of that country. 

11:22 And they possessed all the coasts of theAmorites, from 
Amon even unto Jabbok, and from the wildemess even unto 
Jordan. 

11:23 So now the LORD God of Israel hath dispossessed the 
Amorites from before his people Israel, and shouldest thou 
possess it? 

11:24 Wilt not thou possess that which Chemosh thy god 
giveth thee to possess? So whomsoever the LORD our God 
shall drive out from before us, them will we possess. 
11:25 And now art thou any thing better than Balak the son 
of Zippor, king of Moab? did he ever strive against Israel, or 
did he ever fight against them, 

11:26 While Israel dwelt in Heshbon and her towns, and in 
A roer and her towns, and in all the cities that be along by the 
coasts of Amon, three hundred years? why therefore did ye 
not recover them within that time? 
11:27 Wherefore I have not sinned against thee, but thou 
doest me wrong to war against me: the LORD the Judge be 
judge this day between the children of Israel and the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

11:28 Howbeit the king of the children of Ammon hearkened 
not unto the words of Jephthah which he sent him. 
11:29 Then the Spirit of the LORD came upon Jephthah, 
and he passed over Gilead, and Manasseh, and passed over 
M izpeh of G Head, and from M izpeh of G Head he passed over 
unto the children of Ammon. 

11:30 Andjephthah vowed avow unto the LORD, and said. 
If thou shalt without fail deliver the children of A mmon into 
mine hands, 

11:31 Then it shall be, that whatsoever cometh forth of the 
doors of my house to meet me, when I retum in peace from 
the children of Ammon, shall surely be the LORD'S, and I 
will offer it up for a bumt offering. 
11:32 So Jephthah passed over unto the children of Ammon 
to fight against them; and the L RD delivered them into his 
hands. 

11: 33 A nd he smote them from Aroer, even till thou come to 
Minnith, even twenty cities, and unto the plain of the vine- 
yards, with a very great slaughter Thus the children of 
Ammon were subdued before the children of Israel. 
11:34 Andjephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, 
behold, his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels and 
with dances: and she was his only child; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter 

11:35 And it came to pass, when he saw her, that he rent his 
clothes, and said, Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought me 



very low, and thou art one of them that trouble me: for I have 
opened my mouth unto the LORD, and I cannot go back. 
11:36 And she said unto him. My father, if thou hast opened 
thy mouth unto the L RD , do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth; forasmuch as the LORD 
hath taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of the 
children of Ammon. 

11:37 And she said unto her father. Let this thing be done for 
me: let me alone two months, that I may go up and down 
upon the mountains, and bewail my virginity, I and my fel- 
lows. 

ll:38Andhesaid, Go. And he sent her away fortwo months: 
and she went with her companions, and bewailed her virgin- 
ity upon the mountains. 

11:39 And it came to pass at the end of two months, that she 
retumed unto her father, who did with her according to his 
vow which he had vowed: and she knew no man. And it was 
a custom in Israel, 

11:40 That the daughters of Israel went yearly to lament the 
daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite four days in a year 
12:1 And the men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, 
and went northward, and said unto Jephthah, Wherefore 
passedst thou over to fight against the children of Ammon, 
and didst not call us to go with thee? we will bum thine 
house upon thee with fire. 

12:2 Andjephthah said unto them, I and my people were at 
great strife with the children of Ammon; and when I called 
you, ye delivered me not out of their hands. 
12:3 And when I saw that ye delivered me not, I put my hfe 
in my hands, and passed over against the children of Ammon, 
and the LORD delivered them into my hand: wherefore then 
are ye come up unto me this day, to fight against me? 
12:4 Then Jephthah gathered together all the men of Gilead, 
and fought with Ephraim: and the men of Gilead smote 
Ephraim, because they said. Ye Gileadites are fugitives of 
Ephraim among the Ephraimites, and among the M anassites. 
12:5 And the Gileadites took the passages of Jordan before 
the Ephraimites: and it was so, that when those Ephraimites 
whicli were escaped said. Let me go over; that tie men of 
Gilead said unto him. Art thou an Ephraimite? If he said. 
Nay; 

12:6 Then said they unto him. Say now Shibboleth: and he 
said Sibboleth: for he could not frame to pronounce it right 
Then they took him, and slew him at the passages of Jordan: 
and there fell at that time of the Ephraimites forty and two 
thousand. 

12:7 Andjephthah judged Israel six years. Then died Jephthah 
the Gileadite, and was buried in one of the cities of Gilead. 
12:8 And after him Ibzan of B ethlehem judged Israel. 
12:9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty daughters, whom he 
sent abroad, and took in thirty daughters from abroad for his 
sons. And he judged Israel seven years. 
12:10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried at Bethlehem. 
12:11 And after him Elon, a Zebulonite, judged Israel; and 
he judged Israel ten years. 

12:12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and was buried in 
Aijalon in the country of Zebulun. 
12:13 And after him Abdon the son of Hillel, a Pirathonite, 
judged Israel. 

12:14 And he had forty sons and thirty nephews, that rode 
on threescore and ten ass colts: and he judged Israel eight 
years. 
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12:15 AndAbdon the son of Hillel the Pirathonite died, and 
was buried in Pirathon in the land ot Ephraim, in the mount 
of theAmalekites. 

13:1 And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of 
the LORD; and the LORD delivered them into the hand of 
the Philistines forty years. 

13:2 And there was a certain man of Zorah, of the family of 
the D anites, whose name was M anoah; and his wife was bar- 
ren, and bare not. 

13:3 And the angel of the LORD appeared unto the woman, 
and said unto her, B ehold now, thou art barren, and bearest 
not: but thou shalt conceive, and bear a son. 
13:4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, and drink not wine 
nor strong drink, and eat not any unclean thing: 
13:5 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son; and no 
razor shall come on his head: for the child shall be a Nazarite 
unto God from the womb: and he shall begin to deliver Is- 
rael out of the hand of the Philistines. 
13:6 Then the woman came and told her husband, saying, A 
man of God came unto me, and his countenance was like the 
countenance of an angel of God, very terrible: but I asked 
him not whence he was, neither told he me his name: 
13:7 But he said unto me. Behold, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son; and now drink no wine nor strong drink, neither 
eat any unclean thing: for the child shall be a Nazarite to 
God from the womb to the day of his death. 
13:8 Then Manoah intreated the LORD, and said, my Lord, 
let the man of God which thou didst send come again unto 
us, and teach us what we shall do unto the child that shall be 
bom. 

13:9 And God hearkened to the voice of Manoah; and the 
angel of God came again unto the woman as she sat in the 
field: but Manoah her husband was not with her 
13:10 And the woman made haste, and ran, and shewed her 
husband, and said unto him, B ehold, the man hath appeared 
unto me, that came unto me the other day. 
13:11 And Manoah arose, and went after his wife, and came 
to the man, and said unto him, A rt thou the man that spakest 
unto the woman? And he said, I am. 
13:12 And Manoah said. Now let thy words come to pass. 
How shall we order the child, and how shall we do unto 
him? 

13:13 And the angel of the LORD said unto Manoah, Of all 
that I said unto the woman let her beware. 
13:14 She may not eat of any thing that cometh of the vine, 
neither let her drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any un- 
clean thing: all that I commanded her let her observe. 
13:15 And Manoah said unto the angel of the LORD, I pray 
thee, let us detain thee, until we shall have made ready a kid 
for thee. 

13: 16 A nd the angel of the L RD said unto M anoah. Though 
thou detain me, I will not eat of thy bread: and if thou wilt 
offer a burnt offering, thou must offer it unto the LORD . For 
Manoah knew not that he was an angel of the LORD . 
13:17 And Manoah said unto the angel of the LORD, What 
is thy name, that when thy sayings come to pass we may do 
thee honour? 

13:18 And the angel of the LORD said unto him. Why askest 
thou thus after my name, seeing it is secret? 
13:19 So Manoah took a kid with a meat offering, and of- 
fered it upon a rock unto the LORD: and the angel did 
wonderously; and Manoah and his wife looked on. 



13:20 For it came to pass, when the flame went up toward 
heaven from off the altar, that the angel of the LORD as- 
cended in the flame of the altar And Manoah and his wife 
looked on it, and fell on their faces to the ground. 
13:21 But the angel of the LORD did no more appear to 
Manoah and to his wife. Then Manoah knew that he was an 
angel of the LORD. 

13:22 And Manoah said unto his wife. We shall surely die, 
because we have seen God. 

13:23 But his wife said unto him. If the LORD were pleased 
to kill us, he would not have received a burnt offering and a 
meat offering at our hands, neither would he have shewed us 
all these things, nor would as at this time have told us such 
things as these. 

13:24 And the woman bare a son, and called his name 
Samson: and the child grew, and the LORD blessed him. 
13:25 And the Spirit of the LORD began to move him at 
times in the camp of D an between Zorah and Eshtaol. 
14:1 A nd Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a woman 
in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines. 
14:2 And he came up, and told his father and his mother, and 
said, I have seen a woman in Timnath of the daughters of the 
Philistines: now therefore get her for me to wife. 
14:3 Then his father and his mother said unto him. Is there 
never a woman among the daughters of thy brethren, or among 
all my people, that thou goest to take a wife of the uncircum- 
cised Philistines? And Samson said unto his father. Get her 
for me; for she pleaseth me well. 

14:4 B ut his father and his mother knew not that it was of the 
LORD, that he sought an occasion against the Philistines: 
for at that time the Philistines had dominion over Israel. 
14:5 Then went Samson down, and his father and his mother, 
to Timnath, and came to the vineyards of Timnath: and, be- 
hold, a young lion roared against him. 
14:6 And the Spirit of the LORD came mightily upon him, 
and he rent him as he would have rent a kid, and he had 
nothing in his hand: but he told not his father or his mother 
what he had done. 

14:7 And he went down, and talked with the woman; and she 
pleased Samson well. 

14:8 And after a time he returned to take her, and he turned 
aside to see the carcase of the lion: and, behold, there was a 
swarm of bees and honey in the carcase of the lion. 
14:9 And he took thereof in his hands, and went on eating, 
and came to his father and mother, and he gave them, and 
they did eat: but he told not them that he had taken the honey 
out of the carcase of the lion. 

14: 10 So his father went down unto the woman: and Samson 
made there a feast; for so used the young men to do. 
14:11 And it came to pass, when they saw him, that they 
brought thirty companions to be with him. 
14:12 And Samson said unto them, I will now put forth a 
riddle unto you: if ye can certainly declare it me within the 
seven days of the feast, and find it out, then I will give you 
thirty sheets and thirty change of garments: 
14:13 But if ye cannot declare it me, then shall ye give me 
thirty sheets and thirty change of garments. And they said 
unto him. Put forth thy riddle, that we may hear it. 
14:14 And he said unto them. Out of the eater came forth 
meat, and out of the strong came forth sweetness. And they 
could not in three days expound the riddle. 
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14:15 A nd it came to pass on the seventli day, tliat they said 
unto Samson's wife, Entice thy husband, that he may declare 
unto us the riddle, lest we bum thee and thy father's house 
with fire: have ye called us to take that we have? is it not so? 
14:16 And Samson's wife wept before him, and said. Thou 
dost but hate me, and lovest me not: thou hast put forth a 
riddle unto the children of my people, and hast not told it 
me. And he said unto her. Behold, I have not told it my fa- 
ther nor my mother, and shall I tell it thee? 
14:17 And she wept before him the seven days, while their 
feast lasted: and it came to pass on the seventh day, that he 
told her, because she lay sore upon him: and she told the 
riddle to the children of her people. 
14:18 And the men of the ci^ said unto him on the seventh 
day before the sun went down. What is sweeter than honey? 
And what is stronger than a lion? and he said unto them. If 
ye had not plowed with my heifer, ye had not found out my 
riddle. 

14:19 And the Spirit of the LORD came upon him, and he 
went down to Ashkelon, and slew thirty men of them, and 
took their spoil, and gave change of garments unto them 
which expounded the riddle. And his anger was kindled, and 
he went up to his father's house. 

14:20 B ut Samson's wife was given to his companion, whom 
he had used as his friend. 

15:1 But it came to pass within a while after, in the time of 
wheat harvest, that Samson visited his wife with a kid; and 
he said, I will go in to my wife into the chamber But her 
father would not suffer him to go in. 
15:2 And her father said, I verily thought that thou hadst 
utterly hated her; therefore I gave her to thy companion: is 
not her younger sister fairer than she? take her, I pray thee, 
instead of her 

15:3 And Samson said concerning them. Now shall I be more 
blameless than the Philistines, though I do them a displea- 
sure. 

15:4 And Samson went and caught three hundred foxes, and 
took firebrands, and turned tail to tail, and put a firebrand in 
the midst between two tails. 

15:5 And when he had set the brands on fire, he let them go 
into the standing com of the Philistines, and bumt up both 
the shocks, and also the standing com, with the vineyards 
and olives. 

15:6 Then the Phihstines said. Who hath done this? And they 
answered, Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, because he 
had taken his wife, and given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up, and bumt her and her father with fire. 
15:7 And Samson said unto them. Though ye have done this, 
yet will I be avenged of you, and after that I will cease. 
15:8 And he smote them hip and thigh with a great slaugh- 
ter: and he went down and dwelt in the top of the rock Etam. 
15:9 Then the Philistines went up, and pitched in Judah, and 
spread themselves in Lehi. 

15:10 And the men of Judah said. Why are ye come up against 
us? And they answered. To bind Samson are we come up, to 
do to him as he hath done to us. 

15:11 Then three thousand men of Judah went to the top of 
the rock Etam, and said to Samson, Knowest thou not that 
the Philistines are rulers over us? what is this that thou hast 
done unto us? And he said unto them. As they did unto me, 
so have I done unto them. 



15:12 And they said unto him. We are come down to bind 
thee, that we may deliver thee into the hand of the Philis- 
tines. And Samson said unto them. Swear unto me, that ye 
will not fall upon me yourselves. 

15:13Andthey spake unto him, saying. No; but we will bind 
thee fast, and deliver thee into their hand: but surely we will 
not kill thee. And they bound him with two new cords, and 
brought him up from the rock. 

15:14 And when he came unto Lehi, the Philistines shouted 
against him: and the Spirit of the LORD came mightily upon 
him, and the cords that were upon his arms became as flax 
that was bumt with fire, and his bands loosed from off his 
hands. 

15:15 And he found a new jawbone of an ass, and put forth 
his hand, and took it, and slew a thousand men therewith. 
15:16 And Samson said. With the jawbone of an ass, heaps 
upon heaps, with the jaw of an ass have I slain a thousand 
men. 

15:17 And it came to pass, when he had made an end of 
speaking, that he cast away the jawbone out of his hand, and 
called that place Ramathlehi. 

15: 18 And he was soreathirst, and called on the LORD, and 
said. Thou hast given this great deliverance into the hand of 
thy servant: and now shall I die for thirst, and fall into the 
hand of the uncircumcised? 

15:19 But God clave an hollow place that was in the jaw, 
and there came water thereout; and when he had dmnk, his 
spirit came again, and he revived: wherefore he called the 
name thereof Enhakkore, which is in Lehi unto this day. 
15:20 And he judged Israel in the days of the Philistines 
twenty years. 

16:1 Then went Samson to Gaza, and saw there an harlot, 
and went in unto her 

16:2 And it was told the Gazites, saying, Samson is come 
hither And they compassed him in, and laid wait for him all 
night in the gate of the city, and were quiet all the night, 
saying. In the moming, when it is day, we shall kill him. 
16:3 And Samson lay till midnight, and arose at midnight, 
and took the doors of the gate of the city, and the two posts, 
and went away with them, bar and all, and put them upon his 
shoulders, and carried them up to the top of an hill that is 
before Hebron. 

16:4 And it came to pass afterward, that he loved a woman in 
the valley of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. 
16:5 And the lords of the Philistines came up unto her, and 
said unto her. Entice him, and see wherein his great strength 
lieth, and by what means we may prevail against him, that 
we may bind him to afflict him; and we will give thee every 
one of us eleven hundred pieces of silver 
16:6And Dehlah said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, wherein 
thy great strength lieth, and wherewith thou mightest be 
bound to afflict thee. 

16:7 And Samson said unto her. If they bind me with seven 
green withs that were never dried, then shall I be weak, and 
be as another man. 

16:8 Then the lords of the Philistines brought up to her seven 
green withs which had not been dried, and she bound him 
with them. 

16:9 Now there were men lying in wait, abiding with her in 
the chamber And she said unto him. The Philistines be upon 
thee, Samson. And he brake the withs, as a thread of tow is 
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broken when it touclietli tlie fire. So his strength was not 
known. 

16:10 And Delilah said unto Samson, Behold, thou hast 
mocked me, and told me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, where- 
with thou mightest be bound. 

16:11 And he said unto her. It they bind me fast with new 
ropes that never were occupied, then shall I be weak, and be 
as another man. 

16:12 D elilah therefore took new ropes, and bound him there- 
with, and said unto him. The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson. And there were Hers in wait abiding in the chamber 
And he brake them from off his arms like a thread. 
16:13 And Delilah said unto Samson, Hitherto thou hast 
mocked me, and told me lies: tell me wherewith thou mightest 
be bound. And he said unto her. If thou weavest the seven 
locks of my head with the web. 

16:14 And she fastened it with the pin, and said unto him. 
The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And he awaked out of 
his sleep, and went away with the pin of the beam, and with 
the web. 

16:15 And she said unto him. How canst thou say, I love 
thee, when thine heart is not with me? thou hast mocked me 
these three times, and hast not told me wherein thy great 
strength lieth. 

16:16 And it came to pass, when she pressed him daily with 
her words, and urged him, so that his soul was vexed unto 
death; 

16:17 That he told her all his heart, and said unto her. There 
hath not come a razor upon mine head; for I have been a 
Nazarite unto God from my mother's womb: if I be shaven, 
then my strength will go from me, and I shall become weak, 
and be like any other man. 

16 : 1 8 A nd when D elilah saw that he had told her all his heart, 
she sent and called for the lords of the Philistines, saying. 
Come up this once, for he hath shewed me all his heart. Then 
the lords of the Philistines came up unto her, and brought 
money in their hand. 

16: 19 A nd she made him sleep upon her knees; and she called 
for a man, and she caused him to shave off the seven locks of 
his head; and she began to afflict him, and his strength went 
from him. 

16:20 And she said. The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, I will go out as at 
other times before, and shake myself. And he wist not that 
the LORD was departed from him. 
16:21 Butthe Philistines took him, and put out his eyes, and 
brought him down to Gaza, and bound him with fetters of 
brass; and he did grind in the prison house. 
16:22 Howbeit the hair of his head began to grow again after 
he was shaven. 

16:23 Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them to- 
getherforto offer a great sacrifice unto D agon their god, and 
to rejoice: for they said. Our god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. 

16:24 And when the people saw him, they praised their god: 
for they said. Our god hath delivered into our hands our en- 
emy, and the destroyer of our country, which slew many of 
us. 

16:25 And it came to pass, when their hearts were meny, 
that they said. Call for Samson, that he may make us sport 
And they called for Samson out of the prison house; and he 
made them sport: and they set him between the pillars. 



16:26 And Samson said unto the lad that held him by the 
hand. Suffer me that I may feel the pillars whereupon the 
house standeth, that I may lean upon them. 
16:27 Now the house was full of men and women; and all 
the lords of the Philistines were there; and there were upon 
the roof about three thousand men and women, that beheld 
while Samson made sport 

16:28 And Samson called unto the LORD, and said, Lord 
God, remember me, I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, God, that I may be at once avenged of 
the Philistines for my two eyes. 

16:29 And Samson took hold of the two middle pillars upon 
which the house stood, and on which it was borne up, of the 
one with his right hand, and of the other with his left. 
16:30 And Samson said. Let me die with the Phihstines. A nd 
he bowed himself with all his might; and the house fell upon 
the lords, and upon all the people that were therein. So the 
dead which he slew at his death were more than they which 
he slew in his life. 

16:31 Then his brethren and all the house of his father came 
down, and took him, and brought him up, and buried him 
between Zorah and Eshtaol in the buiyingplace of Manoah 
his father And he judged Israel twenty years. 
17:1 And there was a man of mount Ephraim, whose name 
was M icah. 

17:2 And he said unto his mother. The eleven hundred shek- 
els of silver that were taken from thee, about which thou 
cursedst and spakest of also in mine ears, behold, the silver 
is with me; I took it. A nd his mother said, B lessed be thou of 
the LORD, my son. 

17:3 And when he had restored the eleven hundred shekels 
of silver to his mother, his mother said, I had wholly dedi- 
cated the silverunto the LORD from my hand for my son, to 
make a graven image and a molten image: now therefore I 
will restore it unto thee. 

17:4 Yet he restored the money unto his mother; and his 
mother took two hundred shekels of silver, and gave them to 
the founder, who made thereof a graven image and a molten 
image: and they were in the house of Micah. 
17:5 And the man Micah had an house of gods, and made an 
ephod, and teraphim, and consecrated one of his sons, who 
became his priest. 

17:6 In those days there was no king in Israel, but every man 
did that which was right in his own eyes. 
17:7 And there was a young man out of Bethlehemjudah of 
the family of Judah, who was a Levite, and he sojourned 
there. 

17:8 And the man departed out of the city from 
Bethlehemjudah to sojourn where he could find a place: and 
he came to mount Ephraim to the house of Micah, as he jour- 
neyed. 

17:9 And Micah said unto him. Whence comest thou? And 
he said unto him, I am a Levite of Bethlehemjudah, and I go 
to sojourn where I may find a place. 
17:10And Micah said unto him. Dwell with me, andbeunto 
me a father and a priest, and I will give thee ten shekels of 
silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in. 

17: 11 And the Levite was content to dwell with the man; and 
the young man was unto him as one of his sons. 
17: 12 A nd Micah consecrated the L evite; and the young man 
became his priest, and was in the house of Micah. 
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17:13 Then said Micah, Now know I that the LORD will do 
me good, seeing I have a Levite to my priest. 
18:1 In those days there was no king in Israel: and in those 
days the tribe ot the D anites sought them an inheritance to 
dwell in; tor unto that day all their inheritance had not fallen 
unto them among the tribes ot Israel. 
18:2 And the children of Dan sent of their family five men 
from their coasts, men of valour, from Zorah, and from 
Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to search it; and they said 
unto them, G o, search the land: who when they came to mount 
Ephraim, to the house of Micah, they lodged there. 
18:3 When they were by the house of Micah, they knew the 
voice of the young man the L evite: and they turned in thither, 
and said unto him. Who brought thee hither? and what makest 
thou in this place? and what hast thou here? 
18:4 And he said unto them. Thus and thus dealeth Micah 
with me, and hath hired me, and I am his priest. 
18:5 And they said unto him. Ask counsel, we pray thee, of 
God, that we may know whether our way which we go shall 
be prosperous. 

18:6 And the priest said unto them. Go in peace: before the 
LORD is your way wherein ye go. 

18:7 Then the five men departed, and came to Laish, and 
saw the people that were therein, how they dwelt careless, 
afterthemannerof theZidonians, quiet and secure; and there 
was no magistrate in the land, that might put them to shame 
in any thing; and they were far from the Zidonians, and had 
no business with any man. 

18:8 And they came unto their brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol: 
and their brethren said unto them. What say ye? 
18:9 And they said. Arise, that we may go up against them: 
for we have seen the land, and, behold, it is very good: and 
are ye still? be not slothful to go, and to enter to possess the 
land. 

18:10 When ye go, ye shall come unto a people secure, and 
to a large land: for God hath given it into your hands; a place 
where there is no want of any thing that is in the earth. 
18: 11 A nd there went from thence of the family of the D anites, 
out of Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men appointed 
with weapons of war 

18:12 And they went up, and pitched in Kirjathjearim, in 
Judah: wherefore they called that place Mahanehdan unto 
this day: behold, it is behind Kirjathjearim. 
18: 13 And they passed thence unto mount Ephraim, and came 
unto the house of Micah. 

18:14 Then answered the five men that went to spy out the 
country of Laish, and said unto their brethren. Do ye know 
that there is in these houses an ephod, and teraphim, and a 
graven image, and a molten image? now therefore consider 
what ye have to do. 

18:15 And they turned thitherward, and came to the house of 
the young man the Levite, even unto the house of Micah, 
and saluted him. 

18:16 And the six hundred men appointed with their weap- 
ons of war, which were of the children of Dan, stood by the 
entering of the gate. 

18:17 And the five men that went to spy out the land went 
up, and came in thither, and took the graven image, and the 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten image: and the priest 
stood in the entering of the gate with the six hundred men 
that were appointed with weapons of war 



18:18 And these went into Micah's house, and fetched the 

carved image, the ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 

image. Then said the priest unto them. What do ye? 

18: 19 A nd they said unto him. Hold thy peace, lay thine hand 

upon thy mouth, and go with us, and be to us a father and a 

priest: is it better for thee to be a priest unto the house of one 

man, or that thou be a priest unto a tribe and a family in 

Israel? 

1 8 : 2 A nd the priest's heart was glad, and he took the ephod, 

and the teraphim, and the graven image, and went in the midst 

of the people. 

18:21 So they turned and departed, and put the little ones 

and the cattle and the carriage before them. 

18:22 And when they were a good way from the house of 

M icah, the men that were in the houses near to M icah's house 

were gathered together, and overtook the children of Dan. 

18:23 And they cried unto the children of Dan. And they 

turned their faces, and said unto Micah, What aileth thee, 

that thou comest with such a company? 

18:24 And he said. Ye have taken away my gods which I 

made, and the priest, and ye are gone away: and what have I 

more? and what is this that ye say unto me, W hat aileth thee? 

18:25 And the children of Dan said unto him. Let not thy 

voice be heard among us, lest angiy fellows run upon thee, 

and thou lose thy life, with the lives of thy household. 

18:26 And the children of Dan went their way: and when 

Micah saw that they were too strong for him, he turned and 

went back unto his house. 

18:27Andthey took the things which Micah had made, and 

the priest which he had, and came unto Laish, unto a people 

that were at quiet and secure: and they smote them with the 

edge of the sword, and burnt the city with fire. 

18:28 And there was no deliverer, because it was far from 

Zidon, and they had no business with any man; and it was in 

the valley that lieth by B ethrehob. And they built a city, and 

dwelt therein. 

18:29 And they called the name of the city Dan, after the 

name of D an their father, who was bom unto Israel: howbeit 

the name of the city was Laish at the first. 

18:30 And the children of Dan set up the graven image: and 

Jonathan, the son of Gershom, the son of Manasseh, he and 

his sons were priests to the tribe of D an until the day of the 

captivity of the land. 

18:31 And they set them up Micah's graven image, which he 

made, all the time that the house of G od was in Shiloh. 

19:1 And it came to pass in those days, when there was no 

king in Israel, that there was a certain Levite sojourning on 

the side of mount Ephraim, who took to him a concubine out 

of B ethlehemjudah. 

19:2 And his concubine played the whore against him, and 

went away from him unto her father's house to 

B ethlehemjudah, and was there four whole months. 

19:3 And her husband arose, and went after her, to speak 

friendly unto her, and to bring her again, having his servant 

with him, and a couple of asses: and she brought him into 

her father's house: and when the father of the damsel saw 

him, he rejoiced to meet him. 

19:4And his father in law, the damsel's father, retained him; 

and he abode with him three days: so they did eat and drink, 

and lodged there. 

19:5 And it came to pass on the fourth day, when they arose 
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early in the morning, that he rose up to depart: and the 
damsel's father said unto his son in law, Comfort thine heart 
with a morsel of bread, and afterward go your way. 
19:6 And they sat down, and did eat and drink both of them 
together: for the damsel's father had said unto the man. Be 
content, I pray thee, and tany all night, and let thine heart be 
meny. 

19:7 And when the man rose up to depart, his father in law 
urged him: therefore he lodged there again. 
19:8 And he arose early in the morning on the fifth day to 
depart; and the damsel's father said. Comfort thine heart, I 
pray thee. And they tarried until afternoon, and they did eat 
boti of them. 

19:9 And when the man rose up to depart, he, and his concu- 
bine, and his servant, his father in law, the damsel's father, 
said unto him, B ehold, now the day draweth toward evening, 
I pray you tany all night: behold, the day groweth to an end, 
lodge here, that thine heart may be meny; and to morrow get 
you early on your way, that thou mayest go home. 
19: 10 B ut the man would not tany that night, but he rose up 
and departed, and came over against J ebus, which is Jerusa- 
lem; and there were with him two asses saddled, his concu- 
bine also was with him. 

19:11 And when they were by J ebus, the day was far spent; 
and the servant said unto his master. Come, I pray thee, and 
let us turn in into this city of the Jebusites, and lodge in it. 
19:12 And his master said unto him. We will not turn aside 
hither into the city of a stranger, that is not of the children of 
Israel; we will pass over to Gibeah. 
19:13 And he said unto his servant. Come, and let us draw 
near to one of these places to lodge all night, in G ibeah, or in 
Ramah. 

19:14 And they passed on and went their way; and the sun 
went down upon them when they were by Gibeah, which 
belongeth to Benjamin. 

19:15 And they turned aside thither, to go in and to lodge in 
Gibeah: and when he went in, he sat him down in a street of 
the city: for there was no man that took them into his house 
to lodging. 

19:16 And, behold, there came an old man from his work out 
of the field at even, which was also of mount Ephraim; and 
he sojourned in Gibeah: but the men of the place were 
Benjamites. 

19:17 And when he had lifted up his eyes, he saw a wayfar- 
ing man in the street of the city: and the old man said, W hither 
goest thou? and whence comest thou? 
19:18 And he said unto him. We are passing from 
B ethlehemjudah toward the side of mount Ephraim; from 
thence am I: and I went to B ethlehemjudah, but I am now 
going to the house of the LORD; and there is no man that 
receiveth me to house. 

19:19 Yet there is both straw and provender for our asses; 
and there is bread and wine also for me, and for thy handmaid, 
and for the young man which is with thy servants: there is no 
want of any thing. 

19:20 And the old man said. Peace be with thee; howsoever 
let all thy wants lie upon me; only lodge not in the street. 
19:21 So he brought him into his house, and gave provender 
unto the asses: and they washed their feet, and did eat and 
drink. 
19:22 Now as they were making their hearts meny, behold. 



the men of the city, certain sons of Belial, beset the house 
round about, and beat at the door, and spake to the master of 
the house, the old man, saying, B ring forth the man that came 
into thine house, that we may know him. 
19:23 And the man, the master of the house, went out unto 
them, and said unto them. Nay, my brethren, nay, I pray you, 
do not so wickedly; seeing that this man is come into mine 
house, do not this folly. 

19:24 B ehold, here is my daughter a maiden, and his concu- 
bine; them I will bring out now, and humble ye them, and do 
with them what seemeth good unto you: but unto this man 
do not so vile a thing. 

19:25 But the men would not hearken to him: so the man 
took his concubine, and brought her forth unto them; and 
they knew her, and abused her all the night until the morn- 
ing: and when the day began to spring, they let her go. 
19:26 Then came the woman in the dawning of the day, and 
fell down at the door of the man's house where her lord was, 
till it was light. 

19:27 And her lord rose up in the morning, and opened the 
doors of the house, and went out to go his way: and, behold, 
the woman his concubine was fallen down at the door of the 
house, and her hands were upon the threshold. 
19:28 And he said unto her. Up, and let us be going. But 
none answered. Then the man took her up upon an ass, and 
the man rose up, and gat him unto his place. 
19:29 A nd when he was come into his house, he took a knife, 
and laid hold on his concubine, and divided her, together 
with her bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into all the 
coasts of Israel. 

19:30 And it was so, that all that saw it said. There was no 
such deed done nor seen from the day that the children of 
Israel came up out of the land of Egypt unto this day: con- 
sider of it, take advice, and speak your minds. 
20:1 Then all the children of Israel went out, and the con- 
gregation was gathered together as one man, from D an even 
to Beersheba, with the land of Gilead, unto the LORD in 
Mizpeh. 

20:2 And the chief of all the people, even of all the tribes of 
Israel, presented themselves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen that drew sword. 
20:3 (Now the children of Benjamin heard that the children 
of Israel were gone up to Mizpeh.) Then said the children of 
Israel, Tell us, how was this wickedness? 
20:4 And the Levite, the husband of the woman that was 
slain, answered and said, I came into Gibeah that belongeth 
to Benjamin, I and my concubine, to lodge. 
20:5 And the men of Gibeah rose against me, and beset the 
house round about upon me by night, and thought to have 
slain me: and my concubine have they forced, that she is 
dead. 

20:6 And I took my concubine, and cut her in pieces, and 
sent her throughout all the country of the inheritance of Is- 
rael: for they have committed lewdness and folly in Israel. 
20:7 Behold, ye are all children of Israel; give here your 
advice and counsel. 

20:8 And all the people arose as one man, saying. We will 
not any of us go to his tent, neither will we any of us turn 
into his house. 

20:9 But now this shall be the thing which we will do to 
Gibeah; we will go up by lot against it; 
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20:10 And we will take ten men ot an hundred throughout 
all the tribes ot Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, and a 
thousand out of ten thousand, to fetch victual for the people, 
that they may do, when they come to Gibeah of Benjamin, 
according to all the folly that they have wrought in Israel. 
20:11 So all the men of Israel were gathered against the city, 
knit together as one man. 

20:12 And the tribes of Israel sent men through all the tribe 
of Benjamin, saying. What wickedness is this that is done 
among you? 

20:13 Now therefore deliverus the men, the children of B elial, 
which are in G ibeah, that we may put them to death, and put 
away evil from Israel. But the children of Benjamin would 
not hearken to the voice of their brethren the children of 
Israel. 

20: 14 B ut the children of B enjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether out of the cities unto G ibeah, to go out to battle against 
the children of Israel. 

20:15 And the children of Benjamin were numbered at that 
time out of the cities twenty and six thousand men that drew 
sword, beside the inhabitants of Gibeah, which were num- 
bered seven hundred chosen men. 

20:16 Among all this people there were seven hundred cho- 
sen men lefthanded; every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

20:17 And the men of Israel, beside Benjamin, were num- 
bered four hundred thousand men that drew sword: all these 
were men of war 

20:18 And the children of Israel arose, and went up to the 
house of God, and asked counsel of God, and said. Which of 
us shall go up first to the battle against the children of Ben- 
jamin? And tiie LORD said, Judah shall go up first. 
20:19 And the children of Israel rose up in the morning, and 
encamped against Gibeah. 

20:20 And the men of Israel went out to battle against Ben- 
jamin; and the men of Israel put themselves in array to fight 
against them at Gibeah. 

20:2 1 And the children of B enjamin came forth out of Gibeah, 
and destroyed down to the ground of the Israelites that day 
twenty and two thousand men. 

20:22 And the people the men of Israel encouraged them- 
selves, and set their battle again in array in the place where 
they put themselves in array the first day. 
20:23 (And the children of Israel went up and wept before 
the LORD until even, and asked counsel of the LORD, say- 
ing. Shall I go up again to battle against the children of B en- 
jamin my brother? And the LORD said. Go up against him.) 
20:24 And the children of Israel came near against the chil- 
dren of Benjamin the second day. 

20:25 And Benjamin went forth against them out of Gibeah 
the second day, and destroyed down to the ground of the 
children of Israel again eighteen thousand men; all these drew 
the sword. 

20:26 Then all the children of Israel, and all the people, went 
up, and came unto the house of G od, and wept, and sat there 
before the LORD, and fasted that day until even, and offered 
burnt offerings and peace offerings before the LORD . 
20:27 And the children of Israel enquired of the LORD, (for 
the ark of the covenant of God was there in those days, 
20:28 And Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron, 
stood before it in those days,) saying. Shall I yet again go 



out to battle against the children of B enjamin my brother, or 
shall I cease? And the LORD said. Go up; for to morrow I 
will deliver them into thine hand. 
20:29 And Israel set Hers in wait round about Gibeah. 
20:30 And the children of Israel went up against the children 
of Benjamin on the third day, and put themselves in array 
against Gibeah, as at other times. 

20:31 And the children of Benjamin went out against the 
people, and were drawn away from the city; and they began 
to smite of the people, and kill, as at other times, in the high- 
ways, of which one goeth up to the house of God, and the 
other to Gibeah in the field, about thirty men of Israel. 
20:32 And the children of Benjamin said. They are smitten 
down before us, as at the first B ut the children of Israel said. 
Let us flee, and draw them from the city unto the highways. 
20:33 And all the men of Israel rose up out of their place, 
and put themselves in array at Baaltaman and the Hers in 
wait of Israel came forth out of their places, even out of the 
meadows of Gibeah. 

20:34 And there came against Gibeah ten thousand chosen 
men out of all Israel, and the battle was sore: but they knew 
not that evil was near them. 

20:35AndtheLORD smote Benjamin before Israel: and the 
children of Israel destroyed of the B enjamites that day twenty 
and five thousand and an hundred men: all these drew the 
sword. 

20:36 So the children of Benjamin saw that they were smit- 
ten: for the men of Israel gave place to the B enjamites, be- 
cause they trusted unto the Hers in wait which they had set 
beside Gibeah. 

20:37 And the Hers in wait hasted, and rushed upon Gibeah; 
and the liers in wait drew themselves along, and smote all 
the city with the edge of the sword. 
20:38 Now there was an appointed sign between the men of 
Israel and the liers in wait, that they should make a great 
flame with smoke rise up out of the city. 
20:39 And when the men of Israel retired in the battle, Ben- 
jamin began to smite and kill of the men of Israel aboutthirty 
persons: for they said. Surely they are smitten down before 
us, as in the first battle. 

20:40 But when the flame began to arise up out of the city 
with a pillar of smoke, the B enjamites looked behind them, 
and, behold, the flame of the city ascended up to heaven. 
20:41 And when the men of Israel turned again, the men of 
Benjamin were amazed: forthey saw that evil was come upon 
them. 

20:42 Therefore they turned their backs before the men of 
Israel unto the way of the wilderness; but the battle overtook 
them; and them which came out of the cities they destroyed 
in the midst of them. 

20:43 Thus they inclosed the B enjamites round about, and 
chased them, and trode them down with ease over against 
Gibeah toward the sunrising. 

20:44 A nd there fell of B enjamin eighteen thousand men; all 
these were men of valour 

20:45 And they turned and fled toward the wilderness unto 
the rock of Rimmon: and they gleaned of them in the high- 
ways five thousand men; and pursued hard after them unto 
Gidom, and slew two thousand men of them. 
20:46 So that all which fell that day of B enjamin were twenty 
and five thousand men that drew the sword; all these were 
men of valour 
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20:47 B ut six hundred men turned and fled to the wilderness 
unto the rock Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rimmon tour 
months. 

20:48 And the men of Israel turned again upon the children 
of Benjamin, and smote them with the edge of the sword, as 
well the men of every city, as the beast, and all that came to 
hand: also they set on fire all the cities that they came to. 
21:1 Now the men of Israel had sworn in Mizpeh, saying. 
There shall not any of us give his daughter unto B enjamin to 
wife. 

21:2 And the people came to the house of God, and abode 
there till even before God, and lifted up their voices, and 
wept sore; 

21:3 And said, LORD God of Israel, why is this come to 
pass in Israel, that there should be to day one tribe lacking in 
Israel? 

2 1:4 And it came to pass on the morrow, that the people rose 
early, and built there an altar, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings. 

21:5 And the children of Israel said. Who is there among all 
the tribes of Israel that came not up with the congregation 
unto the LORD? For they had made a great oath concerning 
him that came not up to the LORD to Mizpeh, saying. He 
shall surely be put to death. 

21:6 And the children of Israel repented them for Benjamin 
their brother, and said. There is one tribe cut off from Israel 
this day. 

21:7 How shall we do for wives for them that remain, seeing 
we have sworn by the LORD that we will not give them of 
our daughters to wives? 

21:8 And they said. What one is there of the tribes of Israel 
that came not up to M izpeh to the L RD ? A nd, behold, there 
came none to the camp from Jabeshgilead to the assembly. 
21:9 Forthe people were numbered, and, behold, there were 
none of the inhabitants of Jabeshgilead there. 
2 1 : 10 A nd the congregation sent thither twelve thousand men 
of the valiantest, and commanded them, saying, G o and smite 
the inhabitants of Jabeshgilead with the edge of the sword, 
with the women and the children. 

21:11 And this is the thing that ye shall do. Ye shall utterly 
destroy every male, and every woman that hath lain by man. 
21:12 And they found among the inhabitants of Jabeshgilead 
four hundred young virgins, that had known no man by ly- 
ing with any male: and they brought them unto the camp to 
Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan. 
2 1 : 13 A nd the whole congregation sent some to speak to the 
children of B enjamin that were in the rock Rimmon, and to 
call peaceably unto them. 

2 1:14 And Benjamin came again at that time; and they gave 
them wives which they had saved alive of the women of 
Jabeshgilead: and yet so they sufficed them not. 
21:15 And the people repented them for Benjamin, because 
that the LORD had made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 
21:16 Then the elders of the congregation said. How shall 
we do for wives for them that remain, seeing the women are 
destroyed out of Benjamin? 

21:17 And they said. There must bean inheritance for them 
that be escaped of Benjamin, that a tribe be not destroyed 
out of Israel. 

21:18 Howbeit we may not give them wives of our daugh- 
ters: forthe children of Israel have sworn, saying. Cursed be 
he that giveth a wife to B enjamin. 



21:19 Then they said. Behold, there is a feast of the LORD 
in Shiloh yearly in a place which is on the north side of B ethel, 
on the east side of the highway that goeth up from B ethel to 
Shechem, and on the south of Lebonah. 
21:20 Therefore they commanded the children of Benjamin, 
saying. Go and lie in wait in the vineyards; 
2 1:21 And see, and, behold, if the daughters of Shiloh come 
out to dance in dances, then come ye out of the vineyards, 
and catch you every man his wife of the daughters of Shiloh, 
and go to the land of Benjamin. 

21:22 And it shall be, when their fathers or their brethren 
come unto us to complain, that we will say unto them. Be 
favourable unto them for our sakes: because we reserved not 
to each man his wife in the war: for ye did not give unto 
them at this time, that ye should be guilty. 
21:23 And the children of Benjamin did so, and took them 
wives, according to their number, of them that danced, whom 
they caught: and they went and returned unto their inherit- 
ance, and repaired the cities, and dwelt in them. 
2 1 : 24 A nd the children o f I srael departed thence at that time, 
every man to his tribe and to his family, and they went out 
from thence every man to his inheritance. 
21:25 In those days there was no king in Israel: every man 
did that which was right in his own eyes. 



RUTH 



1:1 Now it came to pass in the days when the judges ruled, 
that there was a famine in the land. And a certain man of 
B ethlehemjudah went to sojourn in the country of M oab, he, 
and his wife, and his two sons. 

1:2 And the name of the man was Elimelech, and the name 
of his wife Naomi, and the name of his two sons Mahlon and 
Chilion, Ephrathites of B ethlehemjudah. And they came into 
the country of Moab, and continued there. 
1:3 And Elimelech Naomi's husband died; and she was left, 
and her two sons. 

1:4 And they took them wives of the women of Moab; the 
name of the one was Orpah, and the name of the other Ruth: 
and they dwelled there about ten years. 
1 : 5 A nd M ahlon and C hilion died also both of them; and the 
woman was left of her two sons and her husband. 
1:6 Then she arose with her daughters in law, that she might 
return from the country of Moab: for she had heard in the 
country of Moab how that the LORD had visited his people 
in giving them bread. 

1 : 7 W heref ore she went forth out of the place where she was, 
and her two daughters in law with her; and they went on the 
way to return unto the land of Judah. 
1:8 And Naomi said unto her two daughters in law. Go, re- 
turn each to her mother's house: the LORD deal kindly with 
you, as ye have dealt with the dead, and with me. 
1:9 The LORD grantyou thatye may find rest, each of you 
in the house of her husband. Then she kissed them; and they 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

1 : 1 A nd they said unto her. Surely we will return with thee 
unto thy people. 

1: 11 And Naomi said. Turn again, my daughters: why will ye 
go with me? are there yet any more sons in my womb, that 
they may be your husbands? 
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1:12 Turn again, my daugliters, go your way; for I am too 
old to have an husband. It I should say, I have hope, if I 
should have an husband also to night, and should also bear 
sons; 

1:13 Would ye tany for them till they were grown? would ye 
stay for them from having husbands? nay, my daughters; for 
it grieveth me much f oryour sakes that the hand of the L RD 
is gone out against me. 

1: 14 A nd they lifted up their voice, and wept again: and rpah 
kissed her mother in law; but Ruth clave unto her 
1:15 And she said. Behold, thy sister in law is gone back 
unto her people, and unto her gods: return thou after thy 
sister in law. 

l:16And Ruth said, Intreatmenotto leave thee, or to return 
from following after thee: for whither thou goest, I will go; 
and where thou lodgest, I will lodge: thy people shall be my 
people, and thy God my God: 

1:17 Where thou diest, will I die, and there will I be buried: 
the LORD do so to me, and more also, if ought but death 
part thee and me. 

1:18 When she saw that she was stedfastly minded to go 
with her, then she left speaking unto her 
1:19 So they two went until they came to Bethlehem. And it 
came to pass, when they were come to B ethlehem, that all 
the city was moved aboutthem, and they said. Is this Naomi? 
1:20 And she said unto them. Call me not Naomi, call me 
Mara: for the Almighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. 
1:21 I went out full and the LORD hath brought me home 
again empty: why then call ye me Naomi, seeing the LORD 
hath testified against me, and the A Imighty hath afflicted me? 
1:22 So Naomi returned, and Ruth the Moabitess, her daugh- 
ter in law, with her, which returned out of the country of 
Moab: and they came to Bethlehem in the beginning of bar- 
ley harvest. 

2:1 And Naomi had a kinsman of her husband's, a mighty 
man of wealth, of the family of Elimelech; and his name was 
Boaz. 

2:2 And Ruth the Moabitess said unto Naomi, Let me now 
go to the field, and glean ears of com after him in whose 
sight I shall find grace. A nd she said unto her, G o, my daugh- 
ter 

2:3 And she went, and came, and gleaned in the field after 
the reapers: and her hap was to light on a part of the field 
belonging unto Boaz, who was of the kindred of Elimelech. 
2:4 And, behold, Boaz came from Bethlehem, and said unto 
the reapers. The L RD be with you. A nd they answered him. 
The LORD bless thee. 

2:5 Then said Boaz unto his servant that was set over the 
reapers. Whose damsel is this? 

2:6 And the servant that was set over the reapers answered 
and said. It is the Moabitish damsel that came back with 
Naomi out of the country of Moab: 
2:7 And she said, I pray you, let me glean and gather after 
the reapers among the sheaves: so she came, and hath con- 
tinued even from the morning until now, that she tarried a 
little in the house. 

2:8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest thou not, my daugh- 
ter? Go not to glean in another field, neither go from hence, 
but abide here fast by my maidens: 
2:9 Let thine eyes be on the field that they do reap, and go 
thou after them: have I not charged the young men that they 



shall not touch thee? and when thou art athirst, go unto the 
vessels, and drink of that which the young men have drawn. 
2:10 Then she fell on her face, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and said unto him. Why have I found grace in thine 
eyes, that thou shouldest take knowledge of me, seeing I am 
a stranger? 

2:llAndBoaz answered and said unto her. It hath fully been 
shewed me, all that thou hast done unto thy mother in law 
since the death of thine husband: and how thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a» people which thou knewest not heretofore. 
2:12 The LORD recompense thy work, and a full reward be 
given thee of the LORD God of Israel, under whose wings 
thou art come to trust. 

2:13 Then she said. Let me find favour in thy sight, my lord; 
for that thou hast comforted me, and for that thou hast spo- 
ken friendly unto thine handmaid, though I be not like unto 
one of thine handmaidens. 

2: 14 And Boaz said unto her. At mealtime come thou hither, 
and eat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegar And 
she sat beside the reapers: and he reached her parched com, 
and she did eat, and was sufficed, and left. 
2: 15 And when she was risen up to glean, Boaz commanded 
his young men, saying, L et her glean even among the sheaves, 
and reproach her not: 

2:16 And let fall also some of the handfuls of purpose for 
her, and leave them, that she may glean them, and rebuke her 
not. 

2: 17 So she gleaned in the field until even, and beat out that 
she had gleaned: and it was about an ephah of barley. 
2 : 1 8 A nd she took it up, and went into the city : and her mother 
in law saw what she had gleaned: and she brought forth, and 
gave to her that she had reserved after she was sufficed. 
2:19 And her mother in law said unto her. Where hast thou 
gleaned to day? and where wroughtest thou? blessed be he 
that did take knowledge of thee. And she shewed her mother 
in law with whom she had wrought, and said. The man's name 
with whom I wrought to day is B oaz. 
2:20 And Naomi said unto her daughter in law. Blessed be 
he of the LORD, who hath not left off his kindness to the 
living and to the dead. And Naomi said unto her. The man is 
near of kin unto us, one of our next kinsmen. 
2:21 And Ruth the Moabitess said. He said unto me also. 
Thou shalt keep fast by my young men, until they have ended 
all my harvest. 

2:22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her daughter in law. It is 
good, my daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, that 
they meet thee not in any other field. 
2:23 So she kept fast by the maidens of Boaz to glean unto 
the end of barley harvest and of wheat harvest; and dwelt 
with her mother in law. 

3: 1 Then Naomi her mother in law said unto her. My daugh- 
ter, shall I not seek rest for thee, that it may be well with 
thee? 

3:2 And now is not Boaz of our kindred, with whose maid- 
ens thou wast? Behold, he winnoweth barley to night in the 
threshingfloor 

3:3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint thee, and put thy rai- 
ment upon thee, and get thee down to the floor but make not 
thyself known unto the man, until he shall have done eating 
and drinking. 
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3:4 A nd it sliall be, wlien lie lieth down, that thou shalt mark 
the place where he shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and un- 
cover his teet, and lay thee down; and he will tell thee what 
thou shalt do. 

3:5 And she said unto her. All that thou sayestunto me I will 
do. 

3:6 And she went down unto the floor, and did according to 
all that her mother in law bade hen 
3:7 And when B oaz had eaten and drunk, and his heart was 
meny, he went to lie down at the end of the heap ot com: 
and she came softly, and uncovered his feet, and laid her 
down. 

3:8 A nd it came to pass at midnight, that the man was afraid, 
and turned himself: and, behold, a woman lay at his feet 
3:9 A nd he said, W ho art thou? A nd she answered, I am Ruth 
thine handmaid: spread therefore thy skirt over thine 
handmaid; for thou art a near kinsman. 
3:10 And he said. Blessed be thou of the LORD, my daugh- 
ter: for thou hast shewed more kindness in the latter end 
than at the beginning, inasmuch as thou f oUowedst not young 
men, whether poor or rich. 

3: 1 1 A nd now, my daughter, fear not; I will do to thee all that 
thou requirest: for all the city of my people doth know that 
thou art a virtuous woman. 

3:12 And now it is true that I am thy near kinsman: howbeit 
there is a kinsman nearer than I. 

3:13 Tany this night, and it shall be in the morning, that if he 
will perform unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; let him do 
the kinsman's part: but if he will not do the part of a kinsman 
to thee, then will I do the part of a kinsman to thee, as the 
LORD liveth: lie down until the morning. 
3:14 And she lay at his feet until the morning: and she rose 
up before one could know another A nd he said, L et it not be 
known that a woman came into the floor 
3:15 Also he said. Bring the vail that thou hast upon thee, 
and hold it. A nd when she held it, he measured six measures 
of barley, and laid it on her and she went into the city. 
3:16 A nd when she came to her mother in law, she said. Who 
art thou, my daughter? And she told her all that the man had 
done to her 

3:17 And she said. These six measures of barley gave he me; 
for he said to me. Go not empty unto thy mother in law. 
3:18 Then said she. Sit still, my daughter, until thou know 
how the matter will fall: for the man will not be in rest, until 
he have finished the thing this day. 
4:1 Then went B oaz up to the gate, and sat him down there: 
and, behold, the kinsman of whom B oaz spake came by; unto 
whom he said. Ho, such a one! turn aside, sit down here. 
And he turned aside, and sat down. 
4:2 And he took ten men of the elders of the city, and said. 
Sit ye down here. And they sat down. 
4:3 And he said unto the kinsman, Naomi, that is come again 
out of the country of Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which 
was our brother Elimelech's: 

4:4 A nd I thought to advertise thee, saying, B uy it before the 
inhabitants, and before the elders of my people. If thou wilt 
redeem it, redeem it: but if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell 
me, that I may know: for there is none to redeem it beside 
thee; and I am after thee. And he said, I will redeem it 
4:5 Then said Boaz, What day thou buyest the field of the 
hand of Naomi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the Moabitess, 



the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance. 

4:6 And the kinsman said, I cannot redeem it for myself, lest 
I mar mine own inheritance: redeem thou my right to thy- 
self; for I cannot redeem it. 

4:7 Now this was the manner in former time in Israel con- 
cerning redeeming and concerning changing, for to confirm 
all things; a man plucked off his shoe, and gave it to his 
neighbour: and this was a testimony in Israel. 
4:8 Therefore the kinsman said unto Boaz, Buy it for thee. 
So he drew off his shoe. 

4:9 And Boaz said unto the elders, and unto all the people. 
Ye are witnesses this day, that I have bought all that was 
Elimelech's, and all that was Chilion's and Mahlon's, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

4: 10 M oreover Ruth the M oabitess, the wife of M ahlon, have 
I purchased to be my wife, to raise up the name of the dead 
upon his inheritance, that the name of the dead be not cut off 
from among his brethren, and from the gate of his place: ye 
are witnesses this day. 

4: 11 And all the people that were in the gate, and the elders, 
said. We are witnesses. The LORD make the woman that is 
come into thine house like Rachel and like Leah, which two 
did build the house of Israel: and do thou worthily in 
Ephratah, and be famous in Bethlehem: 
4:12 And let thy house be like the house of Pharez, whom 
Tamar bare unto Judah, of the seed which the LORD shall 
give thee of this young woman. 

4:13 So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife: and when he 
went in unto her, the LORD gave her conception, and she 
bare a son. 

4: 14 A nd the women said unto Naomi, B lessed be the L RD , 
which hath not left thee this day without a kinsman, that his 
name may be famous in Israel. 

4:15 And he shall be unto thee a restorer of thy life, and a 
nourisher of thine old age: for thy daughter in law, which 
loveth thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, hath 
bom him. 

4: 16 And Naomi took the child, and laid it in her bosom, and 
became nurse unto it. 

4: 17 And the women her neighbours gave it a name, saying. 
There is a son bom to Naomi; and they called his name bed: 
he is the father of Jesse, the father of David. 
4:18 Now these are the generations of Pharez: Pharez begat 
Hezron, 

4:19 And Hezron begat Ram, and Ram begatAmminadab, 
4:20 And Amminadab begat Nahshon, and Nahshon begat 
Salmon, 

4:21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz begat bed, 
4:22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse begat David. 
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I SAMUEL 



1:1 Now there was a certain man of Ramatliaimzopliim, ot 
mount Ephraim, and his name was Elkanah, the son ot 
Jeroham, the son of Elihu, the son of Tohu, the son of Zuph, 
an Ephrathite: 

1 :2 A nd he had two wives; the name of the one was H annah, 
and the name of the other Peninnah: and Peninnah had chil- 
dren, but Hannah had no children. 

1:3 And this man went up out of his city yearly to worship 
and to sacrifice unto the LORD of hosts in Shiloh. And the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, the priests of the 
LORD, were there. 

1:4 And when the time was that Elkanah offered, he gave to 
Peninnah his wife, and to all her sons and her daughters, 
portions: 

1:5 But unto Hannah he gave a worthy portion; for he loved 
Hannah: but the LORD had shut up her womb. 
1:6 And her adversary also provoked her sore, for to make 
her fret, because the LORD had shut up her womb. 
1:7 And as he did so year by year, when she went up to the 
house of the LORD, so she provoked her; therefore she wept, 
and did not eat. 

1:8 Then said Elkanah her husband to her, Hannah, why 
weepest thou? and why eatest thou not? and why is thy heart 
grieved? am not I better to thee than ten sons? 
1:9 So Hannah rose up after they had eaten in Shiloh, and 
after they had drunk. Now Eli the priest sat upon a seat by a 
post of the temple of the LORD. 

1:10 And she was in bitterness of soul, and prayed unto the 
LORD, and wept sore. 

1:11 And she vowed a vow, and said, LORD of hosts, if 
thou wilt indeed look on the affliction of thine handmaid, 
and remember me, and not forget thine handmaid, but wilt 
give unto thine handmaid a man child, then I will give him 
unto the LORD all the days of his life, and there shall no 
razor come upon his head. 

1:12 And it came to pass, as she continued praying before 
the LORD, that Eli marked her mouth. 
1:13 Now Hannah, she spake in her heart; only her lips 
moved, but her voice was not heard: therefore Eli thought 
she had been drunken. 

1:14 And Eli said unto her. How long wilt thou be drunken? 
put away thy wine from thee. 

1:15 And Hannah answered and said. No, my lord, I am a 
woman of a sorrowful spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor 
strong drink, but have poured out my soul before the L RD . 
1:16 Count not thine handmaid for a daughter of Belial: for 
out of the abundance of my complaint and grief have I spo- 
ken hitherto. 

1:17 Then Eli answered and said. Go in peace: and the God 
of Israel grant thee thy petition that thou hast asked of him. 
1 : 1 8 A nd she said, L et thine handmaid find grace in thy sight. 
So the woman went her way, and did eat, and her counte- 
nance was no more sad. 

1:19 And they rose up in the morning early, and worshipped 
before the LORD, and returned, and came to their house to 
Ramah: and Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; and the LORD 
remembered her. 



1:20 Wherefore it came to pass, when the time was come 
about after Hannah had conceived, that she bare a son, and 
called his name Samuel, saying. Because I have asked him 
of the LORD. 

1:21 And the man Elkanah, and all his house, went up to 
offer unto the LORD the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 
1:22 But Hannah went not up; for she said unto her husband, 
I will not go up until the child be weaned, and then I will 
bring him, that he may appear before the LORD, and there 
abide for even 

1:23 And Elkanah her husband said unto her. Do what 
seemeth thee good; tany until thou have weaned him; only 
the L RD establish his word. So the woman abode, and gave 
her son suck until she weaned him. 
1:24 And when she had weaned him, she took him up with 
her, with three bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and a bottle 
of wine, and brought him unto the house of the LORD in 
Shiloh: and the child was young. 

1:25 And they slew a bullock, and brought the child to Eli. 
1:26 And she said. Oh my lord, as thy soul liveth, my lord, I 
am the woman that stood by thee here, praying unto the 
LORD. 

1:27 For this child I prayed; and the LORD hath given me 
my petition which I asked of him: 

1:28 Therefore also I have lent him to the LORD; as long as 
he liveth he shall be lent to the LORD. And he worshipped 
the LORD there. 

2:1 And Hannah prayed, and said. My heart rejoiceth in the 
LORD, mine horn is exalted in the LORD : my mouth is en- 
larged over mine enemies; because I rejoice in thy salvation. 
2:2 There is none holy as the LORD : for there is none beside 
thee: neither is there any rock like our God. 
2:3 Talk no more so exceeding proudly; let not arrogancy 
come out of your mouth: f or the L RD is a G od of knowl- 
edge, and by him actions are weighed. 
2:4 The bows of the mighty men are broken, and they that 
stumbled are girded with strength. 

2:5 They that were full have hired out themselves for bread; 
and they that were hungry ceased: so that the barren hath 
bom seven; and she that hath many children is waxed feeble. 
2:6 The LORD killeth, and maketh alive: he bringeth down 
to the grave, and bringeth up. 

2:7 The LORD maketh poor, and maketh rich: he bringeth 
low, and lifteth up. 

2:8 He raiseth up the poor out of the dust, and lifteth up the 
beggar from the dunghill, to set them among princes, and to 
make them inherit the throne of gloiy: for the pillars of the 
earth are the LORD 's, and he hath set the world upon them. 
2:9 He will keep the feet of his saints, and the wicked shall 
be silent in darkness; for by strength shall no man prevail. 
2:10 The adversaries of the LORD shall be broken to pieces; 
out of heaven shall he thunder upon them: the LORD shall 
judge the ends of the earth; and he shall give strength unto 
his king, and exalt the horn of his anointed. 
2 : 1 1 A nd E Ikanah went to Ramah to his house. A nd the child 
did minister unto the LORD before Eli the priest. 
2:12 Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial; they knew not 
the LORD. 

2:13 And the priest's custom with the people was, that, when 
any man offered sacrifice, the priest's servant came, while 
the flesh was in seething, with a fleshhook of three teeth in 
his hand; 
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2:14 And he struck it into the pan, or kettle, or caldron, or 
pot; all that the f leshhook brought up the priest took for him- 
self. So they did in Shiloh unto all the Israelites that came 
thither. 

2: 15 Also before they burnt the fat, the priest's servant came, 
and said to the man that sacrificed. Give flesh to roast for the 
priest; for he will not have sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 
2 : 1 6 A nd if any man said unto him, L et them not fail to bum 
the fat presently, and then take as much as thy soul desireth; 
then he would answer him. Nay; but thou shalt give it me 
now: and if not, I will take it by force. 
2:17 Wherefore the sin of the young men was very great be- 
fore the LORD : for men abhorred the offering of the LORD . 
2 : 18 B ut Samuel ministered before the L RD , being a child, 
girded with a linen ephod. 

2: 19 Moreover his mothermade him a little coat, and brought 
it to him from year to year, when she came up with her hus- 
band to offer the yearly sacrifice. 

2:20 And Eh blessed Elkanah and his wife, and said. The 
LORD give thee seed of this woman for the loan which is 
lent to the LORD . A nd they went unto their own home. 
2:21 And the LORD visited Hannah, so that she conceived, 
and bare three sons and two daughters. And the child Samuel 
grew before the L R D . 

2:22 Now Eh was very old, and heard all that his sons did 
unto all Israel; and how they lay with the women that as- 
sembled at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
2:23 And he said unto them. Why do ye such things? for I 
hear of your evil dealings by all this people. 
2:24 Nay, my sons; for it is no good report that I hear: ye 
make the LORD'S people to transgress. 
2:25 If one man sin against another, the judge shall judge 
him: but if a man sin against the LORD, who shall intreat for 
him? Notwithstanding they hearkened not unto the voice of 
their father, because the LORD would slay them. 
2:26 And the child Samuel grew on, and was in favour both 
with the LORD, and also with men. 
2:27 And there came a man of God unto Eli, and said unto 
him. Thus saith the LORD, Did I plainly appear unto the 
house of thy father, when they were in Egypt in Pharaoh's 
house? 

2:28 And did I choose him out of all the tribes of Israel to be 
my priest, to offer upon mine altar, to bum incense, to wear 
an ephod before me? and did I give unto the house of thy 
father all the offerings made by fire of the children of Israel? 
2:29 Wherefore kickye at my sacrifice and at mine offering, 
which I have commanded in my habitation; and honourest 
thy sons above me, to make yourselves fat with the chiefest 
of all the offerings of Israel my people? 
2:30 Wherefore the LORD God of Israel saith, I said indeed 
that thy house, and the house of thy father, should walk be- 
fore me for ever: but now the LORD saith. Be it far from me; 
for them that honour me I will honour, and they that despise 
me shall be lightly esteemed. 

2:31 Behold, the days come, thati will cutoff thine arm, and 
the arm of thy father's house, that there shall not be an old 
man in thine house. 

2:32 And thou shalt see an enemy in my habitation, in all the 
wealth which God shall give Israel: and there shall not be an 
old man in thine house for ever. 
2:33 And the man of thine, whom I shall not cut off from 



mine altar, shall be to consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine 
heart: and all the increase of thine house shall die in the flower 
of their age. 

2:34 And this shall be a sign unto thee, that shall come upon 
thy two sons, on Hophni and Phinehas; in one day they shall 
die both of them. 

2:35 And I will raise me up a faithful priest, that shall do 
according to that which is in mine heart and in my mind: and 
I will build him a sure house; and he shall walk before mine 
anointed for ever. 

2:36 And it shall come to pass, that every one that is left in 
thine house shall come and crouch to him for a piece of sil- 
ver and a morsel of bread, and shall say. Put me, I pray thee, 
into one of the priests' offices, that I may eat a piece of bread. 
3:1 And the child Samuel ministered unto the LORD before 
Eli. And the word of the LORD was precious in those days; 
there was no open vision. 

3:2 And it came to passatthattime, when Eli was laid down 
in his place, and his eyes began to wax dim, that he could not 
see; 

3:3 And ere the lamp of God went out in the temple of the 
LORD, where the ark of G od was, and Samuel was laid down 
to sleep; 

3:4 That the LORD called Samuel: and he answered. Here 
am I. 

3:5 And he ran unto Eli, and said. Here am I; forthou calledst 
me. And he said, I called not; lie down again. And he went 
and lay down. 

3:6 And the LORD called yet again, Samuel And Samuel 
arose and went to Eli, and said. Here am I; for thou didst call 
me. A nd he answered, I called not, my son; lie down again. 
3:7 Now Samuel did not yet know the LORD, neither was 
the word of the LORD yet revealed unto him. 
3:8 And the LORD called Samuel again the third time. And 
he arose and went to Eli, and said. Here am I; for thou didst 
call me. And Eli perceived that the LORD had called the 
child. 

3:9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, lie down: and it 
shall be, if he call thee, that thou shalt say. Speak, LORD; 
for thy servant heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in his 
place. 

3:10 And the LORD came, and stood, and called as at other 
times, Samuel, Samuel. Then Samuel answered. Speak; for 
thy servant heareth. 

3: 11 A nd the LO RD said to Samuel, B ehold, I will do a thing 
in Israel, at which both the ears of every one that heareth it 
shall tingle. 

3:12 In that day I will perform against Eli all things which I 
have spoken conceming his house: when I begin, I will also 
make an end. 

3:13 For I have told him that I will judge his house for ever 
for the iniquity which he knoweth; because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained them not. 
3:14 And therefore I have swom unto the house of Eli, that 
the iniquity of Eli's house shall not be purged with sacrifice 
nor offering for ever. 

3:15 A nd Samuel lay until the moming, and opened the doors 
of the house of the LORD. And Samuel feared to shew Eli 
the vision. 

3:16 Then Eli called Samuel, and said, Samuel, my son. And 
he answered. Here am I. 
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3:17 And he said, What is the thing that the LORD hath said 
unto thee? I pray thee hide it not from me: G od do so to thee, 
and more also, it thou hide any thing from me of all the things 
that he said unto thee. 

3:18 And Samuel told him every whit, and hid nothing from 
him. And he said. It is the LORD: let him do what seemeth 
him good. 

3:19 And Samuel grew, and the LORD was with him, and 
did let none of his words fall to the ground. 
3:20 And all Israel from Dan even to Beersheba knew that 
Samuel was established to be a prophet of the LORD. 
3:21AndtheLORD appeared again in Shiloh: fortheLORD 
revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the 
LORD. 

4:1 And the word of Samuel came to all Israel. Now Israel 
went out against the Philistines to battle, and pitched beside 
Ebenezen and the Philistines pitched in Aphek. 
4:2 And the Philistines put themselves in array against Is- 
rael: and when they joined battle, Israel was smitten before 
the Philistines: and they slew of the army in the field about 
four thousand men. 

4:3 And when the people were come into the camp, the el- 
ders of Israel said. Wherefore hath the LORD smitten us to 
day before the Philistines? Let us fetch the ark of the cov- 
enant of the L RD out of Shiloh unto us, that, when it cometh 
among us, it may save us out of the hand of our enemies. 
4:4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that they might bring from 
thence the ark of the covenant of the LORD of hosts, which 
dwelleth between the cherubims: and the two sons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, were there with the ark of the cov- 
enant of God. 

4:5 And when the ark of the covenant of the LORD came 
into the camp, all Israel shouted with a great shout, so that 
the earth rang again. 

4:6 And when the Philistines heard the noise of the shout, 
they said. What meaneth the noise of this great shout in the 
camp of the Hebrews? And they understood that the ark of 
the LORD was come into the camp. 
4:7 And the Philistines were afraid, for they said, God is 
come into the camp. And they said. Woe unto us! for there 
hath not been such a thing heretofore. 
4:8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver us out of the hand of 
these mighty Gods? these are the Gods that smote the Egyp- 
tians with all the plagues in the wilderness. 
4:9 Be strong and quit yourselves like men, ye Philistines, 
that ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, as they have been 
to you: quit yourselves like men, and fight. 
4:10 And the Philistines fought, and Israel was smitten, and 
they fled every man into his tent: and there was a very great 
slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. 
4:11 And the ark of God was taken; and the two sons of Eli, 
Hophni and Phinehas, were slain. 

4:12 And there ran a man of Benjamin out of the army, and 
came to Shiloh the same day with his clothes rent, and with 
earth upon his head. 

4:13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat upon a seat by the way- 
side watching: for his heart trembled for the ark of G od. A nd 
when the man came into the city, and told it, all the city cried 
out. 

4:14 And when Eli heard the noise of the crying, he said. 
What meaneth the noise of this tumult? And the man came in 
hastily, and told Eli. 



4:15 Now Eli was ninety and eight years old; and his eyes 
were dim, that he could not see. 

4: 16 And the man said unto Eli, I am he that came out of the 
army, and I fled to day out of the army. A nd he said, W hat is 
there done, my son? 

4:17 And the messenger answered and said, Israel is fled 
before the Philistines, and there hath been also a great slaugh- 
ter among the people, and thy two sons also, Hophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of God is taken. 
4: 18 And it came to pass, when he made mention of the ark 
of God, that he fell from off the seat backward by the side of 
the gate, and his neck brake, and he died: for he was an old 
man, and heavy. And he had judged Israel forty years. 
4:19 And his daughter in law, Phinehas' wife, was with child, 
near to be delivered: and when she heard the tidings that the 
ark of God was taken, and that her father in law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself and travailed; for her 
pains came upon her. 

4:20 And about the time of her death the women that stood 
by her said unto her. Fear not; for thou hast bom a son. But 
she answered not, neither did she regard it. 
4:21 And she named the child Ichabod, saying. The gloiy is 
departed from Israel: because the ark of God was taken, and 
because of her father in law and her husband. 
4:22 And she said. The glory is departed from Israel: forthe 
ark of God is taken. 

5:1 And the Philistines took the ark of God, and brought it 
from Ebenezer unto Ashdod. 

5:2 When the Philistines took the ark of God, they brought it 
into the house of Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 
5:3 And when they of Ashdod arose early on the morrow, 
behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face to the earth before 
the ark of the LORD. And they took Dagon, and set him in 
his place again. 

5:4 And when they arose early on the morrow morning, be- 
hold, D agon was fallen upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the LORD; and the head of Dagon and both the 
palms of his hands were cut off upon the threshold; only the 
stump of Dagon was left to him. 

5:5 Therefore neither the priests of D agon, nor any that come 
into D agon's house, tread on the threshold of Dagon in 
Ashdod unto this day. 

5:6 But the hand of the LORD was heavy upon them of 
Ashdod, and he destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, even Ashdod and the coasts thereof. 
5:7 And when the men of Ashdod saw that it was so, they 
said. The ark of the G od of Israel shall not abide with us: for 
his hand is sore upon us, and upon D agon our god. 
5:8 They sent therefore and gathered all the lords of the Phi- 
listines unto them, and said. What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of Israel? And they answered. Let the ark of the 
God of Israel be carried about unto Gath. And they carried 
the ark of the God of Israel about thither 
5:9 And it was so, that, after they had carried it about, the 
hand of the LORD was against the city with a very great 
destruction: and he smote the men of the city, both small and 
great, and they had emerods in their secret parts. 
5:10 Therefore they sent the ark of God to Ekron. And it 
came to pass, as the ark of God came to Ekron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying. They have brought about the ark 
of the G od of Israel to us, to slay us and our people. 
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5:11 So they sent and gathered together all the lords ot the 
Philistines, and said, Send away the ark ot the God ot Israel, 
and let it go again to his own place, that it slay us not, and 
our people: for there was a deadly destruction throughout all 
the city; the hand of God was very heavy there. 
5: 12 A nd the men that died not were smitten with the emerods: 
and the ciy of the city went up to heaven. 
6:1 And the ark of the LORD was in the country of the 
Philistines seven months. 

6:2 And the Philistines called for the priests and the divin- 
ers, saying, W hat shall we do to the ark of the L RD ? tell us 
wherewith we shall send it to his place. 
6:3 And they said. If ye send away the ark of the God of 
Israel, send it not empty; but in any wise return him a tres- 
pass offering: then ye shall be healed, and it shall be known 
to you why his hand is not removed from you. 
6:4 Then said they. What shall be the trespass offering which 
we shall return to him? They answered. Five golden emerods, 
and five golden mice, according to the number of the lords 
of the Philistines: for one plague was on you all, and on your 
lords. 

6:5 Wherefore ye shall make images of your emerods, and 
images of your mice that mar the land; and ye shall give 
gloiy unto the God of Israel: peradventure he will lighten his 
hand from off you, and from off your gods, and from off 
your land. 

6:6 Wherefore then do ye harden your hearts, as the Egyp- 
tians and Pharaoh hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did they not let the people 
go, and they departed? 

6:7 Now therefore make a new cart, and take two milch kine, 
on which there hath come no yoke, and tie the kine to the 
cart, and bring their calves home from them: 
6:8 And take the ark of the LORD, and lay it upon the cart; 
and put the jewels of gold, which ye return him for a trespass 
offering, in a coffer by the side thereof; and send it away, 
that it may go. 

6:9 And see, if it goeth up by the way of his own coast to 
B ethshemesh, then he hath done us this great evil: but if not, 
then we shall know that it is not his hand that smote us: it 
was a chance that happened to us. 

6:10 And the men did so; and took two milch kine, and tied 
them to the cart, and shut up their calves at home: 
6:11 And they laid the ark of the LORD upon the cart, and 
the coffer with the mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

6:12 And the kine took the straight way to the way of 
B ethshemesh, and went along the highway, lowing as they 
went, and turned not aside to the right hand or to the left; 
and the lords of the Philistines went after them unto the bor- 
der of B ethshemesh. 

6: 13 A nd they of B ethshemesh were reaping their wheat har- 
vest in the valley: and they lifted up their eyes, and saw the 
ark, and rejoiced to see it. 

6: 14 And the cart came into the field of Joshua, a B ethshemite, 
and stood there, where there was a great stone: and they clave 
the wood of the cart, and offered the kine a burnt offering 
unto the LORD. 

6:15 And the Levites took down the ark of the LORD, and 
the coffer that was with it, wherein the jewels of gold were, 
and put them on the great stone: and the men of B ethshemesh 



offered burnt offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day 
unto the LORD. 

6:16 And when the five lords of the Philistines had seen it, 
they returned to Ekron the same day. 
6:17 And these are the golden emerods which the Phihstines 
returned for a trespass offering unto the LORD ; for A shdod 
one, for Gaza one, forAskelon one, forGath one, for Ekron 
one; 

6: 18 And the golden mice, according to the number of all the 
cities of the Philistines belonging to the five lords, both of 
fenced cities, and of country villages, even unto the great 
stone of Abel, whereon they set down the ark of the LORD : 
which stone remaineth unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the B ethshemite. 

6:19 And he smote the men of Bethshemesh, because they 
had looked into the ark of the LORD, even he smote of the 
people fifty thousand and threescore and ten men: and the 
people lamented, because the LORD had smitten many of 
the people with a great slaughter 

6:20 And the men of Bethshemesh said. Who is able to stand 
before this holy LORD God? and to whom shall he go up 
from us? 

6:21 And they sent messengers to the inhabitants of 
Kirjathjearim, saying. The Philistines have brought again the 
ark of the LORD; come ye down, and fetch it up to you. 
7:1 And the men of Kirjathjearim came, and fetched up the 
ark of the LORD, and brought it into the house of Abinadab 
in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar his son to keep the ark of 
the LORD. 

7:2 A nd it came to pass, while the ark abode in Kirjathjearim, 
that the time was long; for it was twenty years: and all the 
house of Israel lamented after the LORD. 
7:3 And Samuel spake unto all the house of Israel, saying. If 
ye do return unto the LORD with all your hearts, then put 
away the strange gods and Ashtaroth from among you, and 
prepare your hearts unto the L RD , and serve him only : and 
he will deliver you out of the hand of the Philistines. 
7:4 Then the children of Israel did put away Baalim and 
Ashtaroth, and served the LORD only. 
7:5 And Samuel said. Gather all Israel to Mizpeh, and I will 
pray for you unto the LORD. 

7:6 And they gathered together to Mizpeh, and drew water, 
and poured it out before the LORD, and fasted on that day, 
and said there. We have sinned against the LORD. And 
Samuel judged the children of Israel in Mizpeh. 
7:7 And when the Philistines heard that the children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpeh, the lords of the Philis- 
tines went up against Israel. A nd when the children of Israel 
heard it, they were afraid of the Philistines. 
7:8 And the children of Israel said to Samuel, Cease not to 
ciy unto the LORD our God for us, that he will save us out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

7:9 And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and offered it for a 
burnt offering wholly unto the L RD : and Samuel cried unto 
the LORD for Israel; and the LORD heard him. 
7:10 And as Samuel was offering up the burnt offering, the 
Philistines drew near to battle against Israel: but the LORD 
thundered with a great thunder on that day upon the Philis- 
tines, and discomfited them; and they were smitten before 
Israel. 
7: 1 1 A nd the men of Israel went out of M izpeh, and pursued 
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the Philistines, and smote them, until they came under 
Bethcar. 

7:12 Then Samuel took a stone, and set it between Mizpeh 
and Shen, and called the name of it Ebenezer, saying. Hith- 
erto hath the LORD helped us. 

7: 13 So the Philistines were subdued, and they came no more 
into the coast of Israel: and the hand ot the LORD was against 
the Philistines all the days of Samuel. 
7:14 And the cities which the Philistines had taken from Is- 
rael were restored to Israel, from Ekron even unto Gath; and 
the coasts thereof did Israel deliver out of the hands of the 
Philistines. And there was peace between Israel and the 
Amorites. 

7:15 And Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life. 
7:16 And he went from year to year in circuit to Bethel, and 
Gilgal, and Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those places. 
7:17 And his return was to Ramah; for there was his house; 
and there he judged Israel; and there he built an altar unto 
the LORD. 

8:1 And it came to pass, when Samuel was old, that he made 
his sons judges over Israel. 

8:2 Now the name of his firstborn was Joel; and the name of 
his second, A biah: they were judges in Beersheba. 
8:3 And his sons walked not in his ways, but turned aside 
after lucre, and took bribes, and perverted judgment 
8:4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered themselves together, 
and came to Samuel unto Ramah, 

8:5 And said unto him. Behold, thou art old, and thy sons 
walk not in thy ways: now make us a king to judge us like all 
the nations. 

8:6 But the thing displeased Samuel, when they said. Give 
us a king to judge us. And Samuel prayed unto the LORD. 
8:7And the LORD said unto Samuel, Hearken unto the voice 
of the people in all that they say unto thee: for they have not 
rejected thee, but they have rejected me, that I should not 
reign over them. 

8:8 According to all the works which they have done since 
the day that I brought them up out of Egypt even unto this 
day, wherewith they have forsaken me, and served other gods, 
so do they also unto thee. 

8:9 Now therefore hearken unto theirvoice: howbeityet pro- 
test solemnly unto them, and shew them the manner of the 
king that shall reign over them. 

8:10 And Samuel told all the words of the LORD unto the 
people that asked of him a king. 

8:11 And he said. This will be the manner of the king that 
shall reign over you: He will take your sons, and appoint 
them for himself, for his chariots, and to be his horsemen; 
and some shall run before his chariots. 
8:12 And he will appoint him captains over thousands, and 
captains over fifties; and will set them to ear his ground, and 
to reap his harvest, and to make his instruments of war, and 
instruments of his chariots. 

8:13 And he will take your daughters to be confectionaries, 
and to be cooks, and to be bakers. 

8:14 And he will take your fields, and your vineyards, and 
your oliveyards, even the best of them, and give tiiem to his 
servants. 

8:15 And he will take the tenth of your seed, and of your 
vineyards, and give to his officers, and to his servants. 
8:16 And he will take your menservants, and your maidser- 



vants, and your goodliest young men, and your asses, and 
put them to his work. 

8: 17 He will take the tenth of your sheep: and ye shall be his 
servants. 

8:18 And ye shall ciy out in that day because of your king 
which ye shall have chosen you; and the L RD will not hear 
you in that day. 

8:19 Nevertheless the people refused to obey the voice of 
Samuel; and they said. Nay; but we will have a king over us; 
8:20 That we also may be like all the nations; and that our 
king may judge us, and go out before us, and fight our battles. 
8:21 And Samuel heard all the words of the people, and he 
rehearsed them in the ears of the LORD. 
8:22AndtheLORD said to Samuel, Hearken unto theirvoice, 
and make them a king. And Samuel said unto the men of 
Israel, Go ye every man unto his city. 
9:1 Now there was a man of Benjamin, whose name was 
Kish, the son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Bechorath, 
the son of Aphiah, a Benjamite, a mighty man of power 
9:2 And he had a son, whose name was Saul, a choice young 
man, and a goodly: and there was not among the children of 
Israel a goodlier person than he: from his shoulders and up- 
ward he was higher than any of the people. 
9:3 And the asses of Kish Saul's father were lost And Kish 
said to Saul his son. Take now one of the servants with thee, 
and arise, go seek the asses. 

9:4 And he passed through mount Ephraim, and passed 
through the land of Shalisha, but they found them not: then 
they passed through the land of Shalim, and there they were 
not: and he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but 
they found them not. 

9:5 And when they were come to the land of Zuph, Saul said 
to his servant that was with him. Come, and let us return; 
lest my father leave caring for the asses, and take thought for 
us. 

9:6 And he said unto him. Behold now, there is in this city a 
man of God, and he is an honourable man; all that he saith 
Cometh surely to pass: now let us go thither; peradventure he 
can shew us our way that we should go. 
9:7 Then said Saul to his servant But, behold, if we go, what 
shall we bring the man? for the bread is spent in our vessels, 
and there is not a present to bring to the man of God: what 
have we? 

9:8 And the servant answered Saul again, and said. Behold, 
I have here at hand the fourth part of a shekel of silver: that 
will I give to the man of God, to tell us our way. 
9:9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man went to enquire of 
God, thus he spake. Come, and let us go to the seer: for he 
that is now called a Prophet was beforetime called a Seer) 
9:10 Then said Saul to his servant Well said; come, let us 
go. So they went unto the city where the man of God was. 
9:11 And as they went up tie hill to the city, they found 
young maidens going out to draw water, and said unto them. 
Is the seer here? 

9:12 And they answered them, and said. He is; behold, he is 
before you: make haste now, for he came to day to the city; 
for there is a sacrifice of the people to day in the high place: 
9: 13 As soon as ye be come into the city, ye shall straightway 
find him, before he go up to the high place to eat: for the 
people will not eat until he come, because he doth bless the 
sacrifice; and afterwards they eat that be bidden. Now there- 
fore get you up; for about this time ye shall find him. 
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9:14 And they went up into tlie city: and when they were 
come into the city, beliold, Samuel came out against them, 
for to go up to the high place. 

9:15 Now the LORD had told Samuel in his ear a day before 
Saul came, saying, 

9:16 To morrow about this time I will send thee a man out of 
the land of Benjamin, and thou shall anoint him to be cap- 
tain over my people Israel, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of the Philistines: for I have looked upon my 
people, because their ciy is come unto me. 
9:17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the LORD said unto him. 
Behold the man whom I spake to thee of! this same shall 
reign over my people. 

9:18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said. 
Tell me, I pray thee, where the seer's house is. 
9:19 And Samuel answered Saul, and said, I am the seer: go 
up before me unto the high place; for ye shall eat with me to 
day, and to morrow I will let thee go, and will tell thee all 
that is in thine heart. 

9:20 A nd as for thine asses that were lost three days ago, set 
not thy mind on them; for they are found. And on whom is 
all the desire of Israel? Is it not on thee, and on all thy father's 
house? 

9:21 And Saul answered and said. Am not I a Benjamite, of 
the smallest of the tribes of Israel? and my family the least of 
all the families of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore then 
speakest thou so to me? 

9:22 And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and brought 
them into the parlour, and made them sit in the chief est place 
among them tiiat were bidden, which were about thirty per- 
sons. 

9: 23 A nd Samuel said unto the cook, B ring the portion which 
I gave thee, of which I said unto thee. Set it by thee. 
9:24 And the cook took up the shoulder, and that which was 
upon it, and set it before Saul. And Samuel said. Behold that 
which is left! set it before thee, and eat: for unto this time 
hath it been kept for thee since I said, I have invited the 
people. So Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 
9:25 And when they were come down from the high place 
into the city, Samuel communed with Saul upon the top of 
the house. 

9:26 And they arose early: and it came to pass about the 
spring of the day, that Samuel called Saul to the top of the 
house, saying. Up, that I may send thee away. And Saul arose, 
and they went out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 
9:27 And as they were going down to the end of the city, 
Samuel said to Saul, Bid the servant pass on before us, (and 
he passed on), but stand thou still a while, that I may shew 
thee the word of God. 

10:1 Then Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured it upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said. Is it not because the LORD 
hath anointed thee to be captain over his inheritance? 
10:2 When thou art departed from me to day, then thou shall 
find two men by Rachel's sepulchre in the border of Ben- 
jamin at Zelzah; and they will say unto thee. The asses which 
thou wentest to seek are found: and, lo, thy father hath left 
the care of the asses, and sorroweth for you, saying. What 
shall I do for my son? 

10:3 Then shall thou go on forward from thence, and thou 
shall come to the plain of Tabor, and there shall meet thee 
three men going up to G od to B ethel, one carrying three kids. 



and another carrying three loaves of bread, and another car- 
rying a bottle of wine: 

10:4 And they will salute thee, and give thee two loaves of 
bread; which thou shall receive of their hands. 
10:5 After that thou shall come to the hill of God, where is 
the garrison of the Philistines: and it shall come to pass, when 
thou art come thither to the city, that thou shall meet a com- 
pany of prophets coming down from the high place with a 
psaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, before them; 
and they shall prophesy: 

10:6 And the Spirit of the LORD will come upon thee, and 
thou shall prophesy with them, and shall be turned into an- 
other man. 

10:7 And let it be, when these signs are come unto thee, that 
thou do as occasion serve thee; for God is with thee. 
10:8 And thou shall go down before me to Gilgal; and, be- 
hold, I will come down unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, 
and to sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: seven days shall 
thou tarry, till I come to thee, and shew thee what thou shall 
do. 

10:9 And it was so, that when he had turned his back to go 
from Samuel, G od gave him another heart: and all those signs 
came to pass that day. 

10:10And when they camethitherto the hill, behold, acom- 
pany of prophets met him; and the Spirit of God came upon 
him, and he prophesied among them. 
10: 11 A nd it came to pass, when all that knew him beforetime 
saw that, behold, he prophesied among the prophets, then 
the people said one to another. What is this that is come unto 
the son of Kish? Is Saul also among the prophets? 
10:12 And one of the same place answered and said. But 
who is their father? Therefore it became a proverb. Is Saul 
also among the prophets? 

10:13 And when he had made an end of prophesying, he 
came to the high place. 

10:14 And Saul's uncle said unto him and to his servant, 
W hither went ye? A nd he said. To seek the asses: and when 
we saw that they were no where, we came to Samuel. 
10: 15 And Saul's uncle said. Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel 
said unto you. 

10:16 And Saul said unto his uncle. He told us plainly that 
the asses were found. But of the matter of the kingdom, 
whereof Samuel spake, he told him not. 
10: 17 And Samuel called the people together unto the LORD 
to Mizpeh; 

10:18 And said unto the children of Israel, Thus saith the 
LORD God of Israel, I brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all kingdoms, and of them that oppressed you: 
10: 19 And ye have this day rejected your God, who himself 
saved you out of all your adversities and your tribulations; 
and ye have said unto him. Nay, but set a king over us. Now 
therefore presentyourselves before the LORD by yourtribes, 
and by your thousands. 

10:20 And when Samuel had caused all the tribes of Israel to 
come near, the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 
10:21 When he had caused the tribe of Benjamin to come 
near by their families, the family of Matri was taken, and 
Saul the son of Kish was taken: and when they sought him, 
he could not be found. 
10:22 Therefore they enquired of the LORD further, if the 
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man should yet come thither. A nd the L RD answered, B e- 
hold he hath hid himself among the stuff. 
10:23 And they ran and fetched him thence: and when he 
stood among the people, he was higher than any of the people 
from his shoulders and upward. 

10:24 And Samuel said to all the people. See ye him whom 
the LORD hath chosen, that there is none like him among all 
the people? And all the people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 

10:25 Then Samuel told the people the manner of the king- 
dom, and wrote it in a book, and laid it up before the LORD . 
And Samuel sent all the people away, every man to his house. 
10:26 And Saul also went home to Gibeah; and there went 
with him a band of men, whose hearts God had touched. 
10:27 But the children of Belial said. How shall this man 
save us? And they despised him, and brought no presents. 
But he held his peace. 

11:1 Then Nahash the Ammonite came up, and encamped 
against J abeshgilead: and all the men of Jabesh said unto 
Nahash, Make a covenant with us, and we will serve thee. 
11:2 And Nahash the Ammonite answered them. On this con- 
dition will I make a covenant with you, that I may thrust out 
all your right eyes, and lay it for a reproach upon all Israel. 
11:3 And the elders of Jabesh said unto him. Give us seven 
days' respite, that we may send messengers unto all the coasts 
of Israel: and then, if there be no man to save us, we will 
come out to thee. 

11:4 Then came the messengers to Gibeah of Saul, and told 
the tidings in the ears of the people: and all the people lifted 
up their voices, and wept. 

11:5 And, behold, Saul came after the herd out of the field; 
and Saul said. What aileth the people that they weep? And 
they told him the tidings of the men of Jabesh. 
11:6 And the Spirit of God came upon Saul when he heard 
those tidings, and his anger was kindled greatly. 
ll:7Andhetookayokeof oxen, and hewed them in pieces, 
and sent them throughout all the coasts of Israel by the hands 
of messengers, saying. Whosoever cometh not forth after Saul 
and after Samuel, so shall it be done unto his oxen. And the 
fear of the LORD fell on the people, and they came out with 
one consent. 

11:8 And when he numbered them in Bezek, the children of 
Israel were three hundred thousand, and the men of Judah 
thirty thousand. 

11 :9 A nd they said unto the messengers that came. Thus shall 
ye say unto the men of J abeshgilead. To morrow, by that 
time the sun be hot, ye shall have help. And the messengers 
came and shewed it to the men of Jabesh; and they were 
glad. 

11:10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said. To morrow we will 
come out unto you, and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11:11 And it was so on the morrow, that Saul put the people 
in three companies; and they came into the midst of the host 
in the morning watch, and slew theAmmonites until the heat 
of the day: and it came to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of them were not left together 
11:12 And the people said unto Samuel, Who is he that said. 
Shall Saul reign over us? bring the men, that we may put 
them to death. 
11:13 And Saul said. There shall not a man be put to death 



this day: for to day the LORD hath wrought salvation in Is- 
rael. 

11:14 Then said Samuel to the people. Come, and let us go 
to G ilgal, and renew the kingdom there. 
1 1 : 15 A nd all the people went to G ilgal; and there they made 
Saul king before the LORD in G ilgal; and there they sacri- 
ficed sacrifices of peace offerings before the L RD ; and there 
Saul and all the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 
12:1 And Samuel said unto all Israel, Behold, I have hear- 
kened unto your voice in all that ye said unto me, and have 
made a king over you. 

12:2 And now, behold, the king walketh before you: and I 
am old and grayheaded; and, behold, my sons are with you: 
and I have walked before you from my childhood unto this 
day. 

12 : 3 B ehold, here I am: witness against me before the L RD , 
and before his anointed: whose ox have I taken? or whose 
ass have I taken? or whom have I defrauded? whom have I 
oppressed? or of whose hand have I received any bribe to 
blind mine eyes therewith? and I will restore it you. 
12:4 And they said. Thou hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed 
us, neither hast thou taken ought of any man's hand. 
12:5 And he said unto them. The LORD is witness against 
you, and his anointed is witness this day, that ye have not 
found ought in my hand. A nd they answered. He is witness. 
12:6 And Samuel said unto the people. It is the LORD that 
advanced Moses and Aaron, and that brought your fathers 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

12:7 Now therefore stand still, that I may reason with you 
before the LO RD of all the righteous acts of the LO RD , which 
he did to you and to your fathers. 

1 2 : 8 W hen J acob was come into E gypt, and your fathers cried 
unto the LORD, then the LORD sentMoses and Aaron, which 
brought forth your fathers out of Egypt, and made them dwell 
in this place. 

12:9 And when they forgat the LORD their God, he sold 
them into the hand of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into the hand of the Philistines, and into the hand of the 
king of Moab, and they fought against them. 
12:10 And they cried unto the LORD, and said. We have 
sinned, because we have forsaken the L RD , and have served 
Baalim andAshtaroth: but now deliver us out of the hand of 
our enemies, and we will serve thee. 
12:11 And the LORD sent Jerubbaal, and Bedan, and 
Jephthah, and Samuel, and delivered you out of the hand of 
your enemies on every side, and ye dwelled safe. 
12: 12 And when ye saw that Nahash the king of the children 
of Ammon came against you, ye said unto me. Nay; but a 
king shall reign over us: when the L RD your God was your 
king. 

12:13 Now therefore behold the king whom ye have chosen, 
and whom ye have desired! and, behold, the LORD hath set 
a king over you. 

12: 14 If ye will fear the LORD, and serve him, and obey his 
voice, and not rebel against the commandment of the L RD , 
then shall both ye and also the king that reigneth over you 
continue following the LORD your God: 
12:15 But if ye will not obey the voice of the LORD, but 
rebel against the commandment of the L RD , then shall the 
hand of the LORD be against you, as it was against your 
fathers. 
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12:16 Now therefore stand and see this great thing, which 
the LORD will do before your eyes. 
12 : 17 Is it not wheat harvest to day? I will call unto the L RD , 
and he shall send thunder and rain; that ye may perceive and 
see that your wickedness is great, which ye have done in the 
sight of the LORD, in asking you a king. 
12:18 So Samuel called unto the LORD; and the LORD sent 
thunder and rain that day: and all the people greatly feared 
the LORD and Samuel. 

12:19 And all the people said unto Samuel, Pray forthy ser- 
vants unto the LORD thy God, that we die not: for we have 
added unto all our sins this evil, to ask us a king. 
12:20 And Samuel said unto the people. Fear not: ye have 
done all this wickedness: yet turn not aside from following 
the LORD, but serve the LORD with all your heart; 
12:21 And turn ye not aside: for then should ye go after vain 
things, which cannot profit nor deliver; for they are vain. 
12:22 FortheLORD will not forsake his people for his great 
name's sake: because it hath pleased the LORD to make you 
his people. 

12:23 Moreover as forme, God forbid that I should sin against 
the LORD in ceasing to pray foryou: but I will teach you the 
good and the right way: 

12:24 Only fear the LORD, and serve him in truth with all 
your heart: for consider how great things he hath done for 
you. 

12:25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, ye shall be consumed, 
both ye and your king. 

13:1 Saul reigned one year; and when he had reigned two 
years over Israel, 

13:2 Saul chose him three thousand men of Israel; whereof 
two thousand were with Saul in Michmash and in mount 
Bethel, and a thousand were with Jonathan in Gibeah of 
B enjamin: and the rest of the people he sent every man to his 
tent. 

13:3 And Jonathan smote the garrison of the Philistines that 
was in Geba, and the Philistines heard of it And Saul blew 
the trumpet throughout all the land, saying, L et the Hebrews 
hear 

13:4 And all Israel heard say that Saul had smitten a garrison 
of the Philistines, and that Israel also was had in abomina- 
tion with the Philistines. And the people were called together 
after Saul to Gilgal. 

13:5 And the Philistines gathered themselves together to fight 
with Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and six thousand horse- 
men, and people as the sand which is on the sea shore in 
multitude: and they came up, and pitched in M ichmash, east- 
ward from B ethaven. 

13:6 When the men of Israel saw that they were in a strait, 
(for the people were distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and in 
high places, and in pits. 

13:7 And some of the Hebrews went over Jordan to the land 
of Gad and Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all 
the people followed him trembhng. 
13:8 And he tarried seven days, according to the set time 
that Samuel had appointed: but Samuel came not to Gilgal; 
and the people were scattered from him. 
13:9 And Saul said. Bring hither a burnt offering to me, and 
peace offerings. And he offered the burnt offering. 
13:10 And it came to pass, that as soon as he had made an 



end of offering the burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; and 

Saul went out to meet him, that he might salute him. 

13: 11 And Samuel said. What hast thou done? And Saul said, 

B ecause I saw that the people were scattered from me, and 

that thou cam est not within the days appointed, and that the 

Philistines gathered themselves together at Michmash; 

13:12 Therefore said I, The Philistines will come down now 

upon me to Gilgal, and I have not made supplication unto 

the LORD: I forced myself therefore, and offered a burnt 

offering. 

13:13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast done foolishly: 

thou hast not kept the commandment of the LORD thy God, 

which he commanded thee: for now would the LORD have 

established thy kingdom upon Israel for ever 

13:14 But now thy kingdom shall not continue: the LORD 

hath sought him a man after his own heart, and the LORD 

hath commanded him to be captain over his people, because 

thou hast not kept that which the LORD commanded thee. 

13:15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up from Gilgal unto 

G ibeah of B enjamin. A nd Saul numbered the people that were 

present with him, about six hundred men. 

13:16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, and the people that 

were present with them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: but 

the Philistines encamped in Michmash. 

13:17 And the spoilers came out of the camp of the Phihs- 

tines in three companies: one company turned unto the way 

that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the land of Shual: 

13:18 And another company turned the way to Bethhoron: 

and another company turned to the way of the border that 

looketh to the valley of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 

13:19 Now there was no smith found throughout all the land 

of Israel: for the Philistines said. Lest the Hebrews make 

them swords or spears: 

13:20 But all the Israelites went down to the Philistines, to 

sharpen every man his share, and his coulter, and his axe, 

and his mattock. 

13:21Yetthey had a file forthe mattocks, and forthe coulters, 

and forthe forks, and forthe axes, and to sharpen the goads. 

13:22 So it came to pass in the day of battle, that there was 

neither sword nor spear found in the hand of any of the people 

that were with Saul and Jonathan: but with Saul and with 

Jonathan his son was there found. 

13:23 And the garrison of the Philistines went out to the 

passage of Michmash. 

14:1 Now it came to pass upon a day, that Jonathan the son 

of Saul said unto the young man that bare his armour. Come, 

and let us go over to the Philistines' garrison, that is on the 

other side. But he told not his father 

14:2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost part of Gibeah under a 

pomegranate tree which is in Migron: and the people that 

were with him were about six hundred men; 

14:3 And Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, Ichabod's brother, the 

son of Phinehas, the son of Eli, the LORD 'spriest in Shiloh, 

wearing an ephod. And the people knew not that Jonathan 

was gone. 

14:4 And between the passages, by which Jonathan sought 

to go over unto the Philistines' garrison, there was a sharp 

rock on the one side, and a sharp rock on the other side: and 

the name of the one was Bozez, and the name of the other 

Seneh. 

14:5 The forefront of the one was situate northward over 
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against Michmash, and tlie other southward over against 
Gibeah. 

14:6 A nd Jonathan said to the young man that bare his armour. 
Come, and let us go over unto the garrison ot these uncir- 
cumcised: it may be that the LORD will work tor us: tor 
there is no restraint to the LORD to save by many or by few. 
14:7 And his armourbearer said unto him. Do all that is in 
thine heart: turn thee; behold, I am with thee according to 
thy heart. 

14:8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we will pass over unto 
these men, and we will discover ourselves unto them. 
14:9 If they say thus unto us, Tany until we come to you; 
then we will stand still in our place, and will not go up unto 
them. 

14:10Butif they say thus. Come up unto us; then we will go 
up: for the LORD hath delivered them into our hand: and 
this shall be a sign unto us. 

14:11 And both of them discovered themselves unto the gar- 
rison of the Philistines: and the Philistines said. Behold, the 
Hebrews come forth out of the holes where they had hid them- 
selves. 

14:12 And the men of the garrison answered Jonathan and 
his armourbearer, and said. Come up to us, and we will shew 
you a thing. And Jonathan said unto his armourbearer. Come 
upafterme: fortheLORD hath delivered them into the hand 
of Israel. 

14:13 And Jonathan climbed up upon his hands and upon 
his feet, and his armourbearer after him: and they fell before 
Jonathan; and his armourbearer slew after him. 
14:14 And that first slaughter, which Jonathan and his 
armourbearer made, was about twenty men, within as it were 
an half acre of land, which a yoke of oxen might plow. 
14:15 And there was trembling in the host, in the field, and 
among all the people: the garrison, and the spoilers, they 
also trembled, and the earth quaked: so it was a very great 
trembling. 

14:16 And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin 
looked; and, behold, the multitude melted away, and they 
went on beating down one another 
14:17 Then said Saul unto the people that were with him. 
Number now, and see who is gone from us. And when they 
had numbered, behold, Jonathan and his armourbearer were 
not there. 

14:18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, B ring hither the ark of G od. 
For the ark of God was at that time with the children of Is- 
rael. 

14:19 And it came to pass, while Saul talked unto the priest, 
that the noise that was in the host of the Philistines went on 
and increased: and Saul said unto the priest. Withdraw thine 
hand. 

14:20 And Saul and all the people that were with him as- 
sembled themselves, and they came to the battle: and, be- 
hold, every man's sword was against his fellow, and there 
was a very great discomfiture. 

14:21 Moreover the Hebrews that were with the Phihstines 
before that time, which went up with them into the camp 
from the country round about, even they also turned to be 
with the Israelites that were with Saul and Jonathan. 
14:22 Likewise all the men of Israel which had hid them- 
selves in mount Ephraim, when they heard that the Philis- 
tines fled, even they also followed hard after them in the 
battle. 



14:23 So the LORD saved Israel that day: and the battle 
passed over unto Bethaven. 

14:24 And the men of Israel were distressed that day: for 
Saul had adjured the people, saying. Cursed be the man that 
eateth any food until evening, that I may be avenged on mine 
enemies. So none of the people tasted any food. 
14:25Andallthey of thelandcameto awood; and there was 
honey upon the ground. 

14:26 And when the people were come into the wood, be- 
hold, the honey dropped; but no man put his hand to his 
mouth: for the people feared the oath. 
14:27 But Jonathan heard not when his father charged the 
people with the oath: wherefore he put forth the end of the 
rod that was in his hand, and dipped it in an honeycomb, and 
put his hand to his mouth; and his eyes were enlightened. 
14:28 Then answered one of the people, and said. Thy father 
straitly charged the people with an oath, saying. Cursed be 
the man that eateth any food this day. And the people were 
faint. 

14:29 Then said Jonathan, My father hath troubled the land: 
see, I pray you, how mine eyes have been enlightened, be- 
cause I tasted a little of this honey. 
14:30 How much more, if haply the people had eaten freely 
to day of the spoil of their enemies which they found? for 
had there not been now a much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines? 

14: 3 1 A nd they smote the Philistines that day from M ichmash 
to Aijalon: and the people were very faint. 
14:32 And the people flew upon the spoil, and took sheep, 
and oxen, and calves, and slew them on the ground: and the 
people did eat them with the blood. 
14:33 Then they told Saul, saying. Behold, the people sin 
against the LORD, in that they eat with the blood. And he 
said. Ye have transgressed: roll a great stone unto me this 
day. 

14:34 And Saul said, D isperse yourselves among the people, 
and say unto them, B ring me hither every man his ox, and 
every man his sheep, and slay them here, and eat; and sin not 
against the L RD in eating with the blood. A nd all the people 
brought every man his ox with him that night, and slew them 
there. 

14:35 And Saul built an altar unto the LORD: the same was 
the first altar that he built unto the L RD . 
14:36 And Saul said. Let us go down after the Philistines by 
night, and spoil them until the morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them. A nd they said, D o whatsoever seemeth 
good unto thee. Then said the priest. Let us draw near hither 
unto God. 

14:37 And Saul asked counsel of God, Shall I go down after 
the Philistines? wilt thou deliver them into the hand of Is- 
rael? But he answered him not that day. 
14: 38 A nd Saul said, D raw ye near hither, all the chief of the 
people: and know and see wherein this sin hath been this 
day. 

14:39 For, as the LORD liveth, which saveth Israel, though 
it be in Jonathan my son, he shall surely die. But there was 
not a man among all the people that answered him. 
14:40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be ye on one side, and I 
and J onathan my son will be on the other side. A nd the people 
said unto Saul, Do what seemeth good unto thee. 
14:41 TherefoiB Saul said unto the LORD God of Israel, 
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Give a perfect lot. And Saul and Jonathan were taken: but 
the people escaped. 

14:42 And Saul said, Cast lots between me andjonathan my 
son. Andjonathan was taken. 

14:43 Then Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me what thou hast 
done.AndJonathan told him, and said, I did but taste a little 
honey with the end of the rod that was in mine hand, and, lo, 
I must die. 

14:44 And Saul answered, God do so and more also: for thou 
shalt surely die, Jonathan. 

14:45 And the people said unto Saul, Shall Jonathan die, 
who hath wroughtthis great salvation in Israel? God forbid: 
as the LORD liveth, there shall not one hair of his head fall 
to the ground; for he hath wrought with G od this day. So the 
people rescued Jonathan, that he died not 
14:46 Then Saul went up from following the Philistines: and 
the Philistines went to their own place. 
14:47 So Saul took the kingdom over Israel, and fought 
against all his enemies on every side, against Moab, and 
against the children of A mmon, and against Edom, and against 
the kings of Zobah, and against the Philistines: and 
whithersoever he turned himself, he vexed them. 
14:48 And he gathered an host, and smote the Amalekites, 
and delivered Israel out of the hands of them that spoiled 
them. 

14:49 Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, and Ishui, and 
Melchishua: and the names of his two daughters were these; 
the name of the firstborn M erab, and the name of the younger 
Michal: 

14:50 And the name of Saul's wife was Ahinoam, the daugh- 
ter of Ahimaaz: and the name of the captain of his host was 
Abner, the son of Ner, Saul's uncle. 
14:51 A nd K ish was the father of Saul; and Ner the father of 
Abner was the son of Abiel. 

14:52 And there was sore war against the Philistines all the 
days of Saul: and when Saul saw any strong man, or any 
valiant man, he took him unto him. 
15:1 Samuel also said unto Saul, The LORD sent me to 
anointtheeto be king over his people, overlsrael: nowthere- 
fore hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the L RD . 
15:2 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I remember that which 
Amalek did to Israel, how he laid wait for him in the way, 
when he came up from Egypt. 

15:3 Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all that 
they have, and spare them not; but slay both man and woman, 
infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 
15:4 And Saul gathered the people together, and numbered 
them in Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten thou- 
sand men of Judah. 

15:5And Saul came to a city of Amalek, and laid wait in the 
valley. 

15:6 And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them: for ye shewed kindness to all the children of Israel, 
when they came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed 
from among the Amalekites. 

15:7 And Saul smote the Amalekites from Havilah until thou 
comest to Shur, that is over against Egypt. 
15:8 And he tookAgag the king of the Amalekites alive, and 
utterly destroyed all the people with the edge of the sword. 
15:9 But Saul and the people spared A gag, and the best of 



the sheep, and of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, 
and all that was good, and would not utterly destroy them: 
but every thing that was vile and refuse, that they destroyed 
utterly. 

15:10 Then came the word of the LORD unto Samuel, say- 
ing, 

15:11 It repenteth me that I have set up Saul to be king: for 
he is turned back from following me, and hath not performed 
my commandments. And it grieved Samuel; and he cried unto 
the LORD all night. 

15: 12 A nd when Samuel rose early to meet Saul in the morn- 
ing, it was told Samuel, saying, Saul came to C arm el, and, 
behold, he set him up a place, and is gone about, and passed 
on, and gone down to Gilgal. 

15:13 And Samuel came to Saul: and Saul said unto him. 
Blessed be thou of the LORD: I have performed the com- 
mandment of the LORD . 

15:14 And Samuel said. What meaneth then this bleating of 
the sheep in mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I 
hear? 

15:15 And Saul said. They have brought them from the 
Amalekites: for the people spared the best of the sheep and 
of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the LORD thy God; and the 
rest we have utterly destroyed. 

15:16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee 
what the LORD hath said to me this night And he said unto 
him. Say on. 

15:17 And Samuel said. When thou wast little in thine own 
sight, wast thou not made the head of the tribes of Israel, and 
the LORD anointed thee king over Israel? 
15:18 And the LORD sent thee on a journey, and said. Go 
and utterly destroy the sinners the Amalekites, and fight 
against them until they be consumed. 
15:19 Wherefore then didst thou not obey the voice of the 
LORD, but didst fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in the 
sight of the LORD? 

15:20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I have obeyed the 
voice of the LORD, and have gone the way which the LORD 
sent me, and have brought A gag the king of Amalek, and 
have utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 
15:21 But the people took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the 
chief of the things which should have been utterly destroyed, 
to sacrifice unto the LORD thy God in Gilgal. 
15:22 And Samuel said. Hath the LORD as great delight in 
burnt offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the 
LORD? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to hear- 
ken than the fat of rams. 

15:23 For rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and stubborn- 
ness is as iniquity and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the L RD , he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. 

15:24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I have sinned: for I have 
transgressed the commandment of the L RD , and thy words: 
because I feared the people, and obeyed their voice. 
15:25 Now therefore, I pray thee, pardon my sin, and turn 
again with me, that I may worship the LORD. 
15:26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I will not return with thee: 
forthou hast rejected the word of the LORD, and the LORD 
hath rejected thee from being king over Israel. 
15:27 And as Samuel turned about to go away, he laid hold 
upon the skirt of his mantle, and it rent. 
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15:28 And Samuel said unto him, The LORD hath rent the 
kingdom of Israel from thee this day, and hath given it to a 
neighbour of thine, that is better than thou. 
15:29 And also the Strength of Israel will not he nor repent: 
for he is not a man, that he should repent. 
15:30 Then he said, I have sinned: yet honour me now, I 
pray thee, before the elders of my people, and before Israel, 
and turn again with me, that I may worship the LORD thy 
God. 

15:31 So Samuel turned again after Saul; and Saul wor- 
shipped the LORD. 

15:32 Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither to me Agag the 
king of the A malekites. A nd A gag came unto him delicately. 
And A gag said. Surely the bitterness of death is past. 
15:33 And Samuel said. As the sword hath made women 
childless, so shall thy mother be childless among women. 
And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces before the LORD in 
Gilgal. 

15:34 Then Samuel went to Ramah; and Saul went up to his 
house to Gibeah of Saul. 

15:35 And Samuel came no more to see Saul until the day of 
his death: nevertheless Samuel mourned for Saul: and the 
LORD repented that he had made Saul king over Israel. 
16:1 And the LORD said unto Samuel, How long wilt thou 
mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him from reigning 
over Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and go, I will send thee 
to Jesse the B ethlehemite: for I have provided me a king 
among his sons. 

16:2 And Samuel said. How can I go? if Saul hear it, he will 
kill me. And the LORD said. Take an heifer with thee, and 
say, I am come to sacrifice to the LORD. 
16:3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and I will shew thee 
what thou shalt do: and thou shalt anoint unto me him whom 
I name unto thee. 

16:4And Samuel did that which theLORD spake, and came 
to Bethlehem. And the elders of the town trembled at his 
coming, and said, Comestthou peaceably? 
16:5 And he said. Peaceably: I am come to sacrifice unto the 
LORD: sanctify yourselves, and come with me to the sacri- 
fice. And he sanctified J esse and his sons, and called them to 
the sacrifice. 

16:6 A nd it came to pass, when they were come, that he looked 
on Eliab, and said. Surely the LORD'S anointed is before 
him. 

16:7 But the LORD said unto Samuel, Look not on his coun- 
tenance, or on the height of his stature; because I have re- 
fused him: for the LORD seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but the LORD looketh 
on the heart. 

16:8 Thenjesse called A binadab, and made him pass before 
Samuel. And he said. Neither hath the LORD chosen this. 
16:9 Thenjesse made Shammah to pass by. And he said. 
Neither hath the LORD chosen this. 
16:10 Again, Jesse made seven of his sons to pass before 
Samuel. And Samuel said unto Jesse, The LORD hath not 
chosen these. 

16:11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy children? 
And he said. There remaineti yet the youngest, and, behold, 
he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send and 
fetch him: for we will not sit down till he come hither 
16:12 And he sent, and brought him in. Now he was ruddy. 



and withal of a beautiful countenance, and goodly to look to. 
And the LORD said. Arise, anoint him: for this is he. 
16:13 Then Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed him in 
the midst of his brethren: and the Spirit of the LORD came 
upon D avid from that day forward. So Samuel rose up, and 
went to Ramah. 

16:14 But the Spirit of the LORD departed from Saul, and 
an evil spirit from the LORD troubled him. 
16:15 And Saul's servants said unto him. Behold now, an 
evil spirit from God troubleth thee. 
16:16 Let our lord now command thy servants, which are 
before thee, to seek out a man, who is a cunning player on an 
harp: and it shall come to pass, when the evil spirit from G od 
is upon thee, that he shall play with his hand, and thou shalt 
be well. 

16:17 And Saul said unto his servants. Provide me now a 
man that can play well, and bring him to me. 
16:18 Then answered one of the servants, and said. Behold, 
I have seen a son of Jesse the B ethlehemite, that is cunning 
in playing, and a mighty valiant man, and a man of war, and 
prudent in matters, and a comely person, and the LORD is 
with him. 

16: 19 Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and said. 
Send me D avid thy son, which is with the sheep. 
16:20 A nd Jesse took an ass laden with bread, and a bottle of 
wine, and a kid, and sent them by David his son unto Saul. 
16:21 And David came to Saul, and stood before him: and 
he loved him greatly; and he became his armourbearer 
16:22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, LetDavid, I pray thee, 
stand before me; for he hath found favour in my sight 
16:23 And it came to pass, when the evil spirit from God was 
upon Saul, that D avid took an harp, and played with his hand: 
so Saul was refreshed, and was well, and the evil spirit de- 
parted from him. 

17:1 Now the Philistines gathered together their armies to 
battle, and were gathered together at Shochoh, which 
belongeth to Judah, and pitched between Shochoh and 
Azekah, in Ephesdammim. 

17:2 And Saul and the men of Israel were gathered together, 
and pitched by the valley of Elah, and set the battle in array 
against the Philistines. 

17:3 And the Phihstines stood on a mountain on the one 
side, and Israel stood on a mountain on the other side: and 
there was a valley between them. 

17:4 And there went out a champion out of the camp of the 
Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six 
cubits and a span. 

17:5 And he had an helmet of brass upon his head, and he 
was armed with a coat of mail; and the weight of the coat 
was five thousand shekels of brass. 
17:6 And he had greaves of brass upon his legs, and a target 
of brass between his shoulders. 

17:7 And the staff of his spear was like a weaver's beam; and 
his spear's head weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and 
one bearing a shield went before him. 
17:8 And he stood and cried unto the armies of Israel, and 
said unto them. Why are ye come out to set your battle in 
array? am not I a Philistine, and ye servants to Saul? choose 
you a man for you, and let him come down to me. 
17:9 If he be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then will 
we be your servants: but if I prevail against him, and kill 
him, then shall ye be our servants, and serve us. 
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17:10And the Philistine said, I defy the annies ot Israel this 
day; give me a man, that we may fight together. 
17:11 When Saul and all Israel heard those words ot the 
Philistine, they were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 
17:12 Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of 
B ethlehemjudah, whose name was Jesse; and he had eight 
sons: and the man went among men for an old man in the 
days of Saul. 

17:13 And the three eldest sons of Jesse went and followed 
Saul to the battle: and the names of his three sons that went 
to the battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next unto him 
Abinadab, and the third Shammah. 
17: 14 A nd D avid was the youngest: and the three eldest fol- 
lowed Saul. 

17:15 But David went and returned from Saul to feed his 
father's sheep at B ethlehem. 

17:16 And the Philistine drew near morning and evening, 
and presented himself forty days. 

17:17 And Jesse said unto David his son. Take now for thy 
brethren an ephah of this parched com, and these ten loaves, 
and run to the camp of thy brethren; 
17:18 And cany these ten cheeses unto the captain of their 
thousand, and look how thy brethren fare, and take their 
pledge. 

17:19 Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, were in 
the valley of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 
17:20 And David rose up early in the morning, and left the 
sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse had com- 
manded him; and he came to the trench, as the host was go- 
ing forth to the fight, and shouted for the battle. 
17:21 For Israel and the Philistines had put the battle in ar- 
ray, army against army. 

17:22 And David left his carriage in the hand of the keeper 
of the carriage, and ran into the army, and came and saluted 
his brethren. 

17:23 And as he talked with them, behold, there came up the 
champion, the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the armies of the Philistines, and spake according to the same 
words: and David heard them. 

17:24 And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, fled 
from him, and were sore afraid. 

17:25 And the men of Israel said. Have ye seen this man that 
is come up? surely to defy Israel is he come up: and it shall 
be, that the man who killeth him, the king will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him his daughter, and make 
his father's house free in Israel. 

17:26 And David spake to the men that stood by him, say- 
ing. What shall be done to the man that killeth this Philis- 
tine, and taketh away the reproach from Israel? for who is 
this uncircumcised Philistine, that he should defy the armies 
of the living God? 

17:27 And the people answered him after this manner, say- 
ing. So shall it be done to the man that killeth him. 
17:28 And Eliab his eldest brother heard when he spake unto 
the men; and Eliab's anger was kindled against David, and 
he said. Why cam est thou down hither? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? I know thy pride, 
and the naughtiness of thine heart; for thou art come down 
that thou mightest see the battle. 

17:29 And David said. What have I now done? Is there not a 
cause? 



17:30 And he turned from him toward another, and spake 
after the same manner: and the people answered him again 
after the former manner 

17:31 And when the words were heard which David spake, 
they rehearsed them before Saul: and he sent for him. 
17:32 And David said to Saul, Let no man's heart fail be- 
cause of him; thy servant will go and fight with this Philis- 
tine. 

17:33 A nd Saul said to David, Thou art not able to go against 
this Philistine to fight with him: for thou art but a youth, and 
he a man of war from his youth. 

17:34 And David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept his father's 
sheep, and there came a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb out 
of the flock: 

17:35 And I went out after him, and smote him, and deliv- 
ered it out of his mouth: and when he arose against me, I 
caught him by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. 
17:36 Thy servant slew both the lion and the bean and this 
uncircumcised Philistine shall be as one of them, seeing he 
hath defied the armies of the living God. 
17:37 David said moreover. The LORD that delivered me 
out of the paw of the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the LORD be with thee. 
17:38 A nd Saul armed D avid with his armour, and he put an 
helmet of brass upon his head; also he armed him with a coat 
of mail. 

17:39 And David girded his sword upon his armour, and he 
assayed to go; for he had not proved it. And David said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have not proved them. 
And David put them off him. 

17:40 And he took his staff in his hand, and chose him five 
smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in a shepherd's 
bag which he had, even in a scrip; and his sling was in his 
hand: and he drew near to the Philistine. 
17:41 And the Phihstine came on and drew near unto David; 
and the man that bare the shield went before him. 
17:42 A nd when the Philistine looked about and saw David, 
he disdained him: for he was but a youth, and ruddy, and of 
a fair countenance. 

17:43 And the Philistine said unto David, Am I a dog, that 
thou comest to me with staves? And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. 

17:44 And the Phihstine said to David, Come to me, and I 
will give thy flesh unto the fowls of the air, and to the beasts 
of the field. 

17:45 Then said David to the Philistine, Thou comest to me 
with a sword, and with a spear, and with a shield: but I come 
to thee in the name of the LORD of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied. 
17:46 This day will the LORD deliver thee into mine hand; 
and I will smite thee, and take thine head from thee; and I 
will give the carcases of the host of the Philistines this day 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts of the earth; 
that all the earth may know that there is a God in Israel. 
17:47 And all this assembly shall know that the LORD saveth 
not with sword and spear: for the battle is the LORD'S, and 
he will give you into our hands. 

17:48 And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, and 
came, and drew nigh to meet David, that David hastened, 
and ran toward the army to meet the Philistine. 
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17:49 And David put liis liand in liis bag, and took tlience a 
stone, and slang it, and smote the Philistine in his forehead, 
that the stone sunk into his forehead; and he fell upon his 
face to the earth. 

17:50 So David prevailed over the Philistine with a sling 
and with a stone, and smote the Philistine, and slew him; but 
there was no sword in the hand of David. 
17:51 Therefore David ran, and stood upon the Philistine, 
and took his sword, and drew it out of the sheath thereof, 
and slew him, and cut off his head therewith. And when the 
Philistines saw their champion was dead, they fled. 
17:52 A nd the men of Israel and of Judah arose, and shouted, 
and pursued the Philistines, until thou come to the valley, 
and to the gates of Ekron. And the wounded of the Philis- 
tines fell down by the way to Shaaraim, even unto Gath, and 
unto Ekron. 

17:53 And the children of Israel returned from chasing after 
the Philistines, and they spoiled their tents. 
17:54 And D avid took tie head of the Philistine, and brought 
it to Jerusalem; but he put his armour in his tent. 
17:55 And when Saul saw David go forth against the Philis- 
tine, he said unto A bner, the captain of the host, A bner, whose 
son is this youth? A nd A bner said, A s thy soul liveth, king, 
I cannot tell. 

17:56 And the king said. Enquire thou whose son the strip- 
hng is. 

17:57 And as David returned from the slaughter of the Phi- 
listine, A bner took him, and brought him before Saul with 
the head of the Philistine in his hand. 
17:58 And Saul said to him. Whose son art thou, thou young 
man? And David answered, I am the son of thy servant J esse 
the B ethlehemite. 

18:1 A nd it came to pass, when he had made an end of speak- 
ing unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was knit witii the 
soul of David, and Jonathan loved him as his own soul. 
18:2 And Saul took him that day, and would let him go no 
more home to his father's house. 

18:3 Then Jonathan and D avid made a covenant, because he 
loved him as his own soul. 

18:4 Andjonathan stripped himself of the robe that was upon 
him, and gave it to D avid, and his garments, even to his sword, 
and to his bow, and to his girdle. 

18:5 And David went out whithersoever Saul sent him, and 
behaved himself wisely: and Saul set him over the men of 
war, and he was accepted in the sight of all the people, and 
also in the sight of Saul's servants. 
18:6 And it came to pass as they came, when David was 
returned from the slaughter of the Philistine, that the women 
came out of all cities of Israel, singing and dancing, to meet 
king Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and with instruments of 
musick. 

18:7 And the women answered one another as they played, 
and said, Saul hath slain his thousands, and David his ten 
thousands. 

18:8 And Saul was very wroth, and the saying displeased 
him; and he said. They have ascribed unto David ten thou- 
sands, and to me they have ascribed but thousands: and what 
can he have more but the kingdom? 
18:9 And Saul eyed David from that day and forward. 
18:10 And it came to pass on the morrow, that the evil spirit 
from God came upon Saul, and he prophesied in the midst of 



the house: and D avid played with his hand, as at other times: 
and there was a javehn in Saul's hand. 
18:11 And Saul cast the javelin; for he said, I will smite David 
even to the wall with it. And David avoided out of his pres- 
ence twice. 

18: 12 And Saul was afraid of David, because the LORD was 
with him, and was departed from Saul. 
18:13 Therefore Saul removed him from him, and made him 
his captain over a thousand; and he went out and came in 
before the people. 

18:14 And David behaved himself wisely in all his ways; 
and the LORD was with him. 

18:15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he behaved himself 
very wisely, he was afraid of him. 

18: 16 But all Israel and Judah loved D avid, because he went 
out and came in before them. 

18:17 And Saul said to David, Behold my elder daughter 
Merab, her will I give thee to wife: only be thou valiant for 
me, and fight the L RD 's battles. For Saul said, L et not mine 
hand be upon him, but let the hand of the Philistines be upon 
him. 

18:18And David said unto Saul, Who am I? and what is my 
life, or my father's family in Israel, that I should be son in 
law to the king? 

18:19 But it came to pass at the time when Merab Saul's 
daughter should have been given to D avid, that she was given 
unto Adriel the Meholathite to wife. 
18:20 And Michal Saul's daughter loved David: and they 
told Saul, and the thing pleased him. 
18:21 And Saul said, I will give him her, that she may be a 
snare to him, and that the hand of the Philistines may be 
against him. Wherefore Saul said to David, Thou shalt this 
day be my son in law in the one of the twain. 
18:22 And Saul commanded his servants, saying. Commune 
with David secretly, and say. Behold, the king hath delight 
in thee, and all his servants love thee: now therefore be the 
king's son in law. 

18:23 And Saul's servants spake those words in the ears of 
David. And D avid said, Seemeth it to you a light thing to be 
a king's son in law, seeing that I am a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed? 

18:24 And the servants of Saul told him, saying. On this 
manner spake David. 

18:25 And Saul said. Thus shall ye say to David, The king 
desireth not any dowry, but an hundred foreskins of the Phi- 
listines, to be avenged of the king's enemies. B ut Saul thought 
to make David fall by the hand of the Philistines. 
18:26 And when his servants told David these words, it 
pleased D avid well to be the king's son in law: and the days 
were not expired. 

18:27 Wherefore D avid arose and went, he and his men, and 
slew of the Philistines two hundred men; and David brought 
their foreskins, and they gave them in full tale to the king, 
that he might be the king's son in law. And Saul gave him 
M ichal his daughter to wife. 

18:28 And Saul saw and knew that the LORD was with David, 
and that Michal Saul's daughter loved him. 
18:29 And Saul was yet the more afraid of David; and Saul 
became David's enemy continually. 
18:30 Then the princes of the Phihstines went forth: and it 
came to pass, after they went forth, that David behaved him- 
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self more wisely than all the servants ot Saul; so that his 
name was much set by. 

19:1 And Saul spake to Jonathan his son, and to all his ser- 
vants, that they should kill D avid. 

19:2 But Jonathan Saul's son delighted much in David: and 
Jonathan told David, saying, Saul my father seeketh to kill 
thee: now therefore, I pray thee, take heed to thyself until the 
morning, and abide in a secret place, and hide thyself: 
19:3 A nd I will go out and stand beside my father in the field 
where thou art, and I will commune with my father of thee; 
and what I see, that I will tell thee. 
19:4 And Jonathan spake good of David unto Saul his fa- 
ther, and said unto him. Let not the king sin against his ser- 
vant, against D avid; because he hath not sinned against thee, 
and because his works have been to thee- ward very good: 
19:5 For he did put his hfe in his hand, and slew the Philis- 
tine, and the LORD wrought a great salvation for all Israel: 
thou sawest it, and didst rejoice: wherefore then wilt thou 
sin against innocent blood, to slay David without a cause? 
19:6 And Saul hearkened unto tiie voice of Jonathan: and 
Saul sware. As the LORD liveth, he shall not be slain. 
19:7 And Jonathan called David, and Jonathan shewed him 
all those things. A nd Jonathan brought D avid to Saul, and he 
was in his presence, as in times past. 
19:8And there was war again: and D avid went out, andfought 
with the Philistines, and slew them with a great slaughter; 
and they fled from him. 

19:9And the evil spirit from theLORD wasuponSaul, as he 
sat in his house with his javelin in his hand: and D avid played 
with his hand. 

19:10 And Saul sought to smite David even to the wall with 
the javelin: but he shpped away out of Saul's presence, and 
he smote the javelin into the wall: and David fled, and es- 
caped that night. 

19:11 Saul also sent messengers unto David's house, to watch 
him, and to slay him in the morning: and Michal David's 
wife told him, saying. If thou save not thy life to night, to 
morrow thou shalt be slain. 

19:12 So Michal let David down through a window: and he 
went, and fled, and escaped. 

19:13 And Michal took an image, and laid it in the bed, and 
put a pillow of goats' hair for his bolster, and covered it with 
a cloth. 

19:14 And when Saul sent messengers to take David, she 
said. He is sick. 

19:15 And Saul sentthe messengers again to see David, say- 
ing, B ring him up to me in the bed, that I may slay him. 
19:16 And when the messengers were come in, behold, there 
was an image in the bed, with a pillow of goats' hair for his 
bolster 

19:17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why hast thou deceived 
me so, and sent away mine enemy, that he is escaped? And 
Michal answered Saul, He said unto me. Let me go; why 
should I kill thee? 

19:18 So David fled, and escaped, and came to Samuel to 
Ramah, and told him all that Saul had done to him. And he 
and Samuel went and dwelt in Naioth. 
19:19And it was told Saul, saying. Behold, David is atNaioth 
in Ramah. 

19:20 And Saul sent messengers to take David: and when 
they saw the company of the prophets prophesying, and 



Samuel standing as appointed over them, the Spirit of God 
was upon the messengers of Saul, and they also prophesied. 
19:21 And when it was told Saul, he sent other messengers, 
and they prophesied likewise. A nd Saul sent messengers again 
the third time, and they prophesied also. 
19:22 Then went he also to Ramah, and came to a great well 
that is in Sechu: and he asked and said. Where are Samuel 
and D avid? A nd one said, B ehold, they be at Naioth in Ramah. 
19:23And he went thither to Naioth in Ramah: andtheSpirit 
of God was upon him also, and he went on, and prophesied, 
until he came to Naioth in Ramah. 

19:24 And he stripped off his clothes also, and prophesied 
before Samuel in like manner, and lay down naked all that 
day and all that night. Wherefore they say. Is Saul also among 
the prophets? 

20:1 And David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and came and 
said before Jonathan, What have I done? what is mine iniq- 
uity? and what is my sin before thy father, that he seeketh my 
life? 

20:2 And he said unto him, God forbid; thou shalt not die: 
behold, my father will do nothing either great or small, but 
that he will shew it me: and why should my father hide this 
thing from me? it is not so. 

20:3 And David sware moreover, and said. Thy father cer- 
tainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes; and he 
saith. Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved: but 
truly as the LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, there is but 
a step between me and death. 

20:4 Then said Jonathan unto David, Whatsoever thy soul 
desireth, I will even do it for thee. 

20:5 And David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to morrow is 
the new moon, and I should not fail to sit with the king at 
meat: but let me go, that I may hide myself in the field unto 
the third day at even. 

20:6 If thy father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly 
asked leave of me that he might run to Bethlehem his city: 
for there is a yearly sacrifice there for all the family. 
20:7 If he say thus. It is well; thy servant shall have peace: 
but if he be very wroth, then be sure that evil is determined 
by him. 

20:8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with thy servant; for 
thou hast brought thy servant into a covenant of the LORD 
with thee: notwithstanding, if there be in me iniquity, slay 
me thyself; for why shouldest thou bring me to thy father? 
20:9 And Jonathan said. Far be it from thee: for if I knew 
certainly that evil were determined by my father to come 
upon thee, then would not I tell it thee? 
20:10 Then said David to Jonathan, Who shall tell me? or 
what if thy father answer thee roughly? 
20:11 And Jonathan said unto David, Come, and let us go 
out into the field. And they went out both of them into the 
field. 

20:12 And Jonathan said unto David, LORD God of Is- 
rael, when I have sounded my father about to morrow any 
time, or the third day, and, behold, if there be good toward 
D avid, and I then send not unto thee, and shew it thee; 
20:13TheLORD do so and much more to Jonathan: but if it 
please my father to do thee evil, then I will shew it thee, and 
send thee away, that thou mayest go in peace: and the L RD 
be with thee, as he hath been with my father 
20: 14 A nd thou shalt not only while yet I live shew me the 
kindness of the LORD, that I die not: 
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20:15 But also thou shalt not cut ott thy kindness from my 
house for even no, not when the LORD hath cut ott the en- 
emies of D avid every one from the face of the earth. 
20:16 So Jonathan made a covenant with the house of D avid, 
saying, L et the L RD even require it at the hand of D avid's 
enemies. 

20:17 And Jonathan caused David to swear again, because 
he loved him: for he loved him as he loved his own soul. 
20:18 Then Jonathan said to David, To morrow is the new 
moon: and thou shalt be missed, because thy seat will be 
empty. 

20: 19 A nd when thou hast stayed three days, then thou shalt 
go down quickly, and come to the place where thou didst 
hide thyself when the business was in hand, and shalt remain 
by the stone Ezel. 

20:20 And I will shoot three arrows on the side thereof, as 
though I shot at a mark. 

20:21 And, behold, I will send a lad, saying. Go, find out the 
arrows. If I expressly say unto the lad. Behold, the arrows 
are on this side of thee, take them; then come thou: for there 
is peace to thee, and no hurt; as the LORD liveth. 
20:22 But if I say thus unto the young man. Behold, the ar- 
rows are beyond thee; go thy way: for the LORD hath sent 
thee away. 

20:23 And as touching the matter which thou and I have spo- 
ken of, behold, the LORD be between thee and me for even 
20:24 So David hid himself in the field: and when the new 
moon was come, the king sat him down to eat meat. 
20:25 A nd the king sat upon his seat, as at other times, even 
upon a seat by the wall: and Jonathan arose, and Abner sat 
by Saul's side, and D avid's place was empty. 
20:26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any thing that day: for he 
thought. Something hath befallen him, he is not clean; surely 
he is not clean. 

20:27 And it came to pass on the morrow, which was the 
second day of the month, that D avid's place was empty: and 
Saul said unto Jonathan his son. Wherefore cometh not the 
son of J esse to meat, neither yesterday, nor to day? 
20:28 And Jonathan answered Saul, David earnestly asked 
leave of me to go to Bethlehem: 

20:29 And he said. Let me go, I pray thee; for our family 
hath a sacrifice in the city; and my brother, he hath com- 
manded me to be there: and now, if I have found favour in 
thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, and see my brethren. 
Therefore he cometh not unto the king's table. 
20:30 Then Saul's anger was kindled against Jonathan, and 
he said unto him. Thou son of the perverse rebellious woman, 
do not I know that thou hast chosen the son of Jesse to thine 
own confusion, and unto the confusion of thy mother's na- 
kedness? 

20:31 For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the ground, 
thou shalt not be established, nor thy kingdom. Wherefore 
now send and fetch him unto me, for he shall surely die. 
20:32 And Jonathan answered Saul his father, and said unto 
him. Wherefore shall he be slain? what hath he done? 
20:33 And Saul cast a javelin at him to smite him: whereby 
Jonathan knew that it was determined of his father to slay 
D avid. 

20:34 So Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, and 
did eat no meat the second day of the month: for he was 
grieved for David, because his father had done him shame. 



20:35 And it came to pass in the morning, thatjonathan went 
out into the field at the time appointed with David, and a 
little lad with him. 

2 : 36 A nd he said unto his lad. Run, find out now the arrows 
which I shoot. A nd as the lad ran, he shot an arrow beyond 
him. 

20:37 And when the lad was come to the place of the arrow 
which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan cried after the lad, and 
said. Is not the arrow beyond thee? 
20:38 And Jonathan cried after the lad. Make speed, haste, 
stay not And Jonathan's lad gathered up the arrows, and came 
to his master 

20:39 But the lad knew not any thing: only Jonathan and 
David knew the matter 

20:40 Andjonathan gave his artillery unto his lad, and said 
unto him. Go, carry them to the city. 
20:41 And as soon as the lad was gone, David arose out of a 
place toward the south, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself three times: and they kissed one another, 
and wept one with another, until D avid exceeded. 
20:42 Andjonathan said to David, Go in peace, forasmuch 
as we have sworn both of us in the name of the LORD, say- 
ing. The LORD be between me and thee, and between my 
seed and thy seed for ever And he arose and departed: and 
Jonathan went into the city. 

21:1 Then came David to Nob to Ahimelech the priest: and 
Ahimelech was afraid at the meeting of D avid, and said unto 
him. Why art thou alone, and no man with thee? 
21:2 And David said unto Ahimelech the priest. The king 
hath commanded me a business, and hath said unto me. Let 
no man know any thing of the business whereabout I send 
thee, and what I have commanded thee: and I have appointed 
my servants to such and such a place. 
21:3 Now therefore what is under thine hand? give me five 
loaves of bread in mine hand, or what there is present 
21:4 And the priest answered David, and said. There is no 
common bread under mine hand, but there is hallowed bread; 
if the young men have kept themselves at least from women. 
21:5And David answered the priest, and said unto him. Of a 
truth women have been kept from us about these three days, 
since I came out, and the vessels of the young men are holy, 
and the bread is in a manner common, yea, though it were 
sanctified this day in the vessel. 

21:6 So the priest gave him hallowed bread: for there was no 
bread there but the shewbread, that was taken from before 
the LORD, to put hot bread in the day when it was taken 
away. 

21:7 Now a certain man of the servants of Saul was there 
that day, detained before the LORD; and his name was Doeg, 
an Edomite, the chiefest of the herdmen that belonged to 
Saul. 

2 1 : 8 A nd D avid said unto A himelech, A nd is there not here 
under thine hand spear or sword? for I have neither brought 
my sword nor my weapons with me, because the king's busi- 
ness required haste. 

2 1 : 9 A nd the priest said. The sword of G oliath the P hilistine, 
whom thou slewest in the valley of Elah, behold, it is here 
wrapped in a cloth behind the ephod: if thou wilt take that, 
take it: for there is no other save that here. And David said. 
There is none like that; give it me. 

2 1 : 10 A nd D avid arose and fled that day for fear of Saul, and 
went to Achish the king of Gath. 
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21:11 And the servants ot Achish said unto liim, Is not this 
David the Icing ot the land? did they not sing one to another 
of him in dances, saying, Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands? 

21:12 And David laid up these words in his heart, and was 
sore afraid of Achish the king of Gath. 
2 1 : 1 3 A nd he changed his behaviour before them, and feigned 
himself mad in their hands, and scrabbled on the doors of 
the gate, and let his spittle fall down upon his beard. 
21:14 Then said Achish unto his servants, Lo, ye see the 
man is mad: wherefore then have ye brought him to me? 
21:15 Have I need of mad men, that ye have brought this 
fellow to play the mad man in my presence? shall this fellow 
come into my house? 

22:1 David therefore departed thence, and escaped to the 
cave AduUam: and when his brethren and all his father's house 
heard it, they went down thither to him. 
22:2 And every one that was in distress, and every one that 
was in debt, and every one that was discontented, gathered 
themselves unto him; and he became a captain over them: 
and there were with him about four hundred men. 
22:3 And David went thence to Mizpeh of Moab: and he 
said unto the king of Moab, Let my father and my mother, I 
pray thee, come forth, and be with you, till I know what God 
will do for me. 

22:4And he broughtthem before the king of Moab: and they 
dwelt with him all the while that David was in the hold. 
22:5 And the prophet Gad said unto David, Abide not in the 
hold; depart, and get thee into the land of Judah. Then D avid 
departed, and came into the forest of Hareth. 
22:6 When Saul heard that David was discovered, and the 
men that were with him, (now Saul abode in Gibeah under a 
tree in Ramah, having his spear in his hand, and all his ser- 
vants were standing about him;) 

22:7 Then Saul said unto his servants that stood about him. 
Hear now, ye Benjamites; will the son of Jesse give every 
one of you fields and vineyards, and make you all captains 
of thousands, and captains of hundreds; 
22:8 That all of you have conspired against me, and there is 
none that sheweth me that my son hath made a league with 
the son of J esse, and there is none of you that is sony for me, 
or sheweth unto me that my son hath stirred up my servant 
against me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 
22:9 Then answered Doeg the Edomite, which was set over 
the servants of Saul, and said, I saw the son of Jesse coming 
to Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. 
2 2 : 1 A nd he enquired of the L R D for him, and gave him 
victuals, and gave him the sword of Goliath the Philistine. 
22:11 Then the king sent to call Ahimelech the priest, the 
son of Ahitub, and all his father's house, the priests that were 
in Nob: and they came all of them to the king. 
22:12 And Saul said. Hear now, thou son of Ahitub. And he 
answered. Here I am, my lord. 

22:13 And Saul said unto him. Why have ye conspired against 
me, thou and the son of Jesse, in that thou hast given him 
bread, and a sword, and hast enquired of God for him, that 
he should rise against me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 
22:14 Then A himelech answered the king, and said, A nd who 
is so faithful among all thy servants as David, which is the 
king's son in law, and goeth at thy bidding, and is honourable 
in thine house? 



22:15 Did I then begin to enquire of God for him? be it far 
from me: let not the king impute any thing unto his servant, 
nor to all the house of my father: for thy servant knew noth- 
ing of all this, less or more. 

22:16 And the king said. Thou shalt surely die, Ahimelech, 
thou, and all thy father's house. 

22:17 And the king said unto the footmen that stood about 
him. Turn, and slay the priests of the LORD: because their 
hand also is with David, and because they knew when he 
fled, and did not shew it to me. But the servants of the king 
would not put forth their hand to fall upon the priests of the 
LORD. 

22:18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn thou, and fall upon 
the priests. And Doeg the Edomite turned, and he fell upon 
the priests, and slew on that day fourscore and five persons 
that did wear a linen ephod. 

22:19 And Nob, the city of the priests, smote he with the 
edge of the sword, both men and women, children and suck- 
lings, and oxen, and asses, and sheep, with the edge of the 
sword. 

22:20 And one of the sons of Ahimelech the son of Ahitub, 
namedAbiathar, escaped, and fled after David. 
22:21 And Abiathar shewed David that Saul had slain the 
LORD'S priests. 

2 2 : 2 2 A nd D avid said unto A biathar, I knew it that day, when 
Doeg the Edomite was there, that he would surely tell Saul: 
I have occasioned the death of all the persons of thy father's 
house. 

22:23 Abide thou with me, fear not: for he that seeketh my 
life seeketh thy life: but with me thou shalt be in safeguard. 
23:1 Then they told David, saying. Behold, the Philistines 
fight against K eilah, and they rob the threshingfloors. 
23:2 Therefore David enquired of the LORD, saying. Shall I 
go and smite these Philistines? And the LORD said unto 
David, Go, and smite the Phihstines, and save K eilah. 
23:3 And David's men said unto him. Behold, we be afraid 
here in Judah: how much more then if we come to Keilah 
against the armies of the Philistines? 
23:4 Then David enquired of the LORD yet again. And the 
LORD answered him and said, A rise, go down to K eilah; for 
I will deliver the Philistines into thine hand. 
23:5 So David and his men went to Keilah, and fought with 
the Philistines, and brought away their cattle, and smote them 
with a great slaughter So David saved the inhabitants of 
Keilah. 

23:6 And it came to pass, whenAbiathar the son of Ahimelech 
fled to D avid to K eilah, that he came down with an ephod in 
his hand. 

23:7 And it was told Saul that David was come to Keilah. 
And Saul said, God hath delivered him into mine hand; for 
he is shut in, by entering into a town that hath gates and bars. 
23:8 And Saul called all the people together to war, to go 
down to Keilah, to besiege David and his men. 
23:9 And David knew that Saul secretly practised mischief 
against him; and he said to Abiathar the priest. Bring hither 
the ephod. 

23:10 Then said David, LORD God of Israel, thy servant 
hath certainly heard that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, to 
destroy the city for my sake. 

23:11 Will the men of Keilah deliver me up into his hand? 
will Saul come down, as thy servant hath heard? LORD 
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God of Israel, I beseech thee, tell thy servant. And the LORD 
said. He will come down. 

23:12 Then said David, Will the men ot Keilah deliver me 
and my men into the hand ot Saul? And the LORD said. 
They will deliver thee up. 

23:13 Then David and his men, which were about six hun- 
dred, arose and departed out of Keilah, and went 
whithersoever they could go. A nd it was told Saul that D avid 
was escaped from Keilah; and he forbare to go forth. 
23:14 And David abode in the wilderness in strong holds, 
and remained in a mountain in the wilderness of Ziph. And 
Saul sought him every day, but God delivered him not into 
his hand. 

23:15 And David saw that Saul was come out to seek his 
hfe: and David was in the wilderness of Ziph in a wood. 
23:16 Andjonathan Saul's son arose, and wentto David into 
the wood, and strengthened his hand in God. 
23:17 And he said unto him. Fear not: for the hand of Saul 
my father shall not find thee; and thou shalt be king over 
Israel, and I shall be next unto thee; and that also Saul my 
father knoweth. 

23:18 And they two made a covenant before the LORD: and 
David abode in the wood, andjonathan went to his house. 
23:19 Then came up the Ziphites to Saul to Gibeah, saying, 
D oth not D avid hide himself with us in strong holds in the 
wood, in the hill of Hachilah, which is on the south of 
Jeshimon? 

23:20 Now therefore, king, come down according to all 
the desire of thy soul to come down; and our part shall be to 
deliver him into the king's hand. 

23:21 And Saul said. Blessed be ye of the LORD; for ye 
have compassion on me. 

23:22 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and know and see his 
place where his haunt is, and who hath seen him there: for it 
is told me that he dealeth very subtilly. 
23:23 See therefore, and take knowledge of all the lurking 
places where he hideth himself, and come ye again to me 
with the certainty, and I will go with you: and it shall come 
to pass, if he be in the land, that I will search him out through- 
out all the thousands of Judah. 

23:24 And they arose, and went to Ziph before Saul: but 
David and his men were in the wilderness of Maon, in the 
plain on the south of Jeshimon. 

23:25 Saul also and his men went to seek him. A nd they told 
David; wherefore he came down into a rock, and abode in 
the wilderness of Maon. And when Saul heard that, he pur- 
sued after D avid in the wilderness of M aon. 
23:26 A nd Saul went on this side of the mountain, and D avid 
and his men on that side of the mountain: and David made 
haste to get away for fear of Saul; for Saul and his men com- 
passed D avid and his men round about to take them. 
23:27 But there came a messenger unto Saul, saying. Haste 
thee, and come; for the Philistines have invaded the land. 
23:28 Wherefore Saul returned from pursuing after David, 
and went against the Philistines: therefore they called that 
place Selahammahlekoth. 

23:29 And D avid went up from thence, and dwelt in strong 
holds atEngedi. 

24:1 And it came to pass, when Saul was returned from 
following the Philistines, that it was told him, saying, B e- 
hold, David is in the wilderness of Engedi. 



24:2 Then Saul took three thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and went to seek D avid and his men upon the rocks of 
the wild goats. 

24:3 And he came to the sheepcotes by the way, where was a 
cave; and Saul went in to cover his feet: and David and his 
men remained in the sides of the cave. 
24:4And the men of David said unto him. Behold the day of 
which the LORD said unto thee. Behold, I will deliverthine 
enemy into thine hand, that thou may est do to him as it shall 
seem good unto thee. Then David arose, and cut off the skirt 
of Saul's robe privily. 

24:5Anditcameto pass afterward, that D avid's heart smote 
him, because he had cut off Saul's skirt. 
24: 6 A nd he said unto his men. The L ORD forbid that I should 
do this thing unto my master, the LORD 's anointed, to stretch 
forth mine hand against him, seeing he is the anointed of the 
LORD. 

24:7 So David stayed his servants with these words, and suf- 
fered them not to rise against Saul. But Saul rose up out of 
the cave, and went on his way. 

24:8 David also arose afterward, and went out of the cave, 
and cried after Saul, saying. My lord the king. And when 
Saul looked behind him, David stooped with his face to the 
earth, and bowed himself. 

24:9 And David said to Saul, Wherefore hearestthou men's 
words, saying. Behold, David seekeththy hurt? 
24:10 Behold, this day thine eyes have seen how that the 
LORD had delivered thee to day into mine hand in the cave: 
and some bade me kill thee: but mine eye spared thee; and I 
said, I will not put forth mine hand against my lord; for he is 
the LORD 's anointed. 

24:11 Moreover, my father, see, yea, see the skirt of thy robe 
in my hand: for in that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and 
killed thee not, know thou and see that there is neither evil 
nor transgression in mine hand, and I have not sinned against 
thee; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. 
24:12 The LORD judge between me and thee, and the LORD 
avenge me of thee: but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 
24:13 As saith the proverb of the ancients. Wickedness 
proceedeth from the wicked: but mine hand shall not be upon 
thee. 

24: 14 After whom is the king of Israel come out? afterwhom 
dost thou pursue? after a dead dog, after a flea. 
24:15 The LORD therefore be judge, and judge between me 
and thee, and see, and plead my cause, and deliver me out of 
thine hand. 

24: 16 And it came to pass, when David had made an end of 
speaking these words unto Saul, that Saul said. Is this thy 
voice, my son D avid? And Saul hfted up his voice, and wept. 
24:17Andhesaidto David, Thou art more righteous than I: 
for thou hast rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded 
thee evil. 

24: 18 A nd thou hast shewed this day how that thou hast dealt 
well with me: forasmuch as when the LORD had delivered 
me into thine hand, thou killedst me not 
24:19 For if a man find his enemy, will he let him go well 
away? wherefore the LORD reward thee good for that thou 
hast done unto me this day. 

24:20 And now, behold, I know well that thou shalt surely 
be king, and that the kingdom of Israel shall be established 
in thine hand. 
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24:21 Swear now therefore unto me by the LORD, that thou 
wilt not cut oft my seed after me, and that thou wilt not de- 
stroy my name out of my father's house. 
24:22 And David sware unto Saul. And Saul went home; but 
David and his men gat them up unto the hold. 
25:1 And Samuel died; and all the Israelites were gathered 
together, and lamented him, and buried him in his house at 
Ramah. And David arose, and went down to the wilderness 
of Paran. 

25:2 And there was a man in Maon, whose possessions were 
in Carmel; and the man was very great, and he had three 
thousand sheep, and a thousand goats: and he was shearing 
his sheep in Carmel. 

25:3 Now the name of the man was Nabal; and the name of 
his wife Abigail: and she was a woman of good understand- 
ing, and of a beautiful countenance: but the man was churl- 
ish and evil in his doings; and he was of the house of Caleb. 
25:4 And D avid heard in the wilderness that Nabal did shear 
his sheep. 

25:5 And David sent out ten young men, and David said 
unto the young men. Get you up to Carmel, and go to Nabal, 
and greet him in my name: 

25:6 And thus shall ye say to him that liveth in prosperity. 
Peace be both to thee, and peace be to thine house, and peace 
be unto all that thou hast. 

25:7 And now I have heard that thou hast shearers: now thy 
shepherds which were with us, we hurt them not, neither 
was there ought missing unto them, all the while they were 
in Carmel. 

25:8 Ask thy young men, and they will shew thee. Where- 
fore let the young men find favour in thine eyes: for we come 
in a good day: give, I pray thee, whatsoever cometh to thine 
hand unto thy servants, and to thy son David. 
25:9 A nd when D avid's young men came, they spake to Nabal 
according to all those words in the name of D avid, and ceased. 
25:10 And Nabal answered David's servants, and said. Who 
is David? and who is the son of Jesse? there be many ser- 
vants now a days that break away every man from his mas- 
ten 

25: 11 Shall I then take my bread, and my water, and my flesh 
that I have killed for my shearers, and give it unto men, whom 
I know not whence they be? 

25:12 So David's young men turned their way, and went again, 
and came and told him all those sayings. 
25:13 And David said unto his men. Gird ye on every man 
his sword. And they girded on every man his sword; and 
D avid also girded on his sword: and there went up after D avid 
about four hundred men; and two hundred abode by the stuff. 
25:14 But one of the young men told Abigail, Nabal's wife, 
saying, B ehold, D avid sent messengers out of the wilderness 
to salute our master; and he railed on them. 
25:15 Butthemen were very good unto us, and we were not 
hurt, neither missed we any thing, as long as we were con- 
versant with them, when we were in the fields: 
25:16 They were a wall unto us both by night and day, all the 
while we were with them keeping the sheep. 
25:17 Now therefore know and consider what thou wilt do; 
for evil is determined against our master, and against all his 
household: for he is such a son of Belial, that a man cannot 
speak to him. 
25:18 ThenAbigail made haste, and took two hundred loaves. 



and two bottles of wine, and five sheep ready dressed, and 
five measures of parched com, and an hundred clusters of 
raisins, and two hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on asses. 
25: 19 And she said unto her servants. Go on before me; be- 
hold, I come after you. B ut she told not her husband Nabal. 
25:20 And it was so, as she rode on the ass, that she came 
down by the covert on the hill, and, behold, David and his 
men came down against her; and she met them. 
25:21 Now David had said. Surely in vain have I kept all 
that this fellow hath in the wilderness, so that nothing was 
missed of all that pertained unto him: and he hath requited 
me evil for good. 

25:22 So and more also do God unto the enemies of David, 
if I leave of all that pertain to him by the morning light any 
that pisseth against the wall. 

25:23 And whenAbigail saw David, she hasted, and lighted 
off the ass, and fell before David on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, 

25:24 And fell at his feet and said. Upon me, my lord, upon 
me let this iniquity be: and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine audience, and hear the words of thine 
handmaid. 

25:25 Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard this man of Belial, 
even Nabal: for as his name is, so is he; Nabal is his name, 
and folly is with him: but I thine handmaid saw not the young 
men of my lord, whom thou didst send. 
25:26 Now therefore, my lord, as the LORD liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, seeing the LORD hath withholden thee from 
coming to shed blood, and from avenging thyself with thine 
own hand, now let thine enemies, and they that seek evil to 
my lord, be as Nabal. 

25:27 And now this blessing which thine handmaid hath 
brought unto my lord, let it even be given unto the young 
men that follow my lord. 

25:28 1 pray thee, forgive the trespass of thine handmaid: for 
the LORD will certainly make my lord a sure house; because 
my lord fighteth the battles of the LORD, and evil hath not 
been found in thee all thy days. 

25:29Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, and to seek thy soul: 
but the soul of my lord shall be bound in the bundle of life 
with the LORD thy God; and the souls of thine enemies, 
them shall he sling out as out of the middle of a sling. 
25:30 And it shall come to pass, when the LORD shall have 
done to my lord according to all the good that he hath spo- 
ken concerning thee, and shall have appointed thee ruler over 
Israel; 

25:31 That this shall be no grief unto thee, nor offence of 
heart unto my lord, either that thou hast shed blood cause- 
less, or that my lord hath avenged himself: but when the 
LORD shall have dealt well with my lord, then remember 
thine handmaid. 

25:32AndDavidsaidtoAbigail, Blessed be the LORD God 
of Israel, which sent thee this day to meet me: 
2 5 : 3 3 A nd blessed be thy advice, and blessed be thou, which 
hast kept me this day from coming to shed blood, and from 
avenging myself with mine own hand. 
25:34 For in very deed, as the LORD God of Israel liveth, 
which hath kept me back from hurting thee, except thou hadst 
hasted and come to meet me, surely there had not been left 
unto Nabal by the morning light any that pisseth against the 
wall. 
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25:35 So David received of her liand tliat wliicli slie liad 
brouglit liim, and said unto lier, G o up in peace to thine house; 
see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and have accepted thy 
person. 

25:36 And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, he held a 
teast in his house, like the teast ot a king; and Nabal's heart 
was meny within him, tor he was very drunken: wherefore 
she told him nothing, less or more, until the morning light. 
25:37 But it came to pass in the morning, when the wine was 
gone out of Nabal, and his wife had told him these things, 
that his heart died within him, and he became as a stone. 
25: 38 A nd it came to pass about ten days after, that the L RD 
smote Nabal, that he died. 

25:39 And when David heard that Nabal was dead, he said. 
Blessed be the LORD, that hath pleaded the cause of my 
reproach from the hand of Nabal, and hath kept his servant 
from evil: for the LORD hath returned the wickedness of 
Nabal upon his own head. And David sent and communed 
with A bigail, to take her to him to wife. 
25:40 And when the servants of David were come to Abigail 
to Carmel, they spake unto her, saying, David sent us unto 
thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

25:41 And she arose, and bowed herself on her face to the 
earth, and said, B ehold, let thine handmaid be a servant to 
wash the feet of the servants of my lord. 
25:42 And Abigail hasted, and arose and rode upon an ass, 
with five damsels of hers that went after her; and she went 
after the messengers of David, and became his wife. 
25:43 David also tookAhinoam of Jezreel; and they were 
also both of them his wives. 

25:44 But Saul had given Michal his daughter, David's wife, 
to Phalti the son of Laish, which was of Gallim. 
26:1 And the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gibeah, saying, 
D oth not D avid hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, which is 
before J eshimon? 

26:2 Then Saul arose, and went down to the wilderness of 
Ziph, having three thousand chosen men of Israel with him, 
to seek David in the wilderness of Ziph. 
26:3 And Saul pitched in the hill of Hachilah, which is be- 
fore J eshimon, by the way. But David abode in the wilder- 
ness, and he saw that Saul came after him into the wilder- 
ness. 

26:4 D avid therefore sent out spies, and understood that Saul 
was come in very deed. 

26:5 A nd D avid arose, and came to the place where Saul had 
pitched: and D avid beheld the place where Saul lay, and A bner 
the son of Ner, the captain of his host: and Saul lay in the 
trench, and the people pitched round about him. 
26:6 Then answered D avid and said to Ahimelech the Hittite, 
and to Abishai the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, saying. 
Who will go down with me to Saul to the camp? A nd A bishai 
said, I will go down with thee. 

26:7 So David and A bishai came to the people by night: and, 
behold, Saul lay sleeping within the trench, and his spear 
stuck in the ground at his bolster: but A bner and the people 
lay round about him. 

26:8 Then said Abishai to David, God hath delivered thine 
enemy into thine hand this day: now therefore let me smite 
him, I pray thee, with the spear even to the earth at once, and 
I will not smite him the second time. 
26:9 And David said to Abishai, Destroy him not: for who 



can stretch forth his hand against the LORD'S anointed, and 
be guiltless? 

26:10 David said furthermore. As the LORD liveth,theLORD 
shall smite him; or his day shall come to die; or he shall 
descend into battle, and perish. 

26:11 TheLORD forbid thati should stretch forth mine hand 
against the LORD 's anointed: but, I pray thee, take thou now 
the spear that is at his bolster, and the cruse of water, and let 
us go. 

26:12 So David took the spear and the cruse of water from 
Saul's bolster; and they gat them away, and no man saw it, 
nor knew it, neither awaked: for they were all asleep; be- 
cause a deep sleep from the LORD was fallen upon them. 
26:13 Then David went over to the other side, and stood on 
the top of an hill afar off; a great space being between them: 
26: 14 And D avid cried to the people, and to Abnerthe son of 
Ner, saying, Answerest thou not, Abner? Then Abner an- 
swered and said. Who art thou that criest to the king? 
26: 15 And David said to A bner. Art not thou a valiant man? 
and who is like to thee in Israel? wherefore then hast thou 
not kept thy lord the king? for there came one of the people 
in to destroy the king thy lord. 

26: 16 This tiling is not good that thou hast done. As the LORD 
liveth, ye are worthy to die, because ye have not kept your 
master, the L RD 's anointed. A nd now see where the king's 
spear is, and the cruse of water that was at his bolster 
26:17 And Saul knew David's voice, and said. Is this thy 
voice, my son David? And David said. It is my voice, my 
lord, king. 

26:18 And he said. Wherefore doth my lord thus pursue after 
his servant? for what have I done? or what evil is in mine 
hand? 

26:19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my lord the king hear 
the words of his servant. If the LORD have stirred thee up 
against me, let him accept an offering: but if they be the chil- 
dren of men, cursed be tiiey before the LORD; torthey have 
driven me out this day from abiding in the inheritance of the 
LORD, saying. Go, serve other gods. 
26:20 Now therefore, let not my blood fall to the earth be- 
fore the face of the LO RD : for the king of Israel is come out 
to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge in the moun- 
tains. 

26:21 Then said Saul, I have sinned: return, my son David: 
for I will no more do thee harm, because my soul was pre- 
cious in thine eyes this day: behold, I have played the fool, 
and have erred exceedingly. 

26:22 And D avid answered and said, B ehold the king's spear! 
and let one of the young men come over and fetch it. 
26:23 The LORD render to every man his righteousness and 
his faithfulness; for the LORD delivered thee into my hand 
to day, but I would not stretch forth mine hand against the 
LORD'S anointed. 

26:24 And, behold, as thy life was much set by this day in 
mine eyes, so let my life be much set by in the eyes of the 
LORD, and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. 
26:25 Then Saul said to David, Blessed be thou, my son 
D avid: thou shalt both do great things, and also shalt still 
prevail. So David went on his way, and Saul returned to his 
place. 

27:1 A nd D avid said in his heart, I shall now perish one day 
by the hand of Saul: there is nothing better for me than that I 
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should speedily escape into the land ot the Philistines; and 
Saul shall despair of me, to seek me any more in any coast of 
Israel: so shall I escape out of his hand. 
27:2 And David arose, and he passed over with the six hun- 
dred men that were with him unto A chish, the son of M aoch, 
king of Gath. 

27:3 And David dwelt with A chish at Gath, he and his men, 
every man with his household, even David with his two wives, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the Carmelitess, 
Nabal's wife. 

27:4 And it was told Saul that David was fled to Gath: and 
he sought no more again for him. 

27:5 And David said untoAchish, If I have now found grace 
in thine eyes, let them give me a place in some town in the 
country, that I may dwell there: for why should thy servant 
dwell in the royal city with thee? 

27:6 ThenAchish gave him Ziklag that day: wherefore Ziklag 
pertaineth unto the kings of Judah unto this day. 
27:7 And the time that David dwelt in the country of the 
Philistines was a full year and four months. 
27:8 And David and his men went up, and invaded the 
Geshurites, and the Gezrites, and the Amalekites: for those 
nations were of old the inhabitants of the land, as thou goest 
to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 
27:9 And David smote the land, and left neither man nor 
woman alive, and took away the sheep, and the oxen, and 
the asses, and the camels, and the apparel, and returned, and 
came to A chish. 

2 7: 1 A nd A chish said, W hither have ye made a road to day ? 
And David said. Against the south of Judah, and against tie 
south of the Jerahmeelites, and against the south of the 
Kenites. 

27:11 And David saved neither man nor woman alive, to 
bring tidings to Gath, saying. Lest they should tell on us, 
saying. So did D avid, and so will be his manner all the while 
he dwelleth in the country of the Philistines. 
27:12AndAchishbehevedDavid, saying. He hath made his 
people Israel utterly to abhor him; therefore he shall be my 
servant for ever 

28:1 And it came to pass in those days, that the Phihstines 
gathered their armies together for warfare, to fight with Is- 
rael. And A chish said unto David, K now thou assuredly, that 
thou shalt go out with me to battle, thou and thy men. 
28:2 A nd D avid said to A chish. Surely thou shalt know what 
thy servant can do. A nd A chish said to D avid. Therefore will 
I make thee keeper of mine head for even 
28:3 Now Samuel was dead, and all Israel had lamented him, 
and buried him in Ramah, even in his own city. And Saul 
had put away those that had familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the land. 

28:4 And the Philistines gathered themselves together, and 
came and pitched in Shunem: and Saul gathered all Israel 
together, and they pitched in Gilboa. 
28:5 And when Saul saw the host of the Philistines, he was 
afraid, and his heart greatly trembled. 
28:6 And when Saul enquiiBd of the LORD, the LORD an- 
swered him not, neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor by 
prophets. 

28:7 Then said Saul unto his servants. Seek me a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit, that I may go to her, and enquire of 
hen And his servants said to him. Behold, there is a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit at Endon 



28:8 And Saul disguised himself, and put on other raiment, 
and he went, and two men with him, and they came to the 
woman by night: and he said, I pray thee, divine unto me by 
the familiar spirit, and bring me him up, whom I shall name 
unto thee. 

28:9 And the woman said unto him. Behold, thou knowest 
what Saul hath done, how he hath cut off those that have 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of the land: wherefore 
then layest thou a snare for my life, to cause me to die? 
28:10 And Saul sware to her by the LORD, saying. As the 
LORD liveth, there shall no punishment happen to thee for 
this thing. 

28:11 Then said the woman. Whom shall I bring up unto 
thee? And he said. Bring me up Samuel. 
28:12 And when the woman saw Samuel, she cried with a 
loud voice: and the woman spake to Saul, saying. Why hast 
thou deceived me? for thou art Saul. 
28:13 And the king said unto her. Be not afraid: for what 
sawest thou? A nd the woman said unto Saul, I saw gods as- 
cending out of the earth. 

28:14 And he said unto her. What form is he of? And she 
said. An old man cometh up; and he is covered with a mantle. 
And Saul perceived that it was Samuel, and he stooped with 
his face to the ground, and bowed himself. 
28:15 And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou disquieted 
me, to bring me up? A nd Saul answered, I am sore distressed; 
for the Philistines make war against me, and G od is departed 
from me, and answereth me no more, neither by prophets, 
nor by dreams: therefore I have called thee, that thou mayest 
make known unto me what I shall do. 
28:16 Then said Samuel, Wherefore then dost thou ask of 
me, seeing the LORD is departed from thee, and is become 
thine enemy? 

28:17 And the LORD hath done to him, as he spake by me: 
for the LORD hath rent the kingdom out of thine hand, and 
given it to thy neighbour, even to D avid: 
28:18 Because thou obeyedst not the voice of the LORD, 
nor executedst his fierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore hath 
the LORD done this thing unto thee this day. 
28:19 Moreover the LORD will also deliver Israel with thee 
into the hand of the Philistines: and to morrow shalt thou 
and thy sons be with me: the LORD also shall deliver the 
host of Israel into the hand of the Philistines. 
28:20 Then Saul fell straightway all along on the earth, and 
was sore afraid, because of the words of Samuel: and there 
was no strength in him; for he had eaten no bread all the day, 
nor all the night. 

28:21 And the woman came unto Saul, and saw that he was 
sore troubled, and said unto him. Behold, thine handmaid 
hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put my life in my hand, 
and have hearkened unto thy words which thou spakest unto 
me. 

28:22 Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken thou also unto the 
voice of thine handmaid, and let me set a morsel of bread 
before thee; and eat, that thou mayest have strength, when 
thou goest on thy way. 

28:23 But he refused, and said, I will not eat But his ser- 
vants, together with the woman, compelled him; and he hear- 
kened unto their voice. So he arose from the earth, and sat 
upon the bed. 
28:24 And the woman had a fat calf in the house; and she 
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hasted, and killed it, and took flour, and kneaded it, and did 
bake unleavened bread thereof: 

28:25 And she brought it before Saul, and before his ser- 
vants; and they did eat. Then they rose up, and went away 
that night. 

29:1 Now the Philistines gathered together all their armies 
to Aphek: and the Israelites pitched by a fountain which is in 
Jezreel. 

29:2 And the lords of the Philistines passed on by hundreds, 
and by thousands: but David and his men passed on in the 
rereward with A chish. 

29:3 Then said the princes of the Philistines, What do these 
Hebrews here? And A chish said unto the princes of the Phi- 
listines, Is not this David, the servant of Saul the king of 
Israel, which hath been with me these days, or these years, 
and I have found no fault in him since he fell unto me unto 
this day? 

29:4 And the princes of the Philistines were wroth with him; 
and the princes of the Philistines said unto him. Make this 
fellow return, that he may go again to his place which thou 
hast appointed him, and let him not go down with us to battle, 
lest in the battle he be an adversary to us: for wherewith 
should he reconcile himself unto his master? should it not be 
with the heads of these men? 

29:5 Is not this David, of whom they sang one to another in 
dances, saying, Saul slew his thousands, and D avid his ten 
thousands? 

29:6 Then Achish called David, and said unto him. Surely, 
as the LORD liveth, thou hast been upright, and thy going 
out and thy coming in with me in the host is good in my 
sight: for I have not found evil in thee since the day of thy 
coming unto me unto this day: nevertheless the lords favour 
thee not. 

29:7 Wherefore now return, and go in peace, that thou dis- 
please not the lords of the Philistines. 
29:8 And David said unto Achish, But what have I done? 
and what hast thou found in thy servant so long as I have 
been with thee unto this day, that I may not go fight against 
the enemies of my lord the king? 

29:9 And Achish answered and said to David, I know that 
thou art good in my sight, as an angel of God: notwithstand- 
ing the princes of the Philistines have said. He shall not go 
up with us to the battle. 

29:10 Wherefore now rise up early in the morning with thy 
master's servants that are come with thee: and as soon as ye 
be up early in the morning, and have light, depart 
29:11 So David and his men rose up early to depart in the 
morning, to return into the land of the Philistines. And the 
Philistines went up to Jezreel. 

30:1 And it came to pass, when David and his men were 
come to Ziklag on the third day, that the A malekites had in- 
vaded the south, and Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag, and burned 
it with fire; 

30:2 And had taken the women captives, that were therein: 
they slew not any, either great or small, but carried them 
away, and went on their way. 

30:3 So David and his men came to the city, and, behold, it 
was burned with fire; and their wives, and their sons, and 
their daughters, were taken captives. 
30:4 Then D avid and the people that were with him lifted up 
their voice and wept, until they had no more power to weep. 



30:5 And David's two wives were taken captives, Ahinoam 
thejezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite. 
30:6 And David was greatly distressed; forthe people spake 
of stoning him, because the soul of all the people was grieved, 
every man for his sons and for his daughters: but David en- 
couraged himself in the LORD his God. 
30 : 7 A nd D avid said to A biathar the priest, A himelech's son, 
I pray thee, bringmehithertheephod.AndAbiathar brought 
thither the ephod to David. 

30:8 And David enquired at the LORD, saying. Shall I pur- 
sue after this troop? shall I overtake them? And he answered 
him. Pursue: for thou shalt surely overtake them, and with- 
out fail recover all. 

30:9 So David went, he and the six hundred men that were 
with him, and came to the brook Besor, where those that 
were left behind stayed. 

30:10 But David pursued, he and four hundred men: for two 
hundred abode behind, which were so faint that they could 
not go over the brook Besor 

30:11 And they found an Egyptian in the field, and brought 
him to D avid, and gave him bread, and he did eat; and they 
made him drink water; 

30:12 And they gave him a piece of a cake of figs, and two 
clusters of raisins: and when he had eaten, his spirit came 
again to him: for he had eaten no bread, nor drunk any water, 
three days and three nights. 

30:13 And David said unto him. To whom belongest thou? 
and whence art thou? And he said, I am a young man of 
Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and my master left me, be- 
cause three days agone I fell sick. 

30:14 We made an invasion upon the south of the Cherethites, 
and upon the coast which belongeth to Judah, and upon the 
south of Caleb; and we burned Ziklag with fire. 
30: 15 And D avid said to him. Canst thou bring me down to 
this company? And he said. Swear unto me by God, that thou 
wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me into the hands of my 
master, and I will bring thee down to this company. 
30:16 And when he had brought him down, behold, they 
were spread abroad upon all the earth, eating and drinking, 
and dancing, because of all the great spoil that they had taken 
out of the land of the Philistines, and out of the land of Judah. 
30:17 And David smote them from the twihght even unto 
the evening of the next day: and there escaped not a man of 
them, save four hundred young men, which rode upon cam- 
els, and fled. 

30:18 And David recovered all that the A malekites had car- 
ried away: and David rescued his two wives. 
30: 19 And there was nothing lacking to them, neither small 
nor great, neither sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor any 
thing that they had taken to them: David recovered all. 
30:20 And David took all the flocks and the herds, which 
they drave before those other cattle, and said. This is D avid's 
spoil. 

30:21 And David came to the two hundred men, which were 
so faint that they could not follow David, whom they had 
made also to abide at the brook B esor: and they went forth to 
meet David, and to meet the people that were with him: and 
when David came near to the people, he saluted them. 
30:22 Then answered all the wicked men and men of Belial, 
of those that went with David, and said. Because they went 
not with us, we will not give them ought of the spoil that we 
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have recovered, save to every man his wife and his children, 
that they may lead them away, and depart. 
30:23 Then said D avid. Ye shall not do so, my brethren, with 
that which the LORD hath given us, who hath preserved us, 
and delivered the company that came against us into our hand. 
30:24 For who will hearken unto you in this matter? but as 
his part is that goeth down to the battle, so shall his part be 
that tarrieth by the stuff: they shall part alike. 
30:25 And it was so from that day forward, that he made it a 
statute and an ordinance for Israel unto this day. 
30:26 And when David came to Ziklag, he sent of the spoil 
unto the elders of Judah, even to his friends, saying. Behold 
a present for you of the spoil of the enemies of the LORD; 
30:27 To them which were in B ethel, and to them which were 
in south Ramoth, and to them which were in Jattir, 
30:28 And to them which were in A roer, and to them which 
were in Siphmoth, and to them which were in Eshtemoa, 
30:29 And to them which were in Rachal, and to them which 
were in the cities of the Jerahmeelites, and to them which 
were in the cities of the Kenites, 

30 : 30 A nd to them which were in H ormah, and to them which 
were in Chorashan, and to them which were in Athach, 
30:31 And to them which were in Hebron, and to all the 
places where D avid himself and his men were wont to haunt. 
31:1 Now the Philistines fought against Israel: and the men 
of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell down slain 
in mount Gilboa. 

31:2 And the Philistines followed hard upon Saul and upon 
his sons; and the Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, 
and Melchishua, Saul's sons. 

31:3 And the battle went sore against Saul, and the archers 
hit him; and he was sore wounded of the archers. 
31:4 Then said Saul unto his armourbearer, D raw thy sword, 
and thrust me through therewith; lest these uncircumcised 
come and thrust me through, and abuse me. But his 
armourbearer would not; for he was sore afraid. Therefore 
Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. 
31:5 And when his armourbearer saw that Saul was dead, he 
fell likewise upon his sword, and died with him. 
31:6 So Saul died, and his three sons, and his armourbearer, 
and all his men, that same day together 
31:7 And when the men of Israel that were on the other side 
of the valley, and they that were on the other side Jordan, 
saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons 
were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the Philis- 
tines came and dwelt in them. 

31:8 And it came to pass on the morrow, when the Philis- 
tines came to strip the slain, that they found Saul and his 
three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

31:9 And they cut off his head, and stripped off his armour, 
and sent into the land of the Philistines round about, to pub- 
lish it in the house of their idols, and among the people. 
31:10 And they put his armour in the house of Ashtaroth: 
and they fastened his body to the wall of Bethshan. 
31 : 11 A nd when the inhabitants of J abeshgilead heard of that 
which the Philistines had done to Saul; 
31:12 All the valiant men arose, and went all night, and took 
the body of Saul and the bodies of his sons from the wall of 
Bethshan, and came to Jabesh, and burnt them there. 
31:13 And they took their bones, and buried them under a 
tree at Jabesh, and fasted seven days. 



II SAMUEL 



1:1 Now it came to pass after the death of Saul, when David 
was returned from the slaughter of the A malekites, and David 
had abode two days in Ziklag; 

1:2 It came even to pass on the third day, that, behold, a man 
came out of the camp from Saul with his clothes rent, and 
earth upon his head: and so it was, when he came to David, 
that he fell to the earth, and did obeisance. 
1:3 And David said unto him. From whence comest thou? 
And he said unto him. Out of the camp of Israel am I es- 
caped. 

1:4 And David said unto him. How went the matter? I pray 
thee, tell me. A nd he answered. That the people are fled from 
the battle, and many of the people also are fallen and dead; 
and Saul and Jonathan his son are dead also. 
1:5 And David said unto the young man that told him. How 
knowest thou that Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 
1 : 6 A nd the young man that told him said, A s I happened by 
chance upon mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon his 
spear; and, lo, the chariots and horsemen followed hard after 
him. 

1:7 And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and called 
unto me. And I answered. Here am I. 
1:8 And he said unto me. Who art thou? And I answered 
him, I am anAmalekite. 

1:9 He said unto me again. Stand, I pray thee, upon me, and 
slay me: for anguish is come upon me, because my life is yet 
whole in me. 

1:10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, because I was sure 
that he could not live after that he was fallen: and I took the 
crown that was upon his head, and the bracelet that was on 
his arm, and have brought them hither unto my lord. 
1:11 Then David took hold on his clothes, and rent them; 
and likewise all the men that were with him: 
1: 12 And they mourned, and wept, and fasted until even, for 
Saul, and for Jonathan his son, and for the people of the 
LORD, and for the house of Israel; because they were fallen 
by the sword. 

1:13 And David said unto the young man that told him. 
Whence art thou? And he answered, I am the son of a stranger, 
anAmalekite. 

1:14 And D avid said unto him. How wast thou not afraid to 
stretch forth thine hand to destroy the LORD'S anointed? 
1:15 And David called one of the young men, and said. Go 
near, and fall upon him. A nd he smote him that he died. 
1:16 And David said unto him. Thy blood be upon thy head; 
for thy mouth hath testified against thee, saying, I have slain 
the LORD'S anointed. 

1:17 And David lamented with this lamentation over Saul 
and overjonathan his son: 

1: 18 (Also he bade them teach the children of Judah the use 
of the bow: behold, it is written in the book of Jasher) 
1:19 The beauty of Israel is slain upon thy high places: how 
are the mighty fallen! 

1:20 Tell itnotin Gath, publish it not in the streets of Askelon; 
lest the daughters of the Philistines rejoice, lest the daugh- 
ters of the uncircumcised triumph. 
1 : 2 1 Ye mountains of G ilboa, let there be no dew, neither let 
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there be rain, upon you, nor fields ot offerings: for there the 
shield of the mighty is vilely cast away, the shield of Saul, • 
as though he had not been anointed with oil. 
1:22 From the blood of the slain, from the fat of the mighty, 
the bow of Jonathan turned not back, and the sword of Saul 
returned not empty. 

1:23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and pleasant in their 
lives, and in their death they were not divided: they were 
swifter than eagles, they were stronger than lions. 
1:24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over Saul, who clothed 
you in scarlet, with other delights, who put on ornaments of 
gold upon your apparel. 

1:25 How are the mighty fallen in the midst of the battle! 
Jonathan, thou wast slain in thine high places. 
1:26 1 am distressed forthee, my brotherjonathan: very pleas- 
ant hast thou been unto me: thy love to me was wonderful, 
passing the love of women. 

1:27 How are the mighty fallen, and the weapons of war per- 
ished! 

2:1 Anditcametopass after this, that D avid enquired of the 
LORD, saying. Shall I go up into any of the cities of Judah? 
And the LORD said unto him. Go up. And David said. 
Whither shall I go up? And he said. Unto Hebron. 
2:2 So David went up thither, and his two wives also, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail Nabal's wife the 
Carmelite. 

2:3 And his men that were with him did David bring up, 
every man with his household: and they dwelt in the cities of 
Hebron. 

2:4 And the men of Judah came, and there they anointed 
David king over the house of Judah. And they told David, 
saying. That the men of Jabeshgilead were they that buried 
Saul. 

2 : 5 A nd D avid sent messengers unto the men of J abeshgilead, 
and said unto them, B lessed be ye of the LORD, that ye have 
shewed this kindness unto your lord, even unto Saul, and 
have buried him. 

2:6 And now the LORD shew kindness and truth unto you: 
and I also will requite you this kindness, because ye have 
done this' thing. 

2:7 Therefore now letyour hands be strengthened, and be ye 
valiant: for your master Saul is dead, and also the house of 
Judah have anointed me king over them. 
2:8 But Abner the son of Ner, captain of Saul's host, took 
Ishbosheth the son of Saul, and brought him over to 
Mahanaim; 

2:9 And made him king overGilead, and overtheAshurites, 
and overjezreel, and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, and 
overall Israel. 

2:10 Ishbosheth Saul's son was forty years old when he be- 
gan to reign over I srael, and reigned two years. B ut the house 
of Judah followed D avid. 

2:11 And the time that David was king in Hebron over the 
house of Judah was seven years and six months. 
2: 12 A nd A bnerthe son of Ner, and the servants of Ishbosheth 
the son of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to Gibeon. 
2:13 Andjoab the son of Zeruiah, and the servants of David, 
went out, and met together by the pool of Gibeon: and they 
sat down, the one on the one side of the pool, and the other 
on the other side of the pool. 

2 : 14 A nd A bner said to J oab, L et the young men now arise, 
and play before us. A nd J oab said, L et them arise. 



2:15 Then there arose and went over by number twelve of 
Benjamin, which pertained to Ishbosheth the son of Saul, 
and twelve of the servants of D avid. 
2:16 And they caught every one his fellow by the head, and 
thrust his sword in his fellow's side; so they fell down to- 
gether: wherefore that place was called Helkathhazzurim, 
which is in Gibeon. 

2:17 And there was a very sore battle that day; and Abner 
was beaten, and the men of Israel, before the servants of 
David. 

2:18 And there were three sons of Zeruiah there, J oab, and 
Abishai, and Asahel: and Asahel was as light of foot as a 
wild roe. 

2:19 And Asahel pursued after A bner; and in going he turned 
not to the right hand nor to the left from following Abner 
2:20 Then Abner looked behind him, and said. Art thou 
Asahel? And he answered, I am. 

2:21 And Abner said to him. Turn thee aside to thy right 
hand or to thy left, and lay thee hold on one of the young 
men, and take thee his armour But Asahel would not turn 
aside from following of him. 

2:22 And Abner said again to Asahel, Turn thee aside from 
following me: wherefore should I smite thee to the ground? 
how then should I hold up my face to J oab thy brother? 
2 : 2 3 H owbeit he refused to turn aside: wherefore A bner with 
the hinder end of the spear smote him under the fifth rib, that 
the spear came out behind him; and he fell down there, and 
died in the same place: and it came to pass, that as many as 
came to the place where Asahel fell down and died stood 
still. 

2:24 Joab also and Abishai pursued afterAbner: and the sun 
went down when they were come to the hill of Ammah, that 
lieth before Giah by the way of the wilderness of Gibeon. 
2:25 And the children of Benjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether afterAbner, and became one troop, and stood on the 
top of an hill. 

2:26 Then Abner called to Joab, and said. Shall the sword 
devour for ever? knowest thou not that it will be bitterness 
in the latter end? how long shall it be then, ere thou bid the 
people return from following their brethren? 
2:27 Andjoab said. As God liveth, unless thou hadst spo- 
ken, surely then in the morning the people had gone up ev- 
ery one from following his brother 
2:28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all the people stood still, 
and pursued after Israel no more, neither fought they any 
more. 

2:29 And Abner and his men walked all that night through 
the plain, and passed over Jordan, and went through all 
Bithron, and they came to Mahanaim. 
2 : 30 A nd J oab returned from following A bnen and when he 
had gathered all the people together, there lacked of David's 
servants nineteen men and Asahel. 

2:31 Buttheservantsof David had smitten of Benjamin, and 
of Abner's men, so that three hundred and threescore men 
died. 

2:32 And they took up Asahel, and buried him in the sepul- 
chre of his father, which was in Bethlehem. And Joab and 
his men went all night, and they came to Hebron at break of 
day. 

3:1 Now there was long war between the house of Saul and 
the house of D avid: but D avid waxed stronger and stronger, 
and the house of Saul waxed weaker and weaker. 
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3:2 And unto David were sons bom in Hebron: and his first- 
bom was Amnon, otAliinoam tliejezreelitess; 
3:3 And liis second, Cliileab, ot Abigail the wife ot Nabal 
the Carmelite; and the third, Absalom the son ot Maacah the 
daughter ot Talmai king of Geshur; 
3:4 And the fourth, Adonijah the son of Haggith; and the 
fifth, Shephatiah the son of Abital; 
3:5 And the sixth, Ithream, by Eglah David's wife. These 
were bom to David in Hebron. 

3:6 And it came to pass, while there was war between the 
house of Saul and the house of David, that Abner made him- 
self strong for the house of Saul. 

3:7 And Saul had a concubine, whose name was Rizpah, the 
daughter of Aiah: and Ishbosheth said to Abner, Wherefore 
hast thou gone in unto my father's concubine? 
3:8 Then wasAbnerveiy wroth forthe words of Ishbosheth, 
and said. Am I a dog's head, which against Judah do shew 
kindness this day unto the house of Saul thy father, to his 
brethren, and to his friends, and have not delivered thee into 
the hand of David, that thou chargest me to day with a fault 
conceming this woman? 

3:9 So do God to Abner, and more also, except, as the LORD 
hath sworn to David, even so I do to him; 
3:10 To translate the kingdom from the house of Saul, and to 
set up the throne of David over Israel and over Judah, from 
Dan even to Beersheba. 

3:11 And he could not answer Abner a word again, because 
he feared him. 

3: 1 2 A nd A bner sent messengers to D avid on his behalf, say- 
ing. Whose is the land? saying also. Make thy league with 
me, and, behold, my hand shall be with thee, to bring about 
all Israel unto thee. 

3:13 And he said. Well; I will make a league with thee: but 
one thing I require of thee, that is. Thou shalt not see my 
face, except thou first bring Michal Saul's daughter, when 
thou comest to see my face. 

3:14 And David sent messengers to Ishbosheth Saul's son, 
saying, D eliver me my wife M ichal, which I espoused to me 
for an hundred foreskins of the Philistines. 
3:15 And Ishbosheth sent, and took her from her husband, 
even from Phaltiel the son of Laish. 
3:16 And her husband went with her along weeping behind 
her to Bahurim. Then said A bner unto him. Go, retum. And 
he returned. 

3:17 And Abner had communication with the elders of Is- 
rael, saying. Ye sought for David in times past to be king 
over you: 

3:18 Now then do it: forthe LORD hath spoken of David, 
saying. By the hand of my servant D avid I will save my people 
Israel out of the hand of the Philistines, and out of the hand 
of all their enemies. 

3: 19 AndAbner also spake in the ears of Benjamin: and Abner 
went also to speak in the ears of David in Hebron all that 
seemed good to Israel, and that seemed good to the whole 
house of Benjamin. 

3:20 So Abner came to David to Hebron, and twenty men 
with him. And David made Abner and the men that were 
with him a feast. 

3:2 1 A nd A bner said unto D avid, I will arise and go, and will 
gather all Israel unto my lord the king, that they may make a 
league with thee, and that thou mayest reign over all that 



thine heart desireth. A nd D avid sent A bner away; and he went 
in peace. 

3:22 And, behold, the servants of David andjoab came from 
pursuing a troop, and brought in a great spoil with them: but 
Abner was not with David in Hebron; for he had sent him 
away, and he was gone in peace. 

3:23 When Joab and all the host that was with him were 
come, they told Joab, saying, A bner the son of Ner came to 
the king, and he hath sent him away, and he is gone in peace. 
3:24 Then Joab came to the king, and said. What hast thou 
done? behold, A bner came unto thee; why is it that thou hast 
sent him away, and he is quite gone? 
3:25 Thou knowest Abner the son of Ner, that he came to 
deceive thee, and to know thy going out and thy coming in, 
and to know all that thou doest 

3:26 And when Joab was come out from David, he sent mes- 
sengers after Abner, which brought him again from the well 
of Sirah: but David knew it not. 

3:27 And when Abner was returned to Hebron, Joab took 
him aside in the gate to speak with him quietly, and smote 
him there under the fifth rib, that he died, for the blood of 
Asahel his brother 

3:28 And afterward when David heard it, he said, I and my 
kingdom are guiltless before the LORD for ever from the 
blood of A bner the son of Ner: 

3:29 Let it rest on the head of Joab, and on all his father's 
house; and let there not fail from the house of Joab one that 
hath an issue, or that is a leper, or that leaneth on a staff, or 
that falleth on the sword, or that lacketh bread. 
3:30 So Joab, and Abishai his brother slew Abner, because 
he had slain their brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 
3:31 And David said to Joab, and to all the people that were 
with him. Rend your clothes, and gird you with sackcloth, 
and moum before Abner And king David himself followed 
the bier 

3:32 And they buried Abner in Hebron: and the king lifted 
up his voice, and wept at the grave of Abner; and all the 
people wept. 

3:33And the king lamented overAbner, and said, DiedAbner 
as a fool dieth? 

3:34 Thy hands were not bound, nor thy feet put into fetters: 
as a man falleth before wicked men, so fellest thou. And all 
the people wept again over him. 

3:35 And when all the people came to cause David to eat 
meat while it was yet day, D avid sware, saying. So do G od to 
me, and more also, if I taste bread, or ought else, till the sun 
be down. 

3:36 And all the people took notice of it, and it pleased them: 
as whatsoever the king did pleased all the people. 
3:37 For all the people and all Israel understood that day 
that it was not of the king to slay Abner the son of Ner 
3:38 And the king said unto his servants. Know ye not that 
there is a prince and a great man fallen this day in Israel? 
3:39 And I am this day weak, though anointed king; and 
these men the sons of Zeraiah be too hard tor me: the LORD 
shall reward the doer of evil according to his wickedness. 
4:1 And when Saul's son heard that Abner was dead in 
Hebron, his hands were feeble, and all the Israelites were 
troubled. 

4:2 And Saul's son had two men that were captains of bands: 
the name of the one was B aanah, and the name ot the other

Rechab, the sons ot Rimmon a Beerothite, ot the children ot 
Benjamin: (forBeeroth also was reckoned to Benjamin. 
4:3 And the B eerothites tied to Gittaim, and were sojourners 
there until this day.) 

4:4 And Jonathan, Saul's son, had a son that was lame ot his 
feet. He was five years old when the tidings came of Saul 
and Jonathan out of Jezreel, and his nurse took him up, and 
fled: and it came to pass, as she made haste to flee, that he 
fell, and became lame. And his name was Mephibosheth. 
4:5 And the sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, Rechab and 
Baanah, went and came about the heat of the day to the 
house of Ishbosheth, who lay on a bed at noon.

4:9 And David answered Rechab and Baanah his brother, 
the sons of Rimmon the Beerothite, and said unto them. As 
the LORD liveth, who hath redeemed my soul out of all ad- 
versity, 

4:10 When one told me, saying. Behold, Saul is dead, think- 
ing to have brought good tidings, I took hold of him, and 
slew him in Ziklag, who thought that I would have given 
him a reward for his tidings: 

4:11 How much more, when wicked men have slain a righ- 
teous person in his own house upon his bed? shall I not there- 
fore now require his blood of your hand, and take you away 
from the earth? 

4:12 And David commanded his young men, and they slew 
them, and cut off their hands and their feet, and hanged them 
up over the pool in Hebron. But they took the head of 
Ishbosheth, and buried it in the sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 
5:1 Then came all the tribes of Israel to David unto Hebron, 
and spake, saying. Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. 
5:2 Also in time past, when Saul was king over us, thou wast 
he that leddest out and broughtest in Israel: and the LORD 
said to thee. Thou shalt feed my people Israel, and thou shalt 
be a captain over Israel. 

5:3 So all the elders of Israel came to the king to Hebron; 
and king David made a league with them in Hebron before 
the LORD: and they anointed David king over Israel. 
5:4 D avid was thirty years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned forty years. 

5:5 In Hebron he reigned over Judah seven years and six 
months: and in Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three years 
overall Israel and Judah. 

5:6 And the king and his men went to Jerusalem unto the 
Jebusites, the inhabitants of the land: which spake unto D avid, 
saying. Except thou take away the blind and the lame, thou 
shalt not come in hither: thinking, David cannot come in 
hither 

5:7 Nevertheless David took the strong hold of Zion: the 
same is the city of D avid. 



5:8 And David said on that day. Whosoever getteth up to the 
gutter, and smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame and the blind 
that are hated of David's soul, he shall be chief and captain. 
Wherefore they said. The blind and the lame shall not come 
into the house. 

5:9 So D avid dwelt in the fort, and called it the city of D avid. 
And David built round about from Millo and inward. 
5:10 And David went on, and grew great and the LORD 
God of hosts was with him. 

5: 11 And Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to D avid, and 
cedar trees, and carpenters, and masons: and they built D avid 
an house.' 

5:12 And David perceived that the LORD had established 
him king over Israel, and that he had exalted his kingdom 
for his people Israel's sake. 

5:13 And David took him more concubines and wives out of 
Jerusalem, after he was come from Hebron: and there were 
yet sons and daughters bom to D avid. 
5:14 And these be the names of those that were bom unto 
him in Jemsalem; Shammuah, and Shobab, and Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

5:15 Ibharalso, and Elishua, and Nepheg, andjaphia, 
5:16 And Elishama, and Eliada, and Eliphalet. 
5:17 But when the Philistines heard that they had anointed 
David king over Israel, all the Philistines came up to seek 
David; and David heard of it, and went down to the hold. 
5: 18 The Philistines also came and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rephaim. 

5:19AndDavidenquiredof the LORD, saying. Shall I go up 
to the Philistines? wilt thou deliver them into mine hand? 
And the LORD said unto David, Go up: for I will doubtless 
deliver the Philistines into thine hand. 
5:20AndDavidcameto Baalperazim, and D avid smote them 
there, and said. The LORD hath broken forth upon mine 
enemies before me, as the breach of waters. Therefore he 
called the name of that place Baalperazim. 
5: 2 1 A nd there they left their images, and D avid and his men 
bumed them. 

5:22 And the Philistines came up yet again, and spread them- 
selves in the valley of Rephaim. 

5:23 And when David enquired of the LORD, he said. Thou 
shalt not go up; but fetch a compass behind them, and come 
upon them over against the mulbeny trees. 
5:24 And let it be, when thou hearest the sound of a going in 
the tops of the mulbeny trees, that then thou shalt bestir thy- 
self: for then shall the LORD go out before thee, to smite the 
host of the Philistines. 

5:25 And David did so, as the LORD had commanded him; 
and smote the Philistines from G eba until thou come to G azer 
6:1 Again, David gathered together all the chosen men of 
Israel, thirty thousand. 

6 : 2 A nd D avid arose, and went with all the people that were 
with him from Baale of Judah, to bring up from thence the 
ark of God, whose name is called by the name of the LORD 
of hosts that dwelleth between the chembims. 
6:3 And they set the ark of God upon a new cart, and brought 
it out of the house of A binadab that was in G ibeah: and Uzzah 
andAhio, the sons of Abinadab, drave the new cart.« 
6:4 And they brought it out of the house of A binadab which 
wasatGibeah, accompanying the ark of God: andAhio went 
before the ark. 
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6:5 And David and all the house of Israel played before the 
LORD on all manner of instruments made of fir wood, even 
on harps, and on psalteries, and on timbrels, and on comets, 
and on cymbals. 

6:6 And when they came to Nachon's threshingfloor, Uzzah 
put forth his hand to the ark of God, and took hold of it; for 
the oxen shook it. 

6:7 And the anger of the LORD was kindled against Uzzah; 
and God smote him there for his error; and there he died by 
the ark of God. 

6:8 A nd D avid was displeased, because the L RD had made 
a breach upon Uzzah: and he called the name of the place 
Perezuzzah to this day. 

6:9 And David was afraid of the LORD that day, and said. 
How shall the ark of the LORD come to me? 
6:10 So David would not remove the ark of the LORD unto 
him into the city of David: but D avid carried it aside into the 
house of Obededom the Gittite. 

6:11 And the ark of the LORD continued in the house of 
Obededom the Gittite three months: and the LORD blessed 
Obededom, and all his household. 

6:12 And it was told king David, saying. The LORD hath 
blessed the house of Obededom, and all that pertaineth unto 
him, because of the ark of God. So David went and brought 
up the ark of God from the house of Obededom into the city 
of David with gladness. 

6:13 And it was so, that when they that bare the ark of the 
LORD had gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen and fatlings. 
6: 14 A nd D avid danced before the L RD with all his might; 
and D avid was girded with a linen ephod. 
6:15 So David and all the house of Israel brought up the ark 
of the LORD with shouting, and with the sound of the trum- 
pet. 

6: 16 And as the ark of the LORD came into the city of David, 
Michal Saul's daughter looked through a window, and saw 
king David leaping and dancing before the LORD; and she 
despised him in her heart 

6:17 And they brought in the ark of the LORD, and set it in 
his place, in the midst of the tabernacle that D avid had pitched 
for it: and D avid offered burnt offerings and peace offerings 
befoiB the LORD. 

6: 18 A nd as soon as D avid had made an end of offering burnt 
offerings and peace offerings, he blessed the people in the 
name of the LORD of hosts. 

6:19 And he dealt among all the people, even among the 
whole multitude of Israel, as well to the women as men, to 
every one a cake of bread, and a good piece of flesh, and a 
flagon of wine. So all the people departed every one to his 
house. 

6: 20 Then D avid returned to bless his household. A nd M ichal 
the daughter of Saul came out to meet D avid, and said. How 
glorious was the king of Israel to day, who uncovered him- 
self to day in the eyes of the handmaids of his servants, as 
one of the vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth himself! 
6:21 And David said unto Michal, It was before the LORD, 
which chose me before thy father, and before all his house, 
to appoint me ruler over the people of the LORD, over Is- 
rael: therefore will I play before the LORD. 
6:22 And I will yet be more vile than thus, and will be base 
in mine own sight: and of the maidservants which thou hast 
spoken of, of them shall I be had in honour. 



6:23 Therefore Michal the daughter of Saul had no child 
unto the day of her death. 

7:1 And it came to pass, when the king sat in his house, and 
the LORD had given him rest round about from all his en- 
emies; 

7:2 That the king said unto Nathan the prophet. See now, I 
dwell in an house of cedar, but the ark of G od dwelleth within 
curtains.' 

7:3 And Nathan said to the king. Go, do all that is in thine 
heart; for the LORD is with thee. 

7:4 A nd it came to pass that night, that the word of the L RD 
came unto Nathan, saying, 

7:5 Go and tell my servant David, Thus saith the LORD, 
Shalt thou build me an house for me to dwell in? 
7:6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any house since the time 
that I brought up the children of Israel out of Egypt, even to 
this day, but have walked in a tent and in a tabernacle. 
7:7 In all the places wherein I have walked with all the chil- 
dren of Israel spake I a word with any of the tribes of Israel, 
whom I commanded to feed my people Israel, saying. Why 
build ye not me an house of cedar? 
7:8 Now therefore so shalt thou say unto my servant D avid. 
Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I took thee from the sheepcote, 
from following the sheep, to be ruler over my people, over 
Israel: 

7:9 And I was with thee whithersoever thou wentest, and 
have cut off all thine enemies out of thy sight, and have made 
thee a great name, like unto the name of the great men that 
are in the earth. 

7:10 Moreover I will appoint a place for my people Israel, 
and will plant them, that they may dwell in a place of their 
own, and move no more; neither shall the children of wick- 
edness afflict them any more, as beforetime, 
7:11 And as since the time that I commanded judges to be 
over my people Israel, and have caused thee to rest from all 
thine enemies. Also the LORD telleth thee that he will make 
thee an house. 

7:12 And when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers, I will set up thy seed after thee, which shall 
proceed out of thy bowels, and I will establish his kingdom. 
7:13 He shall build an house formy name, and I will stablish 
the throne of his kingdom for even 
7:141 will be his father, and he shall be my son. If he commit 
iniquity, I will chasten him with the rod of men, and with the 
stripes of the children of men: 

7: 15 B ut my mercy shall not depart away from him, as I took 
it from Saul, whom I put away before thee. 
7:16 And thine house and thy kingdom shall be established 
for ever before thee: thy throne shall be established for ever 
7:17 According to all these words, and according to all this 
vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 
7:18 Then went king David in, and sat before the LORD, 
and he said, W ho am I, L ord GOD? and what is my house, 
that thou hast brought me hitherto? 
7:19 And this was yet a small thing in thy sight, Lord 
GOD; but thou hast spoken also of thy servant's house for a 
great while to come. And is this the manner of man, Lord 
GOD? 

7:20 And what can David say more unto thee? for thou. Lord 
GOD, kno west thy servant. 
7:21 For thy word's sake, and according to thine own heart. 
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hast thou done all these great things, to make thy servant 
know them. 

7:22 Wherefore thou art great, LORD God: tor there is 
none like thee, neither is there any God beside thee, accord- 
ing to all that we have heard with our ears. 
7:23 And what one nation in the earth is like thy people, 
even like Israel, whom God went to redeem for a people to 
himself, and to make him a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for thy land, before thy people, which 
thou redeemedst to thee from Egypt, from the nations and 
their gods? 

7:24 For thou hast confirmed to thyself thy people Israel to 
be a people unto thee for ever: and thou, LORD, art become 
their God. 

7:25 And now, LORD God, the word that thou hast spo- 
ken concerning thy servant, and concerning his house, es- 
tablish it for ever, and do as thou hast said. 
7:26 And let thy name be magnified for ever, saying. The 
LORD of hosts is the God over Israel: and let the house of 
thy servant David be established before thee. 
7:27 For thou, LORD of hosts, God of Israel, hast re- 
vealed to thy servant, saying, I will build thee an house: there- 
fore hath thy servant found in his heart to pray this prayer 
unto thee. 

7:28 And now, LordGOD, thou art that God, and thy words 
be true, and thou hast promised this goodness unto thy ser- 
vant: 

7:29 Therefore now let it please thee to bless the house of 
thy servant, that it may continue for ever before thee: for 
thou, Lord GOD, hast spoken it: and with thy blessing let 
the house of thy servant be blessed for ever 
8:1 And after this it came to pass that David smote the Phi- 
hstines, and subdued them: and David took Methegammah 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

8:2 And he smote Moab, and measured them with a line, 
casting them down to the ground; even with two lines mea- 
sured he to put to death, and with one full line to keep alive. 
And so the Moabites became David's servants, and brought 
gifts. 

8:3 David smote also Hadadezer, the son of Rehob, king of 
Zobah, as he went to recover his border at the river Euphrates. 
8:4 A nd D avid took from him a thousand chariots, and seven 
hundred horsemen, and twenty thousand footmen: and D avid 
houghed all the chariot horses, but reserved of them for an 
hundred chariots. 

8:5 And when the Syrians of Damascus came to succour 
Hadadezer king of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 

8:6 Then David put garrisons in Syria of Damascus: and the 
Syrians became servants to David, and brought gifts. And 
the LORD preserved D avid whithersoever he went. 
8:7 And D avid took the shields of gold that were on the ser- 
vants of Hadadezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 
8:8 And from Betah, and from Berothai, cities of Hadadezer, 
king David took exceeding much brass. 
8:9 When Toi king of Hamath heard that David had smitten 
all the host of Hadadezer, 

8:10 Then Toi sent Joram his son unto king David, to salute 
him, and to bless him, because he had fought against 
Hadadezer, and smitten him: for Hadadezer had wars with 
Toi. And Joram brought with him vessels of silver, and ves- 
sels of gold, and vessels of brass: 



8:11 Which also king David did dedicate unto the LORD, 
with the silver and gold that he had dedicated of all nations 
which he subdued; 

8:12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of the children of Ammon, 
and of the Philistines, and of Amalek, and of the spoil of 
Hadadezer, son of Rehob, king of Zobah. 
8: 13 A nd D avid gat him a name when he returned from smit- 
ing of the Syrians in the valley of salt, being eighteen thou- 
sand men. 

8:14 And he put garrisons in Edom; throughout all Edom 
put he garrisons, and all they of Edom became David's ser- 
vants. And the LORD preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

8: 15 A nd D avid reigned over all Israel; and David executed 
judgment and justice unto all his people. 
8:16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was over the host; and 
Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud was recorder; 
8:17AndZadokthesonofAhitub, andAhimelechthesonof 
Abiathar, were the priests; and Seraiah was the scribe; 
8:18 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was over both the 
Cherethites and the Pelethites; and David's sons were chief 
rulers. 

9:1 A nd D avid said. Is there yet any that is left of the house 
of Saul, that I may shew him kindness for Jonathan's sake? 
9: 2 A nd there was of the house of Saul a servant whose name 
was Ziba. And when they had called him unto David, the 
king said unto him. Art thou Ziba? And he said. Thy servant 
is he. 

9:3 And the king said. Is there not yet any of the house of 
Saul, that I may shew the kindness of God unto him? And 
Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan hath yet a son, which is 
lame on his feet. 

9:4 And the king said unto him. Where is he?And Ziba said 
unto the king. Behold, he is in the house of Machir, the son 
of Ammiel, in Lodebar 

9:5 Then king David sent, and fetched him out of the house 
of Machir, the son of Ammiel, from Lodebar 
9:6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan, the son 
of Saul, was come unto David, he fell on his face, and did 
reverence. A nd D avid said, M ephibosheth. A nd he answered, 
B ehold thy servant! 

9: 7 And David said unto him. Fear not: fori will surely shew 
thee kindness forjonathan thy father's sake, and will restore 
thee all the land of Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat bread 
at my table continually. 

9:8 And he bowed himself, and said. What is thy servant, 
that thou shouldest look upon such a dead dog as I am? 
9:9 Then the king called to Ziba, Saul's servant, and said 
unto him, I have given unto thy master's son all that per- 
tained to Saul and to all his house. 
9:10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and thy servants, shall till 
the land for him, and thou shalt bring in the fruits, that thy 
master's son may have food to eat: but Mephibosheth thy 
master's son shall eat bread alway at my table. Now Ziba had 
fifteen sons and twenty servants. 

9:11 Then said Ziba unto theking. According to all that my 
lord the king hath commanded his servant, so shall thy ser- 
vant do. As for Mephibosheth, said the king, he shall eat at 
my table, as one of the king's sons. 
9:12 And Mephibosheth had a young son, whose name was 
Micha. And all that dwelt in the house of Ziba were servants 
unto Mephibosheth. 
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9:13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusalem: for he did eat 
continually at the king's table; and was lame on both his teet. 
10:1 A nd it came to pass after this, that the king of the chil- 
dren of Ammon died, and Hanun his son reigned in his stead. 
10:2 Then said David, I will shew kindness unto Hanun the 
son of Nahash, as his father shewed kindness unto me. And 
D avid sent to comfort him by the hand of his servants for his 
father And David's servants came into the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

10:3 And the princes of the children of Ammon said unto 
Hanun their lord, Thinkest thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he hath sent comforters unto thee? hath not D avid 
rather sent his servants unto thee, to search the city, and to 
spy it out, and to overthrow it? 

10:4 Wherefore Hanun took David's servants, and shaved 
off the one half of their beards, and cut off their garments in 
the middle, even to their buttocks, and sent them away. 
10:5 When they told it unto David, he sent to meet them, 
because the men were greatly ashamed: and the king said. 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be grown, and then return. 
10:6 And when the children of Ammon saw that they stank 
before D avid, the children of Ammon sent and hired the Syr- 
ians of Bethrehob and the Syrians of Zoba, twenty thousand 
footmen, and of king Maacah a thousand men, and of Ishtob 
twelve thousand men. 

10:7 And when David heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the 
host of the mighty men. 

10:8 And the children of Ammon came out, and putthe battle 
in array at the entering in of the gate: and the Syrians of 
Zoba, and of Rehob, and Ishtob, and Maacah, were by them- 
selves in the field. 

10:9 When Joab saw that the front of the battle was against 
him before and behind, he chose of all the choice men of 
Israel, and put them in array against the Syrians: 
10:10 And the rest of the people he delivered into the hand 
of Abishai his brother, that he might put them in array against 
the children of Ammon. 

10:11 And he said. If the Syrians be too strong for me, then 
thou shalt help me: but if the children of A mmon be too strong 
for thee, then I will come and help thee. 
10:12 Be of good courage, and let us play the men for our 
people, and for the cities of our God: and the LORD do that 
which seemeth him good. 

10:13 And Joab drew nigh, and the people that were with 
him, unto the battle against the Syrians: and they fled before 
him. 

10:14 And when the children of Ammon saw that the Syr- 
ians were fled, • then fled they also before Abishai, and en- 
tered into the city. So Joab returned from the children of 
Ammon, and came to Jerusalem. 

10:15 And when the Syrians saw that they were smitten be- 
fore Israel, they gathered themselves together 
10:16 And Hadarezer sent, and brought out the Syrians that 
were beyond the river: and they came to Helam; and Shobach 
the captain of the host of Hadarezer went before them. 
10:17 And when it was told David, he gathered all Israel 
together, and passed overjordan, and came to Helam. And 
the Syrians set themselves in array against D avid, and fought 
with him. 

10:18 And the Syrians fled before Israel; and David slew the 
men of seven hundred chariots of the Syrians, and forty thou- 



sand horsemen, and smote Shobach the captain of their host, 
who died there. 

1 : 1 9 A nd when all the kings that were servants to H adarezer 
saw that they were smitten before Israel, they made peace 
with Israel, and served them. So the Syrians feared to help 
the children of Ammon any more. 

11:1 And it came to pass, after the year was expired, at the 
time when kings go forth to battle, that David sent Joab, and 
his servants with him, and all Israel; and they destroyed the 
children of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. But David tar- 
ried still at Jerusalem. 

11:2 And it came to pass in an eveningtide, that David arose 
from off his bed, and walked upon the roof of the king's house: 
and from the roof he saw a woman washing herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look upon. 
1 1 :3 A nd D avid sent and enquired after the woman. A nd one 
said. Is not this Bathsheba, the daughter of Eliam, the wife 
of Uriah the Hittite? 

1 1 : 4 A nd D avid sent messengers, and took her; and she came 
in unto him, and he lay with her; for she was purified from 
her uncleanness: and she returned unto her house. 
11:5 And the woman conceived, and sent and told David, 
and said, I am with child. 

11:6 And David sent to Joab, saying. Send me Uriah the 
Hittite. And Joab sent Uriah to David. 
11:7 And when Uriah was come unto him, David demanded 
of him how Joab did, and how the people did, and how the 
war prospered. 

11:8 And David said to Uriah, Go down to thy house, and 
wash thy feet. And Uriah departed out of the king's house, 
and there followed him a mess of meat from the king. 
11:9 But Uriah slept at the door of the king's house with all 
the servants of his lord, and went not down to his house. 
ll:10And when they had told D avid, saying, Uriah went not 
down unto his house, David said unto Uriah, Camest thou 
not from thy journey? why then didst thou not go down unto 
thine house? 

11:11 And Uriah said unto David, The ark, and Israel, and 
Judah, abide in tents; and my lord Joab, and the servants of 
my lord, are encamped in the open fields; shall I then go into 
mine house, to eat and to drink, and to lie with my wife? as 
thou livest, and as thy soul liveth, I will not do this thing. 
11:12 And David said to Uriah, Tany here to day also, and to 
morrow I will let thee depart. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem 
that day, and the morrow. 

11:13 And when David had called him, he did eat and drink 
before him; and he made him drunk: and at even he went out 
to lie on his bed with the servants of his lord, but went not 
down to his house. 

11 : 14 A nd it came to pass in the morning, that D avid wrote a 
letter to Joab, and sent it by the hand of Uriah. 
11:15 And he wrote in the letter, saying. Set ye Uriah in the 
forefront of the hottest battle, and retire ye from him, that he 
may be smitten, and die. 

11:16 And it came to pass, whenjoab observed the city, that 
he assigned Uriah unto a place where he knew that valiant 
men were. 

11:17 And the men of the city went out, and fought with 
Joab: and there fell some of the people of the servants of 
David; and Uriah the Hittite died also. 
11:18 Then Joab sent and told David all the things concern- 
ing the war; 
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11:19 And charged the messenger, saying, When thou hast 
made an end ot telling the matters of the war unto the king, 
11:20 And it so be that the king's wrath arise, and he say 
unto thee. Wherefore approached ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did fight? knew ye not that they would shoot from 
the wall? 

11:21 Who smote Abimelech the son of Jerubbesheth? did 
not a woman cast a piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall, that he died in Thebez? why went ye nigh the wall? 
then say thou. Thy servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 
11:22 So the messenger went, and came and shewed David 
all that Joab had sent him for 

11:23 And the messenger said unto David, Surely the men 
prevailed against us, and came out unto us into the field, and 
we were upon them even unto the entering of the gate. 
11:24 And the shooters shot from off the wall upon thy ser- 
vants; and some of the king's servants be dead, and thy ser- 
vant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 
11:25 Then David said unto the messenger. Thus shaltthou 
say unto Joab, Let not this thing displease thee, for the sword 
devoureth one as well as another make thy battle more strong 
against the city, and overthrow it: and encourage thou him. 
11:26 And when the wife of Uriah heard that Uriah her hus- 
band was dead, she mourned for her husband. 
11:27 And when the mourning was past, David sent and 
fetched her to his house, and she became his wife, and bare 
him a son. But the thing that David had done displeased the 
LORD. 

12:1 And the LORD sent Nathan unto David. And he came 
unto him, and said unto him. There were two men in one 
city; the one rich, and the other poor 
12:2 The rich man had exceeding many flocks and herds: 
12:3 But the poor man had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, 
which he had bought and nourished up: and it grew up to- 
gether with him, and with his children; it did eat of his own 
meat, and drank of his own cup, and lay in his bosom, and 
was unto him as a daughter 

12:4 And there came a traveller unto the rich man, and he 
spared to take of his own flock and of his own herd, to dress 
for the wayfaring man that was come unto him; but took the 
poor man's lamb, and dressed it for the man that was come to 
him. 

12:5And David's angerwas greatly kindled against the man; 
and he said to Nathan, As the LORD liveth, the man that 
hath done this thing shall surely die: 
12:6 And he shall restore the lamb fourfold, because he did 
this thing, and because he had no pity. 
12:7 And Nathan said to David, Thou art the man. Thus saith 
the LORD God of Israel, I anointed thee king over Israel, 
and I delivered thee out of the hand of Saul; 
12:8 And I gave thee thy master's house, and thy master's 
wives into thy bosom, and gave thee the house of Israel and 
of Judah; and if that had been too little, I would moreover 
have given unto thee such and such things. 
12:9 Wherefore hast thou despised the commandment of the 
LORD, to do evil in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah the 
Hittite with the sword, and hast taken his wife to be thy wife, 
and hast slain him with the sword of the children of A mmon. 
12:10 Now therefore the sword shall never depart from thine 
house; because thou hast despised me, and hast taken the 
wife of Uriah the Hittite to be thy wife. 



12:11 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will raise up evil 
against thee out of thine own house, and I will take thy wives 
before thine eyes, and give them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie with thy wives in the sight of this sun. 
12:12 For thou didst it secretly: but I will do this thing be- 
fore all Israel, and before the sun. 

12: 13 A nd D avid said unto Nathan, I have sinned against the 
LORD. And Nathan said unto David, The LORD also hath 
put away thy sin; thou shalt not die. 
12:14 Howbeit, because by this deed thou hast given great 
occasion to the enemies of the L RD to blaspheme, the child 
also that is bom unto thee shall surely die. 
12:15 And Nathan departed unto his house. And the LORD 
struck the child that Uriah's wife bare unto David, and it was 
very sick. 

1 2 : 1 6 D avid therefore besought G od f or the child; and D avid 
fasted, and went in, and lay all night upon the earth. 
12:17And the elders of his house arose, and went to him, to 
raise him up from the earth: but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. 

12: 18 And it came to pass on the seventh day, that the child 
died. And the servants of David feared to tell him that the 
child was dead: for they said, B ehold, while the child was 
yet alive, we spake unto him, and he would not hearken unto 
our voice: how will he then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead? 

1 2 : 19 B ut when D avid saw that his servants whispered, D avid 
perceived that the child was dead: therefore D avid said unto 
his servants. Is the child dead? And they said. He is dead. 
12:20 Then David arose from the earth, and washed, and 
anointed himself, and changed his apparel, and came into 
the house of the LORD, and worshipped: then he came to 
his own house; and when he required, they set bread before 
him, and he did eat. 

12:21 Then said his servants unto him. What thing is this 
that thou hast done? thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child was dead, thou didst 
rise and eat bread. 

12:22 And he said. While the child was yet alive, I fasted 
and wept: for I said, W ho can tell whether GOD will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live? 
12:23 But now he is dead, wherefore should I fast? can I 
bring him back again? I shall go to him, but he shall not 
return to me. 

12 :24 A nd D avid comforted B athsheba his wife, and went in 
unto her, and lay with her: and she bare a son, and he called 
his name Solomon: and the LORD loved him. 
12:25 And he sent by the hand of Nathan the prophet; and he 
called his name Jedidiah, because of the LORD. 
12:26 And Joab fought against Rabbah of the children of 
A mmon, and took the royal city. 

12:27 Andjoab sent messengers to David, and said, I have 
fought against Rabbah, and have taken the city of waters. 
12:28 Now therefore gather the rest of the people together, 
and encamp against the city, and take it: lest I take the city, 
and it be called after my name. 

12:29 And David gathered all the people together, and went 
to Rabbah, and fought against it, and took it. 
12:30 And he took their king's crown from off his head, the 
weight whereof was a talent of gold with the precious stones: 
and it was set on David's head. And he brought forth the 
spoil of the city in great abundance. 
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12:31 And he brought forth the people that were therein, and 
put them under saws, and under harrows of iron, and under 
axes of iron, and made them pass through the brick-kiln: and 
thus did he unto all the cities of the children of Ammon. So 
David and all the people returned unto Jerusalem. 
13:1 And it came to pass after this, that Absalom the son of 
David had a fair sister, whose name was Tamar; and Amnon 
the son of David loved hen 

13:2 A nd A mnon was so vexed, that he fell sick for his sister 
Tamar; for she was a virgin; and Amnon thought it hard for 
him to do anything to her 

13:3 B ut Amnon had a friend, whose name was Jonadab, the 
son of Shimeah David's brother: and Jonadab was a very 
subtil man. 

13:4 And he said unto him. Why art thou, being the king's 
son, lean from day to day? wiltthou nottell me?AndAmnon 
said unto him, I love Tamar, my brother Absalom's sister 
13:5 And Jonadab said unto him. Lay thee down on thy bed, 
and make thyself sick: and when thy father cometh to see 
thee, say unto him, I pray thee, let my sister Tamar come, 
and give me meat, and dress the meat in my sight, that I may 
see it, and eat it at her hand. 

13:6 So Amnon lay down, and made himself sick: and when 
the king was come to see him, Amnon said unto the king, I 
pray thee, let Tamar my sister come, and make me a couple 
of cakes in my sight, that I may eat at her hand. 
13:7 Then D avid sent home to Tamar, saying, G o now to thy 
brother A mnon's house, and dress him meat. 
13:8 So Tamar went to her brother Amnon's house; and he 
was laid down. A nd she took flour, and kneaded it, and made 
cakes in his sight, and did bake the cakes. 
13:9 And she took a pan, and poured them out before him; 
but he refused to eat. And Amnon said. Have out all men 
from me. And they went out every man from him. 
13:10 AndAmnon said unto Tamar, Bring the meat into the 
chamber, that I may eat of thine hand. And Tamar took the 
cakes which she had made, and brought them into the cham- 
ber to A mnon her brother 

13:11 And when she had brought them unto him to eat, he 
took hold of her, and said unto her. Come lie with me, my 
sister 

13:12 And she answered him. Nay, my brother, do not force 
me; for no such thing ought to be done in Israel: do not thou 
this folly. 

13:13 And I, whither shall I cause my shame to go? and as 
for thee, thou shalt be as one of the fools in Israel. Now 
therefore, I pray thee, speak unto the king; for he will not 
withhold me from thee. 

13:14 Howbeit he would not hearken unto her voice: but, 
being stronger than she, forced her, and lay with her 
13:15 ThenAmnon hated her exceedingly; so that the hatred 
wherewith he hated her was greater than the love wherewith 
he had loved her AndAmnon said unto her. Arise, be gone. 
13:16 And she said unto him. There is no cause: this evil in 
sending me away is greater than the other that thou didst 
unto me. But he would not hearken unto her 
13:17 Then he called his servant that ministered unto him, 
and said. Put now this woman out from me, and bolt the 
door after her 

13:18 And she had a garment of divers colours upon her: for 
with such robes were the king's daughters that were virgins 



apparelled. Then his servant brought her out, and bolted the 
door after her 

13:19 And Tamar put ashes on her head, and rent her gar- 
ment of divers colours that was on her, and laid her hand on 
her head, and went on crying. 

13:20 And Absalom her brother said unto her, HathAmnon 
thy brother been with thee? but hold now thy peace, my sis- 
ter, he is thy brother; regard not this thing. So Tamar re- 
mained desolate in her brother Absalom's house. 
13:21 But when king David heard of all these things, he was 
very wroth. 

13:22 And Absalom spake unto his brother Amnon neither 
good nor bad: for Absalom hated Amnon, because he had 
forced his sister Tamar 

13:23 And it came to pass after two full years, that Absalom 
had sheepshearers in Baalhazor, which is beside Ephraim: 
and Absalom invited all the king's sons. 
13:24 And Absalom came to the king, and said, B ehold now, 
thy servant hath sheepshearers; let the king, I beseech thee, 
and his servants go with thy servant 
13:25 And the king said to Absalom, Nay, my son, let us not 
all now go, lest we be chargeable unto thee. A nd he pressed 
him: howbeit he would not go, but blessed him. 
13:26 Then said Absalom, If not, I pray thee, let my brother 
Amnon go with us. And the king said unto him. Why should 
he go with thee? 

13:27 But Absalom pressed him, that he letAmnon and all 
the king's sons go with him. 

13:28 Now Absalom had commanded his servants, saying, 
M ark ye now when A mnon's heart is meny with wine, and 
when I say unto you. Smite Amnon; then kill him, fear not: 
have not I commanded you? be courageous, and be valiant 
13:29 And the servants of Absalom did unto Amnon as 
Absalom had commanded. Then all the king's sons arose, 
and every man gat him up upon his mule, and fled. 
13:30 And it came to pass, while they were in the way, that 
tidings came to David, saying, Absalom hath slain all the 
king's sons, and there is not one of them left. 
13:31 Then the king arose, and tare his garments, and lay on 
the earth; and all his servants stood by with their clothes 
rent. 

13:32 And Jonadab, the son of Shimeah David's brother, 
answered and said. Let not my lord suppose that they have 
slain all the young men the king's sons; for Amnon only is 
dead: for by the appointment of Absalom this hath been de- 
termined from the day that he forced his sister Tamar 
13:33 Now therefore let not my lord the king take the thing 
to his heart, to think that all the king's sons are dead: for 
Amnon only is dead. 

13:34 But Absalom fled. And the young man that kept the 
watch lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, there came 
much people by the way of the hill side behind him. 
13:35 And Jonadab said unto the king. Behold, the king's 
sons come: as thy servant said, so it is. 
13:36 And it came to pass, as soon as he had made an end of 
speaking, that behold, the king's sons came, and lifted up 
their voice and wept: and the king also and all his servants 
wept very sore. 

13:37 But Absalom fled, and went to Talmai, the son of 
Ammihud, king of Geshur And David mourned for his son 
every day. 
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13:38 So Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, and was there 
three years. 

13:39 And the soul ot king David longed to go forth unto 
Absalom: for he was comforted concerning A mnon, seeing 
he was dead. 

14:1 Now Joab the son of Zeruiah perceived that the king's 
heart was toward A bsalom. 

14:2 And Joab sent to Tekoah, and fetched thence a wise 
woman, and said unto her, I pray thee, feign thyself to be a 
mourner, and put on now mourning apparel, and anoint not 
thyself with oil, but be as a woman that had a long time 
mourned for the dead: 

14:3 And come to the king, and speak on this manner unto 
him. So Joab put the words in her mouth. 
14:4 And when the woman of Tekoah spake to the king, she 
fell on her face to the ground, and did obeisance, and said. 
Help, king. 

14:5 And the king said unto her. What aileth thee? And she 
answered, I am indeed a widow woman, and mine husband 
is dead. 

14:6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and they two strove 
together in the field, and there was none to part them, but the 
one smote the other, and slew him. 
14:7 And, behold, the whole family is risen against thine 
handmaid, and they said. Deliver him that smote his brother, 
that we may kill him, for the life of his brother whom he 
slew; and we will destroy the heir also: and so they shall 
quench my coal which is left, and shall not leave to my hus- 
band neither name nor remainder upon the earth. 
14:8 And the king said unto the woman. Go to thine house, 
and I will give charge concerning thee. 
14:9 And the woman of Tekoah said unto the king. My lord, 
king, the iniquity be on me, and on my father's house: and 
the king and his throne be guiltless. 
14:10 And the king said. Whoever saith ought unto thee, 
bring him to me, and he shall not touch thee any more. 
14:11 Then said she, I pray thee, let the king remember the 
LORD thy G od, that thou wouldest not suffer the revengers 
of blood to destroy any more, lest they destroy my son. And 
he said. As the LORD liveth, there shall not one hair of thy 
son fall to the earth. 

14:12 Then the woman said. Let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak one word unto my lord the king. And he said. Say on. 
14: 13 A nd the woman said, W herefore then hast thou thought 
such a thing against the people of God? for the king doth 
speak this thing as one which is faulty, in that the king doth 
not fetch home again his banished. 
14:14 For we must needs die, and are as water spilt on the 
ground, which cannot be gathered up again; neither doth G od 
respect any person: yet doth he devise means, that his ban- 
ished be not expelled from him. 

14:15 Now therefore that I am come to speak of this thing 
unto my lord the king, it is because the people have made me 
afraid: and thy handmaid said, I will now speak unto the 
king; it may be that the king will perform the request of his 
handmaid. 

14:16 For the king will hear, to deliver his handmaid out of 
the hand of the man that would destroy me and my son to- 
gether out of the inheritance of God. 
14:17 Then thine handmaid said. The word of my lord the 
king shall now be comfortable: for as an angel of God, so is 



my lord the king to discern good and bad: therefore the LORD 
thy God will be with thee. 

14:18 Then the king answered and said unto the woman. 
Hide not from me, I pray thee, the thing that I shall ask thee. 
And the woman said. Let my lord the king now speak. 
14: 19 And the king said. Is not the hand of Joab with thee in 
all this? A nd the woman answered and said, A s thy soul liveth, 
my lord the king, none can turn to the right hand or to the 
left from ought that my lord the king hath spoken: for thy 
servant Joab, he bade me, and he put all these words in the 
mouth of thine handmaid: 

14:20 To fetch about this form of speech hath thy servant 
Joab done this thing: and my lord is wise, according to the 
wisdom of an angel of God, to know all things that are in the 
earth. 

14:21 And the king said unto Joab, Behold now, I have done 
this thing: go therefore, bring the young man Absalom again. 
14:22 And Joab fell to the ground on his face, and bowed 
himself, and thanked the king: and Joab said. To day thy 
servant knoweth that I have found grace in thy sight, my 
lord, king, in that the king hath fulfilled the request of his 
servant. 

14:23 So Joab arose and went to Geshur, and brought 
Absalom to Jerusalem. 

14:24 And the king said. Let him turn to his own house, and 
let him not see my face. So A bsalom returned to his own 
house, and saw not the king's face. 
14:25 But in all Israel there was none to be so much praised 
as Absalom for his beauty: from the sole of his foot even to 
the crown of his head there was no blemish in him. 
14:26 And when he polled his head, (for it was at every year's 
end that he polled it: because the hair was heavy on him, 
therefore he polled it: ) he weighed the hair of his head at two 
hundred shekels after the king's weight. 
14:27 And unto Absalom there were bom three sons, and 
one daughter, whose name was Tamar: she was a woman of a 
fair countenance. 

14:28 So Absalom dwelt two full years in Jerusalem, and 
saw not the king's face. 

14:29 Therefore A bsalom sent forjoab, to have sent him to 
the king; but he would not come to him: and when he sent 
again the second time, he would not come. 
14:30 Therefore he said unto his servants. See, Joab's field 
is near mine, and he hath barley there; go and set it on fire. 
And Absalom's servants set the field on fire. 
14:31 Then Joab arose, and came to Absalom unto his house, 
and said unto him. Wherefore have thy servants set my field 
on fire? 

14:32 AndAbsalom answeredjoab. Behold, I sentunto thee, 
saying. Come hither, that I may send thee to the king, to say. 
Wherefore am I come from Geshur? it had been good for me 
to have been there still: now therefore let me see the king's 
face; and if there be any iniquity in me, let him kill me. 
14:33 So Joab came to the king, and told him: and when he 
had called for A bsalom, he came to the king, and bowed him- 
self on his face to the ground before the king: and the king 
kissed A bsalom. 

15:1 And it came to pass after this, that A bsalom prepared 
him chariots and horses, and fifty men to run before him. 
15:2 AndAbsalom rose up early, and stood beside the way 
of the gate: and it was so, that when any man that had a 
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controversy came to the king tor judgment, tlien Absalom 
called unto him, and said. Of what city art thou? And he 
said. Thy servant is of one of the tribes of Israel. 
15:3 And Absalom said unto him. See, thy matters are good 
and right; but there is no man deputed of the king to hear 
thee. 

15:4 Absalom said moreover. Oh that I were made judge in 
the land, that every man which hath any suit or cause might 
come unto me, and I would do him justice! 
15:5 A nd it was so, that when any man came nigh to him to 
do him obeisance, he put forth his hand, and took him, and 
kissed him. 

15:6Andonthis manner did Absalom to all Israel that came 
to the king for judgment: so Absalom stole the hearts of the 
men of Israel. 

15:7 And it came to pass after forty years, thatAbsalom said 
unto the king, I pray thee, let me go and pay my vow, which 
I have vowed unto the LORD, in Hebron. 
15:8 Forthy servant vowed avow while I abodeatGeshurin 
Syria, saying. If the LORD shall bring me again indeed to 
Jerusalem, then I will serve the LORD. 
15:9 And the king said unto him. Go in peace. So he arose, 
and went to Hebron. 

15:10 But Absalom sent spies throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, saying, A s soon as ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
then ye shall say, Absalom reigneth in Hebron. 
15: 11 And with Absalom went two hundred men out of Jerusa- 
lem, that were called; and they went in their simplicity, and 
they knew not any thing. 

15:12AndAbsalomsentforAhithopheltheGilonite, David's 
counsellor, from his city, even from Giloh, while he offered 
sacrifices. And the conspiracy was strong; for the people in- 
creased continually with Absalom. 

15:13 And there came a messenger to David, saying. The 
hearts of the men of Israel are after Absalom. 
15:14 And David said unto all his servants that were with 
him at Jerusalem, Arise, and let us flee; forwe shall not else 
escape from Absalom: make speed to depart, lest he over- 
take us suddenly, and bring evil upon us, and smite the city 
with the edge of the sword. 

15:15 And the king's servants said unto the king. Behold, 
thy servants are ready to do whatsoever my lord the king 
shall appoint. 

15:16 And the king went forth, and all his household after 
him. And the king left ten women, which were concubines, 
to keep the house. 

15:17 And the king went forth, and all the people after him, 
and tarried in a place that was far off. 
15:18 And all his servants passed on beside him; and all the 
Cherethites, and all the Pelethites, and all the Gittites, six 
hundred men which came after him from Gath, passed on 
before the king. 

15:19 Then said the king to Ittai the Gittite, Wherefore goest 
thou also with us? return to thy place, and abide with the 
king: for thou art a stranger, and also an exile. 
15:20 Whereas thou camest but yesterday, should I this day 
make thee go up and down with us? seeing I go whither I 
may, return thou, and take back thy brethren: mercy and truth 
be with thee. 

15:21 And Ittai answered the king, and said. As the LORD 
liveth, and as my lord the king liveth, surely in what place 



my lord the king shall be, whether in death or life, even there 
also will thy servant be. 

15:22 And David said to Ittai, Go and pass oven And Ittai 
the G ittite passed over, and all his men, and all the little ones 
that were with him. 

15:23 And all the country wept with a loud voice, and all the 
people passed over: the king also himself passed over the 
brook Kidron, and all the people passed over, toward the 
way of the wilderness. 

15:24 And lo Zadok also, and all the Levites were with him, 
bearing the ark of the covenant of God: and they set down 
the ark of God; and Abiathar went up, until all the people 
had done passing out of the city. 

15:25 And the king said unto Zadok, Cany back the ark of 
God into the city: if I shall find favour in the eyes of the 
LORD, he will bring me again, and shew me both it, and his 
habitation: 

15:26 But if he thus say, I have no delight in thee; behold, 
here am I, let him do to me as seemeth good unto him. 
15:27 The king said also unto Zadok the priest, A rt not thou 
a seer? return into the city in peace, and your two sons with 
you, Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan the son of Abiathar 
15:28 See, I will tany in the plain of the wilderness, until 
there come word from you to certify me. 
15:29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar carried the ark of God 
again to Jerusalem: and they tarried there. 
15:30 And D avid went up by the ascent of mount Olivet, and 
wept as he went up, and had his head covered, and he went 
barefoot: and all the people that was with him covered every 
man his head, and they went up, weeping as they went up. 
15:31 And one told David, saying, A hithophel is among the 
conspirators withAbsalom.And David said, LORD, I pray 
thee, turn the counsel of A hithophel into foolishness. 
15:32 And it came to pass, that when David was come to the 
top of the mount, where he worshipped God, behold, Hushai 
the Archite came to meet him with his coat rent, and earth 
upon his head: 

15:33 Unto whom David said. If thou passest on with me, 
then thou shalt be a burden unto me: 
15:34 But if thou return to the city, and say unto Absalom, I 
will be thy servant, king; as I have been thy father's ser- 
vant hitherto, so will I now also be thy servant: then mayest 
thou for me defeat the counsel of A hithophel. 
15:35 And hast thou not there with thee Zadok and Abiathar 
the priests? therefore it shall be, that what thing soever thou 
shalt hear out of the king's house, thou shalt tell it to Zadok 
and Abiathar the priests. 

15:36 Behold, they have there with them their two sons, 
Ahimaaz Zadok's son, and Jonathan A biathar's son; and by 
them ye shall send unto me every thing that ye can hear 
15:37 So Hushai David's friend came into the city, and 
Absalom came into Jerusalem. 

16:1 And when David was a little past the top of the hill, 
behold, Ziba the servant of Mephibosheth met him, with a 
couple of asses saddled, and upon them two hundred loaves 
of bread, and an hundred bunches of raisins, and an hundred 
of summer fruits, and a bottle of wine. 
16:2 And the king said unto Ziba, What meanest thou by 
these? And Ziba said. The asses be for the king's household 
to ride on; and the bread and summer fruit for the young men 
to eat; and the wine, that such as be faint in the wilderness 
may drink. 
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16:3 And the king said, A nd where is thy master's son? And 
Ziba said unto the king, B ehold, he abideth at Jerusalem: for 
he said. To day shall the house of Israel restore me the king- 
dom of my father 

16:4 Then said the king to Ziba, Behold, thine are all that 
pertained unto Mephibosheth. And Ziba said, I humbly be- 
seech thee that I may find grace in thy sight, my lord, king. 
16:5 And when king D avid came to B ahurim, behold, thence 
came out a man of the family of the house of Saul, whose 
name was Shimei, the son of G era: he came forth, and cursed 
still as he came. 

16:6 And he cast stones at David, and at all the servants of 
king David: and all the people and all the mighty men were 
on his right hand and on his left. 

16:7 And thus said Shimei when he cursed. Come out, come 
out, thou bloody man, and thou man of Belial: 
16:8 The LORD hath returned upon thee all the blood of the 
house of Saul, in whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
LORD hath delivered the kingdom into the hand of Absalom 
thy son: and, behold, thou art taken in thy mischief, because 
thou art a bloody man. 

16:9 Then said Abishai the son of Zeruiah unto the king. 
Why should this dead dog curse my lord the king? let me go 
over, I pray thee, and take off his head. 
1 6 : 1 A nd the king said, W hat have I to do with you, ye sons 
of Zeruiah? so let him curse, because the LORD hath said 
unto him. Curse David. Who shall then say. Wherefore hast 
thou done so? 

16:11 And David said to Abishai, and to all his servants. 
Behold, my son, which came forth of my bowels, seeketh 
my life: how much more now may this B enjamite do it? let 
him alone, and let him curse; f or the L RD hath bidden him. 
16:12 It may be that the LORD will look on mine affliction, 
and that the LORD will requite me good for his cursing this 
day. 

16:13 And as David and his men went by the way, Shimei 
went along on the hill's side over against him, and cursed as 
he went, and threw stones at him, and cast dust. 
16:14 And the king, and all the people that were with him, 
came weaiy, and refreshed themselves there. 
16:15 And Absalom, and all the people the men of Israel, 
came to Jerusalem, and Ahithophel with him. 
1 6 : 1 6 A nd it came to pass, when H ushai the A rchite, D avid's 
friend, was come unto Absalom, that Hushai said unto 
Absalom, God save the king, God save the king. 
16:17 And Absalom said to Hushai, Is this thy kindness to 
thy friend? why wentest thou not with thy friend? 
16:18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, Nay; but whom the 
LORD, and this people, and all the men of Israel, choose, 
his will I be, and with him will I abide. 
16:19And again, whom should I serve? should I notservein 
the presence of his son? as I have served in thy father's pres- 
ence, so will I be in thy presence. 

16:20 Then said Absalom to Ahithophel, Give counsel among 
you what we shall do. 

16:21 And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Go in unto thy 
father's concubines, which he hath left to keep the house; 
and all Israel shall hear that thou art abhorred of thy father: 
then shall the hands of all that are with thee be strong. 
16:22 So they spread Absalom a tent upon the top of the 
house; and Absalom went in unto his father's concubines in 
the sight of all Israel. 



16:23 And the counsel of A hithophel, which he counselled 
in those days, was as if a man had enquired at the oracle of 
God: so was all the counsel of Ahithophel both with David 
and with Absalom. 

17:1 Moreover A hithophel said unto Absalom, Let me now 
choose out twelve thousand men, and I will arise and pursue 
after David this night: 

17:2 And I will come upon him while he is weary and weak 
handed, and will make him afraid: and all the people that are 
with him shall flee; and I will smite the king only: 
17:3 And I will bring back all the people unto thee: the man 
whom thou seekest is as if all returned: so all the people 
shall be in peace. 

17:4 And the saying pleased Absalom well, and all the elders 
of Israel. 

17:5 Then saidAbsalom, Call now Hushai theArchite also, 
and let us hear likewise what he saith. 
17: 6 A nd when Hushai was come to A bsalom, A bsalom spake 
unto him, saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after this manner: 
shall we do after his saying? if not; speak thou. 
17:7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, The counsel that 
Ahithophel hath given is not good at this time. 
17:8 For, said Hushai, thou knowestthy father and his men, 
that they be mighty men, and they be chafed in their minds, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps in the field: and thy father is 
a man of war, and will not lodge with the people. 
17:9 Behold, he is hid now in some pit, or in some other 
place: and it will come to pass, when some of them be over- 
thrown at the first, that whosoever heareth it will say. There 
is a slaughter among the people that follow Absalom. 
17:10 And he also that is valiant, whose heart is as the heart 
of a lion, shall utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth that thy 
father is a mighty man, and they which be with him are val- 
iant men. 

17:11 Therefore I counsel that all Israel be generally gath- 
ered unto thee, f rom D an even to B eersheba, as the sand that 
is by the sea for multitude; and that thou go to battle in thine 
own person. 

17:12 So shall we come upon him in some place where he 
shall be found, and we will light upon him as the dew falleth 
on the ground: and of him and of all the men that are with 
him there shall not be left so much as one. 
17:13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a city, then shall all 
Israel bring ropes to that city, and we will draw it into the 
river, until there be not one small stone found there. 
17: 14 And Absalom and all the men of Israel said. The coun- 
sel of Hushai the A rchite is better than the counsel of 
A hithophel. For the L RD had appointed to defeat the good 
counsel of Ahithophel, to the intent that the LORD might 
bring evil upon Absalom. 

17:15 Then said Hushai unto Zadok and to Abiathar the 
priests. Thus and thus did Ahithophel counsel A bsalom and 
the elders of Israel; and thus and thus have I counselled. 
17:16 Now therefore send quickly, and tell David, saying, 
L odge not this night in the plains of the wilderness, but speed- 
ily pass over; lest the king be swallowed up, and all the people 
that are with him. 

17:17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed by Enrogel; for 
they might not be seen to come into the city: and a wench 
went and told them; and they went and told king David. 
17:18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, and told Absalom: but 
they went both of them away quickly, and came to a man's 
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house in B ahurim, wliicli liad a well in his court; whither 
they went down. 

17:19 And the woman took and spread a covering over the 
well's mouth, and spread ground com thereon; and the thing 
was not known. 

17:20 And when Absalom's servants came to the woman to 
the house, they said. Where is Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And 
the woman said unto them. They be gone over the brook ot 
water And when they had sought and could not find them, 
they returned to Jerusalem. 

17:21 And it came to pass, after they were departed, that 
they came up out ot the well, and went and told king D avid, 
and said unto D avid, A rise, and pass quickly over the water: 
for thus hath A hithophel counselled against you. 
17:22 Then David arose, and all the people that were with 
him, and they passed over Jordan: by the morning light there 
lacked not one of them that was not gone over Jordan. 
17:23 And when Ahithophel saw that his counsel was not 
followed, he saddled his ass, and arose, and gat him home to 
his house, to his city, and put his household in order, and 
hanged himself, and died, and was buried in the sepulchre of 
his father 

17:24 Then David came to Mahanaim. And Absalom passed 
overjordan, he and all the men of Israel with him. 
17:25 And Absalom made A masa captain of the host instead 
of Joab: which A masa was a man's son, whose name was 
Ithra an Israelite, that went in to Abigail the daughter of 
Nahash, sister to Zeruiahjoab's mother 
17:26 So Israel and Absalom pitched in the land of Gilead. 
17:27 And it came to pass, when David was come to 
Mahanaim, that Shobi the son of Nahash of Rabbah of the 
children of Ammon, and Machir the son of Ammiel of 
Lodebar, and Baizillai the Gileadite of Rogehm, 
17:28 Brought beds, and basons, and earthen vessels, and 
wheat, and barley, and flour, and parched com, and beans, 
and lentiles, and parched pulse, 

17:29 And honey, and butter, and sheep, and cheese of kine, 
for David, and for the people that were with him, to eat: for 
they said. The people is hungry, and weary, and thirsty, in 
the wildemess. 

18:1 And David numbered the people that were with him, 
and set captains of thousands, and captains of hundreds over 
them. 

18:2 And David sent forth a third part of the people under 
the hand of Joab, and a third part under the hand of Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, Joab's brother, and a third part under the 
hand of Ittai the Gittite. And the king said unto the people, I 
will surely go forth with you myself also. 
18:3 But the people answered. Thou shalt not go forth: for if 
we flee away, they will not care for us; neither if half of us 
die, will they care for us: but now thou art worth ten thou- 
sand of US: therefore now it is better that thou succour us out 
of the city. 

18:4 And the king said unto them. What seemeth you best I 
will do . A nd the king stood by the gate side, and all the people 
came out by hundreds and by thousands. 
18:5 And the king commanded Joab and Abishai and Ittai, 
saying, D eal gently for my sake with the young man, even 
with Absalom. And all the people heard when the king gave 
all the captains charge conceming Absalom. 
18:6 So the people went out into the field against Israel: and 
the battle was in the wood of Ephraim; 



18:7 Where the people of Israel were slain before the ser- 
vants of D avid, and there was there a great slaughter that day 
of twenty thousand men. 

18:8 For the battle was there scattered over the face of all the 
country: and the wood devoured more people that day than 
the sword devoured. 

18:9 And Absalom met the servants of David. And Absalom 
rode upon a mule, and the mule went under the thick boughs 
of a great oak, and his head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven and the earth; and the mule 
that was under him went away. 

18:10 And a certain man saw it, and told Joab, and said. 
Behold, I saw Absalom hanged in an oak. 
18:11 And Joab said unto the man that told him. And, be- 
hold, thou sawest him, and why didst thou not smite him 
there to the ground? and I would have given thee ten shekels 
of silver, and a girdle. 

18:12 And the man said unto Joab, Though I should receive 
a thousand shekels of silver in mine hand, yet would I not 
put forth mine hand against the king's son: for in our hearing 
the king charged thee and Abishai and Ittai, saying. Beware 
that none touch the young man Absalom. 
18:13 Otherwise I should have wrought falsehood against 
mine own life: for there is no matter hid from the king, and 
thou thyself wouldest have set thyself against me. 
18: 14 Then said Joab, I may not tany thus with thee. A nd he 
took three darts in his hand, and tiimst them through the 
heart of A bsalom, while he was yet alive in the midst of the 
oak. 

18: 15 And ten young men that bare Joab's armour compassed 
about and smote Absalom, and slew him. 
18:16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and the people retumed 
from pursuing after Israel: for Joab held back the people. 
18:17And they tookAbsalom, and cast him into agreatpit 
in the wood, and laid a very great heap of stones upon him: 
and all Israel fled every one to his tent. 
18:18 Now A bsalom in his hfetime had taken and reared up 
for himself a pillar, which is in the king's dale: for he said, I 
have no son to keep my name in remembrance: and he called 
the pillar after his own name: and it is called unto this day, 
Absalom's place. 

18:19 Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok, Let me now mn, 
and bear the king tidings, how that the L RD hath avenged 
him of his enemies. 

18:20 A nd Joab said unto him. Thou shalt not bear tidings 
this day, but thou shalt bear tidings another day: but this day 
thou shalt bear no tidings, because the king's son is dead. 
18:21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go tell the king what thou 
hast seen. And Cushi bowed himself unto Joab, and ran. 
18:22 Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadokyet again to Joab, 
But howsoever, let me, I pray thee, also mn after Cushi. And 
Joab said. Wherefore wilt thou mn, my son, seeing that thou 
hast no tidings ready? 

18:23 But howsoever, said he, let me mn. And he said unto 
him. Run. Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of the plain, and 
overran Cushi. 

18:24 And David sat between the two gates: and the watch- 
man went up to the roof over the gate unto the wall, and 
lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold a man mnning 
alone. 
18:25 And the watchman cried, and told the king. And the 
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king said, If lie be alone, there is tidings in his mouth. And 
he came apace, and drew near 

18:26 And the watchman saw another man running: and the 
watchman called unto the porter, and said, B ehold another 
man running alone. And the king said. He also bringeth tid- 
ings. 

18:27 And the watchman said. Me thinketh the running ot 
the foremost is like the running of Ahimaaz the son of Zadok. 
And the king said. He is a good man, and cometh with good 
tidings. 

18:28 And Ahimaaz called, and said unto the king. All is 
well. A nd he fell down to the earth upon his face before the 
king, and said. Blessed be the LORD thy God, which hath 
delivered up the men that lifted up their hand against my 
lord the king. 

18:29 And the king said. Is the young man Absalom safe? 
And Ahimaaz answered. When Joab sent the king's servant, 
and me thy servant, I saw a great tumult, but I knew not what 
it was. 

18:30 And the king said unto him. Turn aside, and stand here. 
And he turned aside, and stood still. 
18:31 And, behold, Cushi came; and Cushi said. Tidings, 
my lord the king: for the LORD hath avenged thee this day 
of all them that rose up against thee. 
18:32 And the king said unto Cushi, Is the young man 
Absalom safe? And Cushi answered. The enemies of my lord 
the king, and all that rise against thee to do thee hurt, be as 
that young man is. 

18:33 And the king was much moved, and went up to the 
chamber over the gate, and wept: and as he went, thus he 
said, my sonAbsalom, my son, my sonAbsalom! would 
God I had died for thee, Absalom, my son, my son! 
19:1 And it was told Joab, Behold, the king weepeth and 
moumeth forAbsalom. 

19:2 A nd the victory that day was turned into mourning unto 
all the people: for the people heard say that day how the king 
was grieved for his son. 

19:3 And the people gat them by stealth that day into the 
city, as people being ashamed steal away when they flee in 
battle. 

19:4 But the king covered his face, and the king cried with a 
loud voice, my son Absalom, Absalom, my son, my 
son! 

19:5 And Joab came into the house to the king, and said. 
Thou hast shamed this day the faces of all thy servants, which 
this day have saved thy life, and the lives of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, and the lives of thy wives, and the lives of thy 
concubines; 

19:6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, and hatestthy friends. 
For thou hast declared this day, that thou regardest neither 
princes nor servants: for this day I perceive, that if Absalom 
had lived, and all we had died this day, then it had pleased 
thee well. 

19:7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and speak comfortably 
unto thy servants: for I swear by the LORD, if thou go not 
forth, there will not tany one with thee this night: and that 
will be worse unto thee than all the evil that befell thee from 
thy youth until now. 

19:8 Then the king arose, and sat in the gate. And they told 
unto all the people, saying. Behold, the king doth sit in the 
gate. A nd all the people came before the king: for Israel had 
fled every man to his tent. 



19:9 A nd all the people were at strife throughout all the tribes 
of Israel, saying. The king saved us out of the hand of our 
enemies, and he delivered us out of the hand of the Philis- 
tines; and now he is fled out of the land forAbsalom. 
19:10 And Absalom, whom we anointed over us, is dead in 
battle. Now therefore why speak ye not a word of bringing 
the king back? 

19:11 And king David sent to Zadok and to Abiathar the 
priests, saying. Speak unto the elders of Judah, saying. Why 
are ye the last to bring the king back to his house? seeing the 
speech of all Israel is come to the king, even to his house. 
19:12 Ye are my brethren, ye are my bones and my flesh: 
wherefore then are ye the last to bring back the king? 
19:13 And say ye to Amasa, Artthou not of my bone, and of 
my flesh? God do so to me, and more also, if thou be not 
captain of the host before me continually in the room of Joab. 
19:14 And he bowed the heart of all the men of Judah, even 
as the heart of one man; so that they sent this word unto the 
king. Return thou, and all thy servants. 
19:15 So the king returned, and came to Jordan. And Judah 
came to Gilgal, to go to meet the king, to conduct the king 
over Jordan. 

19:16 And Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite, which was 
of B ahurim, hasted and came down with the men of Judah to 
meet king D avid. 

19:17 And there were a thousand men of Benjamin with him, 
and Ziba the servant of the house of Saul, and his fifteen 
sons and his twenty servants with him; and they went over 
Jordan before the king. 

1 9 : 1 8 A nd there went over a f eny boat to cany over the king's 
household, and to do what he thought good. And Shimei the 
son of Gera fell down before the king, as he was come over 
Jordan; 

1 9 : 1 9 A nd said unto the king, L et not my lord impute iniq- 
uity unto me, neither do thou remember that which thy ser- 
vant did perversely the day that my lord the king went out of 
Jerusalem, that the king should take it to his heart. 
19:20 For thy servant doth know that I have sinned: there- 
fore, behold, I am come the first this day of all the house of 
Joseph to go down to meet my lord the king. 
19:21 ButAbishai the son of Zeruiah answered and said. 
Shall not Shimei be put to death for this, because he cursed 
the LORD'S anointed? 

19:22 And David said. What have I to do with you, ye sons 
of Zeruiah, that ye should this day be adversaries unto me? 
shall there any man be put to death this day in Israel? for do 
not I know that I am this day king over Israel? 
19:23 Therefore the king said unto Shimei, Thou shaft not 
die. A nd the king sware unto him. 

19:24 And Mephibosheth the son of Saul came down to meet 
the king, and had neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed his 
beard, nor washed his clothes, from the day the king departed 
until the day he came again in peace. 
19:25 And it came to pass, when he was come to Jerusalem 
to meet the king, that the king said unto him. Wherefore 
wentest not thou with me, Mephibosheth? 
19:26 And he answered. My lord, king, my servant de- 
ceived me: for thy servant said, I will saddle me an ass, that 
I may ride thereon, and go to the king; because thy servant is 
lame. 
19:27 And he hath slandered thy servant unto my lord the 
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king; but my lord the king is as an angel ot G od: do therefore 

what is good in thine eyes. 

19:28 For all of my father's house were but dead men before 

my lord the king: yet didst thou set thy servant among them 

that did eat at thine own table. What right therefore have I 

yet to ciy any more unto the king? 

19:29 And the king said unto him. Why speakest thou any 

more of thy matters? I have said, Thou and Ziba divide the 

land. 

19:30 And Mephibosheth said unto the king. Yea, let him 

take all, forasmuch as my lord the king is come again in peace 

unto his own house. 

19:31 And Bareillai the Gileadite came down from Rogelim, 

and went over Jordan with the king, to conduct him over 

Jordan. 

19:32 Now Bareillai was a very aged man, even fourscore 

years old: and he had provided the king of sustenance while 

he lay at M ahanaim; for he was a very great man. 

19:33 And the king said unto Bareillai, Come thou over with 

me, and I will feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

19:34 And Bareillai said unto the king. How long have I to 

live, that I should go up with the king unto Jerusalem? 

19:35 I am this day fourscore years old: and can I discern 

between good and evil? can thy servant taste what I eat or 

what I drink? can I hear any more the voice of singing men 

and singing women? wherefore then should thy servant be 

yet a burden unto my lord the king? 

19:36 Thy servant will go a little way over Jordan with the 

king: and why should the king recompense it me with such a 

reward? 

19:37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn back again, that I may 

die in mine own city, and be buried by the grave of my father 

and of my mother But behold thy servant Chimham; let him 

go over with my lord the king; and do to him what shall 

seem good unto thee. 

19:38 And the king answered, Chimham shall go over with 

me, and I will do to him that which shall seem good unto 

thee: and whatsoever thou shalt require of me, that will I do 

for thee. 

19:39 And all the people went over Jordan. And when the 

king was come over, the king kissed Bareillai, and blessed 

him; and he returned unto his own place. 

19:40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, and Chimham went 

on with him: and all the people of Judah conducted the king, 

and also half the people of Israel. 

19:41 And, behold, all the men of Israel came to the king, 

and said unto the king. Why have our brethren the men of 

Judah stolen thee away, and have brought the king, and his 

household, and all David's men with him, over Jordan? 

19:42 And all the men of Judah answered the men of Israel, 

Because the king is near of kin to us: wherefore then be ye 

angry for this matter? have we eaten at all of the king's cost? 

or hath he given us any gift? 

19:43 And the men of Israel answered the men of Judah, and 

said. We have ten parts in the king, and we have also more 

right in David than ye: why then did ye despise us, that our 

advice should not be first had in bringing back our king? 

And the words of the men of Judah were fiercer than the 

words of the men of Israel. 

20:1 And there happened to be there a man of Belial, whose 

name was Sheba, the son of B ichri, a B enjamite: and he blew 



a trumpet, and said. We have no part in D avid, neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: every man to his tents, 
Israel. 

20:2 So every man of Israel went up from after David, and 
followed Sheba the son of B ichri: but the men of Judah clave 
unto their king, from Jordan even to Jerusalem. 
20: 3 A nd D avid came to his house at J erusalem; and the king 
took the ten women his concubines, whom he had left to 
keep the house, and put them in ward, and fed them, but 
went not in unto them. So they were shut up unto the day of 
their death, living in widowhood. 

20:4 Then said the king to Amasa, Assemble me the men of 
Judah within three days, and be thou here present. 
20:5 So Amasa went to assemble the men of Judah: but he 
tarried longer than the set time which he had appointed him. 
20:6 And David said to A bishai. Now shall Sheba the son of 
B ichri do us more harm than did Absalom: take thou thy 
lord's servants, and pursue after him, lest he get him fenced 
cities, and escape us. 

20:7 And there went out after him Joab's men, and the 
Cherethites, and the Pelethites, and all the mighty men: and 
they went out of Jerusalem, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
B ichri. 

20:8 When they were at the great stone which is in Gibeon, 
Amasa went before them. And Joab's garment that he had 
put on was girded unto him, and upon it a girdle with a sword 
fastened upon his loins in the sheath thereof; and as he went 
forth it fell out. 

20:9 Andjoab said to Amasa, Art thou in health, my brother? 
And Joab took Amasa by the beard with the right hand to 
kiss him. 

20: 10 But Amasa took no heed to the sword that was in Joab's 
hand: so he smote him therewith in the fifth rib, and shed out 
his bowels to the ground, and struck him not again; and he 
died. So Joab and A bishai his brother pursued after Sheba 
the son of B ichri. 

20: 11 And one of Joab's men stood by him, and said. He that 
favoureth Joab, and he that is for David, let him go after 
Joab. 

20:12AndAmasa wallowed in blood in the midst of the high- 
way. A nd when the man saw that all the people stood still, he 
removed A masa out of the highway into the field, and cast a 
cloth upon him, when he saw that every one that came by 
him stood still. 

20: 13 When he was removed out of the highway, all the people 
went on after Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 
20: 14 A nd he went through all the tribes of Israel unto A bel, 
and to B ethmaachah, and all the B erites: and they were gath- 
ered together, and went also after him. 
20:15 And they came and besieged him in Abel of 
B ethmaachah, and they cast up a bank against the city, and it 
stood in the trench: and all the people that were with Joab 
battered the wall, to throw it down. 
20:16 Then cried a wise woman out of the city. Hear, hear; 
say, I pray you, unto Joab, Come near hither, that I may speak 
with thee. 

20: 17 And when he was come near unto her, the woman said. 
Art thou Joab? And he answered, I am he. Then she said 
unto him. Hear the words of thine handmaid. And he an- 
swered, I do hear 
20:18 Then she spake, saying. They were wont to speak in 
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old time, saying, They shall surely ask counsel atAbel: and 
so they ended the matter. 

20:19 I am one of them that are peaceable and faithful in 
Israel: thou seekest to destroy a city and a mother in Israel: 
why wilt thou swallow up the inheritance of the LORD ? 
20:20 And Joab answered and said. Far be it, far be it from 
me, that I should swallow up or destroy. 
20:21 The matter is not so: but a man of mount Ephraim, 
Sheba the son of Bichri by name, hath lifted up his hand 
against the king, even against David: deliver him only, and I 
will depart from the city. And the woman said unto Joab, 
Behold, his head shall be thrown to thee over the wall. 
20:22 Then the woman went unto all the people in her wis- 
dom. And they cut off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, 
and cast it out to Joab. And he blew a trumpet, and they 
retired from the city, every man to his tent. And Joab re- 
turned to Jerusalem unto the king. 

20:23 Now Joab was overall the host of Israel: and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada was over the Cherethites and over the 
Pelethites: 

20:24 And Adoram was over the tribute: and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Ahilud was recorder: 

20:25 And Sheva was scribe: and Zadok and Abiathar were 
the priests: 

20:26AndIraalsotheJ airite was a chief ruler about D avid. 
21:1 Then there was a famine in the days of David three 
years, year after year; and D avid enquired of the LORD. A nd 
the LORD answered. It is for Saul, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibeonites. 

2 1 :2 A nd the king called the G ibeonites, and said unto them; 
(now the Gibeonites were not of the children of Israel, but of 
the remnant of the Amorites; and the children of Israel had 
sworn unto them: and Saul sought to slay them in his zeal to 
the children of Israel and Judah.) 

21:3 Wherefore David said unto the Gibeonites, What shall I 
do for you? and wherewith shall I make the atonement, that 
ye may bless the inheritance of the LORD? 
21:4 And the G ibeonites said unto him. We will have no sil- 
ver nor gold of Saul, nor of his house; neither for us shalt 
thou kill any man in Israel. And he said. What ye shall say, 
that will I do for you. 

21:5 And they answered the king. The man that consumed 
us, and that devised against us that we should be destroyed 
from remaining in any of the coasts of Israel, 
21:6 Let seven men of his sons be delivered unto us, and we 
will hang them up unto the LORD in Gibeah of Saul, whom 
the LORD did choose. And the king said, I will give them. 
21:7 But the king spared Mephibosheth, the son of Jonathan 
the son of Saul, because of the LORD'S oath that was be- 
tween them, between David and Jonathan the son of Saul. 
21:8 But the king took the two sons of Rizpah the daughter 
of Aiah, whom she bare unto Saul, Armoni and 
Mephibosheth; and the five sons of Michal the daughter of 
Saul, whom she brought up for Adriel the son of Baizillai 
theMeholathite: 

2 1 :9 A nd he delivered them into the hands of the G ibeonites, 
and they hanged them in the hill before the L RD : and they 
fell all seven together, and were put to death in the days of 
harvest, in the first days, in the beginning of barley harvest. 
21:10 And Rizpah the daughter of Aiah took sackcloth, and 
spread it for her upon the rock, from the beginning of har- 



vest until water dropped upon them out of heaven, and suf- 
fered neither the birds of the air to rest on them by day, nor 
the beasts of the field by night. 

21:11 And it was told David what Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah, the concubine of Saul, had done. 
21:12 And David went and took the bones of Saul and the 
bones of Jonathan his son from the men of Jabeshgilead, 
which had stolen them from the street of Bethshan, where 
the Philistines had hanged them, when the Philistines had 
slain Saul in Gilboa: 

21:13And he brought up from thence the bones of Saul and 
the bones of Jonathan his son; and they gathered the bones 
of them that were hanged. 

21:14 And the bones of Saul and Jonathan his son buried 
they in the country of B enjamin in Zelah, in the sepulchre of 
Kish his father: and they performed all that the king com- 
manded. And after that God was intreated for the land. 
21:15 Moreover the Philistines had yet war again with Is- 
rael; and D avid went down, and his servants with him, and 
fought against the Philistines: and David waxed faint 
21:16 And Ishbibenob, which was of the sons of the giant, 
the weight of whose spear weighed three hundred shekels of 
brass in weight, he being girded with a new sword, thought 
to have slain D avid. 

21:17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah succoured him, and 
smote the Philistine, and killed him. Then the men of David 
sware unto him, saying. Thou shalt go no more out with us 
to battle, that thou quench not the light of Israel. 
21:18 And it came to pass after this, that there was again a 
battle with the Philistines at Gob: then Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Saph, which was of the sons of the giant. 
21:19 And there was again a battle in Gob with the Phihs- 
tines, where Elhanan the son of Jaareoregim, a B ethlehemite, 
slew the brother of Goliath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver's beam. 

2 1 : 2 A nd there was yet a battle in G ath, where was a man of 
great stature, that had on every hand six fingers, and on ev- 
ery foot six toes, four and twenty in number; and he also was 
bom to the giant. 

2 1 : 2 1 A nd when he defied I srael, J onathan the son of Shimeah 
the brother of David slew him. 

21:22 These four were bom to the giant in Gath, and fell by 
the hand of D avid, and by the hand of his servants. 
22:1 And David spake unto the LORD the words of this 
song in the day that the LORD had delivered him out of the 
hand of all his enemies, and out of the hand of Saul: 
22:2 And he said. The LORD is my rock, and my fortress, 
and my deliverer; 

22:3 The God of my rock; in him will I trust: he is my shield, 
and the hom of my salvation, my high tower, and my refuge, 
my saviour; thou savest me from violence. 
22:4 I will call on the LORD, who is worthy to be praised: 
so shall I be saved from mine enemies. 
22:5 When the waves of death compassed me, the floods of 
ungodly men made me afraid; 

22:6 The sorrows of hell compassed me about; the snares of 
death prevented me; 

22:7 In my distress I called upon the LORD, and cried to my 
God: and he did hear my voice out of his temple, and my ciy 
did enter into his ears. 

22:8 Then the earth shook and trembled; the foundations of 
heaven moved and shook, because he was wroth. 
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22:9 There went up a smoke out ot his nostrils, and tire out 
ot his mouth devoured: coals were kindled by it. 
22: 10 He bowed the heavens also, and came down; and dark- 
ness was under his feet. 

22:11 And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly: and he was 
seen upon the wings of the wind. 

22 : 12 A nd he made darkness pavilions round about him, dark 
waters, and thick clouds of the skies. 
22:13 Through the brightness before him were coals of fire 
kindled. 

22: 14 The LORD thundered from heaven, and the most High 
uttered his voice. 

22: 15 And he sent out arrows, and scattered them; lightning, 
and discomfited them. 

22:16 And the channels of the sea appeared, the foundations 
of the world were discovered, at the rebuking of the L RD , 
at the blast of the breath of his nostrils. 
22:17 He sent from above, he took me; he drew me out of 
many waters; 

22: 18 He delivered me from my strong enemy, and from them 
that hated me: for they were too strong for me. 
22:19 They prevented me in the day of my calamity: but the 
LORD was my stay. 

22:20 He brought me forth also into a large place: he deliv- 
ered me, because he delighted in me. 
22:21 The LORD rewarded me according to my righteous- 
ness: according to the cleanness of my hands hath he recom- 
pensed me. 

22:22 For I have kept the ways of the LORD, and have not 
wickedly departed from my God. 

22:23 For all his judgments were before me: and as for his 
statutes, I did not depart from them. 
22:24 I was also upright before him, and have kept myself 
from mine iniquity. 

22:25 Therefore the LORD hath recompensed me according 
to my righteousness; according to my cleanness in his eye 
sight. 

22:26 With the merciful thou wilt shew thyself merciful, and 
with the upright man thou wilt shew thyself upright 
22:27 With the pure thou wilt shew thyself pure; and with 
the froward thou wilt shew thyself unsavoury. 
22:28 And the afflicted people thou wilt save: but thine eyes 
are upon the haughty, that thou mayest bring them down. 
22:29 Forthou art my lamp, LORD: and the LORD will 
lighten my darkness. 

22:30 For by thee I have run through a troop: by my God 
have I leaped over a wall. 

22:31 As for God, his way is perfect; the word of the LORD 
is tried: he is a buckler to all them that trust in him. 
22:32 For who is God, save the LORD? and who is a rock, 
save our God? 

22:33 God is my strength and power: and he maketh my way 
perfect 

22:34 He maketh my feet like hinds' feet: and setteth me 
upon my high places. 

22:35 He teacheth my hands to war; so that a bow of steel is 
broken by mine arms. 

22:36 Thou hast also given me the shield of thy salvation: 
and thy gentleness hath made me great 
22:37 Thou hast enlarged my steps under me; so that my feet 
did not slip. 



22:38 I have pursued mine enemies, and destroyed them; 
and turned not again until I had consumed them. 
22:39 And I have consumed them, and wounded them, that 
they could not arise: yea, they are fallen under my feet. 
22:40 For thou hast girded me with strength to battle: them 
that rose up against me hast thou subdued under me. 
22:41 Thou hast also given me the necks of mine enemies, 
that I might destroy them that hate me. 
22:42 They looked, but there was none to save; even unto 
the LORD, but he answered them not. 
22:43 Then did I beat them as small as the dust of the earth, 
I did stamp them as the mire of the street, and did spread 
them abroad. 

22:44 Thou also hast delivered me from the strivings of my 
people, thou hast kept me to be head of the heathen: a people 
which I knew not shall serve me. 

22:45 Strangers shall submit themselves unto me: as soon as 
they hear, they shall be obedient unto me. 
22:46 Strangers shall fade away, and they shall be afraid out 
of their close places. 

22:47 The LORD liveth; and blessed be my rock; and ex- 
alted be the God of the rock of my salvation. 
22:48ItisGod that avengeth me, and that bringeth down the 
people under me. 

22:49 And that bringeth me forth from mine enemies: thou 
also hast lifted me up on high above them that rose up against 
me: thou hast delivered me from the violent man. 
22:50 Therefore I will give thanks unto thee, LORD, among 
the heathen, and I will sing praises unto thy name. 
22:51 He is the tower of salvation for his king: and sheweth 
mercy to his anointed, unto D avid, and to his seed for ever- 
more. 

23:1 Now these be the last words of David. D avid the son of 
Jesse said, and the man who was raised up on high, the 
anointed of the God of Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of Is- 
rael, said, 

23:2 The Spiritof the LORD spake by me, and his word was 
in my tongue. 

23:3 The God of Israel said, the Rock of Israel spake to me. 
He that ruleth over men must be just, ruling in the fear of 
God. 

23:4 And he shall be as the light of the morning, when the 
sun riseth, even a morning without clouds; as the tender grass 
springing out of the earth by clear shining after rain. 
23:5 Although my house be not so with God; yet he hath 
made with me an everlasting covenant ordered in all things, 
and sure: for this is all my salvation, and all my desire, al- 
though he make it not to grow. 

23:6 But the sons of Belial shall be all of them as thorns 
thrust away, because they cannot be taken with hands: 
23:7 But the man that shall touch them must be fenced with 
iron and the staff of a spear; and they shall be utterly burned 
with fire in the same place. 

23:8 These be the names of the mighty men whom David 
had: The Tachmonite that sat in the seat, chief among the 
captains; the same was Adino the Eznite: he lift up his spear 
against eight hundred, whom he slew at one time. 
23:9 And after him was Eleazarthe son of D odo the Ahohite, 
one of the three mighty men with D avid, when they defied 
the Philistines that were there gathered together to battle, 
and the men of Israel were gone away: 
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23:10 He arose, and smote the Philistines until his hand was 
weaiy, and his hand clave unto the sword: and the LORD 
wrought a great victory that day; and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

23:11 And after him was Shammah the son of Agee the 
Hararite. And the Philistines were gathered together into a 
troop, where was a piece of ground full of lentiles: and the 
people fled from the Philistines. 

23:12 But he stood in the midst of the ground, and defended 
it, and slew the Philistines: and the LORD wrought a great 
victory. 

23:13 And three of the thirty chief went down, and came to 
David in the harvest time unto the cave of Adullam: and the 
troop of the Philistines pitched in the valley of Rephaim. 
23:14 And David was then in an hold, and the garrison of the 
Philistines was then in Bethlehem. 

23:15 And David longed, and said. Oh that one would give 
me drink of the water of the well of Bethlehem, which is by 
the gate! 

23:16 And the three mighty men brake through the host of 
the Philistines, and drew water out of the well of B ethlehem, 
that was by the gate, and took it, and brought it to D avid: 
nevertheless he would not drink thereof, but poured it out 
unto the LORD. 

23:17Andhesaid, B e it far from me, LORD, that I should 
do this: is not this the blood of the men that went in jeopardy 
of their lives? therefore he would not drink it. These things 
did these three mighty men. 

23:18 AndAbishai, the brother of Joab, the son of Zeruiah, 
was chief among three. And he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred, and slew them, and had the name among three. 
23:19 Was he not most honourable of three? therefore he 
was their captain: howbeit he attained not unto the first three. 
23:20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant 
man, of Kabzeel, who had done many acts, he slew two 
honlike men of Moab: he went down also and slew a lion in 
the midst of a pit in time of snow: 

23:21AndheslewanEgyptian, agoodly man: andtheEgyp- 
tian had a spear in his hand; but he went down to him with a 
staff, and plucked the spear out of the Egyptian's hand, and 
slew him with his own spear 

23:22 These things did B enaiah the son of Jehoiada, and had 
the name among three mighty men. 
23:23 He was more honourable than the thirty, but he at- 
tained not to the first three. A nd D avid set him over his guard. 
23:24 Asahel the brother of Joab was one of the thirty; 
Elhanan the son of Dodo of Bethlehem, 
23:25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the Harodite, 
23:26 Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, 
23:27 AbiezertheAnethothite, Mebunnai the Hushathite, 
23:28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the Netophathite, 
23:29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Netophathite, Ittai the son 
of Ribai out of Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 
23:30 B enaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai of the brooks of Gaash, 
23:31 Abialbon the Arbathite, Azmaveth the Barhumite, 
23:32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the sons of Jashen, 
Jonathan, 

23:33 Shammah the Hararite, Ahiam the son of Sharar the 
Hararite, 

23:34 Eliphelet the son of Ahasbai, the son of the 
Maachathite, Eliam the son of Ahithophel the Gilonite, 



23:35 Hezrai the Carmelite, Paarai the Arbite, 
23:36 Igal the son of Nathan of Zobah, Bani the Gadite, 
23:37 Zelek the Ammonite, Nahari the Beerothite, 
armourbearer to Joab the son of Zeruiah, 
23:38 Ira an Ithrite, Gareb an Ithrite, 
23:39 Uriah the Hittite: thirty and seven in all. 
24:1 And again the anger of the LORD was kindled against 
Israel, and he moved David against them to say. Go, number 
Israel andjudah. 

24:2 For the king said to Joab the captain of the host, which 
was with him. Go now through all the tribes of Israel, from 
Dan even to Beersheba, and number ye the people, that I 
may know the number of the people. 
24:3 And Joab said unto the king. Now the LORD thy God 
add unto the people, how many soever they be, an hundred- 
fold, and that the eyes of my lord the king may see it: but 
why doth my lord the king delight in this thing? 
24:4 Notwithstanding the king's word prevailed againstjoab, 
and against the captains of the host. And Joab and the cap- 
tains of the host went out from the presence of the king, to 
number the people of Israel. 

24:5 And they passed overjordan, and pitched in Aroer, on 
the right side of the city that lieth in the midst of the river of 
Gad, and toward J azer: 

24:6 Then they came to Gilead, and to the land of 
Tahtimhodshi; and they came to D anjaan, and about to Zidon, 
24:7 And came to the strong hold of Tyre, and to all the cities 
of the Hivites, and of the Canaanites: and they went out to 
the south of Judah, even to Beersheba. 
24:8 So when they had gone through all the land, they came 
to Jerusalem at the end of nine months and twenty days. 
24:9 And Joab gave up the sum of the number of the people 
unto the king: and there were in Israel eight hundred thou- 
sand valiant men that drew the sword; and the men of Judah 
were five hundred thousand men. 

24:10 And David's heart smote him after that he had num- 
bered the people. And David said unto the LORD, I have 
sinned greatly in that I have done: and now, I beseech thee, 
LORD, take away the iniquity of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

24:11 For when David was up in the morning, the word of 
the LORD came unto the prophet G ad, David's seer, saying, 
24:12 Go and say unto David, Thus saith the LORD, I offer 
thee three things; choose thee one of them, that I may do it 
unto thee. 

24:13 So Gad came to David, and told him, and said unto 
him. Shall seven years of famine come unto thee in thy land? 
or wilt thou flee three months before thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee? or that there be three days' pestilence in 
thy land? now advise, and see what answer I shall return to 
him that sent me. 

24: 14 And David said unto Gad, I am in a great strait: let us 
fall now into the hand of the L RD ; for his mercies are great: 
and let me not fall into the hand of man. 
24:15 So the LORD sent a pestilence upon Israel from the 
morning even to the time appointed: and there died of the 
people from D an even to B eersheba seventy thousand men. 
24: 16And when the angel stretched out his hand uponjerusa- 
lem to destroy it, the LORD repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the people. It is enough: stay 
now thine hand. And the angel of the LORD was by the 
threshingplace of Araunah thejebusite. 
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24:17 And David spake unto the LORD when he saw the 
angel that smote the people, and said, Lo, I have sinned, and 
I have done wickedly: but these sheep, what have they done? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, be against me, and against my 
father's house. 

24:18 And Gad came that day to David, and said unto him, 
G up, rear an altar unto the L RD in the threshingtloor of 
A raunah the J ebusite. 

24:19 And David, according to the saying of Gad, went up 
as the LORD commanded. 

24:20 And A raunah looked, and saw the king and his ser- 
vants coming on toward him: and A raunah went out, and 
bowed himself before the king on his face upon the ground. 
24:2 1 A nd A raunah said. Wherefore is my lord the king come 
to his servant? And David said. To buy the threshingtloor of 
thee, to build an altar unto the LORD, that the plague may 
be stayed from the people. 

24:22 And Araunah said unto David, Let my lord the king 
take and offer up what seemeth good unto him: behold, here 
be oxen for burnt sacrifice, and threshing instruments and 
other instruments of the oxen for wood. 
24:23 All these things did Araunah, as a king, give unto the 
king. And Araunah said unto the king. The LORD thy God 
accept thee. 

24:24 And the king said unto Araunah, Nay; but I will surely 
buy it of thee at a price: neither will I offer burnt offerings 
unto the LORD my God of that which doth cost me nothing. 
So David bought the threshingtloor and the oxen for fifty 
shekels of silver 

24:25 And David built there an altar unto the LORD, and 
offered burnt offerings and peace offerings. So the LORD 
was intreated for the land, and the plague was stayed from 
Israel. 

I KINGS 



1:1 Now king D avid was old and stricken in years; and they 
covered him with clothes, but he gat no heat 
1:2 Wherefore his servants said unto him. Let there be sought 
for my lord the king a young virgin: and let her stand before 
the king, and let her cherish him, and let her lie in thy bo- 
som, that my lord the king may get heat 
1:3 So they sought for a fair damsel throughout all the coasts 
of Israel, and found Abishag a Shunammite, and brought her 
to the king. 

1:4 And the damsel was very fair, and cherished the king, 
and ministered to him: but the king knew her not. 
1:5 Then Adonijah the son of Haggith exalted himself, say- 
ing, I will be king: and he prepared him chariots and horse- 
men, and fifty men to run before him. 
1:6 And his father had not displeased him at any time in 
saying. Why hast thou done so? and he also was a very goodly 
man; and his mother bare him after Absalom. 
1 : 7 A nd he conferred with J oab the son of Zeruiah, and with 
Abiatharthe priest: and they following Adonijah helped him. 
1:8 But Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
and Nathan the prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and the mighty 
men which belonged to David, were not with Adonijah. 
1:9 And Adonijah slew sheep and oxen and fat cattle by the 
stone of Zoheleth, which is by Enrogel, and called all his 



brethren the king's sons, and all the men of Judah the king's 
servants: 

1:10 But Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah, and the mighty 
men, and Solomon his brother, he called not. 
1:11 Wherefore Nathan spake unto Bathshebathe mother of 
Solomon, saying, Hast thou not heard that Adonijah the son 
of Haggith doth reign, and David our lord knoweth it not? 
1:12 Now therefore come, letme, I pray thee, give thee coun- 
sel, that thou may est save thine own life, and the life of thy 
son Solomon. 

1:13 Go and get thee in unto king David, and say unto him, 
Didstnotthou, my lord, king, swearunto thine handmaid, 
saying, Assuredly Solomon thy son shall reign after me, and 
he shall sit upon my throne? why then doth A donijah reign? 
1:14 Behold, while thou yet talkest there with the king, I 
also will come in after thee, and confirm thy words. 
l:15AndBathsheba wentin unto the king into the chamber: 
and the king was very old; and Abishag the Shunammite 
ministered unto the king. 

1 : 16 A nd B athsheba bowed, and did obeisance unto the king. 
And the king said, What wouldest thou? 
1:17 And she said unto him, My lord, thou swarest by the 
LORD thy God unto thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne. 

1:18 And now, behold, Adonijah reigneth; and now, my lord 
the king, thou knowest it not: 

1 : 1 9 A nd he hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep in abun- 
dance, and hath called all the sons of the king, and A biathar 
the priest, and Joab the captain of the host: but Solomon thy 
servant hath he not called. 

1:20 And thou, my lord, king, the eyes of all Israel are 
upon thee, that thou shouldest tell them who shall sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him. 
1:21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, when my lord the king 
shall sleep with his fathers, that I and my son Solomon shall 
be counted offenders. 

1:22 And, lo, while she yet talked with the king, Nathan the 
prophet also came in. 

1:23 And they told the king, saying, Behold Nathan the 
prophet A nd when he was come in before the king, he bowed 
himself before the king with his face to the ground. 
1:24 And Nathan said, My lord, king, hast thou said, 
A donijah shall reign afterme, and he shall situpon my throne? 
1:25 For he is gone down this day, and hath slain oxen and 
fat cattle and sheep in abundance, and hath called all the 
king's sons, and the captains of the host, and A biathar the 
priest; and, behold, they eat and drink before him, and say, 
G od save king A donijah. 

1:26 But me, even me thy servant, and Zadok the priest, and 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and thy servant Solomon, hath 
he not called. 

l:27Is this thing done by my lord the king, and thou hast not 
shewed it unto thy servant, who should sit on the throne of 
my lord the king after him? 

1:28 Then king D avid answered and said, C all me B athsheba. 
And she came into the king's presence, and stood before the 
king. 

1:29 And the king sware, and said, As the LORD liveth, that 
hath redeemed my soul out of all distress, 
1:30 Even as I sware unto thee by the LORD God of Israel, 
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saying, Assuredly Solomon thy son shall reign after me, and 
he shall sit upon my throne in my stead; even so will I cer- 
tainly do this day. 

1:31 Then Bathsheba bowed with her face to the earth, and 
did reverence to the king, and said. Let my lord king David 
live tor ever 

1:32 And king David said. Call me Zadok the priest, and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada. And 
they came before the king. 

1:33 The king also said unto them. Take with you the ser- 
vants of your lord, and cause Solomon my son to ride upon 
mine own mule, and bring him down to G ihon: 
1:34 And let Zadok the priest and Nathan the prophet anoint 
him there king over Israel: and blow ye with the trumpet, 
and say, God save king Solomon. 

1:35 Then ye shall come up after him, that he may come and 
sit upon my throne; for he shall be king in my stead: and I 
have appointed him to be ruler over Israel and over Judah. 
1:36 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada answered the king, 
and said. Amen: the LORD God of my lord the king say so 
too. 

1 :37 A s the L RD hath been with my lord the king, even so 
be he with Solomon, and make his throne greater than the 
throne of my lord king D avid. 

1:38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and the 
Pelethites, went down, and caused Solomon to ride upon king 
David's mule, and brought him to Gihon. 
1:39 And Zadok the priest took an horn of oil out of the 
tabernacle, and anointed Solomon. And they blew the trum- 
pet; and all the people said, God save king Solomon. 
1:40 And all the people came up after him, and the people 
piped with pipes, and rejoiced with great joy, so that the earth 
rent with the sound of them. 

1:41 And Adonijah and all the guests that were with him 
heard it as they had made an end of eating. And when Joab 
heard the sound of the trumpet he said. Wherefore is this 
noise of the city being in an uproar? 
1:42 And while he yet spake, behold, Jonathan the son of 
Abiatharthe priest came; andAdonijah said unto him. Come 
in; for thou art a valiant man, and bringest good tidings. 
1:43 And Jonathan answered and said to Adonijah, Verily 
our lord king David hath made Solomon king. 
1:44 And the king hath sent with him Zadok the priest and 
Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and 
the Cherethites, and the Pelethites, and they have caused him 
to ride upon the king's mule: 

1:45 And Zadok the priest and Nathan the prophet have 
anointed him king in G ihon: and they are come up from thence 
rejoicing, so that the city rang again. This is the noise thatye 
have heard. 

1:46 A nd also Solomon sitteth on the throne of the kingdom. 
1:47 And moreoverthe king's servants came to bless our lord 
king David, saying, God make the name of Solomon better 
than thy name, and make his throne greater than thy throne. 
And the king bowed himself upon the bed. 
1 :48 A nd also thus said the king, B lessed be the LORD God 
of Israel, which hath given one to sit on my throne this day, 
mine eyes even seeing it. 

1 :49 A nd all the guests that were with A donij ah were afraid, 
and rose up, and went every man his way. 



1:50 And Adonijah feared because of Solomon, and arose, 
and went, and caught hold on the horns of the altar 
1:51 And it was told Solomon, saying. Behold, Adonijah 
feareth king Solomon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on the 
horns of the altar, saying. Let king Solomon swear unto me 
today that he will not slay his servant with the sword. 
1:52 And Solomon said. If he will shew himself a worthy 
man, there shall not an hair of him fall to the earth: but if 
wickedness shall be found in him, he shall die. 
1:53 So king Solomon sent, and they brought him down from 
the altar And he came and bowed himself to king Solomon: 
and Solomon said unto him. Go to thine house. 
2:1 Now the days of David drew nigh that he should die; 
and he charged Solomon his son, saying, 
2:2 I go the way of all the earth: be thou strong therefore, 
and shew thyself a man; 

2:3 And keep the charge of the LORD thy God, to walk in 
his ways, to keep his statutes, and his commandments, and 
his judgments, and his testimonies, as it is written in the law 
of Moses, that thou mayest prosper in all that thou doest, 
and whithersoever thou tumest thyself: 
2:4 That the LORD may continue his word which he spake 
concerning me, saying. If thy children take heed to their way, 
to walk before me in truth with all their heart and with all 
their soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) a man on the 
throne of Israel. 

2:5 Moreoverthou knowestalso whatjoab the son of Zeruiah 
did to me, and what he did to the two captains of the hosts of 
Israel, untoAbnerthesonof Ner, and unto A masa the son of 
J ether, whom he slew, and shed the blood of war in peace, 
and put the blood of war upon his girdle that was about his 
loins, and in his shoes that were on his feet. 
2:6 Do therefore according to thy wisdom, and let not his 
hoar head go down to the grave in peace. 
2 :7 B ut shew kindness unto the sons of B aizillai the G ileadite, 
and let them be of those that eat at thy table: for so they came 
to me when I fled because of Absalom thy brother 
2:8 And, behold, thou hast with thee Shimei the son of G era, 
a Benjamite of Bahurim, which cursed me with a grievous 
curse in the day when I went to Mahanaim: but he came 
down to meet me at Jordan, and I swaretohimby theLORD, 
saying, I will not put thee to death with the sword. 
2:9 Now therefore hold him not guiltless: forthou art a wise 
man, and knowest what thou oughtest to do unto him; but 
his hoar head bring thou down to the grave with blood. 
2:10 So David slept with his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David. 

2:11 And the days that David reigned over Israel were forty 
years: seven years reigned he in H ebron, and thirty and three 
years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

2:12 Then sat Solomon upon the throne of David his father; 
and his kingdom was established greatly. 
2:13 AndAdonijah the son of Haggith came to Bathsheba 
the mother of Solomon. And she said, Comest thou peace- 
ably? And he said. Peaceably. 

2:14 He said moreover, I have somewhat to say unto thee. 
And she said. Say on. 

2:15And he said. Thou knowest that the kingdom was mine, 
and that all Israel set their faces on me, that I should reign: 
howbeit the kingdom is turned about and is become my 
brother's: for it was his from the LORD . 
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2:16 And now I ask one petition of tliee, deny me not And 
slie said unto liim, Say on. 

2:17 And lie said, Speak, I pray thee, unto Solomon the king, 
(tor he will not say thee nay,) that he give me Abishag the 
Shunammite to wife. 

2 : 1 8 A nd B athsheba said. Well; I will speak tor thee unto the 
king. 

2:19 B athsheba therefore went unto king Solomon, to speak 
unto himforAdonijah. Andthekingroseupto meet her, and 
bowed himself unto her, and sat down on his throne, and 
caused a seat to be set for the king's mother; and she sat on 
his right hand. 

2:20 Then she said, I desire one small petition of thee; I pray 
thee, say me not nay. And the king said unto her. Ask on, my 
mother: for I will not say thee nay. 

2:21 And she said, LetAbishag the Shunammite be given to 
Adonijah thy brother to wife. 

2:22 And king Solomon answered and said unto his mother. 
And why dost thou ask Abishag the Shunammite for 
Adonijah? ask for him the kingdom also; for he is mine elder 
brother; even for him, and for Abiathar the priest, and for 
Joab the son of Zeruiah. 

2:23 Then king Solomon sware by the LORD, saying, God 
do so to me, and more also, if Adonijah have not spoken this 
word against his own life. 

2:24 Now therefore, as the LORD liveth, which hath estab- 
lished me, and set me on the throne of D avid my father, and 
who hath made me an house, as he promised, Adonijah shall 
be put to death this day. 

2:25 And king Solomon sent by the hand of Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada; and he fell upon him that he died. 
2:26 And unto Abiathar the priest said the king. Get thee to 
Anathoth, unto thine own fields; for thou art worthy of death: 
but I will not at this time put thee to death, because thou 
barest the ark of the L RD God before D avid my father, and 
because thou hast been afflicted in all wherein my father was 
afflicted. 

2:27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar from being priest unto 
the L RD ; that he might fulfil the word of the L RD , which 
he spake concerning the house of Eli in Shiloh. 
2:28 Then tidings came to Joab: for Joab had turned after 
Adonijah, though he turned not afterAbsalom. And Joab fled 
unto the tabernacle of the LORD, and caught hold on the 
horns of the altar 

2:29 And it was told king Solomon that Joab was fled unto 
the tabernacle of the LORD; and, behold, he is by the altar 
Then Solomon sent B enaiah the son of J ehoiada, saying, G o, 
fall upon him. 

2:30 And Benaiah came to the tabernacle of the LORD, and 
said unto him. Thus saith the king. Come forth. And he said. 
Nay; but I will die here. A nd B enaiah brought the king word 
again, saying. Thus said Joab, and thus he answered me. 
2:31 And the king said unto him. Do as he hath said, and fall 
upon him, and buiy him; that thou mayest take away the in- 
nocent blood, which Joab shed, from me, and from the house 
of my father 

2:32 And the LORD shall return his blood upon his own 
head, who fell upon two men more righteous and better than 
he, and slew them with the sword, my father D avid not know- 
ing thereof, to wit, Abnerthe son of Ner, captain of the host 
of Israel, and Amasa the son of Jether, captain of the host of 
Judah. 



2:33 Their blood shall therefore return upon the head of Joab, 
and upon the head of his seed for ever: but upon David, and 
upon his seed, and upon his house, and upon his throne, 
shall there be peace for ever from the LORD. 
2:34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went up, and fell upon 
him, and slew him: and he was buried in his own house in 
the wilderness. 

2:35 And the king put Benaiah the son of Jehoiada in his 
room over the host: and Zadok the priest did the king put in 
the room of Abiathar 

2:36 And the king sent and called for Shimei, and said unto 
him. Build thee an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, and 
go not forth thence any whither 

2 :37 For it shall be, that on the day thou goest out, and passest 
over the brook Kidron, thou shalt know for certain that thou 
shalt surely die: thy blood shall be upon thine own head. 
2:38 And Shimei said unto the king. The saying is good: as 
my lord the king hath said, so will thy servant do. And Shimei 
dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 

2:39 And it came to pass at the end of three years, that two of 
the servants of Shimei ran away unto Achish son of Maachah 
king of Gath. And they told Shimei, saying. Behold, thy ser- 
vants be in Gath. 

2:40 And Shimei arose, and saddled his ass, and went to 
Gath to Achish to seek his servants: and Shimei went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 

2:41 And it was told Solomon that Shimei had gone from 
Jerusalem to Gath, and was come again. 
2:42 And the king sent and called for Shimei, and said unto 
him. Did I not make thee to swear by the LORD, and pro- 
tested unto thee, saying. Know for a certain, on the day thou 
goest out, and walkest abroad any whither, that thou shalt 
surely die? and thou saidst unto me. The word that I have 
heard is good. 

2 : 43 W hy then hast thou not kept the oath of the L R D , and 
the commandment that I have charged thee with? 
2:44 The king said moreover to Shimei, Thou knowest all 
the wickedness which thine heart is privy to, that thou didst 
to D avid my father, therefore the L RD shall return thy wick- 
edness upon thine own head; 

2:45 And king Solomon shall be blessed, and the throne of 
David shall be established before the LORD for ever 
2:46 So the king commanded Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; 
which went out, and fell upon him, that he died. And the 
kingdom was established in the hand of Solomon. 
3:1 And Solomon made affinity with Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and took Pharaoh's daughter, and brought her into the city of 
David, until he had made an end of building his own house, 
and the house of the L R D , and the wall of J erusalem round 
about. 

3:2 Only the people sacrificed in high places, because there 
was no house built unto the name of the LORD, until those 
days. 

3:3 And Solomon loved the LORD, walking in the statutes 
of D avid his father: only he sacrificed and burnt incense in 
high places. 

3:4 And the king went to Gibeon to sacrifice there; for that 
was the great high place: a thousand burnt offerings did 
Solomon offer upon that altar 

3:5 In Gibeon the LORD appeared to Solomon in a dream 
by night: and God said. Ask what I shall give thee. 
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3:6 And Solomon said, Thou hast shewed unto thy servant 
David my father great mercy, according as he wallced before 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in uprightness of heart 
with thee; and thou hast kept for him this great kindness, 
that thou hast given him a son to sit on his throne, as it is this 
day. 

3:7 And now, LORD my God, thou hast made thy servant 
king instead of D avid my father: and I am but a little child: I 
know not how to go out or come in. 
3:8 And thy servant is in the midst of thy people which thou 
hast chosen, a great people, that cannot be numbered nor 
counted for multitude. 

3: 9 G ive therefore thy servant an understanding heart to judge 
thy people, that I may discern between good and bad: for 
who is able to judge this thy so great a people? 
3:10 And the speech pleased the LORD, that Solomon had 
asked this thing. 

3:11 And God said unto him. Because thou hast asked this 
thing, and hast not asked for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked the life of thine en- 
emies; but hast asked for thyself understanding to discern 
judgment; 

3:12 Behold, I have done according to thy words: lo, I have 
given thee a wise and an understanding heart; so that there 
was none like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any 
arise like unto thee. 

3:13 And I have also given thee that which thou hast not 
asked, both riches, and honour so that there shall not be any 
among the kings like unto thee all thy days. 
3:14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to keep my statutes 
and my commandments, as thy father D avid did walk, then I 
will lengthen thy days. 

3:15 And Solomon awoke; and, behold, it was a dream. And 
he came to Jerusalem, and stood before the ark of the cov- 
enant of the LORD, and offered up burnt offerings, and of- 
fered peace offerings, and made a feast to all his servants. 
3:16 Then came there two women, that were harlots, unto 
the king, and stood before him. 

3:17 And the one woman said, my lord, I and this woman 
dwell in one house; and I was delivered of a child with her in 
the house. 

3:18 And it came to pass the third day after that I was deliv- 
ered, that this woman was delivered also: and we were to- 
gether; there was no stranger with us in the house, save we 
two in the house. 

3:19 And this woman's child died in the night; because she 
overlaid it. 

3:20 And she arose at midnight, and took my son from be- 
side me, while thine handmaid slept, and laid it in her bo- 
som, and laid her dead child in my bosom. 
3:21 And when I rose in the morning to give my child suck, 
behold, it was dead: but when I had considered it in the morn- 
ing, behold, it was not my son, which I did bean 
3:22 And the other woman said. Nay; but the living is my 
son, and the dead is thy son. And this said. No; but the dead 
is thy son, and the living is my son. Thus they spake before 
the king. 

3:23 Then said the king. The one saith. This is my son that 
liveth, and thy son is the dead: and the other saith. Nay; but 
thy son is the dead, and my son is the living. 
3:24 And the king said. Bring me a sword. And they brought 
a sword before the king. 



3:25 And the king said. Divide the living child in two, and 
give half to the one, and half to the other 
3:26 Then spake the woman whose the living child was unto 
the king, for her bowels yearned upon her son, and she said, 
my lord, give her the living child, and in no wise slay it 
But the other said. Let it be neither mine nor thine, but di- 
vide it. 

3:27 Then the king answered and said. Give her the living 
child, and in no wise slay it: she is the mother thereof. 
3:28 And all Israel heard of the judgment which the king had 
judged; and they feared the king: for they saw that the wis- 
dom of God was in him, to do judgment. 
4:1 So king Solomon was king over all Israel 
4:2 And these were the princes which he had; Azariah the 
son of Zadok the priest, 

4:3 Elihoreph and Ahiah, the sons of Shisha, scribes; 
Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud, the recorder 
4:4 And Benaiahthesonof Jehoiadawas over the host: and 
Zadok and A biathar were the priests: 
4:5 And Azariah the son of Nathan was over the officers: and 
Zabud the son of Nathan was principal officer, and the king's 
friend: 

4:6 AndAhisharwas over the household: andAdoniram the 
son of Abda was over the tribute. 

4:7 And Solomon had twelve officers over all Israel, which 
provided victuals for the king and his household: each man 
his month in a year made provision. 
4:8 And these are their names: The son of Hur, in mount 
Ephraim: 

4:9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, and in Shaalbim, and 
Bethshemesh, and Elonbethhanan: 

4: 10 The son of Hesed, inAruboth; to him pertained Sochoh, 
and all the land of Hepher: 

4:11 The son of Abinadab, in all the region of Dor; which 
had Taphath the daughter of Solomon to wife: 
4:12 Baanathe son of Ahilud; to him pertained Taanach and 
Megiddo, and all Bethshean, which is by Zartanah beneath 
J ezreel, from B ethshean to A belmeholah, even unto the place 
that is beyond Jokneam: 

4:13 The son of Geber, in Ramothgilead; to him pertained 
the towns of J air the son of Manasseh, which are in Gilead; 
to him also pertained the region of A rgob, which is in B ashan, 
threescore great cities with walls and brasen bars: 
4:14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had Mahanaim: 
4:15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he also took Basmath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 

4:16 Baanah the son of Hushai was in Asher and inAloth: 
4:17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in Issachar: 
4:18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Benjamin: 
4:19 Geber the son of Uri was in the country of Gilead, in 
the country of Sihon king of theAmorites, and of Og king of 
B ashan; and he was the only officer which was in the land. 
4:20 Judah and Israel were many, as the sand which is by the 
sea in multitude, eating and drinking, and making meny. 
4:21 And Solomon reigned overall kingdoms from the river 
unto the land of the Philistines, and unto the border of Egypt: 
they brought presents, and served Solomon all the days of 
his life. 

4:22 And Solomon's provision for one day was thirty mea- 
sures of fine flour, and threescore measures of meal, 
4:23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out of the pastures, and 
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an hundred sheep, beside harts, and roebucks, and fallowdeer, 
and fatted fowl. 

4:24 For he had dominion over all the region on this side the 
river, from Tiphsah even to Azzah, over all the kings on this 
side the river: and he had peace on all sides round about 
him. 

4:25 And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, every man under his 
vine and under his fig tree, from Dan even to Beersheba, all 
the days of Solomon. 

4:26 And Solomon had forty thousand stalls of horses for 
his chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen. 
4:27 And those officers provided victual for king Solomon, 
and for all that came unto king Solomon's table, every man 
in his month: they lacked nothing. 

4:28 Barley also and straw for the horses and dromedaries 
brought they unto the place where the officers were, every 
man according to his charge. 

4:29 And God gave Solomon wisdom and understanding 
exceeding much, and largeness of heart, even as the sand 
that is on the sea shore. 

4:30 And Solomon's wisdom excelled the wisdom of all the 
children of the east country, and all the wisdom of Egypt 
4:31 For he was wiser than all men; than Ethan the Ezrahite, 
and Heman, and Chalcol, and Darda, the sons of Mahol: and 
his fame was in all nations round about. 
4:32 And he spake three thousand proverbs: and his songs 
were a thousand and five. 

4:33 And he spake of trees, from the cedar tree that is in 
Lebanon even unto the hyssop that springeth out of the wall: 
he spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. 

4:34 And there came of all people to hear the wisdom of 
Solomon, from all kings of the earth, which had heard of his 
wisdom. 

5:1 And Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants unto Solomon; 
for he had heard that they had anointed him king in the room 
of his father: for Hiram was ever a lover of David. 
5:2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 
5:3 Thou knowest how that David my father could not build 
an house unto the name of the LORD his God for the wars 
which were about him on every side, until the LORD put 
them under the soles of his feet. 

5:4 But now the LORD my God hath given me rest on every 
side, so that there is neither adversary nor evil occurrent. 
5:5 And, behold, I purpose to build an house unto the name 
of the LORD my God, as the LORD spake unto David my 
father, saying. Thy son, whom I will set upon thy throne in 
thy room, he shall build an house unto my name. 
5:6 Now therefore command thou that they hew me cedar 
trees out of Lebanon; and my servants shall be with thy ser- 
vants: and unto thee will I give hire for thy servants accord- 
ing to all that thou shalt appoint: for thou knowest that there 
is not among us any that can skill to hew timber like unto the 
Sidonians. 

5:7 And it came to pass, when Hiram heard the words of 
Solomon, that he rejoiced greatly, and said. Blessed be the 
LORD this day, which hath given unto David a wise son 
over this great people. 

5:8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, I have considered 
the things which thou sentest to me ton and I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and concerning timber of 
fin 



5:9 My servants shall bring them down from Lebanon unto 
the sea: and I will convey them by sea in floats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and will cause them to be 
discharged there, and thou shalt receive them: and thou shalt 
accomplish my desire, in giving food for my household. 
5:10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees and fir trees ac- 
cording to all his desire. 

5:11 And Solomon gave Hiram twenty thousand measures 
of wheat for food to his household, and twenty measures of 
pure oil: thus gave Solomon to Hiram year by yean 
5:12 And the LORD gave Solomon wisdom, as he promised 
him: and there was peace between Hiram and Solomon; and 
they two made a league together 

5:13 And king Solomon raised a levy out of all Israel; and 
the levy was thirty thousand men. 

5: 14 A nd he sent them to L ebanon, ten thousand a month by 
courses: a month they were in Lebanon, and two months at 
home: andAdoniram was over the levy. 
5:15 And Solomon had threescore and ten thousand that bare 
burdens, and fourscore thousand hewers in the mountains; 
5: 16 B eside the chief of Solomon's officers which were over 
the work, three thousand and three hundred, which ruled over 
the people that wrought in the work. 
5:17Andthekingcommanded, and they brought great stones, 
costly stones, and hewed stones, to lay the foundation of the 
house. 

5:18 And Solomon's builders and Hiram's builders did hew 
them, and the stonesquarers: so they prepared timber and 
stones to build the house. 

6:1 And it came to pass in the four hundred and eightieth 
year after the children of Israel were come out of the land of 
Egypt, in the fourth year of Solomon's reign over Israel, in 
the month Zif, which is the second month, that he began to 
build the house of the LORD. 

6:2 And the house which king Solomon built for the LORD, 
the length thereof was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits. 
6:3 And the porch before the temple of the house, twenty 
cubits was the length thereof, according to the breadth of the 
house; and ten cubits was the breadth thereof before the 
house. 

6:4 A nd for the house he made windows of narrow lights. 
6:5 A nd against the wall of the house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the house round about, both of 
the temple and of the oracle: and he made chambers round 
about: 

6:6 The nethermost chamber was five cubits broad, and the 
middle was six cubits broad, and the third was seven cubits 
broad: for without in the wall of the house he made nar- 
rowed rests round about, that the beams should not be fas- 
tened in the walls of the house. 

6:7 And the house, when it was in building, was built of 
stone made ready before it was brought thithen so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in the 
house, while it was in building. 

6:8 The door for the middle chamber was in the right side of 
the house: and they went up with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the middle into the third. 
6:9 So he built the house, and finished it; and covered the 
house with beams and boards of cedar 
6:10 And then he built chambers against all the house, five 
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cubits liigli: and tliey rested on the house with timber ot ce- 
dar. 

6:11 And the word ot the LORD came to Solomon, saying, 
6:12 Concerning this house which thou art in building, if 
thou wilt walk in my statutes, and execute my judgments, 
and keep all my commandments to walk in them; then will I 
perform my word with thee, which I spake unto David thy 
father: 

6:13 And I will dwell among the children of Israel, and will 
not forsake my people Israel. 
6:14 So Solomon built the house, and finished it 
6:15 And he built the walls of the house within with boards 
of cedar, both the floor of the house, and the walls of the 
ceiling: and he covered them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with planks of fin 
6:16 And he built twenty cubits on the sides of the house, 
both the floor and the walls with boards of cedan he even 
built them for it within, even for the oracle, even for the 
most holy place. 

6:17 And the house, that is, the temple before it was forty 
cubits long. 

6: 18 A nd the cedar of the house within was carved with knops 
and open flowers: all was cedar; there was no stone seen. 
6:19 And the oracle he prepared in the house within, to set 
there the ark of the covenant of the LORD . 
6:20 And the oracle in the forepart was twenty cubits in length, 
and twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in the height 
thereof: and he overlaid it with pure gold; and so covered 
the altar which was of cedar 

6:21 So Solomon overlaid the house within with pure gold: 
and he made a partition by the chains of gold before the oracle; 
and he overlaid it with gold. 

6:22 And the whole house he overlaid with gold, until he 
had finished all the house: also the whole altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

6:23 And within the oracle he made two cherubims of olive 
tree, each ten cubits high. 

6:24 And five cubits was the one wing of the cherub, and 
five cubits the other wing of the cherub: from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the uttermost part of the other were 
ten cubits. 

6: 25 A nd the other cherub was ten cubits: both the cherubims 
were of one measure and one size. 

6:26 The height of the one cherub was ten cubits, and so was 
it of the other cherub. 

6:27 And he set the cherubims within the inner house: and 
they stretched forth the wings of the cherubims, so that the 
wing of the one touched the one wall, and the wing of the 
other cherub touched the other wall; and their wings touched 
one another in the midst of the house. 
6:28 And he overlaid the cherubims with gold. 
6:29 And he carved all the walls of the house round about 
with carved figures of cherubims and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without 

6: 30 A nd the floors of the house he overlaid with gold, within 
and without 

6:31 And for the entering of the oracle he made doors of 
olive tree: the lintel and side posts were a fifth part of the 
wall. 

6:32 The two doors also were of olive tree; and he carved 
upon them carvings of cherubims and palm trees and open 



flowers, and overlaid them with gold, and spread gold upon 
the cherubims, and upon the palm trees. 
6:33 So also made he for the door of the temple posts of 
olive tree, a fourth part of the wall. 
6:34Andthetwo doors were of fir tree: the two leaves of the 
one door were folding, and the two leaves of the other door 
were folding. 

6:35 And he carved thereon cherubims and palm trees and 
open flowers: and covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work. 

6:36 And he built the inner court with three rows of hewed 
stone, and a row of cedar beams. 

6:37 In the fourth year was the foundation of the house of 
the LORD laid, in the month Zif: 

6:38 And in the eleventh year, in the month Bui, which is the 
eighth month, was the house finished throughout all the parts 
thereof, and according to all the fashion of it. So was he 
seven years in building it. 

7:1 B ut Solomon was building his own house thirteen years, 
and he finished all his house. 

7:2 He built also the house of the forest of Lebanon; the 
length thereof was an hundred cubits, and the breadth thereof 
fifty cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits, upon four 
rows of cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon the pillars. 
7:3 And it was covered with cedar above upon the beams, 
that lay on forty five pillars, fifteen in a row. 
7:4 And there were windows in three rows, and light was 
against light in three ranks. 

7:5 And all the doors and posts were square, with the win- 
dows: and light was against light in three ranks. 
7:6 And he made a porch of pillars; the length thereof was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth thereof thirty cubits: and the 
porch was before them: and the other pillars and the thick 
beam were before them. 

7:7 Then he made a porch for the throne where he might 
judge, even the porch of judgment and it was covered with 
cedar from one side of the floor to the other 
7:8 A nd his house where he dwelt had another court within 
the porch, which was of the like work. Solomon made also 
an house for Pharaoh's daughter, whom he had taken to wife, 
like unto this porch. 

7:9 All these were of costly stones, according to the mea- 
sures of hewed stones, sawed with saws, within and without 
even from the foundation unto the coping, and so on the 
outside toward the great court. 

7:10 And the foundation was of costly stones, even great 
stones, stones of ten cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 
7:11 And above were costly stones, after the measures of 
hewed stones, and cedars. 

7: 12 A nd the great court round about was with three rows of 
hewed stones, and a row of cedar beams, both for the inner 
court of the house of the LORD, and for the porch of the 
house. 

7:13 And king Solomon sent and fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 
7:14 He was a widow's son of the tribe of Naphtali, and his 
father was a man of Tyre, a worker in brass: and he was filled 
with wisdom, and understanding, and cunning to work all 
works in brass. And he came to king Solomon, and wrought 
all his work. 

7:15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of eighteen cubits high 
apiece: and a line of twelve cubits did compass either of them 
about 
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7:16 And he made two chapiters of molten brass, to set upon 
the tops of the pillars: the height of the one chapiter was five 
cubits, and the height of the other chapiter was five cubits: 
7:17 And nets of checker work, and wreaths of chain work, 
for the chapiters which were upon the top of the pillars; seven 
for the one chapiter, and seven for the other chapiter 
7:18 And he made the pillars, and two rows round about 
upon the one network, to cover the chapiters that were upon 
the top, with pomegranates: and so did he for the other 
chapiter 

7:19 And the chapiters that were upon the top of the pillars 
were of lily work in the porch, four cubits. 
7:20 And the chapiters upon the two pillars had pomegran- 
ates also above, over against the belly which was by the net- 
work: and the pomegranates were two hundred in rows round 
about upon the other chapiter 

7:2 1 And he set up the pillars in the porch of the temple: and 
he set up the right pillar, and called the name thereof Jachin: 
and he set up the left pillar, and called the name thereof B oaz. 
7:22 And upon the top of the pillars was lily work: so was 
the work of the pillars finished. 

7:23 And he made a molten sea, ten cubits from the one brim 
to the other it was round all about, and his height was five 
cubits: and a line of thirty cubits did compass it round about 
7:24 A nd under the brim of it round about there were knops 
compassing it, ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round about: 
the knops were cast in two rows, when it was cast. 
7:25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three looking toward the 
north, and three looking toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking toward the east: and the 
sea was set above upon them, and all their hinder parts were 
inward. 

7:26 And it was an hand breadth thick, and the brim thereof 
was wrought like the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: it 
contained two thousand baths. 

7:27 And he made ten bases of brass; four cubits was the 
length of one base, and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

7:28 A nd the work of the bases was on this manner: they had 
borders, and the borders were between the ledges: 
7:29 And on the borders that were between the ledges were 
lions, oxen, and cherubims: and upon the ledges there was a 
base above: and beneath the lions and oxen were certain ad- 
ditions made of thin work. 

7:30 And every base had four brasen wheels, and plates of 
brass: and the four comers thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters molten, at the side of every addi- 
tion. 

7:31 And the mouth of it within the chapiter and above was 
a cubit: but the mouth thereof was round after the work of 
the base, a cubit and an half: and also upon the mouth of it 
were gravings with their borders, foursquare, not round. 
7:32 And under the borders were four wheels; and the axle- 
trees of the wheels were joined to the base: and the height of 
a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 
7: 33 A nd the work of the wheels was like the work of a chariot 
wheel: their axletrees, and their naves, and their felloes, and 
their spokes, were all molten. 

7:34 And there were four undersetters to the four comers of 
one base: and the undersetters were of the very base itself. 
7:35 A nd in the top of the base was there a round compass of 



half a cubit high: and on the top of the base the ledges thereof 
and the borders thereof were of the same. 
7:36 For on the plates of the ledges thereof, and on the bor- 
ders thereof, he graved cherubims, lions, and palm trees, 
according to the proportion of every one, and additions round 
about. 

7:37 After this manner he made the ten bases: all of them 
had one casting, one measure, and one size. 
7:38 Then made he ten lavers of brass: one laver contained 
forty baths: and every laver was four cubits: and upon every 
one of the ten bases one laver 

7:39 And he put five bases on the right side of the house, and 
five on the left side of the house: and he set the sea on the 
right side of the house eastward over against the south. 
7:40 And Hiram made the lavers, and the shovels, and the 
basons. So Hiram made an end of doing all the work that he 
made king Solomon for the house of the LORD: 
7:41 The two pillars, and the two bowls of the chapiters that 
were on the top of the two pillars; and the two networks, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters which were upon the 
top of the pillars; 

7:42 And four hundred pomegranates for the two networks, 
even two rows of pomegranates for one network, to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that were upon the pillars; 
7:43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on the bases; 
7:44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under the sea; 
7:45 And the pots, and the shovels, and the basons: and all 
these vessels, which Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
house of the LORD, were of bright brass. 
7:46 In the plain of Jordan did the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Succoth and Zarthan. 
7:47 And Solomon left all the vessels unweighed, because 
they were exceeding many: neither was the weight of the 
brass found out. 

7:48 And Solomon made all the vessels that pertained unto 
the house of the LORD: the altar of gold, and the table of 
gold, whereupon the shewbread was, 
7:49 A nd the candlesticks of pure gold, five on the right side, 
and five on the left, before the oracle, with the flowers, and 
the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

7:50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, and the basons, and 
the spoons, and the censers of pure gold; and the hinges of 
gold, both for the doors of the inner house, the most holy 
place, and for the doors of the house, to wit, of the temple. 
7:51 So was ended all the work that king Solomon made for 
the house of the LORD . And Solomon brought in the things 
which D avid his father had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he put among the treasures of 
the house of the LORD. 

8:1 Then Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and all 
the heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children 
of Israel, unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, that they might 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the LORD out of the city 
of David, which is Zion. 

8:2 A nd all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto king 
Solomon at the feast in the month Ethanim, which is the 
seventh month. 

8: 3 A nd all the elders of Israel came, and the priests took up 
the ark. 

8:4 A nd they brought up the ark of the L RD , and the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and all the holy vessels that were 
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in tlie tabernacle, even those did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

8:5 And king Solomon, and all the congregation of Israel, 
that were assembled unto him, were with him before the ark, 
sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not be told nor num- 
bered for multitude. 

8:6 And the priests brought in the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD unto his place, into the oracle of the house, to the 
most holy place, even under the wings of the cherubims. 
8:7 For the cherubims spread forth their two wings over the 
place of the ark, and the cherubims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8:8 And they drew out the staves, that the ends of the staves 
were seen out in the holy place before the oracle, and they 
were not seen without: and there they are unto this day. 
8:9 There was nothing in the ark save the two tables of stone, 
which Moses put there at Horeb, when the LORD made a 
covenant with the children of Israel, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt. 

8:10 A nd it came to pass, when the priests were come out of 
the holy place, that the cloud filled the house of the L RD , 
8:11 So tiiat the priests could not stand to minister because 
of the cloud: for the glory of the LORD had filled the house 
of the LORD. 

8:12 Then spake Solomon, The LORD said that he would 
dwell in the thick darkness. 

8:13 I have surely built thee an house to dwell in, a settled 
place for thee to abide in for ever 

8:14 And the king turned his face about, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel: (and all the congregation of Israel 
stood;) 

8:15Andhesaid, Blessed be the LORD Godof Israel, which 
spake with his mouth unto D avid my father, and hath with 
his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

8:16 Since the day that I brought forth my people Israel out 
of Egypt, I chose no city out of all the tribes of Israel to build 
an house, that my name might be therein; but I chose D avid 
to be over my people Israel. 

8:17 And it was in the heart of David my father to build an 
house for the name of the LORD God of Israel. 
8:18 And the LORD said unto David my father. Whereas it 
was in thine heart to build an house unto my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart. 
8:19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build the house; but thy son 
that shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build the house 
unto my name. 

8:20 And the LORD hath performed his word that he spake, 
and I am risen up in the room of David my father, and sit on 
the throne of Israel, as the LORD promised, and have built 
an house forthe name of the LORD God of Israel. 
8:21 And I have set there a place for the ark, wherein is the 
covenant of the L RD , which he made with our fathers, when 
he brought them out of the land of Egypt. 
8:22 A nd Solomon stood before the altar of the L RD in the 
presence of all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands toward heaven: 

8:23 And he said, LORD God of Israel, there is no God like 
thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who keepest cov- 
enant and mercy with thy servants that walk before thee with 
all their heart: 
8:24 Who hast kept with thy servant David my father that 



thou promisedst him: thou spakest also with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this day. 
8:25 Therefore now, LORD Godof Israel, keep with thy ser- 
vant D avid my father that thou promisedst him, saying. There 
shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit on the throne of 
Israel; so that thy children take heed to their way, that they 
walk before me as thou hast walked before me. 
8:26 And now, God of Israel, let thy word, I pray thee, be 
verified, which thou spakest unto thy servant D avid my fa- 
ther 

8:27 But will God indeed dwell on the earth? behold, the 
heaven and heaven of heavens cannot contain thee; how much 
less this house that I have builded? 
8:28 Yet have thou respect unto the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his supplication, LORD my God, to hearken unto 
the ciy and to the prayer, which thy servant prayeth before 
thee to day: 

8:29 That thine eyes may be open toward this house night 
and day, even toward the place of which thou hast said. My 
name shall be there: that thou may est hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward this place. 
8:30 And hearken thou to the supplication of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel, when they shall pray toward this 
place: and hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place: and when 
thou hearest, forgive. 

8:31 If any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath 
be laid upon him to cause him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house: 

8:32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge thy ser- 
vants, condemning the wicked, to bring his way upon his 
head; and justifying the righteous, to give him according to 
his righteousness. 

8:33 When thy people Israel be smitten down before the en- 
emy, because they have sinned against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 
8:34 Then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again unto the land which thou 
gavest unto their fathers. 

8:35 When heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee; if they pray toward this place, 
and confess thy name, and turn from their sin, when thou 
afflictestthem: 

8:36 Then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
servants, and of thy people Israel, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and give rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given to thy people for an inheritance. 
8:37 If there be in the land famine, if there be pestilence, 
blasting, mildew, locust, or if there be caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their cities; whatsoever 
plague, whatsoever sickness there be; 
8:38 What prayer and supplication soever be made by any 
man, or by all thy people Israel, which shall know every man 
the plague of his own heart, and spread forth his hands to- 
ward this house: 

8:39 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and for- 
give, and do, and give to every man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (forthou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of men;) 
8:40 That they may fear thee all the days that they live in the 
land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 
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8:41 M oreover concerning a stranger, that is not ot tliy people 
Israel, but cometh out of a far country for thy name's sake; 
8:42 (Forthey shall hear of thy great name, and of thy strong 
hand, and of thy stretched out arm,) when he shall come and 
pray toward this house; 

8:43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, and do accord- 
ing to all that the stranger calleth to thee fon that all people 
of the earth may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel; and that they may know that this house, which I have 
builded, is called by thy name. 

8:44 If thy people go out to battle against their enemy, 
whithersoever thou shalt send them, and shall pray unto the 
LORD toward the city which thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house that I have built for thy name: 
8:45 Then hear thou in heaven their prayer and their suppli- 
cation, and maintain their cause. 

8:46 If they sin against thee, (for there is no man that sinneth 
not) and thou be angiy with them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they cany them away captives unto the land 
of the enemy, far or near; 

8:47 Yet if they shall bethink themselves in the land whither 
they were carried captives, and repent, and make supplica- 
tion unto thee in the land of them that carried them captives, 
saying. We have sinned, and have done perversely, we have 
committed wickedness; 

8:48 A nd so return unto thee with all their heart, and with all 
their soul, in the land of their enemies, which led them away 
captive, and pray unto thee toward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy name: 
8:49 Then hear thou their prayer and their supplication in 
heaven thy dwelling place, and maintain their cause, 
8:50 And forgive thy people that have sinned against thee, 
and all their transgressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may have compassion on them: 
8:51 For they be thy people, and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtest forth out of Egypt, from the midst of the 
furnace of iron: 

8:52 That thine eyes may be open unto the supplication of 
thy servant, and unto the supplication of thy people Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all that they call for unto thee. 
8:53 For thou didst separate them from among all the people 
of the earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of M oses thy servant, when thou broughtest our fathers 
outof Egypt, LORD God. 

8:54 And it was so, that when Solomon had made an end of 
praying all this prayer and supplication unto the LORD, he 
arose from before the altar of the LORD, from kneeling on 
his knees with his hands spread up to heaven. 
8:55 And he stood, and blessed all the congregation of Israel 
with a loud voice, saying, 

8:56 Blessed be the LORD, that hath given rest unto his 
people Israel, according to all that he promised: there hath 
not failed one word of all his good promise, which he prom- 
ised by the hand of Moses his servant. 
8:57 The LORD our God be with us, as he was with our 
fathers: let him not leave us, nor forsake us: 
8:58 That he may incline our hearts unto him, to walk in all 
his ways, and to keep his commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he commanded our fathers. 



8:59And let these my words, wherewith I have made suppli- 
cation before the LORD, be nigh unto the LORD our God 
day and night, that he maintain the cause of his servant, and 
the cause of his people Israel at all times, as the matter shall 
require: 

8:60 That all the people of the earth may know that the LO RD 
is God, and that there is none else. 

8:61 Letyour heart therefore be perfect with theLORD our 
G od, to walk in his statutes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. 

8:62 And the king, and all Israel with him, offered sacrifice 
before the LORD. 

8:63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which he offered unto the LORD, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep. So the 
king and all the children of Israel dedicated the house of the 
LORD. 

8:64 The same day did the king hallow the middle of the 
court that was before the house of the LORD : for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings: because the brasen altar that was before the 
LORD was too little to receive the burnt offerings, and meat 
offerings, and the fat of the peace offerings. 
8:65 And at that time Solomon held a feast, and all Israel 
with him, a great congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt before the LORD our God, 
seven days and seven days, even fourteen days. 
8:66 On the eighth day he sent the people away: and they 
blessed the king, and went unto their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that the LORD had done for David 
his servant, and for Israel his people. 
9:1 And it came to pass, when Solomon had finished the 
building of the house of the LORD, and the king's house, 
and all Solomon's desire which he was pleased to do, 
9:2 That the LORD appeared to Solomon the second time, 
as he had appeared unto him at Gibeon. 
9:3 And the LORD said unto him, I have heard thy prayer 
and thy supplication, that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast built, to put my name 
there for ever; and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

9:4 And it thou wilt walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, in integrity of heart, and in uprightness, to do ac- 
cording to all that I have commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

9:5 Then I will establish the throne of thy kingdom upon 
Israel for ever, as I promised to David thy father, saying. 
There shall not fail thee a man upon the throne of Israel. 
9:6 But if ye shall at all turn from following me, ye or your 
children, and will not keep my commandments and my stat- 
utes which I have set before you, but go and serve other 
gods, and worship them: 

9:7 Then will I cut off Israel out of the land which I have 
given them; and this house, which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight; and Israel shall be a prov- 
erb and a byword among all people: 
9:8 A nd at this house, which is high, every one that passeth 
by it shall be astonished, and shall hiss; and they shall say. 
Why hath the LORD done thus unto this land, and to this 
house? 
9:9 And they shall answer. Because they forsook the LORD 
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their G od, wlio brouglit tortli tlieir tatliers out ot tlie land ot 
Egypt, and have taken hold upon other gods, and have wor- 
shipped them, and served them: therefore hath the LORD 
brought upon them all this evil. 

9:10 And it came to pass at the end ot twenty years, when 
Solomon had built the two houses, the house ot the LORD, 
and the king's house, 

9:11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre had furnished Solomon 
with cedar trees and fir trees, and with gold, according to all 
his desire, ) that then king Solomon gave Hiram twenty cities 
in the land of Galilee. 

9:12 And Hiram came out from Tyre to see the cities which 
Solomon had given him; and they pleased him not. 
9: 13 And he said. What cities are these which thou hast given 
me, my brother? And he called them the land of Cabul unto 
this day. 

9:14 And Hiram sent to the king sixscore talents of gold. 
9:15 And this is the reason of the levy which king Solomon 
raised; for to build the house of the LORD, and his own 
house, and Millo, and the wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer 

9:16 ForPharaoh king of Egypt had gone up, and taken Gezer, 
and burnt it with fire, and slain the Canaanites that dwelt in 
the city, and given it for a present unto his daughter, Solomon's 
wife. 

9:17 And Solomon built Gezer, and Bethhoron the nether, 
9:18AndBaalath, and Tadmor in the wilderness, in the land, 
9:19 And all the cities of store that Solomon had, and cities 
for his chariots, and cities for his horsemen, and that which 
Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
in all the land of his dominion. 

9: 20 A nd all the people that were left of the A morites, Hittites, 
Perizzites, Hivites, andjebusites, which were not of the chil- 
dren of Israel, 

9:21 Their children that were left afterthem in the land, whom 
the children of Israel also were not able utterly to destroy, 
upon those did Solomon levy a tribute of bondservice unto 
this day. 

9:22 Butof thechildren of Israel didSolomonmake no bond- 
men: but they were men of war, and his servants, and his 
princes, and his captains, and rulers of his chariots, and his 
horsemen. 

9:23 These were the chief of the officers that were over 
Solomon's work, five hundred and fifty, which bare rule over 
the people that wrought in the work. 
9: 24 B ut Pharaoh's daughter came up out of the city of D avid 
unto her house which Solomon had built for her: then did he 
build Millo. 

9:25 And three times in a year did Solomon offer burnt of- 
ferings and peace offerings upon the altar which he built unto 
the LORD, and he burnt incense upon the altar that was be- 
fore the LORD. So he finished the house. 
9:26 And king Solomon made a navy of ships in Eziongeber, 
which is beside Eloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in the 
land of Edom. 

9:27 And Hiram sent in the navy his servants, shipmen that 
had knowledge of the sea, with the servants of Solomon. 
9:28 And they came to Ophir, and fetched from thence gold, 
four hundred and twen^ talents, and brought it to king 
Solomon. 
10:1 And when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of 



Solomon concerning the name of the LORD, she came to 
prove him with hard questions. 

10:2 And she came to Jerusalem with aveiy great train, with 
camels that bare spices, and very much gold, and precious 
stones: and when she was come to Solomon, she communed 
with him of all that was in her heart. 
10:3 And Solomon told her all her questions: there was not 
any thing hid from the king, which he told her not. 
10:4 And when the queen of Sheba had seen all Solomon's 
wisdom, and the house that he had built, 
10:5 And the meat of his table, and the sitting of his ser- 
vants, and the attendance of his ministers, and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers, and his ascent by which he went up unto 
the house of the LORD; there was no more spirit in hen 
10:6And she said to the king. It was a true report that I heard 
in mine own land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 
10:7 Howbeit I believed not the words, until I came, and 
mine eyes had seen it: and, behold, the half was not told me: 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame which I heard. 
10:8 Happy are thy men, happy are these thy servants, which 
stand continually before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 
10:9 Blessed be the LORD thy God, which delighted in thee, 
to set thee on the throne of Israel: because the LORD loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

10:10 And she gave the king an hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and of spices very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance of spices as these which 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon. 
10:11 And the navy also of Hiram, that brought gold from 
Ophir, brought in from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, 
and precious stones. 

10:12 And the king made of the almug trees pillars for the 
house of the LORD, and forthe king's house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers: there came no such almug trees, nor 
were seen unto this day. 

10:13 And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all 
her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. So she turned and went to her 
own country, she and her servants. 
10:14 Now the weight of gold that came to Solomon in one 
year was six hundred threescore and six talents of gold, 
10:15 Beside that he had of the merchantmen, and of the 
traffick of the spice merchants, and of all the kings of Arabia, 
and of the governors of the country. 
10: 16 And king Solomon made two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of gold went to one target. 
10:17 And he made three hundred shields of beaten gold; 
three pound of gold went to one shield: and the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Lebanon. 
10:18 Moreover the king made a great throne of ivory, and 
overlaid it with the best gold. 

10:19 The throne had six steps, and the top of the throne was 
round behind: and there were stays on either side on the place 
of the seat, and two lions stood beside the stays. 
10:20 And twelve lions stood there on the one side and on 
the other upon the six steps: there was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

10:21 And all king Solomon's drinking vessels were of gold, 
and all the vessels of the house of the forest of L ebanon were 
of pure gold; none were of silver, it was nothing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. 
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10:22 For the king liad at sea a navy of Tharsliisli witli tlie 
navy of Hiram: once in tliree years came tlie navy of 
Tliarsliisli, bringing gold, and silver, ivoiy, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

10:23 So king Solomon exceeded all the kings of the earth 
for riches and for wisdom. 

10:24 A nd all the earth sought to Solomon, to hear his wis- 
dom, which God had put in his heart. 
10:25 And they brought every man his present, vessels of 
silver, and vessels of gold, and garments, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year by yean 
10:26 And Solomon gathered together chariots and horse- 
men: and he had a thousand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, whom he bestowed in the cities 
for chariots, and with the king at Jerusalem. 
10:27And the king made silverto beinjerusalem as stones, 
and cedars made he to be as the sycomore trees that are in 
the vale, for abundance. 

10:28 And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt, and 
linen yam: the king's merchants received the linen yam at a 
price. 

10:29 And a chariot came up and went out of Egypt for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an horse for an hundred and 
fifty: and so forall the kings of the Hittites, and forthe kings 
of Syria, did they bring them out by their means. 
11:1 But king Solomon loved many strange women, together 
with the daughter of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, Am- 
monites, Edomites, Zidonians, and Hittites: 
11:2 Of the nations conceming which the LORD said unto 
the children of Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, neither 
shall they come in unto you: for surely they will tum away 
your heart after their gods: Solomon clave unto these in love. 
11:3 And he had seven hundred wives, princesses, and three 
hundred concubines: and his wives tumed away his heart. 
11:4 For it came to pass, when Solomon was old, that his 
wives tumed away his heart after other gods: and his heart 
was not perfect with the L RD his G od, as was the heart of 
David his father 

11:5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddess of the 
Zidonians, and after Milcom the abomination of the Ammo- 
nites. 

11:6 And Solomon did evil in the sight of the LORD, and 
went not fully after the L RD , as did D avid his father 
11:7 Then did Solomon build an high place for Chemosh, 
the abomination of Moab, in the hill that is before Jerasa- 
lem, and for Molech, the abomination of the children of 
Ammon. 

11:8 And likewise did he for all his strange wives, which 
bumt incense and sacrificed unto their gods. 
11:9 And the LORD was angiy with Solomon, because his 
heart was tumed from the LORD God of Israel, which had 
appeared unto him twice, 

11:10 And had commanded him conceming this thing, that 
he should not go after other gods: but he kept not that which 
the LORD commanded. 

11:11 Wherefore the LORD said unto Solomon, Forasmuch 
as this is done of thee, and thou hast not kept my covenant 
and my statutes, which I have commanded thee, I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will give it to thy servant. 
11:12 Notwithstanding in thy days I will not do it for David 
thy father's sake: but I will rend it out of the hand of thy son. 



11:13 Howbeit I will not rend away all the kingdom; but will 
give one tribe to thy son for D avid my servant's sake, and for 
Jemsalem's sake which I have chosen. 
ll:14And the LORD stirred up an adversary unto Solomon, 
Hadad the Edomite: he was of the king's seed in Edom. 
11:15 For it came to pass, when David was in Edom, and 
Joab the captain of the host was gone up to buiy the slain, 
after he had smitten every male in Edom; 
11:16 (For six months did Joab remain there with all Israel, 
until he had cut off every male in Edom:) 
11: 17 That Hadad fled, he and certain Edomites of his father's 
servants with him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being yet a little 
child. 

ll:18And they arose outofMidian, andcameto Paran: and 
they took men with them out of Paran, and they came to 
Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; which gave him an house, 
and appointed him victuals, and gave him land. 
1 1 : 1 9 A nd H adad found great favour in the sight of Pharaoh, 
so that he gave him to wife the sister of his own wife, the 
sister of Tahpenes the queen. 

11:20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare him Genubath his son, 
whom Tahpenes weaned in Pharaoh's house: and Genubath 
was in Pharaoh's household among the sons of Pharaoh. 
1 1 :2 1 A nd when H adad heard in E gypt that D avid slept with 
his fathers, and that Joab the captain of the host was dead, 
Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I may go to mine 
own country. 

11:22 Then Pharaoh said unto him. But what hast thou lacked 
with me, that, behold, thou seekest to go to thine own coun- 
try? And he answered. Nothing: howbeit let me go in any 
wise. 

11:23 And God stirred him up another adversary, Rezon the 
son of Eliadah, which fled from his lord Hadadezer king of 
Zobah: 

11:24 And he gathered men unto him, and became captain 
over a band, when D avid slew them of Zobah: and they went 
to Damascus, and dwelt therein, and reigned in Damascus. 
11:25 And he was an adversary to Israel all the days of 
Solomon, beside the mischief that Hadad did: and he ab- 
horred Israel, and reigned over Syria. 
11:26 And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, an Ephrathite of 
Zereda, Solomon's servant, whose mother's name was Zeruah, 
a widow woman, even he lifted up his hand against the king. 
1 1 : 2 7 A nd this was the cause that he lifted up his hand against 
the king: Solomon built Millo, and repaired the breaches of 
the city of David his father 

11:28 And the man Jeroboam was a mighty man of valour: 
and Solomon seeing the young man that he was industrious, 
he made him mler over all the charge of the house of J oseph. 
11:29 And it came to pass at that time when Jeroboam went 
out of Jerusalem, that the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite found 
him in the way; and he had clad himself with a new garment; 
and they two were alone in the field: 
11:30 And Ahijah caught the new garment that was on him, 
and rent it in twelve pieces: 

11:31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces: for 
thus saith the LORD, the God of Israel, Behold, I will rend 
the kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, and will give ten 
tribes to thee: 

11:32 (But he shall have one tribe for my servant David's 
sake, and forjerasalem's sake, the city which I have chosen 
out of all the tribes of Israel:) 
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11:33 Because that they have forsaken me, and have wor- 
shipped A shtoreth the goddess of the Zidonians, Chemosh 
the god of the Moabites, and Milcom the god of the children 
of Ammon, and have not walked in my ways, to do that which 
is right in mine eyes, and to keep my statutes and my judg- 
ments, as did D avid his father 

11:34 Howbeit I will not take the whole kingdom out of his 
hand: but I will make him prince all the days of his life for 
David my servant's sake, whom I chose, because he kept my 
commandments and my statutes: 

11:35 But I will take the kingdom out of his son's hand, and 
will give it unto thee, even ten tribes. 
11:36 And unto his son will I give one tribe, that David my 
servant may have a light alway before me in Jerusalem, the 
city which I have chosen me to put my name there. 
11:37 And I will take thee, and thou shalt reign according to 
all that thy soul desireth, and shalt be king over Israel. 
11:38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken unto all that I 
command thee, and wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in my sight, to keep my statutes and my command- 
ments, as David my servant did; that I will be with thee, and 
build thee a sure house, as I built for David, and will give 
Israel unto thee. 

11:39 And I will for this afflict the seed of D avid, but not for 
ever 

11:40 Solomon sought therefore to kill Jeroboam. And 
Jeroboam arose, and fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king of 
Egypt, and was in Egypt until the death of Solomon. 
11:41 And the rest of the acts of Solomon, and all that he 
did, and his wisdom, are they not written in the book of the 
acts of Solomon? 

11:42 And the time that Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over 
all Israel was forty years. 

11:43 And Solomon slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
the city of David his father: and Rehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead. 

12:1 And Rehoboam went to Shechem: for all Israel were 
come to Shechem to make him king. 
12:2 And it came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who was yet in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled from the 
presence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt;) 
12:3 That they sent and called him. And Jeroboam and all 
the congregation of Israel came, and spake unto Rehoboam, 
saying, 

12:4 Thy father made ouryoke grievous: now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy father, and his heavy yoke 
which he put upon us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 
12:5 And he said unto them, D epart yet for three days, then 
come again to me. And the people departed. 
12:6 And king Rehoboam consulted with the old men, that 
stood before Solomon his fatherwhile he yet lived, and said. 
How do ye advise that I may answer this people? 
12:7 And they spake unto him, saying. If thou wilt be a ser- 
vant unto this people this day, and wilt serve them, and an- 
swer them, and speak good words to them, then they will be 
thy servants for ever 

12:8 But he forsook the counsel of the old men, which they 
had given him, and consulted with the young men that were 
grown up with him, and which stood before him: 
12:9 And he said unto them. What counsel give ye that we 
may answer this people, who have spoken to me, saying. 
Make the yoke which thy father did put upon us lighter? 



1 2 : 1 A nd the young men that were grown up with him spake 
unto him, saying. Thus shalt thou speak unto this people that 
spake unto thee, saying. Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it lighter unto us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them. My little finger shall be thicker than my father's loins. 
12:llAndnow whereas my father did lade you with a heavy 
yoke, I will add to your yoke: my father hath chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 
12:12 So Jeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam 
the third day, as the king had appointed, saying. Come to me 
again the third day. 

12:13 And the king answered the people roughly, and for- 
sook the old men's counsel that they gave him; 
12:14 And spake to them after the counsel of the young men, 
saying. My father made your yoke heavy, and I will add to 
your yoke: my father also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

12:15 Wherefore the king hearkened not unto the people; 
for the cause was from the LORD , that he might perform his 
saying, which theLORD spake byAhijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

12:16 So when all Israel saw that the king hearkened not 
unto them, the people answered the king, saying. What por- 
tion have we in David? neither have we inheritance in the 
son of Jesse: to your tents, Israel: now see to thine own 
house, David. So Israel departed unto their tents. 
12:17 But as for the children of Israel which dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over them. 
12:18 Then king Rehoboam sentAdoram, who was overthe 
tribute; and all Israel stoned him with stones, that he died. 
Therefore king Rehoboam made speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

12: 19 So Israel rebelled against the house of D avid unto this 
day. 

12:20 And it came to pass, when all Israel heard that Jeroboam 
was come again, that they sent and called him unto the con- 
gregation, and made him king over all Israel: there was none 
that followed the house of D avid, but the tribe of Judah only. 
12:21 And when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he as- 
sembled all the house of Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, 
an hundred and fourscore thousand chosen men, which were 
warriors, to fight against the house of Israel, to bring the 
kingdom again to Rehoboam the son of Solomon. 
12:22 But the word of God came unto Shemaiah the man of 
God, saying, 

12:23 Speak unto Rehoboam, the son of Solomon, king of 
Judah, and unto all the house of Judah and Benjamin, and to 
the remnant of the people, saying, 

12:24 Thus saith the LORD, Ye shall not go up, nor fight 
against your brethren the children of Israel: return every man 
to his house; for this thing is from me. They hearkened there- 
fore to the word of the LORD, and returned to depart, ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD. 

12:25 Thenjeroboam builtShechem in mountEphraim, and 
dwelt therein; and went out from thence, and built Penuel. 
12:26 And Jeroboam said in his heart. Now shall the king- 
dom return to the house of David: 

12:27 If this people go up to do sacrifice in the house of the 
LORD atjerusalem, then shall the heart of this people turn 
again unto their lord, even unto Rehoboam king of Judah, 
and they shall kill me, and go again to Rehoboam king of 
Judah. 
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12:28 Whereupon the king took counsel, and made two calves 

of gold, and said unto them. It is too much for you to go up 

to Jerusalem: behold thy gods, Israel, which brought thee 

up out of the land of Egypt. 

12:29 And he set the one in Bethel, and the other put he in 

Dan. 

12:30 And this thing became a sin: for the people went to 

worship before the one, even unto D an. 

12 : 3 1 A nd he made an house of high places, and made priests 

of the lowest of the people, which were not of the sons of 

Levi. 

12:32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in the eighth month, 

on the fifteenth day of the month, like unto the feast that is in 

Judah, and he offered upon the altar So did he in Bethel, 

sacrificing unto the calves that he had made: and he placed 

in B ethel the priests of the high places which he had made. 

12:33 So he offered upon the altar which he had made in 

B ethel the fifteenth day of the eighth month, even in the month 

which he had devised of his own heart; and ordained a feast 

unto the children of Israel: and he offered upon the altar, and 

burnt incense. 

13:1 And, behold, there came a man of God out of Judah by 

the word of the LORD unto Bethel: and Jeroboam stood by 

the altar to bum incense. 

13:2 A nd he cried against the altar in the word of the LORD, 

and said, altar, altar, thus saith the L RD ; B ehold, a child 

shall be bom unto the house of David, Josiah by name; and 

upon thee shall he offer the priests of the high places that 

bum incense upon thee, and men's bones shall be bumtupon 

thee. 

13:3 And he gave a sign the same day, saying. This is the 

sign which the LORD hath spoken; Behold, the altar shall 

be rent, and the ashes that are upon it shall be poured out. 

13:4 And it came to pass, when king Jeroboam heard the 

saying of the man of God, which had cried against the altar 

in Bethel, that he put forth his hand from the altar, saying. 

Lay hold on him. And his hand, which he put forth against 

him, dried up, so that he could not pull it in again to him. 

13:5 The altar also was rent, and the ashes poured out from 

the altar, according to the sign which the man of God had 

given by the word of the LORD. 

13:6 And the king answered and said unto the man of God, 

Intreat now the face of the L RD thy G od, and pray for me, 

that my hand may be restored me again. And the man of God 

besought the LORD, and the king's hand was restored him 

again, and became as it was before. 

13:7 And the king said unto the man of God, Come home 

with me, and refresh thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

13:8 And the man of God said unto the king. If thou wilt 

give me half thine house, I will not go in with thee, neither 

will I eat bread nor drink water in this place: 

13:9 For so was it charged me by the word of the LORD, 

saying. Eat no bread, nor drink water, nor tum again by the 

same way that thou camest. 

13:10 So he went another way, and retumed not by the way 

that he came to Bethel. 

13:11 Now there dwelt an old prophet in Bethel; and his 

sons came and told him all the works that the man of God 

had done that day in B ethel: the words which he had spoken 

unto the king, them they told also to their father 

13:12 And their father said unto them. What way went he? 



For his sons had seen what way the man of G od went, which 
came from Judah. 

13:13 And he said unto his sons. Saddle me the ass. So they 
saddled him the ass: and he rode thereon, 
13:14 And went afterthe man of God, and found him sitting 
under an oak: and he said unto him. Art thou the man ofGod 
that camest from Judah? A nd he said, I am. 
13:15 Then he said unto him. Come home with me, and eat 
bread. 

13:16Andhesaid, I may not retum with thee, nor go in with 
thee: neither will I eat bread nor drink water with thee in this 
place: 

13:17 For it was said to meby the word of the LORD, Thou 
shalt eat no bread nor drink water there, nor tum again to go 
by the way that thou camest. 

13: 18 He said unto him, I am a prophet also as thou art; and 
an angel spake unto me by the word of the LORD, saying, 
B ring him back with thee into thine house, that he may eat 
bread and drink water But he lied unto him. 
13:19 So he went back with him, and did eat bread in his 
house, and drank water 

13:20 And it came to pass, as they sat at the table, that the 
word of the LORD came unto the prophet that brought him 
back: 

13:21 And he cried unto the man of God that came from 
Judah, saying. Thus saith the LORD, Forasmuch as thou hast 
disobeyed the mouth of the LORD, and hast not kept the 
commandment which the LORD thy God commanded thee, 
13:22 But camest back, and hast eaten bread and dmnk wa- 
ter in the place, of the which the Lord did say to thee. Eat no 
bread, and drink no water; thy carcase shall not come unto 
the sepulchre of thy fathers. 

13:23 And it came to pass, after he had eaten bread, and after 
he had dmnk, that he saddled for him the ass, to wit, for the 
prophet whom he had brought back. 
13:24 A nd when he was gone, a lion met him by the way, and 
slew him: and his carcase was cast in the way, and the ass 
stood by it, the lion also stood by the carcase. 
13:25 And, behold, men passed by, and saw the carcase cast 
in the way, and the lion standing by the carcase: and they 
came and told it in the city where the old prophet dwelt. 
13:26 A nd when the prophet that brought him back from the 
way heard thereof, he said. It is the man of God, who was 
disobedient unto the word of the LORD : therefore the LORD 
hath delivered him unto the lion, which hath tom him, and 
slain him, according to the word of the LORD, which he 
spake unto him. 

13:27 And he spake to his sons, saying. Saddle me the ass. 
And they saddled him. 

13:28 And he went and found his carcase cast in the way, 
and the ass and the lion standing by the carcase: the lion had 
not eaten the carcase, nor tom the ass. 
13:29 And the prophet took up the carcase of the man of 
God, and laid it upon the ass, and brought it back: and the 
old prophet came to the city, to moum and to bury him. 
13:30 And he laid his carcase in his own grave; and they 
moumed over him, saying, Alas, my brother! 
13:31 And it came to pass, after he had buried him, that he 
spake to his sons, saying. When I am dead, then buiy me in 
the sepulchre wherein the man of God is buried; lay my bones 
beside his bones: 
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13:32 Forthe saying which he cried by the word ot the LORD 
against the altar in Bethel, and against all the houses ot the 
high places which are in the cities of Samaria, shall surely 
come to pass. 

13:33 After this thing Jeroboam returned not from his evil 
way, but made again of the lowest of the people priests of the 
high places: whosoever would, he consecrated him, and he 
became one of the priests of the high places. 
13:34 And this thing became sin unto the house of Jeroboam, 
even to cut it off, and to destroy it from off the face of the 
earth. 

14:1 A t that time A bij ah the son of Jeroboam fell sick. 
14:2 And Jeroboam said to his wife. Arise, I pray thee, and 
disguise thyself, that thou be not known to be the wife of 
Jeroboam; and get thee to Shiloh: behold, there is Ahijah the 
prophet, which told me that I should be king over this people. 
14:3And take with thee ten loaves, and cracknels, and a cruse 
of honey, and go to him: he shall tell thee what shall become 
of the child. 

14:4 And Jeroboam's wife did so, and arose, and went to 
Shiloh, and came to the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah could 
not see; for his eyes were set by reason of his age. 
14:5 And the LORD said unto Ahijah, Behold, the wife of 
Jeroboam cometh to ask a thing of thee for her son; for he is 
sick: thus and thus shalt thou say unto hen for it shall be, 
when she cometh in, that she shall feign herself to be an- 
other woman. 

14:6 And it was so, when Ahijah heard the sound of her feet, 
as she came in at the door, that he said. Come in, thou wife 
of Jeroboam; why feignestthou thyself to be another? for I 
am sent to thee with heavy tidings. 
14:7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saiththe LORD God of Israel, 
Forasmuch as I exalted thee from among the people, and 
made thee prince over my people Israel, 
14:8 And rent the kingdom away from the house of David, 
and gave it thee: and yet thou hast not been as my servant 
David, who kept my commandments, and who followed me 
with all his heart, to do that only which was right in mine 
eyes; 

14:9 But hast done evil above all that were before thee: for 
thou hast gone and made thee other gods, and molten im- 
ages, to provoke me to anger, and hast cast me behind thy 
back: 

14:10 Therefore, behold, I will bring evil upon the house of 
Jeroboam, and will cut off from Jeroboam him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in Israel, 
and will take away the remnant of the house of Jeroboam, as 
a man taketh away dung, till it be all gone. 
14:11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the city shall the dogs 
eat; and him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air 
eat: forthe LORD hath spoken it. 

14:12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to thine own house: and 
when thy feet enter into the city, the child shall die. 
14:13 And all Israel shall mourn for him, and buiy him: for 
he only of Jeroboam shall come to the grave, because in him 
there is found some good thing toward the LORD God of 
Israel in the house of Jeroboam. 

14:14 Moreover the LORD shall raise him up a king over 
Israel, who shall cut off the house of Jeroboam that day: but 
what? even now. 
14:15 Forthe LORD shall smite Israel, as a reed is shaken in 



the water, and he shall root up Israel out of this good land, 
which he gave to their fathers, and shall scatter them beyond 
the river, because they have made their groves, provoking 
the LORD to anger 

14:16 And he shall give Israel up because of the sins of 
Jeroboam, who did sin, and who made Israel to sin. 
14:17AndJeroboam's wifearose, and departed, andcameto 
Tiizah: and when she came to the threshold of the door, the 
child died; 

14: 18 And they buried him; and all Israel mourned for him, 
according to the word of the LORD, which he spake by the 
hand of his servant Ahijah the prophet. 
14:19 And the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, how he warred, 
and how he reigned, behold, they are written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel. 
14:20 And the days which Jeroboam reigned were two and 
twenty years: and he slept with his fathers, and Nadab his 
son reigned in his stead. 

14:21 And Rehoboam the son of Solomon reigned in Judah. 
Rehoboam was forty and one years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the city 
which the LORD did choose out of all the tribes of Israel, to 
put his name there. And his mother's name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 

14:22 And Judah did evil in the sight of the LORD, and they 
provoked him to jealousy with their sins which they had com- 
mitted, above all that their fathers had done. 
14:23 For they also built them high places, and images, and 
groves, on every high hill, and under every green tree. 
14:24 And there were also sodomites in the land: and they 
did according to all the abominations of the nations which 
the LORD cast out before the children of Israel. 
14:25 And it came to pass in the fifth year of king Rehoboam, 
that Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusalem: 
14:26 And he took away the treasures of the house of the 
LORD, and the treasures of the king's house; he even took 
away all: and he took away all the shields of gold which 
Solomon had made. 

14:27And king Rehoboam made in their stead brasen shields, 
and committed them unto the hands of the chief of the guard, 
which kept the door of the king's house. 
14:28 And it was so, when the king went into the house of 
the L RD , that the guard bare them, and brought them back 
into the guard chamber 

14:29 Now the rest of the acts of Rehoboam, and all that he 
did, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

14:30 And there was war between Rehoboam and Jeroboam 
all their days. 

14:31 And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, and was buried 
with his fathers in the city of D avid. And his mother's name 
was Naamah anAmmonitess. AndAbijam his son reigned in 
his stead. 

15:1 Now in the eighteenth year of king Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat reigned A bij am over Judah. 
15:2 Three years reigned he in Jerusalem, and his mother's 
name was Maachah, the daughter of A bishalom. 
15:3 And he walked in all the sins of his father, which he had 
done before him: and his heart was not perfect with the L RD 
his God, as the heart of David his father 
15:4 Nevertheless for David's sake did the LORD his God 
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give liim a lamp in Jerusalem, to setup his son after him, and 
to establish Jerusalem: 

15:5 Because David did that which was right in the eyes ot 
the L RD , and turned not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days ot his lite, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. 

15:6 And there was war between Rehoboam and Jeroboam 
all the days of his life. 

15:7 Now the rest of the acts of Abijam, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
ofJudah?Andtherewaswar between Abijamandjeroboam. 
15:8 AndAbijam slept with his fathers; and they buried him 
in the city of David: and Asa his son reigned in his stead. 
15:9 And in the twentieth year of Jeroboam king of Israel 
reigned Asa overjudah. 

15:10 And forty and one years reigned he in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Maachah, the daughterof Abishalom. 
15:11 And Asa did that which was right in the eyes of the 
LORD, as did David his father 

15:12 And he took away the sodomites out of the land, and 
removed all the idols that his fathers had made. 
15:13 And also Maachah his mother, even her he removed 
from being queen, because she had made an idol in a grove; 
and A sa destroyed her idol, and burnt it by the brook K idron. 
15:14 But the high places were not removed: nevertheless 
Asa's heart was perfect with the LORD all his days. 
15: 15 A nd he brought in the things which his father had dedi- 
cated, and the things which himself had dedicated, into the 
house of the LORD, silver, and gold, and vessels. 
15:16 And there was war between Asa and Baasha king of 
Israel all their days. 

15:17 And Baasha king of Israel went up against Judah, and 
built Ramah, that he might not suffer any to go out or come 
in to Asa king of Judah. 

15:18 Then Asa took all the silver and the gold that were left 
in the treasures of the house of the LORD, and the treasures 
of the king's house, and delivered them into the hand of his 
servants: and king Asa sent them to Benhadad, the son of 
Tabrimon, the son of Hezion, king of Syria, that dwelt at 
Damascus, saying, 

15:19 There is a league between me and thee, and between 
my father and thy father: behold, I have sent unto thee a 
present of silver and gold; come and break thy league with 
Baasha king of Israel, that he may depart from me. 
15:20 So Benhadad hearkened unto king Asa, and sent the 
captains of the hosts which he had against the cities ot Is- 
rael, and smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abelbethmaachah, and 
all Cinneroth, with all the land of Naphtali. 
15:21 And it came to pass, when Baasha heard thereof, that 
he left off building of Ramah, and dwelt in Tiizah. 
15:22 Then king Asa made a proclamation throughout all 
Judah; none was exempted: and they took away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, wherewith Baasha had 
builded; and king Asa built with them Geba of Benjamin, 
and Mizpah. 

15:23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, and all his might, and 
all that he did, and the cities which he built, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
Nevertheless in the time of his old age he was diseased in his 
feet 
15:24 And Asa slept with his fathers, and was buried with 



his fathers in the city of David his father: and Jehoshaphat 
his son reigned in his stead. 

15:25 And Nadab the son of Jeroboam began to reign over 
Israel in the second year of Asa king of Judah, and reigned 
over Israel two years. 

15:26 And he did evil in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in the way of his father, and in his sin wherewith he made 
Israel to sin. 

15:27 A nd B aasha the son of Ahijah, of the house of Issachar, 
conspired against him; and B aasha smote him at G ibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philistines; for Nadab and all Israel 
laid siege to G ibbethon. 

15:28Eveninthethirdy ear ofAsa king ofj udah did B aasha 
slay him, and reigned in his stead. 

15:29 And it came to pass, when he reigned, that he smote 
all the house of Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam any that 
breathed, until he had destroyed him, according unto the say- 
ing of the LORD, which he spake by his servant Ahijah the 
Shilonite: 

15:30 B ecause of the sins of Jeroboam which he sinned, and 
which he made Israel sin, by his provocation wherewith he 
provoked the LORD God of Israel to anger 
15:31 Now the rest of the acts of Nadab, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

15:32 And there was war between Asa and Baasha king of 
Israel all their days. 

15:33 In the third year of Asa king of Judah began Baasha 
the son of Ahijah to reign over all Israel in Tiizah, twenty 
and four years. 

1 5 : 34 A nd he did evil in the sight of the L R D , and walked 
in the way of Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith he made 
Israel to sin. 

16:1 Then the word of the LORD came to Jehu the son of 
Hanani against B aasha, saying, 

16:2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of the dust, and made 
thee prince over my people Israel; and thou hast walked in 
the way of Jeroboam, and hast made my people Israel to sin, 
to provoke me to anger with their sins; 
16:3 Behold, I will take away the posterity of Baasha, and 
the posterity of his house; and will make thy house like the 
house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 
16:4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the city shall the dogs eat; 
and him that dieth of his in the fields shall the fowls of the 
air eat. 

1 6 : 5 N w the rest of the acts of B aasha, and what he did, and 
his might, are they not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

16:6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Tiizah: and Elah his son reigned in his stead. 
16:7 And also by the hand of the prophet Jehu the son of 
Hanani came the word of the LORD against Baasha, and 
against his house, even for all the evil that he did in the sight 
of the LORD, in provoking him to anger with the work of 
his hands, in being like the house of Jeroboam; and because 
he killed him. 

16:8 In the twenty and sixth year of Asa king ot Judah began 
Elah the son of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tiizah, two 
years. 

16:9 And his servant Zimri, captain of half his chariots, con- 
spired against him, as he was in Tiizah, drinking himself 
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drunk in the liouse of Area steward ot his house in Tiizah. 
16:10 And Zimri went in and smote him, and killed him, in 
the twenty and seventh year ot A sa king of Judah, and reigned 
in his stead. 

16:11 And it came to pass, when he began to reign, as soon 
as he sat on his throne, that he slew all the house of Baasha: 
he left him not one that pisseth against a wall, neither of his 
kinsfolks, nor of his friends. 

16:12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the house of Baasha, ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD, which he spake against 
Baasha by Jehu the prophet. 

16:13 For all the sins of Baasha, and the sins of Elah his son, 
by which they sinned, and by which they made Israel to sin, 
in provoking the LORD God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

16:14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

16:15 In the twenty and seventh year of Asa king of Judah 
did Zimri reign seven days in Tiizah. And the people were 
encamped against Gibbethon, which belonged to the Philis- 
tines. 

16:16 And the people that were encamped heard say, Zimri 
hath conspired, and hath also slain the king: wherefore all 
Israel made Omri, the captain of the host, king over Israel 
that day in the camp. 

16:17 And Omri went up from Gibbethon, and all Israel with 
him, and they besieged Tiizah. 

16:18 And it came to pass, when Zimri saw that the city was 
taken, that he went into the palace of the king's house, and 
burnt the king's house over him with fire, and died. 
16:19 For his sins which he sinned in doing evil in the sight 
of the LORD, in walking in the way of Jeroboam, and in his 
sin which he did, to make Israel to sin. 
16:20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, and his treason that 
he wrought, are they not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

16:21 Then were the people of Israel divided into two parts: 
half of the people followed Tibni the son of Ginath, to make 
him king; and half followed Omri. 

16:22 But the people that followed Omri prevailed against 
the people that followed Tibni the son of Ginath: so Tibni 
died, and Omri reigned. 

16:23 In the thirty andfirstyearof Asa king of Judah began 
Omri to reign over Israel, twelve years: six years reigned he 
in Tiizah. 

16:24 And he bought the hill Samaria of Shemer for two 
talents of silver, and built on the hill, and called the name of 
the city which he built, after the name of Shemer, owner of 
the hill, Samaria. 

16:25 But Omri wrought evil in the eyes of the LORD, and 
did worse than all that were before him. 
16:26 For he walked in all the way of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and in his sin wherewith he made Israel to sin, to 
provoke the LORD God of Israel to anger with their vani- 
ties. 

16:27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri which he did, and his 
might that he shewed, are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

16:28 So Omri slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Samaria: andAhab his son reigned in his stead. 



16:29 And in the thirty and eighth year of Asa king of Judah 
began Ahab the son of Omri to reign over Israel: andAhab 
the son of Omri reigned over Israel in Samaria twenty and 
two years. 

16:30 AndAhab the son of Omri did evil in the sight of the 
LORD above all that were before him. 
16:31 And it came to pass, as if it had been a hght thing for 
him to walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, that he 
took to wife Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal king of the 
Zidonians, and went and served Baal, and worshipped him. 
16:32 And he reared up an altar for Baal in the house of 
Baal, which he had built in Samaria. 
16:33 And Ahab made a grove; and Ahab did more to pro- 
voke the LORD God of Israel to anger than all the kings of 
Israel that were before him. 

16:34 In his days did Hiel the Bethelite build Jericho: he 
laid the foundation thereof inAbiram his firstborn, and set 
up the gates thereof in his youngest son Segub, according to 
the word of the LORD , which he spake by J oshua the son of 
Nun. 

17:1 And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the inhabitants of 
Gilead, said unto Ahab, As the LORD God of Israel liveth, 
before whom I stand, there shall not be dew nor rain these 
years, but according to my word. 
17:2 And the word of the LORD came unto him, saying, 
17:3 Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide thy- 
self by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. 
17:4 And it shall be, that thou shalt drink of the brook; and I 
have commanded the ravens to feed thee there. 
17:5 So he went and did according unto the word of the 
LORD: for he went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is 
before Jordan. 

17:6 A nd the ravens brought him bread and flesh in the morn- 
ing, and bread and flesh in the evening; and he drank of the 
brook. 

17:7 And it came to pass after a while, that the brook dried 
up, because there had been no rain in the land. 
17:8 And the word of the LORD came unto him, saying, 
17:9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, which belongeth to Zidon, 
and dwell there: behold, I have commanded a widow woman 
there to sustain thee. 

17: 10 So he arose and went to Zarephath. A nd when he came 
to the gate of the city, behold, the widow woman was there 
gathering of sticks: and he called to her, and said. Fetch me, 
I pray thee, a little water in a vessel, that I may drink. 
17: 11 And as she was going to fetch it, he called to her, and 
said. Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. 
17:12 And she said. As the LORD thy God liveth, I have not 
a cake, but an handful of meal in a barrel, and a little oil in a 
cruse: and, behold, I am gathering two sticks, that I may go 
in and dress it for me and my son, that we may eat it, and die. 
17:13 And Elijah said unto her. Fear not; go and do as thou 
hast said: but make me thereof a little cake first, and bring it 
unto me, and after make for thee and for thy son. 
17:14 Forthus saith the LORD God of Israel, The barrel of 
meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil fail, until 
the day that the LORD sendeth rain upon the earth. 
17:15 And she went and did according to the saying of Elijah: 
and she, and he, and her house, did eat many days. 
17:16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, neitherdid the cruse 
of oil fail, according to the word of the LORD, which he 
spake by Elijah. 
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17:17 And it came to pass after tliese tilings, that the son ot 
the woman, the mistress ot the house, fell sick; and his sick- 
ness was so sore, that there was no breath left in him. 
17:18 And she said unto Elijah, What have I to do with thee, 

thou man of G od? art thou come unto me to call my sin to 
remembrance, and to slay my son? 

17:19 And he said unto her. Give me thy son. And he took 
him out of her bosom, and carried him up into a loft, where 
he abode, and laid him upon his own bed. 
17:20 And he cried unto the LORD, and said, LORD my 
G od, hast thou also brought evil upon the widow with whom 

1 sojourn, by slaying her son? 

17:21 And he stretched himself upon the child three times, 
and cried unto the LORD, and said, LORD my God, I pray 
thee, let this child's soul come into him again. 
17:22 And the LORD heard the voice of Elijah; and the soul 
of the child came into him again, and he revived. 
17:23 And Elijah took the child, and brought him down out 
of the chamber into the house, and delivered him unto his 
mother: and Elijah said. See, thy son liveth. 
17:24 And the woman said to Elijah, Now by this I know 
that thou art a man of G od, and that the word of the L RD in 
thy mouth is truth. 

18:1 And it came to pass after many days, that the word of 
theLORD came to Elijah in the third year, saying. Go, shew 
thyself unto Ahab; and I will send rain upon the earth. 
18:2 And Elijah went to shew himself unto Ahab. And there 
was a sore famine in Samaria. 

18:3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which was the governor of 
his house. (Now Obadiah feared the LORD greatly: 
18:4 For it was so, when Jezebel cut off the prophets of the 
LORD, that badiah took an hundred prophets, and hid them 
by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread and water) 
18:5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go into the land, unto all 
fountains of water, and unto all brooks: peradventure we may 
find grass to save the horses and mules alive, that we lose 
not all the beasts. 

18:6 So they divided the land between them to pass through- 
out it: Ahab went one way by himself, and Obadiah went 
another way by himself. 

18:7 And as badiah was in the way, behold, Elijah met him: 
and he knew him, and fell on his face, and said, A rt thou that 
my lord Elijah? 

18:8 And he answered him, I am: go, tell thy lord. Behold, 
Elijah is here. 

18:9 And he said. What have I sinned, that thou wouldest 
deliver thy servant into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 
18:10 As the LORD thy God liveth, there is no nation or 
kingdom, whither my lord hath not sent to seek thee: and 
when they said. He is not there; he took an oath of the king- 
dom and nation, that they found thee not 
18:11 And now thou sayest. Go, tell thy lord. Behold, Elijah 
is here. 

18:12 And it shall come to pass, as soon as I am gone from 
thee, that the Spirit of the LORD shall cany thee whither I 
know not; and so when I come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy servant fear the LORD 
from my youth. 

18:13 Was it not told my lord what I did when Jezebel slew 
the prophets of the LORD, how I hid an hundred men of the 
LORD 's prophets by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water? 



18: 14 And now thou sayest. Go, tell thy lord. Behold, Elijah 
is here: and he shall slay me. 

18:15 And Elijah said. As the LORD of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, I will surely shew myself unto him to day. 
18:16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and told him: and 
Ahab went to meet Elijah. 

1 8 : 1 7 A nd it came to pass, when A hab saw E lij ah, that A hab 
said unto him, A rt thou he that troubleth Israel? 
18: 18 A nd he answered, I have not troubled Israel; but thou, 
and thy father's house, in that ye have forsaken the com- 
mandments of the LORD, and thou hast followed Baalim. 
18:19 Now therefore send, and gather to me all Israel unto 
mount Carmel, and the prophets of Baal four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the groves four hundred, which eat 
at Jezebel's table. 

18:20 So Ahab sent unto all the children of Israel, and gath- 
ered the prophets together unto mount Carmel. 
18:21 And Elijah came unto all the people, and said. How 
long halt ye between two opinions? if the LORD be God, 
follow him: but if Baal, then follow him. And the people 
answered him not a word. 

18:22 Then said Elijah unto the people, I, even I only, re- 
main a prophet of the LORD; but Baal's prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

18:23 Let them therefore give us two bullocks; and let them 
choose one bullock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under: and I will dress the 
other bullock, and lay it on wood, and put no fire under: 
18:24 And call ye on the name of your gods, and I will call 
on the name of the LORD: and the God that answereth by 
fire, let him be G od. A nd all the people answered and said. It 
is well spoken. 

18:25 And Elijah said unto the prophets of B aal. Choose you 
one bullock foryourselves, and dress it first; forye are many; 
and call on the name of your gods, but put no fire under 
18:26 And they took the bullock which was given them, and 
they dressed it, and called on the name of Baal from morn- 
ing even until noon, saying, Baal, hear us. But there was 
no voice, nor any that answered. And they leaped upon the 
altar which was made. 

18:27 And it came to pass at noon, that Elijah mocked them, 
and said, C ly aloud: for he is a god; either he is talking, or he 
is pursuing, or he is in a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, 
and must be awaked. 

18:28 And they cried aloud, and cut themselves after their 
manner with knives and lancets, till the blood gushed out 
upon them. 

18:29 And it came to pass, when midday was past, and they 
prophesied until the time of the offering of the evening sac- 
rifice, that there was neither voice, nor any to answer, nor 
any that regarded. 

18:30 And Elijah said unto all the people. Come near unto 
me. And all the people came near unto him. And he repaired 
the altar of the LORD that was broken down. 
18:31 And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the num- 
ber of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of 
the LORD came, saying, Israel shall be thy name: 
1 8 : 32 A nd with the stones he built an altar in the name of the 
LORD: and he made a trench about the altar, as great as would 
contain two measures of seed. 

18:33 And he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in 
pieces, and laid him on the wood, and said. Fill four barrels 
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with water, and pour it on the burnt sacrifice, and on the 
wood. 

18:34Andhesaid, Do itthesecondtime. Andthey diditthe 
second time. And he said. Do it the third time. And they did 
it the third time. 

18:35 And the water ran round about the altar; and he filled 
the trench also with water 

18:36 And it came to pass at the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said, 
LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Israel, and that I am thy servant, 
and that I have done all these things at thy word. 
18:37 Hear me, LORD, hear me, that this people may know 
that thou art the LORD God, and that thou hast turned their 
heart back again. 

18:38 Then the fire of the LORD fell, and consumed the 
burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, 
and licked up the water that was in the trench. 
18: 39 A nd when all the people saw it, they fell on their faces: 
and they said. The LORD, he is the God; the LORD, he is 
the God. 

18:40 And Elijah said unto them. Take the prophets of Baal; 
let not one of them escape. And they took them: and Elijah 
brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there. 
18:41And Elijah said untoAhab, Get thee up, eat and drink; 
for there is a sound of abundance of rain. 
18:42 So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. And Elijah went 
up to the top of Carmel; and he cast himself down upon the 
earth, and put his face between his knees, 
18:43 And said to his servant. Go up now, look toward the 
sea. And he went up, and looked, and said. There is nothing. 
And he said. Go again seven times. 
18:44 And it came to pass at the seventh time, that he said, 
B ehold, there ariseth a little cloud out of the sea, like a man's 
hand. A nd he said, G o up, say unto A hab. Prepare thy chariot, 
and get thee down that the rain stop thee not. 
18:45 And it came to pass in the mean while, that the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain. 
And A hab rode, and wentto Jezreel. 
18:46Andthehandof theLORD wasonElijah; and he girded 
up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel. 
19:1 And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and 
withal how he had slain all the prophets with the sword. 
19:2 Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying. So 
let the gods do to me, and more also, if I make not thy life as 
the life of one of them by to morrow about this time. 
19:3 And when he saw that, he arose, and went for his life, 
and came to Beersheba, which belongeth to Judah, and left 
his servant there. 

19:4 But he himself went a day's journey into the wilder- 
ness, and came and sat down under a juniper tree: and he 
requested for himself that he might die; and said. It is enough; 
now, LORD, take away my life; for I am not better than 
my fathers. 

19:5 And as he lay and slept under a juniper tree, behold, 
then an angel touched him, and said unto him. Arise and eat. 
19:6 And he looked, and, behold, there was a cake baken on 
the coals, and a cruse of water at his head. And he did eat 
and drink, and laid him down again. 
19: 7 A nd the angel of the L RD came again the second time, 
and touched him, and said. Arise and eat; because the jour- 
ney is too great for thee. 



19:8 And he arose, and did eat and drink, and went in the 
strength of that meat forty days and forty nights unto Horeb 
the mount of God. 

19:9And he came thither unto acave, and lodged there; and, 
behold, the word of the LORD came to him, and he said 
unto him. What doest thou here, Elijah? 
19:10 And he said, I have been very jealous for the LORD 
God of hosts: for the children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, am left; and they seek my 
life, to take it away. 

19:11 And he said. Go forth, and stand upon the mount be- 
fore the LORD. And, behold, the LORD passed by, and a 
great and strong wind rent the mountains, and brake in pieces 
the rocks before the LORD; but the LORD was not in the 
wind: and after the wind an earthquake; but the LORD was 
not in the earthquake: 

19:12 And afterthe earthquake a fire; but the LORD was not 
in the fire: and after the fire a still small voice. 
19:13 And it was so, when Elijah heard it, that he wrapped 
his face in his mantle, and went out, and stood in the enter- 
ing in of the cave. A nd, behold, there came a voice unto him, 
and said. What doest thou here, Elijah? 
19:14 And he said, I have been very jealous for the LORD 
God of hosts: because the children of Israel have forsaken 
thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain thy proph- 
ets with the sword; and I, even I only, am left; and they seek 
my life, to take it away. 

19:15 And the LORD said unto him. Go, return on thy way 
to the wilderness of D amascus: and when thou comest, anoint 
Hazael to be king over Syria: 

19:16 And Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt thou anoint to be 
king over Israel: and Elisha the son of Shaphat of 
Abelmeholah shalt thou anoint to be prophet in thy room. 
19:17 And it shall come to pass, that him that escapeth the 
sword of Hazael shall Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from 
the sword of Jehu shall Elisha slay. 
19:18 Yet I have left me seven thousand in Israel, all the 
knees which have not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

19:19 So he departed thence, and found Elisha the son of 
Shaphat, who was plowing with twelve yoke of oxen before 
him, and he with the twelfth: and Elijah passed by him, and 
cast his mantle upon him. 

19:20 And he left the oxen, and ran after Elijah, and said. 
Let me, I pray thee, kiss my father and my mother, and then 
I will follow thee. And he said unto him. Go back again: for 
what have I done to thee? 

19:21 And he returned back from him, and took a yoke of 
oxen, and slew them, and boiled their flesh with the instru- 
ments of the oxen, and gave unto the people, and they did 
eat Then he arose, and went after Elijah, and ministered unto 
him. 

20:1 And Benhadad the king of Syria gathered all his host 
together: and there were thirty and two kings with him, and 
horses, and chariots; and he went up and besieged Samaria, 
and warred against it. 

20:2 And he sent messengers to Ahab king of Israel into the 
city, and said unto him. Thus saith B enhadad, 
20:3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; thy wives also and thy 
children, even the goodliest, are mine. 
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20:4 And the king ot Israel answered and said, My lord, 
king, according to thy saying, I am thine, and all that I have. 
20:5 A nd the messengers came again, and said. Thus speaketh 
Benhadad, saying. Although I have sent unto thee, saying. 
Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, and thy gold, and thy wives, 
and thy children; 

20:6 Yet I will send my servants unto thee to morrow about 
this time, and they shall search thine house, and the houses 
ot thy servants; and it shall be, that whatsoever is pleasant in 
thine eyes, they shall put it in their hand, and take it away. 
20:7 Then the king ot Israel called all the elders of the land, 
and said, Mark, I pray you, and see how this man seeketh 
mischief: for he sent unto me for my wives, and for my chil- 
dren, and for my silver, and for my gold; and I denied him 
not. 

20:8 And all the elders and all the people said unto him. 
Hearken not unto him, nor consent. 
20:9 Wherefore he said unto the messengers of Benhadad, 
Tell my lord the king. All that thou didst send for to thy ser- 
vant at the first I will do: but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought him word again. 
20:10 And Benhadad sent unto him, and said. The gods do 
so unto me, and more also, if the dust of Samaria shall suf- 
fice for handfuls for all the people that follow me. 
20:11 And the king of Israel answered and said. Tell him. 
Let not him that girdeth on his harness boast himself as he 
that putteth it off. 

20:12 And it came to pass, when B en- hadad heard this mes- 
sage, as he was drinking, he and the kings in the pavilions, 
that he said unto his servants. Set yourselves in array. And 
they set themselves in array against the city. 
20:13 And, behold, there came a prophet unto Ahab king of 
Israel, saying. Thus saith the LORD, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I will deliver it into thine hand this 
day; and thou shalt know that I am the LORD . 
20:14 AndAhab said. By whom?And he said. Thus saith the 
LORD, Even by the young men of the princes of the prov- 
inces. Then he said. Who shall order the battle? And he an- 
swered. Thou. 

20:15 Then he numbered the young men of the princes of 
the provinces, and they were two hundred and thirty two: 
and after them he numbered all the people, even all the chil- 
dren of Israel, being seven thousand. 
20:16 And they went out at noon. But Benhadad was drink- 
ing himself drunk in the pavilions, he and the kings, the thirty 
and two kings that helped him. 

20:17 And the young men of the princes of the provinces 
went out first; and B enhadad sent out, and they told him, 
saying. There are men come out of Samaria.' 
20: 18 And he said. Whether they be come out for peace, take 
them alive; or whether they be come out for war, take them 
alive. 

20:19 So these young men of the princes of the provinces 
came out of the city, and the army which followed them. 
20:20 A nd they slew every one his man: and the Syrians fled; 
and Israel pursued them: and Benhadad the king of Syria 
escaped on an horse with the horsemen. 
20:21 And the king of Israel went out, and smote the horses 
and chariots, and slew the Syrians with a great slaughter 
20:22 And the prophet came to the king of Israel, and said 
unto him. Go, strengthen thyself, and mark, and see what 



thou doest: for at the return of the year the king of Syria will 
come up against thee. 

20:23 And the servants of the king of Syria said unto him. 
Their gods are gods of the hills; therefore they were stronger 
than we; but let us fight against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

20:24And do this thing. Take the kings away, every man out 
of his place, and put captains in their rooms: 
20:25 And number thee an army, like the army that thou hast 
lost, horse for horse, and chariot for chariot: and we will 
fight against them in the plain, and surely we shall be stron- 
ger than they. A nd he hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 
20:26 And it came to pass at the return of the year, that 
Benhadad numbered the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to 
fight against Israel. 

20:27 And the children of Israel were numbered, and were 
all present, and went against them: and the children of Israel 
pitched before them like two little flocks of kids; but the 
Syrians filled the country. 

20:28 And there came a man of God, and spake unto the 
king of Israel, and said. Thus saith the LORD, Because the 
Syrians have said. The LORD is God of the hills, but he is 
not God of the valleys, therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye shall know that I am the 
LORD. 

20:29 A nd they pitched one over against the other seven days. 
And so it was, that in the seventh day the battle was joined: 
and the children of Israel slew of tie Syrians an hundred 
thousand footmen in one day. 

20:30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into the city; and there a 
wall fell upon twenty and seven thousand of the men that 
were left. A nd B enhadad fled, and came into the city, into an 
inner chamber 

20:31 And his servants said unto him. Behold now, we have 
heard that the kings of the house of Israel are merciful kings: 
let us, I pray thee, put sackcloth on our loins, and ropes upon 
our heads, and go out to the king of Israel: peradventure he 
will save thy life. 

20:32 So they girded sackcloth on their loins, and put ropes 
on their heads, and came to the king of Israel, and said. Thy 
servant B enhadad saith, I pray thee, let me live. A nd he said. 
Is he yet alive? he is my brother 

20:33 Now the men did diligently observe whether any thing 
would come from him, and did hastily catch it: and they said. 
Thy brother B enhadad. Then he said. Go ye, bring him. Then 
B enhadad came forth to him; and he caused him to come up 
into the chariot. 

20:34 And Ben- hadad said unto him. The cities, which my 
father took from thy father, I will restore; and thou shalt make 
streets for thee in Damascus, as my father made in Samaria. 
Then said Ahab, I will send thee away with this covenant. So 
he made a covenant with him, and sent him away. 
20:35 And a certain man of the sons of the prophets said 
unto his neighbour in the word of the LORD, Smite me, I 
pray thee. And the man refused to smite him. 
20:36 Then said he unto him. Because thou hast not obeyed 
the voice of the LORD, behold, as soon as thou art departed 
from me, a lion shall slay thee. And as soon as he was de- 
parted from him, a lion found him, and slew him. 
20:37 Then he found another man, and said. Smite me, I 
pray thee. And the man smote him, so that in smiting he 
wounded him. 
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20:38 So the prophet departed, and waited for the king by 
the way, and disguised himself with ashes upon his face. 
20:39 And as the king passed by, he cried unto the king: and 
he said. Thy servant went out into the midst of the battle; 
and, behold, a man turned aside, and brought a man unto 
me, and said. Keep this man: if by any means he be missing, 
then shall thy life be for his life, or else thou shalt pay a 
talent of silver 

20:40 And as thy servant was busy here and there, he was 
gone. A nd the king of Israel said unto him. So shall thy judg- 
ment be; thyself hast decided it. 

20:41 And he hasted, and took the ashes away from his face; 
and the king of Israel discerned him that he was of the prophets. 
20:42 And he said unto him. Thus saith the LORD, Because 
thou hast let go out of thy hand a man whom I appointed to 
utter destruction, therefore thy life shall go for his life, and 
thy people for his people. 

20:43 And the king of Israel went to his house heavy and 
displeased, and came to Samaria. 

21:1 And it came to pass after these things, that Naboth the 
Jezreelite had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the 
palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

21:2AndAhabspakeunto Naboth, saying. Give me thy vine- 
yard, that I may have it for a garden of herbs, because it is 
near unto my house: and I will give thee for it a better vine- 
yard than it; or, if it seem good to thee, I will give thee the 
worth of it in money. 

21:3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The LORD forbid it me, that 
I should give the inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 
21:4 And Ahab came into his house heavy and displeased 
because of the word which Naboth the Jezreelite had spoken 
to him: for he had said, I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. A nd he laid him down upon his bed, and turned 
away his face, and would eat no bread. 
21:5 But Jezebel his wife came to him, and said unto him. 
Why is thy spirit so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 
2 1 : 6 A nd he said unto her, B ecause I spake unto N aboth the 
Jezreelite, and said unto him. Give me thy vineyard for 
money; or else, if it please thee, I will give thee another vine- 
yard for it: and he answered, I will not give thee my vine- 
yard. 

2 1 :7 A nd J ezebel his wife said unto him, D ost thou now gov- 
ern the kingdom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, and let thine 
heart be meny: I will give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

21:8 So she wrote letters inAhab's name, and sealed them 
with his seal, and sent the letters unto the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his city, dwelling with Naboth. 
21:9 And she wrote in the letters, saying. Proclaim a fast, 
and set Naboth on high among the people: 
21:10 And set two men, sons of Belial, before him, to bear 
witness against him, saying. Thou didst blaspheme God and 
the king. A nd then cany him out, and stone him, that he may 
die. 

2 1 : 1 1 A nd the men of his city, even the elders and the nobles 
who were the inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel had sent 
unto them, and as it was written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 

21:12 They proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth on high among 
the people. 
2 1 : 1 3 A nd there came in two men, children of B elial, and sat 



before him: and the men of Belial witnessed against him, 
even against Naboth, in the presence of the people, saying, 
Naboth did blaspheme God and the king. Then they carried 
him forth out of the city, and stoned him with stones, that he 
died. 

21:14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Naboth is stoned, 
and is dead. 

21:15 And it came to pass, when Jezebel heard that Naboth 
was stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, 
take possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for money: for Naboth is not 
alive, but dead. 

21:16 And it came to pass, when Ahab heard that Naboth 
was dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, to take possession of it. 
21:17Andthewordof theLORD came to Elijah the Tishbite, 
saying, 

21:18 Arise, go down to meetAhab king of Israel, which is 
in Samaria: behold, he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither 
he is gone down to possess it. 

21:19 And thou shalt speak unto him, saying. Thus saith the 
LORD, Hast thou killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him, saying. Thus saith the LORD, In 
the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

21:20 AndAhab said to Elijah, Hast thou found me, mine 
enemy? And he answered, I have found thee: because thou 
hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of the LORD . 
2 1 : 2 1 B ehold, I will bring evil upon thee, and will take away 
thy posterity, and will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in Israel, 
21:22 And will make thine house like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the son of 
Ahijah, for the provocation wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, and made Israel to sin. 
21:23 And of Jezebel also spake the LORD , saying. The dogs 
shall eat Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel 
21:24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs shall eat; 
and him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air eat 
21:25 But there was none hke unto Ahab, which did sell 
himself to work wickedness in the sight of the L R D , whom 
Jezebel his wife stirred up. 

21:26 And he did very abominably in following idols, ac- 
cording to all things as did the Amorites, whom the LORD 
cast out before the children of Israel. 
21:27 And it came to pass, when Ahab heard those words, 
that he rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and 
fasted, and lay in sackcloth, and went softly. 
21:28 And the word of the LORD came to Elijah the Tishbite, 
saying, 

21:29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth himself before me? 
because he humbleth himself before me, I will not bring the 
evil in his days: but in his son's days will I bring the evil 
upon his house. 

22:1 And they continued three years without war between 
Syria and Israel. 

22:2 And it came to pass in the third year, that Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah came down to the king of Israel. 
22:3 And the king of Israel said unto his servants. Know ye 
that Ramoth in G Head is ours, and we be still, and take it not 
out of the hand of the king of Syria? 
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22:4 And he said unto Jehosliaphat, Wilt thou go with me to 
battle to Ramothgilead? Andjehoshaphat said to the king of 
Israel, I am as thou art, my people as thy people, my horses 
as thy horses. 

22:5 Andjehoshaphat said unto the king of Israel, Enquire, 
I pray thee, at the word of the LORD to day. 
22:6 Then the king of Israel gathered the prophets together, 
about four hundred men, and said unto them. Shall I go 
against Ramothgilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And they 
said. Go up; for the LORD shall deliver it into the hand of 
the king. 

22:7 And Jehoshaphat said. Is there not here a prophet of the 
LORD besides, that we might enquire of him? 
22:8 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, There is 
yet one man, Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom we may 
enquire of the LORD: but I hate him; for he doth not proph- 
esy good concerning me, but evil And Jehoshaphat said. Let 
not the king say so. 

22:9 Then the king of Israel called an officer, and said. Has- 
ten hither M icaiah the son of Imlah. 
22:10 And the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah sat each on his throne, having put on their robes, in a 
void place in the entrance of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

22:11 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah made him horns 
of iron: and he said. Thus saith the LORD, With these shalt 
thou push the Syrians, until thou have consumed them. 
22:12 And all the prophets prophesied so, saying. Go up to 
Ramothgilead, and prosper: for the LORD shall deliver it 
into the king's hand. 

22 : 1 3 A nd the messenger that was gone to call M icaiah spake 
unto him, saying. Behold now, the words of the prophets 
declare good unto the king with one mouth: let thy word, I 
pray thee, be like the word of one of them, and speak that 
which is good. 

22:14AndMicaiah said, AstheLORDliveth, what theLORD 
saith unto me, that will I speak. 

22:15 So he came to the king. And the king said unto him, 
Micaiah, shall we go against Ramothgilead to battle, or shall 
we forbear? And he answered him. Go, and prosper: for the 
LORD shall deliver it into the hand of the king. 
22:16 And the king said unto him. How many times shall I 
adjure thee that thou tell me nothing but that which is true in 
the name of the LORD? 

22:17 And he said, I saw all Israel scattered upon the hills, 
as sheep that have not a shepherd: and the L R D said, T hese 
have no master: let them return every man to his house in 
peace. 

22:18 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, Did I 
not tell thee that he would prophesy no good concerning me, 
but evil? 

22 : 19 A nd he said. Hear thou therefore the word of the L RD : 
I saw the LORD sitting on his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing by him on his right hand and on his left 
22:20 And the LORD said. Who shall persuade A hab, that 
he may go up and fall at Ramothgilead? And one said on this 
manner, and another said on that manner 
22:21 And there came forth a spirit, and stood before the 
LORD, and said, I will persuade him. 
22:22 And the LORD said unto him. Wherewith? And he 
said, I will go forth, and I will be a lying spirit in the mouth 



of all his prophets. A nd he said. Thou shalt persude him, and 
prevail also: go forth, and do so. 

22:23 Now therefore, behold, the LORD hath put a lying 
spirit in the mouth of all these thy prophets, and the LORD 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 

22:24 But Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah went near, and 
smote Micaiah on the cheek, and said. Which way went the 
Spirit of the LORD from me to speak unto thee? 
22:25 And Micaiah said. Behold, thou shalt see in that day, 
when thou shalt go into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 
22:26 And the king of Israel said. Take Micaiah, and cany 
him back unto Amon the governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king's son; 

22:27 And say. Thus saith the king. Put this fellow in the 
prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 
22:28 And Micaiah said. If thou return at all in peace, the 
LORD hath not spoken by me. And he said. Hearken, 
people, every one of you. 

22:29 So the king of Israel andjehoshaphat the king of Judah 
went up to Ramothgilead. 

22:30 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will 
disguise myself, and enter into the battle; but put thou on thy 
robes. And the king of Israel disguised himself, and went 
into the battle. 

22:31 But the king of Syria commanded his thirty and two 
captains that had rule over his chariots, saying. Fight neither 
with small nor great, save only with the king of Israel. 
22:32 And it came to pass, when the captains of the chariots 
saw Jehoshaphat, that they said. Surely it is the king of Is- 
rael. And they turned aside to fight against him: and 
Jehoshaphat cried out. 

22:33 And it came to pass, when the captains of the chariots 
perceived that it was not the king of Israel, that they turned 
back from pursuing him. 

22:34 And a certain man drew a bow at a venture, and smote 
the king of Israel between the joints of the harness: where- 
fore he said' unto the driver of his chariot. Turn thine hand, 
and cany me out of the host; for I am wounded. 
22:35 And the battle increased that day: and the king was 
stayed up in his chariot against the Syrians, and died at even: 
and the blood ran out of the wound into the midst of the 
chariot. 

22:36 And there went a proclamation throughout the host 
about the going down of the sun, saying. Every man to his 
city, and every man to his own country. 
22:37 So the king died, and was brought to Samaria; and 
they buried the king in Samaria. 

22:38 And one washed the chariot in the pool of Samaria; 
and the dogs licked up his blood; and they washed his armour; 
according unto the word of the LORD which he spake. 
22:39 Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all that he did, 
and the ivoiy house which he made, and all the cities that he 
built, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? 

22:40 So Ahab slept with his fathers; and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

22:41 Andjehoshaphat the son of Asa began to reign over 
Judah in the fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 
22:42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five years old when he 
began to reign; and he reigned twenty and five years in J erusa- 
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lem. And his motlier's name was Azubah the daugliter of 
Sliillii. 

22:43 And lie walked in all the ways ot Asa his father; he 
turned not aside from it, doing that which was right in the 
eyes of the LORD: nevertheless the high places were not 
taken away; for the people offered and burnt incense yet in 
the high places. 

22:44 And Jehoshaphat made peace with the king of Israel. 
22:45 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoshaphat, and his might 
that he shewed, and how he warred, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
22:46 And the remnant of the sodomites, which remained in 
the days of his father Asa, he took out of the land. 
22:47 There was then no king in Edom: a deputy was king. 
22:48 Jehoshaphat made ships of Tharshish to go to Ophir 
for gold: but they went not; for the ships were broken at 
Eziongeber 

22:49 Then said Ahaziah the son of Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, 
Let my servants go with thy servants in the ships. But 
Jehoshaphat would not. 

22:50 And Jehoshaphat slept with his fathers, and was bur- 
ied with his fathers in the city of D avid his father: and J ehoram 
his son reigned in his stead. 

22:51 Ahaziah the son of Ahab began to reign over Israel in 
Samaria the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
and reigned two years over Israel. 

22:52 And he did evil in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in the way of his father, and in the way of his mother, and in 
the way of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin: 

22:53 For he served Baal, and worshipped him, and pro- 
voked to anger the LORD Godof Israel, according to all that 
his father had done. 



II KINGS 



1:1 Then Moab rebelled against Israel after the death of 
Ahab. 

1:2 And Ahaziah fell down through a lattice in his upper 
chamber that was in Samaria, and was sick: and he sent mes- 
sengers, and said unto them. Go, enquire of Baalzebub the 
god of Ekron whether I shall recover of this disease. 
1:3 But the angel of the LORD said to Elijah the Tishbite, 
Arise, go up to meet the messengers of the king of Samaria, 
and say unto them. Is it not because there is not a God in 
Israel, that ye go to enquire of Baalzebub the god of Ekron? 
1:4 Now therefore thus saith the LORD , Thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. And Elijah departed. 

1:5 And when the messengers turned back unto him, he said 
unto them. Why are ye now turned back? 
1 :6 A nd they said unto him. There came a man up to meet us, 
and said unto us. Go, turn again unto the king that sent you, 
and say unto him. Thus saith the LORD, Is it not because 
there is not a God in Israel, that thou sendest to enquire of 
Baalzebub the god of Ekron? therefore thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. 



1:7 And he said unto them, What manner of man was he 
which came up to meet you, and told you these words? 
1:8 And they answered him, He was an hairy man, and girt 
with a girdle of leather about his loins. And he said, It is 
Elijah the Tishbite. 

1:9 Then the king sent unto him a captain of fifty with his 
fifty. And he went up to him: and, behold, he sat on the top 
of an hill. And he spake unto him, Thou man of God, the 
king hath said, Come down. 

1:10 And Elijah answered and said to the captain of fifty, If I 
be a man of G od, then let fire come down from heaven, and 
consume thee and thy fifty. And there came down fire from 
heaven, and consumed him and his fifty. 
1:11 Again also he sent unto him another captain of fifty 
with his fifty. And he answered and said unto him, man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come down quickly. 
1:12 And Elijah answered and said unto them, If I be a man 
of God, let fire come down from heaven, and consume thee 
and thy fifty. And the fire of God came down from heaven, 
and consumed him and his fifty. 

1:13 And he sent again a captain of the third fifty with his 
fifty. And the third captain of fifty went up, and came and 
fell on his knees before Elijah, and besought him, and said 
unto him, man of God, I pray thee, let my life, and the life 
of these fifty thy servants, be precious in thy sight. 
1:14 Behold, there came fire down from heaven, and burnt 
up the two captains of the former fifties with their fifties: 
therefore let my life now be precious in thy sight. 
1:15 And the angel of the LORD said unto Elijah, Go down 
with him : be not afraid of him . A nd he arose, and w ent do wn 
with him unto the king. 

1:16 And he said unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Foras- 
much as thou hast sent messengers to enquire of Baalzebub 
the god of Ekron, is it not because there is no God in Israel 
to enquire of his word? therefore thou shalt not come down 
off that bed on which thou art gone up, but shalt surely die. 
1:17 So he died according to the word of the LORD which 
Elijah had spoken. And Jehoram reigned in his stead in the 
second year of Jehoram thesonof Jehoshaphat king of Judah; 
because he had no son. 

1:18 Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah which he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

2:1 And it came to pass, when the LORD would take up 
Elijah into heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah went with 
Elishafrom Gilgal. 

2:2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry here, I pray thee; for 
the LORD hath sent me to Bethel. And Elisha said unto him, 
As the LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. So they went down to Bethel. 
2:3 And the sons of the prophets that were at Bethel came 
forth to Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
LORD will take away thy master from thy head to day? And 
he said, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 
2:4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, tarry here, I pray thee; 
for the LORD hath sent me to Jericho. And he said, As the 
LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. So 
they came to Jericho. 

2:5 And the sons of the prophets that were at Jericho came to 
Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou that the LORD will 
takeaway thy master from thy head to day? And he answered, 
Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. 
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2:6 And Elijah said unto him, Tany, I pray thee, here; torthe 
LORD hath sent me to Jordan. And he said. As the LORD 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. And they 
two went on. 

2 :7 A nd titty men of the sons of the prophets went, and stood 
to view afar off: and they two stood by Jordan. 
2:8 A nd Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it together, and 
smote the waters, and they were divided hither and thither, 
so that they two went over on dry ground. 
2:9 And it came to pass, when they were gone over, that 
E lij ah said unto E lisha, A sk what I shall do for thee, before I 
be taken away from thee. And E lisha said, I pray thee, let a 
double portion of thy spirit be upon me. 
2:10 And he said. Thou hast asked a hard thing: neverthe- 
less, if thou see me when I am taken from thee, it shall be so 
unto thee; but if not, it shall not be so. 
2:11 And it came to pass, as they still went on, and talked, 
that, behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of 
fire, and parted them both asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven. 

2:12 And E lisha saw it, and he cried. My father, my father, 
the chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And he saw 
him no more: and he took hold of his own clothes, and rent 
them in two pieces. 

2:13 He took up also the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, 
and went back, and stood by the bank of Jordan; 
2:14 A nd he took the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, and 
smote the waters, and said. Where is the LORD Godof Elijah? 
and when he also had smitten the waters, they parted hither 
and thithen and E lisha went over 

2:15 And when the sons of the prophets which were to view 
at Jericho saw him, they said. The spirit of Elijah doth rest 
on Elisha. And they came to meet him, and bowed them- 
selves to the ground before him. 

2:16 And they said unto him. Behold now, there be with thy 
servants fifty strong men; let them go, we pray thee, and 
seek thy master: lest peradventure the Spirit of the LORD 
hath taken him up, and cast him upon some mountain, or 
into some valley. And he said. Ye shall not send. 
2 : 1 7 A nd when they urged him till he was ashamed, he said. 
Send. They sent therefore fifty men; and they sought three 
days, but found him not. 

2:18 And when they came again to him, (for he tarried at 
Jericho,) he said unto them. Did I not say unto you. Go not? 
2:19Andthemenof the city said unto Elisha, Behold, I pray 
thee, the situation of this city is pleasant, as my lord seeth: 
but the water is naught, and the ground barren. 
2 : 2 A nd he said, B ring me a new cruse, and put salt therein. 
And they brought it to him. 

2:21 And he went forth unto the spring of the waters, and 
cast the salt in there, and said. Thus saith the LORD, I have 
healed these waters; there shall not be from thence any more 
death or barren land. 

2:22 So the waters were healed unto this day, according to 
the saying of Ehsha which he spake. 
2 :23 A nd he went up from thence unto B ethel: and as he was 
going up by the way, there came forth little children out of 
the city, and mocked him, and said unto him. Go up, thou 
bald head; go up, thou bald head. 

2:24 And he turned back, and looked on them, and cursed 
them in the name of the LORD. And there came forth two 



she bears out of the wood, and tare forty and two children of 
them. 

2:25 And he went from thence to mount Carmel, and from 
thence he returned to Samaria. 

3:1 Now Jehoram the son of Ahab began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria the eighteenthyearof Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
and reigned twelve years. 

3:2 And he wrought evil in the sight of the LORD; but not 
like his father, and like his mother: for he put away the im- 
age of Baal that his father had made. 
3:3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, which made Israel to sin; he departed notthere- 
from. 

3:4 And Mesha king of Moab was a sheepmaster, and ren- 
dered unto the king of Israel an hundred thousand lambs, 
and an hundred thousand rams, with the wool. 
3:5 But it came to pass, when Ahab was dead, that the king 
of Moab rebelled against the king of Israel. 
3:6 And king Jehoram went out of Samaria the same time, 
and numbered all Israel. 

3:7And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, 
saying. The king of M oab hath rebelled against me: wilt thou 
go with me against M oab to battle? A nd he said, I will go up: 
I am as thou art, my people as thy people, and my horses as 
thy horses. 

3:8 And he said. Which way shall we go up? And he an- 
swered. The way through the wilderness of Edom. 
3:9 So the king of Israel went, and the king of Judah, and the 
king of Edom: and they fetched a compass of seven days' 
journey: and there was no water for the host, and for the 
cattle that followed them. 

3:10 And the king of Israel said, Alas! that the LORD hath 
called these three kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab! 

3:11 But Jehoshaphat said. Is there not here a prophet of the 
LORD, that we may enquire of the LORD by him? And one 
of the king of Israel's servants answered and said. Here is 
Elisha the son of Shaphat which poured water on the hands 
of Elijah. 

3:12 And Jehoshaphat said. The word of the LORD is with 
him. So the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat and the king of 
Edom went down to him. 

3: 13 And Elisha said unto the king of Israel, What have I to 
do with thee? get thee to the prophets of thy father, and to 
the prophets of thy mother And the king of Israel said unto 
him. Nay: for the LORD hath called these three kings to- 
gether, to deliver them into the hand of Moab. 
3:14 And Ehsha said. As the LORD of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, surely, were it not that I regard the presence 
of Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, I would not look toward 
thee, nor see thee. 

3: 15 But now bring me a minstrel And it came to pass, when 
the minstrel played, that the hand of the LORD came upon 
him. 

3:16 And he said. Thus saith the LORD, Make this valley 
full of ditches. 

3:17 For thus saith the L ORD , Ye shall not see wind, neither 
shall ye see rain; yet that valley shall be filled with water, 
that ye may drink, both ye, and your cattle, and your beasts. 
3:18 And this is but a light thing in the sight of the LORD: 
he will deliver the Moabites also into your hand. 
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3:19 And ye shall smite every fenced city, and every choice 
city, and shall tell every good tree, and stop all wells of wa- 
ter, and mar every good piece of land with stones. 
3:20 And it came to pass in the morning, when the meat of- 
fering was offered, that, behold, there came water by the way 
of Edom, and the country was filled with water 
3:21 And when all the Moabites heard that the kings were 
come up to fight against them, they gathered all that were 
able to put on armour, and upward, and stood in the border 
3: 22 A nd they rose up early in the morning, and the sun shone 
upon the water, and the M oabites saw the water on the other 
side as red as blood: 

3:23 And they said. This is blood: the kings are surely slain, 
and they have smitten one another: now therefore, Moab, to 
the spoil. 

3:24 And when they came to the camp of Israel, the Israel- 
ites rose up and smote the Moabites, so that they fled before 
them: but they went forward smiting the Moabites, even in 
their country. 

3:25 And they beat down the cities, and on every good piece 
of land cast every man his stone, and filled it; and they stopped 
all the wells of water, and felled all the good trees: only in 
K irharaseth left they the stones thereof; howbeit the slingers 
went about it, and smote it. 

3:26 And when the king of Moab saw that the battle was too 
sore for him, he took with him seven hundred men that drew 
swords, to break through even unto the king of Edom: but 
they could not. 

3:27 Then he took his eldest son that should have reigned in 
his stead, and offered him for a burnt offering upon the wall. 
And there was great indignation against Israel: and they de- 
parted from him, and returned to their own land. 
4:1 Now there cried a certain woman of the wives of the 
sons of the prophets unto Elisha, saying. Thy servant my 
husband is dead; and thou knowest that thy servant did fear 
the LORD: and the creditor is come to take unto him my two 
sons to be bondmen. 

4:2 And Elisha said unto her. What shall I do for thee? tell 
me, what hast thou in the house? And she said. Thine 
handmaid hath not any thing in the house, save a pot of oil. 
4:3 Then he said. Go, borrow thee vessels abroad of all thy 
neighbours, even empty vessels; borrow not a few. 
4:4 And when thou art come in, thou shalt shut the door 
upon thee and upon thy sons, and shalt pour out into all those 
vessels, and thou shalt set aside that which is full. 
4:5 So she went from him, and shut the door upon her and 
upon her sons, who brought the vessels to her; and she poured 
out. 

4:6 And it came to pass, when the vessels were full, that she 
said unto her son. Bring me yet a vessel. And he said unto 
her. There is not a vessel more. And the oil stayed. 
4:7 Then she came and told the man of God. And he said. 
Go, sell the oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou and thy chil- 
dren of the rest. 

4:8 And it fell on a day, that Ehsha passed to Shunem, where 
was a great woman; and she constrained him to eat bread. 
A nd so it was, that as of t as he passed by, he turned in thither 
to eat bread. 

4:9 And she said unto her husband. Behold now, I perceive 
that this is an holy man of God, which passeth by us continu- 
ally. 



4:10 Let us make a little chamber, I pray thee, on the wall; 
and let us set for him there a bed, and a table, and a stool, 
and a candlestick: and it shall be, when he cometh to us, that 
he shall turn in thither 

4:11 And it fell on a day, that he came thither, and he turned 
into the chamber, and lay there. 

4: 12 A nd he said to Gehazi his servant. Call this Shunammite. 
And when he had called her, she stood before him. 
4:13 And he said unto him. Say now unto her. Behold, thou 
hast been careful for us with all this care; what is to be done 
for thee? wouldest thou be spoken for to the king, or to the 
captain of the host? And she answered, I dwell among mine 
own people. 

4:14 And he said. What then is to be done for her? And Gehazi 
answered. Verily she hath no child, and her husband is old. 
4: 15 And he said. Call her And when he had called her, she 
stood in the door 

4: 16 And he said. About this season, according to the time of 
life, thou shalt embrace a son. And she said. Nay, my lord, 
thou man of God, do not lie unto thine handmaid. 
4:17 And the woman conceived, and bare a son at that sea- 
son that Elisha had said unto her, according to the time of 
life. 

4: 18 A nd when the child was grown, it fell on a day, that he 
went out to his father to the reapers. 
4: 19 A nd he said unto his father. My head, my head. A nd he 
said to a lad. Carry him to his mother 
4:20 And when he had taken him, and brought him to his 
mother, he sat on her knees till noon, and then died. 
4: 2 1 A nd she went up, and laid him on the bed of the man of 
God, and shut the door upon him, and went out. 
4:22 And she called unto her husband, and said. Send me, I 
pray thee, one of the young men, and one of the asses, that I 
may run to the man of God, and come again. 
4:23 And he said. Wherefore wilt thou go to him to day? it is 
neither new moon, nor sabbath. And she said. It shall be 
well. 

4:24 Then she saddled an ass, and said to her servant. Drive, 
and go forward; slack not thy riding for me, except I bid 
thee. 

4:25 So she went and came unto the man of God to mount 
Carmel. And it came to pass, when the man of God saw her 
afar off, that he said to Gehazi his servant. Behold, yonder is 
that Shunammite: 

4:26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet her, and say unto her. Is it 
well with thee? is it well with thy husband? is it well with the 
child? And she answered. It is well: 
4:27 And when she came to the man of God to the hill, she 
caught him by the feet: but Gehazi came near to thrust her 
away.Andthemanof Godsaid, Let her alone; for her soul is 
vexed within her: and the LORD hath hid it from me, and 
hath not told me. 

4:28 Then she said. Did I desire a son of my lord? did I not 
say, D not deceive me? 

4:29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, and take my 
staff in thine hand, and go thy way: if thou meet any man, 
salute him not; and if any salute thee, answer him not again: 
and lay my staff upon the face of the child. 
4:30 And the mother of the child said. As the LORD liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. And he arose, 
and followed her 
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4:31 And Gehazi passed on before them, and laid the staff 
upon the face of the child; but there was neither voice, nor 
hearing. Wherefore he went again to meet him, and told him, 
saying. The child is not awaked. 

4:32 And when Elisha was come into the house, behold, the 
child was dead, and laid upon his bed. 
4:33 He went in therefore, and shut the doorupon them twain, 
and prayed unto the LORD . 

4:34 And he went up, and lay upon the child, and put his 
mouth upon his mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, and his 
hands upon his hands: and stretched himself upon the child; 
and the flesh of the child waxed warm. 
4:35 Then he returned, and walked in the house to and fro; 
and went up, and stretched himself upon him: and the child 
sneezed seven times, and the child opened his eyes. 
4:36 And he called Gehazi, and said. Call this Shunammite. 
So he called her And when she was come in unto him, he 
said. Take up thy son. 

4:37 Then she went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed herself 
to the ground, and took up her son, and went out. 
4:38 A nd Elisha came again to G ilgal: and there was a dearth 
in the land; and the sons of the prophets were sitting before 
him: and he said unto his servant. Set on the great pot, and 
seethe pottage for the sons of the prophets. 
4:39 And one went out into the field to gather herbs, and 
found a wild vine, and gathered thereof wild gourds his lap 
full, and came and shred them into the pot of pottage: for 
they knew them not. 

4:40 So they poured out for the men to eat And it came to 
pass, as they were eating of the pottage, that they cried out, 
and said, thou man of God, there is death in the pot. And 
they could not eat thereof. 

4:41 But he said. Then bring meal. And he cast it into the 
pot; and he said. Pour out for the people, that they may eat. 
And there was no harm in the pot 

4:42 And there came a man from B aalshalisha, and brought 
the man of God bread of the firstfruits, twenty loaves of bar- 
ley, and full ears of com in the husk thereof. And he said. 
Give unto the people, that they may eat. 
4:43 A nd his servitor said, W hat, should I set this before an 
hundred men? He said again. Give the people, that they may 
eat: for thus saith the LORD, They shall eat, and shall leave 
thereof. 

4:44 So he set it before them, and they did eat and left thereof, 
according to the word of the LORD . 
5:1 Now Naaman, captain of the host of the king of Syria, 
was a great man with his master, and honourable, because by 
him the LORD had given deliverance unto Syria: he was 
also a mighty man in valour, but he was a leper 
5:2 And the Syrians had gone out by companies, and had 
brought away captive out of the land of Israel a little maid; 
and she waited on Naaman's wife. 

5:3 A nd she said unto her mistress. Would G od my lord were 
with the prophet that is in Samaria! for he would recover 
him of his leprosy. 

5:4 A nd one went in, and told his lord, saying. Thus and thus 
said the maid that is of the land of Israel. 
5:5 And the king of Syria said. Go to, go, and I will send a 
letterunto the king of Israel. And he departed, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of gold, 
and ten changes of raiment. 



5:6 And he brought the letter to the king of Israel, saying. 
Now when this letter is come unto thee, behold, I have there- 
with sent Naaman my servant to thee, that thou mayest re- 
cover him of his leprosy. 

5:7 And it came to pass, when the king of Israel had read the 
letter, that he rent his clothes, and said. Am I God, to kill and 
to make alive, that this man doth send unto me to recover a 
man of his leprosy? wherefore consider, I pray you, and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against me. 
5:8 And it was so, when Ehsha the man of God had heard 
that the king of Israel had rent his clothes, that he sent to the 
king, saying. Wherefore hast thou rent thy clothes? let him 
come now to me, and he shall know that there is a prophet in 
Israel. 

5:9 So Naaman came with his horses and with his chariot, 
and stood at the door of the house of Elisha. 
5: 10 And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, saying. Go and 
wash in Jordan seven times, and thy flesh shall come again 
to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

5:11 But Naaman was wroth, and went away, and said. Be- 
hold, I thought. He will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the LORD his God, and strike his 
hand over the place, and recover the leper 
5:12 Are notAbana and Pharpar, rivers of Damascus, better 
than all the waters of Israel? may I not wash in them, and be 
clean? So he turned and went away in a rage. 
5:13 And his servants came near, and spake unto him, and 
said. My father, if the prophet had bid thee do some great 
thing, wouldest thou not have done it? how much rather then, 
when he saith to thee. Wash, and be clean? 
5:14 Then went he down, and dipped himself seven times in 
Jordan, according to the saying of the man of God: and his 
flesh came again like unto the flesh of a little child, and he 
was clean. 

5:15 And he returned to the man of God, he and all his com- 
pany, and came, and stood before him: and he said. Behold, 
now I know that there is no God in all the earth, but in Israel: 
now therefore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. 
5:16 But he said. As the LORD liveth, before whom I stand, 
I will receive none. And he urged him to take it; but he re- 
fused. 

5:17 And Naaman said. Shall there not then, I pray thee, be 
given to thy servant two mules' burden of earth? for thy ser- 
vant will henceforth offer neither burnt offering nor sacri- 
fice unto other gods, but unto the LORD . 
5:18 In this thing the LORD pardon thy servant that when 
my master goeth into the house of Rimmon to worship there, 
and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in the house of 
Rimmon: when I bow down myself in the house of Rimmon, 
the LORD pardon thy servant in this thing. 
5:19 And he said unto him. Go in peace. So he departed 
from him a little way. 

5:20 But Gehazi, theservantof Elisha the man of God, said. 
Behold, my master hath spared Naaman this Syrian, in not 
receiving at his hands that which he brought: but, as the 
LORD liveth, I will run after him, and take somewhat of 
him. 

5:21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. And when Naaman 
saw him running after him, he lighted down from the chariot 
to meet him, and said. Is all well? 
5:22 And he said. All is well. My master hath sent me, say- 
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ing, Behold, even now there be come to me from mount 
Ephraim two young men of the sons of the prophets: give 
them, I pray thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of gar- 
ments. 

5:23 A nd Naaman said, B e content, take two talents. A nd he 
urged him, and bound two talents of silver in two bags, with 
two changes of garments, and laid them upon two of his ser- 
vants; and they bare them before him. 
5:24 And when he came to the tower, he took them from 
their hand, and bestowed them in the house: and he let the 
men go, and they departed. 

5 : 2 5 B ut he went in, and stood before his master A nd E lisha 
said unto him. Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And he said. 
Thy servant went no whither 

5:26 And he said unto him. Went not mine heart with thee, 
when the man turned again from his chariot to meet thee? Is 
it a time to receive money, and to receive garments, and 
oliveyards, and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and menser- 
vants, and maidservants? 

5:27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave unto thee, 
and unto thy seed for ever And he went out from his pres- 
ence a leper as white as snow. 

6:1 And the sons of the prophets said unto Elisha, Behold 
now, the place where we dwell with thee is too strait for us. 
6:2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jordan, and take thence 
every man a beam, and let us make us a place there, where 
we may dwell. And he answered. Go ye. 
6:3 And one said. Be content, I pray thee, and go with thy 
servants. And he answered, I will go. 
6:4 So he went with them. And when they came to Jordan, 
they cut down wood. 

6:5 But as one was felling a beam, the axe head fell into the 
water: and he cried, and said, Alas, master! for it was bor- 
rowed. 

6:6 And the man of God said. Where fell it? A nd he shewed 
him the place. And he cut down a stick, and cast it in thither; 
and the iron did swim. 

6:7 Therefore said he. Take it up to thee. And he put out his 
hand, and took it. 

6:8 Then the king of Syria warred against Israel, and took 
counsel with his servants, saying. In such and such a place 
shall be my camp. 

6:9 And the man of God sent unto the king of Israel, saying. 
Beware that thou pass not such a place; for thither the Syr- 
ians are come down. 

6:10 And the king of Israel sent to the place which the man 
of God told him and warned him of, and saved himself there, 
not once nor twice. 

6: 11 Therefore the heart of the king of Syria was sore troubled 
for this thing; and he called his servants, and said unto them. 
Will ye not shew me which of us is for the king of Israel? 
6:12 And one of his servants said. None, my lord, king: 
but Elisha, the prophet that is in Israel, telleth the king of 
Israel the words that thou speakest in thy bedchamber 
6:13 And he said. Go and spy where he is, that I may send 
and fetch him. And it was told him, saying. Behold, he is in 
Dothan. 

6:14 Therefore sent he thither horses, and chariots, and a 
great host: and they came by night, and compassed the city 
about. 
6: 1 5 A nd when the servant ofthemanofGod was risen early. 



and gone forth, behold, an host compassed the city both with 
horses and chariots. A nd his servant said unto him, A las, my 
master! how shall we do? 

6 : 1 6 A nd he answered. Fear not: for they that be with us are 
more than they that be with them. 

6:17 And Elisha prayed, and said, LORD, I pray thee, open 
his eyes, that he may see. And the LORD opened the eyes of 
the young man; and he saw: and, behold, the mountain was 
full of horses and chariots of fire round about Elisha. 
6:18 And when they came down to him, Elisha prayed unto 
the LORD, and said. Smite this people, I pray thee, with 
blindness. And he smote them with blindness according to 
the word of Elisha. 

6:19 And Elisha said unto them. This is not the way, neither 
is this the city: follow me, and I will bring you to the man 
whom ye seek. But he led them to Samaria. 
6:20Anditcameto pass, when they were come into Samaria, 
that Elisha said, LORD, open the eyes of these men, that 
they may see. And the LORD opened their eyes, and they 
saw; and, behold, they were in the midst of Samaria. 
6:21 And the king of Israel said unto Elisha, when he saw 
them. My father, shall I smite them? shall I smite them? 
6:22 And he answered. Thou shalt not smite them: wouldest 
thou smite those whom thou hast taken captive with thy sword 
and with thy bow? set bread and water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and go to their master 
6:23 And he prepared great provision for them: and when 
they had eaten and drunk, he sent them away, and they went 
to their master So the bands of Syria came no more into the 
land of Israel. 

6:24 And it came to pass after this, that Benhadad king of 
Syria gathered all his host, and went up, and besieged 
Samaria. 

6:25 And there was a great famine in Samaria: and, behold, 
they besieged it, until an ass's head was sold for fourscore 
pieces of silver, and the fourth part of a cab of dove's dung 
tor five pieces of silver 

6 : 2 6 A nd as the king of I srael was passing by upon the wall, 
there cried a woman unto him, saying, H elp, my lord, king. 
6:27 And he said. If the LORD do not help thee, whence 
shall I help thee? out of the bamf loor, or out of the winepress? 
6:28 And the king said unto her. What aileth thee? And she 
answered. This woman said unto me. Give thy son, that we 
may eat him to day, and we will eat my son to morrow. 
6:29 So we boiled my son, and did eat him: and I said unto 
her on the next day. Give thy son, that we may eat him: and 
she hath hid her son. 

6:30 And it came to pass, when the king heard the words of 
the woman, that he rent his clothes; and he passed by upon 
the wall, and the people looked, and, behold, he had sack- 
cloth within upon his flesh. 

6:31 Then he said, God do so and more also to me, if the 
head of Elisha the son of Shaphat shall stand on him this 
day. 

6:32 But Elisha sat in his house, and the elders sat with him; 
and the king sent a man from before him: but ere the mes- 
senger came to him, he said to the elders. See ye how this 
son of a murderer hath sent to take away mine head? look, 
when the messenger cometh, shut the door, and hold him 
fast at the door: is not the sound of his master's feet behind 
him? 
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6:33 A nd while he yet talked with them, behold, the messen- 
ger came down unto him: and he said. Behold, this evil is of 
the LORD; what should I wait tor the LORD any longer? 
7:1 Then Elisha said, Hearye the word of the LORD; Thus 
saith the LORD, To morrow about this time shall a measure 
of fine flour be sold for a shekel, and two measures of barley 
for a shekel, in the gate of Samaria. 
7:2 Then a lord on whose hand the king leaned answered the 
man of God, and said. Behold, if the LORD would make 
windows in heaven, might this thing be? A nd he said, B e- 
hold, thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 
7:3 A nd there were four leprous men at the entering in of the 
gate: and they said one to another. Why sit we here until we 
die? 

7:4 If we say. We will enter into the city, then the famine is in 
the city, and we shall die there: and if we sit still here, we die 
also. Now therefore come, and let us fall unto the host of the 
Syrians: if they save us alive, we shall live; and if they kill 
us, we shall but die. 

7:5 And they rose up in the twilight, to go unto the camp of 
the Syrians: and when they were come to the uttermost part 
of the camp of Syria, behold, there was no man there. 
7:6 For the LORD had made the host of the Syrians to hear a 
noise of chariots, and a noise of horses, even the noise of a 
great host: and they said one to another, Lo, the king of Is- 
rael hath hired against us the kings of the Hittites, and the 
kings of the Egyptians, to come upon us. 
7:7 Wherefore they arose and fled in the twilight, and left 
their tents, and their horses, and their asses, even the camp 
as it was, and fled for their life. 

7:8 And when these lepers came to the uttermost part of the 
camp, they went into one tent, and did eat and drink, and 
carried thence silver, and gold, and raiment, and went and 
hid it; and came again, and entered into another tent, and 
carried thence also, and went and hid it. 
7:9 Then they said one to another. We do not well: this day is 
a day of good tidings, and we hold our peace: if we tany till 
the morning light, some mischief will come upon us: now 
therefore come, that we may go and tell the king's house- 
hold. 

7:10 So they came and called unto the porter of the city: and 
they told them, saying. We came to the camp of the Syrians, 
and, behold, there was no man there, neither voice of man, 
but horses tied, and asses tied, and the tents as they were. 
7:11 And he called the porters; and they told it to the king's 
house within. 

7:12 And the king arose in the night, and said unto his ser- 
vants, I will now shew you what the Syrians have done to us. 
They know that we be hungry; therefore are they gone out of 
the camp to hide themselves in the field, saying. When they 
come out of the city, we shall catch them alive, and get into 
the city. 

7:13 And one of his servants answered and said. Let some 
take, I pray thee, five of the horses that remain, which are 
left in the city, (behold, they are as all the multitude of Israel 
that are left in it: behold, I say, they are even as all the mul- 
titude of the Israelites that are consumed:) and let us send 
and see. 

7:14 They took therefore two chariot horses; and the king 
sent after the host of the Syrians, saying. Go and see. 
7:15 And they went after them unto Jordan: and, lo, all the 



way was full of garments and vessels, which the Syrians had 
cast away in their haste. And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. 

7:16 And the people went out, and spoiled the tents of the 
Syrians. Soameasureof fine flour was soldforashekel, and 
two measures of barley for a shekel, according to the word 
of the LORD. 

7: 17 And the king appointed the lord on whose hand he leaned 
to have the charge of the gate: and the people trode upon 
him in the gate, and he died, as the man of God had said, 
who spake when the king came down to him. 
7:18 And it came to pass as the man of God had spoken to 
the king, saying. Two measures of barley for a shekel, and a 
measure of fine flour for a shekel, shall be to morrow about 
this time in the gate of Samaria: 

7: 19 A nd that lord answered the man of G od, and said. Now, 
behold, if the LORD should make windows in heaven, might 
such a thing be? And he said. Behold, thou shalt see it with 
thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 
7:20 And so it fell out unto him: for the people trode upon 
him in the gate, and he died. 

8:1 Then spake Ehsha unto the woman, whose son he had 
restored to life, saying. Arise, and go thou and thine house- 
hold, and sojourn wheresoever thou canst sojourn: for the 
LORD hath called for a famine; and it shall also come upon 
the land seven years. 

8:2 And the woman arose, and did after the saying of the 
man of God: and she went with her household, and sojourned 
in the land of the Philistines seven years. 
8:3 And it came to pass at the seven years' end, that the woman 
returned out of the land of the Philistines: and she went forth 
to ciy unto the king for her house and for her land. 
8:4 And the king talked with Gehazi the servant of the man 
of God, saying. Tell me, I pray thee, all the great things that 
Elisha hath done. 

8:5 And it came to pass, as he was telling the king how he 
had restored a dead body to life, that, behold, the woman, 
whose son he had restored to life, cried to the king for her 
house and for her land. And Gehazi said. My lord, king, 
this is the woman, and this is her son, whom Elisha restored 
to life. 

8:6 And when the king asked the woman, she told him. So 
the king appointed unto her a certain officer, saying. Restore 
all that was hers, and all the fruits of the field since the day 
that she left the land, even until now. 
8:7 And Ehsha came to Damascus; and Benhadad the king 
of Syria was sick; and it was told him, saying. The man of 
God is come hither 

8:8 And the king said unto Hazael, Take a present in thine 
hand, and go, meetthemanof God, and enquire of the LORD 
by him, saying. Shall I recover of this disease? 
8:9 So Hazael went to meet him, and took a present with 
him, even of every good thing of Damascus, forty camels' 
burden, and came and stood before him, and said. Thy son 
Benhadad king of Syria hath sent me to thee, saying. Shall I 
recover of this disease? 

8:10 And Elisha said unto him. Go, say unto him. Thou 
may est certainly recover: howbeit the LORD hath shewed 
me that he shall surely die. 

8:11 And he settled his countenance stedfastly, until he was 
ashamed: and the man of God wept. 
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8:12 And Hazael said, Wliy weepetli my lord? And he an- 
swered, B ecause I know the evil that thou wilt do unto the 
children of Israel: their strong holds wilt thou set on tire, 
and their young men wilt thou slay with the sword, and wilt 
dash their children, and rip up their women with child. 
8:13 And Hazael said. But what, is thy servant a dog, that he 
should do this great thing? And Elisha answered. The LORD 
hath shewed me that thou shalt be king over Syria. 
8:14 So he departed from Elisha, and came to his master; 
who said to him, W hat said E lisha to thee? A nd he answered. 
He told me that thou shouldest surely recover 
8: 15 A nd it came to pass on the morrow, that he took a thick 
cloth, and dipped it in water, and spread it on his face, so 
that he died: and Hazael reigned in his stead. 
8:16 And in the fifth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of 
Israel, Jehoshaphat being then king of Judah, Jehoram the 
son of Je hoshaphat king of Judah began to reign. 
8:17 Thirty and two years old was he when he began to reign; 
and he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 
8:18 And he walked in the way of the kings of Israel, as did 
the house of Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab was his wife: 
and he did evil in the sight of the LORD . 
8:19 Yet the LORD would not destroy Judah for David his 
servant's sake, as he promised him to give him alway a light, 
and to his children. 

8:20 In his days Edom revolted from underthe hand of Judah, 
and made a king over themselves. 

8:21 So Joram went over to Zair, and all the chariots with 
him: and he rose by night, and smote the Edomites which 
compassed him about, and the captains of the chariots: and 
the people fled into their tents. 

8:22 Yet Edom revolted from under the hand of Judah unto 
this day. Then Libnah revolted at the same time. 
8:23Andtherestof the acts of Joram, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

8:24 And Joram slept with his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers in the city of David: andAhaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

8:25 In the twelfth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of 
Israel did Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah begin to 
reign. 

8:26 Two and twenty years old was Ahaziah when he began 
to reign; and he reigned one year in Jerusalem. And his 
mother's name was Athaliah, the daughter of Omri king of 
Israel. 

8 : 2 7 A nd he walked in the way of the house of A hab, and did 
evil in the sight of the LORD, as did the house of Ahab: for 
he was the son in law of the house of A hab. 
8:28 And he went with Joram the son of Ahab to the war 
against Hazael king of Syria in Ramothgilead; and the Syr- 
ians wounded Joram. 

8:29 And king Joram went back to be healed in Jezreel of the 
wounds which the Syrians had given him at Ramah, when he 
fought against Hazael king of Syria. And Ahaziah the son of 
Jehoram king of Judah went down to see Joram the son of 
Ahab in Jezreel, because he was sick. 
9:1 And Ehsha the prophet called one of the children of the 
prophets, and said unto him. Gird up thy loins, and take this 
box of oil in thine hand, and go to Ramothgilead: 
9:2 And when thou comest thither, look out there Jehu the 



son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi, and go in, and make 
him arise up from among his brethren, and cany him to an 
inner chamber; 

9:3 Then take the box of oil, and pour it on his head, and say. 
Thus saith the LORD, I have anointed thee king over Israel 
Then open the door, and flee, and tany not. 
9:4 So the young man, even the young man the prophet, went 
to Ramothgilead. 

9:5 And when he came, behold, the captains of the host were 
sitting; and he said, I have an errand to thee, captain. A nd 
Jehu said. Unto which of all us? And he said. To thee, 
captain. 

9: 6 And he arose, and went into the house; and he poured the 
oil on his head, and said unto him. Thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, I have anointed thee king over the people of 
the LORD, even over Israel. 

9:7 And thou shalt smite the house of Ahab thy master, that I 
may avenge the blood of my servants the prophets, and the 
blood of all the servants of the L RD , at the hand of J ezebel. 
9:8 For the whole house of Ahab shall perish: and I will cut 
of f from A hab him that pisseth against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Israel: 

9:9 And I will make the house of Ahab like the house of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baashathe 
son of Ahijah: 

9: 10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel in the portion of Jezreel, 
and there shall be none to buiy hen And he opened the door, 
and fled. 

9:11 Then Jehu came forth to the servants of his lord: and 
one said unto him. Is all well? wherefore came this mad fel- 
low to thee? And he said unto them. Ye know the man, and 
his communication. 

9: 12 And they said. It is false; tell us now. A nd he said. Thus 
and thus spake he to me, saying. Thus saith the LORD, I 
have anointed thee king over Israel. 
9:13 Then they hasted, and took every man his garment, and 
put it under him on the top of the stairs, and blew with trum- 
pets, saying, Jehu is king. 

9:14 Sojehu the son of Jehoshaphat the son of Nimshi con- 
spired against Joram. (Now Joram had kept Ramothgilead, 
he and all Israel, because of Hazael king of Syria. 
9:15 But king Joram was returned to be healed in Jezreel of 
the wounds which the Syrians had given him, when he fought 
with Hazael king of Syria.) A nd Jehu said. If it be your minds, 
then let none go forth nor escape out of the city to go to tell 
it in Jezreel. 

9: 16 Sojehu rode in a chariot, and went to Jezreel; forjoram 
lay there. And Ahaziah king of Judah was come down to see 
Joram. 

9:17 And there stood a watchman on the tower in Jezreel, 
and he spied the company of Jehu as he came, and said, I see 
a company. And Joram said. Take an horseman, and send to 
meet them, and let him say. Is it peace? 
9:18 So there went one on horseback to meet him, and said. 
Thus saith the king. Is it peace? And Jehu said. What hast 
thou to do with peace? turn thee behind me. And the watch- 
man told, saying. The messenger came to them, but he cometh 
not again. 

9:19 Then he sent out a second on horseback, which came to 
them, and said. Thus saith the king. Is it peace? And Jehu 
answered, W hat hast thou to do with peace? turn thee behind 
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9:20And the watchman told, saying, He came even unto them, 

and Cometh not again: and the driving is like the driving ot 

Jehu the son of Nimshi; for he driveth furiously. 

9:21 And J Oram said. Make ready. And his chariot was made 

ready. And Joram king of Israel and Ahaziah king of Judah 

went out, each in his chariot, and they went out against Jehu, 

and met him in the portion of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

9:22 And it came to pass, whenjoram saw Jehu, that he said. 

Is it peace, Jehu? And he answered. What peace, so long as 

the whoredoms of thy mother Jezebel and her witchcrafts 

are so many? 

9:23 And Joram turned his hands, and fled, and said to 

Ahaziah, There is treachery, Ahaziah. 

9:24 Andjehu drew a bow with his full strength, and smote 

Jehoram between his arms, and the arrow went out at his 

heart, and he sunk down in his chariot. 

9:25 Then saidjehu to Bidkarhis captain. Take up, and cast 

him in the portion of the field of Naboth the Jezreelite: for 

remember how that, when I and thou rode together after A hab 

his father, the LORD laid this burden upon him; 

9:26 Surely I have seen yesterday the blood of Naboth, and 

the blood of his sons, saith the LORD; and I will requite thee 

in this plat, saith the LORD. Now therefore take and cast 

him into the plat of ground, according to the word of the 

LORD. 

9:27 But when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled 

by the way of the garden house. And Jehu followed after 

him, and said. Smite him also in the chariot. And they did so 

at the going up to Gur, which is by Ibleam. And he fled to 

Megiddo, and died there. 

9:28 And his servants carried him in a chariot to Jerusalem, 

and buried him in his sepulchre with his fathers in the city of 

D avid. 

9:29 And in the eleventh year of Joram the son of Ahabbe- 

ganAhaziah to reign overjudah. 

9:30 And when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard of 

it; and she painted her face, and tired her head, and looked 

out at a window. 

9:31 And as Jehu entered in at the gate, she said. Had Zimri 

peace, who slew his master? 

9:32 And he lifted up his face to the window, and said. Who 

is on my side? who? And there looked out to him two or 

three eunuchs. 

9:33 And he said. Throw her down. So they threw her down: 

and some of her blood was sprinkled on the wall, and on the 

horses: and he trode her under foot. 

9:34 And when he was come in, he did eat and drink, and 

said. Go, see now this cursed woman, and buiy her: for she 

is a king's daughter 

9:35 And they went to buiy her: but they found no more of 

her than the skull, and the feet, and the palms of her hands. 

9:36 Wherefore they came again, and told him. And he said. 

This is the word of the LORD, which he spake by his servant 

Elijah the Tishbite, saying. In the portion of Jezreel shall 

dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel: 

9:37 And the carcase of Jezebel shall be as dung upon the 

face of the field in the portion of Jezreel; so that they shall 

not say. This is Jezebel. 

10: 1 A ndA hab had seventy sons in Samaria. A nd Jehu wrote 

letters, and sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of Jezreel, to the 

elders, and to them that brought up Ahab's children, saying. 



10:2 Now as soon as this letter cometh to you, seeing your 
master's sons are with you, and there are with you chariots 
and horses, a fenced city also, and armour; 
10:3 Look even out the best and meetest of your master's 
sons, and set him on his father's throne, and tight for your 
master's house. 

10:4 But they were exceedingly afraid, and said. Behold, 
two kings stood not before him: how then shall we stand? 
10:5 And he that was over the house, and he that was over 
the city, the elders also, and the bringers up of the children, 
sent to Jehu, saying. We are thy servants, and will do all that 
thou shalt bid us; we will not make any king: do thou that 
which is good in thine eyes. 

10:6 Then he wrote a letter the second time to them, saying. 
If ye be mine, and if ye will hearken unto my voice, take ye 
the heads of the men your master's sons, and come to me to 
Jezreel by to morrow this time. Now the king's sons, being 
seventy persons, were with the great men of the city, which 
brought them up. 

10:7 And it came to pass, when the letter came to them, that 
they took the king's sons, and slew seventy persons, and put 
their heads in baskets, and sent him them to Jezreel. 
10:8 And there came a messenger, and told him, saying. They 
have brought the heads of the king's sons. And he said. Lay 
ye them in two heaps at the entering in of the gate until the 
morning. 

10:9 And it came to pass in the morning, that he went out, 
and stood, and said to all the people. Ye be righteous: be- 
hold, I conspired against my master, and slew him: but who 
slew all these? 

10:10 Know now that there shall fall unto the earth nothing 
of the word of the LORD, which the LORD spake concern- 
ing the house of A hab: for the LORD hath done that which 
he spake by his servant Elijah. 

10:11 So Jehu slew all that remained of the house of Ahab in 
Jezreel, and all his great men, and his kinsfolks, and his 
priests, until he left him none remaining. 
10: 12 And he arose and departed, and came to Samaria. And 
as he was at the shearing house in the way, 
10:13 Jehu met with the brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, 
and said, W ho are ye? A nd they answered. We are the breth- 
ren of Ahaziah; and we go down to salute the children of the 
king and the children of the queen. 
10:14 And he said. Take them alive. And they took them 
alive, and slew them at the pit of the shearing house, even 
two and forty men; neither left he any of them. 
10:15 And when he was departed thence, he lighted on 
Jehonadab the son of Rechab coming to meet him: and he 
saluted him, and said to him. Is thine heart right, as my heart 
is with thy heart? And Jehonadab answered. It is. It it be, 
give me thine hand. And he gave him his hand; and he took 
him up to him into the chariot. 

10:16 And he said. Come with me, and see my zeal for the 
LORD. So they made him ride in his chariot. 
10:17 And when he came to Samaria, he slew all that re- 
mained unto Ahab in Samaria, till he had destroyed him, ac- 
cording to the saying of the L RD , which he spake to Elijah. 
10:18 And Jehu gathered all the people together, and said 
unto them, Ahab served Baal a little; but Jehu shall serve 
him much. 
10:19 Now therefore call unto me all the prophets of Baal, 
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all his servants, and all his priests; let none be wanting: tor I 
have a great sacrifice to do to B aal; whosoever shall be want- 
ing, he shall not live. But Jehu did it in subtilty, to the intent 
that he might destroy the worshippers ot B aal. 
10:20 And Jehu said. Proclaim a solemn assembly tor Baal. 
And they proclaimed it. 

10:21 And Jehu sent through all Israel: and all the worship- 
pers of B aal came, so that there was not a man left that came 
not A nd they came into the house of B aal; and the house of 
Baal was full from one end to another 
10:22 A nd he said unto him that was over the vestiy, B ring 
forth vestments for all the worshippers of Baal. And he 
brought them forth vestments. 

10:23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab the son of Rechab, 
into the house of B aal, and said unto the worshippers of B aal. 
Search, and look that there be here with you none of the 
servants of the LORD, but the worshippers of Baal only. 
10:24 And when they went in to offer sacrifices and burnt 
offerings, Jehu appointed fourscore men without, and said. 
If any of the men whom I have brought into your hands es- 
cape, he that letteth him go, his life shall be for the life of 
him. 

10:25 And it came to pass, as soon as he had made an end of 
offering the burnt offering, that Jehu said to the guard and to 
the captains. Go in, and slay them; let none come forth. And 
they smote them with the edge of the sword; and the guard 
and the captains cast them out, and went to the city of the 
house of Baal. 

10:26 And they brought forth the images out of the house of 
Baal, and burned them. 

10:27 And they brake down the image of Baal, and brake 
down the house of Baal, and made it a draught house unto 
this day. 

10:28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of Israel. 
10:29 Howbeit from the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from after them, to 
wit, the golden calves that were in B ethel, and that were in 
Dan. 

10:30 And the LORD said unto Jehu, Because thou hast done 
well in executing that which is right in mine eyes, and hast 
done unto the house of Ahab according to all that was in 
mine heart, thy children of the fourth generation shall sit on 
the throne of Israel. 

10:31 Butjehutookno heedto walk in the law of the LORD 
God of Israel with all his heart: for he departed not from the 
sins of Jeroboam, which made Israel to sin. 
10:32 In those days the LORD began to cut Israel short: and 
Hazael smote them in all the coasts of Israel; 
10:33 From Jordan eastward, all the land of Gilead, the 
G adites, and the Reubenites, and the M anassites, from A roer, 
which is by the riverAmon, even Gilead and Bashan. 
10:34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, and all that he did, 
and all his might, are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

10:35 And Jehu slept with his fathers: and they buried him 
in Samaria. And Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. 
10:36 And the time that Jehu reigned over Israel in Samaria 
was twenty and eight years. 

11:1 And whenAthahah the mother of Ahaziah saw that her 
son was dead, she arose and destroyed all the seed royal. 
11:2 But Jehosheba, the daughter of king Joram, sister of 



Ahaziah, tookjoash the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from 
among the king's sons which were slain; and they hid him, 
even him and his nurse, in the bedchamber from A thaliah, so 
that he was not slain. 

11:3 And he was with her hid in the house of the LORD six 
years. And A thaliah did reign over the land. 
11:4 And the seventh yearjehoiada sent and fetched the rul- 
ers over hundreds, with the captains and the guard, and 
brought them to him into the house of the L RD , and made 
a covenant with them, and took an oath of them in the house 
of the LORD, and shewed them the king's son. 
11:5 And he commanded them, saying. This is the thing that 
ye shall do; A third part of you that enter in on the sabbath 
shall even be keepers of the watch of the king's house; 
11:6 And a third part shall be at the gate of Sur; and a third 
part at the gate behind the guard: so shall ye keep the watch 
of the house, that it be not broken down. 
11:7 And two parts of all you that go forth on the sabbath, 
even they shall keep the watch of the house of the LORD 
about the king. 

11:8 And ye shall compass the king round about, every man 
with his weapons in his hand: and he that cometh within the 
ranges, let him be slain: and be ye with the king as he goeth 
out and as he cometh in. 

11:9 A nd the captains over the hundreds did according to all 
things that Jehoiada the priest commanded: and they took 
every man his men that were to come in on the sabbath, with 
them that should go out on the sabbath, and came to J ehoiada 
the priest. 

11:10 And to the captains over hundreds did the priest give 
king D avid's spears and shields, that were in the temple of 
the LORD. 

11:11 And the guard stood, every man with his weapons in 
his hand, round about the king, from the right comer of the 
temple to the left comer of the temple, along by the altar and 
the temple. 

11:12 And he brought forth the king's son, and put the crown 
upon him, and gave him the testimony; and they made him 
king, and anointed him; and they clapped their hands, and 
said, God save the king. 

11:13 And when Athaliah heard the noise of the guard and of 
the people, she came to the people into the temple of the 
LORD. 

11:14 And when she looked, behold, the king stood by a 
pillar, as the manner was, and the princes and the trumpeters 
by the king, and all the people of the land rejoiced, and blew 
with trumpets: and A thaliah rent her clothes, and cried. Trea- 
son, Treason. 

11:15 But Jehoiada the priest commanded the captains of 
the hundreds, the officers of the host, and said unto them. 
Have her forth without the ranges: and him that followeth 
her kill with the sword. For the priest had said. Let her not 
be slain in the house of the LORD. 
11:16 And they laid hands on her; and she went by the way 
by the which the horses came into the king's house: and there 
was she slain. 

11:17 And Jehoiada made a covenant between the LORD 
and the king and the people, that they should be the LORD 's 
people; between the king also and the people. 
11:18 And all the people of the land went into the house of 
B aal, and brake it down; his altars and his images brake they 
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in pieces thorouglily, and slew Mattan the priest ot B aal be- 
fore the altars. And the priest appointed officers over the 
house of the LORD. 

11:19 And he took the rulers over hundreds, and the cap- 
tains, and the guard, and all the people of the land; and they 
brought down the king from the house of the LORD, and 
came by the way of the gate of the guard to the king's house. 
And he sat on the throne of the kings. 
11:20 And all the people of the land rejoiced, and the city 
was in quiet: and they slew Athaliah with the sword beside 
the king's house. 

11:21 Seven years old was Jehoash when he began to reign. 
12:1 In the seventhyearofjehujehoash began to reign; and 
forty years reigned he in Jerusalem. And his mother's name 
was Zibiah of Beersheba. 

12:2 Andjehoash did that which was right in the sight of the 
LORD all his days wherein J ehoiada the priest instructed 
him. 

12:3 But the high places were not taken away: the people 
still sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places. 
12:4 Andjehoash said to the priests. All the money of the 
dedicated things that is brought into the house of the L RD , 
even the money of every one that passeth the account, the 
money that every man is set at, and all the money that cometh 
into any man's heart to bring into the house of the LORD, 
12:5 Let the priests take it to them, every man of his ac- 
quaintance: and let them repair the breaches of the house, 
wheresoever any breach shall be found. 
12:6 But it was so, that in the three and twentieth year of 
king Jehoash the priests had not repaired the breaches of the 
house. 

12:7 Then king Jehoash called forjehoiada the priest, and 
the other priests, and said unto them. Why repair ye not the 
breaches of the house? now therefore receive no more money 
of your acquaintance, but deliver it for the breaches of the 
house. 

12:8 And the priests consented to receive no more money of 
the people, neither to repair the breaches of the house. 
12:9 But J ehoiada the priest took a chest, and bored a hole in 
the lid of it and set it beside the altar, on the right side as one 
cometh into the house of the LORD : and the priests that kept 
the door put therein all the money that was brought into the 
house of the LORD. 

12:10 And it was so, when they saw that there was much 
money in the chest that the king's scribe and the high priest 
came up, and they put up in bags, and told the money that 
was found in the house of the LORD. 
12:11 And they gave the money, being told, into the hands of 
them that did the work, that had the oversight of the house of 
the LORD: and they laid it out to the carpenters and build- 
ers, that wrought upon the house of the LORD, 
12:12 And to masons, and hewers of stone, and to buy tim- 
ber and hewed stone to repair the breaches of the house of 
the LORD, and for all that was laid out for the house to re- 
pair it. 

12:13 Howbeit there were not made for the house of the 
LORD bowls of silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, any ves- 
selsof gold, orvessels of silver, of the money that was brought 
into the house of the LORD: 

12:14 Butthey gave that to the workmen, and repaired there- 
with the house of the LORD . 



12:15 Moreoverthey reckoned not with the men, into whose 
hand they delivered the money to be bestowed on workmen: 
for they dealt faithfully. 

12:16 The trespass money and sin money was not brought 
into the house of the LORD: it was the priests'. 
1 2 : 1 7 T hen H azael king of Syria went up, and fought against 
Gath, and took it: andHazaelsethis face to go up to Jerusa- 
lem. 

1 2 : 1 8 A nd J ehoash king of J udah took all the hallowed things 
that Jehoshaphat, andjehoram, and Ahaziah, his fathers, 
kings of J udah, had dedicated, and his own hallowed things, 
and all the gold that was found in the treasures of the house 
of the LORD, and in the king's house, and sent it to Hazael 
king of Syria: and he went away from Jerusalem. 
12:19 And the rest of the acts of Joash, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

12:20 And his servants arose, and made a conspiracy, and 
slew Joash in the house of Millo, which goeth down to Silla. 
12:21 Forjozacharthe sonof Shimeath, andjehozabadthe 
son of Shomer, his servants, smote him, and he died; and 
they buried him with his fathers in the city of David: and 
Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 
13:1 In the three and twentieth year of Joash the son of 
Ahaziah king of Judah Jehoahaz the son of Jehu began to 
reign over Israel in Samaria, and reigned seventeen years. 
13:2 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, 
and followed the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat which 
made Israel to sin; he departed not therefrom. 
13:3 And the anger of the LORD was kindled against Israel, 
and he delivered them into the hand of Hazael king of Syria, 
and into the hand of Benhadad the son of Hazael, all their 
days. 

13:4 Andjehoahazbesoughtthe LORD, and the LORD hear- 
kened unto him: for he saw the oppression of Israel, because 
the king of Syria oppressed them. 

13:5 (And the LORD gave Israel a saviour, so that they went 
out from under the hand of the Syrians: and the children of 
Israel dwelt in their tents, as beforetime. 
13:6 Nevertheless they departed not from the sins of the house 
of Jeroboam, who made Israel sin, but walked therein: and 
there remained the grove also in Samaria.) 
13:7 Neither did he leave of the people to Jehoahaz but fifty 
horsemen, and ten chariots, and ten thousand footmen; for 
the king of Syria had destroyed them, and had made them 
like the dust by threshing. 

13:8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoahaz, and all that he did, 
and his might, are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

13:9 And Jehoahaz slept with his fathers; and they buried 
him in Samaria: and Joash his son reigned in his stead. 
13:10 In the thirty and seventh year of Joash king of Judah 
began Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz to reign over Israel in 
Samaria, and reigned sixteen years. 
13:11 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD; he departed not from all the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat who made Israel sin: but he walked therein. 
13:12 And the rest of the acts of Joash, and all that he did, 
and his might wherewith he fought against Amaziah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel? 
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13:13 And Joash slept with his fathers; and Jeroboam sat 
upon his throne: and Joash was buried in Samaria with the 
kings of Israel. 

13:14 Now Elisha was fallen sick of his sickness whereof he 
died. And Joash the king of Israel came down unto him, and 
wept over his face, and said, my father, my father, the 
chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 
13: 15 And Elisha said unto him. Take bow and arrows. And 
he took unto him bow and arrows. 

13:16 And he said to the king of Israel, Put thine hand upon 
the bow. And he put his hand upon it: and Elisha put his 
hands upon the king's hands. 

13:17 And he said. Open the window eastward. And he 
opened it Then E lisha said. Shoot. A nd he shot A nd he said. 
The arrow of the LORD'S deliverance, and the arrow of de- 
liverance from Syria: for thou shalt smite the Syrians in 
Aphek, till thou have consumed them. 
1 3 : 1 8 A nd he said. Take the arrows. A nd he took them. A nd 
he said unto the king of Israel, Smite upon the ground. And 
he smote thrice, and stayed. 

13:19 And the man of God was wroth with him, and said. 
Thou shouldest have smitten five or six times; then hadst 
thou smitten Syria till thou hadst consumed it: whereas now 
thou shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

13:20 And Elisha died, and they buried him. And the bands 
of the Moabites invaded the land at the coming in of the 
year 

13:21 And it came to pass, as they were burying a man, that, 
behold, they spied a band of men; and they cast the man into 
the sepulchre of Elisha: and when the man was let down, and 
touched the bones of Elisha, he revived, and stood up on his 
feet 

13:22 But Hazael king of Syria oppressed Israel all the days 
of Jehoahaz. 

13:23 And the LORD was gracious unto them, and had com- 
passion on them, and had respect unto them, because of his 
covenant with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and would not 
destroy them, neither cast he them from his presence as yet. 
13:24 So Hazael king of Syria died; and Benhadad his son 
reigned in his stead. 

13:25 Andjehoash the son of Jehoahaz took again out of the 
hand of Benhadad the son of Hazael the cities, which he had 
taken out of the hand of Jehoahaz his father by war Three 
times did Joash beat him, and recovered the cities of Israel. 
14:1 In the second year of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of 
Israel reignedAmaziah the son of Joash king of Judah. 
14:2 He was twenty and five years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 
14:3 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the L RD , 
yet not like D avid his father: he did according to all things as 
Joash his father did. 

14:4 Howbeit the high places were not taken away: as yet 
the people did sacrifice and burnt incense on the high places. 
14:5 And it came to pass, as soon as the kingdom was con- 
firmed in his hand, that he slew his servants which had slain 
the king his father 

14:6 But the children of the murderers he slew not: accord- 
ing unto that which is written in the book of the law of M oses, 
wherein the LORD commanded, saying. The fathers shall 
not be put to death for the children, nor the children be put 



to death for the fathers; but every man shall be put to death 
for his own sin. 

14:7 He slew of Edom in the valley of salt ten thousand, and 
took Selah by war, and called the name of it Joktheel unto 
this day. 

14:8 Then Amaziah sent messengers to Jehoash, the son of 
Jehoahaz son of Jehu, king of Israel, saying. Come, let us 
look one another in the face. 

14:9 And Jehoash the king of Israel sent to Amaziah king of 
Judah, saying. The thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that was in Lebanon, saying. Give thy daughter to my 
son to wife: and there passed by a wild beast that was in 
Lebanon, and trode down the thistle. 
14:10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, and thine heart hath 
lifted thee up: gloiy of this, and tany at home: for why 
shouldest thou meddle to thy hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and Judah with thee? 

14:11 But Amaziah would not hear Therefore Jehoash king 
of Israel went up; and he andAmaziah king of Judah looked 
one another in the face at B ethshemesh, which belongeth to 
Judah. 

14:12 And Judah was put to the worse before Israel; and 
they fled every man to their tents. 

14: 13 A nd J ehoash king of Israel tookA maziah king of Judah, 
the son of Jehoash the son of Ahaziah, at B ethshemesh, and 
came to Jerusalem, and brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the comer gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

14: 14 A nd he took all the gold and silver, and all the vessels 
that were found in the house of the LORD, and in the trea- 
sures of the king's house, and hostages, and returned to 
Samaria. 

14:15 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoash which he did, and 
his might and how he fought with Amaziah king of Judah, 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

14:16 Andjehoash slept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Samaria with the kings of Israel; and J eroboam his son reigned 
in his stead. 

14:17 And Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah lived 
after the death of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel fif- 
teen years. 

14:18And the restof the acts of Amaziah, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
14:19 Now they made a conspiracy against him in Jerusa- 
lem: and he fled to Lachish; but they sent after him to Lachish, 
and slew him there. 

14:20 And they brought him on horses: and he was buried at 
Jerusalem with his fathers in the city of David. 
14:21 And all the people of Judah tookAzariah, which was 
sixteen years old, and made him king instead of his father 
Amaziah. 

14:22 He built Elath, and restored it to Judah, after that the 
king slept with his fathers. 

14:23 In the fifteenth year of Amaziah the son of Joash king 
of Judah Jeroboam the son of Joash king of Israel began to 
reign in Samaria, and reigned forty and one years. 
14:24 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD: he departed not from all the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat who made Israel to sin.

15:18 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD : he departed not all his days from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 
15:19 And Pul the king of Assyria came against the land:

15:25 But Pekah the son of Remaliah, a captain of his, con- 
spired against him, and smote him in Samaria, in the palace 
of the king's house, with Argob and Arieh, and with him fifty 
men of the Gileadites: and he killed him, and reigned in his 
room.

Upon the great altar bum the morning burnt offering, and 
the evening meat offering, and the king's burnt sacrifice, and 
his meat offering, with the burnt offering of all the people of 
the land, and their meat offering, and their drink offerings; 
and sprinkle upon it all the blood of the burnt offering, and

16:16 Thus did Urijah the priest, according to all that king 
Ahaz commanded. 

16:17 And king Ahaz cut off the borders of the bases, and 
removed the laver from off them; and took down the sea 
from off the brasen oxen that were under it, and put it upon 
the pavement of stones. 

16:18 And the covert for the sabbath that they had built in 
the house, and the king's entty without, turned he from the 
house of the LORD for the king of Assyria. 
16:19Nowthe rest of the acts of A haz which he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
16:20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, and was buried with 
his fathers in the city of D avid: and Hezekiah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

17:1 In the twelfth year of A haz king of Judah began Hoshea 
the son of Elah to reign in Samaria over Israel nine years. 
17:2 A nd he did that which was evil in the sight of the L RD , 
but not as the kings of Israel that were before him. 
17:3 Against him came up Shalmaneser king of Assyria; and 
Hoshea became his servant, and gave him presents. 
17:4 And the king of Assyria found conspiracy in Hoshea: 
for he had sent messengers to So king of Egypt, and brought 
no present to the king of Assyria, as he had done year by 
year: therefore the king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison. 

17:5 Then the king of Assyria came up throughout all the 
land, and went up to Samaria, and besieged it three years. 
17:6 In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of Assyria took 
Samaria, and carried Israel away into Assyria, and placed 
them in Halah and in Habor by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes. 

17:7 For so it was, that the children of Israel had sinned 
against the L R D their God, which had brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt, from under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had feared other gods, 

17:8 And walked in the statutes of the heathen, whom the 
LORD cast out from before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, which they had made. 
17:9 And the children of Israel did secretly those things that 
were not right against the LORD their God, and they built 
them high places in all their cities, from the tower of the 
watchmen to the fenced city. 

17:10 And they set them up images and groves in every high 
hill, and under every green tree: 

17: 11 And there they burnt incense in all the high places, as 
did the heathen whom the LORD carried away before them; 
and wrought wicked things to provoke the LORD to anger: 
17:12 For they served idols, whereof the LORD had said 
unto them. Ye shall not do this thing. 
17:13 Yet the LORD testified against Israel, and against 
Judah, by all the prophets, and by all the seers, saying. Turn 
ye from your evil ways, and keep my commandments and 
my statutes, according to all the law which I commanded 
your fathers, and which I sent to you by my servants the 
prophets. 

17:14 Notwithstanding they would not hear, but hardened 
their necks, like to the neck of their fathers, that did not be- 
lieve in the LORD their God. 
17:15 And they rejected his statutes, and his covenant that 
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he made with their fathers, and his testimonies which he tes- 
tified against them; and they followed vanity, and became 
vain, and went after the heathen that were round about them, 
concerning whom the LORD had charged them, that they 
should not do like them. 

17: 16 And they left all the commandments of the LORD their 
God, and made them molten images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped all the host of heaven, and 
served Baal. 

17: 17 And they caused their sons and their daughters to pass 
through the fire, and used divination and enchantments, and 
sold themselves to do evil in the sight of the LORD, to pro- 
voke him to anger 

17:18 Therefore the LORD was very angiy with Israel, and 
removed them out of his sight: there was none left but the 
tribe of Judah only. 

17:19 Also Judah kept not the commandments of the LORD 
their God, but walked in the statutes of Israel which they 
made. 

17:20 And the LORD rejected all the seed of Israel, and af- 
flicted them, and delivered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. 
17:21 For he rent Israel from the house of David; and they 
made Jeroboam the son of Nebat king: and Jeroboam drave 
Israel from following the LORD, and made them sin a great 
sin. 

17:22 For the children of Israel walked in all the sins of 
Jeroboam which he did; they departed not from them; 
17:23 Until the LORD removed Israel out of his sight, as he 
had said by all his servants the prophets. So was Israel car- 
ried away out of their own land to A ssyria unto this day. 
17:24 And the king of Assyria brought men from Babylon, 
and from Cuthah, and from Ava, and from Hamath, and from 
Sepharvaim, and placed them in the cities of Samaria in- 
stead of the children of Israel: and they possessed Samaria, 
and dwelt in the cities thereof. 

17:25 And so it was at the beginning of their dwelling there, 
that they feared not the LORD : therefore the LORD sent li- 
ons among them, which slew some of them. 
17:26 Wherefore they spake to the king of Assyria, saying. 
The nations which thou hast removed, and placed in the cit- 
ies of Samaria, know not the manner of the God of the land: 
therefore he hath sent lions among them, and, behold, they 
slay them, because they know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 

17:27 Then the king of Assyria commanded, saying. Cany 
thither one of the priests whom ye brought from thence; and 
let them go and dwell there, and let him teach them the man- 
ner of the God of the land. 

17:28 Then one of the priests whom they had carried away 
from Samaria came and dwelt in B ethel, and taught them 
how they should fear the LORD. 

17:29 Howbeiteveiy nation made gods of their own, and put 
them in the houses of the high places which the Samaritans 
had made, every nation in their cities wherein they dwelt 
17:30 And the men of Babylon made Succothbenoth, and 
the men of Cuth made Neigal, and the men of Hamath made 
Ashima, 

17:31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and Tartak, and the 
Sepharvites burnt their children in fire to Adrammelech and 
Anammelech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 



17:32 So they feared the LORD, and made unto themselves 
of the lowest of them priests of the high places, which sacri- 
ficed for them in the houses of the high places. 
17:33 They feared the LORD, and served their own gods, 
after the manner of the nations whom they carried away from 
thence. 

17:34 Unto this day they do after the former manners: they 
fear not the LORD, neither do they after their statutes, or 
after their ordinances, or after the law and commandment 
which the LORD commanded the children of Jacob, whom 
he named Israel; 

17:35 With whom the LORD had made a covenant, and 
charged them, saying. Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow 
yourselves to them, nor serve them, nor sacrifice to them: 
17:36 But the LORD, who brought you up out of the land of 
Egypt with great power and a stretched out arm, him shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and to him shall ye do sacri- 
fice. 

17:37 And the statutes, and the ordinances, and the law, and 
the commandment, which he wrote for you, ye shall observe 
to do for evermore; and ye shall not fear other gods. 
17:38 And the covenant that I have made with you ye shall 
not forget; neither shall ye fear other gods. 
17:39 But the LORD your God ye shall fear; and he shall 
deliver you out of the hand of all your enemies. 
17:40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but they did after their 
former manner 

17:41 So these nations feared the LORD, and served their 
graven images, both their children, and their children's chil- 
dren: as did their fathers, so do they unto this day. 
18:1 Now it came to pass in the third year of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of Ahaz king of 
Judah began to reign. 

18:2 Twenty and five years old was he when he began to 
reign; and he reigned twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
His mother's name also was Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. 
18:3 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the LORD , 
according to all that David his father did. 
18:4 He removed the high places, and brake the images, and 
cut down the groves, and brake in pieces the brasen serpent 
that Moses had made: for unto those days the children of 
Israel did bum incense to it: and he called it Nehushtan. 
18:5 He trusted in the LORD God of Israel; so that after him 
was none like him among all the kings of Judah, nor any that 
were before him. 

18:6 For he clave to the LORD, and departed not from fol- 
lowing him, but kept his commandments, which the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

18:7 And the LORD was with him; and he prospered 
whithersoever he went forth: and he rebelled against the king 
of Assyria, and served him not. 

18:8 He smote the Philistines, even unto Gaza, and the bor- 
ders thereof, from the tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. 

18:9 And it came to pass in the fourth year of king Hezekiah, 
which was the seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah king of 
Israel, that Shalmaneser king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. 

18: 10 And at the end of three years they took it: even in the 
sixth year of Hezekiah, that is in the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 
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18:11 And the king ot Assyria did cany away Israel unto 
Assyria, and put them in Halah and in Habor by the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 
18:12 Because they obeyed not the voice of the LORD their 
God, but transgressed his covenant, and all that Moses the 
servant of the LORD commanded, and would not hear them, 
nor do them. 

18:13 Now in the fourteenth year of king Hezekiah did 
Sennacherib king of Assyria come up against all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 

18: 14 And Hezekiah king of Judah sent to the king of Assyria 
to Lachish, saying, I have offended; return from me: that 
which thou puttest on me will I bean And the king of Assyria 
appointed unto Hezekiah king of Judah three hundred tal- 
ents of silver and thirty talents of gold. 
18:15 And Hezekiah gave him all the silver that was found 
in the house of the LORD, and in the treasures of the king's 
house. 

18:16 At that time did Hezekiah cut off the gold from the 
doors of the temple of the LORD, and from the pillars which 
Hezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, and gave it to the king 
of Assyria. 

18:17 And the king of Assyria sent Tartan and Rabsaris and 
Rabshakeh from Lachish to king Hezekiah with a great host 
against Jerusalem. A nd they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they came and stood by the 
conduit of the upper pool, which is in the highway of the 
fuller's field. 

18:18 And when they had called to the king, there came out 
to them Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the 
recorder 

18:19 And Rabshakeh said unto them. Speak ye now to 
Hezekiah, Thus saith the great king, the king of Assyria, What 
confidence is this wherein thou trustest? 
18:20 Thou sayest, (but they are butvain words,) I have coun- 
sel and strength for the war Now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

18:21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon the staff of this bruised 
reed, even upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will go 
into his hand, and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto 
all that trust on him. 

18:22 Butif yesay unto me. We trust in the LORD ourGod: 
is not that he, whose high places and whose altars Hezekiah 
hath taken away, and hath said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship before this altar in Jerusalem? 
18:23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give pledges to my lord 
the king of Assyria, and I will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able on thy part to set riders upon them. 
18:24 How then wilt thou turn away the face of one captain 
of the least of my master's servants, and putthy trust on Egypt 
for chariots and for horsemen? 

18:25 Am I now come up without the LORD against this 
place to destroy it? The LORD said to me. Go up against this 
land, and destroy it. 

18:26 Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, and Shebna, 
and Joah, unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to thy ser- 
vants in the Syrian language; tor we understand it: and talk 
not with us in the Jews' language in the ears of the people 
that are on the wall. 
18:27 But Rabshakeh said unto them. Hath my master sent 



me to thy master, and to thee, to speak these words? hath he 
not sent me to the men which sit on the wall, that they may 
eat their own dung, and drink their own piss with you? 
18:28 Then Rabshakeh stood and cried with a loud voice in 
the Jews' language, and spake, saying. Hearths word of the 
great king, the king of Assyria: 

18:29 Thus saith the king. Let not Hezekiah deceive you: for 
he shall not be able to deliver you out of his hand: 
18:30 Neither let Hezekiah make you trust in the LORD, 
saying. The LORD will surely deliver us, and this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the king of Assyria. 
18:31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for thus saith the king of 
Assyria, Make an agreement with me by a present, and come 
out to me, and then eat ye every man of his own vine, and 
every one of his fig tree, and drink ye every one the waters of 
his cistern: 

18:32 Until I come and take you away to a land like your 
own land, a land of com and wine, a land of bread and vine- 
yards, a land of oil olive and of honey, that ye may live, and 
not die: and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when he persuadeth 
you, saying. The LORD will deliver us. 
18:33 Hath any of the gods of the nations delivered at all his 
land out of the hand of the king of Assyria? 
18:34 Where are the gods of Hamath, and of Arpad? where 
are the gods of Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have they de- 
livered Samaria out of mine hand? 

18:35 Who are they among all the gods of the countries, that 
have delivered their country out of mine hand, that the LORD 
should deliver Jerusalem out of mine hand? 
18:36 But the people held their peace, and answered him not 
a word: for the king's commandment was, saying. Answer 
him not. 

18:37 Then came Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was over 
the household, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of 
Asaph the recorder, to Hezekiah with their clothes rent, and 
told him the words of Rabshakeh. 

19:1 And it came to pass, when king Hezekiah heard it, that 
he rent his clothes, and covered himself with sackcloth, and 
went into the house of the LORD. 

19:2 And he sent Eliakim, which was over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and the elders of the priests, covered 
with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz. 
19:3 And they said unto him. Thus saith Hezekiah, This day 
is a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and blasphemy; for the 
children are come to the birth, and there is not strength to 
bring forth. 

19:4 It may be the LORD thy God will hear all the words of 
Rabshakeh, whom the king of Assyria his master hath sentto 
reproach the living G od; and will reprove the words which 
the LORD thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up thy prayer 
for the remnant that are left. 

19:5 So the servants of king Hezekiah came to Isaiah. 
19:6 And Isaiah said unto them. Thus shall ye say to your 
master. Thus saith the LORD, Be not afraid of the words 
which thou hast heard, with which the servants of the king 
of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

19:7 B ehold, I will send a blast upon him, and he shall hear 
a rumour, and shall return to his own land; and I will cause 
him to fall by the sword in his own land. 
19:8 So Rabshakeh returned, and found the king of Assyria 
warring against Libnah: for he had heard that he was de- 
parted from Lachish. 
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19:9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, 
B ehold, he is come out to fight against thee: he sent messen- 
gers again unto Hezekiah, saying, 

19:10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah king of Judah, say- 
ing. Let not thy God in whom thou trustest deceive thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. 

19: 11 B ehold, thou hast heard what the kings of Assyria have 
done to all lands, by destroying them utterly: and shalt thou 
be delivered? 

19:12 Have the gods of the nations delivered them which my 
fathers have destroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, 
and the children of Eden which were in Thelasar? 
19:13 Where is the king of Hamath, and the king of Arpad, 
and the king of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 
19:14 And Hezekiah received the letter of the hand of the 
messengers, and read it: and Hezekiah went up into the house 
of the LORD, and spread it before the LORD. 
19:15 And Hezekiah prayed before the LORD, and said, 
LORD God of Israel, which dwellest between the cherubims, 
thou art the G od, even thou alone, of all the kingdoms of the 
earth; thou hast made heaven and earth. 
19:16 LORD, bow down thine ear, and hear: open, LORD, 
thine eyes, and see: and hear the words of Sennacherib, which 
hath sent him to reproach the living God. 
19:17 Of atruth, LORD, the kings of Assyria have destroyed 
the nations and their lands, 

19:18 And have cast their gods into the fire: for they were no 
gods, but the work of men's hands, wood and stone: there- 
fore they have destroyed them. 

19:19 Now therefore, LORD ourGod, I beseech thee, save 
thou us out of his hand, that all the kingdoms of the earth 
may know that thou art the LORD God, even thou only. 
19:20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent to Hezekiah, saying. 
Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, That which thou hast 
prayed to me against Sennacherib king of Assyria I have 
heard. 

19:21 This is the word that the LORD hath spoken concern- 
ing him; The virgin the daughter of Zion hath despised thee, 
and laughed thee to scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem hath 
shaken her head at thee. 

19:22 Whom hast thou reproached and blasphemed? and 
against whom hast thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up thine 
eyes on high? even against the Holy One of Israel. 
19:23 By thy messengers thou hast reproached the LORD, 
and hast said. With the multitude of my chariots I am come 
up to the height of the mountains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and will cut down the tall cedar trees thereof, and the choice 
fir trees thereof: and I will enter into the lodgings of his bor- 
ders, and into the forest of his Carmel. 
19:24 I have digged and drunk strange waters, and with the 
sole of my feet have I dried up all the rivers of besieged 
places. 

19:25 Hast thou not heard long ago how I have done it, and 
of ancient times that I have formed it? now have I brought it 
to pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste fenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. 

19:26 Therefore their inhabitants were of small power, they 
were dismayed and confounded; they were as the grass of 
the field, and as the green herb, as the grass on the house 
tops, and as com blasted before it be grown up. 



19:27 B ut I know thy abode, and thy going out, and thy com- 
ing in, and thy rage against me. 

19:28 Because thy rage against me and thy tumult is come 
up into mine ears, therefore I will put my hook in thy nose, 
and my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn thee back by the 
way by which thou camest. 

19:29 And this shall be a sign unto thee. Ye shall eat this 
year such things as grow of themselves, and in the second 
year that which springeth of the same; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the fruits 
thereof. 

19:30 And the remnant that is escaped of the house of Judah 
shall yet again take root downward, and bear fruit upward. 
19:31 For out of Jerusalem shall go forth a remnant, and 
they that escape out of mount Zion: the zeal of the LORD of 
hosts shall do this. 

19:32 Therefore thus saith the LORD concerning the king of 
Assyria, He shall not come into this city, nor shoot an arrow 
there, nor come before it with shield, nor cast a bank against it 
19:33 By the way that he came, by the same shall he return, 
and shall not come into this city, saith the LORD. 
19:34 For I will defend this city, to save it, for mine own 
sake, and for my servant D avid's sake. 
19:35 And it came to pass that night, that the angel of the 
LORD went out, and smote in the camp of the Assyrians an 
hundred fourscore and five thousand: and when they arose 
early in the morning, behold, they were all dead corpses. 
19:36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria departed, and went 
and returned, and dwelt at Nineveh. 
19:37 And it came to pass, as he was worshipping in the 
house of Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and Sharezer 
his sons smote him with the sword: and they escaped into 
the land of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

20:1 In those days was Hezekiah sick unto death. And the 
prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz came to him, and said unto 
him. Thus saith the LORD, Set thine house in order; for thou 
shalt die, and not live. 

20:2 Then he turned his face to the wall, and prayed unto the 
LORD, saying, 

20:3 I beseech thee, LORD, remember now how I have 
walked before thee in truth and with a perfect heart, and have 
done that which is good in thy sight And Hezekiah wept 
sore. 

20:4 A nd it came to pass, afore Isaiah was gone out into the 
middle court, that the word of the LORD came to him, say- 
ing, 

20:5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the captain of my people. 
Thus saith the LORD, the God of David thy father, I have 
heard thy prayer, I have seen thy tears: behold, I will heal 
thee: on the third day thou shalt go up unto the house of the 
LORD. 

20:6 And I will add unto thy days fifteen years; and I will 
deliver thee and this city out of the hand of the king of Assyria; 
and I will defend this city for mine own sake, and for my 
servant D avid's sake. 

20:7 And Isaiah said. Take a lump of figs. A nd they took and 
laid it on the boil, and he recovered. 
20:8 And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, What shall be the sign 
that the LORD will heal me, and that I shall go up into the 
house of the LORD the third day? 
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20:9 And Isaiah said, Tliis sign slialttliou liave of the LORD, 
tliat tlie LORD will do the thing that he hath spoken: shall 
the shadow go forward ten degrees, or go back ten degrees? 
20:10 And Hezekiah answered. It is a light thing for the 
shadow to go down ten degrees: nay, but let the shadow re- 
turn backward ten degrees. 

20:11 And Isaiah the prophet cried unto the LORD: and he 
brought the shadow ten degrees backward, by which it had 
gone down in the dial of Ahaz. 

20: 12 At that time B erodachbaladan, the son of B aladan, king 
of Babylon, sent letters and a present unto Hezekiah: for he 
had heard that Hezekiah had been sick. 
20: 13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto them, and shewed them 
all the house of his precious things, the silver, and the gold, 
and the spices, and the precious ointment, and all the house 
of his armour, and all that was found in his treasures: there 
was nothing in his house, nor in all his dominion, that 
Hezekiah shewed them not. 

20:14 Then came Isaiah the prophet unto king Hezekiah, and 
said unto him. What said these men? and from whence came 
they unto thee? And Hezekiah said. They are come from a 
far country, even from B abylon. 

2 : 1 5 A nd he said, W hat have they seen in thine house? A nd 
Hezekiah answered. All the things that are in mine house 
have they seen: there is nothing among my treasures that I 
have not shewed them. 

20:16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, Hear the word of the 
LORD. 

20:17 Behold, the days come, that all that is in thine house, 
and that which thy fathers have laid up in store unto this day, 
shall be carried into Babylon: nothing shall be left, saith the 
LORD. 

20:18 And of thy sons that shall issue from thee, which thou 
shalt beget, shall they take away; and they shall be eunuchs 
in the palace of the king of Babylon. 
20:19 Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, Good is the word of 
the LORD which thou hast spoken. And he said. Is it not 
good, if peace and truth be in my days? 
20:20 And the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and all his might, 
and how he made a pool, and a conduit, and brought water 
into the city, are they not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

20:21 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers: and Manasseh 
his son reigned in his stead. 

2 1 : 1 M anasseh was twelve years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned fifty and five years in J erusalem. A nd his mother's 
name was Hephzibah. 

2 1 : 2 A nd he did that which was evil in the sight of the L R D , 
after the abominations of the heathen, whom the LORD cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

21:3 For he built up again the high places which Hezekiah 
his father had destroyed; and he reared up altars for Baal, 
and made a grove, as did A hab king of Israel; and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served them. 
2 1 :4 A nd he built altars in the house of the L RD , of which 
the LORD said. In Jerusalem will I put my name. 
21:5 And he built altars for all the host of heaven in the two 
courts of the house of the LORD. 

21:6 And he made his son pass through the fire, and ob- 
served times, and used enchantments, and dealt with famil- 
iar spirits and wizards: he wrought much wickedness in the 
sight of the LORD, to provoke him to anger 



21:7 And he set a graven image of the grove that he had 
made in the house, of which the L RD said to D avid, and to 
Solomon his son. In this house, and in Jerusalem, which I 
have chosen out of all tribes of Israel, will I put my name for 
ever: 

21:8 Neither will I make the feet of Israel move any more 
out of the land which I gave their fathers; only if they will 
observe to do according to all that I have commanded them, 
and according to all the law that my servant Moses com- 
manded them. 

2 1 : 9 B ut they hearkened not: and M anasseh seduced them to 
do more evil than did the nations whom the LORD destroyed 
before the children of Israel. 

21:10 And the LORD spake by his servants the prophets, 
saying, 

21:11 Because Manasseh king of Judah hath done these 
abominations, and hath done wickedly above all that the 
Amorites did, which were before him, and hath made Judah 
also to sin with his idols: 

2 1:12 Therefore thus saith the LORD God of Israel, Behold, 
I am bringing such evil uponjerusalem and Judah, that who- 
soever heareth of it, both his ears shall tingle. 
21:13 And I will stretch overjerusalem the line of Samaria, 
and the plummet of the house of A hab: andl will wipejerusa- 
lem as a man wipeth a dish, wiping it, and turning it upside 
down. 

21:14 And I will forsake the remnant of mine inheritance, 
and deliver them into the hand of their enemies; and they 
shall become a prey and a spoil to all their enemies; 
21:15 Because they have done that which was evil in my 
sight, and have provoked me to anger, since the day their 
fathers came forth out of Egypt, even unto this day. 
21:16 Moreover Manasseh shed innocent blood very much, 
till he had filled Jerusalem from one end to another; beside 
his sin wherewith he made Judah to sin, in doing that which 
was evil in the sight of the LORD. 

21:17 Now the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and all that he 
did, and his sin that he sinned, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 
21:18 And Manasseh slept with his fathers, and was buried 
in the garden of his own house, in the garden of Uzza: and 
Amon his son reigned in his stead. 
2 1 : 19 A mon was twenty and two years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned two years in Jerusalem. A nd his mother's 
name was M eshuUemeth, the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 
21:20 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD, as his father M anasseh did. 
2 1 : 2 1 A nd he walked in all the way that his father walked in, 
and served the idols that his father served, and worshipped 
them: 

21:22 And he forsook the LORD God of his fathers, and 
walked not in the way of the LORD . 
21:23 And the servants of Amon conspired against him, and 
slew the king in his own house. 

21:24 And the people of the land slew all them that had con- 
spired against king Amon; and the people of the land made 
Josiah his son king in his stead. 

21:25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon which he did, are 
they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

21:26 And he was buried in his sepulchre in the garden of 
Uzza: and Josiah his son reigned in his stead. 
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22:1 Josiah was eight years old when he began to reign, and 

he reigned thirty and one years injemsalem. And his mother's 

name wasjedidah, the daughter of A daiah of Boscath. 

22:2 And he did that which was right in the sightof the LORD, 

and walked in all the way of D avid his father, and turned not 

aside to the right hand or to the left. 

22:3 A nd it came to pass in the eighteenth year of king Josiah, 

that the king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son of 

Meshullam, the scribe, to the house of the LORD, saying, 

22:4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, that he may sum the 

silver which is brought into the house of the LORD, which 

the keepers of the door have gathered of the people: 

2 2 : 5 A nd let them deliver it into the hand o f the doers of the 

work, that have the oversight of the house of the L RD : and 

let them give it to the doers of the work which is in the house 

of the LORD, to repair the breaches of the house, 

22:6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and masons, and to buy 

timber and hewn stone to repair the house. 

22:7 Howbeit there was no reckoning made with them of the 

money that was delivered into their hand, because they dealt 

faithfully. 

22 :8 A nd Hilkiah the high priest said unto Shaphan the scribe, 

1 have found the book of the law in the house of the LORD. 
And Hilkiah gave the book to Shaphan, and he read it. 
22:9 And Shaphan the scribe came to the king, and brought 
the king word again, and said. Thy servants have gathered 
the money that was found in the house, and have delivered it 
into the hand of them that do the work, that have the over- 
sight of the house of the L RD . 

22:10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed the king, saying, 
Hilkiah the priest hath delivered me a book. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. 

22:11 And it came to pass, when the king had heard the words 
of the book of the law, that he rent his clothes. 
22:12 And the king commanded Hilkiah the priest, and 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan, andAchborthe son of Michaiah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asahiah a servant of the king's, 
saying, 

22:13Goye, enquire of the LORD forme, and forthe people, 
and for all Judah, concerning the words of this book that is 
found: for great is the wrath of the LORD that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers have not hearkened unto the 
words of this book, to do according unto all that which is 
written concerning us. 

22:14 So Hilkiah the priest and Ahikam, and Achbor, and 
Shaphan, and Asahiah, went unto Huldah the prophetess, the 
wife of Shallum the son of Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Jerusalem in the col- 
lege,) and they communed with her 
22:15 And she said unto them. Thus saith the LORD God of 
Israel, Tell the man that sent you to me, 
22:16 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will bring evil upon 
this place, and upon the inhabitants thereof, even all the words 
of the book which the king of Judah hath read: 
22:17 Because they have forsaken me, and have burned in- 
cense unto other gods, that they might provoke me to anger 
with all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall not be quenched. 

2 2 : 1 8 B ut to the king of J udah which sent you to enquire of 
the LORD, thus shall ye say to him. Thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, As touching the words which thou hast heard; 



22 : 19 B ecause thine heart was tender, and thou hast humbled 
thyself before the LORD, when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the inhabitants thereof, that 
they should become a desolation and a curse, and hast rent 
thy clothes, and wept before me; I also have heard thee, saith 
the LORD. 

22:20 Behold therefore, I will gather thee unto thy fathers, 
and thou shalt be gathered into thy grave in peace; and thine 
eyes shall not see all the evil which I will bring upon this 
place. And they brought the king word again. 
23:1 And the king sent, and they gathered unto him all the 
elders of Judah and of Jerusalem. 

23:2 And the king went up into the house of the LORD, and 
all the men of Judah and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
with him, and the priests, and the prophets, and all liie people, 
both small and great: and he read in their ears all the words 
of the book of the covenant which was found in the house of 
the LORD. 

23:3 And the king stood by a pillar, and made a covenant 
before the LORD, to walk after the LORD, and to keep his 
commandments and his testimonies and his statutes with all 
their heart and all their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written in this book. And all the people 
stood to the covenant. 

23:4 And the king commanded Hilkiah the high priest, and 
the priests of the second order, and the keepers of the door, 
to bring forth out of the temple of the LORD all the vessels 
that were made for Baal, and for the grove, and for all the 
host of heaven: and he burned them without Jerusalem in the 
fields of Kidron, and carried the ashes of them unto Bethel. 
23:5 And he put down the idolatrous priests, whom the kings 
of Judah had ordained to bum incense in the high places in 
the cities of Judah, and in the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned incense unto B aal, to the sun, and to 
the moon, and to the planets, and to all the host of heaven. 
23:6 And he brought out the grove from the house of the 
LORD, without J erusalem, unto the brook K idron, and burned 
it at the brook Kidron, and stamped it small to powder, and 
cast the powder thereof upon the graves of the children of 
the people. 

23:7 And he brake down the houses of the sodomites, that 
were by the house of the LORD, where the women wove 
hangings forthe grove. 

23:8 A nd he brought all the priests out of the cities of Judah, 
and defiled the high places where the priests had burned in- 
cense, from Geba to Beersheba, and brake down the high 
places of the gates that were in the entering in of the gate of 
Joshua the governor of the city, which were on a man's left 
hand at the gate of the city. 

23:9 Nevertheless the priests of the high places came not up 
to the altar of the LORD injemsalem, but they did eat of the 
unleavened bread among their brethren. 
23:10 And he defiled Topheth, which is in the valley of the 
children of Hinnom, that no man might make his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire to Mo lech. 
23:11 And he took away the horses that the kings of Judah 
had given to the sun, at the entering in of the house of the 
LORD, by the chamber of Nathanmelech the chamberlain, 
which was in the suburbs, and bumed the chariots of the sun 
with fire. 
23:12 And the altars that were on the top of the upper cham- 
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ber of Ahaz, which the kings ot Judah had made, and the 
altars which Manasseh had made in the two courts ot the 
house of the LORD, did the king beat down, and brake them 
down from thence, and cast the dust of them into the brook 
Kidron. 

23: 13 And the high places that were before Jerusalem, which 
were on the right hand of the mount of corruption, which 
Solomon the king of Israel had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the abomi- 
nation of the Moabites, and for Milcom the abomination of 
the children of A mmon, did the king defile. 
23:14 And he brake in pieces the images, and cut down the 
groves, and filled their places with the bones of men. 
23:15 Moreover the altar that was at Bethel, and the high 
place which Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin, had made, both that altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, and stamped it small to 
powder, and burned the grove. 

23:16 And as Josiah turned himself, he spied the sepulchres 
that were there in the mount, and sent, and took the bones 
out of the sepulchres, and burned them upon the altar, and 
polluted it, according to the word of the LORD which the 
man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed these words. 
23:17 Then he said. What title is that that I see? And the men 
of the city told him. It is the sepulchre of the man of God, 
which came from Judah, and proclaimed these things that 
thou hast done against the altar of B ethel. 
23: 18 A nd he said, L et him alone; let no man move his bones. 
So they let his bones alone, with the bones of the prophet 
that came out of Samaria. 

23:19 And all the houses also of the high places that were in 
the cities of Samaria, which the kings of Israel had made to 
provoke the L ord to anger, J osiah took away, and did to them 
according to all the acts that he had done in Bethel. 
23:20 And he slew all the priests of the high places that were 
there upon the altars, and burned men's bones upon them, 
and returned to Jerusalem. 

23:21 And the king commanded all the people, saying. Keep 
the passover unto the L RD your G od, as it is written in the 
book of this covenant. 

23:22 Surely there was not holden such a passover from the 
days of the judges that judged Israel, nor in all the days of 
the kings of Israel, nor of the kings of Judah; 
23:23 But in the eighteenth year of king Josiah, wherein this 
passover was holden to the LORD in Jerusalem. 
23:24 Moreover the workers with familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, and the images, and the idols, and all the abomina- 
tions that were spied in the land of Judah and in Jerusalem, 
did Josiah put away, that he might perform the words of the 
law which were written in the book that Hilkiah the priest 
found in the house of the LORD. 

23:25 And like unto him was there no king before him, that 
turned to the LORD with all his heart, and with all his soul, 
and with all his might, according to all the law of Moses; 
neither after him arose there any like him. 
23:26 Notwithstanding the LORD turned not from the fierce- 
ness of his great wrath, wherewith his anger was kindled 
againstjudah, because of all the provocations that M anasseh 
had provoked him withal. 

23:27 And the LORD said, I will remove Judah also out of 
my sight, as I have removed Israel, and will cast off this city 



Jerusalem which I have chosen, and the house of which I 
said. My name shall be there. 

23:28 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, and all that he did, 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

23:29 In his days Pharaohnechoh king of Egypt went up 
against the king of Assyria to the river Euphrates: and king 
Josiah went against him; and he slew him at Megiddo, when 
he had seen him. 

23:30 And his servants carried him in a chariot dead from 
Megiddo, and brought him to Jerusalem, and buried him in 
his own sepulchre. A nd the people of the land took J ehoahaz 
the son of Josiah, and anointed him, and made him king in 
his father's stead. 

23:31 Jehoahaz was twenty and three years old when he be- 
gan to reign; and he reigned three months in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. 

23:32 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD, according to all that his fathers had done. 
23:33 And Pharaohnechoh put him in bands at Riblah in the 
land of Hamath, that he might not reign in Jerusalem; and 
put the land to a tribute of an hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold. 

23:34 And Pharaohnechoh made Eliakim the son of Josiah 
king in the room of Josiah his father, and turned his name to 
Jehoiakim, and tookjehoahaz away: and he came to Egypt, 
and died there. 

23:35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver and the gold to Pha- 
raoh; but he taxed the land to give the money according to 
the commandment of Pharaoh: he exacted the silver and the 
gold of the people of the land, of every one according to his 
taxation, to give it unto Pharaohnechoh. 
23:36 Jehoiakim was twenty and five years old when he be- 
gan to reign; and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Zebudah, the daughter of Pedaiah of 
Rumah. 

23:37 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD, according to all that his fathers had done. 
24:1 In his days Nebuchadnezzar king of B abylon came up, 
and J ehoiakim became his servant three years: then he turned 
and rebelled against him. 

24:2 And the LORD sent against him bands of the Chaldees, 
and bands of the Syrians, and bands of the Moabites, and 
bands of the children of Ammon, and sentthem againstjudah 
to destroy it, according to the word of the LORD, which he 
spake by his servants the prophets. 
24:3 Surely at the commandment of the LORD came this 
upon Judah, to remove them out of his sight, for the sins of 
Manasseh, according to all that he did; 
24:4 And also for the innocent blood that he shed: for he 
filled Jerusalem with innocent blood; which the L RD would 
not pardon. 

24:5 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim, and all that he 
did, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

24:6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fathers: andjehoiachin his 
son reigned in his stead. 

24:7 And the king of Egypt came not again any more out of 
his land: for the king of B abylon had taken from the river of 
Egypt unto the river Euphrates all that pertained to the king 
of Egypt. 
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24:8 Jehoiachin was eighteen years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem three months. And his 
mother's name was Nehushta, the daughter of Elnathan of 
Jerusalem. 

24:9 And he did that which was evil in the sight ot the LORD, 
according to all that his father had done. 
24:10 At that time the servants of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up against Jerusalem, and the city was be- 
sieged. 

24:11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came against 
the city, and his servants did besiege it. 
24:12 And Jehoiachin the king of Judah went out to the king 
of Babylon, he, and his mother, and his servants, and his 
princes, and his officers: and the king of B abylon took him 
in the eighth year of his reign. 

24:13 And he carried out thence all the treasures of the house 
of the LORD, and the treasures of the king's house, and cut 
in pieces all the vessels of gold which Solomon king of Is- 
rael had made in the temple of the LORD, as the LORD had 
said. 

24:14 And he carried away alljerusalem, and all the princes, 
and all the mighty men of valour, even ten thousand cap- 
tives, and all the craftsmen and smiths: none remained, save 
the poorest sort of the people of the land. 
24:15 And he carried away Jehoiachin to Babylon, and the 
king's mother, and the king's wives, and his officers, and the 
mighty of the land, those carried he into captivity from Jerusa- 
lem to B abylon. 

24:16 And all the men of might, even seven thousand, and 
craftsmen and smiths a thousand, all that were strong and 
apt for war, even them the king of B abylon brought captive 
to Babylon. 

24:17 And the king of Babylon made Mattaniah his father's 
brother king in his stead, and changed his name to Zedekiah. 
24:18 Zedekiah was twenty and one years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother's name was Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. 

24:19 And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 
LORD, according to all thatjehoiakim had done. 
24:20 For through the anger of the LORD it came to pass in 
Jerusalem and Judah, until he had cast them out from his 
presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against the king of B abylon. 
25:1 A nd it came to pass in the ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadnezzar king of B abylon came, he, and all his host, 
against Jerusalem, and pitched against it; and they built forts 
against it round about. 

25:2 And the city was besieged unto the eleventh year of 
king Zedekiah. 

25:3 And on the ninth day of the fourth month the famine 
prevailed in the city, and there was no bread for the people 
of the land. 

25:4 And the city was broken up, and all the men of war fled 
by night by the way of the gate between two walls, which is 
by the king's garden: (now the Chaldees were against the 
city round about: ) and the king went the way toward the plain. 
25:5 And the army of the Chaldees pursued after the king, 
and overtook him in the plains of Jericho: and all his army 
were scattered from him. 

25:6 So they took the king, and brought him up to the king 
of B abylon to Riblah; and they gave judgment upon him. 



25:7 And they slew the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes, 
and put out the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters 
of brass, and carried him to Babylon. 
25:8 And in the fifth month, on the seventh day of the month, 
which is the nineteenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar king 
of B abylon, came Nebuzaradan, captain of the guard, a ser- 
vant of the king of Babylon, unto Jerusalem: 
25:9 And he burnt the house of the LORD, and the king's 
house, and all the houses of Jerusalem, and every great man's 
house burnt he with fire. 

25:10 And all the army of the Chaldees, that were with the 
captain of the guard, brake down the walls of Jerusalem round 
about. 

25:11 Now the rest of the people that were left in the city, 
and the fugitives that fell away to the king of Babylon, with 
the remnant of the multitude, did Nebuzaradan the captain 
of the guard cany away. 

25:12 But the captain of the guard left of the door of the 
poor of the land to be vinedressers and husbandmen. 
25:13 And the pillars of brass that were in the house of the 
LORD, and the bases, and the brasen sea that was in the 
house of the LORD, did the Chaldees break in pieces, and 
carried the brass of them to B abylon. 
25:14 And the pots, and the shovels, and the snuffers, and 
the spoons, and all the vessels of brass wherewith they min- 
istered, took they away. 

25:15 And the firepans, and the bowls, and such things as 
were of gold, in gold, and of silver, in silver, the captain of 
the guard took away. 

25:16 The two pillars, one sea, and the bases which Solomon 
had made for the house of the LORD; the brass of all these 
vessels was without weight. 

25:17 The height of the one pillar was eighteen cubits, and 
the chapiter upon it was brass: and the height of the chapiter 
three cubits; and the wreathen work, and pomegranates upon 
the chapiter round about, all of brass: and like unto these 
had the second pillar with wreathen work. 
25:18 And the captain of the guard took Seraiah the chief 
priest, and Zephaniah the second priest, and the three keep- 
ers of the door: 

25: 19 And out of the city he took an officer that was set over 
the men of war, and five men of them that were in the king's 
presence, which were found in the city, and the principal 
scribe of the host, which mustered the people of the land, 
and threescore men of the people of the land that were found 
in the city: 

25:20 A nd Nebuzaradan captain of the guard took these, and 
brought them to the king of Babylon to Riblah: 
25:21 And the king of Babylon smote them, and slew them 
at Riblah in the land of Hamath. So Judah was carried away 
out of their land. 

25:22 And as for the people that remained in the land of 
Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar king of B abylon had left, even 
over them he made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, ruler 

25:23 And when all the captains of the armies, they and their 
men, heard that the king of B abylon had made G edaliah gov- 
ernor, there came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah, andjohanan the son of Careah, and Seraiah 
the son of Tanhumeth the Netophathite, and Jaazaniah the 
son of a Maachathite, they and their men. 
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25:24 And Gedaliah sware to them, and to their men, and 
said unto them. Fear not to be the servants ot the Chaldees: 
dwell in the land, and serve the king ot Babylon; and it shall 
be well with you. 

25:25 But it came to pass in the seventh month, that Ishmael 
the son ot Nethaniah, the son of Elishama, of the seed royal, 
came, and ten men with him, and smote Gedaliah, that he 
died, and the Jews and the Chaldees that were with him at 
Mizpah. 

25:26 And all the people, both small and great, and the cap- 
tains of the armies, arose, and came to Egypt: for they were 
afraid of the Chaldees. 

25:27 And it came to pass in the seven and thirtieth year of 
the captivity of J ehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth month, 
on the seven and twentieth day of the month, that 
Evilmerodach king of Babylon in the year that he began to 
reign did lift up the head of Jehoiachin king of Judah out of 
prison; 

25:28 And he spake kindly to him, and set his throne above 
the throne of the kings that were with him in Babylon; 
25:29 And changed his prison garments: and he did eat bread 
continually before him all the days of his life. 
25:30 And his allowance was a continual allowance given 
him of the king, a daily rate for every day, all the days of his 
life.

1:31 Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah. These are the sons of 

Ishmael. 

1:32 Now the sons of Keturah, Abraham's concubine: she 

bare Zimran, and Jokshan, and Medan, and Midian, and 

Ishbak, and Shuah. And the sons of Jokshan; Sheba, and 

Dedan. 

1 :33 A nd the sons of M idian; Ephah, and Epher, and Henoch, 

and Abida, and Eldaah.

1:50 And when Baalhanan was dead, Hadad reigned in his 

stead: and the name of his city was Pai; and his wife's name 

was M ehetabel, the daughter of M atred, the daughter of 

Mezahab. 

1:51 Hadad died also. And the dukes of Edom were; duke 

Timnah, dukeAliah, dukejetheth,

2:19 And when Azubah was dead, Caleb took unto him

3:12 Amaziah his son, Azariah his son, Jotham his son, 

3:13 Ahaz his son, Hezekiah his son, Manasseh his son, 

3:14 Amon his son, Josiah his son. 

3:15 And the sons of Josiah were, the firstborn J ohanan, the 

second J ehoiakim, the third Zedekiah, the fourth Shallum. 

3:16 And the sons of Jehoiakim:Jeconiahhis son, Zedekiah 

his son. 

3:17 And the sons of Jeconiah; Assir, Salathiel his son, 

3:18 Malchiram also, and Pedaiah, and Shenazar, Jecamiah, 

Hoshama, and Nedabiah. 

3:19 A nd the sons of Pedaiah were, Zerubbabel, and Shimei: 

and the sons of Zerubbabel; Meshullam, and Hananiah, and 

Shelomith their sister: 

3:20 And Hashubah, and Ohel, and Berechiah, and Hasadiah, 

Jushabhesed, five. 

3:21 And the sons of Hananiah; Pelatiah, and Jesaiah: the 

sons of Rephaiah, the sons of A man, the sons of Obadiah, 

the sons of Shechaniah. 

3:22 And the sons of Shechaniah; Shemaiah: and the sons of 

Shemaiah; Hattush, and Igeal, and Bariah, and Neariah, and 

Shaphat, six. 

3:23 And the sons of Neariah; Elioenai, and Hezekiah, and 

Azrikam, three.

4:9 And Jabez was more honourable than his brethren: and 

his mother called his name Jabez, saying. Because 1 bare 

him with sorrow. 

4:10 And Jabez called on the God of Israel, saying. Oh that 

thou wouldest bless me indeed, and enlarge my coast, and 

that thine hand might be with me, and that thou wouldest 



keep me from evil, that it may not grieve me! A nd G od granted 
him that which he requested. 

4:11 And Chelub the brother of Shuah begat Mehir, which 
was the father of Eshton. 

4:12AndEshtonbegatBethrapha, andPaseah, andTehinnah 
the father of Imahash. These are the men of Rechah. 
4:13 And the sons of Kenaz; Othniel, and Seraiah: and the 
sons of Othniel; Hathath. 

4: 14 And Meonothai begat Ophrah: and Seraiah begatjoab, 
the father of the valley of Charashim; for they were crafts- 
men. 

4:15 And the sons of Caleb the son of Jephunneh; Im, Elah, 
and Naam: and the sons of Elah, even Kenaz. 
4:16And the sons ofjehaleleel; Ziph, andZiphah, Tiria, and 
Asareel. 

4:17Andthesonsof Ezra were, Jether, and Mered, and Epher, 
and Jalon: and she bare Miriam, and Shammai, and Ishbah 
the father of Eshtemoa. 

4:18 And his wifejehudijah bare Jered the father of Gedor, 
and Heber the father of Socho, and Jekuthiel the father of 
Zanoah. And these are the sons of Bithiah the daughter of 
Pharaoh, which Mered took.

4:27 And Shimei had sixteen sons and six daughters: but his 
brethren had not many children, neither did all their family 
multiply, like to the children of Judah.

4:29 A nd at B ilhah, and at Ezem, and at Tolad, 
4:30 And at Bethuel, and at Hormah, and at Ziklag, 
4:31 And at Bethmarcaboth, and Hazarsusim, and at 
Bethbirei, and at Shaaraim. These were their cities unto the 
reign of David. 

4:32 And their villages were, Etam, andAin, Rimmon, and 
Tochen, and Ashan, five cities: 

4:33 And all their villages that were round about the same 
cities, unto Baal. These were their habitations, and their ge- 
nealogy. 

4:34 And Meshobab, and Jamlech, and Joshah, the son of 
Amaziah, 

4:35 And Joel, and Jehu the son of Josibiah, the son of 
Seraiah, the son of Asiel, 
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4:36 And Elioenai, andjaakobah, andjeshohaiah, andAsaiah, 

andAdiel, andjesimiel, and Benaiah, 

4:37AndZizathesonof Shiphi, thesonof Allon, the son of 

Jedaiah, the son of Shimri, the son of Shemaiah;' 

4:38 These mentioned by their names were princes in their 

families: and the house of their fathers increased greatly. 

4:39 And they went to the entrance of Gedor, even unto the 

east side of the valley, to seek pasture for their flocks. 

4:40 And they found fat pasture and good, and the land was 

wide, and quiet, and peaceable; for they of Ham had dwelt 

there of old. 

4:41 A nd these written by name came in the days of Hezekiah 

king of Judah, and smote their tents, and the habitations that 

were found there, and destroyed them utterly unto this day, 

and dwelt in their rooms: because there was pasture there for 

their flocks.

Zechariah, 

5:8 And Belathe son of Azaz, the son of Shema, the son of 

Joel, who dwelt in Aroer, even unto Nebo and Baalmeon: 

5:9 And eastward he inhabited unto the entering in of the 

wilderness from the river Euphrates: because their cattle were 

multiplied in the land of Gilead. 

5:10 And in the days of Saul they made war with the 

Hagarites, who fell by their hand: and they dwelt in their 

tents throughout all the east land of Gilead. 

5: 1 1 A nd the children of G ad dwelt over against them, in the 

land of Bashan unto Salcah: 

5:12 Joel the chief, and Shapham the next, and Jaanai, and 

Shaphat in Bashan.

6: 11 And Azari ah begatAmariah, andAmariah begatAhitub, 
6:12 And Ahitub begat Zadok, and Zadok begat Shallum, 
6:13 And Shallum begatHilkiah, and Hilkiah begatAzariah, 
6:14AndAzariah begatSeraiah, and Seraiah begatjehozadak, 
6:15 And Jehozadak went into captivity, when the LORD 
carried away Judah and Jerusalem by the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar

9:9 And their brethren, according to their generations, nine 
hundred and fifty and six. All these men were chief of the 
fathers in the house of their fathers. 
9:10 And of the priests; Jedaiah, and Jehoiarib, and Jachin, 
9:11 And Azariah the son of Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, 
the son of Zadok, the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, the 
ruler of the house of God; 

9:12 AndAdaiah the son of Jeroham, the son of Pashur, the 
son of Malchijah, and Maasiai the son of Adiel, the son of 
Jahzerah, the son of Meshullam, the son of Meshillemith, 
the son of Immer; 

9:13 And their brethren, heads of the house of their fathers, 
a thousand and seven hundred and threescore; very able men 
for the work of the service of the house of God. 
9:14 And of the Levites; Shemaiah the son of Hasshub, the 
son of Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, of thesonsof Merari; 
9:15 And Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Galal, and Mattaniah the 
son of Micah, the son of Zichri, the son of Asaph; 
9: 16 And Obadiah the son of Shemaiah, the son of Galal, the 
son of Jeduthun, and Berechiah the son of Asa, the son of 
Elkanah, that dwelt in the villages of the Netophathites. 
9: 17 And the porters were, Shallum, andAkkub, andTalmon, 
andAhiman, and their brethren: Shallum was the chief; 
9:18 Who hitherto waited in the king's gate eastward: they 
were porters in the companies of the children of Levi. 
9:19 And Shallum the son of Kore, the son of Ebiasaph, the 
son of K orah, and his brethren, of the house of his father, the 
Korahites, were over the work of the service, keepers of the 
gates of the tabernacle: and their fathers, being over the host 
of the LORD , were keepers of the entry. 
9:20 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar was the ruler over 
them in time past, and the LORD was with him. 
9:21 And Zechariah the son of Meshelemiah was porter of 
the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
9:22 All these which were chosen to be porters in the gates 
were two hundred and twelve. These were reckoned by their 
genealogy in their villages, whom D avid and Samuel the seer 
did ordain in their set office. 

9:23 So they and their children had the oversight of the gates 
of the house of the LORD, namely, the house of the taber- 
nacle, by wards. 
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9:24 In four quarters were the porters, toward the east, west, 
north, and south. 

9:25 And their brethren, which were in their villages, were 
to come after seven days from time to time with them. 
9:26 For these Levites, the four chief porters, were in their 
set office, and were over the chambers and treasuries of the 
house of God. 

9:27 And they lodged round about the house of God, be- 
cause the charge was upon them, and the opening thereof 
every morning pertained to them. 

9:28 And certain of them had the charge of the ministering 
vessels, that they should bring them in and out by tale. 
9:29 Some of them also were appointed to oversee the ves- 
sels, and all the instruments of the sanctuary, and the fine 
flour, and the wine, and the oil, and the frankincense, and 
the spices. 

9:30 And some of the sons of the priests made the ointment 
of the spices. 

9:31 And Mattithiah, one of the Levites, who was the first- 
bom of Shallum the Korahite, had the set office over the 
things that were made in the pans. 

9: 32 A nd other of their brethren, of the sons of the K ohathites, 
were over the shewbread, to prepare it every sabbath. 
9:33 And these are the singers, chief of the fathers of the 
Levites, who remaining in the chambers were free: for they 
were employed in that work day and night. 
9:34 These chief fathers of the Levites were chief through- 
out their generations; these dwelt at Jerusalem. 
9:35 A nd in G ibeon dwelt the father of G ibeon, J ehiel, whose 
wife's name was M aachah: 

9:36 And his firstborn son Abdon, then Zur, and Kish, and 
Baal, and Ner, and Nadab. 

9:37 And Gedor, and Ahio, and Zechariah, and Mikloth. 
9:38 A nd M ikloth begat Shimeam. A nd they also dwelt with 
their brethren at Jerusalem, over against their brethren. 
9:39 And Ner begat Kish; and Kish begat Saul; and Saul 
begat Jonathan, and Malchishua, andAbinadab, and Eshbaal. 
9:40 And the son of Jonathan was Meribbaal: and Meribbaal 
begat M icah. 

9:41 And the sons of Micah were, Pithon, and Melech, and 
Tahrea, andAhaz. 

9:42 AndAhaz begat Jarah; and Jarah begat Alemeth, and 
Azmaveth, and Zimri; and Zimri begat Moza; 
9:43 And Moza begat Binea; and Rephaiah his son, Eleasah 
his son, Azel his son. 

9:44AndAzel had six sons, whose names are these, Azrikam, 
Bocheru, and Ishmael, and Sheariah, and Obadiah, and 
Hanan: these were the sons of Azel. 
10:1 Now the Philistines fought against Israel; and the men 
of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell down slain 
in mount Gilboa. 

10:2 And the Philistines followed hard after Saul, and after 
his sons; and the Philistines slew Jonathan, andAbinadab, 
and Malchishua, the sons of Saul. 

10:3 And the battle went sore against Saul, and the archers 
hit him, and he was wounded of the archers. 
10:4 Then said Saul to his armourbearer. Draw thy sword, 
and thrust me through therewith; lest these uncircumcised 
come and abuse me. B ut his armourbearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. So Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. 
10:5 And when his armourbearer saw that Saul was dead, he 
fell likewise on the sword, and died. 



10:6 So Saul died, and his three sons, and all his house died 
together 

10:7 And when all the men of Israel that were in the valley 
saw that they fled, and that Saul and his sons were dead, 
then they forsook their cities, and fled: and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them. 

10:8 And it came to pass on the morrow, when the Philis- 
tines came to strip the slain, that they found Saul and his 
sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

10:9 And when they had stripped him, they took his head, 
and his armour, and sent into tie land of the Philistines round 
about, to cany tidings unto their idols, and to the people. 
10:10 And they put his armour in the house of their gods, 
and fastened his head in the temple of Dagon. 
10:11 And when all Jabeshgilead heard all that the Philis- 
tines had done to Saul, 

10:12 They arose, all the valiant men, and took away the 
body of Saul, and the bodies of his sons, and brought them 
to Jabesh, and buried their bones under the oak in Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days. 

10:13 So Saul died for his transgression which he commit- 
ted against the LORD, even against the word of the LORD, 
which he kept not, and also for asking counsel of one that 
had a familiar spirit, to enquire of it; 
10: 14 A nd enquired not of tiie L ORD : therefore he slew him, 
and turned the kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 
11:1 Then all Israel gathered themselves to David unto 
Hebron, saying. Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. 
11:2 And moreover in time past, even when Saul was king, 
thou wast he that leddest out and broughtest in Israel: and 
the L RD thy G od said unto thee. Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, and thou shalt be ruler over my people Israel. 
11:3 Therefore came all the elders of Israel to the king to 
Hebron; and David made a covenant with them in Hebron 
before the LORD; and they anointed David king over Israel, 
according to the word of the LORD by Samuel. 
11:4 And David and all Israel went to Jerusalem, which is 
Jebus; where the Jebusites were, the inhabitants of the land. 
11:5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said to David, Thou shalt 
not come hither Nevertheless D avid took the castle of Zion, 
which is the city of D avid. 

11:6 And David said. Whosoever smiteth the Jebusites first 
shall be chief and captain. So Joab the son of Zeruiah went 
first up, and was chief. 

11:7 And David dwelt in the castle; therefore they called it 
the city of D avid. 

1 1 : 8 A nd he built the city round about, even f rom M illo round 
about: and Joab repaired the rest of the city. 
11:9 So David waxed greater and greater: forthe LORD of 
hosts was with him. 

11:10 These also are the chief of the mighty men whom D avid 
had, who strengthened themselves with him in his kingdom, 
and with all Israel, to make him king, according to the word 
of the LORD concerning Israel. 

1 1: 11 A nd this is the number of the mighty men whom D avid 
had; Jashobeam, an Hachmonite, the chief of the captains: 
he lifted up his spear against three hundred slain by him at 
one time. 

11:12 And after him was Eleazarthe son of Dodo, theAhohite, 
who was one of the three mighties. 
11:13 He was with David at Pasdammim, and there the Phi- 
listines were gathered together to battle, where was a parcel 
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of ground full of barley; and the people fled from before the 
Philistines. 

11:14 And they set themselves in the midst of that parcel, 
and delivered it, and slew the Philistines; and the L RD saved 
them by a great deliverance. 

11: 15 Now three of the thirty captains went down to the rock 
to David, into the cave of Adullam; and the host of the Phi- 
listines encamped in the valley of Rephaim. 
11:16 And David was then in the hold, and the Philistines' 
garrison was then at Bethlehem. 

ll:17And David longed, and said. Oh that one would give 
me drink of the water of the well of B ethlehem, that is at the 
gate! 

11:18 And the three brake through the host of the Philis- 
tines, and drew water out of the well of B ethlehem, that was 
by the gate, and took it, and brought it to David: but David 
would not drink of it, but poured it out to the LORD . 
11:19 And said. My God forbid it me, that I should do this 
thing: shall I drink the blood of these men that have put their 
lives in jeopardy? for with the jeopardy of their lives they 
brought it. Therefore he would not drink it. These things did 
these three mightiest. 

11:20 And Abishai the brother of Joab, he was chief of the 
three: for lifting up his spear against three hundred, he slew 
them, and had a name among the three. 
11:21 Of the three, he was more honourable than the two; 
for he was their captain: howbeit he attained not to the first 
three. 

11:22 Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant man 
of Kabzeel, who had done many acts; he slew two lionlike 
men of Moab: also he went down and slew a lion in a pit in 
a snowy day. 

11:23 And he slew an Egyptian, a man of great stature, five 
cubits high; and in the Egyptian's hand was a spear like a 
weaver's beam; and he went down to him with a staff, and 
plucked the spear out of the Egyptian's hand, and slew him 
with his own spear 

11:24 These things did B enaiah the son of Jehoiada, and had 
the name among the three mighties. 
11:25 Behold, he was honourable among the thirty, but at- 
tained not to the first three: and D avid set him over his guard. 
11:26 Also the valiant men of the armies were, Asahel the 
brother of Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of Bethlehem, 
11:27 Shammoth the Harorite, Helez the Pelonite, 
11:28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, AbiezertheA ntothite, 
11:29 Sibbecai the Hushathite, Ilai theAhohite, 
11:30 Maharai the Netophathite, Heled the son of Baanah 
the Netophathite, 

11:31 Ithai the son of Ribai of Gibeah, that pertained to the 
children of Benjamin, Benaiah the Pirathonite, 
11:32 Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, Abiel the A rbathite, 
11:33 Azmaveth the Baharumite, Ehahba the Shaalbonite, 
11:34 The sons of Hashem the Gizonite, Jonathan the son of 
ShagetheHararite, 

11:35 Ahiam the son of Sacarthe Hararite, Eliphal the son of 
Ur, 

11:36 Hepherthe Mecherathite, Ahijah the Pelonite, 
11:37 Hezro the Carmelite, Naarai the son of Ezbai, 
11:38 Joel the brotherof Nathan, Mibharthe son of Haggeri, 
11:39 Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Berothite, the 
armourbearer of Joab the son of Zeruiah, 



11:40 Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the Ithrite, 

11:41 Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son of Ahlai, 

11:42 A dina the son of Shiza the Reubenite, a captain of the 

Reubenites, and thirty with him, 

11:43 Hananthesonof Maachah, andJoshaphattheMithnite, 

11:44 Uzzia the A shterathite, Shama and Jehiel the sons of 

Hothan the A roerite, 

11:45 Jediael the son of Shimri, and Joha his brother, the 

Tizite, 

11:46 Eliel the Mahavite, andjeribai, andjoshaviah, the sons 

of Elnaam, and Ithmah the Moabite, 

11:47 Eliel, and Obed, and Jasiel the Mesobaite. 

12:1 Now these are they that came to D avid to Ziklag, while 

he yet kept himself close because of Saul the son of Kish: 

and they were among the mighty men, helpers of the war 

12:2 They were armed with bows, and could use both the 

right hand and the left in hurling stones and shooting arrows 

out of a bow, even of Saul's brethren of Benjamin. 

12:3Thechief wasAhiezer, thenjoash, thesonsof Shemaah 

the Gibeathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet the sons of Azmaveth; 

and Berachah, and Jehu the A ntothite. 

12:4 And Ismaiah the Gibeonite, a mighty man among the 

thirty, and over the thirty; and Jeremiah, and Jahaziel, and 

Johanan, and Josabad the Gederathite, 

12:5 Eluzai, andjerimoth, andBealiah, and Shemariah, and 

Shephatiah the Haruphite, 

12:6 Elkanah, andjesiah, and Azareel, and Joezer, and 

Jashobeam, the Korhites, 

12:7AndJoelah, and Zebadiah, the sons of Jeroham of Gedor 

12:8 And of the Gadites there separated themselves unto 

D avid into the hold to the wilderness men of might and men 

of war fit for the battle, that could handle shield and buckler, 

whose faces were like the faces of lions, and were as swift as 

the roes upon the mountains; 

12:9 Ezer the first, Obadiah the second, Eliab the third, 

12:10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jeremiah the fifth, 

12:11 Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 

12:12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the ninth, 

12:13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai the eleventh. 

12:14 These were of the sons of Gad, captains of the host: 

one of the least was over an hundred, and the greatest over a 

thousand. 

12:15 These are they that went over Jordan in the first month, 

when it had overflown all his banks; and they put to flight all 

them of the valleys, both toward the east, and toward the 

west 

12: 16 And there came of the children of Benjamin andjudah 

to the hold unto D avid. 

12: 17 And D avid went out to meet them, and answered and 

said unto them. If ye be come peaceably unto me to help me, 

mine heart shall be knit unto you: but if ye be come to betray 

me to mine enemies, seeing there is no wrong in mine hands, 

the God of our fathers look thereon, and rebuke it. 

12:18 Then the spirit came upon Amasai, who was chief of 

the captains, and he said. Thine are we, David, and on thy 

side, thou son of Jesse: peace, peace be unto thee, and peace 

be to thine helpers; for thy God helpeth thee. Then David 

received them, and made them captains of the band. 

12:19 And there fell some of Manasseh to David, when he 

came with the Philistines against Saul to battle: but they 

helped them not: forthe lords of the Philistines upon advise- 
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ment sent him away, saying, He will fall to liis master Saul to 
the jeopardy ot our heads. 

12:20 As he went to Ziklag, there tell to him of Manasseh, 
Adnah, andjozabad, andjediael, and Michael, andjozabad, 
and Elihu, and Zilthai, captains of the thousands that were 
of Manasseh. 

12:2 1 A nd they helped D avid against the band of the rovers: 
for they were all mighty men of valour, and were captains in 
the host. 

12:22 For at that time day by day there came to David to 
help him, until it was a great host, like the host of God. 
12:23 And these are the numbers of the bands that were ready 
armed to the war, and came to David to Hebron, to turn the 
kingdom of Saul to him, according to the word of the LORD. 
12:24 The children of Judah that bare shield and spear were 
six thousand and eight hundred, ready armed to the war 
12:25 Of the children of Simeon, mighty men of valour for 
the war, seven thousand and one hundred. 
12:26 Of the children of Levi four thousand and six hun- 
dred. 

12 :27 A nd J ehoiada was the leader of the A aronites, and with 
him were liiree thousand and seven hundred; 
12:28 And Zadok, ayoung man mighty of valour, and of his 
father's house twenty and two captains. 
12:29 And of the children of Benjamin, the kindred of Saul, 
three thousand: for hitherto the greatest part of them had 
kept the ward of the house of Saul. 
12:30 And of the children of Ephraim twenty thousand and 
eight hundred, mighty men of valour, famous throughout the 
house of their fathers. 

12:31 And of the half tribe of Manasseh eighteen thousand, 
which were expressed by name, to come and make David 
king. 

12:32 And of the children of Issachar, which were men that 
had understanding of the times, to know what Israel ought to 
do; the heads of them were two hundred; and all their breth- 
ren were at their commandment. 

12:33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth to battle, expert in 
war, with all instruments of war, fifty thousand, which could 
keep rank: they were not of double heart. 
12:34 And of Naphtali a thousand captains, and with them 
with shield and spear thirty and seven thousand. 
12:35 And of the Danites expert in war twenty and eight 
thousand and six hundred. 

12:36 And of Asher, such as went forth to battle, expert in 
war, forty thousand. 

12:37 And on the other side of Jordan, of the Reubenites, 
and the Gadites, and of the half tribe of Manasseh, with all 
manner of instruments of war for the battle, an hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

12:38 All these men of war, that could keep rank, came with 
a perfect heart to Hebron, to make David king overall Israel: 
and all the rest also of Israel were of one heart to make D avid 
king. 

12:39 A nd there they were with D avid three days, eating and 
drinking: for their brethren had prepared for them. 
12:40 Moreoverthey that were nigh them, even unto Issachar 
and Zebulun and Naphtali, brought bread on asses, and on 
camels, and on mules, and on oxen, and meat, meal, cakes of 
figs, and bunches of raisins, and wine, and oil, and oxen, 
and sheep abundantly: for there was joy in Israel. 



13:1 And David consulted with the captains of thousands 
and hundreds, and with every leader 
13:2 And David said unto all the congregation of Israel, If it 
seem good unto you, and that it be of the LORD our God, let 
us send abroad unto our brethren every where, that are left in 
all the land of Israel, and with them also to the priests and 
Levites which are in their cities and suburbs, that they may 
gather themselves unto us: 

13:3 And let us bring againthearkof ourGod to us: for we 
enquired not at it in the days of Saul. 
13:4 And all the congregation said that they would do so: for 
the thing was right in the eyes of all the people. 
13:5 So David gathered all Israel together, from Shihor of 
Egypt even unto the entering of Hemath, to bring the ark of 
God from Kirjathjearim. 

13:6And David went up, and all Israel, to Baalah, that is, to 
Kirjathjearim, which belonged to Judah, to bring up thence 
the ark of God the LORD, that dwelleth between the 
cherubims, whose name is called on it. 
13:7 A nd they carried the ark of G od in a new cart out of the 
house of Abinadab: and Uzza andAhio drave the cart. 
13:8 And David and all Israel played before God with all 
their might, and with singing, and with harps, and with psal- 
teries, and with timbrels, and with cymbals, and with trum- 
pets. 

1 3 : 9 A nd when they came unto the threshingf loor of C hidon, 
Uzza put forth his hand to hold the ark; forthe oxen stumbled. 
13: 10 And the anger of the LO RD was kindled against Uzza, 
and he smote him, because he put his hand to the ark: and 
there he died before God. 

13:11 And David was displeased, because the LORD had 
made a breach upon Uzza: wherefore that place is called 
Perezuzza to this day. 

13:12 And David was afraid of God that day, saying. How 
shall I bring the ark of God home to me? 
13:13 So David brought not the ark home to himself to the 
city of D avid, but carried it aside into the house of bededom 
theGittite. 

13:14 And the ark of God remained with the family of 
bededom in his house three months. And the LORD blessed 
the house of bededom, and all that he had. 
14:1 Now Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to David, 
and timber of cedars, with masons and carpenters, to build 
him an house. 

14:2 And David perceived that the LORD had confirmed 
him king over Israel, for his kingdom was lifted up on high, 
because of his people Israel. 

14:3 And David took more wives at Jerusalem: and David 
begat more sons and daughters. 

14:4 Now these are the names of his children which he had 
in Jerusalem; Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and Solomon, 
14:5 And Ibhar, and Elishua, and Elpalet, 
14:6 And Nogah, and Nepheg, and Japhia, 
14:7And Elishama, and Beeliada, and Eliphalet. 
14: 8 A nd when the Philistines heard that D avid was anointed 
king over all Israel, all the Philistines went up to seek D avid. 
A nd D avid heard of it, and went out against them. 
14:9 And the Philistines came and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rephaim. 

14:10 And David enquired of God, saying. Shall I go up 
against the Philistines? A nd wilt thou deliver them into mine 
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hand? And the LORD said unto him, Go up; tor I will de- 
liver them into thine hand. 

14:11 So they came up to Baalperazim; and David smote 
them there. Then David said, God hath broken in upon mine 
enemies by mine hand like the breaking forth of waters: there- 
fore they called the name of that place B aalperazim. 
14:12 And when they had left their gods there, David gave a 
commandment, and they were burned with fire. 
14: 13 A nd the Philistines yet again spread themselves abroad 
in the valley. 

14:14 Therefore David enquired again of God; and God said 
unto him. Go not up after them; turn away from them, and 
come upon them over against the mulbeny trees. 
14:15 And it shall be, when thou shalt hear a sound of going 
in the tops of the mulbeny trees, that then thou shalt go out 
to battle: for God is gone forth before thee to smite the host 
of the Philistines. 

14:16 David therefore did as God commanded him: and they 
smote the host of the Philistines from G ibeon even to Gazer 
14: 17 And the fame of David went out into all lands; and the 
LORD brought the fear of him upon all nations. 
15:1 And David made him houses in the city of David, and 
prepared a place for the ark of God, and pitched for it a tent. 
15:2 Then David said. None ought to cany the ark of God 
buttheLevites: for them hath the LORD chosen to cany the 
ark of God, and to minister unto him for ever 
15:3 And David gathered all Israel together to Jerusalem, to 
bring up the ark of the LORD unto his place, which he had 
prepared for it. 

15:4 And David assembled the children of Aaron, and the 
Levites: 

15:5 Of the sons of Kohath; Uriel the chief, and his brethren 
an hundred and twenty: 

15:6 Of the sons of Merari; Asaiah the chief, and his breth- 
ren two hundred and twenty: 

15:7 Of the sons of Gershom; Joel the chief and his brethren 
an hundred and thirty: 

15:8 Of the sons of Elizaphan; Shemaiah the chief, and his 
brethren two hundred: 

15:9 Of the sons of Hebron; Ehel the chief, and his brethren 
fourscore: 

15:10 Of the sons of Uzziel; Amminadab the chief, and his 
brethren an hundred and twelve. 

15:11 And David called forZadokandAbiatharthe priests, 
and for the Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, 
and Eliel, and Amminadab, 

15:12 And said unto them. Ye are the chief of the fathers of 
the Levites: sanctify yourselves, both ye and your brethren, 
thatye may bring up the ark of the LORD God of Israel unto 
the place that I have prepared for it 
15:13 For because ye did it not at the first, the LORD our 
God made a breach upon us, for that we sought him not after 
the due order 

15:14 So the priests and the Levites sanctified themselves to 
bring up the ark of the LORD God of Israel 
15:15 And the children of the Levites bare the ark of God 
upon their shoulders with the staves thereon, as Moses com- 
manded according to the word of the LORD. 
15:16 A nd D avid spake to the chief of the L evites to appoint 
their brethren to be the singers with instruments of musick, 
psalteries and harps and cymbals, sounding, by lifting up the 
voice with joy. 



15:17 So the Levites appointed Heman the son of Joel; and 
of his brethren, Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of the sons 
of Merari their brethren, Ethan the son of Kushaiah; 
15:18 And with them their brethren of the second degree, 
Zechariah, Ben, andjaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, 
and Unni, Ehab, and Benaiah, and Maaseiah, and M attithiah, 
and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obededom, andjeiel, the 
porters. 

15:19 So the singers, Heman, Asaph, and Ethan, were ap- 
pointed to sound with cymbals of brass; 
15:20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Unni, and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and B enaiah, with 
psalteries onAlamoth; 

15:21 And M attithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and 
Obededom, and Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps on the 
Sheminith to excel. 

15:22 And Chenaniah, chief of the Levites, was for song: he 
instructed about the song, because he was skilful. 
15:23And Berechiah and Elkanah were doorkeepers forthe 
ark. 

15:24 And Shebaniah, andjehoshaphat, and Nethaneel, and 
Amasai, and Zechariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the priests, 
did blow with the trumpets before the ark of God: and 
Obededom and Jehiah were doorkeepers for the ark. 
15:25 So David, and the elders of Israel, and the captains 
over thousands, went to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD out of the house of Obededom with joy. 
15:26And it came to pass, when God helped the Levites that 
bare the ark of the covenant of the LORD, that they offered 
seven bullocks and seven rams. 

15:27 And David was clothed with a robe of fine linen, and 
all the Levites that bare the ark, and the singers, and 
Chenaniah the master of the song with the singers: David 
also had upon him an ephod of linen. 
15:28 Thus all Israel brought up the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD with shouting, and with sound of the comet, and 
with trumpets, and with cymbals, making a noise with psal- 
teries and harps. 

15:29 And it came to pass, as the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD came to the ci^ of David, that Michal, the daughter 
of Saul looking out at a window saw king D avid dancing 
and playing: and she despised him in her heart. 
16:1 So they brought the ark of G od, and set it in the midst 
of the tent that David had pitched for it: and they offered 
burnt sacrifices and peace offerings before God. 
16:2 And when David had made an end of offering the burnt 
offerings and the peace offerings, he blessed the people in 
the name of the LORD. 

16:3 And he dealtto every one of Israel, both man and woman, 
to every one a loaf of bread, and a good piece of flesh, and a 
flagon of wine. 

16:4 And he appointed certain of the Levites to minister be- 
fore the ark of the LORD, and to record, and to thank and 
praise the LORD God of Israel: 

16:5 Asaph the chief, and next to him Zechariah, Jeiel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Obededom: andjeiel with psalteries and with 
harps; but Asaph made a sound with cymbals; 
16:6 Benaiah also andjahaziel the priests with trumpets con- 
tinually before the ark of the covenant of God. 
16:7 Then on that day David delivered first this psalm to 
thank the LORD into the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 
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16:8 Give thanks unto the LORD, call upon his name, make 
known his deeds among the people. 
16:9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto him, talk ye ot all his 
wondrous works. 

16:10 Gloiy ye in his holy name: let the heart of them rejoice 
that seek the LORD. 

16:11 Seek the LORD and his strength, seek his face con- 
tinually. 

16:12 Remember his marvellous works that he hath done, 
his wonders, and the judgments of his mouth; 
16:13 ye seed of Israel his servant, ye children of Jacob, 
his chosen ones. 

16:14 He is the LORD ourGod; his judgments are in all the 
earth. 

16:15 Be ye mindful always of his covenant; the word which 
he commanded to a thousand generations; 
16:16 Even of the covenant which he made with Abraham, 
and of his oath unto Isaac; 

16:17 And hath confirmed the same to Jacob for a law, and 
to Israel for an everlasting covenant, 
16:18 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land of Canaan, the 
lot of your inheritance; 

1 6 : 1 9 W hen ye were but few, even a few, and strangers in it. 
16:20 And when they went from nation to nation, and from 
one kingdom to another people; 

16:21 He suffered no man to do them wrong: yea, he re- 
proved kings for their sakes, 

16:22 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, and do my prophets 
no harm. 

16:23 Sing unto the LORD, all the earth; shew forth from 
day to day his salvation. 

16:24 Declare his gloiy among the heathen; his marvellous 
works among all nations. 

16:25 For great is the LORD, and greatly to be praised: he 
also is to be feared above all gods. 
16:26 For all the gods of the people are idols: but the LORD 
made the heavens. 

16:27 Gloiy and honour are in his presence; strength and 
gladness are in his place. 

16:28 Give unto the LORD, ye kindreds of the people, give 
unto the LORD gloiy and strength. 
16:29 Give unto the LORD the gloiy due unto his name: 
bring an offering, and come before him: worship the LORD 
in the beauty of holiness. 

16:30 Fear before him, all the earth: the world also shall be 
stable, that it be not moved. 

16:31 Let the heavens be glad, and let the earth rejoice: and 
let men say among the nations. The LORD reigneth. 
16:32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness thereof: let the fields 
rejoice, and all that is therein. 

16:33 Then shall the trees of the wood sing out at the pres- 
ence of the LORD, because he cometh to judge the earth. 
16:34 give thanks unto the LORD; for he is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever. 

16:35Andsayye, Saveus, God of our salvation, and gather 
us together, and deliver us from the heathen, that we may 
give thanks to thy holy name, and gloiy in thy praise. 
16:36 Blessed be the LORD God of Israel for ever and even 
And all the people said. Amen, and praised the LORD . 
16:37 So he left there before the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD Asaph and his brethren, to minister before the ark 
continually, as every day's work required: 



16:38 And Obededom with their brethren, threescore and 
eight; Obededom also the son of Jeduthun and Hosah to be 
porters: 

16:39 And Zadok the priest, and his brethren the priests, 
before the tabernacle of the L R D in the high place that was 
atGibeon, 

16:40To offer burnt offerings unto the LORD upon the altar 
of the burnt offering continually morning and evening, and 
to do according to allthatis written in the law of the LORD, 
which he commanded Israel; 

16:41 And with them Heman and Jeduthun, and the rest that 
were chosen, who were expressed by name, to give thanks to 
the LORD, because his mercy endureth for ever; 
16:42 And with them Heman and Jeduthun with trumpets 
and cymbals for those that should make a sound, and with 
musical instruments of God. And the sons of Jeduthun were 
porters. 

16:43 And all the people departed every man to his house: 
and David returned to bless his house. 
17:1 Now it came to pass, as David sat in his house, that 
David said to Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an house of 
cedars, but the ark of the covenant of the LORD remaineth 
under curtains. 

17:2 Then Nathan said unto David, Do all that is in thine 
heart; for God is with thee. 

17:3 And it came to pass the same night, that the word of 
God came to Nathan, saying, 

17:4 Go and tell David my servant. Thus saith the LORD, 
Thou shalt not build me an house to dwell in: 
17:5 For I have not dwelt in an house since the day that I 
brought up Israel unto this day; but have gone from tent to 
tent, and from one tabernacle to another 
17:6 Wheresoever I have walked with all Israel, spake I a 
word to any of the judges of Israel, whom I commanded to 
feed my people, saying. Why have ye not built me an house 
of cedars? 

17:7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say unto my servant 
David, Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, even from following the sheep, that thou shouldest 
be ruler over my people Israel: 

17:8 And I have been with thee whithersoever thou hast 
walked, and have cut off all thine enemies from before thee, 
and have made thee a name like the name of the great men 
that are in the earth. 

17:9 A Iso I will ordain a place for my people Israel, and will 
plant them, and they shall dwell in their place, and shall be 
moved no more; neither shall the children of wickedness 
waste them any more, as at the beginning, 
17:10 And since the time that I commanded judges to be 
over my people Israel. Moreover I will subdue all thine en- 
emies. Furthermore I tell thee that the LORD will build thee 
an house. 

17:11 And it shall come to pass, when thy days be expired 
that thou must go to be with thy fathers, that I will raise up 
thy seed after thee, which shall be of thy sons; and I will 
establish his kingdom. 

17:12 He shall build me an house, and I will stabhsh his 
throne for even 

17:13 I will be his father, and he shall be my son: and I will 
not take my mercy away from him, as I took it from him that 
was before thee: 
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17:14 But I will settle him in mine house and in my kingdom 
tor ever: and his throne shall be established for evermore. 
17: 15 According to all these words, and according to all this 
vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 
17:16 And David the king came and sat before the LORD, 
and said. Who am I, LORD God, and what is mine house, 
that thou hast brought me hitherto? 
17:17 And yet this was a small thing in thine eyes, God; 
for thou hast also spoken of thy servant's house for a great 
while to come, and hast regarded me according to the estate 
of a man of high degree, LORD God. 
17:18 What can David speak more to thee for the honour of 
thy servant? for thou knowest thy servant. 
17:19 LORD, forthy servant's sake, and according to thine 
own heart, hast thou done all this greatness, in making known 
all these great things. 

17:20 LORD, there is none like thee, neither is there any 
God beside thee, according to all that we have heard with 
our ears. 

17:21 And what one nation in the earth is like thy people 
Israel, whom God went to redeem to be his own people, to 
make thee a name of greatness and terribleness, by driving 
out nations from before thy people whom thou hast redeemed 
out of Egypt? 

17:22 Forthy people Israel didst thou make thine own people 
forever; and thou, LORD, becamest their G od. 
17:23 Therefore now, LORD, let the thing that thou hast spo- 
ken concerning thy servant and concerning his house be es- 
tablished for ever, and do as thou hast said. 
17:24 Let it even be established, that thy name may be mag- 
nified for ever, saying. The LORD of hosts is the God of 
Israel, even a God to Israel: and let the house of David thy 
servant be established before thee. 

17:25 For thou, my God, hast told thy servant that thou 
wilt build him an house: therefore thy servant hath found in 
his heart to pray before thee. 

17:26 And now, LORD, thou art God, and hast promised 
this goodness unto thy servant: 

17:27 Now therefore let it please thee to bless the house of 
thy servant, that it may be before thee for ever: for thou 
blessest, LORD, and it shall be blessed for ever 
18:1 Now after this it came to pass, that David smote the 
Philistines, and subdued them, and took Gath and her towns 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

18:2 And he smote Moab; and the Moabites became David's 
servants, and brought gifts. 

18:3 And David smote Hadarezer king of Zobah unto Hamath, 
as he went to stablish his dominion by the river Euphrates. 
18:4 A nd D avid took from him a thousand chariots, and seven 
thousand horsemen, and twenty thousand footmen: David 
also houghed all the chariot horses, but reserved of them an 
hundred chariots. 

18:5 And when the Syrians of Damascus came to help 
Hadarezer king of Zobah, D avid slew of the Syrians two and 
twenty thousand men. 

18:6 Then David put garrisons in Syriadamascus; and the 
Syrians became David's servants, and brought gifts. Thus 
the LORD preserved David whithersoever he went. 
18:7 And David took the shields of gold that were on the 
servants of Hadarezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 
18:8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from Chun, cities of 



Hadarezer, brought David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and the pillars, and the ves- 
sels of brass. 

18:9 Now when Tou king of Hamath heard how David had 
smitten all the host of Hadarezer king of Zobah; 
18:10 He sent Hadoram his son to king David, to enquire of 
his welfare, and to congratulate him, because he had fought 
against Hadarezer, and smitten him; (for Hadarezer had war 
with Tou;) and with him all manner of vessels of gold and 
silver and brass. 

18:11 Them also king David dedicated unto the LORD, with 
the silver and the gold that he brought from all these nations; 
from Edom, and from Moab, and from the children of 
Ammon, and from the Phihstines, and from Amalek. 
18:12 Moreover A bishai the son of Zeruiah slew of the 
Edomites in the valley of salt eighteen thousand. 
18:13 And he put garrisons in Edom; and all the Edomites 
became David's servants. Thus the LORD preserved David 
whithersoever he went. 

18:14 So David reigned over all Israel, and executed judg- 
ment and justice among all his people. 
18:15 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was over the host; and 
Jehoshaphatthe son of Ahilud, recorder 
18:16 And Zadokthe son of Ahitub, andAbimelech the son 
of Abiathar, were the priests; and Shavsha was scribe; 
18:17 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was over the 
Cherethites and the Pelethites; and the sons of David were 
chief about the king. 

19:1 Now it came to pass after this, that Nahash the king of 
the children of A mmon died, and his son reigned in his stead. 
19:2 And David said, I will shew kindness unto Hanun the 
son of Nahash, because his father shewed kindness to me. 
And David sent messengers to comfort him concerning his 
father So the servants of David came into the land of the 
children of Ammon to Hanun, to comfort him. 
19:3 Butthe princes of the children of Ammon said to Hanun, 
Thinkest thou that D avid doth honour thy father, that he hath 
sent comforters unto thee? are not his servants come unto 
thee for to search, and to overthrow, and to spy out the land? 
19:4 Wherefore Hanun took David's servants, and shaved 
them, and cut off their garments in the midst hard by their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

19:5 Then there went certain, and told David how the men 
were served. And he sent to meet them: for the men were 
greatly ashamed. And the king said, Tany at Jericho until 
your beards be grown, and then return. 
19:6 And when the children of Ammon saw that they had 
made themselves odious to David, Hanun and the children 
of A mmon sent a thousand talents of silver to hire them chari- 
ots and horsemen out of Mesopotamia, and out of 
Syriamaachah, and out of Zobah. 

19:7 So they hired thirty and two thousand chariots, and the 
king of Maachah and his people; who came and pitched be- 
fore Medeba. And the children of Ammon gathered them- 
selves together from their cities, and came to battle. 
19:8 And when David heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the 
host of the mighty men. 

19:9 And the children of Ammon came out, and putthe battle 
in array before the gate of the city: and the kings that were 
come were by themselves in the field. 
19:10 Now when Joab saw that the battle was set against 
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him before and beliind, lie chose out of all the choice of Is- 
rael, and put them in array against the Syrians. 
19:11 And the rest of the people he delivered unto the hand 
of Abishai his brother, and they set themselves in array against 
the children of Ammon. 

19:12 And he said. If the Syrians be too strong for me, then 
thou shalt help me: but if the children of A mmon be too strong 
for thee, then I will help thee. 

19:13 Be of good courage, and let us behave ourselves val- 
iantly for our people, and for the cities of our God: and let 
the LORD do that which is good in his sight. 
19:14 So Joab and the people that were with him drew nigh 
before the Syrians unto the battle; and they fled before him. 
19:15 And when the children of Ammon saw that the Syr- 
ians were fled, they likewise fled before Abishai his brother, 
and entered into the city. Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 
19:16 And when the Syrians saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they sent messengers, and drew forth 
the Syrians that were beyond the river: and Shophach the 
captain of the host of Hadarezer went before them. 
19: 17 And it was told David; and he gathered all Israel, and 
passed over Jordan, and came upon them, and set the battle 
in array against them. So when D avid had put the battle in 
array against the Syrians, they fought with him. 
19:18 But the Syrians fled before Israel; and David slew of 
the Syrians seven thousand men which fought in chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and killed Shophach the cap- 
tain of the host. 

19: 19 And when the servants of Hadarezer saw that they were 
put to the worse before Israel, they made peace with David, 
and became his servants: neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 

20:1 And it came to pass, that after the year was expired, at 
the time that kings go out to battle, Joab led forth the power 
of the army, and wasted the country of the children of A mmon, 
and came and besieged Rabbah. But David tarried atjerusa- 
lem. And Joab smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 
20:2 And David took the crown of their king from off his 
head, and found it to weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it; and it was set upon David's head: and 
he brought also exceeding much spoil out of the city. 
20:3 And he brought out the people that were in it, and cut 
them with saws, and with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities of the children of 
Ammon. And David and all the people returned to Jerusa- 
lem. 

20:4 And it came to pass after this, that there arose war at 
Gezer with the Philistines; at which time Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Sippai, that was of the children of the giant: 
and they were subdued. 

20:5 And there was war again with the Philistines; and 
Elhanan the son of Jair slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath 
the Gittite, whose spear staff was like a weaver's beam. 
20:6 And yet again there was war at Gath, where was a man 
of great stature, whose fingers and toes were four and twenty, 
six on each hand, and six on each foot and he also was the 
son of the giant. 

20:7 But when he defied Israel, Jonathan the son of Shimea 
David's brother slew him. 

20:8 These were bom unto the giant in G ath; and they fell by 
the hand of David, and by the hand of his servants. 



21:1 And Satan stood up against Israel, and provoked David 
to number Israel. 

21:2 And David said to Joab and to the rulers of the people. 
Go, number Israel from Beersheba even to Dan; and bring 
the number of them to me, that I may know it 
21:3 And Joab answered. The LORD make his people an 
hundred times so many more as they be: but, my lord the 
king, are they not all my lord's servants? why then doth my 
lord require this thing? why will he be a cause of trespass to 
Israel? 

21:4 Nevertheless the king's word prevailed against Joab. 
Wherefore Joab departed, and went throughout all Israel, and 
came to Jerusalem. 

21:5 And Joab gave the sum of the number of the people 
unto D avid. And all they of Israel were a thousand thousand 
and an hundred thousand men that drew sword: and Judah 
was four hundred threescore and ten thousand men that drew 
sword. 

21:6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he not among them: 
for the king's word was abominable to Joab. 
21:7 And God was displeased with this thing; therefore he 
smote Israel. 

21:8 And David said unto God, I have sinned greatly, be- 
cause I have done this thing: but now, I beseech thee, do 
away the iniquity of thy servant; for I have done very fool- 
ishly. 

21:9 And the LORD spake unto Gad, David's seer, saying, 
21:10 Go and tell David, saying. Thus saith the LORD, I 
offer thee three things: choose thee one of them, that I may 
do it unto thee. 

21:11 So Gad came to David, and said unto him. Thus saith 
the LORD, Choose thee 

21:12 Either three years' famine; or three months to be de- 
stroyed before thy foes, while that the sword of thine en- 
emies overtaketh thee; or else three days the sword of the 
LORD, even the pestilence, in the land, and the angel of the 
LORD destroying throughout all the coasts of Israel. Now 
therefore advise thyself what word I shall bring again to him 
that sent me. 

2 1 : 1 3 A nd D avid said unto G ad, I am in a great strait: let me 
fall now into the hand of the LORD; for very great are his 
mercies: but let me not fall into the hand of man. 
21:14 So the LORD sent pestilence upon Israel: and there 
fell of Israel seventy thousand men. 
21:15 And God sent an angel unto Jerusalem to destroy it: 
and as he was destroying, the LORD beheld, and he repented 
him of the evil, and said to the angel that destroyed. It is 
enough, stay now thine hand. And the angel of the LORD 
stood by the threshingfloor of Oman the Jebusite. 
21:16 And David lifted up his eyes, and saw the angel of the 
LORD stand between the earth and the heaven, having a 
drawn sword in his hand stretched out over Jemsalem. Then 
David and the elders of Israel, who were clothed in sack- 
cloth, fell upon their faces. 

21:17 And David said unto God, Is it not I that commanded 
the people to be numbered? even I it is that have sinned and 
done evil indeed; but as for these sheep, what have they done? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, LORD my God, be on me, and 
on my father's house; but not on thy people, that they should 
be plagued. 
21:18 Then the angel of the LORD commanded Gad to say 
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to David, that David sliould go up, and set up an altar unto 
the LORD in the threshingtloor of Oman the Jebusite. 
21:19 And David went up at the saying of Gad, which he 
spake in the name ot the LORD. 

21:20 And Oman tumed back, and saw the angel; and his 
tour sons with him hid themselves. Now Oman was thresh- 
ing wheat. 

21:21 And as David came to Oman, Oman looked and saw 
David, and went out ot the threshingtloor, and bowed him- 
self to D avid with his face to the ground. 
21:22 Then David said to Oman, Grant me the place of this 
threshingtloor, that I may build an altar therein unto the 
LORD: thou shalt grant it me for the full price: that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. 

21:23 And Oman said unto David, Take it to thee, and let my 
lord the king do that which is good in his eyes: lo, I give thee 
the oxen also for bumt offerings, and the threshing instm- 
ments for wood, and the wheat for the meat offering; I give it 
all. 

21:24 And king David said to Oman, Nay; but I will verily 
buy it for the full price: for I will not take that which is thine 
for the L RD , nor offer bumt offerings without cost 
21:25SoDavid gave to man for the place six hundred shek- 
els of gold by weight. 

21:26 And David built there an altar unto the LORD, and 
offered bumt offerings and peace offerings, and called upon 
the LORD; and he answered him from heaven by fire upon 
the altar of bumt offering. 

21:27 And the LORD commanded the angel; and he put up 
his sword again into the sheath thereof. 
21:28 At that time when David saw that the LORD had an- 
swered him in the threshingtloor of Oman the Jebusite, then 
he sacrificed there. 

21:29 For the tabemacle of the LORD, which Moses made 
in the wildemess, and the altar of the bumt offering, were at 
that season in the high place at Gibeon. 
21:30 But David could not go before it to enquire of God: 
for he was afraid because of the sword of the angel of the 
LORD. 

22:1 Then David said. This is the house of the LORD God, 
and this is the altar of the bumt offering for Israel. 
22:2 And David commanded to gather together the strangers 
that were in the land of Israel; and he set masons to hew 
wrought stones to build the house of God. 
22:3 And David prepared iron in abundance for the nails for 
the doors of the gates, and forthe joinings; and brass in abun- 
dance without weight; 

22:4 Also cedar trees in abundance: for the Zidonians and 
they of Tyre brought much cedar wood to David. 
22:5 And David said, Solomon my son is young and tender, 
and the house that is to be builded for the LORD must be 
exceeding magnifical, of fame and of glory throughout all 
countries: I will therefore now make preparation for it. So 
David prepared abundantly before his death. 
22:6 Then he called for Solomon his son, and charged him 
to build an house forthe LORD God of Israel. 
22:7 And David said to Solomon, My son, as forme, it was 
in my mind to build an house unto the name of the LORD 
my God: 

22:8 But the word of the LORD came to me, saying. Thou 
hast shed blood abundantly, and hast made great wars: thou 



shalt not build an house unto my name, because thou hast 
shed much blood upon the earth in my sight. 
22:9 Behold, a son shall be bom to thee, who shall be a man 
of rest; and I will give him rest from all his enemies round 
about: for his name shall be Solomon, and I will give peace 
and quietness unto Israel in his days. 
22:10 He shall build an house for my name; and he shall be 
my son, and I will be his father; and I will establish the throne 
of his kingdom over Israel for even 
22:11 Now, my son, the LORD be with thee; and prosper 
thou, and build the house of the LORD thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. 

22: 12 Only the LORD give thee wisdom and understanding, 
and give thee charge conceming Israel, that thou mayest keep 
the law of the LORD thy God. 

22:13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou takest heed to fulfil 
the statutes and judgments which the LORD charged Moses 
with conceming Israel: be strong, and of good courage; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

22:14 Now, behold, in my trouble I have prepared for the 
house of the LORD an hundred thousand talents of gold, 
and a thousand thousand talents of silver; and of brass and 
iron without weight; for it is in abundance: timber also and 
stone have I prepared; and thou mayest add thereto. 
22:15 Moreover there are workmen with thee in abundance, 
hewers and workers of stone and timber, and all manner of 
cunning men for every manner of work. 
22:16 Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, and the iron, 
there is no number Arise therefore, and be doing, and the 
LORD be with thee. 

22:17 D avid also commanded all the princes of Israel to help 
Solomon his son, saying, 

22:18 Is notthe LORD yourGod with you? and hath he not 
given you rest on every side? for he hath given the inhabit- 
ants of the land into mine hand; and the land is subdued 
before the LORD, and before his people. 
22:19 Now set your heart and your soul to seek the LORD 
your God; arise therefore, and build ye the sanctuary of the 
LORD God, to bring the ark of the covenant of the LORD, 
and the holy vessels of G od, into the house that is to be built 
to the name of the LORD. 

23:1 So when David was old and full of days, he made 
Solomon his son king over Israel. 

23:2 And he gathered together all the princes of Israel, with 
the priests and the Levites. 

23:3 Now the Levites were numbered from the age of thirty 
years and upward: and their number by their polls, man by 
man, was thirty and eight thousand. 
23:4 Of which, twenty and four thousand were to set for- 
ward the work of the house of the LORD; and six thousand 
were officers and judges: 

23:5 Moreover four thousand were porters; and four thou- 
sand praised the LORD with the instmments which I made, 
said D avid, to praise therewith. 

23:6 And David divided them into courses among the sons 
of Levi, namely, Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 
23:7 Of the Gershonites were, Laadan, and Shimei. 
23:8 The sons of Laadan; the chief was Jehiel, and Zetham, 
and Joel, three. 

23:9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and Haziel, and Haran, 
three. These were the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 
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23:10 And the sons ot Shimei were, Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, 
and B eriah. These four were the sons ot Shimei. 
23:11 And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah the second: but 
Jeush and B eriah had not many sons; therefore they were in 
one reckoning, according to their father's house. 
23:12 The sons of Kohath;Amram, Izhar, Hebron, andUzziel, 
four 

23: 13 The sons ofAmram; Aaron and Moses: andAaronwas 
separated, that he should sanctify the most holy things, he 
and his sons for ever, to bum incense before the LORD, to 
minister unto him, and to bless in his name for ever 
23:14 Now concerning Moses the man of God, his sons were 
named of the tribe of Levi. 

23:15 The sons of Moses were, Gershom, and Ehezer 
23:16 Of the sons of Gershom, Shebuel was the chief. 
23:17 And the sons of Eliezer were, Rehabiah the chief. And 
Eliezer had none other sons; but the sons of Rehabiah were 
very many. 

23:18 Of the sons of Izhar; Shelomith the chief. 
23:19 Of the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the first, Amariah the 
second, Jahaziel the third, and Jekameam the fourth. 
23:20 Of the sons of Uzziel; Micah the first and Jesiah the 
second. 

23:21 The sons of Merari; Mahli, and Mushi. The sons of 
Mahli; Eleazar, and Kish. 

23:22 And Eleazar died, and had no sons, but daughters: and 
their brethren the sons of Kish took them. 
23:23 The sons of Mushi; Mahh, and Eder, and Jeremoth, 
three. 

23:24 These were the sons of Levi after the house of their 
fathers; even the chief of the fathers, as they were counted 
by number of names by their polls, that did the work for the 
service of the house of the LORD, from the age of twenty 
years and upward. 

23:25 For David said. The LORD God of Israel hath given 
rest unto his people, that they may dwell in Jerusalem for 
ever: 

23:26 And also unto the Levites; they shall no more cany 
the tabernacle, nor any vessels of it for the service thereof. 
23:27 For by the last words of David the Levites were num- 
bered from twenty years old and above: 
23:28 Because their office was to wait on the sons of Aaron 
for the service of the house of the L RD , in the courts, and 
in the chambers, and in the purifying of all holy things, and 
the work of the service of the house of God; 
23:29 Both for the shewbread, and for the fine flour for meat 
offering, and for the unleavened cakes, and for that which is 
baked in the pan, and for that which is fried, and for all man- 
ner of measure and size; 

23:30 And to stand every morning to thank and praise the 
LORD, and likewise at even: 

23:31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices unto the LORD in the 
sabbaths, in the new moons, and on the set feasts, by num- 
ber, according to the order commanded unto them, continu- 
ally befoiB the LORD : 

23:32 And that they should keep the charge of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the charge of the holy place, and 
the charge of the sons of Aaron their brethren, in tiie service 
of the house of the L RD . 

24:1 Now these are the divisions of the sons of Aaron. The 
sons of Aaron; Nadab, andAbihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 



24:2 But Nadab andAbihu died before their father, and had 
no children: therefore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the 
priest's office. 

24:3 And David distributed them, both Zadok of the sons of 
Eleazar, and Ahimelech of the sons of Ithamar, according to 
their offices in their service. 

24:4 And there were more chief men found of the sons of 
Eleazar than of the sons of Ithamar, and thus were they di- 
vided. Among the sons of Eleazar there were sixteen chief 
men of the house of their fathers, and eight among the sons 
of Ithamar according to the house of their fathers. 
24:5 Thus were they divided by lot, one sort with another; 
for the governors of the sanctuary, and governors of the house 
of G od, were of the sons of Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 
24:6 And Shemaiah the son of Nethaneel the scribe, one of 
the Levites, wrote them before the king, and the princes, and 
Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, and 
before the chief of the fathers of the priests and Levites: one 
principal household being taken for Eleazar, and one taken 
tor Ithamar 

24:7 Now the first lot came forth to Jehoiarib, the second to 
Jedaiah, 

24:8 The third to Harim, the fourth to Seorim, 
24:9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to Mijamin, 
24:10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth to A bij ah, 
24:11 The ninth to Jeshuah, the tenth to Shecaniah, 
24:12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the twelfth to Jakim, 
24:13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the fourteenth to J eshebeab, 
24:14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the sixteenth to Immer, 
24:15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the eighteenth to Aphses, 
24: 16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the twentieth to J ehezekel, 
24:17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, the two and twenti- 
eth to Gamul, 

24: 18 The three and twentieth to Delaiah, the four and twen- 
tieth to Maaziah. 

24:19 These were the orderings of them in their service to 
come into the house of the LORD, according to their man- 
ner, underAaron their father, as the LORD God of Israel had 
commanded him. 

24:20 And the rest of the sons of Levi were these: Of the 
sons ofAmram; Shubael: of the sons of Shubael; Jehdeiah. 
24:21 Concerning Rehabiah: of the sons of Rehabiah, the 
first was Isshiah. 

24:22 Of thelzharites; Shelomoth: of the sons of Shelomoth; 
Jahath. 

24:23 And the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the first, Amariah the 
second, Jahaziel the third, Jekameam the fourth. 
24:24 0f the sons of Uzziel; Michah: of thesonsof Michah; 
Shamir 

24:25 The brother of Michah was Isshiah: of the sons of 
Isshiah; Zechariah. 

24:26 The sons of Merari were Mahli and Mushi: the sons of 
Jaaziah; Beno. 

24:27 The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; Beno, and Shoham, 
and Zaccur, and Ibri. 

24:28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had no sons. 
24:29 Concerning Kish: the son of Kish was JerahmeeL 
24:30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, andjerimoth. 
These were the sons of the Levites after the house of their 
fathers. 
24:31 These likewise cast lots over against their brethren the 
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sons of Aaron in tlie presence of David tlie Icing, and Zadolc, 
andAliimelecli, and tlie chief of tlie fathers of the priests and 
Levites, even the principal fathers over against theiryounger 
brethren. 

25:1 M oreover D avid and the captains of the host separated 
to the service of the sons of Asaph, and of Heman, and of 
Jeduthun, who should prophesy with harps, with psalteries, 
and with cymbals: and the number of the workmen accord- 
ing to their service was: 

25:2 Of the sons of Asaph; Zaccur, and Joseph, and 
Nethaniah, andAsarelah, the sons of Asaph under the hands 
of Asaph, which prophesied according to the order of the 
king. 

25:3 Of Jeduthun: the sons of Jeduthun; Gedaliah, and Zeri, 
andjeshaiah, Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, six, underthe hands 
of their father J eduthun, who prophesied with a harp, to give 
thanks and to praise the LORD. 

25:4 Of Heman: the sons of Heman: Bukkiah, Mattaniah, 
Uzziel, Shebuel, andjerimoth, Hananiah, Hanani, Eliathah, 
Giddalti, andRomamtiezer,Joshbekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, 
and Mahazioth: 

25:5 All these were the sons of Heman the king's seer in the 
words of God, to lift up the horn. And God gave to Heman 
fourteen sons and three daughters. 

25:6 All these were under the hands of their father for song 
in the house of the LO RD , with cymbals, psalteries, and harps, 
for the service of the house of God, according to the king's 
order to Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. 
25:7 So the number of them, with their brethren that were 
instructed in the songs of the LORD, even all that were cun- 
ning, was two hundred fourscore and eight. 
25:8 And they cast lots, ward against ward, as well the small 
as the great, the teacher as the scholar 
25:9 Now the first lot came forth for Asaph to Joseph: the 
second to Gedaliah, who with his brethren and sons were 
twelve: 

25:10 The third to Zaccur, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:11 The fourth to Izri, he, his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: 

25:12 The fifth to Nethaniah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:13 The sixth to Bukkiah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:14 The seventh to Jesharelah, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:15 The eighth to Jeshaiah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:16 The ninth to Mattaniah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:17 The tenth to Shimei, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve: 

25:18 The eleventh to Azareel, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:19 The twelfth to Hashabiah, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:20 The thirteenth to Shubael, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:2 1 The fourteenth to M attithiah, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:22 The fifteenth to J eremoth, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 



25:23 The sixteenth to Hananiah, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:24 The seventeenth to Joshbekashah, he, his sons, and 
his brethren, were twelve: 

25:25 The eighteenth to Hanani, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:26 The nineteenth to Mallothi, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:27 The twentieth to Eliathah, he, his sons, and his breth- 
ren, were twelve: 

25:28 The one and twentieth to Hothir, he, his sons, and his 
brethren, were twelve: 

25:29 The two and twentieth to Giddalti, he, his sons, and 
his brethren, were twelve: 

25:30 The three and twentieth to Mahazioth, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

25:31 The four and twentieth to Romamtiezer, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve. 

26:1 Concerning the divisions of the porters: Of theKorhites 
was Meshelemiah the son of Kore, of the sons of Asaph. 
26:2 And the sons of Meshelemiah were, Zechariah the first- 
bom, Jediael the second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel the 
fourth, 

26:3 Elam the fifth, Jehohanan the sixth, Elioenai the sev- 
enth. 

26:4 Moreover the sons of Obededom were, Shemaiah the 
firstborn, Jehozabad the second, Joah the third, and Sacar 
the fourth, and Nethaneel the fifth. 
26:5 Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the seventh, Peulthai the 
eighth: for God blessed him. 

26:6 Also unto Shemaiah his son were sons bom, that ruled 
throughout the house of their father: for they were mighty 
men of valour 

26:7 The sons of Shemaiah; Othni, and Rephael, and Obed, 
Elzabad, whose brethren were strong men, Elihu, and 
Semachiah. 

26:8 All these of the sons of Obededom: they and their sons 
and their brethren, able men for strength for die service, were 
threescore and two of Obededom. 

26:9 And Meshelemiah had sons and brethren, strong men, 
eighteen. 

26: 10 Also Hosah, of the children of M erari, had sons; Simri 
the chief, (for though he was not the firstbom, yet his father 
made him the chief;) 

26:11 Hilkiah the second, Tebaliah the third, Zechariah the 
fourth: all the sons and brethren of Hosah were thirteen. 
26:12 Among these were the divisions of the porters, even 
among the chief men, having wards one against another, to 
minister in the house of the LORD . 
26:13 And they cast lots, as well the small as the great, ac- 
cording to the house of their fathers, for every gate. 
26:14 And the lot eastward fell to Shelemiah. Then for 
Zechariah his son, a wise counsellor, they cast lots; and his 
lot came out northward. 

26:15 To Obededom southward; and to his sons the house of 
Asuppim. 

26:16 To Shuppim and Hosah the lot came forth westward, 
with the gate Shallecheth, by the causeway of the going up, 
ward against ward. 

26: 17 Eastward were six Levites, northward foura day, south- 
ward four a day, and toward A suppim two and two. 
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26:18 At Parbar westward, four at the causeway, and two at 
Parbar. 

26:19 These are the divisions ot the porters among the sons 
ot Kore, and among the sons ot Merari. 
26:20 And of the Levites, Ahijah was over the treasures of 
the house of God, and over the treasures of the dedicated 
things. 

26:21 As concerning the sons of Laadan; the sons of the 
Gershonite Laadan, chief fathers, even of Laadan the 
Gershonite, werejehieli. 

26:22 The sons of Jehieli; Zetham, andjoel his brother, which 
were over the treasures of the house of the LORD . 
26:23 Of the Amramites, and the Izharites, the Hebronites, 
and the Uzzielites: 

26:24 And Shebuel the son of Gershom, the son of Moses, 
was ruler of the treasures. 

26:25 And his brethren by Eliezer; Rehabiah his son, and 
Jeshaiah his son, and Joram his son, and Zichri his son, and 
Shelomith his son. 

26:26 Which Shelomith and his brethren were over all the 
treasures of the dedicated things, which David the king, and 
the chief fathers, the captains over thousands and hundreds, 
and the captains of the host, had dedicated. 
26:27 Out of the spoils won in battles did they dedicate to 
maintain the house of the LORD . 

26:28 And all that Samuel the seer, and Saul the son of Kish, 
andAbnerthe son of Ner, andjoab the son of Zeruiah, had 
dedicated; and whosoever had dedicated any thing, it was 
under the hand of Shelomith, and of his brethren. 
26:29 Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and his sons were for the 
outward business over Israel, for officers and judges. 
26:30 And of the Hebronites, Hashabiah and his brethren, 
men of valour, a thousand and seven hundred, were officers 
among them of Israel on this side Jordan westward in all the 
business of the LORD, and in the service of the king. 
26:31 Among the Hebronites was Jerijah the chief, even 
among the Hebronites, according to the generations of his 
fathers. In the fortieth year of the reign of D avid they were 
sought for, and there were found among them mighty men of 
valour at Jazer of Gilead. 

26:32 And his brethren, men of valour, were two thousand 
and seven hundred chief fathers, whom king David made 
rulers over the Reubenites, the Gadites, and the half tribe of 
M anasseh, for every matter pertaining to G od, and affairs of 
the king. 

27:1 Now the children of Israel after their number, to wit, 
the chief fathers and captains of thousands and hundreds, 
and their officers that served the king in any matter of the 
courses, which came in and went out month by month 
throughout all the months of the year, of every course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

27:2 Over the first course for the first month was Jashobeam 
the son of Zabdiel: and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

27:3 Of the children of Perez was the chief of all the cap- 
tains of the host for the first month. 
27:4 And over the course of the second month was Dodai an 
Ahohite, and of his course was Mikloth also the ruler: in his 
course likewise were twenty and four thousand. 
27:5 The third captain of the host for the third month was 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, a chief priest: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 



27:6 This is that Benaiah, who was mighty among the thirty, 
and above the thirty: and in his course was Ammizabad his 
son. 

27:7 The fourth captain forthe fourth month was Asahel the 
brother of Joab, and Zebadiah his son after him: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand. 
27:8 The fifth captain for the fifth month was Shamhuth the 
Izrahite: and in his course were twenty and four thousand. 
27:9 The sixth captain for the sixth month was Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite: and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

27:10 The seventh captain forthe seventh month was Helez 
the Pelonite, of the children of Ephraim: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

27:11 The eighth captain forthe eighth month was Sibbecai 
the Hushathite, of the Zarhites: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

27:12 The ninth captain forthe ninth month was Abiezerthe 
A netothite, of the B enjamites: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

27:13 The tenth captain for the tenth month was M aharai the 
Netophathite, of the Zarhites: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

27:14 The eleventh captain for the eleventh month was 
Benaiah the Pirathonite, of the children of Ephraim: and in 
his course were twenty and four thousand. 
27:15 The twelfth captain for the twelfth month was Heldai 
the Netophathite, of Othniel: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

27:16 Furthermore over the tribes of Israel: the ruler of the 
Reubenites was Eliezer the son of Zichri: of the Simeonites, 
Shephatiah the son of Maachah: 

27:17 Of the Levites, Hashabiah the son of Kemuel: of the 
Aaronites, Zadok: 

27:18 Of Judah, Elihu, one of the brethren of David: of 
Issachar, Omri the son of Michael: 
27:19 Of Zebulun, Ishmaiahthesonof Obadiah: of Naphtali, 
Jerimoth the son of Azriel: 

27:20 Of the children of Ephraim, Hoshea the son of Azaziah: 
of the half tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son of Pedaiah: 
27:21 Of the half tribe of Manasseh in Gilead, Iddo the son 
of Zechariah: of Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner: 
27:22 Of Dan, Azareel the son of Jeroham. These were the 
princes of the tribes of Israel. 

27:23 But David took not the number of them from twenty 
years old and under: because the LORD had said he would 
increase Israel like to the stars of the heavens. 
27:24 Joab the son of Zeruiah began to number, but he fin- 
ished not, because there fell wrath for it against Israel; nei- 
ther was the number put in the account of the chronicles of 
king D avid. 

27:25 And over the king's treasures wasAzmaveth the son of 
Adiel: and over the storehouses in the fields, in the cities, 
and in the villages, and in the castles, was Jehonathan the 
son of Uzziah: 

2 7: 2 6 A nd over them that did the work of the field for tillage 
of the ground was Ezri the son of Chelub: 
27:27 And over the vineyards was Shimei the Ramathite: 
over the increase of the vineyards for the wine cellars was 
Zabdi the Shiphmite: 
27:28 And over the olive trees and the sycomore trees that

27:29 And over the herds that ted in Sharon was Shitrai the 
Sharonite: and over the herds that were in the valleys was 
Shaphat the son of Adlai: 

27:30 Overthe camels also was Obil the Ishmaelite: and over 
the asses was Jehdeiah the Meronothite: 
27:31 And overthe flocks was Jaziz the Hagerite. All these 
were the rulers of the substance which was king David's. 
27:32 Also Jonathan David's uncle was a counsellor, a wise 
man, and a scribe: and Jehiel the son of Hachmoni was with 
the king's sons: 

27:33 AndAhithophel was the king's counsellor: and Hushai 
the A rchite was the king's companion: 
27:34And afterAhithophel wasjehoiadathe son of Benaiah, 
andAbiathan and the general of the king's army was Joab. 
28:1 And David assembled all the princes of Israel, the 
princes of the tribes, and the captains of the companies that 
ministered to the king by course, and the captains over the 
thousands, and captains over the hundreds, and the stewards 
over all the substance and possession of the king, and of his 
sons, with the officers, and with the mighty men, and with 
all the valiant men, unto Jerusalem. 
28:2 Then David the king stood up upon his feet, and said. 
Hear me, my brethren, and my people: As for me, I had in 
mine heart to build an house of rest for the ark of the cov- 
enant of the LORD, and for the footstool of our God, and 
had made ready for the building: 

28:3 But God said unto me. Thou shalt not build an house 
for my name, because thou hast been a man of war, and hast 
shed blood. 

28:4 Howbeit the LORD God of Israel chose me before all 
the house of my father to be king over Israel for ever: for he 
hath chosen Judah to be the ruler; and of the house of Judah, 
the house of my father; and among the sons of my father he 
liked me to make me king over all Israel: 
28:5Andof allmy sons, (for the LORD hath given me many 
sons,) he hath chosen Solomon my son to sit upon the throne 
of the kingdom of the LORD over Israel. 
28:6 And he said unto me, Solomon thy son, he shall build 
my house and my courts: for I have chosen him to be my 
son, and I will be his father 

28:7 Moreover I will establish his kingdom for ever, if he be 
constant to do my commandments and my judgments, as at 
this day. 

28:8 Now therefore in the sight of all Israel the congregation 
of the L RD , and in the audience of our G od, keep and seek 
for all the commandments of the LORD your God: that ye 
may possess this good land, and leave it for an inheritance

28:9 And thou, Solomon my son, know thou the God of thy 
father, and serve him with a perfect heart and with a willing 
mind: for the LORD searcheth all hearts, and understandeth 
all the imaginations of the thoughts: if thou seek him, he will 
be found of thee; but if thou forsake him, he will cast thee 
off for ever 

28:10 Take heed now; for the LORD hath chosen thee to 
build an house for the sanctuary: be strong, and do it. 
28:11 Then David gave to Solomon his son the pattern of the 
porch, and of the houses thereof, and of the treasuries thereof, 
and of the upper chambers thereof, and of the inner parlours 
thereof, and of the place of the mercy seat. 



28:12 And the pattern of all that he had by the spirit, of the 
courts of the house of the LORD, and of all the chambers 
round about, of the treasuries of the house of G od, and of the 
treasuries of the dedicated things: 

28:13 Also forthe courses of the priests and the Levites, and 
for all the work of the service of tie house of the L RD , and 
for all the vessels of service in the house of the LORD. 
28:14 He gave of gold by weight for things of gold, for all 
instruments of all manner of service; silver also for all in- 
struments of silver by weight, for all instruments of every 
kind of service: 

28:15 Even the weight for the candlesticks of gold, and for 
their lamps of gold, by weight for every candlestick, and for 
the lamps thereof: and forthe candlesticks of silver by weight, 
both for the candlestick, and also for the lamps thereof, ac- 
cording to the use of every candlestick. 
28:16And by weight he gave goldforthetablesof shewbread, 
for every table; and likewise silver for the tables of silver: 
28:17Also pure gold for the fleshhooks, and the bowls, and 
the cups: and for the golden basons he gave gold by weight 
for every bason; and likewise silver by weight for every bason 
of silver: 

28:18 And for the altar of incense refined gold by weight; 
and gold forthe pattern of the chariot of the cherubims, that 
spread out their wings, and covered the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD. 

28:19 All this, said David, the LORD made me understand 
in writing by his hand upon me, even all the works of this 
pattern. 

28:20 And David said to Solomon his son. Be strong and of 
good courage, and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed: for the 
LORD God, even my God, will be with thee; he will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee, until thou hast finished all the work 
forthe service of the house of the LORD. 
28: 2 1 A nd, behold, the courses of the priests and the L evites, 
even they shall be with thee for all the service of the house 
of God: and there shall be with thee for all manner of work- 
manship every willing skilful man, for any manner of ser- 
vice: also the princes and all the people will be wholly at thy 
commandment. 

29:1 Furthermore David the king said unto all the congrega- 
tion, Solomon my son, whom alone God hath chosen, is yet 
young and tender, and the work is great: forthe palace is not 
for man, but forthe LORD God. 

29:2 Now I have prepared with all my might forthe house of 
my God the gold tor things to be made of gold, and the silver 
for things of silver, and the brass for things of brass, the iron 
for things of iron, and wood for things of wood; onyx stones, 
and stones to be set, glistering stones, and of divers colours, 
and all manner of precious stones, and marble stones in abun- 
dance. 

29:3 Moreover, because I have set my affection to the house 
of my God, I have of mine own proper good, of gold and 
silver, which I have given to the house of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for the holy house. 
29:4 Even three thousand talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, 
and seven thousand talents of refined silver, to overlay the 
walls of the houses withal: 

29:5 The gold for things of gold, and the silver for things of 
silver, and for all manner of work to be made by the hands of 
artificers. And who then is willing to consecrate his service 
this day unto the LORD? 
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29:6 Then the chief ot the fathers and princes of the tribes of 
Israel and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with 
the rulers of the king's work, offered willingly, 
29:7 And gave for the service of the house of God of gold 
five thousand talents and ten thousand drams, and of silver 
ten thousand talents, and of brass eighteen thousand talents, 
and one hundred thousand talents of iron. 
29:8 And they with whom precious stones were found gave 
them to the treasure of the house of the LORD, by the hand 
of Jehiel the Gershonite. 

29:9 Then the people rejoiced, for that they offered willingly, 
because with perfect heart they offered willingly to the LORD : 
and David the king also rejoiced with great joy. 
29:10 WheiBfoiB David blessed the LORD befoiB all the 
congregation: and David said. Blessed be thou, LORD God 
of Israel our father, for ever and ever 
29:11 Thine, LORD is the greatness, and the power, and 
the gloiy, and the victory, and the majesty: for all that is in 
the heaven and in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, 
LORD, and thou art exalted as head above all. 
29: 12 B oth riches and honour come of thee, and thou reignest 
over all; and in thine hand is power and might; and in thine 
hand it is to make great, and to give strength unto all. 
29:13 Now therefore, our God, we thank thee, and praise thy 
glorious name. 

29:14 But who am I, and what is my people, that we should 
be able to offer so willingly after this sort? for all things 
come of thee, and of thine own have we given thee. 
29:15 For we are strangers before thee, and sojourners, as 
were all our fathers: our days on the earth are as a shadow, 
and there is none abiding. 

29:160 LORD our God, all this store that we have prepared 
to build thee an house for thine holy name cometh of thine 
hand, and is all thine own. 

29:17 I know also, my God, that thou triest the heart, and 
hast pleasure in uprightness. A s f or me, in the uprightness of 
mine heart I have willingly offered all these things: and now 
have I seen with joy thy people, which are present here, to 
offer willingly unto thee. 

29:18 LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, our 
fathers, keep this for ever in the imagination of the thoughts 
of the heart of thy people, and prepare their heart unto thee: 
29:19 And give unto Solomon my son a perfect heart, to 
keep thy commandments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, 
and to do all these things, and to build the palace, for the 
which I have made provision. 

29:20 And David said to all the congregation. Now bless the 
LORD your G od. A nd all the congregation blessed the L RD 
God of their fathers, and bowed down their heads, and wor- 
shipped the LORD, and the king. 

29:21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto the LORD, and 
offered burnt offerings unto the LORD, on the morrow after 
that day, even a thousand bullocks, a thousand rams, and a 
thousand lambs, with their drink offerings, and sacrifices in 
abundance for all Israel: 

29:22 And did eat and drink before the LORD on that day 
with great gladness. A nd they made Solomon the son of D avid 
king the second time, and anointed him unto the LORD to 
be the chief governor, and Zadok to be priest. 
29:23 Then Solomon sat on the throne of the LORD as king 
instead of David his father, and prospered; and all Israel 
obeyed him. 



29:24 And all the princes, and the mighty men, and all the 
sons likewise of king David, submitted themselves unto 
Solomon the king. 

29:25 And the LORD magnified Solomon exceedingly in the 
sight of all Israel, and bestowed upon him such royal maj- 
esty as had not been on any king before him in Israel. 
29:26 Thus David the son of Jesse reigned over all Israel. 
29: 27 A nd the time that he reigned over Israel was forty years; 
seven years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty and three years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. 

29:28 And he died in a good old age, full of days, riches, and 
honour: and Solomon his son reigned in his stead. 
29:29 Now the acts of D avid the king, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of Samuel the seer, and in the 
book of Nathan the prophet, and in the book of Gad the seer, 
29:30 With all his reign and his might, and the times that 
went over him, and over Israel, and over all the kingdoms of 
the countries. 

II CHRONICLES 

1:1 And Solomon the son of David was strengthened in his 
kingdom, and the LORD his God was with him, and magni- 
fied him exceedingly. 

1:2 Then Solomon spake unto all Israel, to the captains of 
thousands and of hundreds, and to the judges, and to every 
governor in all Israel, the chief of the fathers. 
1:3 So Solomon, and all the congregation with him, went to 
the high place that was at Gibeon; for there was the taber- 
nacle of the congregation of God, which Moses the servant 
of the LORD had made in the wilderness. 
1:4 But the ark of God had David brought up from 
Kirjathjearim to the place which David had prepared for it: 
for he had pitched a tent for it at Jerusalem. 
1:5 M oreover the brasen altar, that B ezaleel the son of Uri, 
the son of Hur, had made, he put before the tabernacle of the 
LORD: and Solomon and the congregation sought unto it 
1:6 And Solomon went up thither to the brasen altar before 
the L RD , which was at the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and offered a thousand burnt offerings upon it. 
1:7 In that night did God appear unto Solomon, and said 
unto him, Ask what I shall give thee. 
1:8 And Solomon said unto God, Thou hast shewed great 
mercy unto D avid my father, and hast made me to reign in 
his stead. 

1:9 Now, LORD God, let thy promise unto David my fa- 
ther be established: for thou hast made me king over a people 
like the dust of the earth in multitude. 
1 : 1 G ive m e now wisdom and knowledge, that I may go out 
and come in before this people: for who can judge this thy 
people, that is so great? 

1:11 And God said to Solomon, Because this was in thine 
heart, and thou hast not asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor 
the life of thine enemies, neither yet hast asked long life; but 
hast asked wisdom and knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, over whom I have made thee king: 
1:12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted unto thee; and I will 
give thee riches, and wealth, and honour, such as none of the 
kings have had that have been before thee, neither shall there 
any after thee have the like. 
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1:13 Then Solomon came from his journey to the high place 
that was at Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and reigned over Israel. 
1:14 And Solomon gathered chariots and horsemen: and he 
had a thousand and four hundred chariots, and twelve thou- 
sand horsemen, which he placed in the chariot cities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

1:15 And the king made silver and gold at Jerusalem as plen- 
teous as stones, and cedar trees made he as the sycomore 
trees that are in the vale for abundance. 
1:16 And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt, and 
linen yam: the king's merchants received the linen yam at a 
price. 

1:17 And they fetched up, and brought forth out of Egypt a 
chariot for six hundred shekels of silver, and an horse for an 
hundred and fifty: and so brought they out horses for all the 
kings of the Hittites, and forthe kings of Syria, by theirmeans. 
2:1 A nd Solomon determined to build an house for the name 
of the LORD, and an house for his kingdom. 
2:2 And Solomon told out threescore and ten thousand men 
to bear burdens, and fourscore thousand to hew in the moun- 
tain, and three thousand and six hundred to oversee them. 
2:3 And Solomon sent to Huram the king of Tyre, saying. As 
thou didst deal with David my father, and didst send him 
cedars to build him an house to dwell therein, even so deal 
with me. 

2:4 Behold, I build an house to the name of the LORD my 
God, to dedicate it to him, and to bum before him sweet 
incense, and for the continual shewbread, and for the bumt 
offerings moming and evening, on the sabbaths, and on the 
new moons, andonthesolemnfeastsof theLORD ourGod. 
This is an ordinance for ever to Israel. 
2:5Andthe house which I build is great: forgreatisourGod 
above all gods. 

2:6 But who is able to build him an house, seeing the heaven 
and heaven of heavens cannot contain him? who am I then, 
that I should build him an house, save only to bum sacrifice 
before him? 

2:7 Send me now therefore a man cunning to work in gold, 
and in silver, and in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that can skill to grave with the cun- 
ning men that are with me in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom 
David my father did provide. 

2:8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, and algum trees, out 
of Lebanon: for I know that thy servants can skill to cut tim- 
ber in Lebanon; and, behold, my servants shall be with thy 
servants, 

2:9 Even to prepare me timber in abundance: for the house 
which I am about to build shall be wonderful great. 
2:10 And, behold, I will give to thy servants, the hewers that 
cut timber, twenty thousand measures of beaten wheat, and 
twenty thousand measures of barley, and twenty thousand 
baths of wine, and twenty thousand baths of oil. 
2:11 Then Huram the king of Tyre answered in writing, which 
he sent to Solomon, B ecause the L RD hath loved his people, 
he hath made thee king over them. 

2:12 Huram said moreover. Blessed be the LORD God of 
Israel, that made heaven and earth, who hath given to David 
the king a wise son, endued with prudence and understand- 
ing, that might build an house for the LORD, and an house 
for his kingdom. 



2:13 And now I have sent a cunning man, endued with un- 
derstanding, of Huram my father's, 
2:14 The son of a woman of the daughters of Dan, and his 
father was a man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in 
silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; also to grave any 
manner of graving, and to find out evety device which shall 
be put to him, with thy cunning men, and with the cunning 
men of my lord David thy father. 

2:15 Now therefore the wheat, and the barley, the oil, and 
the wine, which my lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants: 

2: 16 And we will cut wood out of Lebanon, as much as thou 
shalt need: and we will bring it to thee in floats by sea to 
Joppa; and thou shalt cany it up to Jerusalem. 
2:17 And Solomon numbered all the strangers that were in 
the land of Israel, after the numbering wherewith D avid his 
father had numbered them; and they were found an hundred 
and fifty thousand and three thousand and six hundred. 
2:18 And he set threescore and ten thousand of them to be 
bearers of burdens, and fourscore thousand to be hewers in 
the mountain, and three thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people a work. 

3:1 Then Solomon began to build the house of the LORD at 
Jerusalem in mount Moriah, where the Lord appeared unto 
David his father, in the place that David had prepared in the 
threshingfloor of Oman the Jebusite. 
3:2 And he began to build in the second day of the second 
month, in the fourth year of his reign. 
3:3 Now these are the things wherein Solomon was instructed 
for the building of the house of God. The length by cubits 
after the first measure was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits. 

3:4 And the porch that was in the front of the house, the 
length of it was according to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred and twenty: and he 
overlaid it within with pure gold. 

3:5 And the greater house he cieled with fir tree, which he 
overlaid with fine gold, and set thereon palm trees and chains. 
3:6 And he garnished the house with precious stones for 
beauty: and the gold was gold of Parvaim. 
3:7 He overlaid also the house, the beams, the posts, and the 
walls thereof, and the doors thereof, with gold; and graved 
chenibims on the walls. 

3:8 And he made the most holy house, the length whereof 
was according to the breadth of the house, twenty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he overlaid it with 
fine gold, amounting to six hundred talents. 
3:9 And the weight of the nails was fifty shekels of gold. 
And he overlaid the upper chambers with gold. 
3:10 And in the mostholy house he made two chenibims of 
image work, and overlaid them with gold. 
3:11 A nd the wings of the chenibims were twenty cubits long: 
one wing of the one cherub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other wing was likewise five cu- 
bits, reaching to the wing of the other cherub. 
3:12 A nd one wing of the other cherub was five cubits, reach- 
ing to the wall of the house: and the other wing was five 
cubits also, joining to the wing of the other cherub. 
3:13 The wings of these chenibims spread themselves forth 
twenty cubits: and they stood on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. 
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3:14And he made the vail of blue, and purple, and crimson, 
and fine linen, and wrought cherubims thereon. 
3:15 Also he made before the house two pillars of thirty and 
five cubits high, and the chapiter that was on the top of each 
of them was five cubits. 

3:16 And he made chains, as in the oracle, and put them on 
the heads of the pillars; and made an hundred pomegranates, 
and put them on the chains. 

3:17 And he reared up the pillars before the temple, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left; and called the name 
of that on the right hand Jachin, and the name of that on the 
leftBoaz. 

4:1 Moreover he made an altar of brass, twenty cubits the 
length thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth thereof, and 
ten cubits the height thereof. 

4:2 Also he made a molten sea of ten cubits from brim to 
brim, round in compass, and five cubits the height thereof; 
and a line of thirty cubits did compass it round about 
4:3 And under it was the similitude of oxen, which did com- 
pass it round about: ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about Two rows of oxen were cast, when it was cast. 
4:4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three looking toward the north, 
and three looking toward the west, and three looking toward 
the south, and three looking toward the east: and the sea was 
set above upon them, and all their hinder parts were inward. 
4:5 And the thickness of it was an handbreadth, and the brim 
of it like the work of the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies; 
and it received and held three thousand baths. 
4:6 He made also ten lavers, and put five on the right hand, 
and five on the left, to wash in them: such things as they 
offered for the burnt offering they washed in them; but the 
sea was for the priests to wash in. 

4:7 A nd he made ten candlesticks of gold according to their 
form, and set them in the temple, five on the right hand, and 
five on the left. 

4:8 He made also ten tables, and placed them in the temple, 
five on the right side, and five on the left. And he made an 
hundred basons of gold. 

4:9 Furthermore he made the court of the priests, and the 
great court, and doors for the court, and overlaid the doors 
of them with brass. 

4: 10 And he set the sea on the right side of the east end, over 
against the south. 

4:11 And Huram made the pots, and the shovels, and the 
basons. And Huram finished the work that he was to make 
for king Solomon for the house of God; 
4:12 To wit, the two pillars, and the pommels, and the 
chapiters which were on the top of the two pillars, and the 
two wreaths to cover the two pommels of the chapiters which 
were on the top of the pillars; 

4:13 And four hundred pomegranates on the two wreaths; 
two rows of pomegranates on each wreath, to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters which were upon the pillars. 
4: 14 He made also bases, and lavers made he upon the bases; 
4:15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 
4:16 The pots also, and the shovels, and the fleshhooks, and 
all their instruments, did Huram his father make to king 
Solomon for the house of the LORD of bright brass. 
4:17 In the plain of Jordan did the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Succoth and Zeredathah. 
4:18 Thus Solomon made all these vessels in great abun- 
dance: for the weight of the brass could not be found out. 



4:19 And Solomon made all the vessels that were for the 
house of God, the golden altar also, and the tables whereon 
the shewbread was set; 

4:20 Moreover the candlesticks with their lamps, that they 
should bum after the manner before the oracle, of pure gold; 
4:21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, made he 
of gold, and that perfect gold; 

4:22 And the snuffers, and the basons, and the spoons, and 
the censers, of pure gold: and the entry of the house, the 
inner doors thereof for the most holy place, and the doors of 
the house of the temple, were of gold. 
5:1 Thus all the work that Solomon made for the house of 
the LORD was finished: and Solomon brought in all the things 
that D avid his father had dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put he among the treasures of 
the house of God. 

5:2 Then Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and all the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children of 
Israel, unto Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD out of the city of David, which is Zion. 
5:3 Wherefore all the men of Israel assembled themselves 
unto the king in the feast which was in the seventh month. 
5:4 A nd all the elders of Israel came; and the L evites took up 
the ark. 

5:5 And they brought up the ark, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy vessels that were in the taber- 
nacle, these did the priests and the L evites bring up. 
5:6 Also king Solomon, and all the congregation of Israel 
that were assembled unto him before the ark, sacrificed sheep 
and oxen, which could not be told nor numbered for multi- 
tude. 

5:7 A nd the priests brought in the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD unto his place, to the oracle of the house, into the 
most holy place, even under the wings of the cherubims: 
5:8 Forthe cherubims spread forth their wings overthe place 
of the ark, and the cherubims covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. 

5:9 And they drew out the staves of the ark, that the ends of 
the staves were seen from the ark before the oracle; but they 
were not seen without. A nd there it is unto this day. 
5:10 There was nothing in the ark save the two tables which 
Moses put therein at Horeb, when the LORD made a cov- 
enant with the children of Israel, when they cam e out of E gypt 
5:11 And it came to pass, when the priests were come out of 
the holy place: (for all the priests that were present were 
sanctified, and did not then wait by course: 
5:12 Also the L evites which were the singers, all of them of 
Asaph, of Hem an, of Jeduthun, with their sons and their breth- 
ren, being arrayed in white linen, having cymbals and psal- 
teries and harps, stood at the east end of the altar, and with 
them an hundred and twenty priests sounding with trumpets:) 
5:13 It came even to pass, as the trumpeters and singers were 
as one, to make one sound to be heard in praising and thank- 
ing the LORD; and when they lifted up their voice with the 
trumpets and cymbals and instruments of musick, and praised 
the LORD, saying, For he is good; for his mercy endureth 
forever: that then the house was filled with a cloud, even the 
house of the LORD; 

5:14 So that the priests could not stand to minister by reason 
of the cloud: forthe glory of the LORD had filled the house 
of God.

6:2 But I have built an house ot habitation tor thee, and a 
place for thy dwelling for ever 

6:3 And the king turned his face, and blessed the whole con- 
gregation of Israel: and all the congregation of Israel stood. 
6:4 And he said. Blessed be the LORD God of Israel, who 
hath with his hands fulfilled that which he spake with his

6:9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not build the house; but thy 
son which shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build 
the house for my name. 

6:10 The LORD therefore hath performed his word that he 
hath spoken: for I am risen up in the room of David my fa- 
ther, and am set on the throne of Israel, as the LORD prom- 
ised, and have built the house for the name of the LORD 
God of Israel. 

6:11 And in it have I put the ark, wherein is the covenant of 
the LORD, that he made with the children of Israel. 
6:12 And he stood before the altar of the LORD in the pres- 
ence of all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands: 

6:13 For Solomon had made a brasen scaffold of five cubits 
long, and five cubits broad, and three cubits high, and had 
set it in the midst of the court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before all the congregation of 
Israel, and spread forth his hands toward heaven. 
6:14 And said, LORD God of Israel, theiB is no God like 
thee in the heaven, nor in the earth; which keepest covenant, 
and shewest mercy unto thy servants, that walk before thee 
with all their hearts: 

6:15 Thou which hast kept with thy servant David my father 
that which thou hast promised him; and spakest with thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this day. 
6:16 Now therefore, LORD God of Israel, keep with thy 
servant D avid my father that which thou hast promised him, 
saying. There shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon 
the throne of Israel; yet so that thy children take heed to their 
way to walk in my law, as thou hast walked before me. 
6:17 Now then, LORD God of Israel, let thy word be veri- 
fied, which thou hast spoken unto thy servant D avid. 
6: 18 B ut will G od in very deed dwell with men on the earth? 
behold, heaven and the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house which I have built! 
6:19 Have respect therefore to the prayer of thy servant, and 
to his supplication, LORD my God, to hearken unto the 
ciy and the prayer which thy servant prayeth before thee: 
6:20 That thine eyes may be open upon this house day and 
night, upon the place whereof thou hast said that thou 
wouldest put thy name there; to hearken unto the prayer which 
thy servant prayeth toward this place. 



6:21 Hearken therefore unto the supplications of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel, which they shall make toward this 
place: hear thou from thy dwelling place, even from heaven; 
and when thou hearest, forgive. 

6:22 If a man sin against his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to make him swear, and the oath come before thine 
altar in this house; 

6:23 Then hear thou from heaven, and do, and judge thy 
servants, by requiting the wicked, by recompensing his way 
upon his own head; and by justifying the righteous, by giv- 
ing him according to his righteousness. 
6:24 And if thy people Israel be put to the worse before the 
enemy, because they have sinned against thee; and shall re- 
turn and confess thy name, and pray and make supplication 
before thee in this house; 

6:25 Then hear thou from the heavens, and forgive the sin of 
thy people Israel, and bring them again unto the land which 
thou gavestto them and to their fathers. 
6:26 When the heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, be- 
cause they have sinned against thee; yet if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy name, and turn from their sin, 
when thou dost afflict them; 

6:27 Then hear thou from heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
servants, and of thy people Israel, when thou hast taught them 
the good way, wherein they should walk; and send rain upon 
thy land, which thou hast given unto thy people for an inher- 
itance. 

6:28 If there be dearth in the land, if there be pestilence, if 
there be blasting, or mildew, locusts, or caterpillers; if their 
enemies besiege them in the cities of their land; whatsoever 
sore or whatsoever sickness there be: 
6:29 Then what prayer or what supplication soever shall be 
made of any man, or of all thy people Israel, when every one 
shall know his own sore and his own grief, and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house: 

6:30 Then hear thou from heaven thy dwelhng place, and 
forgive, and render unto every man according unto all his 
ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for thou only knowest the 
hearts of the children of men:) 

6:31 That they may fear thee, to walk in thy ways, so long as 
they live in the land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 
6:32 M oreover concerning the stranger, which is not of thy 
people Israel, but is come from a far county for thy great 
name's sake, and thy mighty hand, and thy stretched out arm; 
if they come and pray in this house; 
6:33 Then hear thou from the heavens, even from thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all that the stranger calleth to 
thee for; that all people of tiie earth may know thy name, and 
fear thee, as doth thy people Israel, and may know that this 
house which I have built is called by thy name. 
6:34 If thy people go out to war against their enemies by the 
way that thou shalt send them, and they pray unto thee to- 
ward this city which thou hast chosen, and the house which 
I have built for thy name; 

6:35 Then hear thou from the heavens their prayer and their 
supplication, and maintain their cause. 
6:36 If they sin against thee, (for there is no man which 
sinneth not,) and thou be angry with them, and deliver them 
over before their enemies, and they carry them away cap- 
tives unto a land far off or near; 

6:37 Yet if they bethink themselves in the land whither they 
are carried captive, and turn and pray unto thee in the land of 
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their captivity, saying, We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and have dealt wickedly; 

6:38 It they return to thee with all their heart and with all 
their soul in the land ot their captivity, whither they have 
carried them captives, and pray toward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, and toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house which I have built tor thy name: 
6:39 Then hear thou from the heavens, even from thy dwell- 
ing place, their prayer and their supplications, and maintain 
their cause, and forgive thy people which have sinned against 
thee. 

6:40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes be open, 
and let thine ears be attent unto the prayer that is made in 
this place. 

6:41 Now therefore arise, LORD God, into thy resting 
place, thou, and the ark of thy strength: let thy priests, 
LORD God, be clothed with salvation, and let thy saints re- 
joice in goodness. 

6:42 LORD God, turn not away the face of thine anointed: 
remember the mercies of David thy servant. 
7:1 Now when Solomon had made an end of praying, the 
fire came down from heaven, and consumed the burnt offer- 
ing and the sacrifices; and the gloiy of the LORD filled the 
house. 

7:2 And the priests could not enter into the house of the 
LO RD , because the gloiy of the L RD had filled the L RD 's 
house. 

7:3 And when all the children of Israel saw how the fire came 
down, and the gloiy of the L RD upon the house, they bowed 
themselves with tiieir faces to the ground upon the pave- 
ment, and worshipped, and praised the LORD, saying. For 
he is good; for his mercy endureth for ever 
7:4 Then the king and all the people offered sacrifices before 
the LORD. 

7:5 And king Solomon offered a sacrifice of twenty and two 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep: 
so the king and all the people dedicated the house of God. 
7:6 And the priests waited on their offices: the Levites also 
with instruments of musick of the LORD, which David the 
king had made to praise the LORD, because his mercy 
endureth for ever, when D avid praised by their ministry; and 
the priests sounded trumpets before them, and all Israel stood. 
7:7 M oreover Solomon hallowed the middle of the court that 
was before the house of the L RD : for there he offered burnt 
offerings, and the fat of the peace offerings, because the 
brasen altar which Solomon had made was not able to re- 
ceive the burnt offerings, and the meat offerings, and the fat. 
7:8 A Iso at the same time Solomon kept the feast seven days, 
and all Israel with him, a very great congregation, from the 
entering in of Hamath unto the river of Egypt 
7:9 And in the eighth day they made a solemn assembly: for 
they kept the dedication of the altar seven days, and the feast 
seven days. 

7: 10 A nd on the three and twentieth day of the seventh month 
he sent the people away into their tents, glad and meny in 
heart for the goodness that the L RD had shewed unto D avid, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel his people. 
7:11 Thus Solomon finished the house of the L RD , and the 
king's house: and all that came into Solomon's heart to make 
in the house of the L RD , and in his own house, he prosper- 
ously effected. 



7:12 And the LORD appeared to Solomon by night, and said 
unto him, I have heard thy prayer, and have chosen this place 
to myself for an house of sacrifice. 
7:13 If I shut up heaven that there be no rain, or if I com- 
mand the locusts to devour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; 

7:14 If my people, which are called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

7:15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and mine ears attent unto 
the prayer that is made in this place. 
7:16 For now have I chosen and sanctified this house, that 
my name may be there for ever: and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. 

7:17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk before me, as David 
thy father walked, and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee, and shalt observe my statutes and my judg- 
ments; 

7:18 Then will I stablish the throne of thy kingdom, accord- 
ing as I have covenanted with D avid thy father, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man to be ruler in Israel. 
7:19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my statutes and my 
commandments, which I have set before you, and shall go 
and serve other gods, and worship them; 
7:20 Then will I pluck them up by the roots out of my land 
which I have given them; and this house, which I have sanc- 
tified for my name, will I cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to be a proverb and a byword among all nations. 
7:21 And this house, which is high, shall be an astonishment 
to evety one that passeth by it; so that he shall say, W hy hath 
the LORD done thus unto this land, and unto this house? 
7:22 And it shall be answered, Because they forsook the 
LORD G od of their fathers, which brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, and laid hold on other gods, and wor- 
shipped them, and served them: therefore hath he brought 
all this evil upon them. 

8:1 And it came to pass at the end of twenty years, wherein 
Solomon had built the house of the LORD, and his own 
house, 

8:2 That the cities which Huram had restored to Solomon, 
Solomon built them, and caused the children of Israel to dwell 
there. 

8:3 And Solomon went to Hamathzobah, and prevailed 
against it. 

8:4 And he built Tadmor in the wilderness, and all the store 
cities, which he built in Hamath. 

8:5 Also he built Bethhoron the upper, and Bethhoron the 
nether, fenced cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 
8:6 And Baalath, and all the store cities that Solomon had, 
and all the chariot cities, and the cities of the horsemen, and 
all that Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, and in Leba- 
non, and throughout all the land of his dominion. 
8:7 A s for all the people that were left of the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which were not of Israel, 
8:8 But of their children, who were left after them in the 
land, whom the children of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until this day. 
8:9 But of the children of Israel did Solomon make no ser- 
vants for his work; but they were men of war, and chief of 
his captains, and captains of his chariots and horsemen. 
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8:10 And these were the chief ot king Solomon's officers, 
even two hundred and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 
8:11 And Solomon brought up the daughter of Pharaoh out 
of the city of D avid unto the house that he had built for her: 
for he said. My wife shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are holy, whereunto the ark 
of the LORD hath come. 

8:12 Then Solomon offered burnt offerings unto the LORD 
on the altar of the L RD , which he had built before the porch, 
8:13 Even after a certain rate every day, offering according 
to the commandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles. 
8:14 And he appointed, according to the order of David his 
father, the courses of the priests to their service, and the 
Levites to their charges, to praise and minister before the 
priests, as the duty of every day required: the porters also by 
their courses at every gate: for so had D avid the man of G od 
commanded. 

8:15 And they departed not from the commandment of the 
king unto the priests and Levites concerning any matter, or 
concerning the treasures. 

8:16 Now all the work of Solomon was prepared unto the 
day of the foundation of the house of the LORD, and until it 
was finished. So the house of the LORD was perfected. 
8:17 Then went Solomon to Eziongeber, and to Eloth, at the 
sea side in the land of Edom. 

8: 18 A nd Huram sent him by the hands of his servants ships, 
and servants that had knowledge of the sea; and they went 
with the servants of Solomon to Ophir, and took thence four 
hundred and fifty talents of gold, and brought them to king 
Solomon. 

9:1 And when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of 
Solomon, she came to prove Solomon with hard questions at 
Jerusalem, with a very great company, and camels that bare 
spices, and gold in abundance, and precious stones: and when 
she was come to Solomon, she communed with him of all 
that was in her heart. 

9:2 And Solomon told her all her questions: and there was 
nothing hid from Solomon which he told her not. 
9:3 And when the queen of Sheba had seen the wisdom of 
Solomon, and the house that he had built, 
9:4 And the meat of his table, and the sitting of his servants, 
and the attendance of his ministers, and their apparel; his 
cupbearers also, and their apparel; and his ascent by which 
he went up into the house of the L RD ; there was no more 
spirit in hen 

9:5 And she said to the king. It was a true report which I 
heard in mine own land of thine acts, and of thy wisdom: 
9:6 Howbeit I believed not their words, until I came, and 
mine eyes had seen it: and, behold, the one half of the great- 
ness of thy wisdom was not told me: for thou exceedest the 
fame that I heard. 

9:7 Happy are thy men, and happy are these thy servants, 
which stand continually before tiiee, and hear thy wisdom. 
9:8 Blessed be the LORD thy God, which delighted in thee 
to set thee on his throne, to be king for the LORD thy God: 
because thy G od loved Israel, to establish them for ever, there- 
fore made he thee king over them, to do judgment and jus- 
tice. 



9:9 A nd she gave the king an hundred and twenty talents of 
gold, and of spices great abundance, and precious stones: 
neither was there any such spice as the queen of Sheba gave 
king Solomon. 

9:10 And the servants also of Huram, and the servants of 
Solomon, which brought gold from Ophir, brought algum 
trees and precious stones. 

9:11 And the king made of the algum trees terraces to the 
house of the LORD, and to the king's palace, and harps and 
psalteries for singers: and there were none such seen before 
in the land of Judah. 

9:12 And king Solomon gave to the queen of Sheba all her 
desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which she had 
brought unto the king. So she turned, and went away to her 
own land, she and her servants. 

9:13 Now the weight of gold that came to Solomon in one 
year was six hundred and threescore and six talents of gold; 
9: 14 Beside that which chapmen and merchants brought. And 
all the kings of Arabia and governors of the country brought 
gold and silver to Solomon. 

9: 15 And king Solomon made two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of beaten gold went to one target. 
9:16 And three hundred shields made he of beaten gold: three 
hundred shekels of gold went to one shield. A nd the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Lebanon. 
9:17 Moreover the king made a great throne of ivory, and 
overlaid it with pure gold. 

9:18 And there were six steps to the throne, with a footstool 
of gold, which were fastened to the throne, and stays on each 
side of the sitting place, and two lions standing by the stays: 
9:19 And twelve lions stood there on the one side and on the 
other upon the six steps. There was not the like made in any 
kingdom. 

9:20 And all the drinking vessels of king Solomon were of 
gold, and all the vessels of the house of the forest of Leba- 
non were of pure gold: none were of silver; it was not any 
thing accounted of in the days of Solomon. 
9:21 For the king's ships went to Tarshish with the servants 
of Huram: every three years once came the ships of Tarshish 
bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 
9:22 And king Solomon passed all the kings of the earth in 
riches and wisdom. 

9:23 And all the kings of the earth sought the presence of 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, that God had put in his heart. 
9:24 And they brought every man his present, vessels of sil- 
ver, and vessels of gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year. 
9:25 And Solomon had four thousand stalls for horses and 
chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen; whom he bestowed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king at Jerusalem. 
9:26 And he reigned over all the kings from the river even 
unto the land of the Philistines, and to the border of Egypt. 
9:27 And the king made silver in Jerusalem as stones, and 
cedar trees made he as the sycomore trees that are in the low 
plains in abundance. 

9:28 And they brought unto Solomon horses out of Egypt, 
and out of all lands. 

9:29 Now the rest of the acts of Solomon, first and last, are 
they not written in the book of Nathan the prophet, and in 
the prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, and in the visions of 
Iddo the seer against Jeroboam the son of Nebat? 
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9:30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel forty 

years. 

9:31 And Solomon slept with his fathers, and he was buried 

in the city of D avid his father: and Rehoboam his son reigned 

in his stead. 

10:1 And Rehoboam went to Shechem: fortoShechem were 

all Israel come to make him king. 

10:2 And it came to pass, when Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 

who was in Egypt, whither he fled from the presence of 

Solomon the king, heard it, that Jeroboam returned out of 

Egypt 

10:3 And they sent and called him. So Jeroboam and all Is- 
rael came and spake to Rehoboam, saying, 
10:4 Thy fathermade ouryoke grievous: now therefore ease 
thou somewhat the grievous servitude of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we will serve thee. 
10:5 And he said unto them. Come again unto me afterthree 
days. And the people departed. 

10:6 And king Rehoboam took counsel with the old men 
that had stood before Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
saying. What counsel give ye me to return answer to this 
people? 

10:7 A nd they spake unto him, saying. If thou be kind to this 
people, and please them, and speak good words to them, they 
will be thy servants for ever 

10:8 But he forsook the counsel which the old men gave 
him, and took counsel with the young men that were brought 
up with him, that stood before him. 
10:9 And he said unto them. What advice give ye that we 
may return answer to this people, which have spoken to me, 
saying. Ease somewhat the yoke that thy father did put upon 
us? 

10:10 And the young men that were brought up with him 
spake unto him, saying. Thus shalt thou answer the people 
that spake unto thee, saying. Thy father made ouryoke heavy, 
but make thou it somewhat lighter for us; thus shalt thou say 
unto them. My little finger shall be thicker than my father's 
loins. 

10:11 For whereas my father put a heavy yoke upon you, I 
will put more to your yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 
10:12 Sojeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam on 
the third day, as the king bade, saying. Come again to me on 
the third day. 

10:13 And the king answered them roughly; and king 
Rehoboam forsook the counsel of the old men, 
10: 14 A nd answered them after the advice of the young men, 
saying. My father made your yoke heavy, but I will add 
thereto: my father chastised you with whips, but I will chas- 
tise you with scorpions. 

10:15 So the king hearkened not unto the people: for the 
cause was of God, that the LORD might perform his word, 
which he spake by the hand of Ahijah the Shilonite to 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

10:16 And when all Israel saw that the king would not hear- 
ken unto them, the people answered the king, saying. What 
portion have we in D avid? and we have none inheritance in 
the son of Jesse: every man to your tents, Israel: and now, 
David, see to thine own house. So all Israel went to their 
tents. 

10:17 But as for the children of Israel that dwelt in the cities 
of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over them. 



10:18 Then king Rehoboam sentHadoram that was overthe 
tribute; and the children of Israel stoned him with stones, 
that he died. B ut king Rehoboam made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 
10:19 And Israel rebelled against the house of David unto 
this day. 

11:1 And when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he gath- 
ered of the house of Judah and Benjamin an hundred and 
fourscore thousand chosen men, which were warriors, to fight 
against Israel, that he might bring the kingdom again to 
Rehoboam. 

11:2 But the word of the LORD came to Shemaiah the man 
of God, saying, 

11:3 Speak unto Rehoboam the son of Solomon, king of 
Judah, and to all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 
11:4 Thus saith the LORD, Ye shall not go up, nor fight 
against your brethren: return every man to his house: for this 
thing is done of m e. A nd they obeyed the words of the L RD , 
and returned from going against Jeroboam. 
11:5 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, and built cities for 
defence in Judah. 

11:6 He built even Bethlehem, and Etam, and Tekoa, 
11:7 And Bethzur, and Shoco, andAdullam, 
1 1 :8 A nd G ath, and M areshah, and Ziph, 
11:9 AndAdoraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, 
11:10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, which are in 
Judah and in B enjamin fenced cities. 
11:11 And he fortified the strong holds, and put captains in 
them, and store of victual, and of oil and wine. 
11:12 And in every several city he put shields and spears, 
and made them exceeding strong, having Judah and Ben- 
jamin on his side. 

11:13 And the priests and the Levites that were in all Israel 
resorted to him out of all their coasts. 
ll:14FortheL evites left their suburbs and their possession, 
and came to Judah and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and his sons 
had cast them off from executing the priest's office unto the 
LORD: 

11:15 And he ordained him priests for the high places, and 
for the devils, and for the calves which he had made. 
1 1 : 16 A nd after them out of all the tribes of Israel such as set 
their hearts to seek the LORD God of Israel came to Jerusa- 
lem, to sacrifice unto the LORD God of their fathers. 
11:17 So they strengthened the kingdom of Judah, and made 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon strong, three years: for three 
years they walked in the way of David and Solomon. 
11:18 And Rehoboam took him Mahalath the daughter of 
Jerimoth the son of David to wife, and Abihail the daughter 
of Eliab the son of Jesse; 

11:19 Which bare him children; Jeush, and Shamariah, and 
Zaham. 

11:20 And after her he took Maachah the daughter of 
Absalom; which bare him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

11:21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah the daughter of 
A bsalom above all his wives and his concubines: (for he took 
eighteen wives, and threescore concubines; and begat twenty 
and eight sons, and threescore daughters.) 
11:22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the son of Maachah the 
chief, to be ruleramong his brethren: for he thought to make 
him king. 
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11:23 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed ot all his children 
throughout all the countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fenced city: and he gave them victual in abundance. 
And he desired many wives. 

12:1 And it came to pass, when Rehoboam had established 
the kingdom, and had strengthened himself, he forsook the 
law of the LORD, and all Israel with him. 
12:2 And it came to pass, that in the fifth year of king 
Rehoboam Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusa- 
lem, because they had transgressed against the L RD , 
12:3 With twelve hundred chariots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen: and the people were without number that came 
with him out of Egypt; the Lubims, the Sukkiims, and the 
Ethiopians. 

12:4 A nd he took the fenced cities which pertained to Judah, 
and came to Jerusalem. 

12:5 Then came Shemaiah the prophet to Rehoboam, and to 
the princes of Judah, that were gathered together to Jerusa- 
lem because of Shishak, and said unto them. Thus saith the 
LORD, Ye have forsaken me, and therefore have I also left 
you in the hand of Shishak. 

12:6 Whereupon the princes of Israel and the king humbled 
themselves; and they said. The LORD is righteous. 
12 :7 A nd when the L RD saw that they humbled themselves, 
the word of the LORD came to Shemaiah, saying. They have 
humbled themselves; therefore I will not destroy them, but I 
will grant them some deliverance; and my wrath shall not be 
poured out upon Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. 
12:8 Nevertheless they shall be his servants; that they may 
know my service, and the service of the kingdoms of the 
countries. 

12:9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusalem, 
and took away the treasures of the house of the LORD, and 
the treasures of the king's house; he took all: he carried away 
also the shields of gold which Solomon had made. 
12:10 Instead of which king Rehoboam made shields of brass, 
and committed them to the hands of the chief of the guard, 
that kept the entrance of the king's house. 
12 : 1 1 A nd when the king entered into the house of the L RD , 
the guard came and fetched them, and brought them again 
into the guard chamber 

12 : 12 A nd when he humbled himself, the wrath of the L RD 
turned from him, that he would not destroy him altogether: 
and also in Judah things went well. 
12:13 So king Rehoboam strengthened himself in Jerusa- 
lem, and reigned: for Rehoboam was one and forty years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned seventeen years in 
Jerusalem, the city which the LORD had chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel, to put his name there. And his mother's 
name was Naamah an Ammonitess. 
12:14 And he did evil, because he prepared not his heart to 
seek the LORD. 

12:15 Now the acts of Rehoboam, first and last, are they not 
written in the book of Shemaiah the prophet, and of Iddo the 
seer concerning genealogies? A nd there were wars between 
Rehoboam andjeroboam continually. 
12:16 And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, and was buried 
in the city of David: andAbijah his son reigned in his stead. 
13:1 Now in the eighteenth year of king Jeroboam began 
Abijah to reign overjudah. 
13:2 Hereignedthreeyearsinjerusalem. His mother's name 



also was M ichaiah the daughter of Uriel of G ibeah. A nd there 
was war between Abijah andjeroboam. 
13:3 AndAbijah set tie battle in array with an army of val- 
iant men of war, even four hundred thousand chosen men: 
Jeroboam also set the battle in array against him with eight 
hundred thousand chosen men, being mighty men of valour 
13:4 And Abijah stood up upon mount Zemaraim, which is 
in mount Ephraim, and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and 
all Israel; 

13:5 Ought ye not to know that the LORD God of Israel 
gave the kingdom over Israel to D avid for ever, even to him 
and to his sons by a covenant of salt? 
13:6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the servant of Solomon 
the son of David, is risen up, and hath rebelled against his 
lord. 

13:7 A nd there are gathered unto him vain men, the children 
of Belial, and have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when Rehoboam was young 
and tenderhearted, and could not withstand them. 
1 3:8 A nd now ye think to withstand the kingdom of the L RD 
in the hand of the sons of D avid; and ye be a great multitude, 
and there are with your golden calves, which Jeroboam made 
you for gods. 

13:9 Have ye not cast out the priests of the LORD, the sons 
of Aaron, and the Levites, and have made you priests after 
the manner of the nations of other lands? so that whosoever 
cometh to consecrate himself with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of them that are no gods. 
13:10 But as for us, the LORD is our God, and we have not 
forsaken him; and the priests, which minister unto the LORD , 
are the sons of Aaron, and the Levites wait upon their busi- 
ness: 

13:11 And they bum unto the LORD every morning and ev- 
eiy evening burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, to bum every evening: 
for we keep the charge of the LORD our God; but ye have 
forsaken him. 

13:12 And, behold, God himself is with us for our captain, 
and his priests with sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. children of Israel, fightye not against the LORD God 
of your fathers; for ye shall not prosper 
13:13 But Jeroboam caused an ambushmentto come about 
behind them: so they were beforejudah, and the ambushment 
was behind them. 

13:14 And when Judah looked back, behold, the battle was 
before and behind: and they cried unto the LORD, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

13:15 Then the men of Judah gave a shout: and as the men of 
Judah shouted, it came to pass, that God smote Jeroboam 
and all Israel before A bijah and Judah. 
13:16 And the children of Israel fled beforejudah: and God 
delivered them into their hand. 

13:17 And Abijah and his people slew them with a great 
slaughter: so there fell down slain of Israel five hundred thou- 
sand chosen men. 

13:18 Thus the children of Israel were brought under at that 
time, and the children of Judah prevailed, because they re- 
lied upon the LORD God of their fathers. 
13:19 And Abijah pursued after Jeroboam, and took cities 
from him, Bethel with the towns thereof, and Jeshanah with 
the towns thereof, and Ephraim with the towns thereof. 
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13:20 Neither did Jeroboam recover strengtli again in tlie 
days of Abijali: and tlie LORD struclc liim, and lie died. 
13:21 ButAbijah waxed mighty, and married fourteen wives, 
and begat twenty and two sons, and sixteen daughters. 
13:22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, and his ways, and 
his sayings, are written in the stoiy of the prophet Iddo. 
14: 1 So A bijah slept with his fathers, and they buried him in 
the city of D avid: and A sa his son reigned in his stead. In his 
days the land was quiet ten years. 

14:2 And Asa did that which was good and right in the eyes 
of the LORD his God: 

14:3 For he took away the altars of the strange gods, and the 
high places, and brake down the images, and cut down the 
groves: 

14:4 And commanded Judah to seek the LORD God of their 
fathers, and to do the law and the commandment. 
14:5 Also he took away out of all the cities of Judah the high 
places and the images: and the kingdom was quiet before him. 
14:6 And he built fenced cities in Judah: for the land had 
rest, and he had no war in those years; because the LORD 
had given him rest. 

14:7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us build these cities, 
and make aboutthem walls, and towers, gates, and bars, while 
the land is yet before us; because we have sought the LORD 
our God, we have sought him, and he hath given us rest on 
every side. So they built and prospered. 
14:8 A nd A sa had an army of men that bare targets and spears, 
out of Judah three hundred thousand; and out of Benjamin, 
that bare shields and drew bows, two hundred and fourscore 
thousand: all these were mighty men of valour 
14:9 And there came out against them Zerah the Ethiopian 
with an host of a thousand thousand, and three hundred chari- 
ots; and came unto M areshah. 

14:10 Then Asa went out against him, and they set the battle 
in array in the valley of Zephathah at M areshah. 
14:11 And Asa cried unto the LORD his God, and said, 
L RD , it is nothing with thee to help, whether with many, or 
with them that have no power: help us, LORD our God; 
for we rest on thee, and in thy name we go against this mul- 
titude. LORD, thou art our God; let no man prevail against 
thee. 

14:12 So the LORD smote the Ethiopians before Asa, and 
before Judah; and the Ethiopians fled. 
14:13 And Asa and the people that were with him pursued 
them unto Gerar: and the Ethiopians were overthrown, that 
they could not recover themselves; for they were destroyed 
before the L RD , and before his host; and they carried away 
very much spoil. 

14:14 And they smote all the cities round about Gerar; for 
the fear of the LORD came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities; for there was exceeding much spoil in them. 
14:15 They smote also the tents of cattle, and carried away 
sheep and camels in abundance, and returned to Jerusalem. 
15:1 And the Spirit of God came upon Azariah the son of 
Oded: 

15:2 And he went out to meet Asa, and said unto him. Hear 
ye me, Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin; The LORD is with 
you, while ye be with him; and it ye seek him, he will be 
found of you; but if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 
15:3 Now for a long season Israel hath been without the true 
God, and without a teaching priest, and without law. 



15:4 But when they in their trouble did turn unto the LORD 
God of Israel, and sought him, he was found of them. 
15:5 And in those times there was no peace to him that went 
out, nor to him that came in, but great vexations were upon 
all the inhabitants of the countries. 
15:6 And nation was destroyed of nation, and city of city: for 
God did vex them with all adversity. 
15:7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not your hands be weak: 
for your work shall be rewarded. 

15:8 And when Asa heard these words, and the prophecy of 
ded the prophet, he took courage, and put away the abomi- 
nable idols out of all the land of Judah and Benjamin, and 
out of the cities which he had taken from mount Ephraim, 
and renewed the altar of the L RD , that was before the porch 
of theLORD. 

15:9 And he gathered alljudah and Benjamin, and the strang- 
ers with them out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of 
Simeon: forthey fellto him out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the LORD his God was with him. 
15:10 So they gathered themselves together at Jerusalem in 
the third month, in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 
15:11 And they offered unto theLORD the same time, of the 
spoil which they had brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

15:12 And they entered into a covenant to seek the LORD 
G od of their fathers with all their heart and with all their 
soul; 

15:13 That whosoever would not seek the LORD God of 
Israel should be put to death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman. 

15: 14 And they sware unto theLORD with a loud voice, and 
with shouting, and with trumpets, and with cornets. 
15:15 And alljudah rejoiced at the oath: forthey had sworn 
with all their heart, and sought him with their whole desire; 
and he was found of them: and the LORD gave them rest 
round about. 

15:16 And also concerning Maachah the mother of Asa the 
king, he removed her from being queen, because she had 
made an idol in a grove: and Asa cut down her idol, and 
stamped it, and burnt it at the brook Kidron. 
15:17 But the high places were not taken away out of Israel: 
nevertheless the heart of Asa was perfect all his days. 
15:18 And he brought into the house of God the things that 
his father had dedicated, and that he himself had dedicated, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

15:19 And there was no more war unto the five and thirtieth 
year of the reign of A sa. 

16:1 In the six and thirtieth year of the reign of AsaBaasha 
king of Israel came up against Judah, and built Ramah, to 
the intent that he might let none go out or come in to Asa 
king of Judah. 

16:2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold out of the trea- 
sures of the house of the L RD and of the king's house, and 
sent to B enhadad king of Syria, that dw elt at D am ascus, say- 
ing, 

16:3 There is a league between me and thee, as there was 
between my father and thy father: behold, I have sent thee 
silver and gold; go, break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 
16:4 And B enhadad hearkened unto king Asa, and sent the 
captains of his armies against the cities of Israel; and they 
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smote Ijon, and Dan, andAbelmaim, and all the store cities 
of Naphtali. 

16:5 And it came to pass, when Baasha heard it, that he left 
off building of Ramah, and let his work cease. 
16:6 Then A sa the king took all Judah; and they carried away 
the stones of Ramah, and the timber thereof, wherewith 
Baasha was building; and he built therewith Geba and 
Mizpah. 

16:7 And at that time Hanani the seer came to Asa king of 
Judah, and said unto him, B ecause thou hast relied on the 
king of Syria, and not relied on the LORD thy God, there- 
fore is the host of the king of Syria escaped out of thine 
hand. 

16:8 Were not the Ethiopians and the Lubims a huge host, 
with very many chariots and horsemen? yet, because thou 
didst rely on the LORD, he delivered them into thine hand. 
16:9 Forthe eyes of the LORD run to and fro throughout the 
whole earth, to shew himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose heart is perfect toward him. Herein thou hast done 
foolishly: therefore from henceforth thou shalt have wars. 
16:10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, and put him in a 
prison house; for he was in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the people the same time. 
16:11 And, behold, the acts of Asa, first and last, lo, they are 
written in the book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 
16:12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth year of his reign was 
diseased in his feet, until his disease was exceeding great: 
yet in his disease he sought not to the LORD, but to the 
physicians. 

1 6 : 1 3 A nd A sa slept with his fathers, and died in the one and 
fortieth year of his reign. 

16:14 And they buried him in his own sepulchres, which he 
had made for himself in the city of D avid, and laid him in the 
bed which was filled with sweet odours and divers kinds of 
spices prepared by the apothecaries' art: and they made a 
very great burning for him. 

17:1 And Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his stead, and 
strengthened himself against Israel. 
17:2 And he placed forces in all the fenced cities of Judah, 
and set garrisons in the land of Judah, and in the cities of 
Ephraim, which Asa his father had taken. 
17:3 And the LORD was with Jehoshaphat, because he 
walked in the first ways of his father D avid, and sought not 
unto B aalim; 

17:4 But sought to the Lord God of his father, and walked in 
his commandments, and not after the doings of Israel. 
17:5 Therefore the LORD stablished the kingdom in his hand; 
and all Judah brought to Jehoshaphat presents; and he had 
riches and honour in abundance. 

17:6 And his heart was lifted up in the ways of the LORD : 
moreover he took away the high places and groves out of 
Judah. 

17:7 Also in the third year of his reign he sent to his princes, 
even to Benhail, and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and to 
Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 
17:8 And with them he sent Levites, even Shemaiah, and 
Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, andAsahel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehonathan, and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and Tobadonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama and Jehoram, priests. 
17:9 And they taught in Judah, and had the book of the law 
of the LORD with them, and went about throughout all the 
cities of Judah, and taught the people. 



17:10 And the fearof the LORD fell upon all the kingdoms 
of the lands that were round about Judah, so that they made 
no war against Jehoshaphat. 

17:11 Also some of the Philistines brought Jehoshaphat pre- 
sents, and tribute silver; and the A rabians brought him flocks, 
seven thousand and seven hundred rams, and seven thou- 
sand and seven hundred he goats. 

1 7: 12 A nd Jehoshaphat waxed great exceedingly; and he built 
in Judah castles, and cities of store. 
17:13 And he had much business in the cities of Judah: and 
the men of war, mighty men of valour, were in Jerusalem. 
17:14 And these are the numbers of them according to the 
house of their fathers: Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Adnah the chief, and with him mighty men of valour three 
hundred thousand. 

17:15 And nextto him wasjehohanan the captain, and with 
him two hundred and fourscore thousand. 
17:16 And next him was Amasiah the son of Zichri, who 
willingly offered himself unto the L ORD ; and with him two 
hundred thousand mighty men of valour. 
17: 17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a mighty man of valour, and 
with him armed men with bow and shield two hundred thou- 
sand. 

17:18 And next him was Jehozabad, and with him an hun- 
dred and fourscore thousand ready prepared for the war. 
17:19 These waited on the king, beside those whom the king 
put in the fenced cities throughout all Judah. 
18:1 Now Jehoshaphat had riches and honour in abundance, 
and joined affinity with Ahab. 

1 8:2 A nd after certain years he went down to A hab to Samaria. 
And Ahab killed sheep and oxen for him in abundance, and 
forthe people that he had with him, and persuaded him to go 
up with him to Ramothgilead. 

18:3 And A hab king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, Wilt thou go with me to Ramothgilead? And he an- 
swered him, I am as thou art, and my people as thy people; 
and we will be with thee in the war. 
18:4 And Jehoshaphat said unto the king of Israel, Enquire, 
I pray thee, at the word of the LORD to day. 
18:5 Therefore the king of Israel gathered together of proph- 
ets four hundred men, and said unto them, Shall we go to 
Ramothgilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And they said, Go 
up; for God will deliver it into the king's hand. 
18:6 But Jehoshaphat said, Is there not here a prophet of the 
LORD besides, that we might enquire of him? 
18:7 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, There is 
yet one man, by whom we may enquire of the LORD : but I 
hate him; for he never prophesied good unto me, but always 
evil: the same is Micaiah the son of Imla. And Jehoshaphat 
said, L et not the king say so. 

18:8 A nd the king of Israel called for one of his officers, and 
said, Fetch quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. 
18:9 And the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat king of Judah 
sat either of them on his throne, clothed in their robes, and 
they sat in a void place at the entering in of the gate of 
Samaria; and all the prophets prophesied before them. 
18:10 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah had made him 
horns of iron, and said, Thus saith the LORD, With these 
thou shalt push Syria until they be consumed. 
18:11 And all the prophets prophesied so, saying, Go up to 
Ramothgilead, and prosper: for the LORD shall deliver it 
into the hand of the king. 
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1 8 : 1 2 A nd the messenger that went to call M icaiah spake to 
him, saying, Behold, the words ot the prophets declare good 
to the king with one assent; let thy word therefore, I pray 
thee, be like one ot their's, and speak thou good. 
18:13AndMicaiahsaid,AstheLORD liveth, even what my 
God saith, that will I speak. 

18:14 And when he was come to the king, the king said unto 
him, M icaiah, shall we go to Ramothgilead to battle, or shall 
I forbear? And he said. Go ye up, and prosper, and they shall 
be delivered into your hand. 

18:15 And the king said to him. How many times shall I 
adjure thee that thou say nothing but the truth to me in the 
name of the LORD? 

18:16 Then he said, I did see all Israel scattered upon the 
mountains, as sheep that have no shepherd: and the LORD 
said. These have no master; let them return therefore every 
man to his house in peace. 

18:17 And the king of Israel said to Jehoshaphat, Did I not 
tell thee that he would not prophesy good unto me, but evil? 
18:18 Again he said. Therefore hear the word of the LORD; 
I saw the LORD sitting upon his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing on his right hand and on his left. 
18:19 And the LORD said. Who shall entice Ahab king of 
Israel, that he may go up and fall at Ramothgilead? And one 
spake saying after this manner, and another saying after that 
manner 

18:20 Then there came out a spirit, and stood before the 
LORD, and said, I will entice him. And the LORD said unto 
him. Wherewith? 

18:21 And he said, I will go out, and be a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all his prophets. And the Lord said. Thou shalt 
entice him, and thou shalt also prevail: go out, and do even 
so. 

18:22 Now therefore, behold, the LORD hath put a lying 
spirit in the mouth of these thy prophets, and the L RD hath 
spoken evil against thee. 

18:23 Then Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah came near, and 
smote M icaiah upon the cheek, and said. Which way went 
the Spirit of the LORD from me to speak unto thee? 
18:24 And M icaiah said. Behold, thou shalt see on that day 
when thou shalt go into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 
18:25 Then the king of Israel said. Take ye M icaiah, and 
cany him back to A mon the governor of the city, and to J oash 
the king's son; 

18:26 And say. Thus saith the king. Put this fellow in the 
prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I return in peace. 
18:27 And Micaiah said. If thou certainly return in peace, 
then hath not the LORD spoken by me. And he said. Hear- 
ken, all ye people. 

18:28 So the king of Israel andjehoshaphatthe king of Judah 
went up to Ramothgilead. 

18:29 And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will 
disguise myself, and I will go to the battle; but put thou on 
thy robes. So the king of Israel disguised himself; and they 
went to the battle. 

18:30 Now the king of Syria had commanded the captains of 
the chariots that were with him, saying. Fight ye not with 
small or great, save only with the king of Israel. 
18:31 And it came to pass, when the captains of the chariots 
saw Jehoshaphat, that they said. It is the king of Israel. There- 
fore they compassed about him to fight: but Jehoshaphat cried 



out, and the LORD helped him; and God moved them to 
depart from him. 

18:32 For it came to pass, that, when the captains of the 
chariots perceived that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back again from pursuing him. 
18:33And a certain man drew a bow at a venture, and smote 
the king of Israel between the joints of the harness: therefore 
he said to his chariot man, Turn thine hand, that thou mayest 
cany me out of the host; fori am wounded. 
18:34 And the battle increased that day: howbeitthe king of 
Israel stayed himself up in his chariot against the Syrians 
until the even: and about the time of the sun going down he 
died. 

19:1 Andjehoshaphatthe king of Judah returned to his house 
in peace to Jerusalem. 

19:2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer went out to meet 
him, and said to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help the 
ungodly, and love them that hate the LORD? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from before the LORD. 
19:3 Nevertheless there are good things found in thee, in 
that thou hast taken away the groves out of the land, and hast 
prepared thine heart to seek G od. 

19:4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: and he went out 
again through the people from Beershebato mount Ephraim, 
and brought them back unto the LORD God of their fathers. 
19:5 And he set judges in the land throughout all the fenced 
cities of Judah, city by city, 

19:6 And said to tie judges, Take heed what ye do: for ye 
judge not for man, but for the LORD, who is with you in the 
judgment. 

19:7 Wherefore now let the fear of the LORD be upon you; 
take heed and do it: for there is no iniquity with the LORD 
our G od, nor respect of persons, nor taking of gifts. 
19:8 Moreover in Jerusalem did Jehoshaphat set of the 
Levites, and of the priests, and of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, for the judgment of the LORD, and for controversies, 
when they returned to Jerusalem. 

19:9 And he charged them, saying, Thus shall ye do in the 
fear of the L RD , faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 
1 9: 10 A nd what cause soever shall come to you of your breth- 
ren that dwell in your cities, between blood and blood, be- 
tween law and commandment, statutes and judgments, ye 
shall even warn them that they trespass not against the LORD , 
and so wrath come upon you, and upon your brethren: this 
do, and ye shall not trespass. 

19:11 And, behold, Amariah the chief priest is over you in 
all matters of the LORD; and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, 
the ruler of the house of Judah, for all the king's matters: 
also the Levites shall be officers before you. Deal coura- 
geously, and the LORD shall be with the good. 
20:1 It came to pass after this also, that the children of M oab, 
and the children of Ammon, and with them other beside the 
Ammonites, came against Jehoshaphat to battle. 
20:2 Then there came some that told Jehoshaphat, saying, 
There cometh a great multitude against thee from beyond 
the sea on this side Syria; and, behold, they be in 
Hazazontamar, which is Engedi. 

20:3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set himself to seek the 
LORD, and proclaimed a fastthroughout all Judah. 
20:4 A nd Judah gathered themselves together, to ask help of 
the LORD: even out of all the cities of Judah they came to 
seek the LORD. 
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20:5 And Jehoshaphat stood in tlie congregation ot Judah 
and Jerusalem, in the house ot the LORD, before the new 
court, 

20:6Andsaid, LORD Godof our fathers, art not thou God 
in heaven? and rulest not thou over all the kingdoms of the 
heathen? and in thine hand is there not power and might, so 
that none is able to withstand thee? 
20:7 Art not thou our God, who didst drive out the inhabit- 
ants of this land before thy people Israel, and gavest it to the 
seed of Abraham thy friend for ever? 
2 : 8 A nd they dwelt therein, and have built thee a sanctuary 
therein for thy name, saying, 

20:9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as the sword, judgment, 
or pestilence, or famine, we stand before this house, and in 
thy presence, (for thy name is in this house,) and ciy unto 
thee in our affliction, then thou wilt hear and help. 
20:10 And now, behold, the children of Ammon and Moab 
and mount Seir, whom thou wouldest not let Israel invade, 
when they came out of the land of Egypt, but they turned 
from them, and destroyed them not; 
20:11 Behold, I say, how they reward us, to come to cast us 
out of thy possession, which thou hast given us to inherit. 
20:12 our G od, wilt thou not judge them? for we have no 
might against this great company that cometh against us; 
neither know we what to do: but our eyes are upon thee. 
20:13 And alljudah stood before the LORD, with their little 
ones, their wives, and their children. 
20:14 Then upon Jahaziel the son of Zechariah, the son of 
Benaiah, the son of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Levite of 
the sons of Asaph, came the Spirit of the LORD in the midst 
of the congregation; 

20: 15 And he said. Hearken ye, alljudah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, and thou king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith the 
LORD unto you. Be not afraid nor dismayed by reason of 
this great multitude; for the battle is not yours, but God's. 
20:16 To morrow go ye down against them: behold, they 
come up by the cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them at the end 
of the brook, before the wilderness of JerueL 
20:17 Ye shall not need to fight in this battle: set yourselves, 
stand ye still, and see the salvation of the L RD with you, 
Judah and Jerusalem: fear not, nor be dismayed; to morrow 
go out against them: for the LORD will be with you. 
20:18 And Jehoshaphat bowed his head with his face to the 
ground: and alljudah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem fell 
before the L RD , worshipping the L RD . 
20:19AndtheLevites, of the children of the Kohathites, and 
of the children of the Korhites, stood up to praise the LORD 
God of Israel with a loud voice on high. 
20:20 And they rose early in the morning, and went forth 
into the wilderness of Tekoa: and as they went forth, 
Jehoshaphat stood and said. Hear me, Judah, and ye in- 
habitants of Jerusalem; Believe in the LORD your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe his prophets, so shall ye pros- 
pen 

20:21 And when he had consulted with the people, he ap- 
pointed singers unto the LORD, and that should praise the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out before the army, and to 
say. Praise the LORD; for his mercy endureth for ever 
20:22 And when they began to sing and to praise, the LORD 
setambushments against the children of Ammon, Moab, and 
mount Seir, which were come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. 



20:23 Forthe children of Ammon and Moab stood up against 
the inhabitants of mount Seir, utterly to slay and destroy them: 
and when they had made an end of the inhabitants of Seir, 
every one helped to destroy another. 
20:24 And when Judah came toward the watch tower in the 
wilderness, they looked unto the multitude, and, behold, they 
were dead bodies fallen to the earth, and none escaped. 
20:25 And when Jehoshaphat and his people came to take 
away the spoil of them, they found among them in abun- 
dance both riches with the dead bodies, and precious jewels, 
which they stripped off for themselves, more than they could 
carry away: and they were three days in gathering of the spoil, 
it was so much. 

20:26 And on the fourth day they assembled themselves in 
the valley of Berachah; for there they blessed the LORD: 
therefore the name of the same place was called, The valley 
of Berachah, unto this day. 

20:27 Then they returned, evety man of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, and Jehoshaphat in theforefrontof them, to go again to 
Jerusalem with joy; forthe LORD had made them to rejoice 
over their enemies. 

20:28 And they came to Jerusalem with psalteries and harps 
and trumpets unto the house of the LORD. 
20:29 And the fear of God was on all the kingdoms of those 
countries, when they had heard that the L RD fought against 
the enemies of Israel. 

20:30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat was quiet: for his God 
gave him rest round about. 

20:31 And Jehoshaphat reigned over Judah: he was thirty 
and five years old when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty and five years in Jerusalem. And his mother's name 
was A zubah the daughter of Shilhi. 
20:32 And he walked in the way of Asa his father, and de- 
parted not from it, doing that which was right in the sight of 
the LORD. 

20:33 Howbeit the high places were not taken away: for as 
yet the people had not prepared their hearts unto the G od of 
their fathers. 

20:34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoshaphat, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the book of Jehu the son of H anani, 
who is mentioned in the book of the kings of Israel. 
2 0:35 And after this did Jehoshaphat king of Judah join him- 
self with Ahaziah king of Israel, who did vety wickedly: 
20:36Andhejoined himself with him to make ships to go to 
Tarshish: and they made the ships in Eziongaber. 
20:37 Then Eliezerthe son of Dodavah of Mareshah proph- 
esied against Jehoshaphat, saying, Because thou hast joined 
thyself with A haziah, the L RD hath broken thy works. A nd 
the ships were broken, that they were not able to go to 
Tarshish. 

21:1 Now Jehoshaphat slept with his fathers, and was bur- 
ied with his fathers in the city of David. And Jehoram his 
son reigned in his stead. 

21:2 And he had brethren the sons of Jehoshaphat, A zariah, 
and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and A zariah, and Michael, and 
Shephatiah: all these were the sons of Jehoshaphat king of 
Israel. 

21:3 And their father gave them great gifts of silver, and of 
gold, and of precious tilings, with fenced cities in Judah: but 
the kingdom gave he to Jehoram; because he was the first- 
born. 
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21:4 Now whenjehoram was risen up to the kingdom ot his 
father, he strengthened himself, and slew all his brethren with 
the sword, and divers also of the princes of Israel. 
21:5 Jehoram was thirty and two years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 
21:6 And he walked in the way of the kings of Israel, hke as 
did the house of A hab: for he had the daughter of A hab to 
wife: and he wrought that which was evil in the eyes of the 
LORD. 

21:7 Howbeit the LORD would not destroy the house of 
D avid, because of the covenant that he had made with D avid, 
and as he promised to give a light to him and to his sons for 
even 

21:8 In his days the Edomites revolted from under the do- 
minion of Judah, and made themselves a king. 
21:9 Then Jehoram went forth with his princes, and all his 
chariots with him: and he rose up by night, and smote the 
Edomites which compassed him in, and the captains of the 
chariots. 

21: 10 So the Edomites revolted from under the hand of Judah 
unto this day. The same time also did Libnah revolt from 
under his hand; because he had forsaken the LORD God of 
his fathers. 

21:11 Moreover he made high places in the mountains of 
Judah and caused the inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit 
fornication, and compelled Judah thereto. 
21:12 And there came a writing to him from Elijah the 
prophet, saying. Thus saith the LORD God of David thy fa- 
ther, B ecause thou hast not walked in the ways of J ehoshaphat 
thy father, nor in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 
21:13 But hast walked in the way of the kings of Israel, and 
hast made Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a 
whoring, like to the whoredoms of the house of A hab, and 
also hast slain thy brethren of thy father's house, which were 
better than thyself: 

21:14 Behold, with a great plague will the LORD smite thy 
people, and thy children, and thy wives, and all thy goods: 
21:15 And thou shalt have great sickness by disease of thy 
bowels, until thy bowels fall out by reason of the sickness 
day by day. 

21:16 Moreover the LORD stirred up against Jehoram the 
spirit of the Philistines, and of the Arabians, that were near 
the Ethiopians: 

21:17 And they came up into Judah, and brake into it, and 
carried away all the substance that was found in the king's 
house, and his sons also, and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. 
21:18 And after all this the LORD smote him in his bowels 
with an incurable disease. 

21:19 And it came to pass, that in process of time, after the 
end of two years, his bowels fell out by reason of his sick- 
ness: so he died of sore diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of his fathers. 
21:20 Thirty and two years old was he when he began to 
reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and departed 
without being desired. Howbeit they buried him in the city 
of D avid, but not in the sepulchres of the kings. 
22:1 And the inhabitants of Jerusalem made Ahaziah his 
youngest son king in his stead: for the band of men that came 
with the Arabians to the camp had slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah reigned. 



22:2 Forty and two years old was Ahaziah when he began to 
reign, and he reigned one year in Jerusalem. His mother's 
name also was Athaliah the daughter of Omri. 
22:3 He also walked in the ways of the house of Ahab: for 
his mother was his counsellor to do wickedly. 
22 :4 W herefore he did evil in the sight of the L RD like the 
house of Ahab: for they were his counsellors after the death 
of his father to his destruction. 

22:5 He walked also after their counsel, and went with 
Jehoram the son of Ahab king of Israel to waragainstHazael 
king of Syria at Ramothgilead: and the Syrians smote Joram. 
22:6 And he returned to be healed in Jezreel because of the 
wounds which were given him at Ramah, when he fought 
with Hazael king of Syria. And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Jehoram the son of Ahab at 
Jezreel, because he was sick. 

22:7 And the destruction of Ahaziah was of God by coming 
to Joram: for when he was come, he went out with Jehoram 
against Jehu the son of Nimshi, whom the LORD had 
anointed to cut off the house of Ahab. 
22:8 And it came to pass, that, when Jehu was executing 
judgment upon the house of A hab, and found the princes of 
Judah, and the sons of the brethren of Ahaziah, that minis- 
tered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

22:9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they caught him, (for he 
was hid in Samaria,) and brought him to Jehu: and when 
they had slain him , they buried him : B ecause, said they, he is 
the son of J ehoshaphat, who sought the LORD with all his 
heart. S the house of A haziah had no power to keep still the 
kingdom. 

22:10 But when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw thather 
son was dead, she arose and destroyed all the seed royal of 
the house of Judah. 

22:11 Butjehoshabeath, the daughterof the king, took Joash 
the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from among the king's 
sons that were slain, and put him and his nurse in a 
bedchamber. Sojehoshabeath, the daughter of king Jehoram, 
the wife of Jehoiada the priest, (for she was the sister of 
Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so that she slew him not. 
22:12 And he was with them hid in the house of God six 
years: and A thaliah reigned over the land. 
23:1 And in the seventh year Jehoiada strengthened him- 
self, and took the captains of hundreds, Azariah the son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael the son of Jehohanan, and Azariah the 
son of bed, and M aaseiah the son of A daiah, and Elishaphat 
the son of Zichri, into covenant with him. 
23:2 And they went about in Judah, and gathered the Levites 
out of all the cities of Judah, and the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, and they came to Jerusalem. 
23:3 A nd all the congregation made a covenant with the king 
in the house of God. And he said unto them, Behold, the 
king's son shall reign, as the LORD hath said of the sons of 
D avid. 

23:4 This is the thing that ye shall do; A third part of you 
entering on the sabbath, of the priests and of the Levites, 
shall be porters of the doors; 

23:5 And a third part shall be at the king's house; and a third 
part at the gate of the foundation: and all the people shall be 
in the courts of the house of the LORD. 
23:6 But let none come into the house of the LORD, save 
the priests, and they that minister of the Levites; they shall 
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go in, for they are lioly: but all the people shall keep the 
watch ot the LORD. 

23:7 And the Levites shall compass the king round about, 
every man with his weapons in his hand; and whosoever else 
Cometh into the house, he shall be put to death: but be ye 
with the king when he cometh in, and when he goeth out 
23:8 So the Levites and all Judah did according to all things 
that Jehoiada the priest had commanded, and took every man 
his men that were to come in on the sabbath, with them that 
were to go out on the sabbath: tor Jehoiada the priest dis- 
missed not the courses. 

23:9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest delivered to the captains 
of hundreds spears, and bucklers, and shields, that had been 
king David's, which were in the house of God. 
23: 10 A nd he set all the people, every man having his weapon 
in his hand, from the right side of the temple to the left side 
of the temple, along by the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 

23:11 Then they brought out the king's son, and put upon 
him the crown, and gave him the testimony, and made him 
king. And Jehoiada and his sons anointed him, and said, God 
save the king. 

23:12 Now when Athaliah heard the noise of the people run- 
ning and praising the king, she came to the people into the 
house of the LORD: 

23:13 And she looked, and, behold, the king stood at his 
pillar at the entering in, and the princes and the trumpets by 
the king: and all the people of the land rejoiced, and sounded 
with trumpets, also the singers with instruments of musick, 
and such as taught to sing praise. Then Athaliah rent her 
clothes, and said. Treason, Treason. 
23:14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought out the captains of 
hundreds that were set over the host, and said unto them. 
Have her forth of the ranges: and whoso followeth her, let 
him be slain with the sword. For the priest said. Slay her not 
in the house of the L RD . 

23:15 So they laid hands on her; and when she was come to 
the entering of the horse gate by the king's house, they slew 
her there. 

23:16 And Jehoiada made a covenant between him, and be- 
tween all the people, and between the king, that they should 
be the LORD'S people. 

23:17 Then all the people went to the house of Baal, and 
brake it down, and brake his altars and his images in pieces, 
and slew Mattan the priest of B aal before the altars. 
23:18 Also Jehoiada appointed the offices of the house of 
the L RD by the hand of the priests the L evites, whom D avid 
had distributed in the house of the LORD, to offer the burnt 
offerings of the LORD, as it is written in the law of Moses, 
with rejoicing and with singing, as it was ordained by D avid. 
23:19 And he set the porters at the gates of the house of the 
LORD, that none which was unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 

23:20 And he took the captains of hundreds, and the nobles, 
and the governors of the people, and all the people of the 
land, and brought down the king from the house of the L RD : 
and they came through the high gate into the king's house, 
and set the king upon the throne of the kingdom. 
23:21 And all the people of the land rejoiced: and the city 
was quiet, after that they had slain Athaliah with the sword. 
24:1 Joash was seven years old when he began to reign, and 



he reigned forty years in Jerusalem. His mother's name also 
was Zibiah of B eersheba. 

24:2 And Joash did that which was right in the sight of the 
LORD all the days of Jehoiada the priest. 
24:3 And Jehoiada took for him two wives; and he begat 
sons and daughters. 

24:4 A nd it came to pass after this, that Joash was minded to 
repair the house of the LORD. 

24:5 And he gathered together the priests and the Levites, 
and said to them, Go out unto the cities of Judah, and gather 
of all Israel m oney to repair the house of your G od from year 
to year, and see that ye hasten the matter. Howbeit the L evites 
hastened it not. 

24:6 And the king called for Jehoiada the chief, and said 
unto him, Why hast thou notrequiredof the Levites to bring 
in out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the collection, accord- 
ing to the commandment of M oses the servant of the LORD, 
and of the congregation of Israel, for the tabernacle of wit- 
ness? 

24:7 For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked woman, had bro- 
ken up the house of G od; and also all the dedicated things of 
the house of the LORD did they bestow upon Baalim. 
24:8 And at the king's commandmentthey made a chest, and 
set it without at the gate of the house of the LORD. 
24:9 A nd they made a proclamation through Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, to bring in to the LORD the collection that Moses the 
servant of God laid upon Israel in the wilderness. 
24:10 And all the princes and all the people rejoiced, and 
brought in, and cast into the chest, until they had made an 
end. 

24:11 Now it came to pass, that at what time the chest was 
brought unto the king's office by the hand of the Levites, and 
when they saw that tiiere was much money, the king's scribe 
and the high priest's officer came and emptied the chest, and 
took it, and carried it to his place again. Thus they did day by 
day, and gathered money in abundance. 
24:12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it to such as did the 
work of the service of the house of the LORD, and hired 
masons and carpenters to repairthe house of the LORD, and 
also such as wrought iron and brass to mend the house of the 
LORD. 

24:13 So the workmen wrought, and the work was perfected 
by them, and they set the house of God in his state, and 
strengthened it. 

2 4 : 1 4 A nd when they had finished it, they brought the rest of 
the money before the king and Jehoiada, whereof were made 
vessels forthe house of the LORD, even vessels to minister, 
and to offer withal, and spoons, and vessels of gold and sil- 
ver. And they offered burnt offerings in the house of the 
LORD continually all the days of Jehoiada. 
24:15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and was full of days when he 
died; an hundred and thirty years old was he when he died. 
24:16 And they buried him in the city of David among the 
kings, because he had done good in Israel, both toward G od, 
and toward his house. 

24:17 Now after the death of Jehoiada came the princes of 
Judah, and made obeisance to the king. Then the king hear- 
kened unto them. 

24:18 And they left tiie house of tiie LORD God of tiieir 
fathers, and served groves and idols: and wrath came upon 
Judah and Jerusalem for this their trespass. 
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24:19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to bring them again unto 
the LORD; and they testified against them: but they would 
not give ear. 

24:20 And the Spirit ot G od came upon Zechariah the son ot 
Jehoiada the priest, which stood above the people, and said 
unto them. Thus saith God, Why transgress ye the command- 
ments ot the LORD, that ye cannot prosper? because ye have 
forsaken the LORD, he hath also forsaken you. 
24:21 And they conspired against him, and stoned him with 
stones at the commandment of the king in the court of the 
house of the LORD. 

24:22 Thus Joash the king remembered not the kindness 
which Jehoiada his father had done to him, but slew his son. 
And when he died, he said. The LORD look upon it, and 
require it. 

24:23 And it came to pass at the end of the year, that the host 
of Syria came up against him: and they came to Judah and 
Jerusalem, and destroyed all the princes of the people from 
among the people, and sent all tiie spoil of them unto the 
king of Damascus. 

24:24 For the army of the Syrians came with a small com- 
pany of men, and the L RD delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken the L RD G od of their 
fathers. So they executed judgment against Joash. 
24:25 And when they were departed from him, (for they left 
him in great diseases,) his own servants conspired against 
him for the blood of the sons of Jehoiada the priest, and slew 
him on his bed, and he died: and they buried him in the city 
of David, but they buried him not in the sepulchres of the 
kings. 

24:26 And these are they that conspired against him; Zabad 
the son of Shimeath anAmmonitess, and Jehozabad the son 
of Shimrith a Moabitess. 

24:27 Now concerning his sons, and the greatness of the 
burdens laid upon him, and the repairing of the house of 
God, behold, they are written in the stoiy of the book of the 
kings. And Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 
25:1 Amaziah was twenty and five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 
25:2 And he did that which was right in the sight of the L RD , 
but not with a perfect heart. 

25:3 Now it came to pass, when the kingdom was estab- 
lished to him, that he slew his servants that had killed the 
king his father 

25:4 But he slew not their children, but did as it is written in 
the law in the book of M oses, where the L RD commanded, 
saying. The fathers shall not die for the children, neither shall 
the children die for the fathers, but every man shall die for 
his own sin. 

25:5 Moreover Amaziah gathered Judah together, and made 
them captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
according to the houses of their fathers, throughout all Judah 
and B enjamin: and he numbered them from twenty years old 
and above, and found them three hundred thousand choice 
men, able to go forth to war, that could handle spear and 
shield. 

25:6 He hired also an hundred thousand mighty men of valour 
out of Israel for an hundred talents of silver 
25:7 Butthere came a man of God to him, saying, king, let 
notthe army of Israel go with thee; forthe LORD is not with 
Israel, to wit, with all the children of Ephraim. 



25:8 But if thou wilt go, do it; be strong for the battle: G od 
shall make thee fall before the enemy: for G od hath power to 
help, and to cast down. 

25:9 And Amaziah said to the man of God, But what shall 
we do forthe hundred talents which I have given to the army 
of Israel? And the man of God answered, The LORD is able 
to give thee much more than this. 

25:10 Then Amaziah separated them, to wit, the army that 
was come to him out of Ephraim, to go home again: where- 
fore their anger was greatly kindled against Judah, and they 
returned home in great anger. 

25:11 And Amaziah strengthened himself, and led forth his 
people, and went to the valley of salt, and smote of the chil- 
dren of Seir ten thousand. 

25:12 And other ten thousand left alive did the children of 
Judah carry away captive, and brought them unto the top of 
the rock, and cast them down from the top of the rock, that 
they all were broken in pieces. 

25:13But the soldiers ofthe army which A m aziah sent back, 
that they should not go with him to battle, fell upon the cities 
of Judah, from Samaria even unto B ethhoron, and smote three 
thousand of them, and took much spoil. 
25:14 Now it came to pass, after that Amaziah was come 
from the slaughter of the Edomites, that he brought the gods 
of the children of Seir, and set them up to be his gods, and 
bowed down himself before them, and burned incense unto 
them. 

2 5 : 1 5 W heref ore the anger of the L R D was kindled against 
Amaziah, and he sent unto him a prophet, which said unto 
him, W hy hast thou sought after the gods of the people, which 
could not deliver their own people out of thine hand? 
25:16 And it came to pass, as he talked with him, that the 
king said unto him, Art thou made of the king's counsel? 
forbear; why shouldest thou be smitten? Then the prophet 
forbare, and said, I know that God hath determined to de- 
stroy thee, because thou hast done this, and hast not hear- 
kened unto my counsel. 

25:17 Then Amaziah king of Judah took advice, and sent to 
Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king of Israel, 
saying, Come, let us see one another in the face. 
2 5 : 1 8 A nd J oash king of Israel sent to A m aziah king of Judah, 
saying, The thistle that was in Lebanon sentto the cedar that 
was in Lebanon, saying, Give thy daughter to my son to wife: 
and there passed by a wild beast that was in Lebanon, and 
trode down the thistle. 

25:19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten the Edomites; and 
thine heart lifteth thee up to boast: abide now at home; why 
shouldest thou meddle to thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and Judah with thee? 

25:20 ButAmaziah would nothear; forit came of God, that 
he might deliver them into the hand of their enemies, be- 
cause they sought after the gods of Edom. 
25:21 So Joash the king of Israel went up; and they saw one 
another in the face, both he and Amaziah king of Judah, at 
Bethshemesh, which belongeth to Judah. 
25:22 And Judah was put to the worse before Israel, and 
they fled every man to his tent 

25:23 And Joash the king of Israel took Amaziah king of 
Judah, the son of Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, at B ethshemesh, 
and brought him to Jerusalem, and brake down the wall of 
Jerusalem from the gate of Ephraim to the corner gate, four 
hundred cubits. 
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25:24 And he took all the gold and the silver, and all the 
vessels that were found in the house of G od with bededom, 
and the treasures of the king's house, the hostages also, and 
returned to Samaria. 

25:25 And Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah lived 
afterthe death of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel fifteen 
years. 

25:26 Now the rest of the acts of Amaziah, first and last, 
behold, are they not written in the book of the kings of Judah 
and Israel? 

25:27 Now after the time that Amaziah did turn away from 
following the LORD they made a conspiracy against him in 
Jerusalem; and he fled to Lachish: but they sent to Lachish 
after him, and slew him there. 

25:28 And they brought him upon horses, and buried him 
with his fathers in the city of Judah. 
26:1 Then all the people of Judah took Uzziah, who was 
sixteen years old, and made him king in the room of his fa- 
therAmaziah. 

26:2 He built Eloth, and restored it to Judah, after that the 
king slept with his fathers. 

26:3 Sixteen years old was Uzziah when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and two years injerusalem. His mother's 
name also was Jecohah of Jerusalem. 
26:4 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the LORD , 
according to all that his father Amaziah did. 
26:5 And he sought God in the days of Zechariah, who had 
understanding in the visions of G od: and as long as he sought 
the LORD, God made him to prosper 
26:6 And he went forth and warred against the Philistines, 
and brake down the wall of Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, 
and the wall of Ashdod, and built cities about Ashdod, and 
among the Philistines. 

26:7 And God helped him against the Philistines, and against 
the Arabians that dwelt in Gurbaal, and the Mehunims. 
26:8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to Uzziah: and his name 
spread abroad even to the entering in of Egypt; for he strength- 
ened himself exceedingly. 

26:9 Moreover Uzziah built towers injerusalem at the cor- 
ner gate, and at the valley gate, and at the turning of the wall, 
and fortified them. 

26:10 Also he built towers in the desert, and digged many 
wells: for he had much cattle, both in the low country, and in 
the plains: husbandmen also, and vine dressers in the moun- 
tains, and in Carmel: for he loved husbandry. 
26:11 Moreover Uzziah had an host of fighting men, that 
went out to war by bands, according to the number of their 
account by the hand of Jeiel the scribe and Maaseiah the 
ruler, under the hand of Hananiah, one of the king's cap- 
tains. 

26:12 The whole number of the chief of the fathers of the 
mighty men of valour were two thousand and six hundred. 
26: 13 And under their hand was an army, three hundred thou- 
sand and seven thousand and five hundred, that made war 
with mighty power, to help the king against the enemy. 
26:14 And Uzziah prepared for them throughout all the host 
shields, and spears, and helmets, and habergeons, and bows, 
and slings to cast stones. 

26:15 And he made injerusalem engines, invented by cun- 
ning men, to be on the towers and upon the bulwarks, to 
shoot arrows and great stones withal. And his name spread 
far abroad; for he was marvellously helped, till he was strong. 



26:16 But when he was strong, his heart was lifted up to his 
destruction: for he transgressed against the LORD his God, 
and went into the temple of the LORD to burn incense upon 
the altar of incense. 

26: 17 And A zariah the priest went in after him, and with him 
fourscore priests of the LORD, that were valiant men: 
26:18 And they withstood Uzziah the king, and said unto 
him, It appertaineth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense 
unto the LORD, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
consecrated to bum incense: go out of the sanctuary; for thou 
hast trespassed; neither shall it be for thine honour from the 
LORD God. 

26:19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and had a censer in his hand 
to bum incense: and while he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy even rose up in his forehead before the priests in the 
house of the LORD, from beside the incense altar. 
26:20 A nd A zariah the chief priest, and all the priests, looked 
upon him, and, behold, he was leprous in his forehead, and 
they thrust him out from thence; yea, himself hasted also to 
go out, because the LORD had smitten him. 
26:21 And Uzziah the king was a leper unto the day of his 
death, and dwelt in a several house, being a leper; for he was 
cutoff from the house of the LORD: andjotham his son was 
over the king's house, judging the people of the land. 
26:22 Now the rest of the acts of Uzziah, first and last, did 
Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, write. 
26:23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
with his fathers in the field of the burial which belonged to 
the kings; for they said, He is a leper: and Jotham his son 
reigned in his stead. 

27:1 Jotham was twenty and five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. His 
mother's name also was Jerushah, the daughter of Zadok. 
2 7:2 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the L ORD , 
according to all that his father Uzziah did: howbeit he en- 
tered not into the temple of the LORD. And the people did 
yet corruptly. 

27:3 He built the high gate of the house of the LORD, and 
on the wall of Ophel he built much. 
27:4 Moreoverhe built cities in the mountains of Judah, and 
in the forests he built castles and towers. 
27:5 He fought also with the king of the Ammonites, and 
prevailed against them. And the children of Ammon gave 
him the same year an hundred talents of silver, and ten thou- 
sand measures of wheat, and ten thousand of barley. So much 
did the children of Ammon pay unto him, both the second 
year, and the third. 

27:6 So Jotham became mighty, because he prepared his ways 
before the LORD his God. 

27:7 Now therestof the acts of Jotham, and all his wars, and 
his ways, lo, they are written in the book of the kings of 
Israel and Judah. 

27:8 He was five and twenty years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
27:9 And Jotham slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
in the city of David: andAhaz his son reigned in his stead. 
28:1 Ahaz was twenty years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem: but he did not that 
which was right in the sight of the LORD, like David his 
father: 

28:2 For he walked in the ways of the kings of Israel, and 
made also molten images for Baalim. 
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28:3 Moreover he burnt incense in tlie valley of the son ot 
Hinnom, and burnt his children in the tire, after the abomi- 
nations of the heathen whom the L ORD had cast out before 
the children of Israel. 

28:4 He sacrificed also and burnt incense in the high places, 
and on the hills, and under every green tree. 
28:5 Wherefore the LORD his God delivered him into the 
hand of the king of Syria; and they smote him, and carried 
away a great multitude of them captives, and brought them 
to Damascus. And he was also delivered into the hand of the 
king of Israel, who smote him with a great slaughter 
28:6 For Pekah the son of Remaliah slew in Judah an hun- 
dred and twenty thousand in one day, which were all valiant 
men; because they had forsaken the LORD God of their fa- 
thers. 

28:7 And Zichri, a mighty man of Ephraim, slew Maaseiah 
the king's son, and Azrikam the governor of the house, and 
Elkanah that was next to the king. 

28:8 And the children of Israel carried away captive of their 
brethren two hundred thousand, women, sons, and daugh- 
ters, and took also away much spoil from them, and brought 
the spoil to Samaria. 

28:9 But a prophetof the LORD was there, whose name was 
Oded: and he went out before the host that came to Samaria, 
and said unto them. Behold, because the LORD God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he hath delivered them into 
your hand, and ye have slain them in a rage that reacheth up 
unto heaven. 

28:10 And now ye purpose to keep under the children of 
Judah andjerusalem for bondmen and bondwomen unto you: 
but are there not with you, even with you, sins against the 
LORD your God? 

28:11 Now hearme therefore, and deliverthe captives again, 
which ye have taken captive of your brethren: for the fierce 
wrath of the LORD is upon you. 

28:12 Then certain of the heads of the children of Ephraim, 
Azariah the son of Johanan, Berechiah the son of 
Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son of Shallum, and Amasa 
the son of Hadlai, stood up against them that came from the 
war, 

28:13 And said unto them. Ye shall not bring in the captives 
hither: for whereas we have offended against the LORD al- 
ready, ye intend to add more to our sins and to our trespass: 
for our trespass is great, and there is fierce wrath against 
Israel. 

28:14 So the armed men left the captives and the spoil be- 
fore the princes and all the congregation. 
28:15 And the men which were expressed by name rose up, 
and took the captives, and with the spoil clothed all that were 
naked among them, and arrayed them, and shod them, and 
gave them to eat and to drink, and anointed them, and car- 
ried all the feeble of them upon asses, and brought them to 
Jericho, the city of palm trees, to their brethren: then they 
returned to Samaria. 

28:16 At that time did king Ahaz send unto the kings of 
Assyria to help him. 

28:17 For again the Edomites had come and smitten Judah, 
and carried away captives. 

28:18 The Philistines also had invaded the cities of the low 
country, and of the south of Judah, and had taken 
Bethshemesh, and Ajalon, and Gederoth, and Shocho with 



the villages thereof, and Timnah with the villages thereof, 
Gimzo also and the villages thereof: and they dwelt there. 
28:19 For the LORD brought Judah low because of Ahaz 
king of Israel; for he made Judah naked, and transgressed 
sore against the LORD. 

28:20 And Tilgathpilneser king of Assyria came unto him, 
and distressed him, but strengthened him not. 
28:21 ForAhaz took away a portion out of the house of the 
LORD, and out of the house of the king, and of the princes, 
and gave it unto the king of Assyria: but he helped him not 
28:22 A nd in the time of his distress did he trespass yet more 
against the L R D : this is that king A haz . 
28:23 For he sacrificed unto the gods of Damascus, which 
smote him: and he said, Because the gods of the kings of 
Syria help them, therefore will I sacrifice to them, that they 
may help me. B ut they were the ruin of him, and of all Israel. 
28:24 And Ahaz gathered together the vessels of the house 
of God, and cut in pieces the vessels of the house of God, 
and shut up the doors of the house of the LORD, and he 
made him altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 
28:25 A nd in every several city of Judah he made high places 
to bum incense unto other gods, and provoked to anger the 
LORD God of* his fathers. 

28:26 Now the rest of his acts and of all his ways, first and 
last, behold, they are written in the book of the kings of Judah 
and Israel. 

28:27 AndAhaz slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
in the city, even in Jerusalem: but they brought him not into 
the sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and Hezekiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

29:1 Hezekiah began to reign when he was five and twenty 
years old, and he reigned nine and twenty years in Jerusa- 
lem. And his mother's name was Abijah, the daughter of 
Zechariah. 

2 9:2 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the L ORD , 
according to all that D avid his father had done. 
29:3Heinthe first year of his reign, in the first m onth, opened 
the doors of the house of the LORD, and repaired them. 
29:4 And he broughtin the priests and the Levites, and gath- 
ered them together into the east street, 
29:5 And said unto them, Hearme, ye Levites, sanctify now 
yourselves, and sanctify the house of the L RD God of your 
fathers, and cany forth the filthiness out of the holy place. 
29:6 For our fathers have trespassed, and done that which 
was evil in the eyes of the LORD our God, and have for- 
saken him, and have turned away theirfaces from the habita- 
tion of the LORD, and turned their backs. 
29:7 Also they have shut up the doors of the porch, and put 
out the lamps, and have not burned incense nor offered burnt 
offerings in the holy place unto the God of Israel. 
29:8 Wherefore the wrath of the LORD was upon Judah and 
Jerusalem, and he hath delivered them to trouble, to aston- 
ishment, and to hissing, as ye see with your eyes. 
29:9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen by the sword, and our 
sons and our daughters and our wives are in captivity for 
this. 

29:10 Now it is in mine heart to make a covenant with the 
LORD God of Israel, that his fierce wrath may turn away 
from us. 

29:11 My sons, be not now negligent: for the LORD hath 
chosen you to stand before him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and bum incense. 
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29:12 Then the Levites arose, Mahath the son ot Amasai, 
and Joel the son of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites: 
andof thesonsof Merari, Kishthesonof Abdi, and Azariah 
the son of Jehalelel: and of the Gershonites; Joah the son of 
Zimmah, and Eden the son of Joah: 
29:13 And of the sons of Elizaphan; Shimri, and Jeiel: and 
of the sons of Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah: 
29:14Andof thesons of Heman; Jehiel, andShimei: andof 
the sons of Jeduthun; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 
2 9 : 1 5 A nd they gathered their brethren, and sanctified them- 
selves, and came, according to the commandment of the king, 
by the words of the L RD , to cleanse the house of the L RD . 
29: 16 And the priests went into the inner part of the house of 
the L RD , to cleanse it, and brought out all the uncleanness 
that they found in the temple of the LORD into the court of 
the house of the LORD. And the Levites took it, to cany it 
out abroad into the brook Kidron. 

29:17 Now they began on the first day of the first month to 
sanctify, and on the eighth day of the month came they to the 
porch of the LORD : so they sanctified the house of the LORD 
in eight days; and in the sixteenth day of the first month they 
made an end. 

29:18 Then they went in to Hezekiah the king, and said. We 
have cleansed all the house of the LORD, and the altar of 
burnt offering, with all the vessels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

29:19 Moreover all the vessels, which kingAhaz in his reign 
did cast away in his transgression, have we prepared and 
sanctified, and, behold, they are before the altar of tie L RD . 
29:20 Then Hezekiah the king rose early, and gathered the 
rulers of the city, and went up to the house of the LORD . 
29:21 And they brought seven bullocks, and seven rams, and 
seven lambs, and seven he goats, for a sin offering for the 
kingdom, and for the sanctuary, and forjudah. And he com- 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron to offer them on the 
altarof the LORD. 

29:22 So they killed the bullocks, and the priests received 
the blood, and sprinkled it on the altan likewise, when they 
had killed the rams, they sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and they sprinkled the blood upon 
the altar 

29:23 And they brought forth the he goats for the sin offer- 
ing before the king and the congregation; and they laid their 
hands upon them: 

29:24 And the priests killed them, and they made reconcilia- 
tion with their blood upon the altar, to make an atonement 
for all Israel: for the king commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin offering should be made for all Israel. 
29:25 And he set the Levites in the house of the LORD with 
cymbals, with psalteries, and with harps, according to the 
commandment of David, and of Gad the king's seer, and 
Nathan the prophet: for so was the commandment of the 
LORD by his prophets. 

29:26 And the Levites stood with the instruments of David, 
and the priests with the trumpets. 

29:27And Hezekiah commanded to offer the burnt offering 
upon the altar And when the burnt offering began, the song 
of the LORD began also with the trumpets, and with the in- 
struments ordained by David king of Israel. 
29:28 And all the congregation worshipped, and the singers 
sang, and the trumpeters sounded: and all this continued until 
the burnt offering was finished. 



29:29 And when they had made an end of offering, the king 
and all that were present with him bowed themselves, and 
worshipped. 

29:30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the princes com- 
manded the Levites to sing praise unto the LORD with the 
words of D avid, and of A saph the seer. A nd they sang praises 
with gladness, and they bowed their heads and worshipped. 
29:31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, Now ye have con- 
secrated yourselves unto the LORD, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank offerings into the house of the LORD. 
And the congregation brought in sacrifices and thank offer- 
ings; and as many as were of a free heart burnt offerings. 
29:32 And the number of the burnt offerings, which the con- 
gregation brought, was threescore and ten bullocks, an hun- 
dred rams, and two hundred lambs: all these were for a burnt 
offering to the* LORD. 

29:33 And the consecrated things were six hundred oxen and 
three thousand sheep. 

29:34 But the priests were too few, so that they could not 
flay all the burnt offerings: wherefore their brethren the 
Levites did help them, till the work was ended, and until the 
other priests had sanctified themselves: for the Levites were 
more upright in heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. 
29:35 And also the burnt offerings were in abundance, with 
the fat of the peace offerings, and the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of the house of the L ORD 
was set in order. 

29:36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the people, that God 
had prepared the people: for the thing was done suddenly. 
30:1 And Hezekiah sent to all Israel andjudah, and wrote 
letters also to E phraim and M anasseh, that they should come 
to the house of the LORD at Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
unto the LORD Godof Israel. 

30:2 For the king had taken counsel, and his princes, and all 
the congregation in Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 

30:3Forthey could not keep it at that time, because the priests 
had not sanctified themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to Jerusalem. 
30:4 And the thing pleased the king and all the congrega- 
tion. 

30:5 So they established a decree to make proclamation 
throughout all Israel, from B eersheba even to D an, that they 
should come to keep the passover unto the LORD God of 
Israel at Jerusalem: for they had not done itof along time in 
such sort as it was written. 

30:6 So the posts went with the letters from the king and his 
princes throughout all Israel and Judah, and according to the 
commandmentof the king, saying, Ye children of Israel, turn 
again unto the LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, 
and he will return to the remnant of you, that are escaped out 
of the hand of the kings of Assyria. 
30:7 And be not ye like your fathers, and like your brethren, 
which trespassed against theLORD Godoftheir fathers, who 
therefore gave them up to desolation, as ye see. 
30:8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your fathers were, but 
yield yourselves unto the LORD, and enter into his sanctu- 
ary, which he hath sanctified for ever: and serve the LORD 
your God, that the fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

30:9 Forif ye turn again unto the LORD, your brethren and 
your children shall find compassion before them that lead 
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them captive, so that they shall come again into this land: tor 
the LORD your God is gracious and merciful, and will not 
turn away his face from you, if ye return unto him. 
30:10 So the posts passed from city to city through the coun- 
try of Ephraim and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: but they 
laughed them to scorn, and mocked them. 
30:11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and Manasseh and of 
Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 
30:12 Also in Judah the hand of God was to give them one 
heart to do the commandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the LORD. 

30 : 1 3 A nd there assembled at J erusalem much people to keep 
the feast of unleavened bread in the second month, a very 
great congregation. 

30:14 And they arose and took away the altars that were in 
Jerusalem, and all the altars for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Kidron. 

30:15 Then they killed the passover on the fourteenth day of 
the second month: and the priests and the Levites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the LORD. 
30:16 And they stood in their place after their manner, ac- 
cording to the law of Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they received of the hand of the 
Levites. 

30:17 For there were many in the congregation that were not 
sanctified: therefore the Levites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one that was not clean, to sanctify 
them unto the LORD. 

30:18 For a multitude of the people, evenmany of Ephraim, 
and Manasseh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not cleansed them- 
selves, yet did they eat the passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Hezekiah prayed for them, saying. The good 
LORD pardon every one 

30:19 That prepareth his heart to seek God, the LORD God 
of his fathers, though he be not cleansed according to the 
purification of the sanctuary. 

30:20 And the LORD hearkened to Hezekiah, and healed 
the people. 

30:21 And the children of Israel that were present at J erusa- 
lem kept the feast of unleavened bread seven days with great 
gladness: and the Levites and the priests praised the LORD 
day by day, singing with loud instruments unto the LORD. 
30:22 And Hezekiah spake comfortably unto all the Levites 
that taught the good knowledge of the LORD: and they did 
eat throughout the feast seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the LORD God of their fathers. 
30:23 And the whole assembly took counsel to keep other 
seven days: and they kept other seven days with gladness. 
30:24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did give to the congrega- 
tion a thousand bullocks and seven thousand sheep; and the 
princes gave to the congregation a thousand bullocks and 
ten thousand sheep: and a great number of priests sanctified 
themselves. 

30:25 And all the congregation of Judah, with the priests 
and the Levites, and all the congregation that came out of 
Israel, and the strangers that came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

30:26 So there was great joy in Jerusalem: for since the time 
of Solomon the son of D avid king of Israel there was not the 
like in J erusalem. 



30:27 Then the priests the Levites arose and blessed the 
people: and their voice was heard, and their prayer came up 
to his holy dwelling place, even unto heaven. 
31:1 Now when all this was finished, all Israel that were 
present went out to the cities of Judah, and brake the images 
in pieces, and cut down the groves, and threw down the high 
places and the altars out of all Judah and Benjamin, in 
Ephraim also and M anasseh, until they had utterly destroyed 
them all. Then all the children of Israel returned, every man 
to his possession, into their own cities. 
31:2 And Hezekiah appointed the courses of the priests and 
the Levites after their courses, every man according to his 
service, the priests and Levites for burnt offerings and for 
peace offerings, to minister, and to give thanks, and to praise 
in the gates of the tents of the LORD . 
31:3 He appointed also the king's portion of his substance 
for the burnt offerings, to wit, for the morning and evening 
burnt offerings, and the burnt offerings for the sabbaths, and 
for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as it is written in 
the law of the LORD. 

3 1:4 Moreover he commanded the people that dwelt in J erusa- 
lem to give the portion of the priests and the Levites, that 
they might be encouraged in the law of the LORD . 
31:5 And as soon as the commandment came abroad, the 
children of Israel brought in abundance the firstfruits of com, 
wine, and oil, and honey, and of all the increase of the field; 
and the tithe of all things brought they in abundantly. 
31:6 And concerning the children of Israel and Judah, that 
dwelt in the cities of Judah, they also brought in the tithe of 
oxen and sheep, and the tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the LORD their G od, and laid them by heaps. 
31:7 In the third month they began to lay the foundation of 
the heaps, and finished them in the seventh month. 
31:8 And when Hezekiah and the princes came and saw the 
heaps, they blessed the LORD, and his people Israel. 
31:9 Then Hezekiah questioned with the priests and the 
Levites concerning the heaps. 

31:10 And Azariah the chief priest of the house of Zadok 
answered him, and said, Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the LORD, we have had enough 
to eat, and have left plenty: for the LORD hath blessed his 
people; and that which is left is this great store. 
31:11 Then Hezekiah commanded to prepare chambers in 
the house of the LORD; and they prepared them, 
31:12 And brought in the offerings and the tithes and the 
dedicated things faithfully: over which Cononiah the Levite 
was ruler, and Shimei his brother was the next. 
3 1 : 1 3 A nd J ehiel, and A z aziah, and N ahath, and A sahel, and 
Jerimoth, and Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, and M ahath, 
and Benaiah, were overseers under the hand of Cononiah 
and Shimei his brother, at the commandment of Hezekiah 
the king, and A zariah the ruler of the house of G od. 
31:14 And Kore the son of Imnah the Levite, the porter to- 
ward the east, was over the freewill offerings of G od, to dis- 
tribute the oblations of the LORD, and the most holy things. 
31:15 And next him were Eden, and Miniamin, and Jeshua, 
and Shemaiah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities of the 
priests, in theirset office, to give to their brethren by courses, 
as well to the great as to the small: 
31:16 Beside their genealogy of males, from three years old 
and upward, even unto every one that entereth into the house 
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of the LORD, his daily portion tor their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 
31:17 Both to the genealogy ot the priests by the house of 
their fathers, and the Levites from twenty years old and up- 
ward, in their charges by their courses; 
31 : 18 A nd to the genealogy of all their little ones, their wives, 
and their sons, and their daughters, through all the congre- 
gation: for in their set office they sanctified themselves in 
hohness: 

31:19 Also of the sons of Aaron the priests, which were in 
the fields of the suburbs of their cities, in every several city, 
the men that were expressed by name, to give portions to all 
the males among the priests, and to all that were reckoned by 
genealogies among the Levites. 

31:20 And thus did Hezekiah throughout all Judah, and 
wrought that which was good and right and truth before the 
LORD his God. 

31:21 And in every work that he began in the service of the 
house of God, and in the law, and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did it with all his heart, and prospered. 
32:1 After these things, and the establishment thereof, 
Sennacherib king of Assyria came, and entered into Judah, 
and encamped against the fenced cities, and thought to win 
them for himself. 

32:2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sennacherib was come, 
and that he was purposed to fight against Jerusalem, 
32:3 He took counsel with his princes and his mighty men to 
stop the waters of the fountains which were without the city: 
and they did help him. 

32:4 So there was gathered much people together, who 
stopped all the fountains, and the brook that ran through the 
midst of the land, saying. Why should the kings of Assyria 
come, and find much water? 

32:5 Also he strengthened himself, and built up all the wall 
that was broken, and raised it up to the towers, and another 
wall without, and repaired Millo in the city of David, and 
made' darts and shields in abundance. 
32:6 And he set captains of war over the people, and gath- 
ered them together to him in the street of the gate of the city, 
and spake comfortably to them, saying, 
32:7 Be strong and courageous, be not afraid nor dismayed 
for the king of Assyria, nor for all the multitude that is with 
him: for there be more with us than with him: 
32:8 With him is an arm of flesh; but with us is the LORD 
our God to help us, and to fight our battles. And the people 
rested themselves upon the words of Hezekiah king of Judah. 
32:9 Afterthis did Sennacherib king of Assyria send his ser- 
vants to Jerusalem, (buthe himself laid siege against Lachish, 
and all his power with him,) unto Hezekiah king of Judah, 
and unto all Judah that were at Jerusalem, saying, 
32:10 Thus saith Sennacherib king of Assyria, Whereon do 
ye trust, that ye abide in the siege in Jerusalem? 
32:11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you to give over your- 
selves to die by famine and by thirst, saying. The LORD our 
God shall deliver us out of the hand of the king of Assyria? 
32: 12 Hath notthe same Hezekiah taken away his high places 
and his altars, and commanded Judah andjerusalem, saying. 
Ye shall worship before one altar, and bum incense upon it? 
32:13Knowye not what I and my fathers have done unto all 
the people of other lands? were the gods of the nations of 
those lands any ways able to deliver their lands out of mine 
hand? 



32:14 Who was there among all the gods of those nations 
thatmy fathers utterly destroyed, thatcould deliver his people 
out of mine hand, that your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand? 

32:15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah deceive you, nor per- 
suade you on this manner, neither yet believe him: for no 
god of any nation or kingdom was able to deliver his people 
out of mine hand, and out of the hand of my fathers: how 
much less shall your G od deliver you out of mine hand? 
32:16 And his servants spake yet more against the LORD 
God, and against his servant Hezekiah. 
32:17 He wrote also letters to rail on the LORD God of Is- 
rael, and to speak against him, saying, As the gods of the 
nations of other lands have not delivered their people out of 
mine hand, so shall not the G od of H ezekiah deliver his people 
out of mine hand. 

32:18 Then they cried with a loud voice in the Jews' speech 
unto the people of Jerusalem that were on the wall, to af- 
fright them, and to trouble them; that they might take the 
city. 

32: 19 A nd they spake against the G od of Jerusalem, as against 
the gods of the people of the earth, which were the work of 
the hands of man. 

32:20 And forthis cause Hezekiah the king, and the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 
32:21 And the LORD sent an angel, which cut off all the 
mighty men of valour, and the leaders and captains in the 
camp of the king of Assyria. So he returned with shame of 
face to his own land. And when he was come into the house 
of his god, they that came forth of his own bowels slew him 
there with the sword. 

32:22 Thus the LORD saved Hezekiah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem from the hand of Sennacherib the king of 
Assyria, and from the hand of all other, and guided them on 
every side. 

32:23 And many brought gifts unto the LORD to Jerusalem, 
and presents to Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he was mag- 
nified in the sight of all nations from thenceforth. 
32:24 In those days Hezekiah was sick to the death, and 
prayed unto the LORD : and he spake unto him, and he gave 
him a sign. 

32 :2 5 B ut Hezekiah rendered not again according to the ben- 
efitdone unto him; forhis heart was lifted up: therefore there 
was wrath upon him, and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 
32:26 Notwithstanding Hezekiah humbled himself for the 
pride of his heart, both he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
so that the wrath of the LORD came not upon them in the 
days of Hezekiah. 

32 :2 7 A nd Hezekiah had exceeding much riches and honour: 
and he made himself treasuries for silver, and for gold, and 
for precious stones, and for spices, and for shields, and for 
all manner of pleasant jewels; 

32:28 Storehouses also for the increase of com, and wine, 
and oil; and stalls for all manner of beasts, and cotes for 
flocks. 

32:29 Moreover he provided him cities, and possessions of 
flocks and herds in abundance: for G od had given him sub- 
stance very much. 

32:30 This same Hezekiah also stopped the upper watercourse 
of G ihon, and brought it straight down to the west side of the 
city of David. And Hezekiah prospered in all his works. 
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32:31 Howbeit in tlie business of tlie ambassadors of the 
princes of Babylon, who sent unto him to enquire of the 
wonder that was done in the land, God left him, to by him, 
that he might know all that was in his heart. 
32:32 Now the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and his good- 
ness, behold, they are written in the vision of Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, and in the book of the kings of 
Judah and Israel. 

32:33 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, and they buried 
him in the chiefest of the sepulchres of the sons of D avid: 
and all Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem did him honour 
at his death. And Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 
33 : 1 M anasseh was twelve years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and five years in Jerusalem: 
33:2 But did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, 
like unto the abominations of the heathen, whom the LORD 
had cast out before the children of Israel. 
33:3 For he built again the high places which Hezekiah his 
father had broken down, and he reared up altars for B aalim, 
and made groves, and worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. 

33:4 Also he built altars in the house of the LORD, whereof 
the LORD had said, Injerusalem shall my name be forever 
33:5 And he built altars for all the host of heaven in the two 
courts of the house of the LORD. 

33:6 And he caused his children to pass through the fire in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom: also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witchcraft, and dealt with a 
familiar spirit, and with wizards: he wrought much evil in 
the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to anger 
33:7 And he set a carved image, the idol which he had made, 
in the« house of God, of which God had said to David and 
to Solomon his son. In this house, and injerusalem, which I 
have chosen before all the tribes of Israel, will I put my name 
for ever: 

33:8 Neither will I any more remove the foot of Israel from 
out of the land which I have appointed for your fathers; so 
that they will take heed to do all that I have commanded 
them, according to the whole law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of Moses. 

33:9 So Manasseh madejudah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem to err, and to do worse than the heathen, whom the LORD 
had destroyed before the children of Israel. 
33:10 And the LORD spake to Manasseh, and to his people: 
but they would not hearken. 

33:11 Wherefore the LORD brought upon them the captains 
of the host of the king of Assyria, which took Manasseh 
among the thorns, and bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to B abylon. 

33:12 And when he was in affliction, he besought the LORD 
his God, and humbled himself greatly before the God of his 
fathers, 

33:13 And prayed unto him: and he was intreated of him, 
and heard his supplication, and brought him again to Jerusa- 
lem into his kingdom. Then Manasseh knew that the LORD 
he was God. 

33: 14 Now after this he built a wall without the city of D avid, 
on the west side of Gihon, in the valley, even to the entering 
in at the fish gate, and compassed about Ophel, and raised it 
up a very great height, and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Judah. 



33: 1 5 A nd he took away the strange gods, and the idol out of 
the house of the LORD, and all the altars that he had built in 
the mount of the house of the LORD, and injerusalem, and 
cast them out of the city. 

33: 16 And he repaired the altar of the LORD, and sacrificed 
thereon peace offerings and thank offerings, and commanded 
Judah to serve the LORD God of Israel. 
33:17 Nevertheless the people did sacrifice still in the high 
places, yet unto the L RD their God only. 
33:18 Now the rest of the acts of M anasseh, and his prayer 
unto his G od, and the words of the seers that spake to him in 
the name of the LORD God of Israel, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the book of the kings of Israel. 
33:19 His prayer also, and how God was intreated of him, 
and all his sins, and his trespass, and the places wherein he 
built high places, and set up groves and graven images, be- 
fore he was humbled: behold, they are written among the 
sayings of the seers. 

33:20 So Manasseh slept with his fathers, and they buried 
him in his own house: and A mon his son reigned in his stead. 
33:2 1 A mon was two and twenty years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned two years injerusalem. 
33:22 B ut he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD , 
as did Manasseh his father: for A mon sacrificed unto all the 
carved images which Manasseh his father had made, and 
served them; 

33:23 And humbled not himself before the LORD, as 
Manasseh his father had humbled himself; but Amon tres- 
passed more and more. 

33:24 A nd his servants conspired against him, and slew him 
in his own house. 

33:25 But the people of the land slew all them that had con- 
spired against king Amon; and the people of the land made 
Josiah his son king in his stead. 

34:1 Josiah was eightyears old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 
34:2 A nd he did that which was right in the sight of the L ORD , 
and walked in the ways of David his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to the left. 
34:3 For in the eighth year of his reign, while he was yet 
young, he began to seek after the God of David his father: 
and in the twelfth year he began to purge Judah and Jerusa- 
lem from the high places, and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images. 

34:4 And they brake down the altars of Baalim in his pres- 
ence; and the images, that were on high above them, he cut 
down; and the groves, and the carved images, and the mol- 
ten images, he brake in pieces, and made dust of them, and 
strowed it upon the graves of them that had sacrificed unto 
them. 

34:5 And he burnt the bones of the priests upon their altars, 
and cleansed Judah and Jerusalem. 
34:6 And so did he in the cities of Manasseh, and Ephraim, 
and Simeon, even unto Naphtali, with their mattocks round 
about. 

34:7 And when he had broken down the altars and the groves, 
and had beaten the graven images into powder, and cut down 
all the idols throughout all the land of Israel, he returned to 
Jerusalem. 

34:8 Now in the eighteenth year of his reign, when he had 
purged the land, and the house, he sent Shaphan the son of 
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Azaliah, and Maaseiah the governor of the city, and Joah the 
son of Joahaz the recorder, to repair the house of the LORD 
his G od. 

34:9 And when they came to Hilkiah the high priest, they 
delivered the money that was brought into the house of G od, 
which the Levites that kept the doors had gathered of the 
hand of Manasseh and Ephraim, and of all the remnant of 
Israel, and of all Judah and Benjamin; and they returned to 
Jerusalem. 

34:10 And they put it in the hand of the workmen that had 
the oversight of the house of the LORD, and they gave it to 
the workmen that wrought in the house of the LORD, to re- 
pair and amend the house: 

34:11 Even to the artificers and builders gave they it, to buy 
hewn stone, and timber for couplings, and to floor the houses 
which the kings of Judah had destroyed. 
34:12 And the men did the work faithfully: and the overseers 
of them were Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of the sons of 
Merari; and Zechariah and MeshuUam, of the sons of the 
Kohathites, to set it forward; and other of the Levites, all 
that could skill of instruments of musick. 
34:13 Also they were over the bearers of burdens, and were 
overseers of all that wrought the work in any manner of ser- 
vice: and of the Levites there were scribes, and officers, and 
porters. 

34: 14 A nd when they brought out the money that was brought 
into the house of the LORD, Hilkiah the priest found a book 
of the law of the LORD given by Moses. 
34: 15 A nd Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan the scribe, 
I have found the book of the law in the house of the LORD . 
And Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan. 
34: 16 A nd Shaphan carried the book to the king, and brought 
the king word back again, saying, A 11 that was committed to 
thy servants, they do it. 

34:17 And they have gathered together the money that was 
found in the house of the LORD, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and to the hand of the workmen. 
34:18 Then Shaphan the scribe told the king, saying, Hilkiah 
the priest hath given me a book. A nd Shaphan read it before 
the king. 

34: 19 A nd it came to pass, when the king had heard the words 
of the law, that he rent his clothes. 

34:20 And the king commanded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan, andAbdon the son of Micah, and Shaphan 
the scribe, and Asaiah a servant of the king's, saying, 
34:21 Go, enquire of the LORD forme, and for them that are 
left in Israel and in Judah, concerning the words of the book 
that is found: for great is the wrath of the L RD that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers have not kept the word of 
the LORD, to do after all that is written in this book. 
34:22 And Hilkiah, and they that the king had appointed, 
went to Huldah the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son 
of Tikvath, the son of Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe; (now 
she dwelt injerusalem in the college:) and they spake to her 
to that effect. 

34:23 And she answered them. Thus saith the LORD God of 
Israel, Tell ye the man that sent you to me, 
34:24 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will bring evil upon 
this place, and upon the inhabitants thereof, even all the curses 
that are written in the book which they have read before the 
king of Judah: 



34:25 Because they have forsaken me, and have burned in- 
cense unto other gods, that they might provoke me to anger 
with all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and shall not be quenched. 
34:26 And as forthe king of Judah, who sentyou to enquire 
of the L RD , so shall ye say unto him , Thus saith the L RD 
God of Israel concerning the words which thou hast heard; 
34:27 B ecause thine heart was tender, and thou didst humble 
thyself before God, when thou heardest his words against 
this place, and against the inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend thy clothes, and weep be- 
fore me; I have even heard thee also, saith the LORD. 
34:28 B ehold, I will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou shalt 
be gathered to thy grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes see 
all the evil that I will bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of the same. So they brought the king word again. 
34:29 Then the king sent and gathered together all the elders 
of Judah and Jerusalem. 

34:30 And the king went up into the house of the LORD, 
and all the men of Judah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and the priests, and the L evites, and all the people, great and 
small: and he read in their ears all the words of the book of 
the covenant that was found in the house of the L RD . 
34:31 And the king stood in his place, and made a covenant 
before the LORD, to walk after the LORD, and to keep his 
commandments, and his testimonies, and his statutes, with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, to perform the words of 
the covenant which are written in this book. 
34:32 And he caused all that were present in Jerusalem and 
B enjamin to stand to it. A nd the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
according to the covenant of G od, the G od of their fathers. 
34:33 And Josiah took away all the abominations out of all 
the countries that pertained to the children of Israel, and made 
all that were present in Israel to serve, even to serve the L ORD 
their G od. A nd all his days they departed not from following 
the L ORD , the G od of their fathers. 
35:1 Moreover Josiah kept a passover unto the LORD in 
Jerusalem: and they killed the passover on the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 

35:2 And he set the priests in their charges, and encouraged 
them to the service of the house of the L RD , 
35:3 And said unto the Levites that taught all Israel, which 
were holy unto the LORD, Put the holy ark in the house 
which Solomon the son of D avid king of Israel did build; it 
shall not be a burden upon your shoulders: serve now the 
LORD your G od, and his people Israel, 
35:4 A nd prepare yourselves by the houses of your fathers, 
after your courses, according to the writing of David king of 
Israel, and according to the writing of Solomon his son. 
35:5 And stand in the holy place according to the divisions 
of the families of the fathers of your brethren the people, and 
after the division of the families of the Levites. 
35:6 So kill the passover, and sanctify yourselves, and pre- 
pare your brethren, that they may do according to the word 
of the L RD by the hand of M oses. 
35:7 A nd Josiah gave to the people, of the flock, lambs and 
kids, all for the passover offerings, for all that were present, 
to the number of thirty thousand, and three thousand bul- 
locks: these were of the king's substance. 
35:8 And his princes gave willingly unto the people, to the 
priests, and to the Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah and Jehiel, 
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rulers of the house ot God, gave unto the priests tor the 
passover offerings two thousand and six hundred small cattle 
and three hundred oxen. 

35:9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and Nethaneel, his breth- 
ren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of the 
Levites, gave unto the Levites for passover offerings five 
thousand small cattle, and five hundred oxen. 
35:10 So the service was prepared, and the priests stood in 
their place, and the Levites in their courses, according to the 
king's commandment. 

35:11 And they killed the passover, and the priests sprinkled 
the blood from their hands, and the Levites flayed them. 
35:12 And they removed the burnt offerings, that they might 
give according to the divisions of the families of the people, 
to offer unto the LORD, asitis written in the book of Moses. 
And so did they with the oxen. 

35:13 And they roasted the passover with fire according to 
the ordinance: but the other holy offerings sod they in pots, 
and in caldrons, and in pans, and divided them speedily 
among all the people. 

35:14 And afterward they made ready for themselves, and 
for the priests: because the priests the sons of Aaron were 
busied in offering of burnt offerings and the fat until night; 
therefore the Levites prepared for themselves, and for the 
priests the sons of Aaron. 

35:15 And the singers the sons of Asaph were in their place, 
according to the commandment of David, and Asaph, and 
Heman, and Jeduthun the king's seer; and the porters waited 
at every gate; they might not depart from their service; for 
their brethren the Levites prepared for them. 
35:16 So all the service of the LORD was prepared the same 
day, to keep the passover, and to offer burnt offerings upon 
the altar of the LORD, according to the commandment of 
king Josiah. 

35:17 And the children of Israel that were present kept the 
passover at that time, and the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days. 

35:18 And there was no passover like to that kept in Israel 
from the days of Samuel the prophet; neither did all the kings 
of Israel keep such a passover as Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and Israel that were present, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

35:19 In the eighteenth year of the reign of Josiah was this 
passover kept. 

35:20 After all this, when Josiah had prepared the temple, 
Necho king of Egypt came up to fight against Charchemish 
by Euphrates: and Josiah went out against him. 
35:21 But he sent ambassadors to him, saying. What have I 
to do with thee, thou king of Judah? I come not against thee 
this day, but against the house wherewith I have war: for 
God commanded me to make haste: forbear thee from med- 
dling with God, who is with me, that he destroy thee not. 
35:22 Nevertheless Josiah would not turn his face from him, 
but disguised himself, that he might fight with him, and hear- 
kened not unto the words of Necho from the mouth of God, 
and came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 
35:23 And the archers shot at king Josiah; and the king said 
to his servants. Have me away; for I am sore wounded. 
35:24 His servants therefore took him out of that chariot, 
and put him in the second chariot that he had; and they 
brought him to Jerusalem, and he died, and was buried in 



one of the sepulchres of his fathers. A nd all J udah and Jerusa- 
lem mourned forjosiah. 

35:25 And Jeremiah lamented forjosiah: and all the singing 
men and the singing women spake of Josiah in their lamen- 
tations to this day, and made them an ordinance in Israel: 
and, behold, they are written in the lamentations. 
35:26 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, and his goodness, 
according to that which was written in the law of the L RD , 
35:27 And his deeds, first and last, behold, they are written 
in the book of the kings of Israel and Judah. 
36:1 Then the people of the land took Jehoahaz the son of 
Josiah, and made him king in his father's stead in Jerusalem. 
36:2 Jehoahaz was twenty and three years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
36:3 And the king of Egypt put him down at Jerusalem, and 
condemned the land in an hundred talents of silver and a 
talent of gold. 

36:4 And the king of Egypt made Eliakim his brother king 
overjudah and Jerusalem, and turned his name to Jehoiakim. 
And Necho took Jehoahaz his brother, and carried him to 
Egypt. 

36:5 Jehoiakim was twenty and five years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight of the L RD his G od. 
36:6 A gainst him came up N ebuchadnezzar king of B abylon, 
and bound him in fetters, to cany him to B abylon. 
36:7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the vessels of the house 
of the LORD to Babylon, and put them in his temple at 
Babylon. 

36:8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim, and his abomina- 
tions which he did, and that which was found in him, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of the kings of Israel and 
Judah: and Jehoiachin his son reigned in his stead. 
36:9 Jehoiachin was eight years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned three months and ten days in Jerusalem: and 
he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD. 
36: 10 A nd when the year was expired, king N ebuchadnezzar 
sent, and brought him to B abylon, with the goodly vessels of 
thehouseoftheLORD,andmadeZ edekiah his brother king 
overjudah and Jerusalem. 

36:11 Zedekiah was one and twenty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
36: 12 A nd he did that which was evil in the sight of the L RD 
his G od, and humbled not himself before Jeremiah the prophet 
speaking from the mouth of the LORD. 
36:13 And he also rebelled against king Nebuchadnezzar, 
who had made him swear by God: but he stiffened his neck, 
and hardened his heart from turning unto the LORD God of 
Israel. 

36:14 Moreover all the chief of the priests, and the people, 
transgressed very much after all the abominations of tie hea- 
then; and polluted the house of the L RD which he had hal- 
lowed in Jerusalem. 

36:15 And the LORD God of their fathers sent to them by 
his messengers, rising up betimes, and sending; because he 
had compassion on his people, and on his dwelling place: 
36: 16 B ut they mocked the messengers of G od, and despised 
his words, and misused his prophets, until the wrath of the 
LORD arose against his people, till there was no remedy. 
36:17 Therefore he brought upon them the king of the 
Chaldees, who slew their young men with the sword in the 
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house of their sanctuary, and had no compassion upon young 

man or maiden, old man, or him that stooped for age: he 

gave them all into his hand. 

36:18 And all the vessels of the house of God, great and 

small, and the treasures of the house of the LORD, and the 

treasures of the king, and of his princes; all these he brought 

to Babylon. 

36:19 And they burnt the house of God, and brake down the 

wall of Jerusalem, and burnt all the palaces thereof with fire, 

and destroyed all the goodly vessels thereof. 

36:20 And them that had escaped from the sword carried he 

away to Babylon; where they were servants to him and his 

sons until the reign of the kingdom of Persia: 

36:21 To fulfil the word of the LORD by the mouth of 

Jeremiah, until the land had enjoyed her sabbaths: for as long 

as she lay desolate she kept sabbath, to fulfil threescore and 

ten years. 

36:22 Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the 

word of the LORD spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah might 

be accomplished, the LORD stirred up the spirit of Cyrus 

king of Persia, that he made a proclamation throughout all 

his kingdom, and put it also in writing, saying, 

36:23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All the kingdoms of 

the earth hath the LORD God of heaven given me; and he 

hath charged me to build him an house in Jerusalem, which 

is in Judah. Who is there among you of all his people? The 

LORD his God be with him, and let him go up. 
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
